SAW  THE  NAVAL  FIGHT 


Eye  Witness  Tells  of  the  Marine  Encounter   Be- 
tween Padilla  and    Lautaro   and   the 
Final  Sinking  of  the  Latter. 


New  York.  Jan.  29.— The  steamship 
Finance,  which  has  arrived  from  Colon, 
brought  as  a  passenger  Commandant 
Luis  Bourgeois  of  the  Geodetic  survey 
of  the  French  army,  who  witnessed 
the  naval  engagement  in  the  harbor  of 
Panama  on  Jan.  18.  Commandant 
Bourgeois  watched  the  battle  from  a 
warehou.se  roof.  The  Padilla  opened 
with  tvcry  gun  and  circled  around  the 
l.,autaro.  Gen.  Alban,  on  the  Lautaro. 
was  killed  on  the  first  discharge  of  the 
Padllla's  guns.  Commandant  Bourgeois 
said  he  could  see  the  men  en  the  decks 
of  both  ships  plainly,  and  while  the 
Padilla  seemed  to  be  crowded  with 
men.  the  government  ship  was  short- 
I'anded.     The   Padilla    was   tiring  every 
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gun.  while  the  other  ship,  being  short- 
lianded,  was  able  only  to  respond  with 
her  fore  and  aft  Gatling  guns.  The 
TiUUtaro  received  a  terrible  fire.  The 
Padilla  went  around  and  around  her. 
raking  her  fore  and  aft  until  the  gun- 
boat was  a  dismantled  hulk.  The  men 
on  the  government  boat  fought  nobly, 
but  the  odds  against  them  were  too 
great.  Even  while  the  flames  were 
raging  the  soldiers  on  the  Lautaro  kept 
tiring  tlieir  guns  until  they  were  forced 
to  jump  overboard.  Two  hours  after  the 
light  began  the  Lautaro  sank  and  her 
boilers  blew  up  with  a  great  roar. 

According  to  Bourgeois,  the  crew  of 
the  Liberal  gunboat  made  no  attempt 
to  rescue  the  crew  of  the  other  ship, 
who  were  vainly  attempting  to  swim,  in 
the  harbor  and  whose  cries  for  help 
could  be  heard  on  shore. 
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HOBSON  FINDS  FAULT 


Blames  Congress  For  Its  Indifference  to  the  Needs 

of  a  Larger  Navy  and  Tells  Why 

We  Need  One. 


New  York.  Jan.  29.— Capt.  Richard 
Pearson  Hobson  was  given  an  enthusi- 
ftstic  ovation  last  night,  when  he  lec- 
tured before  the  United  Daughters  of 
1812  of  the  needs  of  a  great  navy.  Jacob 
Miller,  commander  of  the  New  York 
naval  reserve,  presided.  Capt.  Hobson 
blamed  congress  for  its  indifference  to 
the  needs  of  a  larger  navy.  He  .said  that 
125.000,000    ought      to    be    appropriated 


every  year  to  the  navy,  and  that  this 
year  twice  that  sum  should  be  given. 
He  gave  four  reasons  why  there  should 
be  a  larger  navy,  as  follows:  First, 
we  have  gigantic  interests  that  require 
.".  big  navy;  second,  we  have  duties 
which  we  cannot  escape  which  require 
a  larger  navy:  third,  we  require  a 
greater  navy  because  we  can  afford  it; 
fourth,  our  navy  is  weaker  than  that  of 
other  powers  of  the  same  importance. 


MEN  OVERCOME  BY  OAS 

Workmen  In  Bimetallic  Mine  Become  Unconscious 

and  Drop  Down  Shaft— One  Perished 

Before  Help  Reached  Him.

St.  Paul.  Jan.  29.— A  special  to  the 
Dispatch  from  Phillipsburg.  Mont,  says: 
Mitchell  Rus.sell  was  overcome  by 
powder  gas  in  the  Bimetallic  mine  last 
night  and  perished  before  help  could 
reach  him.  Three  companions  had  a 
narrow  escape  from  a  like  fate.  The 
four  men  were  just  starting  to  work  in 
a  raise  on  the  1500  foot  level.    The  air 


was  befouled  by  the  smoke  and  gases 
caused  by  an  explosion.  When  the  men 
entered.  James  Holland,  who  was  In  the 
lead,  fell  uncon.scious  and  dropped  down 
the  raise  ninety  feet.  His  Injuries  are 
not  .serious.  Ilussell  was  al.so  over- 
come and  fell  down  the  raise.  Two  other 
men  managed  to  give  the  alarm  and 
both  were  re.scued.  Uus-selTs  body  was 
found  hanging  to  a  round  of  a  ladder 
where  his  feet  had  caught.

South  Africa;  but  the  premier  added 
that  he  wa«  prevented  by  courtesy 
from  disclosing  any  details  concerning 
the  note  so  long  as  the  British  govern- 
ment had  not  published  Its  contents,  or 
until  a  reply  to  it  was  received. 

The  Boer  delegates  disclaim  any 
knowledge  of  the  contents  of  the  Dutch 
note  to  Great  Britain.

NEW  BISHOP. 

Garrigan  a  Well   Known 
Churchman  of  Aggres- 
sive Qualilies. 

S'.oux  City,  Iowa,  Jan.  29.— Very  Rev. 
Philip  J.  Garrigan,  vice  rector  of  the 
Catholic  university  at  Washington, 
who  has  just  been  appointed  bishop  of 
the  newly  created  diocese  of  Sioux  City, 
Is  one  of  the  best  known  of  Catholic 
churchmen.  He  is  an  aggressive  man, 
just  past  middle  age.  For  twelve  years 
past  he  has  been  connected  with  the 
Catholic  university  In  an  administrative 
capacity,  as  assistant  treasurer,  and 
he  has  successfully  helped  to  deal  with 
the  financial  questions  of  the  Institution. 
He  is  a  native  of  Ireland  and  was  edu- 
cated In  the  public  schools  of  Massachu- 
setts, in  St.  Charles  college,  Maryland, 
and  a  provincial  seminary.  He  was  or- 
dained to  the  priesthood  June  11,  1870. 

The  diocese  will  include  the  western 
half  of  the  present  archdiocese  of  Du- 
bu(iue,  and  will  have  a  Roman  Catholic 
population  of  about  35.000.  Father  Gar- 
nuan's  elevation  to  the  bishopric  prob- 
ably will  take  place  so  that  he  may 
assume  charge  of  the  dloce.se  at  Easter. 

NEW  CODE 


Of  Railway  Signals  Are 

Adopted     By    the 

Northwestern. 

Chicago.  Jan.  29.— The  management  of 
the  Northwestern  road  has  determined 
to  adopt  the  standard  code  of  railway 
signals  for  Its  entire  system.  The  change 
will  Ik;  gradual,  and  will  l>e  m.nde  so  that 
the  men  will  bef-ome  accustomed  to  the 
new  rules  in  sections.  The  first  circular 
n-latlve  to  the  matter  has  Just  been  Is- 
sued l>y  General  Manager  Gardner  and 
(leneral  Superintendent  Ashton.  and  pro- 
vides that  on  and  after  Feb.  2.  green  sig- 
nals win  be  abolished,  and  white  signals 
will  bo  8Ub8tltuti>d  therefor.  This  Is  one 
of  the  more  Important  chnnge.s  affecting 
train  operation  and  the  management  de- 
sires that  the  men  shall  become  accus- 
tomt-d  to  It  before  other  changes  are 
made.  The  cod.-  which  Is  being  put  In, 
Is  known  as  yje  American  Railway  asso- 
ciation code,  and  oni'  of  the  objects  of 
this  code  is  to  eliminate  the  use  of  the 
color  red  except  to  Indicate  danger. 

In  adopting  a  standard  code  of  signals, 
the  Amrrlcan  Railway  association  had  In 
view,  among  other  things,  making  It  pos- 
sible for  a  railroad  man  to  work  on  any 
road  in  the  country  without  the  necessity 
of  learning  now  rules  when  he  changes 
his  service!  Such  a  condition.  It  Is  recog- 
nized, materially  would  lessen  the  prob- 
ability of  accident.

Cincinnati,  Jan.  29.-rThe  anniversary 
of  the  birthday  of  the  late  President 
William  McKlnley  has  no  public  obser- 
vance here  today.

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OFFERS  TEMPTATIONS 

Money  Sent  Through  the  Mails  to  Cuba  So   Care- 
lessly Packed  That  Bills  of  Large 
Denominations  May  Be  Seen. 


Washington.  Jan.  29.— Remarkably 
careless  practices  in  the  transmission  of 
large  amounts  of  currency  by  mall  to 
Cuba  are  complained  of  In  a  report  re- 
ceived today  by  Postmaster  General 
Payne  from  Director  General  Fosnes  of 
the  Cuban  postal  service.  The  registered 
m*iil  is  being  regularly  una  largely  ui>od 
for  the  transmission  of  money  between 
the  United  States  and  Cuba.  Mr.  Fos- 
nes  say»  that  with  liberal  use  of  strom? 
paper,  twine  and  sealing  wax,  It  is  pos- 
sible to  so  wrap  these  packages  thait 
they  cannot  break  open  and  "subjeot 
ufnclals  to  unwarranted  stress  of  temp- 
tation." 

Mr.  Fosnes  reports:  "Yesterday  there 
was  received  In  Havana  In  transit  to 
Clenfuegos  from  ihe  NaMonal  ,Bank  of 


-s. 


Commerce  of  New  York  city  a  package 
bearing  J7.44  in  postage  and  weighing 
three  pounds,  and  which  may  have  con- 
tained half  a  million  dollars  in  cur- 
rency. Through  openings  In  the  pack- 
age were  bills  of  large  denominations  in 
plain  sight  of  half  a  dozen  clerks.  The 
railway  mail  clerks  probably  learned 
of  the  contents  from  the  Havana  clerks 
and  then  the  package  may  be  lying  out- 
side the  safe  in  the  Clenfuegos  post 
office  because  of  its  size. 

"Last  week  the  attention  of  .a  bank 
was  called  to  the  careless  manner  in 
which  a  package  of  currency  containing 
$20,000  In  currency  had  been  prepared  for 
mailing.  The  paper  wrapper  was  worn 
and  the  money  exposed  to  plain  sight. 
The  normal  risk  In  the  mails  of  enor- 
mous sums  of  money  Is  great  enough 
and  should  not  be  increased  by  occular 
revelation  of  the  contents." 


HORRIBLE 

TORTURE 

Of  Workmen  Covered  With 
Seething  Metal. 

Crazed  With  Pain,  Victims 
Rush  to  the  Lake. 


Chicago,  Jan.  29.— In  an  accident 
known  as  a  "Slip"  at  the  plant  of  the 
Illinois  Steel  company,  at  South  Chi- 
cago, early  today,  one  man  was  killed 
and  four  others  were  so  severely  in- 
jured that  they  probably  will  die. 

The  dead: 

MICHAEL  BRONLSH.  8951  Green 
Bay  avenue.  South  Chicago. 

The  known  injured:  John  Polakow- 
ich,  said  to  be  dying. 

Cold  weather  is  .said  to  have  been  the 
immediate  cause  of  the  accident.  It  is 
supposed  that  the  molten  iron  at  the 
top    of    blast    furnace    No,    10    became 


chilled  and  clogged  at  the  top.  Then; 
when  the  men  opened  the  vent  at  the 
bottom  to  draw  off  the  meta!  the  who4e 
mass  fell  down,  forcing  the  seething 
metal  out  upon  the  workmen  with  a 
splash.  The  men  weer  covered  from 
head  to  foot  with  the  white  hot  metal. 
Plackowich  became  crazed  with  pain, 
and,  wrapped  in  a  sheet  of  flame,  ran 
screammg  toward  the  lake.  He  was 
overtaken,  however,  and  w'lth  the  other 
injiured  men  was  carried  to  the  com- 
pany's hospital.  The  steel  company  ofH- 
cials  so  far  have  refused  to  make  any 
statement  concerning  the  axicident. 


HIS  DEATH  A  MYSTERY 


Grocer's  Boy    Found  In   Store  Lying  on   Bag  of 

Money     With  a  Bullet     Hole 

In  His  Heart 


Chicago,  Jan.  29. — Mystery  surrounds 
the' death  of  17-year-old  Horace  Schroe- 
der,  who  was  found  lying  face  down- 
ward, with  a  bullet  hole  in  his  heart, 
early  today  on  the  floor  of  D.  C.  Burns' 
grocery  store,  Sacramento  avenue  and 
Lexington  sti-eet.  Beneath  the  body 
was  a  bag  of  coin  and  bills,  the  coin 
used  In  the  grocery.    Nearby  lay  a  re- 


volver, four  chambers  of  whfeh  bad 
recently  been  emptied. 

The  boy  worked  for  Burns,  and  It  waa 
his  duty  to  open  the  place  of  business 

each  morning.  Two  bullet  holes  through 
the  window  of  the  store  and  a  number  of 
holes  in  the  woodwork  and  showcases 
seemed  to  indicate  that  the  boy  had  de- 
fen<led  the  property  of  his  employeij 
from  robbers  with  his  life. 


BURGLAR  TOOK  HIS  LIFE 


J.  M.  Walsh,  Hard  Pressed  By  the  Police,  Barricaded 

Door  of  His  Room  and  Blew 

Out  His  Brains. 


Chicago,  Jan.  29.— J.  M.  Walsh, 
charged  with  burglary,  barricaded  the 
door  of  a  room  in  the  Revere  house 
early  today,  when  arrest  seemed  im- 
minent, and  committed  suicide  by  blow- 
ing out  his  brains.  A  burglary  had  been 
committed  several  days  ago  in  the  home 
of  A.  C.  Kaltenbrun,  829  Wilson  avenue, 
by  the  connivance  of  a  woman  servant, 
and    $100,    a    gold    watch    and    several 


trinkets  stolen.    The  police  found  a  cluo 

which  is  said  to  have  implicated   thl» 

man.  W^alsh  registered  at  the  hotef 
early  last  night,  and  several  hours  later, 
when  the  police  demanded  admittance, 
he  blocked  their  way.  As  they  forced 
open  the  door  Walsh  fired  a  bullet  Into 
the  right  side  of  his  head  and  fell  uncon-. 
scious.  He  was  removed  to  the  Passa-* 
vart  hospital,  where  he  died  soon  after. 
Letters  written  to  friends  which  he  left 
confessed  the  crime. 


ATHLETICS  AT  HARVARD 


Success  or  Failure  In  the  Field  of  Sports  Has  No 

Appreciable    Effect    on  the  Number 

of  Candidates  For  Admission. 


Cambridge,  Mass..  Jan.  29.— The  re- 
port of  President  Eliot  of  Harvard  is 
published  today.  Athletics  have 
claimed  a  greater  share  of  the  presi- 
dent's attention  than  most  other  ques- 
tions, three  full  pages,  with  statistical 
tables,  being  devoted  to  them.  In  clos- 
ing. Dr.  Eliot  slates  that  hereafter  the 
report  of  the  chairman  of  the  athletic 
committee  will  be  made  a  part  of  his 
own  report. 

The  rep<jrt  tries  io  show  by  statisti- 
cal tables  that  victory  or  defeat  In  the 
great  athletic  struggles  of  Harvard 
do  not  exert  an  immediate  effect  on 
number  of  candidates  who  present 
themselves  for  admisison  in  the  follow- 


ing year.  In  1894.  1895  and  1896  Har^ 
vard  suffered   uniform   defeat,   and   yet» 

the  number  of  prelinilnai-y  candidates 
increased  substantially.  The  year  1S99 
was  a  year  of  victory,  yet  there  was 
no  increase  in  number  of  admission  ap- 
plicants. Summing  up  the  entire  ten" 
years  succeeding  1890,  Dr.  Eliot  con- 
cludes that,  although  Tale  has  been 
decidedly  more  successful  in  athletic 
sports  than  either  Harvard  or  Prince- 
ton, .she  has  gained  a  much  smaller 
percentage  than  either,  as  far  as  col- 
lege and  scientific  freshman  are  con- 
cerned. Tennis,  the  president  shows,  is 
the  most  popular  siiort  at  Harvard,  at- 
tracting 790  men,  while  the  other  sports 
trail  behind  with  the  following  figures:. 
Rowing.  640;  football,  242;  oaseball,  220;J 
track,  146.

^^'hile  they  were  out  he  secured  a  rub- 
ber tube,  fastened  one  end  to  a  gas  jet 
in  the  kitchen,  ran  it  through  a  hole 
he  bored  in  his  bedroom  door  for  the 
purpose,  carried  it  to  the  bed  and 
threw  himself  down  on  the  bed  with 
the  other  end  of  the  tube  in  his  mouth, 
the  gas  having  been  turned  on  full  In 
the  kitchen.  When  the  police  arrived 
Mohr  wa-s  dead.  He  was  44  years  old 
and  had  devoted  his  life  to  anarchy.

Henry  Truelsen  Says  He 

Has  Nothing  To 

Hide. 

Henry  Truelsen  says  he  has  nothing 
to  hide  from  the  voters  In  connection 
■with  his  loan  from  the  Police  llelief  as- 
sociation. 

Kepiying  to  an  attack  on  his  charac- 
ter, whicti  appeared  in  this  morning's 
paiH.M-.  and  whlcb,  among  other  things, 
act-used  him  of  deliberately  misrepre- 
senting the  main  facts  of  the  trans- 
action, the  ex-mayor  says: 

"When  the  directors  of  the  Relief  as- 
scoiation  were  considering  that  loan, 
they  sent  for  me  and  asketi  if  any  i)art 
of  tlie  money  should  be  needed  before 
it  was  due.  would  I  pay  it?  I  said  I 
would. 

'I  came  away  from  that  meeting  be- 
fore the  application  had  been  actetl  on 
and  had  been  given  to  understand  that 
the  vote  was  unanimous.  I  thought  so 
till  last  evening,  when  William  K.  Mc- 
Ewen  told  me  that  his  father  had 
voted  against  it.  I  did  not  know  that 
b«fore. 

"Now  they  accuse  me  of  being  un- 
friendly to  MaJ.  Resche  because  he  op- 
posed this  loan.  That  is  ridiculous.  As 
1  undeiTstand  it  he  was  in  favor  of  the 
loan.  Mr.  Reeche  went  himself  to  the 
American  Exchange  bank,  and  It  was 
he  that  paid  m«  th«  tnoaey  in  cwrttacjr. 


A  man  called  at  the  office  of  the  coun- 
ty auditor  this  morning  to  see  about 
collecting  bounties  for  the  killing  of  five 
wolves,  which  h«  had  slaughtered  near 
Bassett  lake,  on  the  Duluth  &  Iron 
Range  railroad. 

ile  was  much  disappointed  when  hf 
found  that  through  the  oversight  of 
the  last  icKlslature  there  are  no  funds 
for  the  payment  of  wolf  bounties,  and 
he  said  that  if  the  Jnoney  were  forth- 
coming for  the  bounties  he  could  make 
a  better  living  kilhnj.  wolves  than  he 
could  working.  He  figured  on  selling 
the  hides  as  well  as  taking  the  boun- 
ties, and  he  said  that  there  are  enough 
wolves  almost  any  place  In  the  county 
to  give  a  wolf-hunter  continuous  sport 
and  large  results. 

The  lack  of  money  to  pay  wolf  boun- 
ties has  betn  very  discouraging  to  those 
who  had  made  a  little  money  on  the  side 
by  killing  wolves,  and  the  result  seems 
to  'je  a  large  increa.se  in  the  supply  of 
wolves.  Tile  audilors  office  is  accept- 
ing wolf  bounty  certificates,  and  is 
holding  them  unt'l  the  legislature  makes 
things  ail  right  again  by  providing  a 
fvmd  for  their  payment.  It  has  been 
a  long  wait  already,  however,  and  there 
is  not  much  promi.so  in  the  occupation, 
becau.se  It  is  somewhat  doubtful 
whether  the  legislature,  when  it  doas 
make  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose, 
will  make  one  large  enough  to  take  up 
the  vtaiting  certltlcates  and  keep  th-j 
payiiiei'ts  going  until  :he  nost  session  of 
liie  icgls.tture. 

ITnder  the  present  wolf  bounty  laws 
the  carcasses  are  to  be  taken  to  the 
town  clerk,  who  Jsaues  a  certificate 
when  he  is  satisfied  that  a  wolf  has  been 
killed.  This  certificate  is  taken  to  the 
aultor's  office,  whene  an  order  for  the 
bounty  Is  issued— when  there  is  any 
money  to  pay  it.  .     ,  »    ^^ 

Formerly  the  entire  carcass  had  to  be 
taken  to  the  county  auditor,  and  he  had 
to  destroy  It.  Once  there  were  seven 
or  eight  carcasses  at  the  court  house 
all  at  one  time,  and  Auditor  Halden 
had  the  engineer  at  the  court  house  cut 
them  up  and  put  them  in  the  rubbish 
furnace  outside,  where  they  were  burnt. 

The  experience  that  time,  however. 
T^as  such  that  It  was  a  great  relief 
when  the  law  was  changed.  The  burn- 
ing wolves  revenged  themselves  upon 
society  for  their  destruction  by  causing 
n  very  disagreeable  odor  when  they 
wer-  burned.  The  people  that  lived  near 
fee  court  house  were  making  invstiga- 
t'one  to  find  out  whether  they  could 
have  the  county  arrested  tor  maintain- 
ing a  nuisance. ^^

Canadian  to  Lecture   on  Du- 
Lhut  and  Others. 


Monday  The  Herald  published  an  aril 
cle  ahowing  the  effect  of  the  proposed  tax- 
ation of  porsonul  property  at  Its  full 
value,  with  a  reduction  of  the  exemption 
from  flOO  to  $2.'..  upon  a  man  who  this 
year  paid  $2.09  anj  upon  another  whose 
tax  Is  $1501.97. 

It  waa  shown  that  if  the  valuations 
upon  which  ihe.so  taxoa  are  baaed  were 
doubled,  and  the  $25  exemption  taken  oft, 
the  $2.09  mjui  would  pay  four  times  ai 
much  as  he  do*^  now.  while  the  $laOO  man 
would  pay  only  twice  as  much. 

To  most  i)eoi>le  this  instance  of  tno 
effect  of  the  law  has  been  suftlcient  to 
settle  any  doubt  about  whether  Ihcy 
wanted  the  law  In  that  form  to  go  mto 
effect.  It  seemed  clear  that  the  change 
would  be  to  still  further  increase  the  bur- 
den of  the  po'ir  man.  making  him  pay 
more  still  than  his  proportion  of  the  tax, 
while  the  Increased  tax  of  the  rich  man 
would  not  be  In  ijroportlon  to  his  means. 
The  only  poti.sible  answer  to  the  exaui- 
plo  is  that  to  double  the  valuation? 
would  be  to  cut  the  tax  rate  in  two,  and 
those  examples  were  figured  on  a  a  per 
cent  rate,  which  Is  an  averacte  rate  at 
present.  There  Is  very  much  doubt  about 
the  proposition  that  the  Increase  of  as- 
sessment would  reduce  the  tax  rate. 
Many  think  It  will  be  only  temptation  to 
higher  expenditures.  , 

The  example  Is  only  made  more  clear, 
however,  by  accepting  the  statement  that 
to  double  the  a.«isossment  means  to  cut  the 
tax  rate  In  two.  U«lng  that  proposition 
as  a  basis  the  result  wHl  be  that  the  poor 
man's  tax  ivlll  be  more  than  doubled, 
while  the  H«h  man's  tax  will  onljj-  be 
sllKhtiy  increased.  ^  ,^.,,.„

Is  $170,  and  with  the  $100  exemption  off 
he  now  pays  taxes  upon  $70.  With  this 
doubled  a-ssessment,  $:t40,  and  the  $25  ex- 
emption tak.-n  off.  he  would  have  to  pay 
taxes  on  $315.  At  half  the  present  lax 
late,  1%  mir.s.  hii  tax  would  be  $».<S,  con- 
siderably mgre  thian  twice  what  he  now

Tho  rich  man's  valuation  Is  $,i0.333. 
Doublinsf  this,  and  taking  off  the  $25  ex- 
emittion.  loaves  $100,641  on  w'alch  he 
woulo  have  to  pay  taxes.  At  that  rale  of 
W,  mills  his  tax  would  be  $1509.63.  Ili.s  tax 
this  year  is  $10Ol,.97,  so  the  application 
of  the  new  tax  .system  would  increase 
his  share  orriy  $7  ta.  which  is  an  infinitesi- 
mal increase  when  his  means  are  com- 
pareci  with  tho.«t.  of  the  poor  man  whose 
tax  will  be  more  than  doubled.

To  Cuban  Reciprocity  Is 

Chief  of  Chemistry 

Bureau. 

Washington,  Jan.  29.-Dr.  W.  H.  Wiley, 
chief  of  the  bureau  of  chemistry.  dei>art- 
ment  of  agriculture,  was  before  the  ways 
and  means  committee  today  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Cuban  reciprocity  ques- 
tion. His  statement  covered  the  scientific 
phases  of  the  production  of  sugar  from 
l>eets,  cane,  etc..  and  the  development  of 
the  respective  Industries.  By  means  of 
charts  he  showed  the  comparative  insig- 
nificance of  the  beet  sugar  industry  In  185.), 
when  most  of  the  sugar  was  made  from 
cane.  Since  then  conditions  have  reversed 
until  the  greater  part  of  the  sugar  produc- 
tion is  from  beets.  Much  the  larger  part 
of  this  production  was  In  Europe,  the 
product  in  America  being  comparatively 
small. 

Dr.  Wiley  expressed  the  opinion,  how- 
ever, that  the  beet  sugar  would  never  ex- 
tinguish the  cane  product,  as  the  latter 
had  certain  special  uses.  Dr.  Wiley's  em- 
phatic declaration  that  Culm's  appeal  to 
the  I'nited  States  was  misplaced  and 
would  not  afford  relief,  attracted  much 
attention.  This  came  after  he  had  shown 
that  the  European  bounty  and  cartel  sys- 
tems were  the  controlling  factors  in  the 
situation.  The  Cubtn  planters  had  pros- 
pered, he  said,  under  Spanish  reslmc  and 
why  should  thew  now  lay  their  disfortune 
to  the  breaking  of  the  Spanish  yoke.  Un- 
nder  such  circumstances  it  might  lie  best 
to  lead  them  back  to  Spain.  Dr.  Wiley 
then  said: 

"Tho  cause  of  the  trouble  they  are  flght- 
Ing  is  not  in  the  tariff  duties  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  but  Is  the  over  production  of 
sugar  due  to  bounties  grlven  by  Europe. 
Their  cause  should  be  pleaded  In  the  par- 
liaments of  Europe.  Their  suits  should 
go  belore  the  reichstag,  th,;  bumlesrath 
and  the  corps  legislatlf  and  not  l>efore  the 
American  congress.  The  place  to  plead 
their  cause  is  before  the  congress  of  Brus- 
sels, not  before  the  ways  and  means  com- 
mittee of  the  congress  of  the  United 
States."

BOTTLE- S    LONG   VOYACxE. 

A  yeast  powder  bottle  containing  a 
vater-stained  letter  is  in  the  pos.session 
of  a  gentleman  residing  in  N«jrlhwest 
Baltimore.  The  bottle  and  letter  have 
an  interesting  liistory,  says  the  Balti- 
more Sun. 

In  August.  1892,  four  or  five  young 
men  were  enjoying  themselves  on  a 
fishing  trip  near  Sandy  Point.  One 
evening  tije  conversation  turned  upon 
bottles  being  picked  up  at  sea  contain- 
ing messages  from  vessels  in  disti^ess. 

It  wa.s  decided  that  each  put  |1  In 
pool  as  a  wager.  Each  man  wa«  to 
write  a  letter,  stating  his  name  and  the 
place  and  the  time  when  the  note  was 
writen.  Then  the  letters  w::e  to  be 
placed  in  bottles  and  thrown  over- 
board, with  the  re<iucst  that  the  finder 
communicate  to  the  sender  the  time 
and  place  where  the  bottle  was  found. 
The  one  hearing  from  his  bottle  flrat 
was  to  win  the  pool. 

About  3  o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of 
Aug.  20,  1892,  the  bottles  were  thrown 
overboard.  The  tide  was  running  out 
at  the  time  and  the  party  watched  tha 
bottles  until  they  were  lost  In  the  dis- 
tance. A  few  days  later  the  outing  was 
ended  and  the  young  men  returned  to 
town.  In  a  short  time  ex  ery  one  had 
forgotten  all  about  the  odurrence. 
About  Oct.  1  the  gentleman  who  tell» 
the  story  received  a  letter  from  an  oys- 
terman  living  in  Overton,  Md.,  stating 
that  the  bottle  had  been  found  in  East 
Neck  Island  narrows,  near  Love  Point 
lighthouse,  on  Sept.  19,  1S93. 

The  mystery  Is  where  the  bottle  went 
to  in  those  thirteen  months.  The  dis- 
tance from  Sandy  Point  to  Love  Point 
Is  not  over  twelve  or  fifteen  miles,  and 
It  evidently  did  not  take  the  bottle 
that  length  of  time  to  float  the  dla- 
tance.

•was  in  a  British  admiiaV'v  chart  of 
1853.

Taken  to  Fergus  Falls 

Asylum. 

Olaf  Lundherg  will  be  taken  to  the 
Insane  asyluni  a*,  i^crgus  Falls  as  srn)!. 
as  his  old  commitment  to  the  asylum 
at  St.  Peter  can  be  destroyed  and  a 
new  one  made  out.  Lundberg  was 
found  to  be  Insane  last  week,  and  was 
committed  to  St.  Peter  asylum  by 
Judge  of  Probate  Bonham,  because  he 
liad  received  word  that  the  Fergus 
Falls  asylum  is  quarantinetl.  When  he 
va^  taken  1<>  St.  Peter  the  authorities 
ther<>  refused  to  receive  him,  be(  ause 
they  had  orders  from  the  board  of  con- 
trol not  to  take  any  more  patients  from 
this  county. 

Under  Sheiiff  Dash  wrote  to  the 
boanl  of  control  to  flml  out  what  was 
to  be  done  with  the  patient,  and  he  re- 
ceived an  answer  this  morning.  The 
iboard  paid  in  its  letter  that  the  state  is 
divided  into  districts,  each  asylum  hav- 
ing a  territory  of  its  own.  and  that 
Fergus  Falls  is  the  proper  place  to 
Bend  patients  from  this  county.  The 
board  suggested  that  the  old  commit- 
ment be  ilesnroyed  and  a  new  one  made 
out  sending  Lundberg    to  Fergus  Falls. 

Judge  Ponham  said  this  morning  that 
he  Intended  to  write  to  the  board  of 
control  and  ?e<t  himself  right.  In  case 
he  had  been  suspected  In  that  quarter 
of  being  a  mind  reader.  Several  weeks 
ago  he  received  word  from  the  board  of 
control  that  the  Fergus  Falls  a«ylum 
was  quarantined,  and  ihat  he  should 
send  patient*  to  St.  Peter.  He  has 
revnr  received  any  other  Instruction*, 
so  he  continued  to  follow  that  order, 
T^ith  the  result  that  the  laat  patient 
sent  there  was  sent  back  by  o<rder  of 
the  board.  Even  in  the  letter  to  Under 
Sheriff  Das>h  this  morning  the  board 
does  not  say  that  the  quarantine  has 
been  removed,  but  it  Implies  that 
Lundberg  should  have  been  sent  to 
Fergus  Falls  In  the  first  place. 


Contractor  Stone    SUed   For 
Rent  of  Machine.

Will  Have  Nothing  Local 

To  Offer  In  the 

Legislature. 

Representative  Laybourn  does  not  ex- 
pect that  this  city  will  have  any  particu- 
lar local  legislation  to  offer,  even  in  caxc 
it  proves  that  the  coming  special  ses- 
sion of  the  leKislalure  is  to  be  prolonged. 
He  thinks  that  all  the  Duluth  members 
of  the  (lelej;atlon  are  going  down  with 
the  idea  of  i>reventlng  unfavorable  legis- 
lation, or  It  it  cannot  be  prevented  to 
mitigate   It   as    much   as   possible. 

"While  we  probably  Phall  not  put  for- 
ward any  measures  ourselves,"  said  Mr. 
l.«iybourn,  "1  believe  from  talku  witn 
other  members  of  the  delegation  that  we 
shaM  all  gladly  support  any  action  that 
may  be  entered  upon  to  remove  educa- 
tional institutions  trom  the  control  of  the 
new  board  of  contnd.  Personally.  1  wuulil 
Ko  so  far  as  to  favor  the  al>olltlon  of  the 
board  of  control.  The  effect  of  its  ac- 
tions has  been  to  Injure,  without  particu- 
larly benerttlng,  the  institutions  that  it 
has  nttemi)ted  to  regulate. 

"I  uiiJerstand  that  especial  havoc  has 
been  worked  In  the  Instructing  staff  and 
In  other  ways  at  the  state  deat,  dumb  and 
blind  Institution  at  Faribault  and  at  the 
reform  school  at  Red  Wing.  The  boards 
under  which  these  Institutions  have  long 
been  conducted  are  largely  comoosed  of 
such  men  as  C  H.  Petlltt,  of  Minneapo- 
lis, who  have  given  more  time  to  the  de- 
tail work  of  the  schools  than  they  would 
if  it  belonged  to  their  own  private  busi- 
ness. They  are  men,  too,  that  know  how 
to  conduct  their  own  busln»>s8,  and  their 
service  for  the  state  Institutions  has  been 
a  labor  of  love.  The  members  of  the  board 
of  control  are  not  so  well  fitted  to  super- 
vise the  conducting  of  these  Institutions 
as  men  familiar  with  them  and  in  sympa- 
thy  with    their   objects. 

"No  doubt,  friends  of  these  institutions 
In  the  k'Kislature  will  bring  up  the  mat- 
ter, and  I  for  <jne  shall  be  very  glad  to 
co-operata  with  any  movement  that  will 
bring  about  an  Improvement  in  the  pres- 
ent very  discouraging  conditions."

The  evidence  against  the  youngsters 
Is  of  the  strongest  nature,  and  It  ie  said 
that  they  ani  others  have  taken  many 
thousand  such  stakes  during  the  pres- 
ent winter. 

The  object  of  this  wholesale  stealing 
Is  to  furnish  winter  fuel  for  about 
thirty  families. 

Those  arrested  t«4ay  were:  '  Albert 
Hanson,  age  14;  O.  Solberg,  10;  Napol- 
eon liacotte,  14;  John  Olson,  15;  and 
Walter  Uyan,  aged  13. 

Tkc  wood  stolen  in  this  instance  is 
the  property  of  the  Duluth.  Missabe  & 
Northern  llaldway  company. 

This  road  Is  bringing  logs  down  to 
the  Duluth  mills  In  numerous  and  long 
trains,  and  each  car  Is  supplied  with 
upright  stakes  for  the  purpose  of  hold- 
ing the  logs  on. 

The  cars  are  run  out  on  the  dumping 
grounds  of  the  various  tnlllB  and  the 
stakes  are  pulled  out  before  the  logs 
are  unloaded.  The  trainmen.  Instead 
of  putting  the  stakes  back  In  place, 
leave  them  uncollected  till  there  is  a 
carload  or  more,  and  then  they  collect 
them,  make  up  a  carload  and  run  the 
car  aver  to  Missabe  Junction  to  be 
hitched  on  the  northbound  trains  and 
be  taken  back  to  the  lumber  camp«. 

The  moment  the  car  of  stakes  is 
switched  In  on  the  siding  at  Missabe 
Junction  and  the  trainmen  get  out  of 
sight,  the  children  In  the  nelgborhood 
unload  the  car  and  carry  the  stakes 
home  for  fuel. 

The  railway  officers  claim  that  this 
stealing  has  already  cost  them  thou- 
sands of  dollars,  and  they  are  deter- 
mined to  put  a  stop  to  it.

St.  Paul,  Jan.  29.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — Next  Tuesday  the  legislature 
will  convene  in  extra  session  at  the  state 
capital  to  consider  the  proposed  tax 
measure  submitted  by  the  commission. 

Already  a  number  of  members  have 
come  to  the  city  and  additional  numbers 
are  expected  from  day  to  day  until  the 
session  opens. 

Strong  opposition  to  the  proposed  law 
is  being  developed  in  many  quarters. 

A  delegation  named  by  the  citizens  of 
r>uluth  had  a  conference  with  Governor 
Van  Sant  today  lasting  nearly  two 
hours.  The  proposed  tax  upon  vessels 
and  the  proposition  to  tax  all  grain  in 
elevators  of  the  state  on  April  1  of  each 
year  were  the  particular  things  in  the 
bill  to  which  this  delegation  objected. 

Vessel  owners  were  i-epresented  by 
Capt.  Alex  McDougall  and  Capt.  J.  T. 
Rose,  of  Duluth,  and  H.  C.  Stevens,  of 
St.  Paul,  who  was  called  into  the  con- 
ference. Mr.  Stevens  is  vice  president 
of  the  Canada-Atlantic  Transport  com- 
pany, one  of  the  largest  vessel  owners 
on  the  lakes. 

George  Spencer  represented  the  grain 
Interests  and  G.  A.  Tomllnson  and  G. 
A.  Helm,  local  transportation  agents  in 
Duluth.  were  present  to  strengthen  the 
delegation.  H.  R.  Spencer,  former  sen- 
ator from  Duluth  and  an  admiralty  law- 
yer, was  spokesman. 

The  delegation  laid  their  views  before 
the  governor  in  great  detail,  but  when  It 
was  all  over  each  member  of  the  delega- 
tion refused  to  say  what  had  occurred. 
H.  W.  Childs,  former  attorney  general 
of  the  state  and  a  member  of  the  t&x 
commission,  was  with  the  governor  to 
uphold  the  law. 

It  was  not  the  Intention  of  the  dele- 
gation, so  it  is  understood,  to  oppose  the 
whole  law.  In  fact,  the  delegation  was 
not  unfavorable  to  the  law  as  a  whole, 
but  its  vessel  and  grain  taxing  features 
were  strenuously  opposed.  The  gover- 
nor replied  that  the  matter  was  no 
longer  In  hlB  hands,  and  referred  them 
to  the  legislature.

A  MASTER  OF  MEN. 

Force    Which~^nabled    Mill 
Hand  to  Become  Leader. 

Tall,  compactly  built,  standing  with  hl« 
weight  thrown  well  back  on  his  heels  a. id 
with  that  slight  thrust  of  his  head  for- 
ward that  marks  the  determined  man. 
whatever  his  position  in  life,  Charles  M. 
Schwab  stood  in  the  reception  room  of 
the  Union  League  club,  a  much  envied 
man,    says    the    Chicago    American. 

And  this,  too,  in  a  club  that  representJ 
wealth   of   colossal    proportions. 

Yet  a  few  years  ago  he  held  only  a 
minor  position  among  the  laborers  in  the 
Carnegie  steel   works. 

In  those  days  he  would  have  found  it 
impossible  to  have  gotten  foot  Inside  the 
building  that  houses  the  Chicago  millloa- 
alres. 

But  as  the  head  and  front  of  one  of 
the  greatest  combinations  of  capital  in 
the  country,  when  combinatlon.s  of  capi- 
tal that  rate  below  the  hundreds  of  mil- 
lions are  not  considered  worth  mention- 
ing.   It    was   a   different   matter. 

One  could  not  but  feel  that  he  was  enll- 
tlcd  to  all  the  obsequious  flattery  thiit 
ooeed  out  of  the  smiles  and  listening  alti- 
tudes of  those  who  are  ordinarily  haughty 
to  their  equals,  if  not  arrogant  to  their 
inferiors.  One  felt  instlnctivt  ly  that  he 
had  earned  his  honors,  whatever  they 
were,  and  had  not  had  them  thrust  upon 
him. 

Mr.  Schwab  has  a  low.  sweet  voice,  and 
looks  at  you  out  of  rather  placid,  gray- 
blue  eye.s  with  an  open,  frank  expression 
that  invites  confidence.  While  he  stands 
still  and  talks  to  you  this  impression 
holds.  But  once  he  begins  to  move  the 
nature  of  the  man  become.':  more  appar- 
ent. Then  it  is  that  yon  begin  to  under- 
stand how  he  has  achieved  such  succt-sti 
In  euch  a  short  time,  for  he  cannot  be 
above  36  years  old,  and  looks  eveu 
vouneer. 

"  His  step  is  an  light  and  swift  as  that  of 
a  panther  and  he  goes  In  a  straight  line 
for  the  object  he  requires  or  the  person 
he  wishes  to  address.  His  whole  Ixidy  is 
alive  with  sinuous  motion  and  it  ie  easy 
to  imagine  those  sinewy  limbs  becoming 
hard  as  steel  and  those  soft  eyes  turning 
Hint  at  the  .oUghtest  oppiisiiion.  He  is 
the  perfect  embodiment  of  the  phllo-sophy 
that  a   man   Is  what  he  wil'.s  to  be. 

"What  do  I  think  of  the  labor  confer- 
ence?" said  Mr.  Schwab  In  reply  to  a 
question.  "I  think  it  is  a  goo.i  thing.  It 
may  have  great  results.  Anyway  It  can- 
not do  any  harm." 

"What   will   be   the   benefits?" 

"It  brings  capitalists  and  laborers  to- 
gether and  given  them  a  chance  to  un- 
derstand each  other's  desires  and  wishes. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  most  of  the 
labor  troubles  would  be  averted  If  there 
was  a  c'.oser  acquaintance  between  tne 
emnlovers  and  the  men  whom  they  em- 
ploy. The  troubles  have  been  mostly 
cau.xed  by  the.=e  two  forces  working  at 
cross  purposes.  Whatever  can  be  done 
to  bring  about  a  closer  understanding 
between  these  forces  will  have  a  bene- 
ficial re*>ult." 

"Do  you  think  the  middle  men  in  tnia 
conference  are  likely  to  be  of  a.ssistance 
in    the   settlement    of    labor    questlon.s?  " 

"Middle  men?  To   whom  do  ynu   refer?" 

"To  the  members  of  social  .societies,  re- 
form movements,  men  such  as  Ralph 
Easley?' 

"Oh.  ves.  T  think  such  men  can  as.si.^t 
In  petting  the  Ideas  from  one  to  the  other 
of  the  oppo.«lte  parties.  They  m.iy  act  as 
leaven.  T  am  in  favor  of  any  movement 
that  will  bring  about  the  settlement  of 
questions  Involving  the  industries  of  the 
country  with  the  least  po.ssible  friction 
to    those    industries." 

It  Is  not  difllcult  to  form  a  conclusion 
as  to  what  Mr.  Schwab's  Ideas  concern- 
ing the  road  to  success  would  be  were  hi? 
to  express  them  frankly.  He  Is  a  motor 
power  siifllclent  to  himself  and  would  no 
doubt  advise  .Tnyone  who  had  a  desire  to 
get  to  the  top  ruuK  of  the  ladler  to  eet  on 
the  ladder  and  climb.  In  the  brlerht  lexi- 
con of  Mr.  Schwab's  vouth  there  was 
certainly  no  such  worn  as  fall.  It  is 
doubtful  if  he  would  know  the  meanlns 
of  the  word  If  he  came  acro-^s  It.  It  cotild 
never  refer  to  him.  at  least. 

That  Is  why  the  former  steel  mill 
"hand"  was  received  with  such  dlstln- 
gidshed  consideration  In  the  parlors  of 
the  I'nlon  League  c'.uh.  And  he  wa^^  .ts 
much  at  home  there  as  he  would  have 
been  In  his  own  ouarters  and  It  Is  easy 
to  believe  he  would  be  the  same  In  the 
humblest  dwelling  of  the  city.  He  looked 
not  at  the  club,  but  at  hte  men  around 
him.  and  knew  himself  master  of  the  sit- 
uation. 

It  was  the  same  at  the  banquet  at  Kln- 
slev'p  where  later  In  the  evening  he  wab 
the  j?uest  of  honor.  He  snt  at  ease  In  tha 
companv  of  more  than  200  men  of  wea.th 
and  dominated  them  all.  There  must 
have  come  to  him  as  he  arose  to  address 
thene  men  of  fortune  and  received  their 
spontaneous  applause  the  picture  of  a 
young  man.  bare  of  arm  and  with  sooty 
fare,  sweating  in  the  elare  of  a  furnace. 
He  must  have  thought  how  different  it 
would  have  been  had  he  joined  the  forces 
with  his  comoanlons  and  become  a  leader 
In  a  union  Instead  of  wnrkln»  ont  th« 
problem  of  success  bv  himaelf.  Had  he 
taken  the  former  nath  what  an  antago- 
nist these  capitalist*  would  have  had. 
X'nder  what  a  general  the  unions  wouia 
be  serving.

EIGHT  DEAD. 

Italians  Burned  In  Tene- 
ment House  Fire  In 
Boston. 

Boston.  Jan.  29.-KlBht  persons  dead, 
♦hree  more  probably  fatally  burned,  and 
three  seriously  hurt  In  Jumping  from 
windows,  and  others  more  or  less  hurt, 
was  the  nsult  of  a  fire  Just  before  8 
o'rlook  this  morning  in  an  Italian  tene- 
mr'Ski  huu*3  on  Fleet  street,  North  End. 

Seven  of  the  dead  are  adultsi,  three  ot 
th»>m  women,  and  the  eUhth  Is  a  child. 

The  hiril.llni,'  was  flvt-  stories  In  heisht 
antl  lociited  at  No.  G  to  10  Fleet  street.  The 
flr»<  was  not  s.?«n  until  it  was  under  head- 
way so  that  .sleeping  Inmates  on  the  upper 
fliwlrs  were  cut  off. 

B.fore  the  firemen  pot  to  the  scene  two 
women  and  one  man  wert?  seen  to  throw 
themselves  from  windows  of  the  third 
floor  t)  the  .itr-et  below.  After  the  fire- 
men hill  suroeodeil  In  suhilulng  the  flame.'i 
they  hei^.Tn  a  search  of  the  rooms  and 
found   elglu    bodies. 

The  firemen  and  police  officers  labored 
hard  in  slvinj?  the  unforliinates  emer- 
genfv  treatment,  but  thedr  efforts  Were  In 
Vain,  ior  all  had  inhaled  flame  and  smoke 
and  their  h<ldit•.^  in  most  ea.spa.  wt-re  bli.'*- 
tert»d  by  the  tierce  heat  which  they  had 
encountered. 


"While  the  subject  of  forming  a  com- 
mercial body  is  a  live  one."  said  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  trade  this  morning, 
"why  not  sug-Rest  the  Idea  of  forming 
sueh  an  organization  as  an  adjunct  of 
the  Duluth  board  of  trade?  There  Is  al- 
ready here  the  best  possible  nucleus  for 
such  an  organization.  The  best  possible 
quarters  could  be  provided  very  soon 
In  this  building.  Cafe  service  could  ba 
provided,  and  indeed  that  service  has 
become  a  necessity  here  now.  The 
beauty  of  the  thing  would  bo  that  the 
patronage  essential  to  the  social  com- 
forts of  such  an  organization  as  Is  now 
talked  of  exists  right  here  among  the 
regular  tenants  of  the  building.  There 
are  enough  men  doing  business  In  the 
building  to  almost  make  such  an  en- 
terprise self-supporting  from  the  start. 

"But  more  than  that,  the  board  of 
trade  would  give  an  auxiliary  as.socia- 
tlon  a  foundation  and  stability,  as  well 
as  power,  that  no  organization  of  this 
kind  has  ever  had.  Besides  that,  this 
association  already  has  a  good  deal  of 
the  machinery  necessary  In  the  prac- 
tical workings  of  a  general  commercial 
organization.  We  have  a  secretary  who 
already  has  a  good  portion  of  the  sta- 
tistics necessary  to  a  general  commer- 
cial statistical  bureau  for  this  city.  It 
would  be  a  very  simple  matter  to  broad- 
en the  work  of  this  department  so  as  to 
Include  all  branches  of  the  city's  com- 
merce. The  work  would  find  men  em- 
ployed In  It  that  are  experienced  and 
adept  In  the  preparation  of  accurate 
statistics.  How  Important  accuracy  in 
this  work  is  can  be  readily  appreciated 
when  we  recall  the  controversy  that 
has  been  going  on  about  the  figures  that 
have  been  published  lately  for  Du- 
luth's  harbor  commerce.  We  have  had 
enough  experience  with  boom  statisti- 
cians. Our  statistics  have  reached  a 
place  now  where  they  tell  their  own 
story  if  properly  kept.  Then  we  need  a 
freight  bureau,  and  this  could  easily  be 

added  here.  ,      ,      ,..       » 

"So  much  of  the  work  of  a  legitimate 
association  of  this  kind  Is  so  Intimately 
related  to  the  business  of  the  members 
of  the  board  of  trade  that  It  would  fit 
in  naturally,  and  the  active  Interest  of 
such  stable  business  men  as  are  mem- 
bers of  this  a.ssociatlon  would  give  it 
not  only  a  good  standing,  but  strong 
factors  in  its  success  and  Influence. 

"Do  I  think  the  members  of  the  board 
of  trade  would  take  kindly  to  the  Idea? 
Yes.  I  do.  after  giving  the  subject  some 
thought,  and  If  the  auxiliary  associa- 
tion could  be  organized  In  the  right  sort 
of  form. 

"My  idea  la  something  like  that  of 
President  Letchworth  of  the  Buffalo 
Merchants'  exchange,  the  grain  dealers' 
organization  of  the  city  at  the  other 
end  of  the  lakes.  Mr.  Letchworth,  In 
his  annual  address  to  the  Buffalo  ex- 
change, called  attention  to  the  necessity 
of  centralizmg  within  that  body  varlou.s 
branches  of  different  business  interests. 
They  have  there  largely  the  same 
classes  of  commerce  and  industry  that 
we  have  here — professional  men.  manu- 
facturers, jobbers,  lumbering,  coal  and 
transportation  Interests,  which  would 
all  work  together  better  if  they  were 
better  acquainted  with  one  another's 
needs  and  limitations.  In  recommend- 
ing such  a  movement  In  Buffalo,  Presi- 
dent  Letchworth  said: 

"  'It  would  seem  to  me  extremely  de- 
sirable that  the  exchange  should  con- 
tinue the  policy  which  has  been  Inaug- 
urated of  endeavoring  to  centralize 
within  this  body  various  branches  of 
different  business  Interests.  Is  It  not 
possible  to  organize  as  Individual  de- 
partments or  bureaus  of  the  exchange,, 
each  having  for  their  object  the  pro- 
moting and  perfecting  of  any  and  e\'ery 
movement  which  Avould  further  the  in. 
terests  of  Its  line  and  enhance  the  value 
and  Importance  of  that  parlcular  Indus- 
try In  Buffalo?  Such  organizations 
would  be  primarily  of  great  benefit  to

Biuman  Jewelry  company.  The  losses 
•ufferfMi  by  these  concerns  will  approxi- 
mate t.'WO.'WO.  The  Ldndell  hotel  was  dam- 
agi'd  by  smoke  and  water  to  the  extent  of 
$2:>.ooo.

To  put  the  proposed  new  tax  code 
into  effect  in  St.  Louis  county  would 
Involve  $20,000  addlUonal  clerk  hire  i>er 
year. 

To  raise  that  sum  an  increased  valu- 
ation of  $700,000  would  be  necessary. 

I'hat  -would  in  itself  S^  a  long  way 
to  offset  the  ctaim  that  the  increased 
valuations  produced  by  the  oi>eratlan 
of  the  law   would  result  In  a  reduced 

tax  rate.     Maybe  it  would  and  maybe 
it   would   not. 

Deputy  County  Auditor  Marvin  has 
been  giving  the  law  considerable  atten- 
tion, and  it  is  his  belief  that  the  law 
could  not  be  applied  in  this  county 
without  an  additional  expenditure  of 
clerk  hire  to  the  amount  named. 

In  Its  operation  the  law  could  hardly 
fall  to  be  cumbtrsome  and  expensive. 
It  requires  the  county  auditor  to  Issue 
all  statements  and  receipts,  and  to 
Issue  them  In  duplicate.  It  requires  the 
county  treasurer  to  coilect  personal 
property  taxes,  which  means  that  he 
would  have  to  have  a  number  of  dep- 
uties to  go  out  through  the  county 
dunning  dellmiuents  for  tiholr  taxes.  It 
takes  this  ct»ll<Miit>n  away  from  the 
sheriff,  but  that  A'ould  save  nothing, 
for  fhe  shertft  will  not  be  able  to  de- 
crease his  nuimber  of  dei)Uties  because 
he  no  longer  has  personal  property 
taxes  to  cullett. 

IJesldes  the  clerk  hire,  there  Is  the 
salary  of  the  ct>unty  supervisor  of  as- 
se.s.sments,  whi(  h  >vill  go  to  swell  the 
addltonal  expense  the  new  law  would 
nece.Hsltate.

In  the  seriei  of  articles  The  Herald 
has  been  running  on  the  tax  code,  all 
the  general  dlvivi^iis  )f  the  law  have 
bi^fcn  covered.  TlK-re  remain  to  oe  con- 
sidered only  the  general  provisions, 
which  do  no\  group  themselves  in  a 
separate  dlvl.^lon  of  the  law. 

For  instance,  it  is  pivvided  that  any 
neglect  or  omission  of  duty  for  which 
punishment  Is  not  otherwise  provided 
for  by  the  law  fhall  be  deemed  a  mis- 
demeanor and  i)unlshed  by  a  fine  of 
$200  to  $1000.  Also,  the  guilty  officer 
shall  be  subject  to  suspension  and  re- 
moval by  the  governor. 

All  fines  collei'ttd  under  the  law  are 
to  go  to  the  county  revenue  fund.  The 
county  attorney  Is  given  new  duties, 
including  that  of  advising  the  tax  offi- 
cers, of  asplsting  in  hearings  to  com- 
pel property  owners  to  divulge  prop- 
erty for  assessment,  and  to  prosecute 
all  actions  required  by  the  law. 

Ap-portionments  are  to  be  made  by 
the  county  officers  on  the  last  day  of 
February,  May  and  October.  Partial 
distributions  may  be  made  between 
these  times  If  subdivisions  of  the 
county  are  in  need  of  funds. 

Structures,  minerals,  etc.,  on  lands 
cannot  be  moved  until  all  taxes  are 
paid.  A  fine  of  $1000.  or  one  year's  Im- 
prisonment, or  both,  may  be  Inflicted 
for  violation  of  th-is  pnr)\islon. 

The  statue  of  limitations  shall  not 
apply  to  assessing  property  for  any 
year  or  years  that  It  Is  omitted,  nor  to 
tax  Judgments,  which  shall  always  re- 
main valid. 

Assessing  officers  are  empowered  to 
enter  ell  buildings  for  the  purpose  of 
making  assessments. 

A  ne^v  Inheiltanre  tax  Taw  Is  Included 
in  the  bill.  It  applies  to  Inheritances, 
devises,  bequests,  legacies  and  gifts  of 
over  $1000,  and  it  applies  to  the  excess 
only.  When  the  property  goes  to  near 
relatives  the  tax  Is  to  be  1  per  cent; 
when  it  goes  to  others,  the  tax  is  to  be 
5  per  cent.  The  state  gets  this  tax.  and 
the  probate  court  is  required  to  let  the 
county  treasurer  know  of  any  property 
that  should  be  subject  to  the  tax. 

The  county  auditor  Is  empowered  to 
employ  additional  clerics  that  the  law 
will  make  necessary  In  his  office. 

If  the  law  goes  Into  effect  upon  Its 
passage,  the  present  law  shall  govern 
the  pavment  of  taxes  until  Aug.  1; 
after  that,  the  new  law  applies.  The 
new  law  applies  to  the  assessments 
this  year,  however.  If  it  goes  into  eftect.

IN  MICHIGAN. 


Great  Suffering  at  Hough- 
ton Caused  By  Cold 
Weather. 

Houghton— The  blizzard,  the  worst 
known  here  for  ten  years,  has  broken. 
The  temperature  remains  below  zero,  but 
it  has  slopped  snowing,  and  the  wind  has 
gone  down.  The  railroads  suffered  and 
numerous  derailments  and  wrecks  com- 
plicated the  situation.  Despite  its  three 
snow  plows,  one  a  powerful  rotary,  the 
street  car  line  was  blocked  and  several 
hundred  men  are  now  digging  down  to 
the  rails.  One  man,  blinded  by  the  storm, 
was  killed  by  a  train  and  physicians  have 
had  their  hands  full  attending  to  a  hun- 
dred or  more  cases  of  frozen  ears,  noses, 
fingers.  An  adult  and  a  small  girl  were 
dug  from  the  snow  banks  nearly  dead. 
Both   will  recover. 


Negaunee— Imprisoned  la  the  Negaimee 
mine,  the  scene  of  the  recent  dioa.strous 
cave-In,  are  five  mules  that  have  been 
underground  for  four  years  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  weeks  following  the 
cave-in  of  last  spring.  At  that  lime, 
with  water  rapidly  flooding  the  workings, 
they  were  valiantly  rescued  by  fapt.  Pi- 
per and  several  other  volunteers.  They 
were  In  three  feet  of  water  when  found, 
and  it  wai  necessary  to  construct  rails 
with  which  to  float  them  down  the  level 
to  the  shaft  through  which  they  were 
hoisted  to  the  surface.  After  the  mine  had 
been  unwatered  they  were  again  lowered 
to  the  bottom.  FolUvwing  the  recent  disas- 
ter, when  the  shaft  was  closed  nearly  2U0 
feet  above  the  mules,  the  animals  were 
found  three  days  later  In  a  raise;  sur- 
rounded by  water  where  they  had  taken 
refuge.  Now  feed  Is  taken  to  them  by 
means  of  the  bailers,  but  it  Is  as  yet  ex- 
ceedingly problematical  whether  k  will 
ever  be  nosslble  to  get  the  mules  to  the 
surface  tnrough  the  badly  wrecked  shaft. 

Tronw^od— Airthiw  DeMars,  a  l>arber 
who  last  summer  disappeared  leaving  t>e- 
hind  two  forged  checks  and  a  shortage  in 
the  cash  account  of  his  employer,  has  sur- 
rendered to  the  authorities.  He  recenlly 
wrote  to  Sheriff  Olson  from  Bismarck,  N. 
D.,  stating  that  he  was  willing  to  return 
and  face  the  consequences  of  his  crimu, 
and  acting  under  Instructions  from  here, 
he  was  arrested  and  has  nirw  been 
brought  to  Ironwood  for  trial.  It  Is  ex- 
pected he  will  plead  guilty. 

Marquette— A  summary  complied  from 
the  liquor  tax  reports  for  1901.  made  by 
the  various  county  treasurers,  shows  that 
there  Is  one  saloon  for  every  229  inhabi- 
tants In  the  upper  penlnsu'.a.

MORRIS  BILL. 


Early  Opening   of   Chip- 
pewa Reservations 
Seems  Assured. 

Washington,  Jan.  29.— The  Minnesota 
delegation  met  In  Mr.  Tawney's  com- 
mittee room  at  3  o'clock  yesterday  af- 
ternoon to  consider  again  the  Morris 
timber  bill.  There  were  pri*sent  Senator 
Clapp,  Congressmen  Morris, Fletcher, Ste- 
vens. Tawney.  Eiddy  and  McCleary.  Pro- 
fessor Pinchot.  chief  of  the  forestry 
bureau,  was  also  In  attendance,  as  were 
Messrs.  Bernard  and  Warren,  of  Cass 
Lake.  Congressman  Morris  read,  by 
sections,  his  new  bill,  which  provoked 
quite  an  animated  discussion,  some  of 
Its  provisions  being  objected  to  on  the 
grounds  that   they  would  call   for  an  ap- 

§roprlatlon  from  the  committee  on  In- 
lan  affairs,  which  might  en(3.-vnger  tJie 
passage  of  the  bill.  After  three  hours' 
discussion,     the    meeting    adjourned. 

During  the  next  two  days  Mr.  Morris 
will  have  put  his  bill  in  proper  shape, 
and  win  then  take  It  to  the  secretary  of 
the  Interior,  and.  If  It  meets  with  his 
approval.  It  will  then  go  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Indian  affairs,  with  his  rec- 
ommendation,    for    i)assage. 

It  Is  expected  the  bill  will  pro\ide  for 
the  cutting  of  timber  on  all  reservations 
at  a  price  to  be  named,  probably  not  less 
than  C  per  thousand  feet.  It  will  also 
provide  for  cutting  all  timber  from  all 
tracts.  Indian  labor  to  be  employed  so 
far  as  possible.  The  secretary  of  the 
interior  will  be  given  the  option  of  re- 
quiring purchasers  of  timber  to  estab- 
lish mills  on  the  reservation  to  manu- 
ia<  ture  the  timber.  Indian  labor  will 
also  bt;  employed  In  this  work  so  far  as 
potsll.lft.  The  bill  will  provide  for  the 
reser\  ation  of  Islands  In  Leech  and  Cass 
lakes.  Suf?ar  Point  and  5  per  cent  of  the 
timber  lands  to  be  reserved  for  seed 
trees. 

The  only  p<^»int  of  difference  In  th« 
delegation  Is  over  Mr.  Tawnev's  prop- 
slf  Ion  to  reserve  from  10  OIO  to  lS.i>10  acres 
of  land  along  tb''  MIss!s--inn|  rtver  for 
park  purposes  and  conservation  of  water 
supply.

■Washlnpton.  Jan.  29.— The  navy  dn- 
^artment  has  made  public  Admlial 
Bchley's  appeal,  delivered  to  the  pre.«l- 
rent  about  one  week  agv.  The  depuit- 
nient  :<  "«.ornnienl"  will  be  published  in 
A  day  or  two. 

AdnilraJ  S4.hley  appeals  to  the  presi- 
dent as  the  chief  executive  and  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  army  and  navy, 
"vested  with  power  to  regulate  and  di- 
rect the  acts  of  the  several  executive 
otllcers  thereof,"  and  he  asks  that  the 

president  review  the  tlndings  of  the 
court.  He  asks  this  on  three  gi-ouiuls, 
In  each  case  liasinK  his  aput'al  on  the 
findings  of  Admiral  Dewey,  as  opposed 
to  the  majority  report.  These  three 
grounds  are  set  out  compeniliuusly  in 
the  "petition,"  which  fills  about  eight 
printed  pages  of  a  pamphlet,  and  is 
signed  by  Admiral  Schley  and  by 
Messrs.  Kayner,  Parker  and  Teague,  of 
his  n>unsel.  Attached  to  the  petition 
are  three  exhibits,  A,  B,  and  V,  each 
made  up  of  copious  extracts  from  the 
testifliony  taken  by  the  court  of  in- 
quiry and  intended  to  confirm  the 
statements  of  fact  made  in  the  petition 
Itself. 

In  this  latter  document  the  first 
ground  of  ajipeal  is  the  holding  of 
Secretary  Long,  in  his  endorsement  on 
the  courts  findings,  that  "the  conduct 
of  the  t"Ourt  in  making  no  finding.  aJid 
rendering  no  opinion  on  those  questions 
Uhat  of  command  and  of  credit  for  the 
victory)  is  approved — indeed  It  could 
with  propriety  take  no  other  course, 
evidence  on  the.'^e  questions  during  the 
Inquiry  having  been  exc  luded  by  the 
court."  On  this  point  the  petition  says 
that  the  secretary  of  the  navy  was  In 
error  In  stating  that  the  court  exclud- 
ed te.^tlmony  to  show  that,  as  Dewey 
said,  Bchiey  was  the  senior  oflicer  In 
the  battle  of  Santiago,  was  in  ab.«olute 
command  and  entitled  to  the  credit  due 
for  the  glorious  victory  which  resulted 
in  the  total  destruction  of  the  Spanish 
ships.  On  this  |>oint  the  petition  says: 
"And  your  petitioner,  the  applicant  be- 
fore said  court  of  inquiry,  now  files 
with  this  petition  an  argument,  to- 
gether %vith  a  resume  of  the  te«tlmon> 
taken  during  the  inquiry,  in  so  far  as 
it  relates  to  the  que-^Jtlon  as  to  who  was 
in  comnmand  at  the  battle  of  Santiago, 
support  of  his  plea  that  the  presiding 
member  of  the  said  court  acted  within 
his  authority  and  Jurisdiction  in  re- 
porting his  opinion  a«  hereinbefore  set 
forth,  and  that  the  majority  members 
of  the  said  court  failed  in  the  dis- 
charge of  a  most  important  duty  de- 
volving upon  them  under  the  precept, 
in  that  they  did  not  report  their  opin- 
ion upon  the  said  question;  that  It  was 
incumbent  ui)On  such  majority  mem- 
bers to  consider  and  determine  the  said 
question,  for  the  reason  that  only  by 
(po  doln^  could  thej  determine  the 
propriety  of  the  conduct  of  the  s»id 
Schley,  In  said  battle,  since,  it  being 
a  fact  that  he  did  assume  command  of 
the  American  forces  therein  engaged, 
his  action  would,  in  the  absence  of  the 
right  and  duty  so  to  do,  have  been 
highly  censurable,  and  upon  the  ques- 
tions of  such  right  and  duty  and  the 
propriety  of  his  conduct  In  the  prem- 
ises, the  said  Schley  was  entitled, 
under  the  precept,  to  a  finding  and  an 
opinion  from  the  majority  members  as 
■well  as  from  the  minority  members  of 
the  said  court:  and  your  petitioner  re- 
spectfully requests  that  the  said  argu- 
ment and  resume  of  testimony  (which 
are  attached  hereto  and  marked  "Ex- 
hlbi<  ")  be  considered  as  a  part  of 
his  petition  and  as  the  basis  for  his 
prayer  for  relief  In  the  premises." 

Therefore,  »he  petitioner  asks  the 
president  to  annul  Secretary  Long's 
endorsement  on  this  point,  and  that  he 
specifically  approve  Admiral  Dewey's 
statement  declaring  that  Schley  was  in 
command.  He  says  that  only  in  this 
■way  can  exact  justice  be  done  him 
under  the  precept. 

Th<»  second  ground  relates  to  the  al- 
leged withdrawal  of  the  squadron  at 
night  from  Santiago  bay  and  the  char- 
acter of  the  blockade,  and  the  propriety 
of  Commodore  Schley's  conduct  In  the 
premises.  This  was  one  of  the  points 
upon  which  Admiral  Dewey  specifically 
dissented.  The  petition  recites  the 
findings  of  the  court  to  the  effect  that 
the  fiying  squadron  did  not  withdraw  at 
night,  and  declares  that  by  this  state- 
ment the  coTirt  obviated  the  necessity 
of  expressing  its  opinion  as  to  whether 
or  not  a  close  or  adequate  blockade  was 
established,  and  the  propriety  of  Com- 
modore Schley's  conduct  In  the  premises. 
It  Is  declared  that  under  this  specifica- 
tion— the  eighth — more  than  a  majority 
of  all  the  witnesses  were  examined, 
and  about  one-third  of  the  whole  period 
of  the  inquiry  was  consumed  In  Its 
consideration,  yet  "notwithstanding  the 
fficts  herein  set  forth,  all  of  which  ap- 
pear upon  the  record  of  the  said  court, 
the  concurring  members  thereof  have 
failed  utterly  and  entirely  to  discharge 
the  most  Important  duty  Imposed  upon 
them  by  the  terms  of  the  said  specifica- 
tion, which  duty  was  to  report  their 
opinoln  upon  the  que.«5tlons  of  whether 
or  not  a  close  or  adequate  blockade  of 
said  harbor  to  prevent  the  escape  of  the 
enemy's  vessels  therefrom  was  estab- 
lished, and  the  propriety  of  Commodore 
Bchley's  conduct  in  the  promises." 

Therefore  Admiral  Schley  asks  the 
president  to  annul  the  secretary's  en- 
dorsement, which  "makes  valid  the 
failure  of  the  majority  members  thereof 
to  report  their  opinion  upon   that  pur-

The  third  ground  recites  Admiral 
Dewey's  opinion  to  the  effect  that:  The 
passage  from  Key  West  to  Cienfuegos 
was  made  by  the  fiying  s<iuadron  with 
all  possible  dispatch,  having  In  view  the 
importance  of  arriving  off  Cienfuegos 
with  sufficient  coal;  that  the  blockade  of 
Cienfuegos  was  effective;  that  the 
Adula  was  permitted  to  gain  Informa- 
tion, and  finally,  that  the  passage  from 
(.'ienfuegos  to  a  point  off  Santiago  was 
made  with  as  much  dispatch  as  possible, 
while  keeping  the  scjuadron  a  unit.  The 
petition  declares  that  this  opinion,  being 
at  variance  In  certain  points  with  the 
majority  opinion.  Is  the  only  one  justi- 
fied by  the  evidence  and  fads  before  the 
court,  and  it  is  asked  that  the  secre- 
tary's approval  of  the  majority  findings 
be  set  aside  and  annulled  In  each  in- 
stance where  It  Is  at  variance  with  Ad- 
miral Dewey's  opinion,  and  that  the  lat- 
ter's  opinion  should  be  approved  for 
the  reasons  heretofore  set  out  In  the  bill 
of  exceptions  filed  with  the  secretary 
of  the  navy.  It  Is  also  asked  that  the 
president  annul  that  portion  of  Secre- 
tary Long's  endorsement  which  states:

The  counsel  then  takes  up  the  {(uestlon 
of  fact  as  to  whether  the  court  did  actu- 
ally entertain  and  consider  the  ouestion 
of  command,  and  to  determine  this  point 
they  submit  a  Kreat  number  of  excerpts 
from  the  official  record  of  the  court. 
These  are  based  on  testimony  given  by 
many  officers,  including  Commodore  How- 
ison.  who  In  the  course  of  an  Interview 
on  board  ship  spoke  of  Sampson  as  being 
in  command:  Commander  Heilner,  Com- 
mander Sharpe.  Lieut.  Doyle.  Capt.  Daw- 
son, Lieut.  Commander  Hodgson,  Lieut, 
nrilstol,  Admjral  Taylor^  Capt.  Cook, 
Lieut  Coommander  Sears,  Liiut.  Mc- 
Cauley,  Lieut.  Webster.  En-slgn  Marble, 
Lieut.  Commander  Orlffln.  Lieut.  Com- 
mander Nicholson,  Lieut.  Simpson,  Lieut. 
Ackerman.  Lieut.  Eberle,  Lieut.  Johnson, 
Capt  Clark  and  Admiral  Schley  himself. 
In  addition  counsel  Includes  the  testi- 
mony of  some  of  the  newsi)aper  witnesses 
and  quotes  portions  of  his  own  argument 
to  the  court  where  he  was  allowed  to  dis- 
cuss the  subject  of  command.  All  of  these. 
It  la  respectlfully  submitted,  "amounted 
to  a  formal  entertainment  and  consider- 
ation by  the  said  court  of  this  question 
and  obligated  it  to  find  the  fact  and  re- 
port  its   opinion    thereupon."

said  battle,  being  denied  the  rewards 
which  a  generous  country  disposed  to 
Krant  those  who  serve  It  well  In  war. 

(e)  That  the  said  conrtroversy  can  only 
l>f  terminated  and  justice  done  to  those 
whom  justice  Is  due  upon  the  rendition 
bv  a  bodv  of  competent  jurlsdilctlon.  hav- 
\\\ii  l>efore  It  all  the  facts  and  parties  con- 
cerned, of  the  decision  u»*oa  this  question, 
which  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclu- 
sive. 

if)  That  such  a  decision  will  result  In 
the  betterment  of  the  service,  by  closing 
a  deplorable  controversy,  which  now  di- 
vides the  service  Into  hostile  factions; 
that,  further,  such  a  decision  will  perpet- 
i:ate  in  history  the  true  facts  surround- 
ing oiu  of  the  greatest  naval  conflicts  of 
modern  times  and  one  of  the  greatest 
naval  vicrtories  ever  achieved  by  this  coun- 
try. 

(g>  That  In  asking  for  a  court  to  pass 
upon  his  conduct  during  the  war  with 
Spain  your  petitioner  expected  l)y  such 
ai'tion  and  its  conse(|uonec»  to  secure  a 
judgment  so  llnal  and  conclusive  as  to  ter- 
miiiat«  the  said  controversy  and  relieve 
the  service  of  a  most  bsmeful  contention. 

(h)  That  in  this  respect  his  desire  was 
sh.ared  by  the  navy  department,  which 
created  the  court  and  vested  It  with  ample 
authority  In  the  premises. 

(1>  That  under  the  circumstances  and 
cindltlons  heroin  set  forth  It  became  the 
duty  of  the  said  court  to  pass  upon  this 
questhm,  to  the  end  that  the  said  contro- 
versy might  be  terminated,  the  truth  prop- 
erly perpetuwtcd  In  history,  justice  done 
the  deserving,  and  the  good  of  the  service 
c(>nMer  ved." 

Counsel  next  take  up  the  question  of  the 
propriety  and  justice  of  Dewey's  opinion 
that  Commodore  Schley  wa.s  In  absolute 
c'immand  In  the  battle  of  Santiago  and  is 
entitled  to  the  credit  of  tha  glorious  vic- 
tory, and  quote  many  excerpts  from  the 
testimony  to  establish  the  correctness  of 
this  conclushm.  it  Is  recited  that  Samp- 
son signalled  to  "disroKard  motions  com- 
man«ler  in  chief"  when  he  started  east- 
ward that  mc^rnlrig.  thereby  conferring 
command  upon  Schley,  and  the  naval  reg- 
ulations arc  cittd  at  length  on  \M?,  point. 
It  is  asserted  that  the  New  York  did  not 
reach  the  scene  of  the  laat  surrender  of 
S|ianl.'<h  .»hips  until  one  hour  and  thirteen 
minutes  after  the  l>attle  ended,  and  thfit 
at  !):J.'5  on  the  morning  of  July  3.  the  Now 
York  was  out  of  sight  of  every  shin  of 
th.>  blockading  squadron  but  one,  making 
It  lmr)o8slble  for  her  to  communicate  with 
any  of  th<  m.  Counsel  also  cite  Secretary 
Long's  statement  to  the  senate  that  Samp- 
son was  proceeding  toward  Siboney  when 
the  Spanish  ships  emerged,  under  orders 
from  the  department  to  confer  with  Sha/- 
ler.  and  It  Is  held  that  these  orders  de- 
tachotl  him  temporarily  from  his  com- 
mand. So  that  Schley  was  Jictually  In  com- 
mand at  the  battle  for  the  following  rea- 
sons: 

"(a)  By  virtue  of  his  rank  as  second  In 
command  of  the  squadion  before  Santiago. 

(b)  By  virtue  of  his  rank  as  senior  line 
officrr  on  the  spot,  authorized  by  the 
•regula.tloris  for  the  government  of  the 
navy  of  the  T'nitc<l  States'  to  assume  com- 
mand In  such  situations  and  to  direct  the 
movements  and  efforts  In  such  sltuathms 
and  to  direct  the  movements  and  efforts 
of  all  persons  In  the  navy  present. 

^c)  The  nbsencc  from  th"  scene  of  ac- 
tion during  every  moment  of  actual  com- 
bat of  the  regularly  ap^xdnted  commander 
In  ohl>'f  of  the  American  forces  before 
S.antIago. 

(d)  The  fact  that,  under  orders  of  the 
department,  the  said  commander-ln-chkf 
had  been  temporarily  detached  from  duly 
as  commander  of  "the  American  forces 
before  Santiago  and  assigned  to  the  dis- 
charge of  certain  other  duties,  which 
orders  he  was  obeying  at  the  time  the 
battle  began. 

(e)  The  fact  that,  being  so  engaged  In 
the  discharge  of  such  detached  duty  at 
the  time  the  Spanish  ships  emergtd  from 
the  harbor  of  Santiago,  the  comniandcr- 
In-chlef  found  It  Impossible  to  return  to 
any  point  whence,  personally  or  bj'  means 
of  communication  with  the  "ships  actually 
engaged  In  the  conflict,  he  might  resume 
his  authority  until  after  the  battle  at 
every   point   of  such   arrival    had   ended. 

(f)  The  fact  that  whereas  the  comman- 
der-in-chief could  not  and  did  not  exer- 
cise command  over  the  sfjuadron  at  any 
time  diirlnj;  the  actual  confilct.  Commo- 
dore Schley,  as  second  In  command  of 
the  American  forces  before  Santiago,  and 
as  senior  line  officer  on  the  spot  during 
every  moment  of  actual  battle,  cou'.d  and 
did  exercise  authority  and  command  over 
the  American  forces  actually  engaged." 

Further  argument  on  this  question  of 
command  Is  to  the  effect  that  Cook  and 
Clark,  the  two  ship  captains  present  at 
the  surrender  of  the  Colon,  recognized 
Schley's  seniority,  and  also  that  Samp- 
son's "order  of  btiitle"  failed  entirely  as 
soon  as  the  Spanish  squadron  succeeded 
In  passing  beyond  the  we.sternmost  ex- 
tremity of  the  American  vessels.  All  of 
which.  It  Is  submitted,  poe.s  to  prove  con- 
clusively that  the  Individual  opinion  of 
Dewey  was  eminently  proper  and  wholly 
justifled  by  the  evidence  and  the  naval 
regulations. 

Exhibit  B  elaborates  and  sustains  the 
statements  made  In  the  petition  respect- 
ing the  passage  of  the  flying  squadron 
from  Key  West  to  Cienfuegos.  The  <-ourt 
declared  that  "Commodore  Schley  did  not 
proceed  with  the  utmost  dispatch  off 
Cienfuegos."  Counsel  declare  that  the 
court  erred  In  that  statement:  that  the 
sailing  orders  to  the  squadron  did  not  di- 
rect It  to  "nroceed  with  dispatch  off 
Cienfuegos,"  but  the  only  direction  on 
that  point  was  that  "You  should  estab- 
lish a  blockade  off  Cienfuegos  with  the 
least  possible  delay."  It  is  declared  that 
this  loft  Schley  discretion;  that  he  obeyed 
these  orders,  and  that  there  was  no  de- 
lay, the  squadron  proceeding  at  ten  knots 
per  hour.  The  petitioner  declares  that 
this  passage  was  both  expeditious  and 
nffective,  and  Admiral  Scliley's  conduct 
was  undcservluK  of  censure,  wherefore 
the  majority  opinion  should  be  set  a.sldo 
and  Dewey's  opinion  approved  as  other- 
wise commanders  In  the  future  will  i>e 
deprived  of  all  discretion,  and  the  service 
will  be  Injured.  The  petitioner  objects  to 
the  majority  report  that  "Commodore 
Schley  did  not  blockade  the  port  of  Cien- 
fuegos as  closely  as  possible."  And  he 
objects  to  the  use  of  the  word  "close" 
as  referring  to  distance  alone,  holding 
that  it  means  "effectiveness,"  "adequa- 
cy," and  that  all  of  the  testimony  showed 
that  the  blockade  of  Cienfuegos  was  ade- 
quate; that  no  vessel  entered  or  departed 
without  his  permission,  and  that  ail  jiro- 
per  and  customary  precautions  were  taken 
In  the  premises.  lie  further  declares  that 
the  court  failed  to  state  all  of  tiie  perti- 
nent facts  regarding  the  Adula  Incident, 
and  he  asks  that  Admiral  Dewey's  rendi- 
tion of  that  Incident  be  accepted.  Liistly, 
in  this  exhibit,  counsel  deal  with  tne 
passage  from  Cienfuegos  to  Santiago, 
and  again  object  to  the  majority  conclu- 
sion that  Admiral  Schley  should  have 
proceeded  with  all  dispatch,  and  liave 
disposed  his  vessels  with  a  view  ot  In- 
tercepting the  enemy.  In  this  connection 
counsel  submit  that  the  admiral's  squad- 
ron was  a  unit;  that  ho  had  no  power  to 
atomize  It;  that  In  view  of  the  prevailing 
Ignorance  of  the  enemy's  location  It  would 
have  been  the  acme  of  military  folly  to 
have  disintegrated  his  stpiadron;  that  the 
nature  of  the  duty  expected  at  Santiago 
required  all  of  his  vessels;  that  he  exer- 
cised a  proper  discretion;  that  the  Kagle 
did  delay  his  squadron  and  that  his  ves- 
sels "were  disposed  In  that  order  which 
E  resented  the  strongest  formation  and 
est  prepared  the  squadron  to  meet  and 
ens-flge   the  enemy." 

The  last  exhibit.  "C,"  Is  general  In  char- 
acter and  short.  The  findings  of  the  court 
are  objected  to  as  "In  confilct  with  the 
overwhelming  weight  of  evidence,  and  it 
la  declared  that  the  majority  have  Ignored 
the  petitioner's  testimony  ami  the  whole 
of  his  witnesses,  and  all  th.it  part  of  the 
gf)vernment  testimony  favorable  to  him. 
The  majority.  It  Is  stated,  did  not  give 
him  opportunity  to  bring  in  proper  and 
convincing  evidence  resjH'cting  the  pass- 
fige  to  Cienfuegos  and.  It  Is  declared  the 
tvldence  taken  on  that  point  was  direct- 
ly contrary  to  the  opinion  rendered.  The 
majority  criticised  the  petitioner  for  not 
communicating  with  the  insurgents  when. 
In  aot,  McCalla's  memorandum  did  not 
mention  their  location,  and  the  memo- 
randum Itself  was  given  only  for  use  In 
connection  with  certain  batteries  In  Cien- 
fuegos harbor.  They  said  he  should  have 
maintained  a  close  blockade  of  Cienfue- 
gos when  the  overwhelming  testimony 
provetl  that  there  was  a  close  blockade 
and  the  ju<lge  advocate  ^ubstantlallv  abin- 
doned  any  charge  to  the  contrsiry.  'JTie 
majority  ignored  the  uncontradicted  testi- 
mony proving  that  the  Adult  was  permit- 
ted to  Ko  into  Cienfuegos  in  order  that  In- 
formation might  be  obtained  through  her 
as  to  whether  the  Spani.ah  fleet  was  then 
In  port,  it  being  clearly  promised  that  the 
ship  would  come  out  within  twenty-four 
hours.  It  is  alleged  that  the  majority 
failed  to  give  any  opinion  as  to  the  char- 
acter of  the  blockade  to  give  any  opinion 
as  to  the  character  of  the  bUjckade  at 
Santiago,  although  the  same  was  included 
In  the  eighth  specification  and  by  speclflc 
direction  the  court  was  obligated  to  give 
an  opinion  thereupon.  It  is  also  alleged 
that  the  majority  entirely  failed  to  deter- 
mine -who  was  in  comm.and  at  Santiago, 
a  fact  which  was  a/bsolutely  necessary  to 
determine  properly  the  propriety  of

J.  ADAM  BEDE 

Speaks  of  Legislative  Sen- 
timent as  to  the 
Tax  Bill. 

J.  Adam  Bede,  who  is  on  one  of  his 
frequent  visits  to  Duluth,  says  that  as 
far  as  he  has  been  able  to  ascertain  the 
sentiment  of  legislators,  it  ^eems  to  be 
the  expectation  that  the  proposed  tax 

code  will  be  passed  in  some  form. 

"There  is  a  sentiment,  however,"  con- 
tinued Mr.  Bede.  "that  the  legislature 
should  meet,  take  up  the  tax  commis- 
sion report,  discuss  it  enough  to  bring 
out  its  provisions,  then  adjourn  and  go 
home.  This  theory  is  based  on  the  be- 
lief that  the  people  should  have  time  to 
deliberate  thoroughly  on  legislation 
making  such  sweeping  changes  and  ap- 
plying so  generally.  How  much  hold 
this  view  may  have  gained  or  may  gain, 
I  do  not  know.  I  believe,  however,  that 
few  people  have  given  the  report  of  the 
commission  much  consideration.  In  fact, 
it  strikes  me,  from  talks  I  have  had  on 
the  subject,  that  there  is  a  serious  lack 
of  understanding  of  the  subject. 

"I  think  the  legislators  intend  to  take 
up  some  local  matters,  and  also  that 
there  is  an  intention  to  pass  some  gen- 
eral bills.  For  instance,  I  understand 
that  the  law  creating  the  state  board  of 
control  is  to  be  amended  so  as  to  remove 
the  normals  from  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 


board.  This  seems  to  be  pretty  well 
settled.  I  don't  believe  the  board  itself 
Is  anxious  to  continue  control  of  the 
normal  affairs.  Indeed,  I  think  it  would 
be  very  glad  to  get  them  off  its 
bands. 

"They  tell  a  story  at  St.  Paul  on  one 
of   the  country    members  of   the   legis- 
lature,   who    was   appalled    when    there 
was  some  talk  that  the  governor  might 
;  not  call  a  special  session.    Like  a  good 
many  of  the  others,  he  had  voted  to  cut 
twelve  days  off  last  winter's  session  as 
much  with  the  desire  to  go  down  to  the 
'  capital  again  this  winter  and  draw  his 
i   mileage    as    for    any    reasons    of    state. 
'  The  thought  among  this  class  that,  in 
,  a    seeming    display    of    self-abnegation 
)*  and  patriotic  fervor,  they  had  deliber- 
ately  voted   themselves  out   of   twelve 
days'  per  diem  at  J5  per,  may  be  appre- 
ciated,  when   the   country    member   re- 
ferred to  expressed  his  views.

Taxation. 


Some        of        the 
friends  of  the  pro- 
posed new  tax  law 
'lalm   that    the   as- 
sessment made  un- 
der   Its    provisions 
would   reduce    the    tax    levy,    and    that    it 
would  be  one-half  of  the  present  rate.  Of 
course   it   cannot   be   definitely  decided   In 
advance   what    wout^    be    the   result,    but 
It  l3  not  the  u.sual  tendency  to  keep  down 
the    tax    levy    when    the    assessment    in- 
cr.ases.     There    are    fixed    tax    levle.i    for 
various  purposes  and  If  the  assessed  val- 
uation   were   Increased    aa    the    friends   of 
the    bill   claim    there    would    be   too   much 
money   raised   for  those   funds.   The   fixed 
tax    levl'^s    couM    not    be    lowered    unless 
by  act  of  the  leglalature,  and  how  Is  the 
let'isliture  going  to  tell  what  revenue  the 
law    will    produce?     The    usual    leniency, 
In  cities  at  least.  Is  to  keep  the  tax  levy 
up  to  the  charter  limit.    Referring  to  the 
experience    of    Minneapolis,    the    Tribune 
of   that   city  says:    "Everybody   must   re- 
mf-mber  with  what  difficulty  the  tax  levy 
was    kept    di>wn    to   3   per   cent    last    fall. 
The    charter    limit    was    the    only    check 
upon    It.     Every   department   of   the   cUy 
and    county    government       wanted    more 
money.    Many    departments    are    running 
now  under  a  deficit.  All  are  waiting  more 
or  le.^s  patiently  now  for  .a  larger  assess- 
ment to  get  more  revenue.    They  were  all 
proroised  more  as  soon  as  the  assessment 
could  be  raised  by  Increase  of  real  estate 
values  or  bringing  more  personal  proper- 
ty unler  It.  Many  of  them,  instead  of  cut- 
ting   expenditures    to    revenues,    are    run- 
ning into  debt  In  expectation  of  this.  The 
natural  result  of  higher  assessment   will 
be    larger    taxation.      The    Increase    will 
come    from    property    that    has    not    paid 
before,    and    this    will    be    a    good    thing; 
but  we  douht  If  real  estate  will  pay  much 
less   under   the   new   law."    Does   any   one 
doubt  that  a  higher  asse.ssment  In  Duluth 
would  mean  higher  taxation? 


TREAT  CUBS  FXIRLY. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  the  outlook 
at  W^aahington  is  not  favorable  to  the 
enactment  of  any  re.  iprorlty  legislation 
concerning  Cuba.  It  Is  said  most  of 
the  Republican  members  of  the  ways 
and  mean?-  comnilttee  have  rcHolved  to 
prevent  it.  The  representative  of  the 
I>uluth  district  has  been  credited  with 
s>entimenta  opposed  to  honest  treatment 
of  Cuba,  expressing  fears  that  fair 
dealing  with  the  Cubans  in  the  matter 
of  trade  relations  would  injurlou.sly 
affect  the  beet  sugar  industry,  although 
there  is  hardly  a  bushel  of  sugar  beets 
rul.se.l  in  his  whole  di.strlct  and  not  a 
pound  of  beet  sugar  is  manufactured 
in  it. 

As  far  as  President  Roosevelt  and  his 
ailvititjrs  are  ct)ncorned.  no  one  di>ubts 
that  whatever  weight  their  influence 
may  carry  will  be  cast  on  the  side 
of  material  reduction  in  the  tariff 
on  Cuban  sugar.  The  powers  of  the 
administration  seem  convinced  that 
unless  Cuba  libre  be  given  a  strong 
helping  hand  in  the  work  of  lightening 
duties,  the  only  prospect  in  view  for  the 
islanders,  who  have  been  "forced  from 
Spanish  control"  largely  by  American 
arms,  is  one  of  threatened  ruin.  So 
the  governor  general  of  Cuba.  Gen. 
Leonard  Wood,  has  declared  repeatedly 
and  with  emphasis.  So  many  a  Cuban 
and  many  an  American,  too,  of  lesser 
fame,  has  asserted  vigorously.  But 
what  are  a  thousand  declarations  of 
Cuba's  special  need  in  the  present  and 
in  the  immediate  future,  when  that 
sacred  stuffed  efflgy,  ultra-protection.  Is 
menaced,  even  upon  the  theory  of  doing 
justice  to  Cuba?  Theoretically,  this 
country  aided  the  contest  of  Cuba  in 
order  to  achieve  for  her  freedom  from 
Spanish  domination  and  to  advance  the 
prosperity  and  welfare  of  "the  ever- 
faithful  isle."  If,  in  prosaic  and  most 
real  if  most  unromantic  practice,  the 
United  States  delivered  Cuba  from  the 
Castilian  yoke  only  to  strangle  new  de- 
velopment under  the  tight  bands  of 
ultra-protection,  what  becomes  of  that 
"plain  duty"  to  which  the  late  Wllllnm 
McKinley  was  accustomed  to  call  atten- 
tion? 

The  Piatt  amendment,  which  has  been 
made  part  of  the  Cuban  constitution, 
provides  that  the  United  States  "may 
intervene  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
government  adequate  for  the  protection 
of  life,  property  and  individual  liberty." 
Honesty  and  fair  dealing  towards  the 
Cubans  as  well  as  regard  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  United  States  require  the 
latter  to  place  the  Cubans  in  a  position 
where  they  will  be  able  to  maolntaln  a 
government.  There  cannot  be  a  satis- 
factory government  unless  the  Cubans 
shall  be  lifted  out  of  their  present  In- 
dustrial distress  by  the  admission  of 
their  sugar  and  tobacco  to  American 
markets  on  better  terms.  It  is  not  a 
sensible  policy  which  proposes  that  the 
perplexities  of  the  United  States  con- 
cerning Cuba  shall  be  continued  in- 
definitely. Justice  to  the  Cubans  de- 
mands tliat  our  markets  be  opened  to 
them,  and  the  national  honor,  national 
consistency  and  national  reputation 
should  not  be  sacrificed  In  worship  of 
the  brazen  calf  of  ultra-protection. 


department  to  seriously  lessen  the  force 
In  the  Islands,  so  that  If  this  were  done 
there  would  t>e  no  end  to  the  disasters 
similar  to  the  one  In  Bamar.  It  is  not 
because  army  offlcers  are  eager  for  ser- 
vice In  the  archipelago  that  they  talk 
thus,  for  at  best  a  detail  in  the  Philip- 
pines causes  no  end  of  hardship.  They 
believe  that  (Jovernor  Taft  and  th" 
other  members  of  the  commission  want 
to  make  a  good  record  and  that  their 
enthusiasm  has  led  them  to  use  undue 
haste  In  establishing  civil  rule  and  dis- 
persing military  authority. 

THE  WAR  MAY  SOON  END. 

There  l.s  more  hope  at  the  present  time 
that   the  Boer  war  may  be  brought   lo 
an  end  soon  than  for  a  long  while.     Tho 
proposition    made    by    the    Netherlands 
government  Is  more  than  likely  to  be 
productive  of  results,  and  for  two  very 
simple    reasons:      Both    the    Boers    and 
British   have  had   fighting  enough  and 
are  willing  to  come  to  a  settlement   If 
I  one  can  be  possibly  arranged.    The  pro- 
posal  of  the  Dutch   government,    made 
last  Saturday,  is  that  it  might  be  per- 
mitted  to   act   as   diplomatic   agent   for 
the    Boer   delegates.     It   disavows   any 
attempt  at  Intervention  and   desires  to 
act  merely  In  the  interests  of  all  con- 
cerned.    England  has  replied  that  if  it 
can  be  demonstrated   that  negotlatl'uis 
with  the  Dutch  people  for  the  Boer  dele- 
gates  will     prove     effective    with    the 
burghers  in  the  field,  they  will  be  begun 
Immediately.     It   is   evident    that    Eng- 
land is  anxious  to  end  the  war.  and  wall 
she  may  be.    The  cost  of  the  conflict  la 
appalling  to  the  British  race.    The  pre- 
diction   of   President    Kruger   that    the 
price  Great  Britain  would  pay  for  su- 
premacy In  South  Africa  "would  stagger 
humanity"  is  fast  becoming  a  reality. 
Before  the  beginning  of  hostilities  John 
Bull   regarded    this   prediction   as   mere 
bombast.     Even  the  great  disasters  im- 
mediately following  the  outbreak  of  hos- 
tilities only  annoyed,  did  not  alarm,  the 
average  Briton.     But  as  the  days  and 
months  and  even  years  have  pas.sed  and 
the  casualty  list  has  steadily  mounted 
upward,  his  heart  has  been  wrung  by 
the  conviction  that  Oom  Paul  possibly 
knew  whereof  he  spoke. 

A  glance  at  the  statement  Issued  by 
the  war  oflrtce  and  covering  the  entire 
period  of  the  war  up  to  the  end  of  De- 
cember. 1901.  tells  a  fearful  story,  as  fol- 
lows:

In  nearly  all  points,  superior 
to  any  arm  used  by  other  countries,  the 
new  Springfield  lead.^  It  In  every  way. 
Statistics  comparing  the  new  rifle  with 
the  rifle  now  In  use,  the  Mauser  and  the 
German  military  rifle  show,  among  other 
things,  that  the  new  United  States  serv- 
ice rifle  has  an  Initial  velocity  of  2300  feet 
per  second,  against  2000  feet  for  the  Krag- 
Jorgensen,  2200  for  the  Mauser  and  2140 
for  the  German  rifle.  The  remaining  ve- 
locity at  1000  yards.  Is  stated  as  follows: 
New  service  rifle,  958;  Krag-Jorgensen, 
Ml:  Mauser,  895;  German  rifle,  906.  The 
striking  energy,  at  1000  yards,  is  stated 
as  follows!

NOT  YET  PACIFIED. 

It  is  beginning  to  be  quite  generally 
understood  that  civil  government  In  the 
Philippines  has  been  instituted  about 
five  years  before  the  conditions  and 
natives  were  ready  for  It,  reports  of  the 
optimistic  Taft  notwithstanding.  Re- 
ports on  the  conditions  of  affairs  are  so 
conflicting  that  even  the  most  en- 
thusiastic supporters  of  the  administra- 
tion policy  must  admit  that  .something 
is  wrong.  As  noted  In  these  columns 
recently,  Governor  Taff  says  at  the 
end  of  the  year  15,000  soldiers  will  be 
sufficient  for  the  Islands.  Gen.  VVhea- 
ton  at  the  same  time  says  that  50,000 
men  will  be  necessary  for  at  least  flvo 
years.  Governor  Taft  speaks  from 
hearsay;  Gen.  Wheaton  is  in  the  field 
and  knows  what  he  Is  talking  about. 
There  should  be  no  question  as  to  which 
Is  correct.  The  policy  of  the  adminis- 
tration has  been  to  suppress  all  criticism 
from  those  in  a  position  on  the  Islands 
to  judge  of  conditions,  and  it  is  practi- 
cally impossible  to  secure  a  statement 
from  officials  over  their  own  signatures. 
A  letter  written  to  a  friend  recently  by 
an  army  offlcer  says: 

"Take  the  records  of  the  civil  commis- 
sion with  a  big  rain  of  salt.  They  ftre 
made  for  political  reading.  Taft  and 
Wright  are  very  nice  men,  and  It  is  with 
no  ill  feeling  for  them  that  I  say  a  civil 
government  is  a  farce  and  exists  only 
in  places  occupied  by  the  military. 
Where  there  are  no  soldiers,  no  for- 
eigners can  live  or  go  in  safety.  The 
Islands  are  not  pacified.  The  people  do 
not  want  us.  I  have  been  stationed  In 
one  of  the  quietest  provinces  In  the  is- 
lands, and  yet  the  most  cordial  .senti- 
ment I  ever  heard  expressed  was  that 
the  United  States  would  remain  In  con- 
trol four  or  five  years  until  the  people 
had  learned  something  of  civil  govern- 
ment, and  then  get  out  and  place  them 
under  our  protection  only.  Generally, 
they  want  us  to  get  out  now,  and  where 
there  is  submission  it  is  because  of  per- 
sonal helplessness." 

Officers  recently  returned  from  the 
Philippines  say  the  same  thing.  They 
declare  that  it  would  be  suiclAal  for  the

"The  difference  between  the  totals  in 
these  two  tablea,"  the  war  office  state- 
ment says,  "Is  accounted  by  the  fact 
that  the  great  majority  of  the  men  In- 
valided home  have  recovered  and  re- 
joined for  duty.  The  total  number  of 
those  wounded  in  South  Africa  (exclu- 
sive of  those  who  have  died  of  wounds 
there)  Is  1524  officers  and  17,607  men.

The  442  reported  as 
still  missing  or  prisoners  are  believed 
to  include  a  number  of  men  who  have 
rejoined,  but  whose  return  has  not  yet 
been  announced." 

Leaving  out  of  the  question  entirely 
the  Immense  sums  of  money  the  war 
has  cost,  the  loss  of  life  Itself  Is  .suffi- 
cient to  cause  the  British  to  negotiate 
for  peace  at  the  earliest  opportunity, 
and.  it  is  to  be  sincerely  hoped,  to  a 
successful  end. 

A  Harvard  professor.  Dr.  A.  P. 
Andrews,  has  suggested  to  the  Harvard 
students  that  they  get  up  a  pro-Boer 
meeting  and  pass  resolutions  In  favor  of 
B.^er  in.lepen(lence.  It  Is  objected  that 
Americanfl  are  In  no  position  to  criticise 
England,  and  that  the  Harvard  students 
should  keep  quiet  because  of  the  Phliip- 
pine  conquest.  It  Is  true  that  there  are 
Americana  who  are  In  a  poor  position  to 
criticise  England's  conduct,  but  there  are 
other  Americans  who  can  do  it  with  per- 
fect consistency  and  propriety.  Perhaps 
there  are  some  Harvard  students  In  the 
latter  class. 

There  Is  considerable  Interest  taken  in 
regard  to  Senator  O.  H.  Piatt's  attitude 
toward  the  candidacy  of  his  own  son  for 
the  position  of  United  States  district 
Judge  In  Comnectlcut.  Senator  Piatt's 
support  In  Cuban  matters  Is  so  neces&aiy 
In  congress  to  the  administration  that  ho 
can.  of  course,  have  anything  ho  asks 
for  In  the  line  of  federal  patronage  In  h' 
state.  Senator  Piatt's  son  may  be  wen 
qualified  for  the  Ju<lgeshlp,  but  his  ap- 
pointment at  the  request  of  the  senator 
will  not  be  approved  by  many  people. 

The  anti-trust  league  continues  to  an- 
noy Attorney  General  Knox  with  quce- 
tions  about  what  he  has  done  and  Is  going 
to  do  In  the  matter  of  the  law  and  the 
combinations.  He  could  save  himself 
much  trouble  by  announcing  formally 
that  he  has  done  nothing  and  Intends  to 
keep  on  so.  This,  says  the  Springfield  Re- 
publican, would  probably  come  near  to 
expressing  the  plain  truth  about  the  at- 
titude of  the  federal  law  department  ir 
this  particular. 

The  reports  of  the  trial  Ip  progress  at 
Havana  do  not  show  that  ex-Postal  Agent 
Neely  has  explained  how  he  managed  to 
emerge  from  bankruptcy  when  he  went 
to  take  charge  of  the  Cuban  postal  bureau 
of  finance,  and  lay  by  $50,000  for  his  own 
account  in  thirteen  months  on  a  salary 
of  13000  a  year.

Hill's  story  of  the  "merger"  of  the  Burl- 
ington road  with  the  Northern  Pacific 
and  Great  Northern,  and  the  objects 
sought  to  be  accomplished  thereiby,  is  an 
interesting  one.  But  almost  equal  inter- 
est attaches  to  the  views  of  as  successful 
and  farslghted  a  railroad  man  as  Mr.  Hill 
about  certain  questions  connected  with 
railroad  operation  which  have  been  under 
discussion  for  a  long  time,  but  are  unde- 
termined as  yet. 

One  of  these  Is  the  question  of  discrimin- 
ation In  rates  as  between  looalliies  and  be- 
tween shippers.  It  Is  admitted  that  these 
discriminations  are  wrong,  but  the  prob- 
lem is  how  to  stop  them.  The  Interstate 
commerce  law  was  enacted  to  put  an  end 
to    them,    but    has    failed    to   do    so.     The 

freat  packers  and  other  large  shippers 
ave  hypnotized  the  railway  officials.  Mr. 
Hill  is  opposed  to  these  discriminations, 
and  says  the  effect  of  large  a.-'soclations 
of  railroads  is  to  put  an  end  to  them. 
These  assoclatons,  he  says,  collect  full 
tariff  rates  and  i)ay  no  rebates.  As  they 
will  pay  no  rebates  they  will  be  able  t« 
make  lower  freight  rates  for  all. 

WTiere  there  is  competition.  aa.ys  Mr. 
Hill,  freight  rates  are  not  lowered  for  the 

feneral  public,  but  they  are  secretly  cut 
or  the  benefit  of  large  shippers.  This 
certainly  has  been  the  case  In  the  past. 
Whether  laws  can  1>e  enacted  and  en- 
forced to  put  an  end  to  these  disagreeable 
fruits  of  competition  Is  a  disputed  ques- 
tion. 

The  peopile  ask  for  reasonable  freight 
rates,  which  all  shippers  will  have  to  pay. 
Mr.  Hill  tells  the  people  that  railroad  com- 
binations or  associations  will  do  this  for 
them.  The  combinations,  he  says,  will 
not  charge  unreasonable  rates,  for  it  will 
not  be  to  their  interest  to  do  so.  But  If 
they  should  charge  such  rates  and  there 
are  no  laws  to  prevent  It,  there  ought  to 
be  such  laws,  as  there  are  laws  againsi 
highway  robbery  and  piracy.

Tunnel  Agitation  Brings 

Suggestion     of   a 

New  Plan. 


J.  J.  Frey  Thinks  Super- 
ior Street  Route  Should 
Be  Continued. 


In  That  Way    He    Says 

Three  Bridges  Would 

Be  Avoided. 


Since  the  agitation  of  the  question  of 
a  new  viaduct  or  a  tunnel  at  the  North- 
ern Pacific  tracks,  near  the  ore  dock,  for 
street  car.  team  and  passenger  traffic, 
there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  discussion 
of  the  scheme  proposed  for  a  tunnel. 
J.  J.  Frey,  the  well-known  West  Du- 
luth real  estate  man.  says  that  he  has 
had  in  mind  for  a  long  time  a  route 
that  would  be  practicable,  will  coat 
little  money,  and  by  following  it  three 
bridges  can  be  avoided.  No  tunnel  will 
lie  nece.s.sary,  acTOrding  to  Mr.  Frey's 
proposition.  He  believes  that  the  street 
car  tracks  and  roadway,  where  they 
enter  the  viaduct  over  the  tracks,  could 
be  continued  straight  out  on  Superior 
street  for  a  few  hundred  yards  farther 
and  would  very  nearly  strike  the  cul- 
vert of  the  Northern  Pacific  company 
just  west  of  the  viaduct.  Mr.  Frey  .says 
that  it  would  be  a  simple  matter  to 
have  the  cars  run  under  this  culvert, 
that  no  grading  to  speak  of  would  be 
necessary  from  tho  east  approach  and 
nut  a  great  deal  would  be  necessary 
on  the  other  side  of  the  culvert  to 
reach  Superior  street  again.  On  the 
west  side  of  the  culvert  he  says  that 
Superior  street  has  been  graded  for 
nearly  the  entire  distance  into  West 
Duluth:  that  the  street  car  tracks  could 
be  continued  as  far  as  Forty-fourth 
avenue  west  and  then  run  on  First 
street  or  come  back  to  Oneota  street 
again.  This  route.  Mr.  Frey  holds, 
will  avoid  three  bridges.  He  says  that 
if  the  route  down  Superior  street  to 
Fiftieth  avenue  west  were  continued, 
all  the  bridges  could  be  avoided. 

Tile  route  Mr.  Frey  has  proposed  has 
been  considered  superficially  by  other 
West  Duluth  citizens,  and  they  have  ex- 
pressed themselves  as  confident  that  it 
would  be  a  convenient  route  and  that 
the  cost  of  establishing  the  same  would 
fall  far  below  that  of  a  tunnel. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  city  engineering 
force  has  never  considered  the  possi- 
bilities of  this  proposed  route,  and  some 
of  the  W^est  Duluthlans  believe  that  it 
would  not  be  a  bad  Idea  for  the  depart- 
ment to  investigate  its  merits.

New  York.  Jan.  29.— Mrs.  Bune  Heim- 
owltz  did  not  know  she  was  getting  a 
divorce  when  she  sued  her  husband  for 
support,  a  month  ago,  and  she  has  asked 
the  supreme  court  to  set  aside  the  decree 
and  restrain  her  husband  from  disposing 
of  $70.(100  worth  of  property. 

The  woman  says  that  she  cannot  speak 
or  read  English.  She  says  her  husband 
has  become  very  wealthy  and  moved  to 
.1  fashionable  hotel.  Ho  reftised  to  tak^ 
her  there,  and  frequently  urged  her  IK) 
Ket  a  divorce,  offering  her  flO.OOO  as  an 
inducement. 

Finally  he  cut  off  her  allowance,  and 
she  went  to  an  attorney  to  havt-  her  hus- 
l)and  arrested  for  nun-support.  She  says 
the  lawver  and  the  husband  got  together, 
with  the  result  that.  Instead  of  an  arrest, 
or  a  suit  for  non-support,  she  was  made 
to  sign  a  divorce  petition,  and  was  actu- 
ally divorced  without  knowing  It.  She 
savs  her  attorney  told  her  that  she  had 
won  her  suit  for  support,  and  gave  her 
HaOO.  She  wants  the  divorce  decree  set 
aside.

"Washington,  Jan.  29.— Rev.  Dr.  Cou- 
Iflen.  chaplain  of  the  house,  pronounced 
the  Invocation  at  the  opening  oC  the 
senate's  session  today.  At  the  conclu- 
sion of  i-outlne  bu.siness.  a  bill  provid- 
ing for  the  use  by  the  United  States  ot 
devices  invented  by  its  naval  olBcers 
while  engaged  in  Its  servlc*  and  cov- 
ered by  letters  patent  was  pa.ss*«d. 

Mr.  Cullom,  of  Illinois,  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  foreign  relations,  addressed 
the  senate  on  the  constitutionality  of  that 
portion  of  the  Dlngley  act  which  author- 
ized the  negotiation  of  recipr(.>city  treaties. 
He  said  that  the  wording  of  the  provision 
WHS  peculiar  and  mixed.  b\it  It  seemed 
plain  that  all  treaties  negotiated  must 
have  been  made  and  ratified  within  two 
vears  after  the  passage  of  the  act.  There- 
fore, If  that  act  is  to  control  it  would 
be  useless  to  ratify  the  treaties.  Senator 
Cullom  continued: 

"In  my  opinion,  the  fourth  section  of 
the  Dlngley  act,  so  far  as  It  attempts 
to  conft-r.  limit  or  define  the  treaty-mak- 
ing power.  Is  not  only  an  Interference 
with  the  powers  of  the  president,  but  is 
uncoi«tltutlonal  because  It  comes  In  con- 
flict with  that  clause  of  the  constitution 
which  says  that  the  president  'shall  have 
power,  l>y.  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  to  make  treaties.' 
We  do  not.  thi  refore,  derive  treaty  ipak- 
Ing  powers  from  a  law  of  congress,  and 
no  law  (if  congress  can.  in  any  way,  mod- 
ify or  limit  these  powers.  The  Dlngley 
act  cannot  limit  the  time  In  which  we 
shall  be  allowed  to  make  a  treaty." 

Mr.  Cullom  contended  that  the  fourth 
section  of  the  act  should  be  taken  as  a 
mere  expression  of  view  of  the  congress 
and  that  the  president  did  not  need  au- 
thority to  mak«^  treaties.  He  entered  Into 
u  long  discussion  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  constitutional  convention,  relative  to 
the  treaty  making  power  and  claimed  that 
precedents  all  showed  such  power  was 
conferred  Bol«ly  upon  the  president  and 
senate.  The  reciprocity  treaties  con- 
cluded with  Hawaii.  Mexico  an<l  Canada 
did  not  go  Into  effect  imtil  congress  act- 
ed, and  these  treaties  contain  pmvislons 
that  they  could  not  become  effective 
without  congressional   action. 

Mr.  Cullom  discussed  the  provision  of 
the  constitution  declaring  that  bills  for 
raising  revenue  must  originate  In  the 
house  and  said  that  It  had  not  been  de- 
finitely settled  what  was  meant  by  "bills 
for  raising  revenue."  He  added:  "From 
the  decisions  and  statements  of  Justices 
Story,  Miller  and  Harlan  I  cannot  see  how 
this  clause  could  make  It  necessary  to 
submit  a  reciprocity  treaty  to  the  house 
before  It  becomes  effective.  The  langu- 
age of  the  chmse  is  that  all  bills  for 
raising  revenue  shall  originate  In  the 
house,  and  not  all  bills  affecting  revenue, 
or  In  which  reventte  may  Incidentally 
arise.  A  rtdprocUy  treaty  Is  not  a  bill. 
It  Is  true  that  It  reduces  a  duty  which 
has  been  Inld  by  law,  but  I  maintain  that 
the  treaty  making  power  has  authority  to 
change  a  tariff  law  the  same  as  It  has  au- 
thority to  ch.nnge  any  other  act  of  con- 
gress, and  we  have  seen  that  It  hiis  been 
clearly  held,  from  the  decisions  of  Chief 
Justice  Marshall  down  to  the  present,  that 
the  president  and  senate  by  treaty  can 
change   or   modify   a   law   r>f   congres.^." 

Mr.  Cullom  also  said:  "This  <|uestion 
before  us  h'^re  has  been  before  the  senate 
for  a  himdred  years.  The  executive  and 
the  senate  have  taken  one  position,  and 
that  is  that  a  treaty  Is  the  supreme  law 
of  the  land.  That  position  has  hoon  sus- 
tained by  the  supreme  court.  On  the 
other  hand,  during  all  these  years,  the 
house  has  as  a  rule  Insisted  that  they 
nhould  be  considered  In  reference  to  cer- 
tain treaties.  That  does  not  relieve  us, 
the  senate,  of  the  duty  of  standing  for 
our  prerogatives  and  our  rights.  an<l  In- 
ulstlng  that  the  rlahts  of  the  executive 
■hall  be  malntalnca.  A  treaty  made  by 
the  executive  and  ratified  by  the  senate 
Is  the  supreme  law  of  the  land  as  well  as 
nn  act  of  congress.  If  the  congress  Is  not 
satisfied  with  the  treaty.  It  has  a  perfect 
right  to  repeal  It.  let  the  consequences 
he  what  thev  mav.  But  until  such  action 
Is  taken,  the  treaty  remains  a  part  of  our 
law."

St.  Louis,  Jan.  29.— Judge  Hough  of, 
the  SI.  Louis  ciicult  court  has  dooliled' 
that  Archbishop  Kain  ha«»  a  ri»ht  to  j 
sell  the    property  of    the    Immaculate  j 

Conception  church. 

The  case  was  not  reviewed  by  the  ^ 
court.  Judge  Hough  simply  said  tha,t 
he  believed  that  It  had  been  shown  that 
the  property  was  catht-dral,  or  diocesan 
property,  according  to  the  canons  of 
the  church,  and  as  such  the  archbishop 
had  a  right  'to  sell  it  if  he  wished.  The 
parishioners,  he  said,  had  no  property 
right  in  it  to  entitle  them  to  have  an 
Injunction  granted.  The  tlitle,  he  said, 
was  held  by  the  bishop  In  trust  for 
cathedral  purposes,  and  If  the  bishop 
followed  the  laws  of  the  church  there 
was  no  reason  why  he  could  not  sell  it. 

FIREMAN  KILLED. 

Falling  Walls  Cause  Death  at 
Rochester  Fire. 

Rochester,  N.  Y.,  Jan.  29.— A  four- 
story  brick  building,  oc-cupled  by  the 
Rochester  Maclilne  and  Screw  company 
and  the  W.  H.  Hutchinson  company, 
carriage  trimmings,  and  the  lirlg^ton 
Manufacturing  company,  has  been  to- 
tally destroyed  by  fire.  Lo.ms  estimated 
at  between  JSO.OOO  and  S«0,000,  practi- 
cally covered  by  insurance.

Indianapolis.  Jan.  29.— A  recent  sud- 
den inroad  of  the  house-to-house  and 
street  begara  attracted  the  attention  rt 
Storetary  Ctiout,  of  the  A.ssociated 
Charities  of  this  city,  as  well  as  the 
authorities  of  the  city  proper,  and 
after  patient  investitjatlon  what  Is  be- 
lieved to  have  been  a  beggar  trust  was 
unearthed,  with  the  mendicants  under 
one  general  contiul,  and  shipped  from 
place  to  place  as  their  faces  becam* 
familiar  to  the  police.  The  Inquiry 
developed  that  sooner  or  later  every 
mendicant  striking  thi.-?  city  reported  to 
Alphonso  Hoover,  a  blind  musician  and 
beKgar,  who  often  could  be  seen  play- 
ing an  accordion  on  the  prinipai  streets. 

Hoover  called  Tekin,  111.,  hi.s  home, 
and  he  lived  in  one  room  with  his  wife, 
two  daughteis  and  a  boarder.  He  came 
here  first  in  ISltS)  and  soon  applied  to 
the  township  trustee  for  relief,  besides 
which  he  played  hi.H  accordion,  and,  as 
as  alleged,  exacted  toll  from  the  other 
beggars  for  working  the  town,  they 
dividing  their  earnings  with  Hoover. 
The  flist  pointer  came  from  a  fellow 
named  Hall,  who  played  his  fiddle  about 
the  court  house  .steps,  and  he  partially 
betrayed  the  buslnes.i  end  of  the  trust, 
tut  before  the  details  were  completed 
he  married  a  young  woman  and  disap- 
peared. Before  going  away  he  turned  a 
paper  over  to  John  Devlne.  a  one-legged 
Importation   from    Cincinnati. 

This  paper  referred  to  this  city  as  an 
easy  "graft,"  and  It  gave  directions 
where  to  go  for  information  and  who 
to  strike,  and  Devlne  reported  that  Hall 
had  $200  when  he  left  here  with  his 
bride,  and  that  they  were  going  to 
make  a  tour  of  the  lakes  and  Canada. 
Devlne  also  admitted  that  ho  had  been 
In  communication  with  Hoover  and  that 
a  friend  with  whom  he  travclefl  gave 
Hoover  hl.s  Cincinnati  addres.s.  Then 
the  authorities  looked  up  Dovine's  Cin- 
cinnati record,  finding  that  he  had  a 
sister  in  that  city  who  had  received 
a  letter  enclosing  $10,  the  writer  boast- 
ing that  he  had  struck  a  new  graft 
with  promising  results  and  that  more 
money  would  soon  be  forwarded. 

The  Associated  (.'harlties  Immediately 
If  ported  the  Hoover  matted  to  the 
board  of  chlldien's  guardians  and  the 
board  directed  that  Hoover's  chlMron 
be  taken  In  charge,  but  Hoover  In  some 
way  received  a  tip  of  what  was  brew- 
ing and  he  secreted  his  girls  until  he 
could  arrange  to  leave  the  city,  and 
within  twenty-four  hours  set  sail  for 
Kansas. 

Finding  the  Hoover  family  had 
.skipped,  the  authoritl'.s  Investigated 
his  abandoned  room,  including  a  type- 
written list  containing  the  names  and 
residences  ot  many  charitably  dis- 
posed people,  and  these  were  so  divided 
as  to  represent  certain  sections  of  the 
city,  which  are  believed  to  have  been 
regularly  allotted  to  certain  persons; 
the  names  of  the  latter  being  provided 
for  by  leaving  certain  blank  spaces  to 
be  later  filled  in.  Among  other  things 
the  "court  house  steps"  was  desig- 
nated as  a  "good  place"  for  a  man  and 
his  wife,  and  the  month  of  October  was 
particularly  named  as  a  time  when 
people  Hocked  to  the  treasuier'.s  office 
to  pay  taxes.  The  corner  of  Meridian 
and  Washington  slreet.s,  one  of  the 
most  populous  business  corners  of  the 
town,  was  also  anotlK-r  good  place,  es- 
pecially at  the  noon  hour  and  6  p.  m., 
and  It  was  this  corner  "where  you  can 
<atch  nearly  all  the  country  peoide  that 
come  on  tho  cars."  There  was  also  a 
warning  not  to  go  Into  the  state  oHlces 
in  the  state  capitol  building,  nor  In  the 
offices  In  the  court  house,  but  to  lay  In 
wait  for  the  olflclals  and  their  deputies 
as  they  left  their  various  departments. 
In  the  list  of  residences  were  included 
the  names  of  many  of  the  beat  known 
men  of  the  city,  and  there  were  also  lists 
of  other  names,  opposite  which  was 
written  "don't,"  Indicating  that  nothing 
would  be  given  at  the  houses  thus 
branded.  These  "dont's"  were  mixed 
with  homes  that  were  unmarked,  or 
else  designated  as  "easy  mark.s,"  and 
it  showed  that  the  city  had  been  care- 
fully canvas.sod,  and  that  .scarcely  any- 
thing was  taken  for  granted. 

The  inqiilry  developed  that  these  lists 
were  furnished  by  Hoover  for  $1  per 
week,  the  lessee  retaining  the  list  until 
he  had  the  places  fully  fixed  In  his 
memory,  but  usually  paying  Hoover  $i> 
before  it  was  returned.  lievine  reported 
that  Hoover  furnished  lists  of  people  tn 
different  parts  of  the  city,  and  that  his 
wife  had  them  worked  off  on  a  type- 
writer for  use  of  the  "boys."  Seldom 
were  the  lists  .sold  outright,  as  Hoover 
preferred  to  rent  them  at  $1  per  week, 
the  borrower  putting  up  a  forfeit,  which 
was  returned  when  he  surrendered  the 
list.  Hoover  is  aKso  reported  as  having 
been  careful  In  the  preparation,  and 
when  a  name  was  returned  to  him  p.s 
"no  good."  he  would  change  his  list  to 
correspond,  so  that  its  accuray  wa» 
seldom  doubted. 

It  was  also  reported  that  Hoover  was 
preparing  to  extend  his  lists  to  other 
cities,  but  the  board  of  children's 
guardians  flushed  his  game  too  tjulckly, 
and  he  was  forced  to  "skin  out." 

It  also  developed  during  the  investi- 
gation, and  It  was  an  eye  opener  to  the 
Associated  Charities,  that  these  pro- 
f'sslonal  beggars  were  acquainted  with 
one  another  in  other  cities  and  In  regu- 
lar communication  with  them.  Devlne 
could  call  off  a  long  list,  and  he  re- 
ported that  Hoover  had  a  list  "as  long 
as  my  arm,"  through  which  he  expected 
to  perfect  his  combination  until  It 
covered  many  of  the  more  benevolent 
towns  and  cities  in  the  country.  Then 
he  would  not  only  be  in  position  to 
furnish  lists,  but  he  cotild  sell  his  In- 
formation to  other  professionals  and 
thus  make  a  good  thing  all  around. 
Coupled  with  his  list  were  Instructions 
how  best  to  work  the  graft,  which, 
among  other  things,  said:  "A  good 
way  is  tf>  have  some  cheap  shoe  strings 
or  papers  or  pins  to  sHI.  for  them 
ns  don't  buy  nearly  always  glve.«i  some- 
thing anyhow."  The  authorities  found 
that  nearly  every  "professional"  sooner 
or  later  turned  up  at  Hoover's  house, 
and.  if  they  could  have  reached  him, 
they  would  have  scattered  the  whole 
family  In  short  order.  As  It  was.  the 
Hoover  family  skipped  of  their  own  vo- 
lition. Devlne  was  sent  back  to  Clncln-

Between  Army  and  Civil 

Authorities,  Writes 

Chaffee. 

Washington,  Jan.  28.— At  the  cabinet 
meeting  yesterday,  Secretary  Root  read  a 
private  letter  from  Gen.  Chaffee,  which 
denied  the  report  of  friction  between  the 
military  and  civil  authorities  In  the  Phll- 
il>plnes  and  gave  a  ver\'  encouraging  re- 
sume of  the  situation.  This  statement  was 
considered  very  gratifying  by  the  presl- 
ilcnt  and  the  members  of  the  cabinet.  The 
discussion  In  the  senate  yesterda.v  con- 
cerning Gen.  Wheaton  came  up  Incident- 
ally, and  Secretary  Root  read  Gen.  Whea- 
ton's  record,  which  showed  that  he  had 
enlisted  In  the  volunteer  army  at  begin- 
ning of  the  civil  war.  and  after  gallant 
service  at  the  close  of  the  war  had  been 
api>olnted  to  the  regular  army  In  which 
he  had  risen  through  each  sticcesslve 
grade   to  the  rank  of  major  general. 

Postmaster  General  Payne  talked  brief- 
ly about  the  progress  of  the  new  regula- 
tions for  "weeding  out  "  publications  from 
second-class  mail  privileges.  The  course 
of  the  department  in  this  respect  Is  meet- 
ing with  opi>osltion.  but  satisfactory  prog- 
ress is  being  made. 

Secretary  Wll.Hf>n  submitted  the  report 
of  the  agricultural  department's  agents 
In  Porto  Rico.  Alaska  and  the  Hawaiian 
Islands,  which  shortly  will  be  transmitted 
to  congress.

STORY  OF 
A  GRAVE 


Light     Is     Thrown     on 

an  Aaron  Burr 

Tradition. 


Why  Catharine  Bullock's 

Remains     Rest     on 

Princeton  Campus. 


Name    of    Innocent   Girl 

Freed  From  Dastardly 

Slander. 


Princeton,  N.  J.,  Jan.  29.— A  com- 
munication to  the  Princeton  alumni 
weekly  by  S.  V.  I>ansing  Collins,  ref  ar- 
ence  librarian  of  the  university,  ac- 
counts for  the  presence  of  the  solitary 
grave  of  Catharine  Bullock  at  the 
southeastern  corner  of  the  college 
campus  and  also  clears  Aaron  Burr's 
name  of  one  of  the  worst  stigmas  that 
has  been  attached  to  it.  The  story 
wag  that  Aaron  Burr,  on  a  w'ager,  de- 
liberately ruined  Miss  Bullock,  then  21 
>ears  old,  and  that  the  young  woman 
died  a  year  later  of  grief,  and  that  she 
was  burled  at  her  own  reQuest  on  the 
spot  where  her  life  was  blasted.  This 
story  has  been  handed  down  for  years 
as  the  explanation  of  the  grave,  and  has 
spread  all  over  the  country. 

Recently  the  hedge  hiding  the  grave 
was  removed,  and  now  the  old  tomb- 
stone, badly  disfigured,  appears  Just 
above  the  shrubbery.  The  following  in- 
scription is  on  the  stone: 

"The  remains  of  Catharine  Bullock, 
daughter  of  Esther  and  Joseph  Bullock, 
of  Philadelphia,  who.  after  a  tedious 
Illness,  which  she  Buftered  with  exem- 
plary resignation,  died  Jiine  7,  1794.  Age, 
22  years.' 

Mr.  Collins  says:  "It  was  my  good 
fortune  to  receive  the  facts  almost  at 
first  hand  last  summer  from  a  member 
of  the  family,  and,  as  few  Princeton 
men  can  fall  to  know  the  tradition  in 
one  shape  or  another.  If,  may  be  well 
to  clear  Aaron  Burr  oft  at  least  one 
gratuitous  libel,  and — of  far  greater  Im- 
portance— to  free  the  name  of  an  In- 
nocent girl  from  a  dastj(rdly  slander. 

"Catharine  Bullock  waip  the  daughter 
of  Esther  (Baynton;  afl|l  Joseph  Bul- 
lock, of  Philadelphia.  Sbe  was  a  con- 
sumptive, and,  as  tht  cll*iate  of  Prince- 
ton seemed  to  be  less  itaxing  on  her 
strength  than  that  ^f  Philadelphia,  she 
was  accustomed  from  hir  childhood  to 
spend  most  of  her  tin^  at  Prospect, 
visiting  her  aunt,  Mrs.  George  Morgan, 
a  sister  of  Mrs.  BullocK.  Col.  George 
Morgan,  of  revolutionary  fame,  was  the 
owner  of  Prospect,  which,  at  that  time, 
was  one  of  the  model  farms  of  the 
country.  Tbe  climate  here  coviJd  not, 
however,  .save  Miss  Bullock,  and  after 
a  long  Illness  she  died  at  Prospect  In 
June,  17!t4,  and  was  burled  beside  Col. 
Morgan's  children  a|»4  grana9Jllldi"en, 
and  a  complete  list  of  the  graves  Is  still 
in  existence.  When  Washington  street 
was  cut  through  some  decades  ago,  a 
quantity  of  bones  was  turned  up,  al- 
though most  of  the  graves  had  long  be- 
fore di-sappeared.  Catharine  Bullock's, 
however,  remained  marked  and  un- 
harmed. The  above  is  the  family 
record  of  this  now  isolated  grave.  It 
was  given  to  me  by  Mr.".  Lavlnia  Mor- 
gan Drum,  of  Bethesda,  Md..  who  had 
it  verbally  from  her  grandmother,  the 
wife  of  Dr,  John  Morgan,  the  colonel's 
eldest  son  and  a  contemporary  of  the 
event.  This  version  Is  furthermore 
backed  by  family  documents. 

"As  to  the  Burr  efement  In  the  tradi- 
tion. It  may  be  added  that  Aaron  Burr 
never  was  at  Prospect  during  Col.  Mor- 
gan's ownership.  He  did  not  meet  the 
colonel  until  he  saw  him  at  Morganza 
in  after  years.  These  facts  may  be 
gathered  from  the  printed  testimony  at 
Burr's  trial  for  alleged  treason.  He, 
therefore,  could  have  had  no  relations 
with  Miss  Bullock  at  Prospect,  and  It 
was  at  Prospect  only  that  he  could 
have  met  her  during  the  last  y^ar  <'f 
her  life.  It  must  not  be  forgotten,  too, 
that  In  the  year  1T93-94  Burr  was  at  the 
zenith  of  his  legal  career,  and  domestic 
happiness  at  Richmond  Hill.  Further, 
had  there  been  any  foundation  what- 
soever for  the  tradition  which  makes 
him  responsible  for  Miss  Bullock's 
death  or  had  there  been  the  slightest 
whisper  of  .scandal  connecting  his  name 
with  hers.  Burr  would  never  have  re- 
ceived the  cordial  welcome  he  did  re- 
ceive at  Morganza  from  Col.  George  and 
Dr.  John  Morgan.  Both  of  these  men 
were  brought  up  under  the  dueling 
code,  and  both  must  have  known  the 
true  circumstances  surrounding  their 
kinswoman's  death."

The   Dowager    of  China 

Meets  the  Foreign 

Ministers. 


She     Sits     on     Throne 

the  Emperor  at  the 

Table.

Pekln,  Jan.  29.— The  dowager  empress 
made  her  formal  debut  before  the  for- 
eign ministers  here  today  at  the  diplo- 
matic reception.  She  occupied  the  throne 
In  the  main  audience  chamber,  while  the 
emperor  sat  behind  at  a  table  on  a  low 
dais  before  the  throne. 

The  formality  of  recognizing  the 
emperor  as  the  sovereign  was  main- 
tained, but  the  dowager  empress  was 
the  personage  of  chief  interest  and  im- 
portance. 

Upon  entering  the  audience  chamber 
the  ministers  bowed  thrice  to  the  em- 
peror. They  stopped  before  the  em- 
peror's dais  while  their  suites  remained 
in  the  background.  The  dean  of  the 
diplomatic  corps,  M.  Czlkann,  the  Aus- 
trian representative,  delivered  the  ad- 
dress to  the  emperor,  who  replied  in  a 
youthful  voice,  and  Prince  Chlng,  kneel- 
ing, received  the  manuscript  of  his 
speech  and  handed  It  to  M.  Czlkann. 
The  ministers  and  charges  d'affaires 
were  then  presented  to  the  emperor, 
who  made  some  commonplace  remark  to 
each  one.  The  ministers  then  ascended 
the  throne  and  the  dowager  empress 
spoke  briefly  and  recognized  each  with 
a  bow. 

M.  Czlkann,  addressing  the  emperor, 
referred  to  the  troubles  which  had  com- 
pelled the  court  to  leave  the  capital  and 
to  the  signing  of  the  protocol,  which  had 
happily  restored  the  long-existing 
friendly  relations  between  China  and 
the  Western  powers.  M.  Czlkann  said 
he  hoped,  by  the  faithful  observance  of 
its  terms,  the  Intercourse  between  China 
and  the  powers  would  grow  more  Inti- 
mate. He  congratulated  the  emperor 
upon  his  return. 

The  Austrian  representative  also  said 
he  saw  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  em- 
peror to  Improve  International  rela- 
tions and  to  perpetuate  good  feeling. 

The  remarks  of  the  emperor  and  the 
dowager  empress  were  almost  indistin- 
guishable in  the  original  and  as  they 
were  Interpreted,  on  account  of  the 
noise  In  the  audience  chamber.  The  em- 
press was  understood  to  express  her  re- 
gret at  the  recent  troubles  and  to  give 
her  assurance  that  they  would  not  re- 
cur. 

The  ceremony  waa  a  ^rgeously  col- 


ored picture.  Many  Chinese  nobles 
crowded  about  the  throne.  The  foreign 
ministers  were  carried  in  yellow  chairs 
nearly  to  the  entrance  to  the  Forbidden 
City,  while  the  secretaries  walked. 
After  entering  the  Forbidden  City  re- 
freshments were  served  In  an  outer 
hall,  the  Chinese  offlciala  mingling  with 
the  foreigners  in  a  friendlier  fashion 
than  in  the  old  days. 

The  seating  of  the  dowager  empress 
above  the  emperor  Is  not  necessarily  an 
assumption  of  higher  rank.  The  em- 
peror could  not  be  placed  above  a  rela- 
tive of  an  older  generation.  The  en- 
throning of  the  dowager  empress  was 
an  afterthought.  Prince  Chlng,  when 
arranging  the  program  of  the  reception. 
Informed  the  ministers  that  the  dowager 
empress  would  sit  beside  the  emperor. 

The  policy  of  recognizing  the  dowager 
empress  as  the  actual  sovereign  has 
gained  ground  among  the  foreign  minis- 
ters since  the  return  of  the  court.  To- 
day's ceremony  would  have  met  with 
objections  a  month  ago.  The  emperor's 
Incapacity  is  so  clearly  demonstrated  by 
all  the  reports  from  the  palace  that 
those  ministers  who  formerly  advocated 
that  the  emperor  should  exert  pressure 
to  retire  the  dowager  empress  are  now 
ahar.donlng  their  former  views. 

The  board  of  astronomy  has  petitioned 
the  court  for  money  to  replace  part  of 
the  astronomical  Instruments  which 
were  looted  from  the  Pekln  oDservatory. 
*rhe  board  naively  explains  that  the  old 
Instruments  were  lost. 


CABLE  FLASHES. 


The  Toklo  correspondent  of  the  Lon- 
don Dally  Kxpress  cables  that  over  200 
soldiers  have  been  frogen  to  death  in 
Northern    Japan. 

Bmperor  WUiam  has  presented  his 
yachts  Meteor  and  Comet  to  the  Ger- 
man navy.  The  Meteor,  which  will  be 
renamed  Orio,  Is  for  the  use  of  naval 
officers  at  Kiel,  while  the  Comet  Is  for 
the  use  of  the  ofBcers  at  Wllhelmshaven. 

The  viceroy  of  India,  Lord  Curzon  of 
Kedleston,  telegraphed  that  the  drouth 
is  drying  the  spring  crops  in  Bengal, 
the  northwestern  provinces  ajid  lii  the 
Punjab.  The  autumn  crops  are  fair  In 
the  province  of  Slnde  and  In  the  Bom- 
bay   Deccan.

He  «aine 
hen?  tirst  in  lV":t  and  soon  applied  to 
the  townshij)  trustee  for  iclief.  beside.i 
which  he  played  hl.s  accordion,  and,  as 
a.s  allcKed,  c.vaeted  toll  from  the  other 
bcHjjars  for  working  the  town,  they 
dividing  their  eaininKs  with  Hoover. 
The  Hrst  pointer  came  from  a  fellow 
nametl  Htill.  who  iilaytal  his  tlddle  about 
the  court  hou.se  .step.s,  and  he  partially 
betrayed  the  business*  end  of  the  tru.st. 
but  before  the  d-'tails  were  completed 
he  married  a  younp  woman  and  disap- 
p.  ired.  Itefore  ^oinK  away  he  turned  a 
paper  over  to  John  Devine.  a  one-legged 
Importation   from   t'lncinnati. 

Tlii.s  paper  referred  to  this  city  as  an 
easy  ••Kraft,"  and  It  ^ave  dir.'Ction.i 
where  to  go  for  information  and  who 
to  .strike,  and  Devlne  reported  that  Hall 
had  $200  when  he  left  here  with  hi.s 
bride,  and  that  thoy  were  Koing  to 
make  a  tour  of  the  lakes  and  Canada. 
iJevine  also  atlmitted  that  he  had  been 
in  comnuinlcation  with  Hoover  and  that 
a  friend  with  whom  he  traveled  pave 
Hoover  his  Cincinnati  addre.«.s.  Then 
the  authorities  lookeil  up  Devine's  Cin- 
cinnati record,  flndlnK  that  he  had  a 
sister  In  that  i  ity  who  ha.i  received 
a  letter  enclosluK-  $10,  the  writer  boant- 
ing  that  he  had  struck  a  new  graft 
with  promising  results  ami  that  moro 
money  would  soon  be  foi-wa!ded. 

The  .\sHociated  ("harities  imm.dlately 
M  ported  the  Hou\  er  niatt-.l  to  the 
board  of  childien's  guardians  and  the 
board  directed  that  Hoover'w  -hlldren 
be  taken  In  charge,  but  Hoover  In  soma 
way  leceived  a  tip  of  what  wa.s  brew- 
ing and  ho  seeiet-'d  his  girls  until  he 
could  arrange  to  leave  the  city,  and 
within  twenty-four  hours  set  sail  for 
Kan.sa.s. 

Finding  the  Hoover  fandly  had 
.skipped,  the  authorili- .s  investigated 
his  abandoned  room,  including  a  type- 
wiitten  list  c(»ntainlng  the  names  and 
residences  of  many  charitably  dis- 
Iio.scd  people,  and  these  were  so  divided 
H.S  to  rejuesent  certain  .sections  of  the 
city,  which  aie  believed  to  have  been 
regularly  allotted  to  certain  per.sons; 
the  names  of  the  latter  being  provide. I 
for  l)y  leaving  certain  blank  spaces  to 
be  later  filled  in.  Among  other  thinjja 
the  "court  house  steps"  was  desig- 
nated as  a  "good  place"'  for  a  man  and 
hi.s  wife,  and  the  month  of  October  was 
particularly  named  as  a  time  when 
pi'ople  Hocked  to  the  trcasuier'.s  ollica 
to  pay  ta.\es.  The  corner  of  Meridian 
and  Washington  sltcet.s,  one  of  the 
UKist  popuKius  business  corners  of  the 
town,  was  al.so  aiKjlh-r  gt)o<l  place,  es- 
pecially at  tlie  noon  hour  and  0  p.  m., 
and  it  was  this  corner  •'where  you  can 
catch  nearly  all  the  counliy  people  lliat 
come  on  tlie  cars."  There  was  also  a 
warning  not  to  go  Into  the  state  ofllces 
ill  the  state  capitol  building,  nor  in  the 
otHi-es  in  the  com  t  house,  but  to  lay  In 
wait  for  the  otib  lals  and  their  deimlles 
aa  they  left  their  various  departments. 
In  the  list  of  residences  were  included 
the  names  of  many  of  the  best  known 
men  of  the  city,  and  there  were  also  lists 
of  other  names,  opposite  w  hiih  was 
written  "don't.  "  indicating  that  nothing 
would  be  given  at  the  liouses  thus 
branded.  The.«e  "dont's"  were  mixed 
with  h'lnies  that  were  unmarked,  or 
else  (lesignate<l  as  "easy  marks,"  ,ind 
it  showed  that  the  city  had  been  care- 
fully cama.ssed.  and  that  scarcely  any- 
thing was  taken  for  granted. 

The  ini|Ulry  developed  tlint  the.se  lists 
were  furnished  by  Hoover  for  $1  per 
week,  the  lessee  retaining  tlie  list  until 
he  had  the  places  fully  fixed  in  his 
meinoi  y,  but  usually  paying  Hotiver  $•> 
before  it  was  returned.  I>evine  reported 
that  Hoover  furnished  lists  of  people  In 
different  parts  of  the  city,  and  that  his 
wife  had  them  worked  off  on  a  type- 
writer for  use  of  the  "boys."  Seldom 
were  tlie  lists  sold  outright,  as  Hoover 
preferred  to  rent  theiii  at  $1  per  week, 
the  borrower  putting  up  a  forfeit,  whi.'^h 
was  leturned  when  he  surrendered  the 
list.  Hoover  is  also  reported  aa  having 
been  careful  in  the  preparation,  an-i 
when  H  name  was  returned  to  him  ps 
■"no  good."  he  would  change  lils  list  to 
"orrespond.  so  that  its  aeruray  was 
seldom  doubted. 

It  was  also  reported  that  Hoover  was 
preparing  to  extend  his  lists  to  other 
cities,  but  the  board  of  children's 
guardians  flushed  his  game  too  iiulckly, 
an.l  he  was  forced  to   '.skin  out." 

It  also  develojied  during  the  investi- 
gation, and  It  was  an  eye  opener  to  the 
.Vssociated  Charities,  that  these  pro- 
I'ssional  beggars  were  ai  qualnted  with 
one  another  in  other  cities  and  in  regu- 
lar <'ommunicatlon  with  them.  Devlne 
could  call  off  a  long  list,  and  he  re- 
jiort^'d  that  Hoover  liml  a.  list  "as  long 
a.«?  my  arm."  through  which  he  expected 
to  perfect  his  (Combination  until  It 
covered  many  of  the  more  benevolent 
town.H  and  cities  in  the  country.  Then 
he  would  not  only  be  in  position  to 
ftirnfsh  lists,  but  he  could  sell  his  in- 
formation to  other  professionals  and 
thus  make  a  good  thing  all  around. 
Coupled  with  his  list  were  Instructions 
how  best  to  work  the  graft,  which, 
among  other  thin.gs.  said:  "A  good 
way  Is  to  have  some  cheap  slioe  strings 
or  papers  or  pins  to  sell,  for  them 
as  don't  buy  nearly  always  gives  some- 
thing anyhow."  The  authorities  found 
that  nearly  every  "professional"  sooner 
or  later  turned  up  at  Hoover's  house, 
and,  if  they  could  have  reache.1  him. 
thev  would  have  scattered  the  whole 
family  in  short  order.  As  it  was.  the  I 
Hoover  family  skipped  of  their  own  vo-  j 
lition.  Devlne  was  sent  back  to  Cincln-  |

Whea- 
ton's  record,  wlileh  showed  that  he  had 
enlisted  In  the  volunteer  ;irmy  at  begin- 
ning of  the  civil  war.  and  after  Kallant 
Service  at  the  clo.«e  of  the  war  liad  been 
appointed  to  the  regular  army  In  which 
lie  had  risen  through  each  successive 
Kra.l,'    to  the  rank  of  major  gi-neral.

A  GRAVE 


Light     Is     Thrown     on 

an  Aaron   Burr 

Tradition. 


Why  Catharine  Bullock's 

Remains     Rest     on 

Princeton  Campus. 


Name    of    Innocent  Girl 

Freed  From  Dastardly 

Slander. 


Princeton,  N.  J..  Jan.  29.— A  com- 
munication to  the  Princeton  alumni 
weekly  by  S.  V.  I.Ainslng  Collins,  refer- 
ence librarian  of  th.i  university,  ao- 
count.s  for  the  presence  of  the  solitary 
grave  of  Catharine  Bullock  at  the 
southeastern  corner  of  the  college 
campus  and  al.so  clears  Aaron  Burr's 
name  of  one  uf  the  woist  atlgmas  tliat 
has  been  attached  to  it.  The  sto:y 
was  that  Aaron  Burr,  on  a  wager,  de- 
liberately ruined  Ml.ss  Bullo<k,  then  fil 
>ears  old,  and  that  the  young  woman 
died  a  year  later  of  grief,  and  that  she 
was  burled  at  her  own  request  on  the 
spot  where  her  life  was  blasted.  This 
story  has  b^en  handed  down  for  yeais 
as  the  explanation  of  the  grave,  and  has 
spreail  all  over  the  country. 

Recently  the  hedge  hiding  the  grave 
was  removed,  and  now  the  old  tonib- 
st<jne,  badly  disfigure. 1,  appears  Just 
above  the  shrubliery.  The  following  in- 
scription la  on  the  stone: 

"The  remains  of  Catharine  Bullock, 
daughter  of  Esther  an.l  Jo.seph  Bullock, 
of  Philadelphia,  who.  after  a  tedious 
illness,  which  she  suflered  with  exem- 
plary resignation,  died  Jtfne  7,  1794.  Age, 
22  years." 

Mr.  Collins  .says:  'It  wa.s  my  good 
fortune  to  receive  the  fact.'*  almost  at 
first  hand  last  summer  from  a  member 
of  the  family,  and,  as  few  Princeton 
men  can  fail  to  know  the  tradition  in 
one  shape  or  another,  U  may  be  well 
to  clear  Aaron  Burr  of-  at  least  one 
gratuitous  libel,  and-  .if  far  greater  im- 
portance— to  free  the  ttame  of  an  In- 
n<K-ent  girl  from  a  dastairdly  slander. 

"Catharine  Bullock  was  the  daughter 
of  Esther  (Baynton)  adid  Joseph  Bul- 
lock, of  Philadelphia.  Sfce  was  a  con- 
sumptive, and.  as  tiu'  cll0iate  of  Prince- 
ton seemed  to  be  less  -taxing  on  her 
strength  than  that  9f  Philadelphia,  sho 
was  accustomed  froan  hfr  childhood  to 
Bpend  most  of  her  limfe  at  Prospect, 
visiting  her  aunt.  Mrs.  Qeorge  Morgan, 
a  sister  of  Mrs.  Bullock.  Col.  Georgo 
Morgan,  of  revolutionary  fame,  was  the 
owner  of  Prospect,  Tvhich,  at  that  time, 
was  ono  of  the  mo. lei  farms  of  the 
country.  The  climate  here  could  net, 
however,  save  Miss  Bullock,  and  after 
a  long  illness  she  died  at  Prospect  in 
June,  17:»4,  and  was  burled  beside  Col. 
Morgan's  children  Jifid  grandchildren, 
and  a  complete  list  <^  the  graves  Is  still 
in  exi.stence.  When  Washington  street 
was  cut  through  some  decades  ago,  a 
quantity  of  boni'S  was  turned  up.  al- 
though most  of  the  graves  hnd  long  be- 
fore disappeared.  Catharine  Bullock's, 
however,  remained  marked  and  un- 
harmed. The  above  Is  the  famll}' 
re<'ord  of  this  now  isolated  grave.  It 
was  given  to  me  by  Mrs,  Lavinia  Mor- 
gan Drum,  of  Bethesda,  Md..  who  had 
it  verbally  from  her  grandmother,  the 
wife  of  Dr.  John  Morgan,  the  colonel's 
eldest  son  and  a  contemporary  of  the 
event.  This  version  is  furthermore 
backed  by  family  documents. 

"Aa  to  the  Burr  element  in  the  tradi- 
tion, it  may  be  ad.led  that  Aaron  Burr 
never  was  at  Prospeet  during  Col.  Mor- 
pan'.s  ownership.  He  did  not  meet  the 
colonel  until  he  saw  him  at  Morganza 
in  after  years.  These  facts  may  be 
gathered  from  the  printed  testimony  at 
Burr's  trial  for  alleged  treason.  He, 
therefore,  could  have  had  no  relations 
with  Miss  Bullock  at  Prospect,  and  it 
was  at  Piospect  only  that  he  could 
have  met  her  duiing  the  last  ytjar  of 
her  life.  It  must  not  be  forgotten,  too, 
that  in  the  year  179:?-9l  Burr  was  at  the 
zenith  of  hla  legal  career,  and  domestic 
happiness  at  Richmond  Hill.  Further, 
had  there  been  any  foundation  what- 
soever for  the  tradition  which  mak.»s 
him  responsible  for  MIs.m  Bullock's 
death  or  had  there  been  the  slightest 
whisper  of  scandal  connecting  his  nam© 
with  hers.  Burr  would  never  have  re- 
ceived the  cordial  welcome  he  did  re- 
ceive at  Morganza  from  Col.  George  and 
Dr.  John  Morgan.  Both  of  these  men 
were  brought  up  under  the  dti^ding 
code,  and  both  must  have  known  the 
true  circumstances  surrounding  their 
kinswoman's  denth."

CURE  SICK  HEADACHE. 


Pekin.  Jan.  29.— The  dowager  empress 
made  her  formal  debut  before  the  for- 
eign ministers  here  today  at  the  diplo- 
matic reception.  She  occupied  the  throne 
in  the  main  audience  chamber,  while  the 
emperor  .sat  behind  at  a  table  on  a  low 
dais  before  the  throne. 

The  formality  of  recognizing  the 
emperor  as  the  sovereign  was  main- 
tained, but  the  dowager  empress  was 
the  personage  of  chief  interest  and  im- 
portance. 

Upon  entering  the  audience  chamber 
the  ministers  bowed  thrice  to  the  em- 
peror. They  stopped  before  the  em- 
peror's dais  while  their  suites  remained 
in  the  background.  The  dean  of  the 
diplomatic  corps,  M.  Czlkann,  the  Aus- 
trian representative,  delivered  the  ad- 
dress to  the  emperor,  who  replied  in  a 
youthful  voice,  and  Prince  Chlng,  kneel- 
ing, received  the  manuscript  of  his 
.speech  and  handed  It  to  M.  Czikann. 
The  ministers  and  charges  d'affaires 
were  then  presented  to  the  emperor, 
who  made  .some  commonplace  remark  to 
each  one.  The  mini.sters  then  ascended 
the  throne  and  the  dowager  empress 
spoke  brielly  and  recognized  each  with 
a  bow. 

M.  Czlkann,  addre.ssing  the  emperor, 
referred  to  the  troubles  which  had  com- 
pelled the  court  to  leave  the  capital  and 
to  the  signing  of  the  protocol,  which  had 
happily  r<'Stored  the  long-existing 
friendly  relations  between  (^hina  and 
tlie  Western  powers.  M.  Czikann  said 
ho  hoped,  by  the  faithful  observance  of 
Its  terms,  the  intercourse  between  China 
and  tho  powers  would  grow  more  Inti- 
mate. He  congratulated  the  emperor 
upon  his  return. 

Thf  Au.strian  representative  also  said 
he  saw  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  em- 
peror to  improve  international  rela- 
tions and  to  perpetuate  good  feeling. 

The  remarks  of  the  emperor  and  the 
dowager  empress  were  almost  indistin- 
guishable in  the  original  and  as  they 
Were  Interpreted,  on  account  of  the 
noise  in  the  audience  chamber.  The  em- 
press was  understood  to  express  her  re- 
gret at  the  recent  troubles  and  to  give 
her  assurance  that  they  would  not  re- 
cur. 

The  ceremony  was  a  gorgeously  col- 


ored picture.  Many  Chinese  nobles 
crowded  about  the  throne.  The  foreign 
ministers  were  carried  in  yellow  chairs 
nearly  to  the  entrance  to  the  Forbidden 
City,  while  the  secretaries  walked. 
After  entering  the  Forbidden  City  re- 
fr(!shinents  were  served  in  an  outer 
hall,  the  Chinese  officials  mingling  with 
the  foreigners  in  a  friendlier  fa.shion 
than  in  the  old  days. 

The  .seating  of  the  dowager  empress 
above  the  emperor  is  not  necessarily  an 
assumption  of  higher  rank.  The  em- 
peror could  not  be  placed  above  a  rela- 
tive of  an  older  generation.  The  en- 
throning of  the  dowager  empress  was 
an  afterthought.  Prince  Ching.  wh^n 
arranging  the  program  of  the  reception, 
informed  the  niinlslers  that  the  dowager 
empre.«s  would  sit  beside  the  emperor. 

The  policy  of  recognizing  the  dowager 
empress  as  the  actual  sovereign  has 
gained  ground  among  the  foreign  niinis- 
ters  .since  the  return  of  the  court.  To- 
d;iy's  ceremony  would  have  mot  with 
objections  a  month  ago.  The  emperor's 
Incapacity  is  so  clearly  demonstrated  by 
all  the  reports  from  tTie  pala<e  that 
those  ministers  who  formerly  advocated 
that  the  emperor  should  exert  pressure 
to  retire  the  dowager  empress  are  now 
abar.donlng  their  former  views. 

The  board  of  astronomy  has  petitioned 
the  court  for  money  to  i-eplace  part  of 
the  astronomical  irrstruments  which 
were  looted  from  the  Pekin  observatory. 
The  board  naively  explains  that  the  old 
instruments  were  lost.

ROBBING  OF  GRAVES. 

Some  Gruesome  Incidents  of 
An  Early  Day. 

The  sensational  instances  of  gravo- 
robblng  thAt  have  just  come  to  light  in 
Indianapolis  reminds  me  of  a  similar 
event  In  which  the  late  Maj.  Jonathan 
W.  Gordon  figured  when  he  was  a 
young  man,"  said  Andrew  J.  Grayson, 
of  Madi.son,  to  the  Indianapolis  Journal. 
"The  incident  occurred  near  Versailles, 
m  Hlpley  county,  the  plac^  made  famous 
In  recent  years  by  the  lynching  of  nv^e 
men  simultaneously.  Oddly  enough, 
Maj.  Gordon  and  his  companions  came 
near  figuring  in  a  lynching  bee  them- 
selves. They  only  escaped  an  untimely 
and  shameful  death  at  the  rope's  end  by 
makln  gone  of  the  most  thrilling  leaps 
ever  attempted  by  a  human  being.  The 
spot  at  which  the  perilous  jump  was 
made  by  the  young  men  in  question  is 
known  to  this  day  as  'Gordon's 
Leap.' 

"1  obtained  the  full  particulars  of  the 
grave  robbery  in  which  young  Gordon 
participated  from  a  veteran  physician 
of  Madison,"  continued  Mr.  Grayson.  "I 
was  sitting  in  the  old  doctor's  office  one 
day  chatting  pleasantly  with  him  when 
I  asked  him  suddenly  if  he  had  not  In 
his  long  career  had  some  experiences 
that  were  or  more  than  passing  interest. 
'I  have  had  quite  a  few,'  he  replied,  with 
a  smile. 

"Upon  being  pressed  to  narrate  some 
of  his  experiences  he  consented,  and  the 
first  story  he  told  was  that  of  "Gordon's 
Leap."  'Nearly  fifty  years  ago,'  said 
the  veteran  physician,  'the  town  of 
Madison  could  boast  of  a  medical  insti- 
tute. I  was  a  student  in  the  .school,  to- 
gether with  a  number  of  other  young 
sprigs  that  were  desirous  of  receiving 
their  initial  instruction  in  that  primitve 
academy  of  sconce. 

"  'About  that  time  Jonathan  W.  Gor- 
don, who  afterward  turned  to  the  law 
and  became  one  of  the  most  brilliant  ad- 
vocates of  the  Indiana  bar.  was  a  medi- 
cal student.  He  and  a  young  man 
named  John  Gla.ss  attended  a  course  of 
private  medical  lectures  given  by  Drs. 
B.  F.  and  A.  J.  Mullen  at  their  oflllce  in 
the  town  of  Napoleon,  not  far  fram  Ver- 
cailles,  in  which  Gordon  resided. 

"  'Dr.  J.  W.  Mullen,  a  brother  of  the 
Napoleon  physicians  of  the  same  name, 
came  one  summer  from  a  Philadelphia 
medical  college,  in  which  he  was  taking 
a  course  of  instruction,  to  visit  his  bro- 
thers. He  met  and  formed  a  close 
friendship  with  young  Gordon.  One  day 
he  received  from  Gordon  a  note  saying 
that  a  body  that  would  be  an  excellent 
subject  for  dissection  had  just  been 
buried  In  the  cemetery  near  Versailles, 
and  proposing  that  the  trio,  Gordon, 
Mullen  and  Glass,  make  arrangements 
to  lift  the  corpse  from  its  resting  place. 
The  recipient  of  the  note  entered  heart- 
ily into  the  ghoulish  scheme,  and  ar- 
rangements were  made  to  carry  it  out. 

"  'It  seemed,  however,  that  a  Dr.  An- 
derson, of  Versailles,  was  suspected  of 
entertaining  body-snatching  proclivi- 
ties, and  the  people  residing  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  cemetery  made  preparations 
to  give  him  a  warm  reception  if  ht« 
should  make  an  attempt  to  secure  the 
subject    In   question. 

"  'At  the  appointed  time  Gordon.  Mul- 
len and  Glass  .set  out  for  the  lonely 
burial  ground,  and  when  they  reached 
the  place  they  began  without  hesita- 
tion the  work  of  disinterring  the  coffin 
containing  the  coveted  body.  They  had 
dug  clear  down  to  the  box  and  were 
raining  blows  on  that  with  a  pick  in 
order  to  force  it  open,  when  the  enraged 
citizens  In  ambush  descended  upon  them 
with  a  fierce  rush.  The  young  fellows 
knew  well  that  to  be  caught  meant 
nothing  short  of  lynching.  There  was 
but  one  way  of  escape. 

"  'A  few  yards  away  was  a  precipice 
about  120  feet  in  height,  the  top  of  which 
looked  down  upon  Laughery  creek. 
Fully  fifty  feet  of  the  cliff  was  a  per- 
pendicular wall.  To  the  young  men 
•was  presented  the  alternative  of  dying 
surely,  but  disgracefully,  at  the  hands 
of  the  mob,  or  of  risking  a  less  shameful 
death  and  possibly  gaining  liberty  by 
leaping  over  the  frowning  precipice. 
With  Gordon,  to  think  was  to  act. 
Hurling  himself  like  a  cannon  ball  to- 
ward the  precipice  and  shouting  to  his 
comrades  to  follow,  the  daring  youth 
leaped  without  hesitation  over  the  face 
of  the  cliff.  Fired  by  their  leader's 
amazing  courage,  Glass  and  Mullen 
jumped  after  him.  Down  the  trio 
plunged  for,  it  seemed,  an  intermin- 
able length  of  time,  clutching  frantically 
at  branches  of  trees  projecting  from 
ledges,  until  at  last  they  fell  In  one 
quivering,  panting  heap  of  humanity 
into  a  tangled  mass  of  brush  at  the  bot- 
tom, which  served  to  prevent  them  from 
being  instantly  killed. 

"  'The  leap  would  have  been  pro- 
nounced suicidal  by  any  one  not  under 
the  stress  that  weighed  upon  these 
young  men.  They,  however,  escaped 
serious  injuries,  and,  what  was  better 
still,  vengeance  of  the  mob.  Young 
Glass  sustained  a  dislocation  of  an  arm, 
while  Gordon  and  Mullen  were  simply 
shaken  up  and  bruised. 

'*  'The  trio  of  daredevils  were  after- 
ward arrested  and  brought  to  t- ial  on  a 
charge  of  grave  robbing,  but  fortunat'?- 
ly  made  good  their  escape  through  the 
astuteness  of  Judge  Miles  Eggleslon, 
father  of  the  famous  author,  who  dis- 
covered a  flaw  In  the  indictment  against 
the  young  men.  Judge  Eggleston  at 
that  time  sat  on  the  bench  of  the  cir- 
cuit In  which  Versailles  was  located. 

"  'Two  of  the  actors  in  that  thrilling 
scene  have  since  passed  to  the  great 
beyond.  Dr.  Mullen  and  Maj.  Gordon. 
Dr  Mullen  practiced  his  profession  with 
distinction  and  profit  for  many  year."?  in 
the  city  of  Madison,  but  Maj.  Gordon 
changed  to  the  law,  in  which  he 
achieved  fame  and  fortune.  John  Gla.<?9, 
when  last  heard  from,  was  a  prominent 
physician  in  Colorado.* 

"I  enjoyed  the  old  doctor's  story  so 
much."  said  Mr.  Grayson,  "that  T  be- 
sought him  to  narrate  another.  'Did 
you  ever  try  to  secure  a  body  from  the 
cemetery  in  Madison?"  I  asked,  by  way 
of  a  feeler. 

"  'Well.  I  can't  say  that  wo  did.'  h«^ 
replied.  'There  is  but  one  authenticat'^d 
Instance  of  body-snatching  in  the  Madi- 
son cemetery,  the  body  taken  being  that 
of  an  old  colored  man  named  Taylor. 
The  reason  body-snatching  was  rare  in 
Madison  was  that  we  usually  got  our 
.subjects  from  rural  graveyards.  But 
to  return  to  the  Taylor  case:  A  .son  of 
the  old  man  was  employed  as  a  mes.sen- 
ger  in  the  office  of  Dr.  H..  in  Madison, 
and  after  his  father  died  the  lad  sus- 
pected his  employer  of  having  stolen  the 
remains.  This  suspicion,  as  T  remem- 
ber was  aroused  by  a  remark  the  youth 
overheard  Dr.  H.  make.  The  poor  boy 
suffered  intensely  from  his  suspicions 
of  his  employer,  but  he  dared  not  make 
formal  complaint,  for  in  those  days  a 
negro's  word  was  worthless  as  against 
that  of  a  white. 

••  'One  dav,  when  the  doctor  was  out 
of  his  office',  the  boy  decided  to  put  into 
effect  a  plan  he  had  evolved.  Ho  knew 
that  the  doctor  had  in  his  closet  a 
skeleton  that  he  used  for  purposes  of 
«»tudy  and  demonstration.  He  also  knew 
that  his  father,  when  living,  had  struck 
himself  on  the  ankle  bone  with  an  ax, 
chipping  off  a  piece  of  the  bone. 

"  'Gaining  entrance  to  the  closet,  the 
youth  peered  long  and  earnestly  at  the 
grewsome  object  suspended  therein. 
Oddly  enough,  one  ankle  bone  of  the 
skeleton  had  had  a  piece  chipped  from 
It  To  the  mind  of  the  imaginative 
young  darky  the  skeleton  of  his  father, 
as  he  verily  believed  it  to  be,  seemed  to 
curse  the  ruthles.s  hand  that  had 
dragged  it  from  Its  peaceful  place  In  the 
City  of  the  Dead 
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appeared  from  our  midst,  entering  the 
Confederate  army  and  becoming  a  sur- 
geon in  the  civil  war.  The  colored  office 
boy  grew  to  manhood,  married  and  had 
offspring  gathered  about  him.  Deatii 
visited  his  little  home  one  day  and  took 
from  him  one  of  the  little  ones.  Th.» 
hideous  vision  he  had  had  in  the  doc- 
tor's office  years  before  came  back  to 
him  suddenly  and  with  wonderful  dis- 
tinctness. Here  was  his  opportunity  to 
satisfy  himself  as  to  the  truth  of  h).s 
surmise  formed  at  that  time.  Accora- 
ingiv  he  requested  the  sexton  of  the 
cemetery  to  permit  the  body  of  ihe 
child  to  bo  buried  In  the  grave  of  Us 
grandfather.  The  official  •J^'^<;"\f'\,  ""^ 
the  old  prrave  was  reopened.  When  the 
bottom  was  reached  there  was  found 
true  to  the  long-entertained  belief  the 
remnants  of  a  coffin,  but  no  trace  of  the 
body  it  once  contained.  '

bag.  The  thing  seemed  too  good  to  be 
true,  and  the  joker  of  the  party  sug- 
ge.«ted  that  if  old  clothe.-*  were  going  to 
be  passed  round  he  wouldn't  mind  hav- 
ing a  pair  of  rubbt-rs  or  over.shoes. 
"No  trouble  about  that  at  all,"  said  the 
clerk,  "but  they  are  not  old  clf>the.'4. 
They  are  as  new  as  anything  you  fel- 
lows have  on.  except  that  overcoat. 
Come  into  the  property  room." 

That  sounded  theatrical,  and  I  was 
prepare<l  for  a  fake  of  »nr\e  kind,  but 
he  led  the  way  to  a  room  which  sug- 
gested the  left-pai-kage  department  of 
a  railrrvad  station.     All  manner  of  ar- 


ticles were  stored  there,  each  one  lag- 
ged or  numbered,  or  both  .  There  were 
not  le.-<s  than  100  unvbrelUu*  in  view, 
several  overcoats,  two  or  three  loni- 
plete  suits  of  clothes,  a  large  assort- 
ment of  rubber.^  and  things  of  that  ilk;

Wlienever  we  can  do  .so  we 
ha\e  a  .servant  search  the  gue.^'fs  room 
before  he  or  she  gets  out  of  the  house, 
but  that,  of  cour.se,  isn't  often  pra<-ti- 
cable.  When  it  is  It  generally  results 
in  restoring  one  or  more  articles  to 
the  departing  guest.  After  thev  have 
gone  we  take  all  the  articles  that  are 
reported  by  the  servants  and  keep 
them  six  months.  In  almost  eveiy 
Instance  it  is  possible  to  Identify  the 
owners,  and  If  the  article  is  of  special 
value  we  write  to  hlni;  but  iven  at 
that  there  are  veiT  f^w  claims  made 
for  the  left  property.  Perhaps  our 
posatl  cards  don't  reach  the  owners, 
and  perhaps  tliey  are  so  careless  that 
they  don't  care  to  go  to  the  trouble 
and  expense  of  having  their  goods  for- 
wardeii.  Every  month  we  clear  out 
the  things  that  have  Ijeen  in  our  keep- 
ing for  a  half  year  and  send  them  to 
an  auctioneer.  So  help  yourselves  to 
anything  that  will  help  you  through  a 
rainy  night  and  bring  them  back  In  the 
course  of  a  day  or  two." 

He  made  a  memorandum  of  the  ar- 
ticles borrowed,  so  that  the  tags  with 
the  owners'  names  could  be  replaced 
pmperly  when  they  were  returned.  Of 
course,  he  had  some  tales  to  tell  of 
unusual  articles  left  by  travelers.  There 
were  several  of  large  sums  of  money 
left  under  pillows  or  on  bureaus,  one  or 
tuo  of  revolvers,  and  in  one  lase  a  well 
filled  trunk  had  been  fi>rgotten,  but  the 
oddest  of  all  was  this:  A  chamber- 
maid go^ng  to  clean  up  a  room  found 
a  hot  water  bag  hanging  to  the  bed- 
post.

More  Wreckage  Picked  Up 

From  (he  War  Sloop 

Condor. 

victoria,  B.  C,  Jan.  29.— The  arrival 
of  the  steamer  Queen  City  from  the 
West  coast  of  Vancouver  island  last 
night  served  only  to  conlirm  the  belief 
of  those  who  have  feared  that  the  Brit- 
ish sloop  of  war  Ctijidor  was  lost  on 
the  way  from  this  coast  to  Honolulu. 
The  Condor  left  Victoria  Dec.  2.  On 
the  night  of  the  3rd  there  was  a  heavy 
blow,  in  v.hich  the  collier  Mattewaii 
was  lost  and  other  craft  came  to  erief. 
The  olllcers  of  the  Queen  City  state  that 
Dec.  6  Indians  of  Ahousett  picked  up  a 
portion  of  a  boat  wliieh  was  white  and 
had  a  copper  bottom  similar  to  those  of 
boats  carried  by  warships.  It  hud  a 
brass  letter  "C"  on  a  black  boss,  and 
three  bow  arrows,  which  signified  that 
it  was  the  property  of  the  admiralty  o£ 
Britain. 

A  lighthouse  keeper  at  Cape  Beale 
also  found  a  chronometer  and  a  gold 
watch  of  English  pattern  and  chain.  A 
name  l>oard  also  was  picked  up  bearing 
the  letter  "C." 

The  Condor  was  a  npw  boat  and  was 
assigned  to  this  station  this  year,  this 
being  her  first  commission.  She  was  a 
sloop  of  980  tons.  Her  crew  comprised 
Commander  Clifton  Sdater,  Lieut. 
James  B.  Mason,  navigator;  Hay  Wln- 
throp  and  Henry  V.  F.  Proctor;  Surgeon 
T.  S.  Hartley,  Assistant  Paymaster  in 
Charge  William  H.  FYanklin,  Artificer 
Engineer  George  J.  Delten  and  Engineer 
Arthur  D.  A.   Burns.

HOT  SHOT 
IS  FIRED 


At  the  Clergy  By  a  Lead- 

ing    Nashville 

Minister. 


Says     Best    Sermon    Is 

Very  Dull  Alongside 

Good  Play. 


The    World     Is     Better 

For  the  Few  Good 

Actors. 


Nashville,  Tenn.,  Jan.  29.— After  the 
destruction  of  the  Vendome  theater  by 
fire  an  effort  was  made  to  pull  off 
plays  billed  for  that  theater  at  the 
Tabernacle,  erected  following  -a  Sam 
Jones  revival.  Some  of  the  preachers 
said  they  would  form  a  shotgun  bri- 
gade to  prevent  this  action.  This 
tran.9plred  at  their  weekly  meeting. 
Eh-,  Isadore  Lewlnthal,  one  of  the  best 
known  divines  in  Nashville,  resigned  aa 
a  trustee  of  the  Tabernacle  by  reason 
of  the  trouble.  He  gave  out  an  inter- 
view, in  which  he  deals  out  a  few  hot 
ones.     He  said: 

"I  cannot  say  I  attend  the  theater 
frequently,  because  I  am  a  busy  man. 
Another  reason  Is  that  I  find  that  the 
preacher  seems  but  a  blunderer  along- 
side the  actor,  and  the  actor  and  the 
sermon  but  a  faint  echo  of  the  power- 
ful reality  of  the  drama,  when,  instead 
of  looking  upon  the  actor  as  of  another 
and  inferior  profession,  I  feel  like  tak- 
ing him  by  the  hand  and  calling  Wm 
a  bnrther  toiler  in  the  vineyard  of 
the  I»rd." 

"Envy  is  .still  the  cause  of  much  of 
the  church's  persecution  of  the  stage. 
The  stage  is  more  popular  than  the 
pulpit,  and  deserves  to  be  so.  Com- 
pare the  average  Puritanic  church  to 
the  average  legitimate  theater  and  you 
will  find  contrast  enough.  The  one 
repels,  the  other  attra^-ts.  One  is  as- 
cetic, the  other  is  aesthetic.  The  one 
scolds,  the  other  pleases.  The  one  con- 
cerns Itself  largely  with  the  past  and 
with  the  future,  the  other  deals  largely 
with  the  present,  .shows  present  misery 
or  present  joys,  and  without  mouthing 
or  moralizing  shows  how  nuisery  may 
be  aN-vided  or  endured,  how  joy  may 
be  ga'ined  or  retained. 

"Take  the  best  sermon  and  see  how 
dull  It  is  alongside  a  good  play.  What 
is  a  Beecher  along.side  a  Booth?  Tal- 
inage  alongside  an  Irving?  We  know 
that  words  are  never  as  forcibile  as  ac- 
tions; precepts  are  never  as  po^verful 
as  examples.  Well  do  we  know  that 
what  is  enacted  sinks  deeper  into  the 
mind  and  heart  and  Is  longer  remem- 
bered than  what  is  heard  or  read.  I 
have  been  told  that  criminals  who  will 
listen  unmoved  to  sermons  which  de- 
pU't  and  condemn  their  crfme  will 
tremble  when  their  crime  is  enacted 
before  their  ej-es. 

"1  have  heard  great  preachers  preach 
great  sermons  from  their  pulpits,  but 
never  one  that  has  'been  as  eloquent, 
as  impressive,  as  instructive  as  those  I 
have  heard  great  actors  preach  from 
the  stage." 

Dr.  Lewlnthal  touched  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  immoral  plays  and  the  condi- 
tions which  were  responsible  for  their 
existence. 

"Many,"  he  said,  "protest  against 
-sensational  and  Immoral  plays  that 
cater  to  the  lowest  appetites,  that  c-or- 
rupt  the  miind  and  pollute  the  heart. 
True,  only  too  true;  but  you  must  also 
admit  had  not  the  people  wanted  such 
plays,  had  not  they  made  it  profitable 
for  managers  and  a>ctors,  such  plays 
would  never  have  been  produced.  Cor- 
rect the  pulpit  first,  then  let  preachers 
corret-t  the  people,  and  stage  and 
actors  will  soon  correct   themselves. 

"Now,  I  can't  help  thinking  and  say- 
ing It,  though  it  may  toe  wicked  to 
think  it.  I  say  it,  that  the  world  Is 
better  today  for  the  few  good  a-ctors  It 
has  heard  pverfonn  on  the  stage  than 
for  the  countless  poor  preachers  it  has 
heard  perform  In  the  pulpit."

Six  Years  For  a  Crime 
They  Never  Com- 
mitted. 

Worcester,    Mass.,    Jan.   29.— James   Mc- 

Quaid    and    William    Cole,    now    serving 

sentences  at  the  Charleston  st.'te  prison 
for  burglary  and  highway  robbery,  will 
be  brought  to  Worcester  on  habeas  cor- 
pus writs  this  week,  and  after  pleading 
guilty  to  the  charge  of  burglary  at 
Northboro,  will  be  pardoned  by  Governor 
VV.  Murraj'  Crane  and  released  in  charge 
of  Deputy  Sheriff  James  H,  Drennan,  of 
Worcester. 

McQuaid  .-^nd  Cole  were  indicted  and 
convictt'd  in  Worcester  on  charges  of 
burglary  and  highway  robbery  at  Athol, 
Nov.  ;A,  1893,  and  each  was  sentenced  to 
serve  not  less  than  twenty-two  nor  more 
than  thirty  years  In  state's  prison.  At 
their  trial  they  were  not  represented  by 
counsel  and  neither  of  them  went  on  the 
stand. 

After  they  had  begun  to  serve  sentence 
one  of  them  told  Police  Officer  George  F. 
McKenna,  of  Spencer,  who  was  at  the 
I)rl8on  on  business,  that  they  were  not 
guilty  of  the  crimes  of  which  they  were 
<'onvlcted,  and  that  the  reason  they  did 
not  prove  an  alibi  at  the  time  of  their 
conviction  was  because  itiey  were  eiV 
gaged  In  another  burglary  at  Northboro 
on  the  same  night.  This  story  was  turn- 
ed over  to  State  Detective  Murray,  of 
Worcester,  and  has  by  him  been  verified 
In  every  particular. 

Governor  Crane  was  later  Interested  in 
the  matter,  and  the  men  are  to  be  par- 
doned early  next  week,  after  having  been 
brought  to  Worcester  and  pleading  guiltv 
to  charges  of  burglary  at  Northboro,  for 
which  the  grand  Jury  of  the  term  of 
superior  court  now  sitting  has  this  week 
returned  Indictments.  They  have  served 
six  years  in  statf^'s  prison  for  a  crlma 
they    never    committed.

Ambition  of  Harry  Pills- 
bury,  the  Champion 
Chess  Player. 

New  York,  Jan.  29.— Harry  Plllsbury, 
champion  chess  plaj-er  of  America,  has 
a  remarkable  ambition.  He  wants  to 
play,  blindfolded,  twenty  simultaneous 
games  of  chess  and  win  them  all. 

When  Plllsbury  does  this  ho  is  goins 
to  quit  che9s  forever. 

There  is  no  other  man  vvho  can  per- 
form the  wonders  in  chess  of  which  this 
young  American  Is  capable.  In  a  recent 
contest  In  New  York  he  was  simultane- 
ously opposed  by  slxte.n  clever  players. 
While  the.se  sixteen  men  frowned  and 
pondered  eacli  over  his  chess  board. 
Pillsburv,  the  opponent  of  them  all,  sat 
in  another  part  of  the  room  smoking  a 
clgnr,  playing  duplicate  whist  and  chat- 
ting with  friends.  A  table  messenger 
announced:  "Board  No.  7,  to  queen's 
bishop,  fourth  square." 

PiUsbury  scratched  a  match  on  the 
sole  of  his  shoe,  gave  three  puffs  cm  his 
cigar  and  .said:  "Pawn  the  king's, 
king's  knights,  fifth  square."  Then  he 
turned  to  his  friends  and  said: 

"Yon  see,  I  like  duplicate  whist  about 
as  much  as  I  like  chess.  It  Is  almost  aa 
irt'-rcstlng  and  fur  less  fatiguing. 

Again  came  the  voice  of  the  caller: 
"Table  No.  14,  king  to     queen's     third 

^'Ahnost  without  a  pause.  PiUsbury 
answered:  "Queen  to  king  s  third 
square— check.  I  was  going  to  say  that 
If  ever  I  win  twenty  games  of  simul- 
taneous chess  I  shall  quit  and  play  no 
more  There  is  nothing  In  it.

HIb  ambi- 
tion to  plav  20  and  win  them  all.  and  yet 
never  see  the  chess  boards,  is  so  far  be- 
yond the  skill  of  every  other  master  of 
chess  that  none  but  PllUbury  have  at- 
temptec'  It.  He  has  played  20  games,  but 
without  a  clean  score  of  wins.  Murphy 
failed  at  nine.  TAventy  games  are  bt-yond 
Blackburn,  Rtc'.nltz.  Bardeleben.  Zuker- 
tort  and  perhaps  Lasker.  Plllsbury  has 
played  his  twenty  games  with  ease,  where 
at  the  beginning  of  the  l.-vat  century  Pill- 
dor  aroused  the  wonder  of  th^  world  by 
playing  three.  When  Phlllsbury  shall 
have  achieved  his  ambition  he  will  devote

The  French  Editor  Rochefort,  and  Col.  Arthur  Lynch 

Express   Opinions  as  to  Probabilities   of 

Settlement  of  Boer  War. 


New  York.  Jan.  30.— The  Jersey  Cen- 
tral road  ferry  boat  Central  was  run 
into  by  a  railroad  tug  in  the  North 
river  during  a  snow  storm  today. 
There  were  500  passengers  on  the  ferry- 
;  boat,  of  whom  100  were  women.  The 
central  found  it  very  heavy  going  in 
the  storm  and  was  feeling  her  way 
slowly  out  into  mid  stream. 

When  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from 
her  slip  at  Communipaw  the  Central  s 
captain  noticed  a  long  procession  of 
amull  tugs  and  other  craft  heading  to- 
ward  the  slip  he  had  Just   left  on   his 

port  side.  Just  as  these  passed  he 
turned  to  look  through  the  snow  storm 
to  see  If  his  path  was  clear  on  the 
I  starboard  side.  The  heavy  flakes  ob- 
I  structed  his  vision  beyond  100  yards 
away,  and  before  he  could  pick  up  his 
marine  glasses  there  was  a  crash  and  a 
great  smashing  of  timbers. 

One  of  the  heavy  tugs  of  the  Balti- 
more &  Ohio  railroad,  having  in  tow  a 
tloat  carrying  a  dozen  loaded  freight 
cars,  had  clashed  into  the  Central  'be- 
low the  paddle  wheel  on  the  women's 
caWn    side    of    the    vessel.      Rpf,>re    the 


New  York.  Jan.  30.— M.  Henri  Roche-

The 
Boers  have  astonished  the  world  and 
deserve  freedom.  The  Intermediaries 
who  are  feeling  their  way  to  peace 
should  remt  mher  thi;'.'"

the  Journal  and  American  from  Paris: 
"Doth  sides  have  strong  reasons  for  de- 
siring peace.  If  they  fight  another  six 
T.onths  the  situation  may  not  be  ma- 
terially altered,  and  it  is  impossible  to 
say  exactly  what  is  the  military  situ- 
ation. It  is  certain  that  now  the  Boers 
I  are  as  optimistic  as  they  were  a  year 
i  ago  with  regard  to  their  ability  to 
hold  out,  while  England's  situation  is 
becoming  intolerable,  not  only  on  ac- 
count of  her  enormous  expense,  but 
beoausi.  if  the  stagnation  of  trade  and 
the  loss  of  prestige  in  the  diplomatic 
world.  Nor  are  the  Boers  on  a  bed  of 
roses,  and  they,  like  England.  have 
long  desired  peace  if  the  terms  are  on 
a  satisfactory  basis.  Peace  is  possible, 
for  there  are  only  a  few  points  about 
which  both  sides  are  not  in  accord. 
The  main  thing  is  tf)  have  a  tangible 
feasible  program,  and  the  nntiigonlsts 
soon  will  get  that  if  they  come  together, 
and  peace  may  be  looked  for  very 
soon."

Twelve  women  passengers 
fainted  during  the  exdiement.  but  they 
were  soon  revived.  No  one  was  badly 
hurt. 

The  snow  which  began  falling  here 
yesterday  morning  continued  through 
the  night  and  today.  .\t  9  a.  m.  the 
total  fall  was  4  Inches.  Tsually  a  heavy 
snow  ties  up  or  badly  delays  traffic  in 
this  city,  but  as  this  snow  storm  began 
In  daylight  the  eleva'ed  and  surface 
roads  were  able  to  k»ep  their  tracks 
clear  and  practically'  all  lines  were  run- 
ning on  schedule  thne.  It  was  very 
thick  on  the  bay,  however,  and  the 
ships  in  the  harbor  m«V»"ed  very  slowly.

BENTLEY  IN  CONTEMPT 


MOB  AWAITS  PRISONER 

One  Hundred  Armed  Men  Are  Looking  For  Wood- 
ward Who  Killed  Sheriff  Ricker  Some 
Three  Weeks  Ago. 


Omaha.  Jan.  30.— A  special  to  the  World- 
Herald  from  Casper,  Wyo.,  says:  A  mob 
of  I'JO  armed  men  is  patroling  the  railroad 
yards  waiting  for  the  return  of  Sheriff 
Tu'obB  and  hia  prisoner,  Charles  Wood- 
ward, the  murderer  of  Sheriff  Ricker. 
who  was  killed  three  weeks  ago  In  the 
Rattlesnake  mountains,  while  pursuing 
Woodward  and  two  other  escaped  prison- 
ers. Arm<d  men  are  guarding  the  stage 
stations  and  others  are  watching  the 
county  Jail.  It  is  fearud  Woodward  will 
be  lynched. 


Acting  Governor  Chatterton  is  taking 
steps  to  protect  Woodward  and  has  tele- 
graphed Mayor  Cantlln  aa'King  him  wliat 
ussiatRuce  is  necessary  to  prevent  a 
lynching.  The  mayor  ^M»  every  precau- 
tion win  be  tak«en  &.i<t.^  is  probable  that 
the  local  militia  compruiv  will  be  called 
on  to  guard  th--  jail  during  the  trial. 

Judge  Dramel  has  just  telegraphed  Act- 
ing Governor  Chatterton  that  he  will  do 
all  he  can  to  give  Woodward  a  speedy 
trial  and  that  he  thinks  the  local  author- 
ities   will    protect    Woodward. 

Sheriff  'Tuhbs  Is  expected  to  return 
from  Billings  with  the  prisoner  tonight  or 
tcimorrow. 


Pittsburg.  Jan.  30.— Edward  and  John 
Biddle.  awaiting  exet-utlon  in  the 
county  jail  for  the  mui-der  of  Grocer 
Thomas  D.  Kahney,  of  Mount  Wash- 
ington, overpowered  the  guards  at  4 
o'clock  this  morning  and  escaped. 

The  prisoners  occupied  adjoining  cells 
and  had  evidently  been  preparing  for 
escape  for  some  time  with  assistance 
from  the  outside.  Both  had  secured 
revolvers  and  saws  with  which  to  cut 
the  cell  bars. 

Shortly  before  4  o'clock  one  of  the 
Biddies  called  to  James  McGeary,  who 
had  charge  of  the  outside  gates,  and 
asked    for   some    medicine   in    a    hurry,' 

Baying  his     brother     was     dangerously 
Ul. 

McGeary  hastened  to  the  cell  with 
the  medicine,  when  John  Biddle  sprang 
through  the  opening  he  had  made  in 
his  cell,  and,  seizing  the  guard  aiound 
the  wai-si.  hurled  him  over  the  railing 
to  the  stone  floor  beneath,  a  distance  of 
Fixteen  feet.  Kdward  Biddle  joined  his 
brother  immediately,  and  both,  with 
drawn  revolvers,  hurried  to  the  first 
floor,  where  they  met  Guard  Reynolds 
and  shot  him. 

There  were  but  three  men  on  duty, 
and  the  third  man  was  on  one  of  the 
upper  ranges.  He  was  ordered  down  at 
the  point  of  the  revolvers,  and  the 
three  guards  were  put  in  the  dungeon. 
The  keys  were  taken  from  Keeper 
McGary,  and  the  two  desperate  prison- 
ers had  a  clear  path.  The  only  persons 
who  witnessed  the  escape  were  prison- 
ers. 

The  Biddies  then  went  to  the  ward- 
robe whexe  the  guards  keep  their  cloth- 
ing, and  after  each  had  put  on  a  new 
suit,  they  unlocked  the  outside  gates 
and  passed  out  into  fioss  street. 

The  escape  waus  not  discovered  until 
the  daylight  guards  came  on  duty  at 
6  o'clock.  They  were  informed  bt 
prisoners  where  the  night  guards  had 
been  put  and  they  were  soon  released 
from  the  dungeon  and  sent  to  the 
homeopathic  hospital. 

For  several  months  preceding  the 
Kahney  nTlirder,  daring  burglaries  were 
of  almost  nightly  occurrence.  The  police 
seemed  powerlesw  to  prevent  them.  On 
the  morning  of  April  12  last,  Mrs.  Kah- 
ney was  awakenM  by  burglars  and 
called  to  her  husband,  a  cripple,  who 
was  sleeping  in  an  adjoining  room 
with  one  of  the  children.  As  he  entered 
the  door  of  his  wife's  room  he  was  shot 
dead.  The  burglars  fled.  A  few  hours 
later  Detective  Patrick  Fitzgerald  and 
two  officers  surprised  the  Biddle 
brothers  at  their  home  on  Fulton  street, 
but  before  they  were  captured  Fitz- 
gerald was  killed  and  Edward  Biddle. 
who  shot  him,  was  dangerously  wound- 
ed. Walter  Dorman.  another  of  the 
gang,  and  two  women.  Jessie  Bodine 
and  Jennie  Zeebers,  were  also  arrested. 
Dorman  turned  state's  evidence  and 
the  two  Biddies  were  convicted  of  Kah- 
ney's  murder  and  sentenced  to  be 
hanged,  John  on  Jan.  14  and  Edward 
on  .Jan.  16.  but  three  days  before  the 
date  set  for  John's  execution  they  were 
respited  until  Feb.  25  and  27.  by  Gover- 
nor Stone,  so  that  their  cases  could  go

before  the  pardon  board  at  its  coming 
meeting.  Dorman  is  still  in  jail  await- 
ing sentence.  The  two  women  were  re- 
leased. 

The  entire  detective  force  is  at  work 
on  th^  ca.se,  but  up  to  10  o'clock  there 
was  no  Llew  as  to  the  direction  the 
murder-^is  had  taken. 

The  escape  of  the  BIddle.s  has  been 
explained.  Warden  Peter  K-  Softet  has 
authorized  its  publication.  It  is  the 
allegation  that  his  wife  is  responsible 
for  the  furnishing  of  the  revolvers  and 
saws  to  the  Biddies,  which  enabled 
them    to   escape. 

In  her  infatuation  for  the  handsome 
desperado,  Edward  Biddle,  it  is  alleged 
that  she  has  left  her  husband  and  her 
four  children  and  it  is  supposed  is  to 
meet  the  escaped  convicts  at  a  place 
agreed  upon. 

.  The  story  of  the  matter  is  brief.  Mrs. 
Soffet  was  the  only  person  admitted  to 
the  jail  since  last  Sunday.  Yesteiday 
afternoon  she  visited  them  during  the 
warden's  absence. 

Last  evening  she  retired  at  9  o'clock. 
She  told  her  husband  that  she  was  go- 
ing to  visit  a  sister  at  McDonald,  and 
that  siie  would  retire  early  so  that  she 
could  get  an  early  start.  Warden  Sof- 
fet was  about  the  jail  until  about  12 
o'clock.  He  retired  to  his  room,  which 
is  separated  from  Mi^.  Soffet's,  shortly 
before  1  o'clock.  When  he  awoke  this 
morning  he  asked  for  Mrs.  Soffet  and 
was  informed  that  she  was  absent. 
Later,  when  the  details  of  the  escape 
became  known,  he  telephoned  to  Mc- 
Donald and  was  informed  that  Mrs. 
Soflfet  was  not  there. 

Wai^en  Soffet  immediately  made  a 
frank  confession  of  his  suspicions. 

The  plan  of  the  Biddies  was  clever 
and  was  carried  out  with  great  suc- 
cess. They  sawed  out  the  bars  of  their 
cells,  Joh^  cutting  out  three  in  his. 
Edward,  being  the  larger  man,  found  It 
necessary  to  cut  out  four.  Nothing 
suspIclou.«  was  noticed  in  the  actions  of 
the  two  prisoners,  nor  was  anything 
wrong  discovered  when  the  day  guards 
went-off  duty  yesterday.  The  murder- 
ers evidently  sawed  the  bars  during 
the  night,  using  what  appears  to  have 
been  soap  to  deaden  the  noise  and  to 
reduce   friction. 

The  escape  is  as  unparalleled  as  their 
record  for  crime  throughout  this  vi- 
cinity. The  police  all  over  the  city  are 
searching  for  the  fugitives.  While  it  is 
not    thought    they   have   gone    far,    the 


shrewdness  of  t^e  two  criminals  is  such 
that  the  police  have  a  hard  problem  lo 
solve  in  their  recapture. 

The  two  guards  injured  pr(>bably  will 
recover.  The  bullet  wounds  sustained 
by  Reynolds  are  not  regarded  a«  dan- 
gerous. The  physicians  have  been  un- 
able to  ascertain  as  yet  the  full  extent 
of  McGeary's  wounds.  His  head  is 
,  badly  contused,  but  there  are  no  signs 
that  his  skull  was  fractured  bv  his  16- 
foot  fall. 

District  Attorney  John  C.  Haymaker 
had  a  conference  with  Warden  Soffel  at 
noon  and  the  warden  told  him  of  his 
suspicions  coucerning  Mrs.    SofCel. 

The  warden  has  made  inquiries  at  the 
homes  of  all  of  his  wife's  relatives  and 
he  has  been  una<ble  to  find  any  trace  of 
her.  is.n  investigation  disclosed  the 
fact  that  she  had  taken  all  her  best 
clothes  with  her.  Tht;  warden's  over- 
coat is  also  missing.  It  is  reported 
that  the  Biddies  took  a  train  at  the 
Fourth  avenue  station  of  the  pan 
Handle  road,  which  is  within  a  bluck  of 
the  jail,  and  left  for  the  West.  Warden 
SoiXel  is  broken  hearted.  He  is  com- 
pletely unnerved  and  with  difficulty 
could  repress  his  tears,  it  has  been 
knov,n  for  several  weeks  that  Mrs. 
Sol?ei  was  taking  an  intei-est  in  the 
Biddies,  and  it  is  said  she  frequently 
furnished  them  with  dainties  outside 
their  usual  prison  fare. 

The  county  commissioners  met  this 
afternoon  and  offei-ed  a  reward  of  $5000 
for  the  capture  of  the  murderei-s.  A 
meeting  of  the  prison  board  to  investi- 
gate their  escape  will  be  held  at  a  p. 
m. 


Harrisburg,  Pa.,  Jan.  30.— A  woman 
recently  called  uix>n  Governor  Stone 
and  pleaded  with  him  to  pardon  the 
Biddle  Brothers,  who  escaped  this 
morning  from  the  Pittsburg  jail.  The 
woman  was  about  22  years  old.  dreased 
in  the  hel^t  of  fashion,  and  made  a 
special  request  of  the  governor  not  to 
disclose  her  name.  The  executive  de- 
clined to  pardon'  the  brothers,  btu 
granted  a  respite  that  their  case  might 
be  heard  by  the  board  of  pardons  on 
Wednesday  neat  on  an  appilication  for 
a  commutation  of  sentence  to  life  im- 
prisonment. 

When  the  governor  learned  that  it 
was  reported  Mrs.  Soffel,  wire  of  ttie 
prison  warden,  was  the  woman  who 
visited  him.  he  gave  out  a  statement 
denying  that  his  visitor  was  she. 


INDIANS  ARE  DANCING 

Two  Hundred  Nez  Perces  Are  Very  Much   Excited 

Over  Recent  Council  to  Consider  Giving 

Up  of  Lapwai  Agency. 


Lewiston,  Ida,,  Jan.  30.— Two  hundred 
Nez  Perces  Indians  are  engaged  .  in  a 
tribal  (iante  on  Lapwai  creek,  lifteen 
miles  from  this  city.  The  dance  is  the  re- 
sult of  a  council  that  convened  last  week 
to  di.=:cuss  the  proposed  abandonment  of 
Lapwai  agency,  and  the  transfer  of  the 
same  to  the  superintendent  of  the  Lapwai 
Indian  industrial  school.  The  council  ex- 
pressed disapproval  of  the  acts  of  Su- 
perinttndent  Voorhies  in  charge  of  the 
school  and  who  hn^  enforced  the  attend- 
ance of  Indian  children  at  echool.  Reso- 
lutirin.s  were  passed  condemning  the  su- 
perintendent and  asking  that  the  agency 


remain  separate.  A  dele^tlon  of  In- 
dians wa.s  appointed  to  ,\-ls:t  Waahinj;- 
ton  to  make  their  wishes  known.  "The 
council  met  live  days  ago  and  the  excitt- 
ment  of  discuFslon  gr.nduallv  resulted  In 
the  wild,  weird  dance  of  the  tribe.

There  seems  to  be  no  question, 
al.'^o.  that  our  hope  of  making  cleaner 
politics  will  be  realized.  The  same

"I  have  heard  that  the  people  of  Chat-

Every 
expemllture  must  be  given  by  Itself, 
and  there  must  be  an  Item  in  the 
statement  of  every  order  that  was  is- 
sued and  the  purpo.'^e  for  which  it  was 
drawn.  There  has  to  be  an  item  for 
every  refund  order,  for  every  month's 
salary  of  each  and  every  county  em- 
ploye, and  so  on. 

In  past  financial  statements  the 
sheriff's  fees,  for  Instance,  have  been 
bunchwl,  and  there  would  be  but  one 
item  for  all  money  paid  by  the  county 
for  boarillng  i>rl.>*oners.  This  year  there 
will  be  a  separate  statement  of  every 
payment.  In  the  past  there  was  one 
-latement  for  the  salary  paM  each 
county  officer  and  employe;  this  year 
there  will  be  twelve  statements  for 
each,  one  for  each  month's  pay.

SHORTENTHE  TIME. 

Omaha   Road   Nay    Advance 
Twilight  Limited's  Speed. 

The  Omaha  line  is  figuring  on  short- 
ening the  time  of  its  Twilight  limited, 
with  the  idea  of  making  connections 
with  its  evening  passenger  train  for 
Otnaha  and  the  Southwest.  The  time 
is  now  five  and  one-half  hours,  and  It  is 
the  intention,  us  soon  as  spring  cornea 
at  least,  to  cut  the  time  by  thirty  or 
forty-five  minutes.  The  train"  for 
Omaha  leaves  St.  Paul  at  8:30  p.  m.. 
and  it  would  be  necessary  to  advance 
the  time  of  departure  from  Duluth.  or 
delay  the  departure  of  the  train  for 
Omaha,  even  with  the  running  time 
shortened  as  now  planned. 

The  Omaha's  mileage  from  Duluth  to 
St.  Paul  is  about  180  miles,  and  the  Twi- 
light limited  makes  fifteen  stops,  an  un- 
usual number  of  stops  for  a  train, 
whose  running  time  is  as  fast  as  thl.s. 
It  is  believed  now  that  the  running  time 
will  be  shortened  about  forty-five  mln- 
ute.s,  the  leaving  time  put  ahead  about 
half  an  hoar  tuid  the  leaving  time  of 
the  train  for  Omaha  made  fifteen  min- 
utes or  half  an  hour  later. 

The  effect  of  this  will  be  to  give  Du- 
luth direct  service  with  the  Southwest 
over  another  line,  and  It  Is  within  the 
range  of  p<isslbllitles  that  through  car 
service  between  Duluth  and  Omaha  will 
be  a  development  of  the  early  future. 

It  Is  said  that  If  the  running  time  is 
shortened  materially  with  the  present 
number  of  stops,  It  will  be  necessary  to 
employ  larger  engines  on  this  train  as 
the  running  time  would  be  advanced 
over  part  of  the  route  at  least  well 
along  toward  fifty-five  miles  an  hour. 

A  FINE  VOYAGE. 

Capt.  John   Shea  of   Duluth, 
Sailing  Mediterranean. 

In  a  letter  received  by  A.  Murphy 
from  Capt.  John  Shea,  of  this  city,  who 
left  Duluth  early  In  December  to  make 
the  Mediterranean  trip  in  the  steam- 
ship Commonwealth.  Capt.  Shea  says 
the  voyage  was  a  delightful  one  and 
the  scenery,  passing  the  Azores  was 
very  fine.  He  sailed  from  Boston  Jan. 
4.  and  after  stopping  all  day  at  Glb- 
lalter,  proceedetl  by  the  steamer  to 
Genoa,  Italy,  from  where  the  letter  was 
written  on  Jan.  16.  He  says  that  there 
are  about  300  people  making  the  trip, 
and  that  the  steamer  is  a  fine  one  and 
the  accommodations  good.  After  stay- 
ing three  days  In  Genoa  visiting  Campo 
Santo   and   other   places   of   interest    In 
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the  city  of  Columbus'  birth,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  Naples,  and  from  tlipre  sailed 
to  Alexandria,  Kgypt,  and  then  to 
Cairo,  where  he  intended  to  stay  for  a 
week.  He  says  the  trip  is  well  worth 
taking,  and  he  is  thoroughly  enjoying 
hlm.«;elt.  He  will  visit  several  Euro- 
pean countries  before  returning.

The 
city  pa.vs  $674.10  from  the  permanent  Im- 
provement fund  for  paving  in  front  of 
city  lots,  and  so  many  property  owners 
paying  In  before  the  10  i)er  cent  penally 
was  added,  lust  %Zi'A\ifl  trom  the  a.sseiss- 
nient. 

This  leaves  a  loss  on  the  Improvement 
uf  $1014.86  that  has  not  been  accounted 
for. 

It  was  said  that  perhaps  a  further  In- 
vestigation of  the  asse.ssment  roll  would 
reveal  a  mistake  but  it  has  not  been  dls- 
co\ere.l   at   a   late    hour   this   afterno(jn. 

The  d.ty  pfHc«i-s  are  conrlMerably 
alarmed  at  this  apparent  shrinkage  and 
say  that  if  the  permanent  Improvement 
revolving  fund  shrinks  that  much  on  every 
big  contract  there  will  soon  be  no  fund. 


TWIN  CITIES. 


Thomas  E.  Hill  Will  In- 
vestigate Commercial 
Clubs  There. 

Thomas  E.  Hill,  secretary  of  the  Du- 
luth Improvement  association,  believes 
that  a  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  form- 
ing suixie  kln<l  of  a  coiiimerclal  club  will 
be  held  in  the  very  near  future.  Mr. 
Hill  left  this  afternoon  for  the  Twin 
Cities  and  will,  while  In  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis,  investigate  the  methods 
by  which  the  commercial  clubs  have 
been  so  successfully  operating  in  those 
cities.  Mr.  Hill  thinks  he  can.  during 
a  few  days'  visit,  learn  enough  of  the 
operations  of  the  St.  Paul  and  Minne- 
apolis clubs  to  be  In  a  position  to  give 
some  pointers  when  a  similar  organiza- 
tion is  formed  In  Duluth. 

Some  weeks  ago  Mr.  Hill  sent  out 
circular  letters  to  various  nursery  firms 
In  the  country'  urging  them  to  either 
move  their  concerns  to  Duluth,  estab- 
lish branches  of  their  business,  or  hire 
some  lively  agents  to  work  this  terri- 
tory. Answers  are  beginning  to  come 
in,  and  a  large  part  of  them  are  re- 
garded as  very  satisfactory  from  the 
fact  that  numerous  inquiries  are  made 
as  to  lands  that  would  be  available, 
near  the  city,  for  nursery  purposes,  the 
prospect  for  the  business  and  Informa- 
tion as  to  persons  that  can  be  recom- 
mended as  hustlers  for  agents. 

One  of  the  largest  nursery  concerns 
in  the  Northwest  is  found  in  the  corre- 
spondence. While  the  proorletors  feel 
that  they  are  so  well  established  at  the 
present  that  they  could  not  advantage- 
ously move  their  orchards,  yet  they  are 
willing  to  consider  a  proposition  of 
establishing  a  branch  of  the  business 
here  if  the  land  is  available. 

Mr.  Hill  says  that  land  of  the  proi)er 
quality  and  in  the  proi>er  locality  is 
available,  and  he  has  written  particu- 
lars to  teh  nursery  firm.  He  is  quite 
confident  of  bringing  one  of  the  nur- 
sery firms  here,  if  not  others.

All  of  the  St.  Louis  county  members 
of  the  legislature,  with  the  exception  of 
Senator  E.  B.  Hawkins,  of  Mountain 
Iron,  and  T.  A.  Bury,  of  Two  Harbors, 
met  this  afternoon  in  George  R.  Lay- 
bourn's  office  in  the  Phoenix  block  to 
discuss  the  action  the  delegation  shall 
take,  when  it  joins  the  legislature  next 
week,  regarding  the  tax  law. 

At  a  late  hour  this  afternoon  the  ses- 
sion was  still  on,  but  no  particular  plan 
of  action  had  been  agreed  upon. 

One  thing  the  delegates  present  all 
agreed  upon,  hawever,  and  that  was 
that  they  are  firmly  opposed  to  any 
Monday  night  caucus,  or  any  caucus 
that  it  may  be  proposed  to  hold  before 
the  governor's  message  Is  read,  and  the 
Duluth  members  will  oppose  it  strenu- 
ously. 

As  to  work  against  the  provisions  of 
the  tax  law  that  promise  harm  to  Du- 
luth, that  will  probably  be  left  to  cir- 
cumstances to  determine.  After  thor- 
oughly canvassing  the  situation  the 
meeting  decided  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  make  up  any  plan  of  ac- 
tion until  the  standing  of  the  legisla- 
ture on  these  questions  Is  learned. 
While  the  delegation  Is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  cities  will  be  with  Duluth,  It 
will  be  Impossible  to  count  noses  be- 
fore Monday. 

A  plan  of  action  that  might  be  de- 
vised now,  based  on  a  belief  that  a  ma- 
jority of  the  legislature  is  with  the  Du- 
luth delegation,  wouUl  be  utterly  use- 
less If  it  was  found  that  the  majority 
were  hostile.

Jim  Howard  Is  Sentenced 

to  Imprisonment 

For  Life. 

Frankfort,  Ky.,  Jan.  30.— At  11:30 
o'clock  the  jury  in  the  case  of  Jim 
Howard  returned  a  verdict  of  guilty 
against  the  prisoner  and  fixed  his  pun- 
ishment at  life  imprisonment. 

The  Jury  had  been  out  a  little  over 
two  hours,  and  when  the  first  hour 
passed  the  lawyers  and  crowd  In  the 
court  room  began  to  look  for  a  long 
jury.

(Jomnvlssloner  Dearth  notified  the  offi- 
cers that  unless  they  compiled  with  the 
insurance  laws  of  the  state  and  reported 
to  his  department,  would  proceed  against 
any  agent  found  soliciting  business  In 
Minnesota.  Attorney  Taylor  of  Fort 
Wayne  before  the  conunlssloner  today, 
claimed  that  the  company  was  In  no  sense 
an  insurance  organization.  It  issues  con- 
tracts to  physicians,  by  which  It  binds 
Itself  to  defend  In  all  the  courts  any  ac- 
tion for  damages  that  may  be  brought 
against  any  of  Its  clients,  but  it  does  not 
undertake  to  pay  Judgments  that  may  be 
rendered  against  its  clients.

St.  Paul,  Jan.  30.— (Specjal  to  The  Her- 
ald.)— The  most  numerously  attended 
meeting  of  bankers  ever  held  In  Minnesota 
was  the  result  of  the  Invitation  of  S.  T. 
Johnson,  the  new  state  examiner,  to  rep- 
resentatives of  state  banks  to  gather  at 
St.  Paul  that  he  might  make  their  ac- 
quaintance personall.v. 

Out  of  238  state  banks,  116  were  repre- 
sented. Ferdinand  Will'.iis.  of  the  State 
Savings  bank,  of  St.  Paul,  the  oldest 
banker  In  the  state,  presided.  Perry  H;ir- 
rlson,  of  the  Security  bank,  Minneapolis, 
was  secretary.

Tawney  Has  a  Bill  For 
Six  Public  Build- 
ings. 


Ail  Are    to  Be  Erected 

In     the    First 

District. 


Tillman  Calls  Down  Re' 
publican  Members  of 
'  the   Senate. 


Washington,  Jan.  30.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— Representative  Tawney  to- 
day introduced  a  bill  authorizing  and 
directing  the  secretary  of  the  treasury 
to  purchase  a  site  and  erect  post- 
office  buildings  in  the  following  towns 
in  the  First  congressional  district  of 
Minnesota:  Austin.  Mower  county;  Al- 
bert Lea,  Freeborn  county;  Owatonna, 
Steele  county;  Rochester,  Olmstead 
county;  Lake  City,  Wabasha  county 
and  Waseca.  Waseca  county.  The 
omnibus  public  buildings  bill  for  Taw- 
ney's  district  provides  for  an  aggregate 
appropriation  of  $150,000  and  provides 
that  in  no  case  shall  more  than  $35,000 
be  expended  for  site  and  the  construc- 
tion of  buildings  in  any  of  the  towns 
mentioned. 

Washington.  Jan.  30.— After  some  pre- 
liminary bu.=iness  in  the  house  today  the 
committees  were  called  on.  and  Mr. 
Moody  (Oregon),  from  the  committee  on 
mining,  presented  a  bill  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  lives  of  miners  In  the  terri- 
tories. It  provides  that  in  every  mine 
over  100  feet  in  depth  mine  owners  he  re- 
quired to  provide  5500  cubic  feet  of  pure 
air  for  every  fifty  miners. 

Mr.  Lacey  (Iowa),  the  author  of  the  bill, 
urged  the  Importance  of  proper  ventila- 
tion of  coal  mines.  He  offered  an  amend- 
ment providing  that  the  managers  of  coal 
mines  should  employ  shot  firers  to  fire 
shots  therein.  While  the  bill  was  being 
dl.scusFed.  something  of  a  stir  was  caused 
by  the  appearance  of  officers  and  marines 
of  the  German  cruiser  Moltke.  who 
marched  Into  the  gallery  In  uniform  and 
accountred  with  their  side  arms.  The 
confusion  was  so  pronounced  that  the 
speaker  was  obliged  to  call  the  house  to 
order. 

The  Lacey  amendment  was  adopted  and 
the  bill  was  passed. 

The  house  then  went  into  committee  ftf 
the  whole  and  entered  upon  consideration 
of  the  bill  for  the  creation  of  a  permanent 
census  bureau. 

Mr.  Hopkins,  chairman  of  the  census 
committee  which  reported  the  bill,  took 
the  floor  and  explained  its  provisions.  He 
said  that  the  committee  In  the  prepwra- 
tlon  of  the  bill  had  endeavored  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  house  as  evidenced 
when  the  bill  was  before  the  house  ten 
days  ago. 


THE  SENATE. 

Wa.shlngton.  Jan.  30.— About  twenty  of 
the  petty  officers  of  the  German  war- 
ship now  here  v;ere  among  the  spectators 
in  the  gallerlep  at  the  opening  of  to- 
day's session  of  the  senate. 

A  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Proctor, 
directing  the  secretaries  of  the  interior 
and  of  agriculture  to  report  to  the  senate 
any  facts  they  may  possess  regarding 
ihe  preservation  of  the  American  buff%io 
or  bison,  and  whether  any  steps  ought 
to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  extinction  of 
the   animals,    was  adopted. 

Mr.  Hoar  (Mass.),  at  the  conclusion  of 
routmc  business,  called  up  for  considera- 
tion the  Joint  resolution  proposing  an 
amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States  respecting  the  succession 
to  the  presidency  In  case  the  president- 
elect should  die  between  the  time  of  his 
election  and  the  date  of  his  Inauguration. 
Without  a  word  of  comment  the  resolu- 
tion v/as  passed,  the  president  pro  tern, 
announcing,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Hoar, 
that  two-thirds  of  the  senators  had  voted 
for  It. 

Among  other  bills  passed  was  one  to 
establish  the  Fredrlcksburg  an<j  adjacent 
national  battle  fields'  memorial  park  in 
Virginia.  The  bill  appropriates  $100,(iOO. 
It  was  amended  by  striking  out  the  state- 
ment that  on  limited  territory  to  be  com- 
prised in  the  park  more  great  battles 
were,  fought,  more  men  engaged  and  more 
execution  done  than  on  any  other  spot 
of  similar  area  in  the  world. 

When    the    Philippine    tariff    bill    was 


taken  up  at  2  o'clock  Mr.  Tillman  took 
the  floor.  He  announced  that  he  would 
not  talk  much  about  the  Philippines  tar- 
iff, but  resired  to  discuss  the  past  South 
Carolina  took  in  the  war  of  the  revolu- 
tion. He  arraigned  Mr.  Lodge  for  at- 
tempting to  prevent  discustiion  on  the  rev- 
olutionary theme.  Adverting  to  yester- 
day's proceedings.  Mr.  Tillman  referred 
to  Mr.  Beverldge,  of  Indiana,  as  "My 
gallant  young  friend  from  Indiana,  who 
sprang  into  the  fray."  As  to  the  neces- 
sity of  the  tariff  In  the  Philippines,  he 
said  that  "there  was  plenty  of  money 
for  the  carpet  baggers  over  there  to 
spend." 

Reaching  the  real  subject  of  his  speech, 
he  said:  "South  Carolina  has  created 
more  history  than  any  other  state  in  llie 
Union." 

M'hile  Mr.  Tillman  was  speaking  seve- 
ral senators  engaged  in  conversation 
among  themselves.  To  this  Mr.  Tillman 
objected  because  of  the  interruption  and 
he  requested  those  so  engaged  to  retire 
to  the  cloak  rooms.  For  once  he  was, 
he  said,  making  a  spee<^  for  home  con- 
sumption. 

"Of  course,"  he  said,  "the  senators  on 
the  Republican  side  are  not  interested. 
I  could  hardly  hope  to  reach  on  sucn  a 
subject,  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  cal- 
lous majority— the  commercialized,  money 
grabbing,  money  loving  majority,  as 
such  a  subject  is  not  in  consonance  with 
the  miserable,  damning  attitude  which 
that   party   Is  now  assuming." 

Mr.  Tillman  thereafti^r  had  the  atten- 
tion of  all   senators  present.

"I  don't  believe,  speaking  In  a  gen- 
eral way  of  the  phases  of  the  new  mea- 
Kiire  that  are  oppfjsed  here,  that  methods 
of  taxation  seriously  Inimical  to  the  large 
Interests  of  bo  indarv  countjes  of  the  state 
should  be  adopted,  such,  for  Instance,  as 
your  grain  and  ves.sel  Interests.  I  can 
see  verv  easily  that  these  Interests  could 
be  driven  out  of  the  state  and  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Idea  be  d<^feated.  as  well  as 
Incalculable  Injury  be  done  to  the  ma- 
terial and  commercial  welfare  of  the 
state.  ,  , 

"I  am  Inclined  to  believe,  summarizing 
the  talks  I  have  had  on  the  subject,  that 
the  session  will  not  last  over  thirty  days. 
In  two  weeks'  time  we  can  learn  the 
nature  and  extent  at  the  oirposltlon  to 
the  code,  and  It  will  take  little  time  after 
that  to  "determine  whether  the  adverse 
contentions  can  be  harmonized.  I  for  one 
am  determined  that  the  whole  subject 
■•hull  not  be  thrown  open  by  the  whole- 
sale Introduction  and  consideration  of 
bills  purposing  to  cure  defects  In  the 
scheme  of  the  commission.  That  would 
open  the  subject  too  far.  and  we  would 
rever  get  through.  T'niess  sentiment  Is 
well  defined  verv  aoon  in  favor  of  the  code, 
I   think  It  will  be  defeated."

Famous     Old     Trapper, 

Hunter  And  Fighter 

Passing  Away. 

Chicago.  Jan.  30. -The  pioneer  pathfind- 
er of  Yellowstone  park,  "Uncle  George' 
Rea.  who  mapped  out  the  trails  over 
which  President  Roo.sevelt  and  his  guides 
have  hunted  big  game  for  years  past.  Is 
dying  in  a  lonely  cabin  on  the  Snake 
river.  Word  has  been  received  by  A.  S. 
Trude.  for  whom  Rea  has  acted  as  guide 
for  the  last  ten  years  In  the  Snake  Kl%er 
country,  that  the  veteran  trapi»er  waa 
fouiid  dving  of  starvation  and  neglect  In 
tlio  primitive  country  which  he  opened  for 

'  Rea  pro"bably  Is  the  most  widely  known 
guide  in  the  Yeliuwstono  reRlon.  Rea 
ueak  one  of  the  tallest  moutitains  on  the 
boundary  Mne^,  between  Montana  and 
Idaho,  bears  his  name,  and  his  life  hls- 
I  rys  linked  with  the  early  annals  of 
the  Jackson  Hole  and  Snake  River  coun- 
try With  him  dlSMppoars  the  title  of  the 
last  of  the  Idaho  Mohiians. 

During  the  years  that  Theodore  Roose- 
velt liunted  In  the  snake  Rver  country 
R.-a  has  been  one  of  his  stanchest  ad- 
mirers, and  It  was  largely  through  ine 
efforts  of  the  old  guide  that  stories  of  the 
unsportsmanlike  acts  of  the  president 
were  tracked  to  their  source  among  dl.s- 
gruntled  guides  of  that  region  and  refut- 
ed. When  the  report  was  spread  that 
President  Roosevelt  had  shot  a  bear  tiiat 
was  caught  fast  In  a  trap.

There  will  be  numerous  dele- 
gations at  the  capital  to  look  out  for 
the  iiit'-rests  of  thi.^  city,  and  one  dele- 
gation has  already  met  with  the  gover- 
nor and  members  of  the  tax  commis- 
sion with  good  effect. 

The  general  attitude  of  this  city  has 
not  been  against  the  law  as  a  w  hole,  nor 
has  it  b^o'i  favorable.  Th*^  spe^  ial 
provisior.^  in  It  tint  have  been  dis- 
cussed werr-  so  dangerous  to  the  city 
that  th-y  have  absorbed  all  the  interest, 
p.nd  th^re  has  been  no  opportunity  for 
a  general  consideration  of  the  Ijiw  on  Its 
merits.  Duluth  is  on  record  against  the 
reducti'^n  of  the  personal  property  ex- 
emption from  Sioo  to  $2.5.  the  taxation 
of  v«ssel  property  at  its  full  value,  th«» 
taxation  of  grain  in  elevators  at  its  full 
value,  and  many  Duluth  people  incline 
to  the  vifw  that  when  ev^-n  the  tax 
commission  itself  is  doubtful  about  the 
efTieacy  of  the  proposed  code  because  It 
Is  hampered  by  existing  constitutional 
provisions  that  th**  commission  pro- 
poses to  have  removed  by  the  people,  it 
may  be  better  to  pa.«'.s  the  nropo.sed 
amendments  to  the  constitution  at  first, 
and  then  frame  a  tax  code. 


LAW  OPENLY  VIOLATED. 


Method  o!  Police  Administra- 
tion Is   Condemned. 

To     tlu'  Kdlt.r  of  The  Herald: 

t'nder  the  present  city  administration, 
the  law  is  known  to  have  been  opfnly 
violited,  with  issuance  by  the  police  de- 
partment of  an  order  in  contravention  of 
the  law  of  the  state.  Although  the  re- 
port of  the  grand  jury  for  the  May,  1300, 
term  of  the  listrict  court  censured  (lie 
city  government  upon  account  >>'  the  Is- 
suance of  3uch  illegal  order,  no  altcnliiiii 
whatever  appears  to  have  l)efii  paid  to 
such  action,  so  far  as  the  mayor  of  the 
city  or  chief  of  police  were  "concerned. 
Upon  recent  indictment  of  the  latter  for 
maliVa-sance  in  office  in  consequence  of 
such  order,  prosecution  was  a\Miufd  by 
a  technicality  of  law.  In  other  words, 
the  indictmtrnt  w.-ia  held  defective  for 
the  reason  that  It  failed  to  allege  any 
actual  violation  of  the  law  pursuant  to 
the  order  in  question,  a  verdict  of  a<- 
quittal  on  that  ground  having  been  dl- 
recteil   by    the   court. 

That  the  method  of  police  regulation 
Indicated  is  universally  condemned,  is 
to  be  believed.  That  the  resignation  of 
the  iate  chief  of  police,  which  lias  since 
been  accepted,  does  not  relieve  Mayor 
Hugo  of  thd  reap  jnslbllity  Incurred  by 
himself  .jftlcially  for  his  previous  allow- 
ance of  the  Illegal  onlcr  In  <iuestion.  la 
patent.  That  the  law  was  in  fact  vio- 
lated In  oiiseouence  is  a  notorious  fact. 
His  renominatlon.  unJer  the  circum- 
stan<  es,  has  challenged  his  defeat  at  the 
hauls  of  his  own  r>arty;  e.\pres.slon  of 
the  public  dis.ipprobation  for  the  persist- 
ent and  wllfull  disregard  of  the  statute, 
for  which  he  must  be  held  otflciailv  re- 
sponsible, being  called  for,  without  re- 
gard to  party  considerations.  The  oppor- 
tunity for  vindication  of  ex-Mayor  Tru- 
elsen,  who  is  now  his  opponent  upon  a 
platform  J--clarel  for  decent  enfi)rcenient 
of  the  law,  will  be  welcomed  bv  citizens 
generally,  no  doubt,  and  the  election  of 
the  latl.-r  Is  coniidently  predicted  Yours 
respect tjiMv.  \v.    B.    MOKR.

Duluth  Men   Well   Satis- 
fied With  Visit  to  the 
Governor. 


Not  at    Liberty   to    Give 

Details  of  Their 

Conference. 


Belief  That  an  Amicable 

Arrangement   Can 

Be  Made. 


The  Duluth  delegation  that  went  to 
St.  Paul  to  see  the  governor  about  ves- 
sel and  grain  taxation  as  proposed  by 
the  new  tax  code,  returned  this  morn- 
ing, and  while  its  members  say  that 
they  are  not  at  liberty  to  give  the  de- 
tails of  the  meeting  with  the  governor, 
in  which  H.  W.  Childs.  of  the  tax  com- 
mission, took  part,  they  return  well 
satisflt^d  with  their  reception,  and  with 
,  a  belief  that  these  matters  w  ill  be  at- 
tended to. 

The  men  that  were  with  the  governor 
were  Capt.  Alexander  McDougall,  G.  A. 
Tomllnson.  D.  T.  Helm  and  Capt.  J.  T. 
iiose,  of  Duluth,  and  H.  C\  Stevens,  of 
St.  Paul,  representing  the  vessel  in- 
terests, and  George  Spencer,  of  Duluth, 
representing  the  grain  interests.  H.  R. 
Spencer  was  spokesman  of  the  delega- 
tion, and  Inquiries  this  morning  as  to 
the  result  of  the  meeting  were  referred 
to  him  by  the  other  delegates. 

"We  had  a  hearing  two  hours'  long 
with  the  governor  and  Mr.  Childs,"  said 
Mr.  Spencer,  "and  we  laid  the  facts  re- 
garding vessel  taxation  betfore  them. 
We  had  no  definite  promise,  but  we  all 
came  away  well  satisfied  that  the  legis- 
lature will  take  care  of  us.  The  gover- 
nor treated  us  very  nicely  and  gave  us 
a  patient  hearing.  The  grain  question 
was  discussed,  but  nothing  definite  wbh 
reached.  It  was  suggested  that  the 
grain  men  of  the  state  get  together  and 
decide  on  what  they  want  in  the  way 
of  an  amendment,  and  it  will  be-  con- 
sider>-d." 

The  Associated  Press  report  of  the 
conference.  In  addition  to  what  The 
Herald  published  last  night,  Is  as  fol- 
lows: 

It  wa.s' pointed  out  that  the  shipping 
and  grain  handling  interests  were  the 
greatest  interests  in  Duluth,  and  their 
destruction  would  be  disastrous  to  the 
city.  Besides  the  interest  directly  af- 
fected, there  are  a  number  of  industries 
indirectly  depending  upon  grain  hand- 
ling and  cheap  transportation  on  tho 
lakes.  Capt.  McDougall  called  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  transportation 
upon  the  lake  had  been  reduced  to  a 
very  low  figure,  and  this  was  accom- 
plished, as  he  expressed  it.  "by  cutting 
off  the  little  corners."  The  tax  would 
make  such  rates  impossible,  and  all  in- 
dustries would  suffer. 

Governor  Van  Sunt  and  Mr.  Childs 
contended  that  its  was  far  from  the  in- 
tention of  the  tax  commission  to  op- 
press the  grain,  the  shipping  or  any 
other  Interests.  The  legislature  had 
declared  for  a  revision  of  the  tax  laws, 
and  the  commission  had  endeavored  to 
carry  out  the  behc^st  of  the  legislature. 
If  the  delegation  from  Duluth  could 
suggest  a  way  by  which  the  clauses 
taxing  grain  in  the  elevators  and  tax- 
ing shipping  might  be  modified  with- 
out destroying  the  effectiveness  of  the 
bill  the  governor  and  the  commission 
were  ready  lo  agree  to  it.  That  was  the 
practical  question.  A  tax  revision  must 
be  had.  and  the  riuestion  was  to  have 
one  that  was  as  nearly  Just  as  may  be 
and  at  the  same  time  not  inimical  to 
business  Interests. 

It  was  suggested  that  an  exception 
might  be  made  in  favor  of  certain  ter- 
minal elevators  engaged  in  interstate 
commerce.  It  was  asserted  that  of  the 
grain  handled  by  Duluth  elevators,  at 
least  75  per  cent  was  from  places  out- 
side of  the  state,  and  that  it  was  mani- 
festly unfair  to  tax  this  grain  while 
^waiting  shipment  to  Eastern  mar- 
kets. 

Aa  to  vessels,  exceptions  might  be 
made  of  those  navigating  international 
waters. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  was  urged  that 
the  proper  thing  to  do  was  for  the  ele- 
vator men  all  over  the  state,  at  least 
the  men  interested  In  terminal  ele- 
vators, to  confer,  agree  upon  a  taxation 
clau.se  which  would  be  satisfactory  to 
those  interests  and  appoint  a  commit- 
tee to  present  it  to  the  legislature  In  the 
form  of  an  amendment. 

The  time  had  passed  for  any  other  ac- 
tion. Neither  the  governor  nor  the 
tax  comml.ssion  could  recall  the  report 
and  it  is  for  the  legislature  to  decide 
what  should  be  done. 

To  this  the  reply  was  made  that  the 
call  for  the  extra  session  had  followed 
so  rapidly  on  the  heels  of  the  tax  com- 
missioners' report  that  It  was  all  done 
before  the  interests  threatened  had 
cjiught  their  second  breath.

THE  HEARING. 


Joseph  Naughton  Before 

Court  on  Charge  of 

Forgery. 

The  hearing  of  the  case  against  Joseph 
O.  Naughton,  the  Douglas  county  super- 
visor, who  is  charged  with  forgery,  was 
begun  in  municipal  court  in  West  Supe- 
rior yesterday  and  will  probably  be  fin- 
ished today.  The  case  Is  one  of  great 
Interest  to  the  Superior  people  in  view 
of  the  disclosures  made  In  county  affairs 
In  the  testimony  brought  out  In  the  Wes 
Jones  and  the  Shields  cases  and  the  court 
room   Is  crowdi'd   with  spectators. 

Naughton.  who  was  arrested  at  Hot 
Springs.  Ark.,  was  defended  bv  At,torney 
C.  R.  Fridley.  who  also  defended  Jones 
and  Shields.  The  testimony  introduced 
yesterday  was  practically  along  the  line 
of  that  In  the  other  cases.  W.  J.  Lealer, 
of  the  Douglas  county  clerk's  office, 
stated  that  the  alleg^'d  forged  bill  had 
been  filed  and  withdrawn.  He  testified 
that  the  bill  had  been' turned  over  to  the 
workhouse  committee  and  that  It  was 
adopted  in  the  report  of  the  committee, 
bv  the  board.  Anton  Johnson,  keeper 
of  the  poor  house,  salfl  that  he  had  never 
purchased  any  matertal  from  Wes  Jouea 
for  the  ro:id  that  was  mentioned  in  the 
bill.  Joneg  testified  that  h<«  never  sold 
any  Iumb«»r  or  matc-rfni  tothe  workhouse 
committee  and  knew  nothing  of  the  liiU. 
Supervisor  Wlldner  testLfled  to  withdraw- 
ing the  bin  from  the  oounty  clerk's  of- 
fice. 

Attorney  T.  I..  Mcfatosh.  who  repre- 
sents the  citizen's  committee,  testified 
that  bis  co|)v  of  the  bill  was  made  fr<im 
the  original  before  it  was  destroyed,  that 
J.  O.  Naiiffhton's  "O.  K,"  w.ns  written 
;iero8s  th^  original  bill  with  a  lead  p<'ii<il. 

Members  of  the  clerical  force  of  the 
Culver-Harper  agenc-  testified  as  to  the 
purchase  of  the  claim  from  N.-iughton, 
and   the  checks   were  shown   in   evidence. 

The  testlmonv  of  Naughton  in  the  Wes 
Jones  cas-^  was  also  Introduced  as  evi- 
dence by  the  state.  In  this  testlmonv 
NnuKhton  swore  that  he  knew  nothing  of 
the  bill  and  that  he  did  not  know  of  aiiv 
materials  which  had  been  fiirnlsheu  the 
•■•orkhouse  committee.  He  said  the  first 
lime  that  he  saw  the  bill  was  when  it 
wa*  nraaented  to  ...m  to  be  approved.

The  union  men  believe  that  it  would  be 
as  detrimental  to  the  Interests  of  the 
wage-earner  as  to  the  business  man  or 
capitalist. 

"The  committee  which  will  represent  or- 
ganized labor  of  Duluth  before  the  legis- 
lature consists  of:  Henry  Dworschak. 
of  the  Typographical  union;  Gordon 
0'NeII,of  the  'Longshoremen's  union;  and 
Henry  Perraull,  of  the  Cigarmakers' 
union. 

The  meeting  last  night  was  addressed 
at  length  by  Senator  C.  O.  Baldwin  and 
Representative  George  Mallory.  There 
was  a  good  attendance  and  the  working 
men  took  a  very  keen  interest  in  all  that 
was  said  to  them  regarding  the  proposed 
code. 

Tho  circular  letter  prepared  by  the  as- 
sembly committee  protesting  against  the 
code,  was  adopted  last  evening  In  the 
same  form  as  it  was  published  In  The 
Herald  last  Monday.  "DliJS  circular  has 
also  been  clipped  by  St.  Paul  and  Mlime- 
apolis  papers.  The  assembly  has  had 
this  circular  sent  to  each  union  In  the 
state  and  to  each  member  of  the  legis- 
lature.

Prince  David  Thinks  Papa 

Parker  Will  Be  Next 

Governor. 

Chicago,  Jan.  30.— "I  have  nothing  to 
saw  about   the  governorship  of  Hawaii," 

said  Samuel  Parker,  the  Hawaiian  mil- 
lionaire and  ex-premier,  upon  his  axrlvaj 
at  Chicago  last  night  from  Washington. 
Mr.  Parker  and  his  party,  which  lacludea 
Ms  wile  and  son-in-law.  Prince  David 
Kawananakoa  and  the  Princess  Kawan- 
anakoa,  are  on  their  way  home.  "I  hava 
been  a  lifelong  friend  of  Mr.  Dole,"  Mr. 
Parker  said,  "'and  I  esteem  him  highly. 
All  I  will  say  Is  that  he  is  governor  at 
the  present  time.  I  did  have  two  or  three 
conferences  with  the  president  while  in 
Washington,  but  then  I  am  a  member 
of  the  national  committee,  so  we  may 
have    t.alked    about    committee   matters. 

"1  was  a.sked  while  In  Washinton  t« 
look  after  the  Interests  of  the  sugaf 
planters  in  Hawaii,  but  I  had  to  decline 
for  want  of  tim".  The  islands  have  only 
one  rejires^-ntative  there  while  the  sugar 
Industries  of  the  stales  have  a  lobby  of 
nearly  500." 

De.«plte  his  father-In-laws  denial. 
Prince  David,  who  was  the  Hawalia« 
delegate  who  cast  the  deci<ling  vote  that 
swung  the  Kansas  City  Demo<-ratic  con- 
vention to  the  ^^ver  plank,  declared  that 
he  believed  Mr.  Parker  would  be  prevailed 
upon  to  accept  the  governorship,  and 
said,  despite  contrary  dispatches  from 
Washington,  that  Mr.  Parker  had  been 
offer'^d    the   position. 

"I  b.dbve  that  eventually  my  father-in- 
law  v,'ill  accept  the  office  of  governor  of 
th«-  Hawaiian  islands.'  said  Prince  David, 
"The  office  was  offered  to  him  several 
times  by  Pnsid.nt  McKinley.  but  this  is 
the  first  time  that  President  R<)o.seveit 
has  asked  him  to  accept  it.  He  does  no« 
desire  the  position  for  the  honor  which 
attaches  to  It,  but  I  believe  that  he  will 
be  urged  -so  strongly  to  accept  by  hla 
friends  that  he  will  take  the  office  as  ■ 
dutv.'

converts.       According      to      the      lA>ndon 
Medical   Press,   it  !.■»  a  parasitic  craze  of 
Austrian    origin.      It    Is    described    as    a 
method     whereby     neurasthenic     patients 
are  exposed  to  air  and   sun  In  a  costtime 
composed   of   "a  hat   and   short    trunks." 
Thickets  are  carefully  arranged  so  as  to 
separate  the  sexes,   and  the  treatment  Is 
"completed"  by   a  combination   of  baths, 
massage,   gymna.'^tlcs,   games    and     vege- 
tarlHi.ism.       The  scheme  appears  to  be  a 
variation  of  the  open-air  treatment,  which 
has     l>.  en     rlcped    out     In    the     fantastic 
"nudity"    fashion   on   strictly   commercial 
lines.     Commenting    upon   It.   the   Medical 
Press    says:     "The    attempt    to   attach   a 
curative   element    to    the   llg-leaf  garb   of 
our   first    parents   In   the  garden   of   Eden 
Is    well    worthy    of    the    businesslike    In- 
genuity of  the  latter-day   irregular  medi- 
cal practitioner."    This  new  cure  will  do 
well    to  go   with  some   of  the  other  com- 
mercial   successes   In    that   line.    In    which 
one  pretender  advertises  to  cure  rheuma- 
tism   by     means    of    a    ma^ic    ring,    and 
Straightway     ho     vends     his     fraudulent 
wares    by    the    bushel.      Another    puffs    a 
"cure-all"     In    almost      any      form,     and 
money    forthwith     pours  Into  his  coffers. 
As  far  as  the  "nudity  euro"  is  concerned. 
If    there    Is    any    merit    In    the    plan,    the 
summer  bather  at  the  fashionable  beaches 
In    this   country   should   be   greatly   bene- 
fited. 


WHAT    SHOULD    BE    DONE. 

In  view  of  the  nvany  defects  and  bad 

features  of  the  prorio.sed  taJC  law,  and 
the  ffruwing  opposition  to  its  enact- 
ment, many  simreationfl  are  tjelng 
made  as  to  what  the  legislature  should 
do  with  the  report  of  the  tax  commis- 
sion and  the  aieasuic  w'hlch  accom- 
panies It.  Two  of  the  Mlnneasollfl 
papers  are  urging  that,  after  niakiui!;  a 
few  aniendiiients.  but  leaving  the  gen- 
eral scheme  as  It  stands,  the  bill  be 
passed  to  go  Into  efft;»t  in  1!*03.  instead 
of  ll»02,  and  that  the  ninemlmenls  to 
the  constitution  be  submltlod  at  the 
eUvlloii  next  fall.  If  the  atnendt:ients 
larry,  a  new  law  can  be  j>a.ssed  in  ac- 
cordance therewith  by  the  legislature 
in  January,  1903.  whhh  would  have  the 
effect  of  repealing  the  law  adopted  at 
the  special  .'-esshjn. 

This  ai'pears  to  The  Herald  to  be  a 
very   objectionable  Idea.     It   is  open    to 
.^erious    objections.     The    law    pioposed 
by    the    commisison    is    admittedly    In- 
coinplele    and    very    defective,    and    It 
«ontains  provisions  that   would  be  dis- 
astrous to  the  farmers  and  Rraln  deal- 
ers  and   otluM"  business   Interests.     The 
lax    commisison,    in    its    report,    admits 
that  the  bill  does  not  meet  its  approval, 
but  claims  It  ifl  the  best  that  could  be 
made  In  accordance  with  the  constitu- 
tion.    This  being  true,  why  should   the 
bill   be  pa.ssed   to  go  into  effeit  In   19o3 
or  any  otlier  date?    The  people  of  Min- 
nesota do  not  want  this  kind  of  a  tax 
law  and  it  should  not  be  enacted  to  go 
into  effect   now  or  in   the   future.     The 
present   tax  law  is  preferable.     It  may 
not  be  perfect,   but  it  is  far  better  in 
many    respei-ts    than    what    the    com- 
mission lias  ieci>mmended.     If  the  con- 
stitutional  amendments  did   not   carry, 
would  the  Minneapolis  papers  have  this 
veij:.  bad  measure  go  Into  effect  In  1903? 
The  propo.sed  amendments  to  the  con- 
stitution are  also  objectionable.      They 
aim  at  removing  all  restrictions      from 
all  taxing  bodies,  leaving  only  the  one 
restriction,    that    within    the   territorial 
limit.s  of  the  authority      levying      the 
ta.xes,    the   tax   must    be   uniform   upon 
the  same  class  of  subjects.      They  pro- 
pose, however,  an  abandonment  of  the 
Idea  of  etiuaiity  in  taxation.       If  taxes 
need  be  uniform  only  upon   the  same 
class  of  subjects  within  the  territorial 
limits    of    the    authority    levying    the 
taxes,  then  the  legislature  may  classify 
as  it  pleases  and  impose  heavier  taxes 
upon   one  du.ss  of  property   than   ui)on 
another.       This  would  be  a  dangerous 
authority  to  vest  in  the  legislature.   It 
would  open  the  door  to  more  injustice 
and   more  corruption   than  ever  before 
dreamed  of  in  connection  with  the  levy- 
ing and  collection  of  taxes.  Real  estate 
might  be  subjected  to  one  rate  of  tax- 
ation and  personal  property  to  another 
—banking  capital   to  one      rate      and 
manufacturing    enterprises    to    another 
—and  the  classitication  and  the  rate  on 
the  different  classes  might  be  changed 
Jit  "ich  session  o'  the  legislature. 

Another  objectionable  amendment  is 
that  providing  that  a  county  may  se- 
lect the  subjects  from  which  the  state 
revenue  apportioned  to  the  county  may 
be  raised.  This  Is  another  attempt  to 
destroy  equality  of  taxation.  Under  this 
provision  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners could  levy  the  whole  state 
tax  on  real  estate  only,  or  on  personal 
property  only,  and  shift  It  from  one 
line  of  enterpri.se  to  another.  Such  a 
condition  of  things  would  be  intolerable. 
The  constitutional  amendments  will 
never  be  adopted  in  tffelr  present  form 
by  the  people  of  Minnesota,  and  they 
do  not  want  the  tax  bill  as  reported  by 
the  commission.  It  Is  up  to  the  legis- 
lature to  make  the  few  changes  ac- 
tually needed  In  the  present  law  to  se- 
cure the  better  collection  of  the  taxes 
levied  and  to  submit  a  constitutional 
amendment  for  the  taxation  of  incomes.

WHAT    TU    RcAO. 

In  a  recent  sermon.  Rev.  Dr.  Minot 
J.  Savage,  a  leading  itoston  preacher 
and  well  known  throughout  the  coun- 
try in  religious  circles,  talking  on 
"What  to  Head  and  Why,"  as^.erted 
that  every  man  ought  to  read  some 
newspaper  every  day.  He  might  prop- 
erly have  said  that  every  woman 
should  do  likewise.  "Here."  he  said, 
"is  the  making  of  history  going  on,  the 
making  of  our  contemporary  humanity, 
the  great  questions  of  war  and  peace, 
of  govemment,  of  sociology,  of  indus- 
try; matters  of  Imiportance  on  every 
hand,  and  you  need  to  keep  In  touch 
with  thtin;  you  need  to  know  what  is 
goiiig  on." 

Some  people  seem  to  imagine  that 
history  is  a  sort  of  .>?pontaneous  griwth 
that  is  only  harvested  in  books.  They 
therefore  think  to  consume  it  only  after 
It  is  "baled  up"  and  put  on  the  book 
market.  The  cream  of  history  is 
caught  "on  the  lly."  It  is  galheied  in 
the  daily  newspaper,  which  most  un- 
deniably teaches  the  reader  to  have  a 
"nilnd  of  ills  own." 

Books  are  great  conformists.  They 
generally  tell  the  same  story,  and  we 
are  apt  to  swallow  all  they  say  whole. 
The  newKi>aper  gets  the  best  news 
available  and  leaves  some  margin  for 
the  sense  of  the  reader.  It  Is,  iheie- 
fore,  a  better  mental  disciplinarian 
than  the  average  book.  With  the  ela- 
borate plans  for  gathering  news  from 
all  parts  of  the  world,  the  enterprise 
shov\n  in  the  preparation  of  illustra- 
tions of  people  and  scenes  connected 
with  the  news  and  of  special  artlclts 
dealing  therewith,  the  news|)ap€r  pre- 
sent>?  daily  a  very  complete  history  of 
the  world. 

In  his  recent  Aberdeen  speech  James 
Hryce,  the  Hrltlsh  Liberal,  effectively  dis- 
po.«ed  of  the  theory  of  a  great  ante-bel- 
lum Dutch  conspiracy  against  British 
sui)reinacy  In  South  Africa,  by  a  historic 
parallel  of  some  Interest  to  Americans: 
••You  will  find  a  good  historical  parallel, 
which  shows  how  fables  like  this  of  the 
Dutch  conspiracy  Hnd  acceptance,  in  a 
very  thoughtful  book  called  'Imperlum 
et  Libertas."  a  book  written  with  no  ref- 
erence at  all  to  South  Africa.  This  book 
mentions  that  when  the  American  war 
had  broken  out  and  the  colonies  had  de- 
clared their  independence,  a  theory  was 
suddenly  started  and  enforced  upon  Eng- 
ILshmen  at  home  by  such  people  as  Gen. 
Gage  that  there  had  been  a  long  stand- 
lu«  plot  among  the  Americans  to  throw- 
oft  liritlsh  rule,  so  that  If  the  home  min- 
istry had  been  as  prudent  and  conciliatory 
as  they  were  in  fact  foolish  and  vexa- 
tious, the  colonies  would  have  rebelled 
just  the  same.  This  notion  of  a  wide- 
spread American  conspiracy  gut  posses- 
sion of  the  British  upper  classes,  it  in- 
creased their  resolution  to  subdue  the 
colonies,  It  diverted  attention  from  tne 
misdeeds  of  the  ministry.  It  was,  I  need 
not  tell  you,  utterly  groundless,  and  was 
soon  abandoned;  but  not  more  groundless 
than  this  figment  of  a  Dutch  conspiracy." 
The  conspiracy  theory  almost  always 
comes  to  the  front  under  such  circum- 
stances. 

Bradstreet's  Is  a  strictly  business  peri- 
odical, but  In  Its  last  Issue,  with  Ita 
business  eye  upon  Mr.  Schwab,  it  In- 
dulges In  this  bit  of  moralizing:  "Numer- 
ous are  the  senses  in  which  it  is  true 
that  no  man  lives  unto  himself  alone.  A 
man  who,  through  the  reposing  In  him 
of  the  trust  of  others,  has  become  a  rep- 
resentative ngure  In  the  world  of  Indus- 
try and  ttnance,  becomes  In  a  peculiar 
sense  not  so  much  the  private  owner  as 
the  trustee  of  his  own  character  and  rep- 
utation, and  Is  under  an  obligation  not  to 
act  In  a  manner  Inconsistent  with  his 
representative  character.  This  Is  so  be- 
cause he  Is  regarded  as  an  exemplar, 
who  cannot  escape  the  penalty  of  Inspir- 
ing emulation,  a  penalty  which  is  one  of 
the  Incidents   of  distinction."

WHEN  PRINCE  HENRY  COMES. 

Certain  people  in  the  va'ioua  cities 
to  be  visited  by  Prince  Henry  next 
month,  and  many  government  ofRcials 
as  well,  are  "falling  all  over  them- 
selves" In  the'.r  at'empts  to  secure  po- 
sitions of  prominence  on  the  reception 
and  entertainment  committees  who  are 
to  take  care  of  the  royal  guest.  The 
cabled  report  that  the  prince  has  been 
laying  in  a  stock  of  jeweied  trinkets  for 
distribution  has  whetted  the  appe- 
tite of  these  individuals,  and  caused  a 
redoubling  of  their  efforts.  The  pins, 
bracelets,  match  safes  and  other 
plece«  of  finery  the  prince  will  bring 
will  he  handed  out  as  sort  of  royal 
tips.  They  will  go  to  the  chairmen  of 
entertainment  committees  in  the  differ- 
ent cities,  to  the  army  and  navy  at- 
taches who  may  be  detailed  by  our 
government  as  escorts  for  the  prince, 
and  to  «uch  other  personages  as  the 
latter  may  come  in  contact  with.  There 
Is  some  doubt  about  a  present  for  the 
president,  although  it  is  said  It  was  the 
intention  of  the  prince  to  bring  a 
handsiime  spirting  rifle  of  unique  pat- 
tern as  a  gift  from  the  kaiser.  It  Is 
know  that  the  president  cannot  accept 
the  erift  without  permlslson  of  con- 
prress,  and  it  is  understtx>d  that  all  will 
depend  on  an  expression  from  t'ne  pres- 
ident himself. 

The  custom  of  gift  excihanglng  is   a 
common  one  among  the  royal  houses  of 
Europe,  and  one  of  the  rules  of  court 
etiquette  is  that  a  visit  from  a  member 
of  a  royal   family  to  another  govern- 
ment must  be  promptly  returned.  There 
win  be  nothing  of  this  sort  in  the  pres- 
ent instance,  however,  for  it  is  entirely 
foreign  to  American  institutions.  Pres- 
ident Roosevelt  will  not  return  the  visit 
of  the  prince,  and  the  latter  is  not  apt 
to  take  hoone  any  memento  of  the  offl- 
clal  regard  which  the  president  enter- 
tains for  the  kaiser.    The  old  tradition 
that  an  American  president  must  not 
leave  the  T'nited  States  would  prevent 
President    Roosevelt    from    even    visit- 
ing Europe  w^hile  serving  as  the  chief 
executive.     It   will   be   recollected    that 
during  one  of  his   tours  of   the   coun- 
try   President     McKlnley    declined      to 
cross   a   bridge   that    would    take    him 
into  Mexico,  although  the  rest  of  the 
party  went  over.    These  provisions  are 
Nvell   made.

Biiltii»ore,  Jan.  30.-Left  within  forty 
fti-i  ft  lua  liotil.  in  the  heart  of  Balti- 
nioro,  early  Christmas  morning,  Charles 
H.  Newhonse.  a  prosiieroua  >oiinK  Vir- 
ginian, did  not  reach  it  and  ha^  nut  since 
been   liearU  of. 

Despite  every  effort  of  the  police,  hla 
friends  and  his  relatlvoa,  Newhouse's 
disappearance  Is  as  mm-h  a  mystery  as 
ever   after   nearly   a   montii   of   senrcliing. 

riie  police  of  the  entire  country  are 
])iizzlinK  their  brains  over  the  odd  colli'c- 
tlun  of  posHilile  clews  that  has  i>een  made, 
so  far  in  vain.  If  Charles  Newhouse's 
dl3at)pearanco  was  voluntary,  his  is  the 
most  distinguished  success  on  record. 

Charl>  8  Newhouse  is  a  cattle  dealer  of 
Rlxeyvllle,  Culpepper  county.  Virninia. 
He  is  Zi  years  old  and  uniiTarried  and 
comes  of  a  family  in  whi>se  veins  run 
some  of  the  bluest  blood  of  the  state.  He 
is  u  son  of  I'ol.  S.  M.  Newhuu.se.  a  mem- 
ber of  th'-  state  legislature  and  a  nephew 
of  Congressman  John  F.  Rixi|  and  Dr. 
Uixiy,  physician  to  the  late  President 
MeKinley. 

The  day  before  Christmas  Newhouse 
came  to  Baltimore  with  two  carloads  of 
cattle.  He  sold  his  stock  in  the  morninK. 
reeelving  ch'cks  for  $IXM  and  $.W.'i.  The 
first  he  sent  to  the  b.mlc  at  Rixeyville, 
and  the  second  he  cashed. 

Kut  young  Mr.  Newhouse  had  senti- 
mental as  well  as  business  Interests  in 
Baltimore.  He  was  understood  to  be  en- 
gaged, it  is  true,  to  a  charming  young 
woman  of  his  own  town;  nevertheless  he 
found  agreeable  relaxation  in  the  society 
he  courted  In   Baltimore. 

Business  over,  therefore,  he  called  on 
prettv  gray-eyed  Violet  Meyers,  a  North 
Carolina  girl,  who  liVed  at  No,  405  West 
Lombard  stri'et.  The  young  man  left  the 
Loml)ard  street  h(Miso  at  •>  o'clock  and 
Went  to  his  hotel,  the  Howard  house.  Miss 
Meyer's  <iwn  fiance  was  to  rail  upon  her 
that  evening.  That  left  Newhouse  to 
seek    other   dlversiiui. 

After  dinner  he  went  to  the  theater  with 
J.  M.  Lewis,  another  young  Virginian, 
whom  he  had  known  for  years,  and 
Nathan  Affelder,  a  salesman  for  a  Balti- 
more Jobbing  iiouse,  who  was  living  at  the 
Howard. 

They  had  box  seats  at  the  Monumental, 
and  drank  ;\  bottle  of  l>eer  each.  After 
the  perforn^ance  Li'wis  left  the  party 
after  anoth'-r,  having  arramjed  to  meet 
Newhouse  at  tho  train  the  ne.xt  day, 

Affelder  and  Newjjtjuse  boarded  a  car 
on  Baltimore  street  tt)r  home,  Newhouse 
got  off  alone  at  the  corner  of  Howard 
street.  Just  sixty-fiv^  feet  from  the  door 
of  the  hotel.  .Vffeider  says  he  was  about 
half  way  to  the  hotel  when  he  lo.st  sight 
of  him.  This  was  at  12:'jr>  on  Christmas 
morning,  and  so  far  as  is  known  that  was 
th<-  last  seen  of  him  l>y  anyone  who  knows 
him. 

From  that  sixty-five  iV^et  of  brilliantly 
liglited  and  crowded  business  street  New- 
house  vanished  completely  and  unaccount- 
ably. 

That  he  did  not  enter  the  hotel  is  as- 
sured, and  there  is  no  alleyway,  pit  or 
drain    th.it   could   have   swallowed    him. 

Now  for  the  possible  explanations  of 
the  mystery. 

Newhouse  told  Kffclder  on  the  car  that 
he  intended  to  go  back  to  Miss  Meyers' 
that  night,  but  said  he  wanted  to  go  to 
his   hotel   for  a   minute   first. 

Violet's  landlady  says  she  did  not  re- 
ceive anybody  that  night,  but  it  is  thought 
she  might  have  left  the  house  without  be- 
in.i;  heard,  and  met  him.  She  has  been 
away  a  good  deal  since  and  is  thought  to 
be  in  New  York  now..  Newhouse  may  be 
there  also,  though  the  police  think  it  Im- 
probablf. 

His  relatives  are  at  a  loss  to  account  for 
his  disappearance.  His  father  says  It  ia 
wholly  uidlko  him.  Charles  has  always 
been  regarded  as  rather  an  exemplary 
young  man,  though  fond  of  a  good  time. 
He  was  free  from  financial  entanglements 
and  had  before  him  ever.v  promise  of  a 
brilliant  social  and  business  career.  That 
he  would  wilfully  sacrifice  it  and  cause 
his  parents  and  friends  weeks  of  keenest 
anxiety  they  refuse  to  believe  and  incline 
to  the  theory  t^Jt  he  is  either  forcibly 
confint'd  or  muru'Tcd. 

The  theory  tint  lie  was  given  "knockout 
drops"  was  •■ivon  a  color  of  probability 
by  the  fact  \.it  another  man  was  dosed 
the  same  nigni  and  almost  died  as  a  re- 
sult. The  Virginians  scout  th.>  idea,  how- 
ever, and  are  equally  sure  that  he  had  no 
motive  for  suicide. 

Meantime  every  ^:rap  of  po.ssible  evi- 
dence is  being  investigated.  Kvery  (pies- 
tlonable  house  in  Baltimore  has  been 
searcheil  and  the  police  of  outside  cities 
liave    been    notiiied. 

But  the  mystery  is  as  dark  as  ever. 

Newhouse  is  almost  six  feet  tall,  of 
athletic  buibi  and  spl>>ndld  appearance  and 
address.  Jie  has  deep  blue  eyes,  dark 
hair  and  ;i  good  color,  and  is  regarded  as 
a  particularly  splendid  specimen  of  the 
best  Southern  type  of  manhood.  He  was 
an  anbnj^admlr.r  of  women,  but  at  home 
he  appeared  to  l>t;  a  devoted  and  circum- 
spect lover,  and  he  ;ind  his  fair  Southern 
swe«'tbeart   seinied    ideally    mated. 

(■'■rtain  of  Newhou.se's  friends  believe 
that  he  is  in  Wyoming,  as  he  is  known 
to  have  made  inntdrles  recently  about 
that  seetion  f>f  the  cojmtry.  But  why 
should  he  have  chosen  Chri.<itmas  eve  for 
Ills  ent<  rprise,  and  why  should  he  have 
chosen  absolute  secrecy?  And  if  he  is  in 
the  U'eat.  what  is  he  doing'.'  And  if  he  is 
I'iei  ing,  what  is  he  fleeing  from'.' 

Others  Insist  that  ho  Is  in  New  York, 
and  that  if  anybody  knows  where  he  is  it  i 
is  .Miss  Violet  Meyers:  She  has  had  an 
excellent  fipportunity  for  observation  thev 
say,  us  he  has  Ijeen  there  recentlv  and 
often.  Is  the  secret  of  Newhouse's  where- 
abouts known  to  the  girl  an<l  h'T  only? 
And  even  granted  that  his  disai)pearance 
ha.^  a  romantic  explanation,  what  is  the 
real  clew?  Why  was  it  not  .is  easv  to 
see  Miss  Meyers  In  Baltimore  as  In  kew 
York? 

Meanwhile  Violet  Meyers  has  not 
spoken. 

Could   she   reveal   the   mystery?

Nervita  Tablets

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New  York,  Jan.  30.— A  preliminary 
report  covering  the  operations  of  the 
United  States  Steel  oonxjration  since  It 
came  Into  existence  ten  months  ago 
was  made  to  the  stockhoadera  yester- 
day. Xt  was  a  forerunner  to  the  more 
extended  resume  to  be  submitted  at 
the  annual  general  meeting  on  Feb.  17, 
and  was  designed  to  familiarize  the 
s'hare  owners  with  the  financial  status 
of  tlie  company  and  the  trade  situation 
in  the  market  where  it  buys  and  sells. 
The  report,  signed  by  both  Charles  M. 
^>chwab  and  Elbert  R,  Gary,  declared 
present  business  and  future  outlook, 
viewed  ahead  through  1902,  to  be 
highly  satisfactory.    The  report  said: 

"The  outlook  for  the  year  1&02  is  very 
bright.  Everything  indicates  that  all 
of  the  facilities  of  each  subsidiary 
company  will  be  taxed  to  their  utmost 
to  supply  the  demand  that  is  being 
made.  The  actual  business  now  booked 
and  of  which  .s'hipmeiit  is  being  called 
for  faster  fhan  it  can  be  supplied 
amounts  to  more  than  half  the  total 
combined  annual  capax;ity  of  all  the 
cumyajiies.  The  heavier  products,  like 
rails,  billets,  plates  and  structural  ma- 
terial, are  sold  up  to  the  productive 
capacity  of  the  mills  until  nearly  the 
end  of  the  year.  In  the  more  highly 
tinlshcd  products  the  consumption  In 
each  case  Is  greater  now  than  at  tho 
corresponding  period  in  1901,  A\hich  it 
should  be  remembered  was  an  abnor- 
mally heavy  year.  The  expectation, 
therefore,  of  those  closely  connected 
with  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  these 
highly  finished  products  is  for  a  de- 
mand even  larger  than  that  of  1901,  and 
up"  to  the  limit  of  production." 

Discussing  prices,  the  report  said 
they  could  have  been  advanced,  but 
that  It  was  decided  to  be  better  policy 
to  refrain  from  doing  so.  The  refer- 
ence to  prices  follows  in  part: 

"The  demand  for  products  has  been 
so  great  that  prices  could  easily  have 
been  advanced.  Indeed  higher  prices 
have  been  voluntarily  offered  by  cus- 
tomers, who  were  anxious  for  the  Im- 
mediate execution  of  orders,  but  the 
companies  have  tirmly  maintained  the 
position  of  not  advancing  prices,  be- 
lieving that  the  existing  prices  were 
suHicient  to  yield  a  fair  return  on 
capital  and  maintain  the  properties  In 
satisfactory  physical  condition,  and 
that  the  collateral  advantages  to  be 
gained  in  the  long  run  by  refusing  to 
advance  prices  would  be  of  8ub.Htantlal 
and  lasting  value  not  only  to  the  com- 
panies, but  also  to  the  general  business 
interests  of  the   country." 

The  report  asserted  that  this  policy 
as  to  prices  had  not  only  a  reas.surlng 
effect  upon  the  trade,  but  contributed 
to  the  restoration  of  confidence  in  the 
general  business  situation. 

The  report  said  that  great  progress 
had  been  made  in  the  general  plan  to 
harmonize  the  work  of  the  many 
plants,  to  secure  perfect  co-operation 
and  to  effect  economy  In  manufacture, 
but  that  the  end  had  not  been  reached 
and  that  the  favorable  results  might 
be  still  accomplished.  The  departments 
of  ore  mining,  coal  mining,  coke  manu- 
facture and  lake  transportation,  the 
report  stated,  have  been  thoroughly 
systematized  and  the  managements  of 
manufacturing  plants  have  been 
brought  into  closer  relationship.  Ad- 
vantage has  been  taken  of  the  cheapest 
distribution  In  the  scheme  of  econ- 
omics. 

The  report  reviewed  the  larger  finan- 
cial operations  of  the  company.  Includ- 
ing those  of  its  organization,  printed 
the  recently  published  statement  of 
earnings  for  the  first  nine  months  of 
the  existence  of  the  company,  and  gave 
a  condensed  general  balance  sheet  for 
Nov,  SO,  1901.  The  settlement  with  the 
underwriting  syndicate  was  thus 
stated: 

'"The  residue  of  the  conunon  and  pre- 
ferred stock  of  this  coi-poration,  deliv- 
ered to  the  syndicate  under  the  con- 
tract of  March  15,  1901,  and  not  used 
for  the  acquisition  by  It  of  the  stocks 
o<f  the  specified  companies  being  the 
shares  whlc-<h,  as  stated  in  the  syndi- 
cate circular  of  March  2.  1901.  were  to 
be  returned  by  and  to  belong  to  the 
syndicate,  amounted  to  649,987  shares 
of  preferred  stock  and  649,988  shares  of 
common  stock.  This  lesidue  of  stock,  or 
the  proceeds  thereof,  after  reimburs- 
ing the  syndicate  the  $23,000,000  In  cash 
which  It  paid  to  the  corporation,  and 
approximately  3,000.000  for  other  syndi- 
cate obligations  and  expenses,  consti- 
tuted suJT>lus  or  profit  of  the  syndicate. 
The  transactions  between  this  corpor- 
ation and  the  syndicate  having  been 
concluded,  an  agreement  of  final  settle- 
ment and  mutual  release,  dated  Jan.  3, 
1902.  was  executed  between  this  corpo- 
ration and  the  synmcate  managers." 

The  condensed  balance  sheet  for  Nov. 
30  showed  that  on  that  day  the  ac- 
counts receivable  i^wgregated  $45,269,453, 
the  bills  receivable  .|2.h21,4«3,  and  the 
cash  on  hand  $55.::ir<,r>27,  a  grand  total 
of  $103,406,444.  In  the  Hst  of  assets  In 
the  balance  sheet  wa."!  a  credit  of  In- 
ventories amounting  to  ?95,603,997  and 
a  subjoined  tabulation  showed  that  It 
included  ores  on  hand  v;Uued  at  $34,- 
776,653.  finished  products  $15,322,636. 
manufacturing  supplies  and  miscel- 
laneous stores  $12.1iP,l^,  and  materials, 
labor  and  expense  locKed  up  in  current 
uncompleted  bridge  contracts  $9,266,- 
361. 

The  current  liabilities  on  Nov.  30 
were  stated  at  $oOJ6i».680.  and  the  sur- 
plus of  the  corporation  and  the  sub- 
sidiary companies  was  placed  at  $174,- 
$344,229.  The  cost  of  properties  owned 
and  operated  by  the  several  federated 
companies  was  given  as  $1.4.'i7.492,862. 

"The  business  of  the  companies,  said 
the  report,  has  been  put  on  practically 
a  cash  basis.  The  Iof>ses  actually  in- 
curred through  bad  debts  have  been 
small  and  little  If  any  loss  In  the  col- 
lection of  accounts  and  notes  receiv- 
able is  anticipated.  About  70  per  cent 
of  the  total  current  monthly  accounts 
due  fi'om  customers  Is  now  being  gen- 
erally collected  within  thirty  days, 
and  it  Is  the  effort  of  the  several  man- 
agements to  maintain  the  buslne.ss  on 
a  strictly  cash  basis."

PROGRAM 


Turned     Out     Just     as 

Was  Expected  and 

Predicted. 


The    Firmness    of    Pig 

Iron  Emphasized  By 

Development 


A  Heavy  Bar  Iron  Ton- 
nage Is  Now  on 
Books. 


Cleveland,  Jan.  30,— The  Iron  Trade  Re- 
view, discussing  market  conditions  this 
week  says:  The  expected  has  happened 
in  the  development  of  tho  Lake  Superior 
iron  program  for  1902.  The  base  price  for 
old  range  Bessemer  ores  remains  at  $4.2S 
as  in  1901,  and  while  there  is  no  agreement 
among  the  Mesaba  range  producers  or 
en  non- Bessemer  ores,  producers  of  stand- 
ard ores  outside  the  association  are  get- 
ting from  15  to  25  cents  more  than  in  1901. 

Old  range  Bessemer  ores  are  being  taken 
up  promptly  and  business  will  be  prac- 
tlcaly  closed  by  the  end  of  the  week. 

The  firmness  of  the  situation  In  pig  iron 
and  in  finished  material  is  being  further 
emphasized  by  current  developments.  It 
had  been  considered  almost  foregone  that 
the  advance  of  $2  in  bar  iron  would  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  like  advance  In  steel  bars, 
but  largo  producers  stood  in  the  way,  and 
Tuesday's  meeting  at  Pittsburg  reaffirm- 
ed prices.  Bar  Iron  is  now  uniformly  $1.09 
Pittsburg,  and  the  $1  differential  on  East- 
ern shipments  Is  abolished.  A  very  heavy 
bar  tonnage  Is  on  the  books,  car  works 
being  chief  contributors.  Agricultural  buy- 
ers are  making  good  specifications,  but 
are  not  strongly  In  the  market  now. 
Closely  related  to  the  bar  trade  is  the 
bolt  and  nut  Interest,  which  advanced  its 
prices  on  nuts  $2  a  ton  last  week  and 
a  to  7Vi  per  cent  on  machine  bolts.  On 
track  bolts  prices  have  been  reaffirmed, 
manufacturers  having  votel  to  maintain 
old  i)rlces.  There  is  throughout  the  mar- 
ket a  feeling  of  strength  accompanied  by 
opposition  to  further  advances.  General 
satisfaction  is  felt  at  the  outcome  of  the 
steel  bar  meeting.  In  structural  material 
with  orders  on  the  books  running  close  to 
450.000  tons,  there  Is  no  disposition  to  take 
advantage  of  the  opoprtunlty.  Deliveries 
are  likely  to  be  harder  as  the  season  ad- 
vances, but  It  is  recognized  that  building 
projects  easily  can  be  killed  off  by  short 
sighted  \iews  on  prices.  In  both  plates 
and  sheets  the  conditions  have  grown 
somewhat  stronger  as  the  prospects  for 
the  year's  business  have  been  better  dis- 
closed. 


FAITH  IN  MERGER. 

Securities     Stock    Sells     at 
Highest  Figure  Yet. 

New  York,  Jan.  30.— There  was  an  ac- 
tive demand  for  Northern  Securities  In 
the  outside  market  yesterday,  the  stock 
opening  at  an  advance  of  %  to  W/i,  and 
mounting  to  105  on  purchases  of  2000 
shares.  This  is  the  first  time  the  stock 
has  sold  at  this  figure  since  the  Minnesota 
proceedings  were  Instituted  in  the  su- 
preme court.  On  Wall  street  It  Is  taken 
to  Indicate  a  belief  that  the  decision  or 
the  application  for  leave  to  begin  suit 
will  be  decided  In  favor  of  the  company.

St.  Paul,  Jan.  30.— Some  weeks  ago  A. 
Overstad,  a  grain  buyer  at  Hancock, 
Mich.,  complained  to  the  railway  and 
warehouse  commission  that  wheat,  which 
he  had  shlpi)ed  to  Minneapolis  and  Du- 
luth, was  short  about  1000  bushels.  He 
was  told  to  weigh  a  carload  and  chip  it 
In.  Upon  this  the  terminal  elevator  re- 
ceipt showed  that  twenty-seven  bushels 
less  were  received  than  had  been  shipped. 
Investigation  showed  that  Overstad's 
scales  were  too  liberal,  in  the  course  of 
a  year's  business  he  had  paid  farmers 
for  1000  bushels  more  than  he  had  re- 
ceived.

Were  occupied  by  the  Marx  SlJRn  ci>m- 
puiiy.  the  second  by  the  Caldwell  Nov- 
elty company;  third.  WVstern  Match  com- 
pany: fourth.  Superior  (.'Igar  company; 
fifth.  ChlcaBo  I';iper  Can  company. 

The  fire  uriKinated  in  the  basement  and 
spread  so  rapidly  that  the  people  on  the 
upper  floors  were  given  bu  t  a  slender 
chance  for  escape.  Had  the  fire  occur- 
red earlier  in  the  day  when  the  bulldhiK 
was  fiill  of  people,  the  loss  of  life  must 
luiVf   been   heavy. 

On  the  second  floor  of  the  building  were 
Miss  Anna  Wilson,  a  stenographer,  and 
John  Drlscoll  and  Nicholas  llg.  emploves 
of  the  Caldwell  Novelty  companv.  Thev 
made  their  way  to  the  foot  of  the  stairs 
where  their  ese.ipe  was  cut  off  by  the 
flames.  All  three  were  overcome  bv 
smoke  !\nd  mu^t  have  perished  but  for  the 
firemen,  who  carried  them  through  the 
fire. 

On  the  fotirth  floor  Joseph  Moeller  and 
Charles  Ctreen.  employes,  and  C.  Husted, 
senior  partner  in  the  Superior  Cigar  coip- 
pany.  were  caught  l«y  the  fire.

M>>eller  made  his  wav 
down  a  fire  escape.  t)ut  was  l>adly  burn- 
ed before  he  reached  theg  rounil.  "  In  the 
siiife  of  the  Wi-stern  Match  conipany  was 
|lo,t»(ii)  worth  of  gold,  when  the  emploves 
ran  for  their  lives  the  safe  door  was  left 
open.  It  is  not  thought,  however,  that 
the  gold  will  be  rendered  useless  and  the 
mei.ers  of  the  firm  did  not  include  it  in 
their  estimate  of  loss.

in   future  legislation.

Jame.s  Fryne, 
motorman.  seriously  cut  and  bruised. 
Frank  Small,  Kasi  McKeesport,  leg 
brok'-n  in  two  places,  badly  cut.  Thomas 
C.impbell,  Wilmerdlng,  teller  Farmer.s' 
National  bank.  Pilisburg,  cut  and  oiuisci 
all  over  b'>ily.  Homer  Davl.s,  cut  and 
bruised.  Jacob  Smith,  seriously  cut  about 
head.  James  Uroad,  bruised.  Lizzie  Min- 
Her,  cut  and  bruised. 

A  number  of  others  were  hurt,  but  none 
seriously  enough  to  be  taken  to  the  hos- 
pital.

A  car  without  passengers  got  beyond 
control  of  the  motorman  and  dashed  ilown 
the  hill  one  au'l  a  (Hiarter  nille.s  long,  at 
a  terrific  speed.  At  the  bottom  it  jumped 
into  the  I'ennsylvanla  railroad  station, 
carryintf  away  the  siile  of  the  dcp.jl  and 
te.inng   >ii>   the   platform. 

Chanci^  Wright,  the  motorman,  was  so 
badly  hvirt  that  he  cannot  recover.  A 
large  crowd  gathered  about  the  wreck, 
and  twelve  minutes  later  a  secincl  rim- 
away  car  camc!  tearing  down  the  hill  and 
p:owed  Into  the  crowd  with  death-dcallng 
forcu. 

On  the  way  down  the  hill  the  second 
car  struck  a  carriage  containing  James 
I?road  and  Lizzie  MInner,  on  their  w.iy 
ti>  McKeesport  to  be  married.  The  car- 
ri,ia;e  was  cimpletely  wrecked  and  the 
dri\er,  Alex  Saunders,  waa  fatally  hurt 
The  young  couple  escaped  with  compar- 
atively slight  Injuries  anj  later  were  mar- 
ri-^d.

Lived    Forty-Four    Days    In 
Snow  Bank. 

Cheyenne,  Wyo.,  Jan.  30.— On  Dec.  12 
and  13  a  terrltlc  storm  raged  on  the  Red 
de.«tert  west  of  Rawlins.  Thousands  of 
sheep  were  driven  before  the  storm  and 
badly  .scattered.  Last  week  John  Fridley 
a  sheepman  of  Rawlins,  while  hunting  for 
stray  sheep  in  the  desert,  noticed  an  air 
hole  In  a  huge  bank  of  snow.  Looking 
through  the  hole  he  was  .surprised  to  see 
an  old  ewe  standing  upright.  At  first 
Fridley  thought  the  animal  was  frozen 
stiff,  but  In  a  moment  the  sheep  lowered 
Its  head  and  began  to  nibble  at  the  grass 
Digging  away  the  snow  the  old  ewe  waa 
lil)erateil  -ind  scami>ered  off  across  the 
plains.

New  York.  Jan.  30.— They  named  him 
"Kano"  becaujie  It  means  "success"  and 
the  son  of  Ren  Oshima  has  justified  his 
title.  He  is  a  neat,  clear-cut  little  Jap 
with  dark  almond  eyes,  full  of  poetry 
and  purpose.  Last  week  the  poetry  ind 
purpose  were  blended  in  fact  when  h^ 
stood  beneath  a  show'er  of  cherry  blos- 
soms and  wedded  the  American  girl  of 
bis  choice. 

But  that  Is  the  end  of  the  story.  Ila 

beginning  was  in  picturesque  Japan. 

A  good  many  years  ago  Kano  Oshima 
was  born,  his  grandfather,  head  of  the 
ancient  house  of  Oshima,  realized  th-Me 
would  be  no  son  to  perpetuate  the  fam- 
ily name,  {*nd  his  sole  heir  was  a 
daughter  named  Ken. 

Ken  Is  the  Japanese  word  for  bird.  Ac- 
cording to  statistics,  Ren  Oshima  was 
a  bird  in  many  respec:ts.  She  was  one 
of  the  fairest  maids  In  Toklo — and  tour- 
ists say  that  Toklo  maids  are  passing 
fair.  Ren  Oshima  had  ahso  many  ac- 
complishments— among  others,  the 
passive  one  of  blue  blood  and  gener- 
ati<)n.s  of  blue-blooded  ancestors,  and 
the  more  active  one  of  wide  estates  and 
vast  wealth. 

There  are  people  who  contend  that 
money  talks.  Perhaps  it  does.  If  one 
keeps  It  long  enough  to  get  used  to  its 
language.  In  the  case  of  Ren  Oshima 
it  had  a  copious  flow  of  words,  which 
fell  upon  the  listening  ear  of  one  tall 
good-looking  Jap,  whose  name  is  of  no 
consequence,  since  he  didn't  keep  It 
long  enough  to  matter.  At  the  nuptial 
feast  he  assumed  the  bride's  name  and 
the  bride's  dower.  Subsequently  he  be- 
came very  unpopular  with  his  relatives- 
in-law.  He  was  a  spendthrift,  and  had 
bad  table  manners.  Notwithstanding 
which  Ren  Oshima  bore  him  two  sons 
who  grew  to  be  tali  and  handsome,  but 
not  at  all  like  the  dead  Oshima's  with 
the  blue  blood. 

Grandpa  <^>shlma  was  not  happy;  nei- 
ther was  he  hopeless.  Whereupon  Ren 
Oslilma  had  a  daughter.  After  that  she 
had  another  daughter.  When  the  third 
daughter  waa  born  the  old  man  did  not 
enthuse.  There  was  those  who  held  him 
justified.  Japan  Is  a  strange  country. 
It  is  full  of  customs  and  creeds  an'i 
castes  and  family  pride  In  the  mold 
that  grows  on  ancient  substancesL.  In 
Jaiuin  it  Is  much  better  to  have  an  an- 
cestor who  did  something  than  to  do 
It  oneself.  No  ghost  of  greatness  rose 
from  the  tombs  of  Ren  Oshima's  hus- 
band's forefathers. 

Then  came  Kano,  meaning  "success." 
The  miither  chose  the  name  for  the  sake 
of  future  possibilities;  the  grandfatlier 
for  the  sake  of  possibilities  realized.  He 
was  pronounced  "an  Oshima  all  over — 
petit,  bright-eyed,  aristocratic.  As  the 
infant  grew  to  be  a  strong-Ujubed,  in- 
telligent bov  the  old  man  gjew  young 
again  in  his  training.  Together  they 
studied  and  pla.ved,  seeking  specimen."* 
In  wild  flowers  and  birds,  tho  old  m.nn 
teaching  the  boy  the  history  and  values 
of  the  rare  treasures  In  his  mu.'ieum, 
which  was  the  largest  i>rlvate  collection 
in  Japan.  Some  of  the  treasures  of  Chi- 
nese and  Japanese  arts  long  since  derid, 
some  of  them  of  arts  9n  delicate  anl 
rare  the  old  man  sighed  that  the  world 
could  not  know  them  to  the  honor  of 
.la  nan. 

When  Kano  was  10  years  old  his 
grandfather  died.  To  him  were  left  the 
town  estate  in  Toklo,  the  country  seat 
with  Its  broad  acres  near  Nikklo,  ♦he 
museum  where  every  article  he  knew 
and  loved,  the  vast  wealth  of  the  Oshi- 
mas  an'i  the  caution  to  uphold  the 
hon<tr  of  the  house  and  provide  and  care 
for  everyone  who  bore  their  name. 

Money  and  position  have  small  weight 
with  a  boy  of  10  and  the  treasures  in 
the  museum  lost  half  their  interest 
when  the  hands  that  had  caressed  them 
were  cold.  It  was  a  very  unhappy 
period  for  Kano  Oshima. 

Something  happened  when  Kano 
Oshima  was  10  years  old.  When  the 
soul  of  his  grandfather  ascended  or  d*^- 
pcended  or  migrated  or  stayed  here,  ac- 
cording to  the  creeds  of  his  grand- 
father, and  the  Justlflcatlon  for  them, 
another  soul  awakened  which  was  des- 
tined to  bring  to  Kano's  life  just  as 
much  of  love  and  solace  as  the  departed 
soul  had  taken  with  It.  Way  on  the 
other  side  of  the  earth  she  was  horn, 
rear  a  little  coast  place  on  the  South 
Jersey  shore  known  as  Egg  Harbor. 
Her  f.ather  was  a  German- American  of 
thought  and  power.  His  name  was 
Begep.sberg.  Her  mother  was  an  Amer- 
ican girl  of  hlg  aim  and  lofty  pur- 
pose, one  of  that  growing  class  of 
broad-minded  women  who  realize  the 
responslbilitif>s  of  motherhood  and  the 
possibilities  of  the  future  woman. 

They  called  their  baby  Ro.se,  and  they 
trained  hi"'r  after  her  floral  namesake  In 
all  the  beauties  of  mind  and  heart  and 
body.  The  fortunes  of  the  Rogens- 
bergs  were  not  always  at  high  tide,  but 
whether  sailing  over  the  ups  or  under 
the  downs,  every  experience  was  turned 
to  goofl  account  and  made  for  character. 

When  the  father  dfed.  mother  and 
daughter  sufltain<'d  each  other.  Rose 
Regensberg  studied  music.  Her  voice 
was  exceptionally  sweet  and  pure.  As 
she  progressed  its  volume  Increased. 
She  made  her  debut  on  the  concert 
stage  and  a  career  opened  up  before 
her. 

"The  worm  In  the  bud,"  that  afflicts 
most  women  with  careers,  entered  Into 
the  opening  petals  of  Rose  Regens- 
berg's  womnnhoofl.  despite  the  .solid it.v 
of  her  training.  She  decided  to  dlspen.«e 
with  marriage.  It  could  supply  no  Joy 
she  could  And  in  her  art.  Here  was  sat- 
isfaction, progress,  accomplishment,  the 
adulation  not  of  one,  but  of  multitudes. 
Art's  drawbacks  were  minimum:  matri- 
mony's maximum.  More,  they  were 
limitless.  How  paramount  are  tho  flaws 
in  matrimony  when  one  Is  not  in  love. 
Rose  Regensberg  won  success,  for  her 
personality  as  well  as  her  voice  and 
with  increa.«ied  success  came  increased 
determination  to  live  solely  for  her  art. 
In  1898  the  turning  point  came.  Rude- 
ly, but  often  It  must  come  that  way. 
Mls.s  Regensberg  was  in  a  Brooklyn 
trolley  accident.  She  was  severely  hurt. 
Three  of  her  ribs  were  crushed. 

For  a  long  time  she  suffered  mentally 
as  well  as  physically.  When  she  got 
about  arain  there  were  mental  as  well 
as  physical  changes.      The  career  waa 
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at  an  end,  for  the  constant  long  breath- 
ing for  singing  created  pain.  The  old 
certainty  about  the  future  was  gone, 
and  in  its  place  an  emptlne.ss  filled  the 
shadows  of  other  emptiness,  a  lonely 
home,  a  lonely  fee,  a  lonely  heart  and  a 
desolate,   childless,   cheerless  old   age. 

A  year  ago  last  spring  Miss  Regens- 
berg and  her  mother  took  a  cottage  at 
Chester  Hill,  Mount  Vernon,  and  settled 
down  there  for  the  summer.  The  orch- 
ard adjoining  was  a  bower  of  pink  and 
white  blossoms.  The  cherry  trees  were 
a  shower  of  blooming  beauty  and  un- 
der them  Rose  Regensberg  painted  and 
read,  and  thanked  (Jod  for  the  chance 
to  get  close  to  nature. 

It  was  there  that  Kano  Oshima  first 
saw  her.  She  rftmindod  him  of  all 
the  beautiful  won*en  he  had  ever  seen 
in  Japan— and  instantly  made  him  for- 
get them.  Every  day  for  a  week  the 
beauties  of  the  cherry  blossoms  brought 
him  to  the  garden  spot.  Then  mutual 
friends  opened  the  gate,  and  he  passed 
Into  a  labyrintli  from  which  there  is  no 
unwinding. 

Kano  Oshima  told  her  he  loved  her. 
Then  he  told  her  about  fair  Japan, 
which  he  had  left  ten  years  before  In 
order  to  travel  around  the  world.  He 
was  seeking  treasmes  from  the  arts  of 
the  world,  and  he  had  contributed  to  its 
arts  many  treasures  of  his  own.  He 
told  her  of  the  museum,  whose  trea- 
sures had  been  distributed  throughout 
the  world  for  over  $1,0<)0,000,  and  of  the 
aged  collector  who  had  cherished  them 
so  tenderly,  and  hoped  some  day  the 
world  might  know  the  arts  Japan  knew 
and  those  it  had  forgotten.  Brokenly  he 
dwelt  upon  the  mother  who  had  died  as 
sweetly  as  she  had  lived,  of  the  sisters 
who  had  married.  He  told  her,  too,  in 
his  serious  way  of  the  business  possi- 
bilities his  tralhcking  in  art  treasures 
had  suggested,  of  tht'  shops  he  had  in- 
stituted in  California,  and  just  how 
much  the  Fifth  ai'rnue  emporium  net- 
ted him  per  annum.  For  American 
girls  are  practical  even  when  they  must 
paint  and  ponder  under  cherry  blos- 
soms; and  Kano  Oshima  had  studied 
all  the  arts  of  the  new  country,  even 
those  which   women  treasure. 

In  the  fail  Kano  Oshima  wrote  home 
to  his  father  that  marriage  was  the 
proper  estate  for  man.  I>y  return  mail 
Kano's  father  resp-mded  that  by  prac- 
tice and  theory  he  agreed  with  him  and 
bade  him  to         come  home 

to  the  Japanese  bride  he  had 
.«elooted  for  him.  For  two  months  Kano 
Oshima  reflected.  The  land  of  the 
chry.santhemum  was  his  home  and  the 
voice  of  his  mother  and  of  his  nativity 
made  folk-song  that  carried  him  back 
to  the  days  of  a  happy  boyhood,  but  the 
land  of  the  rose — 

Tho  battle  was  fought  before  it  com- 
menced. A  dead  past  is  unevenly 
matched   against   a   living  present.

No  Direct  Testimony  But 
Case  of  Circumstan- 
tial Evidence. 


BIRTHDAY  AN'XIVERPARY. 
Rome,  Jan.  30.— The  eightieth  birth- 
day anniversary  of  the  Marquise  Del 
Grille  (Adelaide  Ulster)  was  made  the 
occasion  of  many  celebrations.  King 
Victor  EmmanueU  accompanied  by  a 
numerous  suite  visited  and  fellclted  the 
actress,  who  held  h.  kjnd  of  court,  the 
mayors  and  ot*ier  dignitaries  of  a  num- 
ber of  towns  payjng  their  respects  to 
her. 
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Winfleld,  Kan.,  Jan.  30.— The  hearing 
of  O.  W.  Cofltelt,  charged  with  the  murder 
of  George  C.  Montgomery,  the  Atchison, 
To{y^ka  &  Santa  Fe  detective,  began  here 
Monday. 

The  tracing  of  the  crime  makes  an  in- 
teresting story  and  the  people  of  this 
town  and  county  are  taking  great  inter- 
eat  in  it.  There  is  no  direct  evidence 
against  the  man  now  held  on  this  charge, 
but  the  state  will  try  to  prove  by  a  close- 
ly connected  chain  ot  circumstances  that 
Coffelt  is  the  guilty  one.  Besides,  there 
are  several  other  features  of  the  case  to 
create  more  than  usual  Interest.  Mont- 
gomery was  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa 
Fe's  special  agent,  and  his  territory  cov- 
ered almost  all  of  Kansas  and  Oklahoma, 
and  it  was  his  duty  to  look  after  the 
company's  property.  He  was  sworn  in  aa 
an  officer  of  the  law  In  both  the  state 
and  territory  and  in  fact  was  a  company 
detective.  In  this  position  he  became 
known  over  all  the  company's  lines,  and 
it  Is  the  highest  desire  of  the  employes 
lo  see  his  murderer  brought  to  justicg, 

Montgomery  was  killed  the  evening  of 
Oct.  5,  1901.  He  had  just  finished  supper 
a  few  moments  l>efore  and  sat  down  at 
a  table  in  the  sitting  room  of  his  home 
prepared  to  make  out  his  weekly  reports 
to  the  main  otlice  in  Topeka.  He  was 
bu.sily  engaged  upon  this  work  when  a 
shot  was  fired,  and  he  fell  out  of  bis 
chair    onto    the    floor,    dead. 

The  ajjsassln  who  planned  and  carried 
out  this  murder  had  evidently  waited  for 
just  such  an  opportunity.  It  was  dark 
and  there  was  no  one  out  of  doors  in  that 
part  of  the  town.  Philip  Montgomery,  the 
aon  of  the  murdered  man,  had  been  play- 
iiiR  with  a  dark  lantern  In  the  yard  only 
a  few  moments  before  and  hia  father 
had  told  him  to  stop  throwing  the  llglit 
through  the  window  upon  him,  as  It  both- 
ered hJs  work.  The  buy  stopped  and  had 
just  entered  the  kitchen  when  the  shot 
was  fired. 

The  assassin  used  a  12-gauge  shotgun 
loaded  with  buckshot.  From  the  direction 
the  load  went  it  la  supposed  he  rested 
the  gun  on  the  gate  post  and  took  a  de- 
liberate aim  before  bring.  Montgomery 
made  a  good  target.  Eight  of  the  shot 
took  effect.  Immediately  the  hunt  for  tne 
murderer  began  and  ended  only  when 
the  man  Coffelt  was  landed  in  the  jail 
at  Pawnee,  Ok.  AH  that  night  men  hunt- 
I  ed  that  part  of  the  town  over,  and  ail 
roads  leading  from  the  place  were  guard- 
ed as  soon  as  the  men  could  be  put  out, 
with  the  hope  of  keeping  the  murderer 
from  leaving  the  city.  This  was  useless, 
however,  for  if  he  left  the  town  that 
idghl  he  did  it  before  the  guards  were 
put  out. 

There  had  been  trouble  between  Mont- 
gomery ajid  the  101  ranch  people  In  the 
territory  and  attention  was  directed 
toward  the  ranch.  It  was  upon  this  the- 
ory   that    the   officers   arrested   CoffeU. 

Whether  the  peoi)le  on  the  ranch  were 
rightfully  or  wrunsfully  suspected  re- 
mains to  be  shown  at  the  triaL  The 
ranch  Is  owned  by  George  Miller,  whose 
home  is  in  Wlnfield.  The  fact  that  he  is 
not  friendly  to  the  Santa  Fe  road  has  no 
doubt  had  considerable  to  do  with  tue 
moulding   of   public   opinion. 

The  history  of  Montgomery's  trouble 
with  the  Santa  Fe  began  several  years 
ag.)  and  was  a  controversy  over  freight 
Mil  some  cattle  shipped  from  Alabama. 
This  ended  In  a  lawsuit  In  the  district 
court  of  Cowley  county  and  Mr.  Miller 
received  a  verdict  in  his  favor  for  a 
small   sum. 

On  the  day  of  the  trial  In  Perry,  Mont-- 
gomery  and  one  of  the  Millers  had  a  per- 
sonal encounter,  in  which  Montgomery 
gave  the  Miller  boy  a  thrasliing.  This 
further  aroused  the  ranchmen  and  the 
entire  crowd  of  cowboys  took  up  the 
quarrel.  A  short  lime  later  Montgomery 
and  George  Miller  happened  to  be  upon 
the  same  train  and  witnesses  say  a  fieht 
started.  This  added  fuel  to  the  already 
well  fed   fire  of  hatred. 

Montgomery  was  absolutely  fearless  and 
the  next  time  he  passed  through  Bliss  a 
crowd  of  armed  cowbovs  was  at  the  sta- 
tion to  meet  him.  Taking  two  revolvers 
fn  his  hands,  he  remarked,  as  he  stepped 
from  the  train  and  leveled  the  plstoUi  at 
the  crowd:  "There  »  not  a  spot  of  Amor- 
lean  soil  upon  which  I  cannot  stand."  He 
had  the  "drop"  and  kept  it,  and  during 
the  time  the  train  waited  he  talked  lo 
the  men,  but  his  conversation  was  not 
intended  to  have  a  quieting  effect.  As  the 
train  pulled  out  he  stepped  aboard  and 
only  once  more  did  he  make  a  trip 
through  that  town  before  he  was  killefl. 
.Xbout  ten  days  after  the  killing  W  c' 
Johnson  was  arrested  and  put  in  the 
coiinty  Jail,  charged  with  the  murder 
Johnsoiis  parents  live  in  Winfleld,  where 
r.ls  rather  has  a  contract  to  carry  the 
mall,  and  until  the  night  upon  which  the 
murder  was  committed  he  worked  on  a 
stone  quarry  east  of  town.  The  next 
morning  he  went  to  Bliss  and  was  em- 
ployed on  the  ranch.  He  was  arrested 
on  the  ranch  and  his  father  persuaded 
liltn  to  come  to  Kansas  without  a  reoui- 
•slilon.  He  Is  26  years  old  and  does  not 
have  a  bad  record  at  home.  He  liad  his 
preliminary  hearing  and  was  bound  over 
to  the  district  court.  In  this  he  swore  he 
went  to  Bliss  Sunday  following  the  mur- 
der, but  the  Sunta  Fe's  ticket  record 
shows  no  sale  of  a  ticket  on  that  dav, 
but  the  iiext  one,  Monday,  the  agent  sold 
a  ticket  for  Bliss  to  Johnson,  with  whom 
he  wa.s  acquainted.  This  difference  and 
.several  others  warranted  the  lustlce  in 
holding  him  for  the  district  court  He  is 
not  suspected  of  being  the  real  murderer 
buj,^>s  thought  to  be  an  accomplice 

The  work  of  running  Coffelt  down  was 
placed  In  the  hands  of  N.  W.  Bush  the 
«->jglstant  superintendent  of  the  Kansas 
City  Pinkerton  agency.  He  learned  that 
a  man  called  "Colorado"  had  been  on  the 
ranch  early  on  the  morning  of  Oct.  a  and 
had  left  very  suddenly  before  davllirht 
This  man  turneil  out  to  be  O.  W  f'offelt" 
and  he  went  to  Pawnee.  Previous,'  how- 
ever, to  the  time  of  the  Montgomerv-  kill- 
ing, Coflrelt  had  been  arrested  by  the  of- 
flcera  of  Pawnee  county  and  held  on  the 
charge  of  assault  with  Intent  to  kill

ONEX 
Amend  Section  372  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Sec.  372:  When  said  board  shall  be  or- 
dared  by  the  common  council  to  make 
any  Improvements  oescrlbcd  in  Sec  u56 
of  this  charter,  it  f<nall  cause  an  estimates 
of  the  cost  oi  !»uc(i  Imtwovement  to  be 
made  by  the  city  engineer  and  shall 
thereupon  proofed  at  once  to  aeseas  75 
per  cent  of  such  portion  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  such  improvement  as  is  assessable, 
including  10  per  cent  upon  such  amount, 
which  shall  be  added  to  the  assessment 
to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  malt- 
ing survey,  plans,  specificatrans  and  sup- 
erintendence on  the  property  to  be  bene- 
fited by  said  irapravement  in  proportion 
as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  baneAts  resuU- 
Ing  thereto,  but  ui  no  case  in  excess  of 
such  benoflts.  In  making-  such  assessmeat 
roll  the  board  ahail  describe  each  parc<  1 
of  property  assessed,  and  the  amount  as- 
sessed against  the  same,  aatd  shall  statu 
the  name  of  the  owner  thereof  so  far  as 
known  to  said  board.  No  misieOce  in,  o- 
omission  of  such  owner's  name  shail  in 
any  wise  affect  such  assessment. 

If  tlio  worlc  .<hall  have  been  eompletel 
before  any  as«eB«ment  la  made,  or  if  the 
amount  so  asses.^^d  shall  be  ineufCicient 
to  complete  the  work,  said  board  shall 
make  a  flnal  assessment  In  the  same  mun- 
uer  to  pay  the  same. 

All  assessments  pnJd  on  account  of  any 
Improvement  ordered  to  be  dona  by  con- 
tract before  the  contract  therefor  la  let 
shall  be  kept  separate  in  the  permanent 
Improvement  revolving  fund  for  such  im- 
provement until  the  amount  of  said  fund 
available  for  said  improvement,  equals 
that  portion  of  the  estimated  cout  of 
said  Improvement  tliat  shall  be  paid  from 
said  iund."  , 

TWO.  — '..1 

Amend  Section  358  by  adding  to  the 
end  thereof  the  following: 

"Provided,  that  for  the  purpose  of  this 
section  in  determining  the  ownership  of 
the  property  where  any  piece  of  property 
is  owned  by  two  or  more  owners  Jointly 
or  in  common  all  such  owners  shall  b« 
counted  as  one." 

THREE. 

Add  a  Section  as  follows: 

"Section  384  a.  The  same  penalties  and 
Interest  shall  be  collected  by  the  county 
treasurer  on  assessments  as  upon  gen- 
eral taxes,  which  penalties  and  Interest 
shall  belong  to  the  city  and  be  turned 
over  by  said  treasurer  to  the  city  with 
the  assessments."

Chlcajro.  Jan.  ni.— JuJge  Tuley  today 
©rdered  a  receivenshiii  fur  the  Zl  >n 
laoe  industries,  and  on  Monday  he  will 
enter  a  decree  a|)i>olntlng  Elmer  Wash- 
burn to  the  position  of  reeeiver,  under 
a  bond  of  $700,000. 

The  court.  In  a  lengthy  decision  of 
the  case,  which  was  Instituted  by 
Samuel  Stevens»on,  a  brother-in-law  of 
John  Alex  Dowie,  declared  that 
Dov.te's  church,  the  Christian  Catholic 
church,  was  a  curious  mixture  of  re- 
liKion  and  business.  He  held  that  Stev- 
enson had,  by  undue  influence  exerted 
by  Dowie,  as  head  of  the  church,  been 
led  to  turn  over  to  Dt>wie  practically 
tverythinjr  he  had  in  the  world,  and 
held  that  Stevenson  was  entitled  to  at 
least  JIOO.OOO  from  Dowie.  or  the  luce 
Industries,  whiih.  he  said,  were  pracii- 
call>-  the  same  thing:. 

■"I'ndue  influence"  was  the  chief  topic 
disi;ufi.«ed  by  the  judg^e  in  his  decision. 
L>owie.  he  .said,  w.-is  umiuestionably  the 
superior  of  Stevenson,  bitth  intellectu- 
ally and  in  business  ability.  Dowie  he 
declared,  was  a  religious  zealot.  Stev- 
enson a  follower.  Stevenson,  like  others 
in  Zion.  followed  Dowie  blindly.  They 
believed  in  him.  the  ajfenl  of  the  Al- 
mighty on  earth,  destined  to  build  uj^ 
cities  of  Zion  In  every  <ountr\*  <n  tll^ 
tvurld.     None    was   more   inlluenced    by 


the  teachings  of  "the  reincarnated 
Elijah'"    than    Stevenson. 

It  was  the  province  of  the  court,  he 
said,  to  i>i\)tect  the  weak  as^ain.-'t  the 
strong.  It  was  not  clear  just  Lo  what 
extent  Steven.>«)n  had  suffered  mone- 
tary loss,  owing  to  the  peculiar  agrr-e-

Glass  Company. 

Pittsburg,  Jan.  31.— Acting  independ- 
ently of  the  combines,  the  D.  O.  Cun- 
ningham Glass  company,  which  is  the 
largest  manufacture  of  window  glass 
outside  of  the  American  Window  com- 
pany, has  voluntarily  advanced  the 
wages  of  all  unskilled  labor  10  per  cent. 
Similar  action  was  immediately  taken 
by  M.  McKee  &  Co.,  and  Cunningham 
&  Co.,  (limited),  who,  like  the  Cunning- 
ham Class  company,  are  members  of 
the  Independent  Glass  companj'.  It  is 
expected  that  other  plants  of  the  in- 
dependent company,  the  American 
Window  Glass  comx>any  and  the  Feder- 
ation Co-operative  Glass  company  will 
follow  suit.  The  advance  will  affect 
2000  men.

Glass  company,  the  Independents  and

Grown    In    Connecticut 

Will  Be  Sold  on 

May  First 

New  York,  Jan.  31.— It  has  been  decid- 
ed by  a  meeting  here  of  the  government 
commission,  which  is  to  advise  the  de- 
partment of  agriculture  in  relation  to 
the  coming  sale  of  the  harvest  of  Con- 
necticut grown  Sumatra  tobacco, 
planted  and  raised  In  the  Connecticut 
valley  last  year,  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  department,  to  hold 
the  sale  in  this  city  about  May  1. 

The  department  furnished  the  seed 
for  this  planting  gave  full  directions  for  • 


the  care  of  the  crop  aqd  sent  a  corps  of 
twenty  experts  to  C<innecticut  to  su- 
pervise the  growing,  curing  and  pack- 
ing of  the  tobacco.  The  actual  expense 
of  the  growing  and  harvesting  of  the 
crop  was  borne  by  the  growers,  but  the 
expert  supervision  as  well  as  the  seed 
and  directions  was  supplied  by  the  de- 
partment. Forty-five  acres  of  land  were 
planted,  the  under  standing  being  that 
the  growers  should  learn  enough  bv  in- 
struction and  experiment  to  enable 
them  to  carry  on  the  industry  on  their 
own  account  and  responsibility  here- 
after. The  growers  have  agreed  to 
have  the  sale  of  the  tntire  crop  take 
place  under  the  auspices  of  the  depart- 
ment in  order  to  show  Just  what  has 
been  accomplished  by  the  government 
experiments.

-Joseph  Wade 
and  B.  H.  Dalton  were  hanged  In  the  jail 
yard  here  this  morning  for  the  murder 
of  James  Morrow  Nov.  14  last.  Both 
men  retained  their  nerve,  and  just  be- 
fore the  rope  was  put  around  Wade  s  neck 
he  said:  "You  may  think  I  am  happy, 
but    Pm    not." 

Joseph  Wade  and  B.  H.  Dalton  mur- 
dered James  B.  Morrow  for  25  cents. 
Morrow  had  been  calling  on  a  young 
lady  friend  and  w-as  on  his  way  home 
about  midnight  on  Nov.  14  when  Wade 
and  DaT.ton  stepped  in  front  of  him 
and  ordered  him  to  throw  up  his  hands. 
Morrow  made  a  movement  toward  put- 
ting his  hands  in  his  pockets,  when  Wa^ie 
fired     the    fatajl    shot.      The     mtjrderers 


were  arrested  three  days  later  In  a  lodg- 
ing house  chiefly  through  infoi-mailon 
furnis-hed  bj-  tht-  woman  who  kept  the 
house.  When  arrested  each  man  accused 
the  other  of  being  the  murderer,  but  after 
a  few  weeks  Wade  confessed  that  he  biiib> 
self   fired    the   shot. 

Wade  was  born  near  Pittsburg.  Pa., 
and  Dalton  at  Atlanta,  Ga.  Wade  and 
his  victim  were  both  under  21  years  old, 
while  Dalton  was  only  23.  On  Wednes- 
day night  Wade,  who  had  treated  his 
approaching  execution  with  levity,  em- 
braced    i^eligson,     and,     according     to    «k 

missionary  who  has  visited  the  prisoners, 
his  conversion  was  due  partly  to  th« 
prayers  of  his  fellow  murderer,  Dalton. 
Dalton  has  received  spiritual  advice  tor 
several    weeks.

Jan.  Sl.-If  Eva  Ben- 
son will  but  change  her  name,  and  in 
tho  metamorphosis  become  the  wife  of 
a  rich  resident  of  Grand  Forks.  N.  D.. 
Superintendent  Randall  and  the  board 
of  control  of  Minnesota  will  grant  to  the 
young  woman  a  full  discharge. 

John  M.  Martin,  police  magistrate  of 
Bemldji.  and  formerly  a  resident  of  Du- 
luth. has  been  in  the  city  for  some  days, 
bis  mission  being  to  Intercede  for  Miss 


Benson  with  the  majesty  of  the  law  as 
it  exists  in  the  person  of  Superintendent 
Randall.  Judge  Martin  presented  his 
case  to  Superintendent  Randall  In  a 
long  interview,  but  admitted  after  the 
interview  that  It  was  unsatlsfactor>  in 
the  main  to  the  reformatory  superin- 
tendent. He  will  take  home  to  Miss 
Benson,  however,  the  assurance  that 
the  day  following  her  marriage,  her  full 
discharge  will  be  given  her. 

There  was  an  evident  fear  in  the  mind 
of  the  superintendent  that  were      Miss 
Benson  discharged  from  the  control  and 
supervision  of  the  state  authorities  and 
allowed   to   leave   the  state,   she   "light 
fall   again   into   evil   ways       Jhe   fact 
that  a  rich  man  of  Grand  Forks.  N.  D., 
had  interested  himself  in  her  behalf  and 
had  probably  sent  Judge  Martin  to  bt 
Cloud  as  an  attorney  to  speak  in  behalf 
of  the  girl,  did  not  tend  to  strengthen 
his  belief  in   tho   future   well  being  of 
ttie  girl.     Judge  Martin,  however,  went 
back  to  Bemidjl  with  the  statement  that 
were  MLss  Benson  to  become  the  lawful 
wife  of  her  Grand  Forks  admirer  then 
the   state   would    release   her   from   its 
supervision, 

Eva  Benson  la  a  young  girl,  but  she 
has  a  history.   Daughter  of  a  Scandi- 
navian, who  some  years  ago  was  Judge 
of   probate   of    Polk   county,    and   who 
after  a  protracted  spree  killed  himself 
she   early   in   life   associated   with   evil 
companions  and  when  not  more  than 
16  years  was  an  inmate  of  a  disreput- 
able house  In  the  wilds      of      Roseau 
county.     There  some  two  years  ago     a 
drunken  mall  carrier  kicked  her  and  the 
proprietress  of  the  place  shot  him  deaa. 
The  woman  went  to  Stillwater  and  the 
girl  was  sentenced  to  the  state  refor- 
matory at  St.  Cloud.      There  being  no 
accommodations  for  her  sex  at  the  re- 
formatory,  she   was  shortly   after   her 
CO  fnltment  transferred  to  the  Stearns 
county  Jail,  where  first  as  prisoner  and 
later   as   servant   girl    she  spent   more 
than  a  year.  Some  two  or  three  months 
ago   she   was   permitted   to   go   to   her 
mother,  who  had  removed  from  Crooks- 
ton  to  Bemidjl.  Now  comes  the  story  of

Meims  t'alopeiler.  a  taniiy  manufac- 
tiirt-r,  was  knocked  down  by  two  men 
and  robbed  of  |yi.3o  and  a  watoh. 

The  viiiim  called  loudly  for  help  and 
two  other  men  rusheil  to  him.  but  the 
thieves  got  away  with  the  money  with- 
out much  trouble. 

Mr.  i'aloi>eder  says  he  is  positive  that 
the  higliwaymen  were  A.  Apotakos  and 
M.  J.  Tanlos,  two  Greek  candy  men, 
and  on  the  strength  of  this  these  two 
men  were  arrested  today  at  the  I'nion 
depot. 

They  say  that  they  know  nothing  of 
the  robbery  and  can  prove  that  they 
were  In  the  tVntral  house  on  Lake  ave- 
nue when  It  occurred. 

Mr.  (\Tlopcdir  lives  at  52S  West  First 
street  and  he  was  on  his  way  home 
shortly  after  7  o'clock  wht  n  he  was  held 
up,  i;i'  iiK)Se  properly  speaking,  when  he 
was  knocked  down. 

He  wa.s  walking  through  the  alleyway 
back  of  the  Howery  Kottling  works 
without  a  surfpii  ion  of  trouble.

The  Postof f  ice  Authorities 

Deny  a  Story  Published 

In  St.  Paul 

Postmaster  Fisher  said  this  noon  that 
there  was  nothing  new  In  the  case  of 
Mllo  Junes,  the  letter  carrier  who  has 
been  suspended  pending  investigation  of 
the  charges  of  tampering  with  registered 
mall.  Mr.  Fi.xher  declared  that  there  Is 
no  truth  in  the  article  that  appeared  In 
ihe  St.  Paul  Di.spatch  last  evening  to  the 
effect  that  Jones  had  been  arretted  by 
Postofflce  Inspector  Drake  on  the  charge 
of  ritling  letters,  had  been  taken  iHjfore 
a  commissioner  and  acknowledged  having 
opened    a    couple    of    registered    letters. 

Mr.  Fisher  says  Jones  has  not  been 
arrested,  neither  has  he  been  taken  be- 
fore a  commissioner.  He  has  not  even 
I'ad  a  hearing  before  the  postal  authori- 
ties. The  article  in  the  St.  Paul  paper  , 
further  stated  that  Jones  would  be  tried 
at  the  next  term  of  United  States  district 
court,  and  that  he  had  been  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  government  but  two  year*. 

It  has  been  reported  that  Jones  is  mikS- 
ing  and  that  his  relatives  know  nothing 
of  his  whereabouts.  It  Is  claimed  l.iat 
the  postofflce  authorities  made  an  effort 
to    llnd    him    vestenlav    and    failed. 

Inspector  Wright,  of  St.  Paul,  is  in 
the  citv  and  is  in  charge  of  the  case. 
The  authorities  were  inclined  to  l>elleve 
that  Jones  would  be  t)n  hand  today,  but 
they  are  very  reticent  this  afternoon  re- 
Kardlng  the  matter,  and  it  is  thought 
that  Jones  has  not  yet  been  found. 

The  officials  refuse  to  say  what  steps 
will    be   taken. 

Jones'  trouble  Is  said  to  be  the  out- 
come of  his  love  for  intoxicants;  that 
orulnarlly  he  was  a  capable  man  of  good 
character.

GREAT    ELECTRIC    PLANT. 

One  of  the  most  remarkable  electri- 
cal power  houses  in  the  world  is  ap- 
proaching completion  at  Thlrty-eightli 
street  and  the  East  River,  in  Manhat- 
tan. It  has  been  built  by  the  New 
York  Edison  Company,  and.  contrary 
to  general  opinion,  will  be,  when  fully 
equipped,  the  most  powerful  plant  of 
Its  kind  In  New  York,  and  probably 
in  the  United  States,  says  the  Brooklya 
Eagle. 

The  general  public  has  been  led  to 
believe  that  the  new  power  station 
which  is  being  built  for  the  Manhattan 
Elevated  railroad  and  for  the  Metropoli- 
tan Traction  company  is  to  be  the  big- 
gest and  most  powerful  one,  but.  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  Edison  company's 
plant  will  have  nearly  one-third  nupre 
power  than  the  Metropolitan.  It  occu- 
pies the  entire  block  between  Thirty- 
eighth,  Thirty-ninth  street.  First  ave- 
nue and  the  East  river.  Its  power  out- 
put will  be  128,000  horse  power,  but  ther« 
are  arrangements  by  which  this  amount 
can  be  increased. 

All  precedents  have  been  abandoned 
by  the  electrical  engineers  who  have 
planned  the  power  house  efiuipment. 
Human  control,  with  the  attendant  pos- 
sibility of  mistake,  has  been  reduced  to 
a  minimum.  The  chief  object  of  the 
engineers  seems  to  have  been  to  make 
the  entire  plant  automatic,  and  they 
have  succeeded  so  thoroughly  in  their 
attempt  that  if  every  human  being  was 
withdrawn  from  the  building  and  tha 
doors  were  locked  the  plant  seems  ca- 
pable of  running  itself  for  a  while. 

Direct-coupled  dynamos  are  no  novel- 
ty in  electrical  construction,  but  ther« 
are  points  about  the  sixteen  enormous 
direct-coupled  dynamos  which  consti- 
tute the  main  reliance  of  the  Edison 
plant  that  differ  entirely  from  the  type 
in  general  use.  A  direct-coupled  dyna- 
mo, it  should  be  explained,  is  one  that 
is  attached  directly  to  an  engine. 
Usually  the  dynamo  is  placed  upon  the 
main  shaft  so  as  to  balance  the  flywheel 
of  the  engine.  In  the  earlier  methodi 
of  construction — and  in  some  small 
plants  today— each  dynamo  stands  by 
itself  and  is  driven  by  a  belt  running 
to  th<»  flywheel  of  the  engine.  It  wa« 
thought  that  a  great  advance  had  been 
made  when  direct-coupled  dynamos 
were  Introduced,  but  those  which  onc^ 
excited  wonder  have  been  rendered 
absolute  by  the  advances  in  electri- 
cal  engineering.

A  CHANGE 


South   Shore   Road   Will 

Soon    Abandon   the 

Pullman  Service. 


Now  Constructing  Sleep- 
ers to  Be  Operated 
By  Itself. 


Many    Roads    Are    Now 

Taking  Up  That 

Policy. 


The  South  Shore  roml  will  aband<m 
the  Pullman  service  June  1  and  put  its 
own  8le.>ping  cor  etiulpment  In  use. 
The  ontnu't  of  the  South  Shore  with 
the  Pullman  company  will  expire  on 
that  date.  The  road  id  now  having 
five  handsome  .sleci>ei-s  built  ait  Dayton, 
Ohio.  They  are  practically  completed, 
and  could  be  plated  in  service  at  al- 
niiKst  any  time,  but  for  the  contract 
with  the  Pullman  company. 

This  action  of  the  South  Shore  com- 
pany will  be  noted  with  great  interest 
in  the  railway  world,  for  the  reason 
that  It  has  been  widely  said  of  late 
years  that  a  railway  company  cannot 
Operati'  it^  own  .sleepers  as  iheaply  'i^ 
the  Pullman  company  can  operate 
them.  Il  i.s  seMom  that  the  immediate 
earnin^'s  of  any  of  the  modern  luxuries 
of  itiilway  travel  pay  their  way.  Nearly 
everything  that  the  ease  of  the  traveler 
dictates  in  these  days  is  directly  a  tax 
on  the  railway  companies.  The  addi- 
tional traffic  that  the  offering  of  these 
luxuries  attracts,  however,  is  suppo.sed 
to  iiiaiie  up  for  the  direct  outlay.  Every 
railway  pays  for  the  use  of  a  Pullman 
■Iceper  on  the  basis  of  the  mileage  the 
car  is  hauled,  and  besides  pays  for  each 
passenger  that  occupies  a  berth.  Even 
If  the  Pullman  got\9  out  without  a  pas- 
senger, the  road  Is  taxed  for  the  pri- 
vilege of  hauling  it. 

There  has  been  a  tendency  of  late 
years  on  the  part  of  the  roads  formerly 
owning  the  sleepers  they  operate  to 
turn  th.'  busini-ss  over  to  the  I'uUman 
company,  partly  on  the  theory  that 
that  company,  being  a  specialist  and 
having  all  the  machinery  for  handling 
the  service,  could  handle  the  business 
to  better  advantage  and  relieve  the 
railways  of  the  expense  and  worry  of 
maintaining  a  .separate  department. 
The  Great  Northern  and  IMIwaultee 
systems  are  two  notable  exceptions  in 
the  West  at  present.  Both  roads  own 
their  own  sleepers  and  succeed  In  giv- 
ing g(KHl  satisfaction  to  their  patrons, 
as  well  as  evidently  satisfying  them- 
selves with  the  earnings  of  the  service. 
It  ha.s  been  reported,  since  aciiulrlng 
control  of  the  Burlington,  Mr.  Hill  has 
been  planning  to  have  that  road  dls- 
pen.se  with  i'uUmans  and  establish  a 
sleeping  car  service  of  Its  own.  There 
have  been  no  developments,  however, 
and  It  is  considered  probable  that  for 
the  present  a  contract  with  the  Pull- 
man company  will  prevent  the  early 
carrying  out  of  this  plan. 

The  tendency  in  the  administration 
of  railway  systems  to  cut  out  all  pos- 
•ible  extra  handling  will.  It  Is  believed, 
fMspose  their  financiers  to  embrace 
sleeper  ownership,  and  it  Is  considered 
that  the  South  Shore  is  taking  an  ad- 
vance posltlcjn  in  the  forward  move- 
ment. Il  is  said  that  the  service  can  be 
Buccessfully  operated  in  connection 
with  the  dining  car  service  of  the  road, 
which,  it  is  understood.  Is  soon  Ufcely  to 
have  greatly  Improved  equipment.  The 
result  will  be  watched  with  Interest  by 
the  railroad  world.  It  Is  said  that  the 
new  slee[K?rs  the  road  Is  now  having 
built  will  be  the  equals  of  anything  the 
Pullman  company  now  operates  in 
•very  comfort  and  beauty  of  finish  that 
experience  and  artistic  taste  can  sug- 
(test.  They  will  be  illuminated  with  In- 
candescent lights  and  equipped  with 
all  up-to-date  conveniences. 

For  the  reason  that  the  new  sleepers 
cannot  be  placed  in  service  until  June 
1.  it  has  practically  been  decided  by 
the  road  to  po.<;tpone  putting  Its  new 
PH-ssenger  equipment  in  service  until 
the  .same  date.  First  class  service  will 
probably  be  light  until  May  1.  and  It  Is 
th(»u:?ht  best  to  bring  out  the  hand- 
some new  trains  all  at  one  time.  In- 
stead of  improving  the  service  plece- 
me.ll.  This  new  equipment,  which  will 
displace  that  now  used  on  the  South 
Shore's  night  trains,  will  consist  of 
five  handsome  cars  for  each  train.  They 
will  be  full  vestlbuled,  and  will  Include 
every  possible  modem  necessity  and 
luxury.  The  two  day  coaches  on  each 
train  will  be  fitted  up  with  the  moat 
restful  of  the  late  high-back  seats,  and 
will  be  lighted  with  electricity.  Every- 
thing  that  is  a  feature  of  any  modern 
pa.ssenger  train  equipment  will  be  sup- 
plied. The  next  Improvement  will  be 
new  efiulpment  on  the  day  trains. 

The  equipment  of  the  passenger 
trains  on  the  Dulufth  roads  has  for 
0ome  time  been  the  cause  of  amaze- 
ment to  travelers  accustomed  to  poorer 
service  In  the  Rast.  West  and  South- 
west. Few  cities  are  said  by  people 
accu-^stotned  to  frequent  travel  about 
the  country  to  have  the  passenger  ser- 
vice that  is  furnished  this  city.

During  the  Thirty-one  years  In  which 
the  weather  bureau  station  has  been 
maintained  at  Duluth  the  average  tem- 
perature of  the  month  of  February  has 
been  13  degrees  above  zero.  The  warmest 
was  In  I'i'i  when  the  average  was  32  de- 
grees and  the  coldest  in  1S75  when  it  was  1 
degree. 

The  highest  temperature  reconled  In  any 
February  was  57  degrees  on  the  21st  In 
18T7,  and  the  lowest  30  degrees  below  zero 
on  the  9th  In  ISIW. 

Precipitation  had  averaged  1.11  Inches, 
the  greatest  amount  being  2.71  Inches  In 
1S84  and  the  last  .10  In  l'<77.  The  greatest 
snowfall  In  anv  twentv-four  hours  was  5 
Inches  on  the  2i>th  and  21st  In  ISXft. 

The  average  number  of  deiir  days  has 
been  9,  partly  cloudy  12  and  cloudy  10. 

Prevailing  winds  have  been  from  the 
northeast  and  the  highest  velocity  52 
miles  from  the  northeast  on  the  26th  in 
1S7G.

There  are,  undoubtedly,  a  large  num- 
ber of  people  In  West  Duluth  that  are 
not  aware  that  Alderman  Barnes,  of 
the  Seventh  ward,  has  already  Intro- 
duced in  the  city  council  a  resolution 
that  has  for  one  of  its  provisions  an 
Investigation  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
mission appointed  of  other  routes  for 
the  street  car  line  than  that  over  the 
viaduct  or  through  a  tunnel,  should 
any  other  be  suggested.  The  resolu- 
tion was  adopted  at  the  last  meeting. 
In  effect  it  provides  that  the  commis- 
sion, of  which  Alderman  Barnes  Is  a 
member,  shall  consider  the  proposed 
cut  under  the  tracks  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  company;  ascertain  whether  the 
railway  company  can  be  Induced  to 
contribute  anything  toward  the  ex- 
pen.se  of  constructing  a  tunnel;  find  out 
from  the  street  car  company  where  its 
West  Duluth  tracks  will  run  in  v.he 
event  a  tunnel  should  be  under  the  pro- 
cess of  construction  and  endeavor  to  gel 
the  company  to  transport  the  rock 
necessary  for  a  cut,  from  Fourteenth 
avenue  west. 

The  third  provision  particularly  re- 
fers to  the  Idea  that  has  been  advanced 
by  J.  J.  Frey  and  others  of  West  Du- 
luth.     It  reads  as  follows: 

"To  report  if  any  other  route  could  be 
selected,  which  would  be  better  to  sub- 
serve the  Interests  of  all  parties,  than 
the  route  already  prepared." 

Alderman  Barnes  sajte  that  the  last 
clau.se  was  put  In  because  he  had  heard 
more  or  less  talk  about  some  other 
route,  but  that  he  Is  not  at  all  familiar 
with  the  merits  of  the  same.  Mr. 
Barnes  believes  that  If  th^e  is  another 
feasible  route  the  city  engineering  force 
should  certainly  Investigate  It  and  tho 
comml.sslon  may  then  have  definite  In- 
formation to  work  on. 

'The  idea  Is  this,"  said  Alderman 
Barnes,  this  morning,  "the  people  of 
West  Duluth  want  the  quickest  pos- 
sible service.  When  we  make  an  im- 
provement we  want  a  permanent  one 
and  we  want  the  route,  wherever  it 
may  be,  to  be  the  quickest  for  street  car 
transportation  between  West  Duluth 
and  other  parts  of  the  city.  There  will 
be  thousands  of  West  Duluth  people 
carried  between  Duluth  and  West  Du- 
luth for  years  to  come  and  It  would  cer- 
tainly be  the  best  policy  to  have  the 
shortest  and  quickest  route  of  travel 
for  a  permanent  thing,  even  if  It  does 
cost  a  few  t.housand  dollars  more  at 
first.  The  saving  of  a  little  time  for 
a  term  of  years  to  thousands  of  work- 
ing and  business  men  of  this  part  of 
the  city  means  more  to  them  than  a  few 
dollars."

Ihelr  own.  now. 

And  they  are  coming  from  a  meat 
trust,    too. 

The  retail  meat  tru.st  is  having  dif- 
ficulties with  the  wholesale  meat  tru.««. 
and  the  strniles  of  the  buti.hei-s  over  the 
Imminent  war  ajiiong  the  wholesalers, 
which  promised  benetitj?  In  the  way  of 
cut  prices,  are  turned  U>  tears  nuw  that 
the  war  is  over  and  the  wholesale  truest 
is  solidirt«'il  and  saucier  than  t-ver. 

A  couple  of  weeks  ago  The  Herald 
published  the  fa<ts  that  there  was  a 
little  row  on  among  the  wholesalers; 
that  one  at  le.ist  of  their  number  hal 
been  cutiinK  pri<.es:  that  those  who 
had  not  been  cuttinp  prices  were  mad 
about  it,  and  that  retaliation  of  the 
Feveiest  kind  was  thrt  atr-ned. 

A  few  days  later  The  Herald  also 
publi.^hed  the  news  that  th-.^  war  was 
over:  tnat  it  had  resulted  in  a  rtr»«nKer 
alliance  of  the  whok-.Jalers.  offensive 
and  defensive:  that  the  only  whole- 
saler thai  had  been  outside  of  the 
combine  had  been  gathered  in.  and 
that  the  trust  stood  alone,  monarch  of 
all  li  .««urveyed. 

And  now  comes  the  result  of  this 
healing  of  the  bi-each  in  the  shape  of  a 
tightenlnK  of  the  lines  around  the  re- 
tail t.utchers.  Prices  have  been 
jumpt^d  suddenly,  and  the  retailers  siiy 
that  there  are  no  general  market  con- 
ditions to  warrant  It,  an>l  that  the 
jump  l8  simply  because  the  wholesalers 
are  united  and  in  a  iKisition  to  make  it. 
Beef  has  been  pushed  up  I'-j  cents  a 
pound  in  price.  Pork  loins  have  been 
increased  1  cent  per  pound. 

And  even  liver,  that  humble  susten- 
ance of  the  poor  mm.  which  the  hiph 
retail  prices  left  as  his  only  resource. 
is  hljrher.  The  wholesale  meat  trust  is 
eo  confident  of  its  power,  and  so  dar- 
Inp  In  the  use  of  It,  that  it  ha.^  in- 
creased the  price  of  liver,  the  wholesale 
price.  1  cent  a  pound. 

Not  only  that,  but  the  newly  cement- 
ed wholesale  meet  combine  has  become 
«o  dictatorial  in  Its  methods  that  It 
proposes  to  make  the  retail  butcher 
come  after  his  m'>at  or  pay  for  having 
it  brought  to  him.  Free  delivery  of 
purcha*!*  s  has  been  a  custom  so  long 
that  the  retailers  can  hardly  believe 
their  senses.  The  wholesalers  threaten 
to  stop  delivering  meat  unless  the  re- 
tailers pay  them  so  much  more  a  pound 
for  its  delivery.  This  has  not  gone  into 
effect  yet,  but  it  is  threatened. 

'The  wholesalers  make  the  boast 
now."  said  a  retail  butcher  this  morn-

The  1  northern  In  store  is  quoted  at  70c. 
■I'iC  imder  the  May,  while  shippers  here 
are  willing  to  buy  It  at  2c  under  the  May. 

On  the  cash  or  to  arrive  article  the 
Duluth  market  would  therefore  be  a  little 
better  than  the  Fort  William  price.  Un- 
doubtedly the  Duluth  shippers  will  get  In 
line  on  their  May  price,  as  It  seems  a 
burning  shame  to  see  No.  2  wheat,  iden- 
tical in  qualit.v.  selling  in  the  same  mar- 
ket at  a  difference  of  2*40.

THEY  MEET. 

Legislative  Delegation  and 
Business  Men's  Com- 
mittee Confers. 

The  members  of  the  Duluth  legisla- 
tive delegation  met  the  members  of  the 
business  men's  delegation  to  St.  Paul  at 
Cai>t.  McDougallt*  oifice  at  4  o'clock  yes- 
terday alteriioon.  The  latter  gentlemen 
rei)orted  the  result  of  their  trip  to  the 
capital  and  their  call  on  the  governor. 
Their  errand  had  been  one  of  peacu  and 
conciliation,  and  they  were  anxious  that 
the  members  of  the  delegation  should  be 
posted  on  the  discoveries  they  had  made. 
It  was  said  that  a  method  was  found  of 
compromising  the  differences  reg.'irdlng 
the  vessel  tonnage  tax  that  will  be  ac- 
ceptable to  the  tax  commission,  or  which 
at  least  will  not  be  learned  as  the  par- 
ties to  the  conference  wer*  pledged  to 
secrecy  by  the  members  of  the  business 
•men's  committee  at  the  close  of  the  meet- 
ing. 

In  this  connection,  a  suggestion  was 
made  to  a  West  Duluth  business  man  who 
visited  St.  Paul  last  week  that  the  Duluth 
delegation  endeavor  to  seelro  the  re-en- 
actment of  the  present  vessel  tonnage 
taxation  law  as  an  amendment  to  the  re- 
port of  the  tax  commission.  When  the 
iron  ore  tonnage  tax  was  decided  uncon- 
stitutional. It  was  known  that  the  vessel 
tonnage  tax  was  Invalid,  but  it  has  l>een 
respected  more  as  a  mMtter  of  courtesy 
than  as  one  of  law.  However,  by  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment  known  as 
section  17,.  providing  for  .a  tax  on  sleep- 
ing car  and  express  comimnles,  the  peo- 
ple gave  to  the  le;il8lature  the  power  to 
tax  builders  and  owners  of  vessels  doing 
business  In  the  state  along  the  lines  of 
the  law  of  IVto,  and  It  Is  said  the  reen- 
actment  of  the  law  passed  In  that  year 
will  establish  the  vessel  tonnage  tax  a« 
a   constitutional  st.atuf. 

Whether  this  Is  the  solution  of  the  dif- 
ficulty, ,a.<»  suggested  to  the  members  of 
the  legislative  delegation  yestenlay  by 
the  members  of  the  business  men's  com. 
mltt<^.  l8  not  known,  but  it  Is  believed 
by  many  who  have  discussed  the  sug- 
gestion brought  up  from  St.  Paul  by  the 
West  Duluth  man  that  it  affords  a  suc- 
cessful and  effective  plan  for  clearing  up 
the   trouble.

Chicago,  Jan.  31. — Professor  Charles 
W.  Pearson  of  the  Northwestern  uni- 
versity, who  recently  created  much 
comment  by  reason  of  his  attacks  on 
certain  parts  of  the  Bible,  yesterday 
caused  surprise  at  the  chapel  exercises 
of  the  university  by  asking  to  make  a 
statement  before  the  students.  The  oc- 
casion was  the  observance  of  the  day 
of  prayer  of  the  Americah  colleges. 
Just  as  the  services  were  ending,  Pro- 
fessor Pearson  arose  and.  on  being 
given  permission  to  speak,  briefly 
buried  his  head  in  his  hands  a  moment 
and  then  said: 

"This  may  be  the  last  time  that  I 
will  have  the  opportunity  of  addressing 
you  on  a  similar  occasion.  This  Is  my 
reason  for  making  a  few  remarks.  I 
believe  in  Christ.  1  believe  in  prayer, 
and  I  believe  in  the  power  of  the  holy 
ghost.  Anything  I  have  done  or  said 
was  for  the  benefit  of  the  Christian  re- 
ligion. I  think  that  It  has  done  some 
good.  I  do  not  care  to  retract,  and  1 
regret  nothing  I  have  said  or  written." 

The  students  at  once  took  Professor 
Pear-sons  meaning  to  be  either  that  he 
would  resign,  or  that  he  was  t)eing 
dismissed.  I!ut  both  he  and  members 
of  the  faculty  said  no  such  action  was 
contemplated. 

Professor  Pearson  has  elaborated  his 
ptisiilon  In  a  letter  to  the  current  issue 
of  the  Northwestern  Christian  Advo- 
cate, and  in  turn  is  sharply  criticised 
by  the  editor  of  the  paper,  David  D. 
Thompson. 

Professor  Pearson  declares  that,  so 
soon  as  he  can  find  time  to  put  his 
thought  into  form,  he  will  amplify  his 
so-called  heretical  expressions  by 
touching  on  new  points  of  Biblical  in- 
terpretation. Inasmuch  as  the  Chris- 
tian Advocate  has  declined  to  print  his 
expression."?,  he  will,  he  says,  seek  other 
means  to  bring  them  before  the  public. 
Should  his  course  result  in  his  separa- 
tion from  the  Methodist  church.  Pro- 
fessor Pear.son  states  he  will  go  in  sor- 
row, but  not  in  bitterness  of  spirit. 

Editor  Thompson's  editorial  reply 
says  it  passes  the  understanding  of  the 
writer  why  Professor  Pearson  should 
desire  to  teach  in  a  eMthodist  school, 
and  reiterate.'?  belief  that  he  should 
have  withdrawn  from  the  Methodls*. 
church  before  expressing  the  views 
which  have  caused  all  the  storm. 

Professor  Pearson's  letter,  as  pub- 
lished in  the  Christian  Advocate  fol- 
lows: 

"Mr.  David  D.  Thompson— Dear  Sir: 
Thanks  for  your  permission  to  make  a 
brief  personal  statement  in  the  North- 
western Christian  Advocate.  It  is  sim- 
ply this:  However  much  my  friend 
may  think  I  am  mistaken  in  my  views. 
I  desire  to  assure  them  that  T  firmly 
believe  in  what  I  consider  the  real  es- 
sentials of  Christianity  and  that  my 
immediate  and  ultimate  alms  are  con- 
structive and  not  Iconoclastic. 

"Points  of  view  differ,  and.  though 
my  utterances  have  ibeen  in  some 
quarters  thought  radical,  there  is  a  far 
devper,  yet  prevalent,  skepticism.  I 
have  no  sympathy  with  materialism, 
fatalism,  or  agnosticism.  I  believe  in  a 
personal  Go<3  and  a  personal  immor- 
tality, and  in  rewards  and  i>unishments 
In  the  future  life  according  to  the 
deeds  done  in  the  body,  and  in  every- 
thing that  to  my  mind  belongs  to  the 
Christianity  of  Christ. 

"I  will  say  further  that  I  regard 
Methodism  as  a  revival  of  primitive 
Christianity.  To  me  its  fundamental 
ideas  are  death  unto  sin  and  life  unto 
righteousness,  the  witness  and  guid- 
ance of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  active  ef- 
forts to  do  good  to  all  men  according 
to  opportunity.  In  all  these  I  fervently 
believe.  I  have  not  lost  faith  in  God, 
but  have,  as  I  think,  a  broader  and 
deeper  basis  for  belief  than  ever  before, 
and  a  present  joy  greater  than  I  have 
known  for  years. 

"It  was  with  great  reluctance  that  I 
uttered  words  of  exhortation  and  rebuke 
that  have  given  pain.  If  It  is  any  mi- 
tigation of  them  I  will  gladly  say  that 
I  laid  no  reproach  upon  others  in  which 
I  did  not  include  myself.  I  felt  guilty 
and  condemned  for  my  own  silence  and 
I  thought  I  saw  evidence  of  the  same 
feeling  in  others.  I  became  so  dis- 
tressed In  spirit  that  I  determined  that, 
come  what  might,  I  would  endeavor  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  church  to  the 
cause  of  its  weakness  and  the  danger 
that  threatens  it. 

"As  for  the  way  In  which  I  have  done 
it.  I  am  sorry  that  it  is  not  better  than 
it  is,  and  can  only  say  that  I  did  my 
best.  Let  me  say  to  my  brethren  whose 
methods  are  less  Impetuous  than  mine 
what  Lowell,  in  apology  for  himself, 
said  to  George  William  Curtis: 

"  "Twere  my  felicity  could  I  attain 
The  temperate  zeal  that  balances  your 

brain; 
But  nature  still    o'erleaps     reflection's 

plan. 
And  one  must  do  his  service  as  he  can. 

"As  to  the  opinions  advanced,  I  have 
nothing  to  retract  or  to  qualify.  I  be- 
lieve them  to  be  correct  as  far  as  they 
go  and  that  the  statement  of  them  v/Ill 
do  good.  On  some  points  I  have  not 
yet  declared  myself,  but  purpo.se  to  do 
so  as  soon  as  I  can  command  the  time 
to  put  them  Into  form.  and.  as  you  de- 
cline to  admit  them  to  the  Northwest- 
ern. I  shall  bring  them  before  the  pub- 
lic through  some  other  channel.  'No 
man.  having  put  his  hand  to  the  plow, 
and  looking  back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom 
of  God.* 

"If.  as  T  f»ar  from  th*  reception  of  my 
first  statement,  my  subsequent  expres- 
sions of  belief  should  necessitate  my 
separation  from  the  church  in  which 
my  father  was  a  preacher  from  his 
early  manhood  till  his  death,  and  In 
which  I  have  lived  from  my  cradle,  and 
for  which  I  have  for  many  years  la- 
bored to  the  utmost  of  my  ability.  I 
shall  go  in  .sorrow,  but  not  In  bitterness 
of  spirit  and  shall  hope  that  the  best 
dafs  of  Methodism  are  yet  to  come,  for 
'my  heart's  desire  and  prayer  to  God  for 
Israel  is  that  they  might  be  saved,  for 
I  bear  them  record  that  they  have  a 
zeal  for  God.'  though,  after  applying?^ 
this  apostolic  eulogy  of  ancient  Israel 
to  modern  Methodism.  I  am  obliged  also 
to  say,  as  he  does,   that  I   think   that

the  Qiilet  before  the  storm.  In  the  produce 
!ine  this  week  thfro  has  not  boon  a  single 
change  in  prices.  During  the  winter  weeks 
there  have  been  frequent  changes,  mostly 
upward,  and  the  fact  that  the  upward  ten- 
dency has  ceased  indicates  that  the 
.•shadow  of  approaching  competition  from 
frosli  nprlng  vegetables  is  exerting  Its 
influence  on  the  mark^^t.  The  winter 
stock.«  are  running  rather  low,  and  If  it 
were  not  for  the  promise  of  a  new  lot  of 
vegetables  soon  prices  wouKV-be  hljrher. 

J^ut  within  a  few  weeks  the  northward 
march  of  spring  will  begin  to  make  Itself 
felt.  First  from  the  sunny  Southland 
will  come  new  vegetables  and  fruits.  Thon 
as  the  sun  creeps  north  day  by  day  the 
fresh  stuff  will  come  from  higher  lati- 
tudes, until  finally  It  wUI  be  comlnp  from 
the  soil  right  at  Duluth's  doors,  and  sum- 
mer will  be  here. 

This  is  not  60  Imminent  however,  tha.t 
anyl)0(3y  need  take  off  the  storm  doors 
and  take  away  the  banking  from  around 
the  basement.  It  will  be  a  gradual  pro- 
cess, and  all  that  Is  evident  of  it  so  far 
ls>  the  flrpt  faint  ."signs  that  takes  the  ex- 
pert  to  detect.

The   federal   gov- 
ernment of  Colombia  stands   in  consider- 
able awe  of  the  state  of  Panama,  fearing 
that  that  state  may  secede  from  the  feder- 
ation and   set  Itself  up  as  on  independent 
republic.    The  canal  passes  through  Pana- 
ma and  will  be  wholly  within  Its  jurisdic- 
tion,    so     that     the     threatened     secession 
would    mean    that    Colombia   as    a    whole 
would    get    none    of    the    benoflls    of    the 
great     Inter-oceanlc      enterprise.       Heneo 
whatever  the  Panama  representatives  in- 
sist upon  is  very  likely   to  be  conceded  by 
Colombia.     The  possibility   that  Colombia 
may  try  to  ovenharge   the  I'nited  States 
for  the  desired  right-of-way  Is   somewhat 
modltled    by    the    circumstances    that    the 
NlcaraKua  element  are  still  very  sure  that 
their   route   will   win    with  congress  after 
all.    They  assert  that  Senator  Morgan  will 
surely  carry   his  committee,     having      al- 
ready   assured    himself    of    the    votes    of 
Hawley    Harris,  Turner  and  Mitchell,  and 
needing    only    one    more,    which    he    may 
have  secured  by  this  time,  to  make  a  ma- 
jority.     Kven    if   he    succeeds    In   handing 
a  majority   report   to  the  senate   favoring 
Nicarauga,  there  will  surely  be  a  minority 
report,    and    then    it    will    remain    for    the 
republics    of   Nicaragua    and   Colombia   to 
try  to  underbid  each  other.

To  Save                dustry     which     has 
•     Valuable          assumed  large  pro- 
portions       on      the 
Industry.              Mississippi        river 
^11!  have  to  be  largely  curtailed  in  order 
to  save  extermination  of  the  mussels  with 
■which   the  bed  of  the  river  was  so   thor- 
ouhly  lined.    It  was  discovered  some  years 
ago  that  the  shells  of  various  species  of 
mussels.    Including   the    nigger  head,   but- 
terfly, mueket,  buckhorn.  yellow  .sandsliell 
and   black    sandshoU.    contained    material 
splendidly  adapted  to  the  manufacture  of 
high    class    pearl    buttons.      The    duty    on 
these   buttons    Is   high   enough    to   protect 
the  local  Industry,  and  soon  factories  be- 
gan  to  spring   up   all  along  the  banks  of 
the  .Ml.xsisslppl.ln  whose  waters  thousands 
of   mii.ssels   thrive,    there  being  several   In 
Minnesota.     The   shells   were  stripped  of 
their    contents    and    were    then    cut    into 
forms,  or  blanks,  which  were  later  turned 
Into  buttons.     Thou.sanfis  of   persons  are 
•ngaged  In  the  Industry,  but  the  activity 
of  the  mussel  hunters  soon  began   to  ef- 
fect the  supply.  Diggers  have  moved  from 
one  locality  to  another  until  the  beds  are 
becoming    rapidly    exhausted.      In    order 
to        prevent        extermination        a        bill 
has  been  presented  In  congress  proposing 
to  protect  the  fresh  water  mussels  In  the 
rivers    of    the    United    States.     Represen- 
tative   Rumple,    of    Davenport.    Iowa,    Is 
the  author   of   the   bill,    which   Is   backt-d 
up  by  the  T'nlted  States  flsh  commission. 
The    bill    proposes    to    save    the    mussels 
and  the  Industry  by  Imposing  certain  re- 
strictions  upon    the   number    and  size   of 
the  mus.'sels  to  be  taken.     The  tishlng  in- 
dustry  is  to  be  stopped  altogether  In  the 
period  between  Jan.  1  and  April  1.  which 
is   the   spawning  season.     The   gathering 
of  shells  from  any  one  bed  for  two  con- 
secutive years  is  prohibited.    The  ttshlng 
for    mussels    with    certain    sharp    Instru- 
ments that  Injures  the  shells  of  those  not 
taken    is    also    prohibited.      The    proposed 
law  prescribes  the  sizes  of  mussels  which 
can  be  lawfully  taken,  the  idea  being  to 
protect  the  young  ones  which  have  not  at- 
tained   a   marketable   size.     Thousands  of 
bushels  of  the  mussels  have  been  wasted 
by    searchers    for   pearls,    who    dig   them, 
remove  the  meat  and  search  for  the  pearl 
throwing  the  rest  away.     Many  pearls  of 
great   value    have   b.'en    found,    but    It    Is 
■well    to  check   the  greed   which  has   pre- 
vailed  in  order  that  a  valuable  Industry 
may  ( ontinue.  


WSTCRWaY   TO    THE   SE5. 

A  steamship  line  from  Duiiith  to  Que- 
bec, to  connect  there  with  ocean  steam- 
ships   to    Europe,    is    projected    for    the 
eomlng  season  by  a  transportation  com- 
pany  of   which   A.    B.    Wolvin.   of   this 
city,    is    president.       In    his    testimony 
before    the    Interstate    commerce    com- 
mission at  Chicagro,  President  James  J. 
Hill,  of  the  Great  Northern  road.       re- 
ferred lo  the  disposition  of  Western  ex- 
porters of  late  to  seek  an  outlet      for 
grain  through  tlie  gulf  ports,  and  he  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  this  movement 
was  likely  to  bring  about  a  revival  of 
the  agitation  for  a  deep  waterway  from 
the  grreat  lakes  to  the  Atlantic  seaboard. 
Mr.    Hill   attributed   the   unprecedented 
situation  at  Kansas  City,  where  wheat 
has   been   selling,    for  some   time  past, 
actually   higher    than   at  Chicago,       to 
the    growing    Importance    of    the    gulf 
ports  as  ports  of  export.      The  opening 
of  an  export  route  via  the  gul'  natur- 
ally enhances  the  price  of  all      South- 
western grain,  since  the  rail  haul  is  so 
much    shorter    from    all    that    territory 
than  to  the  Atlantic  seaboard.  Perhaps 
the  growing   importance   of  the       gulf 
route    may    cause    the       Northwestern 
members   of  congress  to    bestir     them- 
selves in   favor  of  the  plan  to  connect 
the  lakes  and   the  Atlantic  by  a  deep 
waterway. 

The   representatives   of     the     North- 
west     and      of      the        states        bor- 
dering on    the    great   lakes    have   been 
strangely  negligent  of  their  duty  in  re- 
gard to   this   important   project.   When 
Mr.  Towne  represented  the  Duluth  dis- 
trict in  the  house,  he  started  a  strong 
movement  in  favor  of  a  deep  waterway 
to    the    .sea    and    succeeded    in    gettinij 
an   appropriation   for  a  survey  of      a 
route  around  Niagara  Falls.      The  sur- 
vey was   made  and  a   report  presented 
by  the  engineers.       Unfortunately    Mr. 
Towne   was  retired  from  congress  and 
the   subject   was   allowed    to   drop.    Mr. 
Towne's  successor  in  the      house      lias 
never  shown  any  disposition  to  push  the 
matter,  although  there  Is  nothing      he 
could  do  there  that  would  be  of  greater 
benefit   to   Duluth   and    the  grain   pro- 
ducers of  the  Northwest.      There   was 
a  splendid   opportunity   to  force       this 
project  to  the  front  in  connection  with 
the  isthmian  canal  proposition.      There 
are  enough  representatives  of  di.«»trlcts 
that  have  a  vital   interest  in   the  deep 
waterway  scheme  to  have      combined 
and  held  up  the  isthmian  canal  bill  in 
the  house  until  its  friends  agreed       to 
give   support   to  a   sutllclent  appropri- 
ation to  connect  the  lakes  and  the  ocean 
by  a  waterway  that  would  admit   the 
passage   of   the  largest   vessels.       That 
opportunity  has  passed  for  the  present, 
but  it  may  soon  be  offered  again  when 
the  canal  bill  comes  back  from  the  sen- 
ate.      Sentimental  reasons  would  prob- 
ably favor  an  all-American  canal,  but 
from  a  commercial  point  of  view  the  St. 
Lawrence  route  Is  the  best.  However,  it 
would    be   difficult   to   get   congfress   to 
vote  a  large  sum  for  the  improvement 
of  a  waterway  partly  through  Canada, 
unless  some  plan  could  be  devised      to 
put  it  under  the  control  of  an  interna- 
tional commission  with  its  neutrality  In 
time  of  war  guaranteed. 

In  the  meantime,  some  such  trans- 
portation scheme  as  that  proposed  by 
Mr.  Wolvin  and  his  associates  must  be 
depended  upon  to  give  the  outlet  needed 
for  the  surplus  products  of  the  North- 
west. 


provide  fcr  tho  paym.ent  of  their  In- 
debtednees  only  by  economy  and  e^v- 
ing.  An  automatically  working  sinking 
fund  is  a  myth.  No  sinking  fund  can  be 
devised  that  will  even  operate  con- 
stantly, with  certainty  and  precision. 
For  this  there  are  two  rea^on^:  (1)  the 
'discharge  of  the  public  debt,  and  even 
the  paymf.nt  of  interest,  must  yield  at 
times  to  the  superior  demands  of  the 
state  for  its  own  preservation;  and  (2) 
even  a  sovereign  legislature  cannot  bind 
the  hands  of  its  successors. 

"The  rise  and  fail  of  public  revenues," 
says  Mr.  Boutell,  "are  so  sudden  and  so 
Incapabale   of    being   foretold,   that   re- 
duction of  revenue,   when      justifiable, 
should  always  be  made  gradually  and 
with  caution.       Temporary  or      emer- 
gency taxes  should  be  repealed      before 
changes,  designed  solely  for  revenue  re- 
duction, are   made  In  the      permanent 
sources  of   the   national   Income.       The 
history  of  the  debts  of  modern  nations— 
for  nation  debts  are  a  matter  of   the 
last  200  years— lias    demonstrated      the 
vast  difference  that  exists  between  the 
principles  of  private  and  public  finan- 
ciering.     The  chief  aim  of  the  man  en- 
gaged in  private  business  is  the  accu- 
mulation of  a  surplus  and  its  profitable 
investment.      Wise  and  successful  pub- 
lic financiering  consists,  however,  in  the 
nicest  possible   adjustment   of  receipts 
to  expenditures,  voiding  both  constantly 
recurring  deficits,  and  a  constantly  ac- 
cumulating surplus.       In      conclusion, 
the  story  of  the  payment  of  our  national 
debt  enforces  this  precent,  that  periods 
of  peace  and  prosperity  should  be  de- 
voted to  the  discharge  of  national  ob- 
ligations and  to  laying  the  sure  found- 
ations for  public  credit;   for  it  is  a  na- 
tions  credit,  and  not  Us  army  or  navy, 
that  niak.  s  it  impregnable." 

This  is  sound  doctrine  and  will  meet 
the  approval  of  the  majority  of  the 
people.  For  two  years  past  Secretary 
Gage  has  been  reducing  the  national 
debt,  and  it  Is  gratifying  to  notice  that 
there  is  a  good  prospect  that  congress 
will  move  along  the  lines  pointed  out 
by  Mr.  Boutell  by  repealing  all  the 
emergency  taxes  known  as  "the  war 
taxe.«»."  This  is  designed  to  prevent  the 
continued  accumulation  of  the  surplus 
and  stop  unnecessary  taxation  of  the 
people.

liepresentative  H.  S.  Boutell,  of  Chi 
cago,  has  contributed  to  the  February 
Forum  an  article  of  great  value  to  the 
historian  and  the  economist.  He  writes 
on  "The  Sinking  Fund  and  the  Pub- 
lic Debt."  and  sums  up  by  a  strong 
recommendation  that  periods  of  peace 
and  prosperity  should  be  devoted  to  the 
discharge  of  national  obligations  and  to 
laying  the  sure  foundations  for  public 
credit. 

Mr.   Boutell  says   the  lessons   of   the 
history   of   the   sinking   fund    and    the 
payment  of  the  public  debt  are  import- 
ant and  should  frequently  be  recalled. 
Although  nations  should  always  be  pre- 
pared, so  far  as  possible,  for  the  unex- 
pected, sudden  emergencies  will      arise 
which  call  fOr  abnormal     expenditures 
and  Justify  extraordinary  measures,  in- 
cluding sometimes,  in  dire  extremities, 
forced  loans  and  the  issue  of  irredeem- 
able currency.       Iti   these  days  of  ex- 
tended  International   credit   a   national 
hoard  is  of  little  or  no  benefit  to  the 
government,  while  the  concentration  of 
money,    by    withdrawing    it    from    the 
channels  of   productive   industry,   is  a 
direct  injury  to  the  people.       A  nation 
that  promptly  pays  Its  debts  can  con- 
tract new  debts  on  the  most  favorable 
tfrma.

THE  VOTING  MACHINE. 

So  much  has  been    said    in    praise  of 
the  voting  machine,  its  accuracy     and 
ability   to  give  a  quick   return   of   the 
vote,  that  most  people  have  gained  the 
impression   that   they   are  a  great  suc- 
cess.    This  is  the  view  that  The  Her- 
ald has  held,  as  a  result  of  the  favor- 
able accounts   that   were  given  of   the 
trial  of  the  machines  in  the  East.     Re- 
cent report.1,  however,  from  some  local- 
ities in  which  the  voting  machines  have 
been  made  use  of  are  much  less  enthu- 
sl.istic     in     their     indorsement.     While 
none   of   the    previous    reports   claimed 
that     perfection     had     been     attained. 
th*e  appeared  to  be  good  ground  for 
the  belief  that  through  the  use  of     the 
machine    in    its    present    stage    of    de- 
velopment,   an   unquestionaible   gain   in 
accuracy,   rapidity  and  economy  could 
bo  counted  upoQ.     The  weight  of  testi- 
mony Is  yet  strongly  toward  that  con- 
clusion.   But  those  who  now  controvert 
this  allege  that  both  accuracy  and  sim- 
plicity  are   sacrificed    in    the   abandon- 
ment of  the  old  paper  ballot  system  of 
voting,  and  that  cities  that  have  made 
the  change  greatly  regret  it. 

It  is  asserted  that  one  town   in  New 
York    state,    which    has    a    good    many 
thijusand  dollars  Invested  In  machines, 
would  gladly  quit  using  them,  and  will 
do   so  If   legal  obstacles   can   be  over- 
come. A  paper  published  there  declares 
that   the   ordinary   voter,    untrained   In 
the  use  of  the  mechanical  contrivance, 
finds  it  almost  impossible  to  make  up  a 
ticket  selected  from  the  various  lists  of 
candidates.     For  him   a  split   ticket  Is 
out   of   the   question.     He   must   "vote 
straight"  or  else  his  ballot  is  cast   at 
random— perhaps  for  the  very  ones  he 
is  most   anxious  to   defeat,   this  critic 
insists.      Furthermore,    they    say,      the 
secrecy   of   the    ballot   is   virtually   de- 
stroyed  in   the   utiliaaUon  of   the   ma- 
chines.    Again,  in  illustration  of  their 
unreliability     and     inaccuracy.     It     Is 
alleged  that  in  another  New  York  town 
one  of  the  machines  indicated  that  but 
three  votes  had  been  cast  for  a  certain 
popular  candidate     to     whom     It   was 
know   heavy   support  had   been   given. 
Naturally  a  contest  followed,  and  dur- 
ing Its  progress   scores  of  voters     de- 
clared on  oath  that  they  had  voted  for 

Of  course  these  assertions  may  not  be 
all  true,  and  even  If  they  are  correct,  it 
does  not  follow  that  the  mechanical 
method  must  be  pronounced  a  failure. 
Undoubtedly  the  machine  will  be  im- 
proved and  the  alleged  faults  and  im- 
perfections corrected.  That  it  will  be 
the  voting  system  of  the  future  is  un- 
doubtedly true,  but  at  present.  In  view 
of  the  varying  opinion  as  to  the  work- 
ing of  the  machines  it  will  be  well  to 
slow  with  regard  to  their  adoption.

tVashington,  Jan.  31. — The  "com- 
tnont"  of  Judg'e  Advocate  General 
LiOmlev  aiiJ  Solkito.  Hanna  u,:>oii  the 
apptal  of  Admiral  Schley,  as  submitted 
to  the  president  by  Secretary  Long,  Is 
less  than  a  third  as  long  as  the  apical 
Itself,  a  fact  accounted  for  by  the  com- 
paratively few  quotations  from  the 
oouri's  te.stimony  In  the  ca^e  of  the 
"comment." 

The  commentators  begin  with  the 
■tatem*?nt  that  Adrn'raJ  Schley  and  his 
counsel  have  >.hi?*?d  thfir  larruund. 
They  say  the  "hlef  features  ot  th<»  casie 
were  'the  retrograde  .novement," 
"d. ."Obedience  of  orders,"  "iaaccui  ite 
and  misleading  official  reports."  "fail- 
ure to  destroy  vessels  of  the  enemy, 
l>'ins  within  sight,"  and  "Injustice  to 
a  rrother  officer." 

These  matters  are  all  grave.  The  first 
•was  that  the  finest  aggregation  of 
American  vessels  under  one  command 
was.  by  S<hley"s  direction,  turned 
about  and  headevl  for  Key  West,  more

than  700  miles  distant,  when  within 
twenty-two  miles  of  Santiago,  where 
the  enemy's  ships  were. 

The  second  was  that  Schley  delit>€r- 
ately  and  knowingly  disobeyed  the  sec- 
letary's  order  overtaking  him  in  hi« 
retrograde  movement. 

The  third  was  that  Schley's  reason, 
ofTicially  given,  for  the  retrograde 
movement  and  disobedience  of  orders. 
i.  e.,  that  the  flying  squadroa  was  short 
of  coal,  was  not  true. 

The  fourth  was  that  for  three  «ays 
some  of  the  Spanish  ships  lay  within 
reach  of  the  flying  squadron,  and  no 
sufficient  effort  was  made  to  destroy 
them. 

The  fifth  Involves  the  point  of  honor. 
The  commentators  say: 

"Upon  all  the  above  named  features, 
believed  by  us  to  be  the  most  import- 
ant, if  not  the  onJy  real  important 
matters  into  which  the  court  made  In- 
quiry, the  conduct  of  Admiral  Schley 
was  condemnedl^by  the  most  distin- 
guished tribunal.  Admiral  Dewey  and 
Hear  Admirals  Benham  and  Ramsay 
united  in  their  findings  and  opinion 
upon  all  of  these  several  points,  and 
they  united,  also.  In  the  significant 
recommendatl'>n  that  no  further  pro- 
ceedings be  had.  "in  view  of  the  length 
of  time  which  has  elapsed  since  the  oc- 
currence of  the  events  of  the  Santiago 
campaign.'" 

The  commentators  charge  that  Ad- 
miral Schley  now  Ignores  all  the.se 
grave  matters,  and  bases  his  appeal 
upon  unimportant  features  of  the  case 
as  compared  with  the  grave  matters 
above  referred  to.  upon  which  there 
was  not.  and  in  the  face  of  the  testi- 
mony could  not.  have  been  any  differ- 
ence of  opinion  in  the  court. 

The  comentators  say  they  recognlie 
the  fact  that  Admiral  Sihley  devoted 
by  far  the  larger  part  of  his  appeal  to 
the  question  of  command,  and  conse- 
quently gave  that  question  a  propor- 
tionate space  In  their  comment.  They 
declare  that  the  question  Is  between 
Sampson  and  Schley,  both  alike  inter- 
ested, and.  to  investigate  It  fairly,  both 
should  He  heard.  Such  Incidental  testi- 
mony on  this  point  as  came  before  the 
court  was  on  Schley's  side  only,  and 
the  doors  were  entirely  closed  to  Samp- 
son.   They  add: 

"To  determine  an  Important  ques- 
tion of  this  nature  under  such  condi- 
tions, is  contrary  to  the  underlying 
principles  of  Anglo-Saxon  Justice, 
nevertheless  It  is  precisely  what  the 
appeal  asks  the  president  to  do." 

It  Is  admitted  that  the  precept  was 
broad  enough  to  have  permitted  the 
court  to  go  Into  this  question,  but  It  Is 
recalled  that  the  Judge  advocate, 
though  expressing  a  willingness  to  en- 
ter upon  It  the  court  did  not  deem  It 
necessary  or  proper  to  do  so.  The 
Judge  advocate,  they  sav,  might  have 
shown  that  it  was  Admiral  Sampson's 
plan  of  night  blockade  that  fon?ed 
Cervera  to  come  out  In  the  daylight, 
and  Capt.  Clark  Is  quoted  to  support 
that  statement.  They  quote  Admiral 
Schley  in  his  testimony  to  the  effect 
that  the  American  ships  charged  In 
•according  to  the  original  plan  to  sink 
the  enemy  in  the  channel"  and  that 
that  plan  failed  because  the  enemy 
succeeded  really  In  passing  the  battle 
line. 

They  ask  why  did  the  enemy  succeed 
and  declare,  "the  Brooklyn,  having 
abandoned  her  poslton  on  the  left  of 
the  line,  thereby  left  an  unguarded 
opening  along  •'  -  western  shore, 
through  which  the  Spanish  fleet  passed 
our  ships  and  attempted  to  ewcape." 
The   court's   opinion   Is   quoted   to    the 


effect  that  the  Brooklyn  lost  distance 
in  position  by  the  "loop"  and  delayed 
the  Texas.  To  sustain  their  contention 
that  Sampson  was  in  command,  the 
commentators  quote  passages  from 
Schley's  report  of  July  6,  l&itS,  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  torpedo  boat  destroyers  were  de- 
stroyed early  In  the  action,  but  the 
smoke  was  so  dense  In  their  direction 
that  I  cannot  say  to  which  vessel  or 
vessels  the  credit  belongs.  This  doubt- 
less was  better  seen  froon  your  flag- 
ship. The  dense  smoke  of  the  combat 
shut  out  from  my  ^  "ne  Indiana  and 

the  Gloucester,  but.  as  the.ee  vessels 
were  closer  to  your  flagship,  no  doubt 
their  part  in  the  conflict  was  under 
your  immediate  o*iservatlon," 

They  remark:  'Nobody  has  ever  dis- 
puted Grant's  title  to  the  victory  at  Appo- 
ranttox.  though  then  lying  sick  some  miles 
from  th**  pl.'ice  of  aurrtrid^-r— so  far  that 
it  was  feared  he  could  not  he  reached 
within  the  period  of  armistice.  Though 
Howard  was  senior  officer  present  at  the 
capture  of  Savannah  and  Sherman  was 
sent  on  one  of  Admiral  Dahlgrt-n's  gun- 
boats, nobody  has  questioned  Sherman's 
famous  report  to  Lincoln: 

"  'I  beg-  to  present  to  you.  as  a  Christ- 
mas gift,   the  city   of  Savannah."  " 

And  as  showing  Schley's  own  opinion 
of  who  was  In  command,  they  quote  this 
passage  from  his  disjiatch  of  July  10,  1S98, 
to  the  secretary  of  the  navy: 

"Feel  some  mortification  that  the  news- 
paper accounts  of  July  r,  have  l>een  attrl- 
hutlng  victory  of  July  4  almost  entirely  to 
me.  Viitory  was  secured  by  the  force 
under  the  command  of  commander-in- 
chief  North  Atlantic  station  and  to  him 
the  honor  Is  due." 

Further,  they  quote  Schley's  letter  of 
Dec.  IS.  1901.  to  Secretary  Long,  Justifying 
the  "loop"  on  the  expressed  ground  that 
It  was  "In  the  execution  ef  the  standing 
order  to  close  In."  It  Is  asked,  "But  If  he 
was  then  himself  In  command,  how  hap- 
pens It  that  he  was  executing  orders  of 
somebody  else  In  command?" 

Before  the  court  of  Inquiry,  every  prop 
raised  to  support  the  contentiori  that 
Commodore  Schley  did  many  things  to 
achieve  vlctorj-  by  issuing  orders  as  com- 
manding officer  of  the  American  fltet  wag 
removed.  The  plain  truth  was  for  the 
first  time  revealed  that  Commodore 
Schley  did  not  exercise  oommnnd  on  that 
day  over  any  ship,  except,  to  some  extent, 
his  own  flagship,  the  Brooklyn." 

The  comment  at  this  point  contains  a 
number  of  extracts  from  the  testimony 
to  sustain  this  contention.  Taking  the 
Brooklyn's  signal  book  it  is  stated  that 
this  showed  that  the  Brooklyn  gave  only 
the  two  orders,  "clear  for  action"  and 
"close  up."  "A  meager  record,  but  it  Is 
the  whole  story." 

The  commentators  quote  Lieut.  McOaa- 
ley,  the  Brooklyn's  signal  officer,  that 
the  first  .«igna]  "clear  the  ship  for  action," 
was  hoisted  by  him  "on  his  own  hook." 
They  assert  that  the  fleet  had  t>een  sub- 
stantially cleared  for  action  for  over  a 
month  and  that  what  remained  to  be  done 
on  shipboard  was  not  done  In  pursuance 
of  this  order. 

Thev  quote  Capt.  r-i^rk  to  the  effect 
that  It  was  a  standing  order  on  the 
Oregon,  upon  sighting  the  enemv  "to  Im- 
mediately strike  the  alarm  gongs  for 
clearing  the  ship  for  action."  which  they 
declare  was  a  stana.ne  order,  and  conse- 
quently the  Orejfon  did  not  act  on  signal 
from  the  Brooklvn.  Other  testimony  is 
cited  on  this  point  and  then  the  order, 
"close  up"   is  considered.

was  not  seen  by  any  ship  other  than  the 
Oregon.  unU-ss.  perhaps,  the  Texas,  and 
that  It  exercised  no  Influence  whatever 
upin  any  vess- 1  of  the  squadron.  They 
also  quote  AOmlral  Schley's  testimony 
that  the  Brooklyn's  charge  was  made  in 
accordance   with   the   original   plan. 

Of  tht-  order  to   "close   up"   they  say: 

"So  this  order,  the  second  of  the  two, 
signalled  from  the  Brcklyn  during  the 
battle  of  Santiago  to  the  American  fleet, 
was  really  formal  also,  and  was  given  In 
accordance  with  S.impson's  original  plan 
of  battle  which  required  closing  up  with  a 
%iew  to  sinking  the  Spanish  vessels  in 
the  entrance.  urpri.sin?  as  this  is.  it  is 
known  by  Admiral  Schley's  own  sworn 
testimony  and  is  corroborated  by  the  time 
and  circumstance  under  which  the  signal 
was  made.  It  did  not  Influence  other 
ships.  All  the  captains  had  been  advised 
of  the  pinn  of  battle,  and  all  "closed  ac- 
cordingly without  waiting  or  looking  for 
signals  from  the  Brooklyn  and  paid  no  at- 
tention to  the  algnaL  which,  as  above 
stated,  was  not  seen  except  from  the  Ore- 
gon, and  not  from  that  ship  until  after  all 
the  vessels  had  closed  up.  It  is  even  more 
surprising,  but  it  appears  to  be  a  fact, 
that  Admiral  Schley  issued  no  further 
fleet  order  during  the  progress  of  the 
battle." 

The  commentators  next  state:  "If  Com- 
modore Schley  were  In  absolute  command 
during  the  battle,  and  If  h.=  made  us.-  of 
his  authority,  he  must  have  ex.rclsed 
some  control  over  some  of  the  vessels 
participating."' 

Whereupon  they  take  up  in  detail  the 
testimony  of  tne  commanding  ofllcers  on 
this  iKflnt  and  say  "'»Vainwrlght.  of 
the  Gloucester,  said  he  saw  no  orders 
from  the  Brooklyn.  Tajior,  of  the  In- 
diana, saw  no  orders  from  the  Brook- 
lyn; Evans,  of  the  Iowa,  said  of  the 
Brooklyn:  'I  never  s,i.w  any  signal 
from  her;  I  did  not  manoeuver  In  obe- 
dience to  any  sigrvals  from  the  Brook- 
lyn." The  comroanding  officer  of  tne 
Texas  is  dead,  but  the  officers'  testi- 
mony makes  it  clear  that  the  ship  re- 
ceived  no  order." 

Speaking  of  this  ship,  the  comment- 
ators declare: 

"The  question  Is  not  so  much  one  of 
possible  credit  to,  but  of  possible  cen- 
sure of  Admiral  Schl«y.  In  connection 
with  the  work  of  that  vessel  In  the  bat- 
tle on  Santiago,  the  plain  truth  is  that 
Admiral  Schley  did  not,  during  tJie  bat- 
tle. In  any  way  direct  or  control  the  splen- 
did performances  of  the  Gloucester  and 
the  three  battle^^.ips  Indiana,  Iowa  and 
Texas.  The  officers  In  command  of  these 
ships  neither  recelvftil  nor  obeyed  a  soli- 
tary order  from   himi" 

Next,  the  commentators  turn  their  at- 
tention to  what  they  declare  were  per- 
sistent efforts  by  Sthley's  attorneys  to 
show  that  in  some  manner  the  Oregon 
at  least  was  under  His  orders  during  the 
t>attle  first  hv  an8w<«r!r.g  the  signal  "close 
up"  and  afterward  by  nrlng  her  13-lnch 
gun  under  signal  fr<»m  the  Brooklyn,  and 
they  say.  "but  that  attempt."  as  the  testi- 
mony to  be  quoted  below,  shows  that 
was  a  failure. 

They  quote  therefore  passages  from 
Capt  Clark"s  tesHmoWy  in  which  he 
said.  In  regard  to  the  order:     "Close  up." 

""There  was  a  stan'llng  order  In  the 
squadron,  to  attacJc  the  enemy  at  once 
If  they  appeared  and  to.,  keep  the  heads 
of  the  ships  always  toward  the  entrance.  " 
and  "I  remr'mber  a  feeling  of  satisfaction 
that  there  was  an  order  to  close  In,  In 
ca.te  an  accident  had  happened— any  col- 
liding with    other  ships. ' 

As  to  the  alleged  order  from  the 
Brooklyn  directing  the  Oregon  to  fire 
her  13-lnch  guns.  the  commentators 
again  quote  from  Capt.  Clark's  testi- 
mony, where,  when  asked  If  the  guns 
were  fired  In  pursuance  of  an  order 
from  the  BrookbTi  the  captain  said: 

"No,  I  fired  them  after  deliberating 
with  the  officers."  and  "I  they  (the 
Brooklyn)  made  a  signal,  I  did  not 
see   It." 

The  "convment"  closes  In  the  following 
words : 

"The  contention  that  the  magnificent 
work  of  the  Oregon  or  any  part  of  It. 
was  done  under  orders  from  the  Brook- 
lyn, or  that  the  Oregon  received  and 
obeyed    even    a    single    order    from    Com- 


modore Schley  from  the  thne  the  Span- 
ish ships  Were  sighteJ  to  the  time  of 
the  surrender  of  the  Colon,  which  sur- 
render may  fairly  be  taken  as  the 
close  of  the  battle,  must  he  abandoned 
and  with  it  goes  the  last  leg  upon 
which  to  hang  the  pretense  of  a  claim 
that  during  the  battle  of  Santiago 
Commodore  bciiley  effectively  exercised 
any  functions      of  a  convmander-in-chlef. 

The  weight  of  the  testimony  is  to  the 
effect  that  the  commodore  controlled 
the  movements  of  his  flagship.  the 
Brooklyn,  with  the  exception  of  the 
loop.  But  it  also  shows  not  negatively, 
but  affirmatively  and  beyond  question 
that  he  did  not  control  the  operations  of 
the  fleet  in  general  on  that  day. 

"All  this  is  established,  not  by  theo- 
retical deduction  or  expert  or  inexpert 
opinion,  but  by  direct,  positive,  unlm- 
peached  and  unimpeachable  tettlmony 
given  under  oath  by  the  admiral's 
brothers  in  arms." 

"The  plain  truth  of  the  matter,  there- 
fore, developed  for  the  first  time  under 
the  searchlight  of  this  inquiry,  although 
quite  Incidentally,  is  that  so  far  as  the 
Gloucester,  the  Iowa,  the  Indiana.  the 
Texas  and  Oregon  are  concerned,  not 
the  stroke  of  a  propeller  blade,  not  the 
touch  of  a  helm,  not  the  firing  of  a  shot 
was  done  under  the  direction  or  by  the 
orders  of  Admiral  Schley  during  this 
memorable    battle."

Resolved,  that  the  committee  on  ways 
and  means  be  directed  to  fully  investi- 
gate the  question  of  whether  or  not  the 
president,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate  and  Independent 
of  action  on  the  part  of  the  house,  can 
negotiate  treaties  with  foreign  govern- 
ments by  which  duties  levied  under  an 
act  -  ■"  congress  for  the  purpose  of  rais- 
ing revenues  are  modified  or  repealed, 
and  report  the  result  of  such  investiga- 
tion  to   the  house.

Incident  Happened  at  a 

Divorce  Trial  at

Sohm'a  sister.  and  he  replied:  'You 
needn't  think  Cora  is  the  only  one  who 
writes  to  me.

"Mr.  Gould  was  attentive  to  both  wo- 
men, and  after  we  separated.

Relatlve-s  of  the  jilted  girl  sought 
revenge  upon  Ts...va'.-j  family  In  several 
ways,  and  he  was  locked  up  for  a  time 
upon  a  charge  of  breach  of  promise. 

Then  came  the  capture  of  Mme.  Tsilka 
an  J  Miss  Stone,  and  the  letters  st.ate  that 
tho  seizure  of  the  latter  was  not  thought 
of  until  the  plot  was  arr.inged.  The  ad- 
vices say  that  the  abduction  was  con- 
ceived by  the  father  of  the  .lilted  girl  In 
Kortcha  and  that  Arnauts  are  the  cap- 
tors, not  the  Turks  or  Bulgarians.  Tsilka 
has  not  had  the  courage  to  return  to  hU 
home  since  the  capture,  and  the  Jilted 
girl's  relatives  are  reported  to  be  boast- 
ing openly  of  their  success.  It  is  stated 
that  the  Turkish  government  does  not 
dare  Investigate  the  act  of  the  Arnauts.

Henry  Truelsen  last  evening  stood 
before  the  voters  of  the  Fourth  ward, 
his  old  stamping  grounds,  and  gave 
them  rea.'ons  why  he  should  receive 
their  votes  for  the  office  of  mayor  of 
the  city  of  Duluth.  It  was  an  enthusi- 
astic meeting  and  the  ex-mayor  was 
accorded  a  warm  welcome,  a  welcome. 
In  fact,  that  cast  a  big  shadow  of  doubt 
on  the  claims  of  the  Republicans  that 
he  will  not  receive  the  support  of  the 
Fourth  ward  this  election,  and  which 
went  a  long  way  to  show  that  the 
efforts  made  by  his  opponents  to  corral 
the  Fourth  warders  have  not  been  at- 
tende<l  with  success. 
The  meeting  was  held  at  the  Bethel. 
Besides  ex-Mayor  Truelsen.  there 
were  other  speakers  no  less  Interesting. 
Ex-Aldennan  Frank  Crassweller,  Sen- 
ator C.  O.  Baldwin  and  Fred  Little. 
Domocratlc  nominee  in  the  Fourth 
ward. 

James  Mears,  chairman  of  the  Dem- 
ocratic   ward   committee,   presided. 

Frank  Crassweller  made  the  opening 
•speech  and  he  was  warmly  applauded 
as  he  rose  to  speak,  and  frequently 
during  his  talk.  Mr.  Crassweller  said  in 
part : 

"We  are  all  stockholders  In  a  large 
corporation,  and  every  two  years  we 
must  elect  a  head  to  that  corporation. 
It  stands  us  well  In  hand  to  elect  a 
good  man  to  that  position,  for  we  will 
t)e  subserving  our  best  interests,  and  It 
is  our  dutv  as  citizens. 

"Sometimes  we  get  new  candidates 
who  have  not  been  tried  and  tested,  but 
for  this  campaign  we  have  two  men. 
each  of  whom  has  been  tried,  each  of 
whom  has  had  experience  In  the  po- 
sition that  we  are  about  to  fill. 

••I  do  not  believe  the  personal  and 
private  <haracter  of  either  candidate  Is 
a  subject  for  discussion,  for  we  should 
crltlci.se  only  the  public  acts  of  the  In- 
dlviduahs." 

Mr.  Crassweller  then  took  up  the 
pb^lges  on  which  each  of  the  candi- 
dates had  been  elected  to  office,  and 
following  out  the  line  of  thought,  he 
showed  what  each  had  done  or  had 
neglected  to  do  in  carrying  out  the 
promises  made. 

The  police  department,  which  Mayor 
Hugo  said  he  found  Inefficient,  the 
speaker  believed,  could  be  so  termed 
with  a  great  deal  more  truth  st  the 
close  rather  than  the  opening  of  Mayor 
Hugo's  administration.  He  declared 
that  Mayor  Hugo's  pledge  for  the 
maintenance  of  order  has  not  been  ful- 
filled. 

As  to  the  pledge  of  municipal  owner- 
ship of  public  utilitie.s.  the  sT>eaker  said 
that  the  promise  had  the  right  kind  of 
a  ling  about  it,  and  because  It  is  a  good 
Democratic  doctrine,  good  municipal 
policy.  He  believes  the  city  can  con- 
duct public  utilities  cheaper  than  pri- 
vate corporations,  for  several  reasons. 
The  city  does  not  have  to  pay  so  high 
Interest  on  Its  bonds.  The  city  can  run 
a  plant  as  part  of  Us  business.  An  elec- 
tric light  plant  could  be  under  the 
management  of  the  city  water  and 
light  department,  and  it  could  be  run 
at  less  expense  than  by  a  private  cor- 
tHjration.  The  city  would  not  have  to 
pay  attorneys  and  spend  large  sums  to 
inlluence  the  people  In  event  of  ques- 
tions pertaining  to  a  plant  that  would 
be  6ubmltte<l  for  their  vote.  ,,,,^„„ 

Mr  t^rasswe'.ler  referred  to  conditions 
that  existed  under  the  old  regime  when 
the  water  plant  was  controlled  by  a 
private  corporation.  He  declared  the 
people  got  tilthy  water  and  paid  highei 
rates  tllan  they  do  now  to  have  pure 
water,  and  ^^nh  a  plant  owned  by  the 
city  He  asserted  that  no  one  ever 
heard  of  a  municipal  corporation  going 
nto  the  hands  of  a  receiver  and  having 
its  nJant  sold  at  auction  for  less  than 
the  value  of  the  bonds  that  It  IsstJod. 
PROMISES  NOT  CARRIED  OUT. 
Mr  Crassweller  also  took  up  Mayor 
Hugo's  promise  to  get  water  and  gas 
extensions  for  West  Duluth  and  Lake- 
side, a  promise,  said  he,  that  has  ne^er 
been  carried  out,  although  Mr.  Hugo 
is  holding  out  the  same  old  promise  in 
order  to  secure  re-election. 

"Who  was  It."  said  the  ex-alderman, 
"that  was  instrumental  In  s^jving  the 
city  money  in  the  purcha.se  of  a  water 
and  light  plant?  Was  it  the  present 
administration?  No,  It  was  "en.jr 
Truelsen  who  backed  the  fight. 

Mr  Crassweller  went  on  to  show- 
that  the  Commercial  Light  and  Power 
comoany  has  not  reduced  its  rates,  but 
that' the  city  has,  ever  since  It  owned  a 
plant,  been  steadily  reducing  rates  for 
water  and  gas.  He  drew  comparisons 
of  the  cost  of  water  and  light  with  the 
city  of  Glasgow,  Scotland,  where  the 
public  utllllles  are  owned  by  the  mu- 
nicipality, where  rates  are  very  low 
and  where  he  was  told  that  in  order  to 
bring  about  this  condition  the  city 
must  have  good  officials.  >,   ,   „ 

Mr  Crassweller  then  told  In  detail 
the  fight  that  was  started,  carried  on 
long  and  faithfully,  and  finally  won  by 
Henry  Truelsen,  to  buy  the  old  water 
and  gas  plant  at  a  fair  price.  He  also 
touihed  on  the  telephone  situation,  and 
told  how.  during  Truelsen's  admini- 
stration, a  valuable  telephone  franchise 
was  offered  for  sale  by  the  city  and 
was  sold  to  a  company  that  pays  a  cer- 
tain per  cent  of  its  gross  earnings  to 
the  city,  and  which  will  sell  its  plant 
to  the  city  when  the  latter  Is  in  a  i>o- 
sition  to  buy.  The  Zenith  Telephone 
company,  he  said,  while  It  may  have  ts 
defects  of  operation.  Is  c<mtlnually 
growing  better  and  Is  rapidly  Increas- 
ing its  list  of  subscribers. 

Mr  Crassweller  does  not  take  much 
stock  m  the  promise  of  a  private  cor- 
poration for  cheaper  lights      Sa  d  he 

"Vou  nmy  rest  assured  that  when  a  pri- 
vate corporation  says  that  It  will  give  a 
city  chekper  lights.  It  will  make  up  for 
It  In  tacking  the  price  up  on  the  private 
consumer.  This  has  always  been  the 
ca-^e  and  there  Is  not  a  user  of  commer- 
cial  power  in   the   city   but    that   realizes 

The  speaker  spoke  for  a  little  time  on 
the  new  cltv  charter  and  emphasized  the 
point  that  under  it  the  city  is  safe,  that 
the  council  can  not  give  away  valuable 
franchises  without  first  submitting  the 
matter  to  the  people  for  a  vote.  The 
trouble    with    the    Republican    claim       of 


munlcliml  ownership,  said  he.  Is  the  fact 
that  iliey  believe  in  it  Ave  or  t>^n  years 
trom  now,  alter  the  private  corporations 
have  hud  an  opportunity  of  pulling  all 
the  money  ihey  can  out  of  It.  ivlr.  Crass- 
weller assertea  iliat  the  men  the  Demo- 
crats are  now  presenting  for  suffrage  are 
not  the  men  that  believe  In  a  waiting  jjoll. 

Further  on  he  took  up  the  promise  made 
In  the  Republican  plaiiorm  of  Itfiw  for  an 
economical  administration  and  made  a 
scathing  denunciation  of  the  claims  of 
Mayor  Hugo  that  he  has  run  the  city 
government  so  economically  as  to  reduce 
city  taxes.  He  said  figures  relating  to 
taxes  that  appeared  in  tlie  News  Tri- 
bune, and  ovter  which  the  Republicans 
made  such  a  spluiKC  had  l)een  so  juggled 
that  a  ciiarltable  view  of  the  matter  is 
to  believe  there  must  have  been  some 
mistake  by  the  p.rson  compiling  them. 

Mr.  Crassweller  showed  that  In  its  ef- 
fort to  show  that  taxes  had  been  reduced 
during  Mayor  Hia;>'s  administration,  the 
article  In  the  jjapt  r  gave  the  total  amount 
of  the  city,  school  and  state  tax.  That 
the  stale  and  county  lax  had  Indeed  been 
reduced  to  an  extent  that  the  total  was 
less  than  the  total  under  Mr.  Truelsen's 
adminlsration.  but  there  had  not  been  a 
re<luctloa  In  the  city  tax,  but  an  increase. 
He  declared  there  was  not  a  statement 
made  in  the  whole  page  of  figures  that 
showed  that  the  taxes  of  any  cltisien  had 
been  any  longer  under  Mayor  Hugo's  ad- 
ministration the   past   year. 

Mr.  Crassweller  followed  this  with 
statements  showtiig  how  under  the  Truel- 
sen administration  taxes  were  being 
steadily  reduced,  that  during  the  Hr.«t 
year  of  Mayor  Hugo's  administration 
taxes  were  raised  JTri.OoO  over  those  of 
the  previous  year  under  Mr.  Truelsen. 
The  average  Increase  of  the  amount 
raised  and  spent  during  Mayor  Hugo's 
administration,  over  the  Truelsen  ad- 
minl.-itratlon.  complied  fronv  ifte  ftgures 
available  at  the  eiiy  i)inces.  has  been  $S7.- 
OJO  per  year,  the  Republicans  are  setting 
up  a  claim  of  a  more  economical  admin- 
istration. 

In  closing  Mr.  Crassweller  recapitulated 
showing  that  the  Republicans  have  made 
no  attempt  to  redeem  their  pledges  and 
that  every  one  of  tbe  pledges  made  by 
Henry  Truelsen  were  substantially  car- 
rid  out.  I 

SENATOR  iiALDWIN  SPEAKS. 
Senator  C.  O.  Kaldwln  was  the  second 
speaker  and  he  was  given  an  enthusias- 
tic greeting.  He  .stated  in  the  start  that 
Mr.  Crassweller  ha.,  stolen  much  of  his 
powder,  and  he  would  have  to  content 
himself  In  the  main  In  reviewing  the  for- 
mer  speaker's   statements.      Said    he: 

"We  have  befun  us  two  men  that  de- 
sire positions.  W.  say  to  them  "What  are 
your  quallllcation.':?  What  has  been  your 
experience?  If  yi>u  have  had  any  let  us 
know  how  succet^.sful  you  have  been. 
Following  out  this  line  of  thought  we  re- 
view   their   records."     - 

"Mr.  Hugo  YTH-H  a  member  of  the  city 
council  at  a  time  when  we  had  a  gas 
and  water  company  that  was  a  stench  in 
the  nostrils  of  the  people,  yet  he  never 
made  a  move  while  In  the  council  to 
correst  this  evil. 

"The  grand  jury  flnnliy  Indicted  the 
manager  of  the  plant  b<  cause  the  vile 
water  caused  typhoid  fever  and  deaths. 
People  became  aroused  and  said  they 
must  do  BomethhiK  to  get  control  of  the 
plant.  A  proposition  to  buy  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  people  bv  the  council.  The 
price  was  over  $2.000. (lOO.  Some  of  the 
people  were  In  favor  of  making  the 
purchase.  Mr.  Truelsen  declared  'It  Is 
too  much  for  the  people  to  pay;  they 
have  forced  this  price  on  the  poop.e; 
they  have  spent  ^,000  to  force  this  plant 
on    the   city." 

"Mr.  Truelsen  took  the  brunt  of  the 
battle.  He  contested  the  election,  carried 
the  case  to  the  supreme  court  and  won. 
The  people  did  not  have  to  pay  $2,000,000. 
Mr.  Truel.^en  forced  the  price  clear  down. 
The  people  recognized  him  as  their  chan*^ 
plon.  He  bought  the  plant  finally  at  n 
price  that  saved  the  city  $!H>O.OCK).  If  it 
had  not  been  for  Henry  Truelsen  the 
city  of  Duluth  would  have  paid  nearly  a 
million  dollars  mure  than  it  did  for  its 
water  and  gas  plant.  Henry  Truelsen 
can  say  In  truth.  'I  have  saved  the  city 
a  million  dollars."     (Cheers.) 

"You  don't  have  to  take  my  word  for 
this.  Look  up  the  city  records  and  the 
records  of  the  supreme  court. 

"Here  was  a  company  that  had  spent 
$50,000  to  buy  votes  in  one  election  de- 
feated by  one  man,  and  he  a  man  that 
saved  the  city  a  million  dollars.  Yet 
Henry  Truelsen  Is  a  poor  man  today, 
and  one  of  the  papers  jumps  on  him  be- 
cause he  is  poor.  I  say  that  it  is  a 
credit  to  him  that  he  Is  poor,  that  he 
has  not  been  able  to  pay  some  of  his 
debts.  If  he  had  come  out  of  the  office 
with  lots  of  money  we  would  then  have 
known  that  he  was  dishonest  and  not 
worthy  of  our  confidence. 

"What  else  did  he  do?  Henry  Truel- 
sen began  a  fight  against  the  old  tele- 
phone company,  and  while  he  was  mayor 
he  and  the  city  council  advertised  and 
sold  a  franchise  that  was  a  privilege 
worth  something.  "Tliey  sold  it  to  a  com- 
pany that  furnishes  the  city  free  'phones, 
pays  a  percentage  into  the  city  treasury 
and  will  sell  to  the  city  when  It  Is  ready 
to  buy.  I  say  that  Is  right  along  the 
line    of    municipal    ownership." 

Mr.  Baldwin  then  showed  how  the 
competition  has  brought  about  cheaper 
telephone  rates  for  business  houses  and 
residences.  In  spite  of  the  previous  claims 
of  the  old  company  that  It  could  not  be 
done.  He  said  that  In  this  case  alone 
Mayor  Truelsen  has  saved  the  patrons  of 
the  telephones  $3<>.(M)  annually  in  the 
cost  of   their  'phpnes. 

Mr.  Baldwin  declared  that  Mr.  Truel- 
sen never  made  a  promise  that  he  did  not 
keep;  that  he  hews  straight  to  the  line; 
that  when  he  went  after  a  water  plant 
he  bought  It  at  his  own  price.  He  said 
that  Henry  Truelsen's  idea  Is  for  muni- 
cipal ownership,  an  Idea  that  Is  being 
considered  in  every  city  of  the  country 
that  Is  not  behind  time  In  the  world's 
affairs.  Public  utilities  are  worth  some- 
thing, and  when  a  city  gives  away  fran- 
chises It  does  ll^lf  a  harm. 

"Henry  Truel»|pi,"  i<ald  Mr.  Baldwin, 
"has  got  the  gajLiind, water  plant  and  the 
telephones  under^-a.v*  and  he  promises  to 
go  right  along  the  same  line  If  you  put 
him  back,  and  ^  J)elieve  he  will  do  as  he 

Self's 

■^He  never  sA^d  he  would  close  the 
saloons  at  11  o'clock.  He  was  not  a 
hypocrite.  On  Ibtf  oU»er  hand,  Mr.  Hugo 
promised  to  make  the  .saloons  live  uj)  to 
the  letter  of  thp  law;  yet  we  all  know- 
how  he  orderew« the -chief  of  police  to 
Issue  that  famous  order  giving  the  saloons 
certain  special.  prTvl'K-ges  regarding 
hours,  an  ordef  that  has  since  caused 
the  administration  much  trouble.  I  am 
not  tolling  you  what  he  should  have  done, 
but  what  he  promised  to  do  and  did 
not." 

Senator  Baldwin  touched  on  the  failure 
of  ti>e  ReDuhllcan  admlnlstaratlon  to 
fulfil  Its  promise  for  tfie  extension  of 
water  and  gas  mains,  and  talked  along 
tho  line  of  i)retended  Republican  economy 
In  the  management  of  city  affairs. 

"It  Is  not  hard  to  keep  expenses  down, 
to  prevent  them  from  going  higher;  but 
we  all  know  that  It  Is  a  hard  matter  to 
cut  down  expenses.  Mr.  Truelsen  f^und 
extravagance  In  city  government,  and 
while     working    against    odds     he     made

TRCBI^SBN  GETS  OVATION. 

Ex-Mavor  Truelsen  closed  the  speech- 
making  of  the  evening  with  an  earnest 
talk  in  his  own  behalf.  When  he  stood 
up  to  spefik  tiiere  was  a  burst  ol  in>- 
phiuse  aifa  cheers  that  lasted  for  some 
moments.  Mr.  Truelsen  began  by  de- 
claring that  he  felt  perfectly  at  home  in 
addressing  the  voters  of  the  Fourth  waio, 
that  thirty-three  years  ago  he  landed  on 
Minnesota  Point  and  for  fifteen  years  he 
conducted  a  business  among  the  people 
of  the  ward.  He  said  thai  at  the  present 
time  he  stood  before  them  a  man  that 
the  News  Tribune  declares  is  dishonest, 
but  he  referred  to  his  past  record  as  a 
citizen  of  the  ward  in  answer  and  asked 
if  It  were  forgotten  when  he  ran  a  store 
on  Lake  avenue  how  thousands  and  thou- 
sands of  dollars  worth  of  his  goods  had 
Ix-en  given  away  to  the  poor  and  needy. 
Mr  Truelsen  scared v  tlnlshed  before  a 
burst  of  applause  showed  that  his  former 
acts  of  generosity  were  not  forgotten. 
Continuing   he  said: 

"1  do  not  have  to  defend  my  character. 
My  record  is  before  you.  If  is  it  bad  you 
know  it.  and  if  it  is  good  you  know  it. 
My  record  is  open.  If  you  think  It  is  to 
your  interest  to  vote  for  me,  do  so.  If 
you  think  Mr.  Hugo  will  best  serve  your 
interests,   vote  for   him.  .     »    ., 

"I  do  not  make  many  promises,  but  ir 
I  do  1  cannot  break  my  pledge  even 
though   I   waiited   to." 

Mr.  Truelsen  then  outlined  the  promises 
he  made  when  elected  mayor  and  showed 
how  faithfully  he  did  as  he  pledged  him- 
self to  do.  Municipal  ownership,  he  said, 
win  not  come  until  the  city  has  a  man 
with  backbone  enough  to  stand  against 
the  corporations.  He  took  up  each  of  the 
promises  made  by  Mr.  Hugo  and  told  of 
his  failure  to  redeem  a  single  pledge. 
Mayor  Hugo,  he  said,  may  have  got 
cheaper  light  for  the  city  but  the  tax- 
paving  consun<er  is  paying  m.ore  for 
commercial  light.  It  Is  wrong  economy 
to  get  street  lights  .50  cents  cheaper  and 
pay   dollars  more  for  commercial  light. 

The  Republicans,  said  Mr.  Truelsen, 
know  they  cannot  win  unless  they  favor 
municipal  ownership.  They  made  this  an 
issue  at  the  Last  election,  but  as  soon  as 
he  was  In  Mayor  Hugo  favored  a  5-ycar 
lighting  contract  with  a  private  corpora- 
tion. The  city,  he  said  has  paid  pretty 
dearly  for  Hayor  Hugo,  at  the  rate  of  $S7,- 
000  per  year,  outside  of  his  salary  and  the 
people  know  they  have  not  received  a 
proportionate  amount  of  benefit. 

As  to  his  debt.  Mr.  Truelsen  declared 
that  he  would  pay  every  cent  of  them 
and  not  have  to  go  Into  bankruptcy  either. 
He  declared  le  News  Tribune  need  not 
worrv  about   his  debts. 

Mr.  Truelsen  closed  by  asserting  com- 
plete confidence  In  his  re-election.

NORTH   DAKOTA. 

Fargo — John  Brown,  of  Fargo,  went  to 
Ferdinand  Piper's  farm,  near  Davenport, 
and  asked  to  be  allowed  to  go  Into  the 
barn  and  rest.  An  hour  later  he  was 
found  hanging  to  a  rafter  dead.  Letters 
on  his  person  Indicated  that  he  had  llvtd 
In  Fargo  and  worked  In  a  threshing 
crew  last  fall  with  one  Fred  Miller, 
thought  to  be  his  partner. 

Carl  J.  Carlson,  of  Halstad,  Mlnn.^  was 
arrested  at  Mapleton  on  a  charge  of 
horse  stealing.  He  hired  a  team  at 
Doyle's  barn,  in  Fargo,  and  said  he  in- 
tended to  drive  over  to  Minneosta  to  be 
married.  He  did  not  return  and  was 
found  at  Mapleton  endeavoring  to  sell 
the   outfit.  

Bismarck— The  pumping  station  of  the 
Bismarck  Water  Supply  company,  which 
furnishes  the  water  for  the  city,  was 
destroved  by  fire  last  night.  Preparations 
are  being  made  for  the  immediate  rebuild- 
ing of  me  station.  The  loss  will  be  .sev- 
eral thousand  dollars,  and  there  is  a 
probability  of  a  shortage  of  the  water 
supply  when  the  present  supply  In  the 
reservoirs  gives  out.  It  Is  estimated 
there  is  enough  water  on  hand  to  last 
for  a  week  with  careful  usage.  The  flie 
Is  supposed  to  have  originated  from  hot 
ashes    blown    against    the    building.

DEADLY 
CLIMATE 

J.  H.  Goodman  Tells  of 

the  African  Gold 

Country. 


Ten  Months  as  Long  as 
Caucasian  Can  Re- 
main There. 


Get   Black  Water    Fever 

After  That  Length 

of  Time. 


Black  water  fever  Is  the  bogle  man 
that  is  likely  to  gea  the  Caucasian  if  he 
slays  over  the  allotted  time  of  ten 
niontlw  on  the  gt>W  coast  of  West 
Africa,  whence  has  Juwt  ivtumed  J.  H. 
Goixlman,  formerly  superintendent  of 
diLUuond  drills  for  the  Olllver  Mining 
company.  Mr.  Goodman  formerly  lived 
In  Duluth.  but  about  a  year  ago  he 
left  to  take  charge  uf  the  drlllfi  for  the 
Abbontlakan  Mining  company,  an 
English  corporation  having  cessions  in 
the  Ashantee  country. 

Mr.  Goodman,  who  has  been  aitaying 
at  the  St.  Louis.  sa>-T<  his  curiosity  as 
to  liiai  savage  country  is  quite  satis- 
fled.  Nothing  of  vegetable  growth  in- 
digenous to  the  temiK-rate  zune  will 
grow  there,  and  no  domestic  animals 
or  birds  can  stand  the  climate  except 
the  chicken.  The  latter  offered  the 
only  exception  to  a  steady  diet  of 
canned  goods  or  native  fruits  for  the 
pertirti  of  ten  monihs  that  Mr.  Good- 
man was  on  the  g"ld  coast.  The  Cau- 
casian, after  spending  that  length  of 
tln>e  on  the  coast,  is  relieved,  and  re- 
turns to  civilization  for  six  months  to 
recuperate.  Horses  and  mules  have 
lieen  imported,  but  soon  sickened  and 
died. 

The  gold  coaFt  Is  elg^hteen  or  nineteen 
da>-s'  sail  from  Liverpool  and  eight 
days  from  the  Canary  islands.  The 
yellow  deposits  are  in  the  vanquett  reef 
"formation,  about  four  feet  wide,  exten- 
ding along  the  coast  and  dippiog  in- 
land. Shafts  are  sunk  In  the  usual 
manner  employed  lo  deep  mining,  and 
dipping  with  the  reef.  Farther  In- 
land are  the  quartz  deposits.  There  is 
plenty  of  big  game  in  the  shape  of 
Hons  and  tigers  and  four  days'  Journey 
inland  one  finds  plenty  of  elephants. 
All  journeys  or  distan<-^«<  are  measured 
by  days;  such  a  thing  iis  miles  is  un- 
known. When  Mr.  G>-lman  went  to 
the  coast,  he  had  t.»  walk  twenty- 
seven  miles  through  the  dense  tropic 
grrowth,  but  now  a  railroad  has  been 
built  in  beyond  the  mines,  and  a  rapid 
mushroom  growth  of  the  boom  variety 
has  set  in.  Accomm* latione  at  first 
were  of  a  very  primitiw  sort. 

"The  native  gets  up  in  the  morning 
and,  seizing  the  tree  under  which  he 
has  been  sleeping,  .shake*  down  hia 
breakfast  from  among^  the  wtore*  of 
tropic  fruit  with  which  Its  branches  are 
laden."  said  Mr.  Grodman.  "You  can 
readily  understand  that  they  are  not 
of  an  unusuallj  energetic  race.  Some 
of  the  tribe*,  however,  are  of  magnlfl- 
cent  physiques,  standing  six  feet  two 
or  three  in  th-?ir  bare  feet  and  being 
able  to  catch  up  the  European  and 
carry  him  easily  as  though  he  were  a 
babe.  The  natives  sell  their  female 
offspring  for  two  pounds  each,  and  a 
wife  is  easily  obtained  in  that  country. 
Some  of  the  women  have  finely  pure 
profiles,  are  very  light  in  color,  and 
have  striking  figures,  which  are 
adorned  only  with  palm  leaves. 

"1  made  one  trip  of  about  150  miles 
up  the  Ankoba  river  and  gained  a  good 
idea  of  the  interior.  There  are  splen- 
did growths  of  mahogany  and  ebony, 
but  the  timber  is  hard  to  get  out  at 
present,  from  lack  of  steam  facilities 
and  the  fact  that  domestic  beasts  of 
burden  cannot  live  there.  The  most 
beautiful  things  in  the  country  are  the 
butterflieR,  which  are  as  large  as  ones 
cuff  outspread,  of  the  most  gaudy  hues 
and  most  delicately  marked.  The  par- 
rots, also,  are  very  beautiful,  and  are 
as  numerous  as  canaries  in  this  coun- 
try. Everybody  has  one,  and  I  think 
they  are  the  most  Intelligent  parrots  I 
have  ever  seen.  They  are  especially 
quick  to  lear  nio  talk,  either  in  native 
jargon  or  in  English,  and  are  even  up 
on  mind  reading.  One  that  I  had  seen 
seemed  to  be  especially  intuitive.  The 
teetotaller  doesn't  last  well  in  that 
country.  It  seems  to  have  been  tested 
out  that  the  Caucasian  must  take  a 
given  amount  of  whi.sky  into  his  sys.tem 
as  a  dally  regimen  or  become  a  victim 
of  the  black  water  fever.  So,  it  will  be 
understood  that  I  thought  I  had  a 
pretty  intelligent  bird  when  he  used  to 
forestall  my  Instructions  to  one  of  my 
black  with  whisky  and  soda  for  Good- 
man." 

"Of  the  eight  men  that  I  took  out 
to  the  West  coast  with  me  from  this 
country,  only  two  returned  with  me 
when  our  period  was  up.  Two  died  from 
the  fever  and  the  rest  were  invalided 
home.  The  same  climatic  conditions 
give  rise  to  its  as  cause  yellow  fever, 
and  Its  results  are  as  quick  and  as 
deadly  as  the  black  plague.  The  con- 
taplon  la  in  the  air.  however,  and  the 
disease  cannot  be  transmitted  from 
per.son  to  person." 

Mr.  Goodman  Is  on  his  way  to  Michi- 
gan to  visit  a  brother,  and  from  there 
will  go  to  his  old  home  at  Montreal, 
which  he  has  not  visited  for  seven  year^.

TAFT 


Tells  Senate  Committee 

of  Conditions  In  the 

Philippines. 

Washington.  Jan.  31.— The  investiga- 
tion into  the  conditions  in  the  Philip- 
pines apropos  of  the  effort  to  secure 
legislation  for  the  governxnent  of  these 
islands  was  begun  by  the  senate  com- 
mittee on  the  Philippines  today.  W.  H. 
Taft,  civil  governor  of  the  archipelago, 
was  the  fii-st  witness  called.  There  was 
a  full  attendance  of  members  of  the 
committee  and  Senator  Lodge,  chair- 
man of  the  committee,  explained  that 
the  coinmlttee  desired  not  only  the  full- 
est information  concerning  the  islands, 
i>ut  any  advice  that  Governor  Taft 
might  offer  concerning  the  questions  at 
issue.  Governor  Taft  began  by  saying 
that  he  had  gone  to  the  Philippines  In 
the  spring  of  1900,  and  had  visited  al- 
most all  the  pro\inces  during  the  past 
year.  He  said  that  in  all  the  Philippine 
or  Christian  provinces  there  is  a  form 
of  civil  government.  There  are  thirty- 
four  of  these  provinces.  The  Moros  are 
all  friendly,  except  in  a  few,  who  has 
never  been  otherwise  than  hostile  to 
the  Spaniards.  Even  these  were  now- 
being  brought  over  by  the  prospect  of 
trade,  of  which  they  are  very  fond. 

Going  bac^k  to  the  beginning  of  the 
committee's  tour  of  the  island,  (Gover- 
nor Taft  said  that  it  had  been  under- 
taken after  the  re-election  of  McKin- 
Icy,  when  the  time  seemed  ripe  for  the 
establishment  of  local  government  ..'n 
the  Islands.  Describing  this  tour,  he 
said  the  course  was  to  present  to  the 
dignitaries  of  the  various  places  visit- 
ed an  explanation  of  the  provincial  and 
municipal  acts.  "We  had  some  ora- 
tory," he  said,  "and  from  the  rear  plat- 
form of  the  train,  but  generally  from 
the  windows  of  the  car."  He  then  gave 
in  detail  the  proceedings  of  the  meet- 
ings at  the  various  pla<'-efi  visited,  say- 
ing that  some  seventeen  committals  of 
the  provinces  were  visited  on  the  first 
tour.  At  each  place  the  delegates  of 
the  peoi)le  were  met,  the  prescribed 
special  act  was  passed  and  a  governor 
appointed,  who  was  authorized  to  or- 
ganize municipalities.  These  provincial 
governments  consist,  he  explained,  of 
a  governor,  secretary,  superintendent, 
treasurer  and  a  fiscal  or  prosecuting 
attorney.  In  all  cases  where  the  se- 
lection could  be  made  without  arous- 
ing jealousies,  natives  had  been  chosen. 
All  these  appointments  are  temporary, 
and  next  month  their  successors  w  ill  be 
elected.  \\'hen  the  factions  were  too 
strong  Americans  were  placed  at  the 
head  of  each  provincial  government.  In 
all  cases  the  treasurer  and  superinten- 
dent were  Americans. 

The  commission  had  first  given  Its 
attention  to  the  northern  provinces, 
and  in  April  started  south  on  a  trip  of 
fifty-four  da>-s.  They  had  been  received 
most  cordially  ever>-where.  This  re- 
mark led  the  witness  into  a  few  di.scur- 
sive  remarks  upon  the  subject  of  Fili- 
pino hospitality.  "The  Spaniard."  he 
said,  "will  aJwaj-s  tell  you  that  his 
ftouse  is  yours,  but  he  does  not  always 
mean  that  you  should  take  him  at  his 
word,  but  the  Filipino  will  tell  j'ou  the 
same  thing  and  he  always  means  what 
he  saj-s.  He  will  turn  his  family  out 
and  install  you  in  his  habitation." 

Speaking  of  the  island  of  Negros.  he 
said  it  was  peculiar  in  its  topography, 
and  that  previous  to  the  coming  of  the 
commission  there  was  difficulty  In  the 
matter  of  government.  There  were  so 
many  officers  in  the  government,  that 
of  the  $200,000  (Mexican)  only  about 
$10,000  was  left  for  other  expenses  than 
the  payment  of  salaries.  Governor 
Taft  said  the  commission  had  had  an 
interesting  experience  In  trying  to  re- 
organize the  province  of  Antiqua.  but 
that  the  people  resisted  vigorously.  He 
mentioned  that  at  San  Jose,  the  capi- 
tal, they  displayed  a  model  of  liberty 
enligiitenlng  the  world,  which  was 
twentv  feet  high  and  had  been  dragged 
seven  miles  over  a  ver>'  rough  road.  On 
this  monument  there  were  statues  of 
"Washington  and  McKlnley. 

Governor  Taft  said  It  had  been  Im- 
pos.sible  to  put  Filipinos  over  the 
Moros.  They  are  subject  to  their 
DatoB.  or  chiefs,  and  refuse  to  recog- 
nize the  authority  of  a  Filipino.  There 
were,  he  said,  two  sultans,  one  in  Min- 
dano  and  the  other  In  the  Jolo  group, 
but  the  sultans  do  not  always  control 
their  datos.  The  sultan  of  Mindano  Is, 
he  said,  very  poor.  btK  the  sovereign  of 
the  Jolos  is  a  thrifty  man,  who  Is  con- 
stantly trying  to  Increase  his  income, 
and  consatntly  getting  Into  a  row 
about  it. 

The  Jolo  sultan  had,  he  said,  refused 
to  recognize  Spain's  claim  to  any  prop- 
erty on  the  Islands,  except  the  cus- 
toms houses,  and  there  is  considerable 
question  as  to  the  ownership  in  many 
Instances.  This  complication  existed, 
not  only  between  the  sultan  and  the 
United  States,  but  between  the  sultan 
and  his  subjects. 

In  reply  to  Senator  Hale,  Governor 
Taft  said  that  no  effort  had  been  made 
to  extend  the  civil  government  of  the 
T^nlted  States  to  the  Moro  provinces, 
beyond  making  a  few  suggestions  upon 
the  revenue  \awB.  He  said,  "every- 
thing Is  going  on  just  as  it  wa«,  and 


the  islands  are  under  the  control  of 
the  war  department  so  far  as  the 
United  States  is  concerned." 

Asked  if  the  Moros  were  generally 
pesiceful,  he  replied  that  they  were  so, 
except  in  individual  instances. 

"There  is,"  he  .said,  "no  war,  nor 
e\en  insurrection  in  the  Moro  provin- 
ces, but  there  ai-e  occasional  reports  oC 
the  murder  of  American  soldiers." 

Governor  Ta.ft  referred  to  the  fed- 
eral party  in  the  islands,  and  said  that 
he  had  l>een  given  a  petition  from  this 
party  to  be  presented  to  the  American 
congress,  but  had  not  yet  been  dh^cted 
how  to  present  It. 

The  committee  adjourned  to  meet  uX 
11  o'clock  tomorrpw.

St.  Louis,  Jan.  31.— When  the  grand 
jury  resumed  its  investigation  of  thm 
suburban  bribery  scandal  today,  T.  CL 
Kimball,   of   the   Suburban   railway,    who 

was  examined  yesterday,  was  the  first 
witness  called.  With  his  aid  the  exam- 
ination of  the  books  of  tho  Suburban  was 
continued  in  the  endeavor  to  find  proof 
of  the  payment  of  $135,000  placed  in  safe 
deposit   boxes. 

The  grand  jury  will  remain  In  session 
until  a  late  hour  Saturday  night.  Even 
then  its  work  will  not  l>e  completed  and 
a  heavy  burden  of  investigation  will  fall 
on  the  next  set  of  grand  jurors  Impanel- 
led.

Thi'  high 
point.  $20.50.  was  reached  some  time  ago, 
then  there  c.ime  a  slump  in  the  price  of 
all  grain,  the  weather  moderated  and 
there  was  a  sharp  falling  off  In  the 
amoimt  of  feed  nee<led  for  live  stock. 
The  residt  has  been  a  steady  decline  In 
mill  stuffs,  until  now  bran  is  being  of- 
fered In  the  local  market  at  $14.20  per  ton 
and  the  demand  is  only  moderate  at  that 
flgtire.  Some  of  the  small  dealers  who 
purchased  the  feed  In  car  lots  and  who 
have  been  compi-lKd  to  pay  demurrage 
charges,  have  found  It  necessary  to  dis-

On  the  other  hand  Wirt  H.  Cook,  who 
tried  to  recover  a  tract  of  land  In  Lake 
county  sold  to  the  John  Schroeder  Lumber 
company  for  taxes  delinquent  in  1894,  is 
not  BO  fortunate.  He  based  his  claim  upon 
failure  of  the  county  auditor  to  verify  by 
affidavit  his  delinquent  tax  Ust  filed  in  the 
office  of  tile  clerk  of  the  court.  The  su- 
preme court,  reversing  the  Lake  county 
court,  holds  that  this  failure  on  the  part 
of  the  auditor  does  not  affect  the  juris- 
dlctlon  of  the  court  In  the  premises,  nor 
the  validity  of  the  tax  judgment. 

Chief  Justice  Start  wrote  the  opinion. 
The  lower  court  held  In  favor  of  Cook,  and 
the  lumber  company,  which  had  purch  sscd 
the  land  from  the  state,  which  had  bid 
In  the  property  for  taxes,  appealed. 

Justice  Lovely  sustained  a  verdict  of  a 
jur.v  In  the  Freeborn  court  awarding 
Alex  Anderson,  of  Albert  Lea,  a  verdict 
of  $352  damages,  because  the  Chica'go, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railroad  compaliy 
erected  and  maintained  stock  yards  in 
an  unrealthy  an4  Improper  manner,  ' 
adjacent    to    his    family    residence. 

The  Ramsey  county  district  court  is 
sustained  by  Justice  Lovely  In  refusing 
to  award  damages  to  Adam  Reberk  for 
personal  Injuries  sustained  while  em- 
ployed In  the  tin  shop  of  Home  &  Danz. 
Another  order  of  the  Ramsey  county 
district  court,  refusing  Nellie  Burtoji. 
doin«  business  as  H.  Burton  &  Co.,  relief 
for  alleged  breach  of  a  logging  contract, 
is  sustained. 

The  Steele  county  court  is  reversed  by 
Justice  Collins  In  the  case  of  J.  Harris 
Coole,  respondent,  vs.  T.  H.  Kelly,  ap- 
pellant. 

In  City  of  Hastings,  appellant,  vs.  Har- 
vey Glllit,  respondent,  notice  Is  given 
by  Justice  Brown  that  the  rule  laid  down 
in  the  case  of  Wayzala  village  vs.  Great 
Northern,  to  the  effect  that  the  public 
easement  in  streets  might  be  lost  through 
adverse  possession  to  a  party  allowed 
to  occupy  them  for  more  than  fifteen 
years,  has  been  changed  for  all  future 
purposes  by  a  law  passed  in  1899.  but 
that  rights  acquired  prior  thereto  In 
reliance  upon  former  decisions  of  the 
court  cannot  be  disturbed.  Judgment  of 
the  Dakota  county  court  Is  affirmed. 

In  the  case  of  Alice  J.  Green,  adminis- 
tratrix of  the  estate  of  Louis  H.  Brown, 
appellant,  vs.  the  Bralnerd  &  Northern 
Minnesota  Railway  company,  respondent, 
an  action  brought  to  recover  for  the 
death  of  Brown,  a  brakeman,  killed  In 
a  railway  accident,  it  is  held  that  no  re- 
covery can  be  had,  since  the  cause  of 
Brown's  death  was  his  violation  of  a 
reasonable  order  Issued  by  the  conductor 
of  his  train.  The  Crow  Wing  county 
court  is  sustained.  Justice  Collins  ren- 
dered   the   opinion. 

Justice  Collins  affirmed  an  order  of  the 
Freeborn  county  court,  awarding  R.  F. 
Gisleson  $150  damages  for  having  been 
wrongfully  put  off  a  Minneapolis  &  St. 
Louis  passenger  train.  Chief  Justice 
Start  offlrmed  an  order  of  tho  Ramsey 
county  court  in  the  cage  of  T.  M.  Mat- 
hews, appellant,  vs.  W^.  H.  Llghtner,  as 
receiver  of  the  bank  of  Minnesota,  re- 
spondent, a  suit  to  quiet  the  title  to  real 
estate. 

In  Anton  Namyst.  respondent,  vs.  Val- 
entine Blatz.  appellant,  a  personal  Injury 
case,  the  verdict  of  the  Stearns  county  dis- 
trict court  In  favor  of  Namyst  is  sus- 
tained by  Chief  Justice  Start. 

Justice  Lewis  reversed  the  Hennepin 
county  court  In  the  case  of  Adelia  C.  Bay- 
ard, appellant,  vs.  the  Palace  Clothing 
company,  respondent,  and  granted  a  new 
trial.  Plaintiff  was  Injured  by  the  falling 
of   a  cash   and   bundle   basket. 

Justice  Lewis  affirmed  the  order  of  the 
Hennepin  county  court  In  the  case  of  Fred 
Schoenau  et  al.,  respondentss,  vs.  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  A.  O.  U.  W.  et  al.,  defend- 
ants. Louis  Wolf,  appellant.  The  decis- 
ion holds  a  document  changing  the  bene- 
ficiary of  a  policy  valid,  although  not 
made  out  on  the  usual  form,  where  other 
conditions  had  been  complied  with.

STAMPING   MEN. 

One  of  the  amazing  things  about  the 
early  days  of  Christianity  is  the  fact 
that,  from  the  very  start,  the  believers 
came  to  be  set  apart  from  their  fellow- 
men  by  general  opinion.  The  first  oon- 
verts  were  Jews,  but  that  fact  seems 
to  have  been  «walUiwed  up  in  the  spiri- 
tual transformation  attending  their 
conversion.  As  their  numbers  multi- 
plied, the  converts  could  be  easily 
counted,  whether  they  numbered  3000. 
5000  or  10,000.  There  was  a  distinctive 
character  stamp  on  tl.em  all. 

Men  everywhere  carry  the  stamp  of 
their  habis  and  occupations.  The  hard 
toiler  with  pick  an  i  ^hovel  is  recog- 
nized by  his  stoop  nnd  horuy  hands, 
while  the  diligent  stud»»nt  often  .»p- 
pears  with  pale  complex-.oi  and  Itls 
shoulders  in  the  posture  of  bending 
over  the  printed  page  or  growing  manu- 
script. Many  preachers  can  never  get 
away  from  giving  the  Impression  of 
their  profession,  while  a  conversation 
will  usually  reveal  the  fact  that  a  man 
is  a  physician  or  a  lawyer  or  a  mer- 
chant. Habits  and  character  stamp 
themselves  indelibly  on  the  features  of 
every  Individual.  Sensuousness  and 
the  drink  habit  mark  a  man  any  place 
one  may  meet  him.  Likewise  spiri- 
tuality irradiates  itself  from  one's 
countenance,  as  well  as  from  his  mind 
and  consciou.sness,  to  temper  the  at- 
mosphere of  any  company  where  he 
may    be    present. 

The  membes  of  the  Sanhedrin  were 
impressed  with  the  fact  that  Peter  and 
John  had  been  with  Jesus,  and  this  im- 
pression grew  out  of  the  bearing  and 
spirit  of  the  two  men  quite  as  much  as 
out  of  the  testimony  the  members  of 
the  Sanhedrin  had  in  their  possession 
that  their  prisoners  had  been  disciples 
of  the  Nazarene.  The  Christian  faith 
made  a  veritable  revolution  in  the  lives 
of  its  first  adherents.  Living  in  Amer- 
ica, we  can  scarcely  conceive  the 
change  of  thought  and  life  that  resulted 
to  the  people  in  Jerusiilem  and  Ephesua 
and  Corinth  and  Rome  from  their  faith 
In  Jesus.  It  is  an  unfortunate  thing 
that  In  America  the  church  and  clergy 
sometimes  try  to  exact  artificial  alter- 
ations of  life  from  those  who  enter  the 
church  on  profession  of  conversion.  But 
there  was  no  artificiality  of  life  on  the 
part  of  those  early  disciples  who  were 
filled  with  the  divine  spirit  and  made 
such  an  impression  on  their  generation. 
The  new  Christian  ought  to  be  care- 
fully instructed  in  the  truth  and  !n 
righteousness,  but  ought  al.so  to  be  led 
into  a  spontaneous  expression  of  the 
spirit  of  Christ  In  his  own  life. 

The  Christian  truth  has  never  lost 
its  power  over  human  life,  but  trans- 
forms believers  today  as  truly  as  it  did 
In  apostolic  times.  It  is  true  that 
there  are  churches  In  which  the  voice 
of  testimony  of  those  who  have  been 
redeemed  from  bondage  to  iniquities  is 
scarcely,  if  ever,  heard;  but  It  is  also 
true  that  there  are  numbers  of  places 
where  abundant  testimony  is  given  that 
the  Lord  saves  mightily  today  as  of 
yore.  There  are  many  persons  who  but 
yesterday  bore  the  marks  of  dissipa- 
tion and  wasted  lives,  that  today  are 
bearing-  about  In  their  bodies  and  In 
their  spirits  the  stamp  of  the  character 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

TROUBLED  WITH  GOOD  DEEDS. 

The  leaders  of  ftie  opposition  to  Jesus 
were  mainly  Pharisees,  but,  strange 
to  relate,  some  of  the  earliest 
converts  to  the  faith  after  the 
resurrection  were  from  the  sect  of  the 
Pharisees.  Paul  was  from  this  sect, 
and  his  conversion  was  one  of  the  most 
notable  events  of  that  time.  From  be- 
ing  persecutors  of  the  Lord  the  Phari- 
sees, on  at  least  one  ocx^asion.  turned 
into  defenders  of  the  new  faith,  for  It 
was  the  counsel  of  Gamaliel  that  saved 
the  apostle«  from  a  worse  fate  in  the 
second  persecution.  The  Sadducees  led 
the  first  oT>posiCion  to  apostolic  Chris- 
tianity. Christian  teaching  and  facts 
were  e«r>€^lally  obnoxious  to  them.  We 
never  read  of  a  Sadducee  embracing 
the  gospel.  Being  materialists,  they 
were  opposed  to  the  doctrine  of  the  res- 
urre<-tion  and  to  the  Idea  of  the  future 
life.  All  religious  enthusiasm  was  dis- 
tasteful to  them,  for  they  were  ab- 
sorlied  in  the  maintenance  of  their  po- 
litical power.  They  were  at  the  helm, 
and  the  office  of  chief  priest  was  In 
Sadducean  hands,  and  they  predomi- 
nated in  the  high  priestly  families. 

It  was  a  distinctively  Sadducean 
crowd  that  stopped  the  speeches  of 
Peter  and  John  in  theportlco  of  the 
temple,  after  the  healing  of  the  man's 
ankle  bones.  It  wa5  late  in  the  after- 
noon when  the  arrest  was  made,  hence 
the  men  were  Imprisoned  for  the  night, 
for  there  was  a  law  which  forbade  the 
gl\ing  of  a  Judgement  at  night.  This 
law  grew  out  of  a  pansage  in  Jeremiah, 
which  says.  "O,  house  of  David,  thus 
salth  the  Lord,  Execute  Judgment  in 
the  morning,  and  deliver  the  spoiled 
out  of  the  hand  of  the  oppressor,  lest 
my  fury  go  forth  like  fire,  and  burn 
that  none  can  quench  It,  because  of  the 
evil  of  your  doings." 

Calaphas  was  the  actually  reigning 
high  priest,  but  Annas,  his  father-in- 
law,  was  ex-high  priest,  and  as  such 
retained  the  title  and  not  a  little  of  the 
power   of   the   high   priesthood.       Tha 


Romans  had  deposed  him.  but  the  Jews 
the:u«elves  did  not  acquiesce  in  the 
vaiid'ity  of  the  change,  and  it  was  no 
doubt  on  that  account  that  he  is 
spoken  of  in  this  narrative  as  the 
leader,  instead  of  Calaphas.  who  would 
regularly  have  been  the  chief  officer 
on  that  occaai(m.  There  waa  always  a 
iomi>any  of  guards  on  duty  ir»-  the 
temple,  lH  addition  to  th«  Roman  sol- 
diers Thttse  guai-da  were  choteen  from 
among  the  priests  and  Levitew  in  order 
that  the  sacred  portior«  of  the  temple 
might  never  be  profaned.  Over  them 
was  a  chief  guard,  vvho  was  the  captain 
siMjken  (yf  as  coming  to  apprehend  the 
two  disciples. 

When  the  morning  had  come,  the 
Sadduce«8  were  a.'*sen>bled  to  try  Peter 
and  John.  The  august  comi>any  of  men 
was  arranged  in  a  circle,  ajid  the  two 
prisoners  were  placed  In  the  center  and 
directed  to  tell  by  what  power  they 
had  healed  the  man.  There  was  no 
question  as  to  the  fact  that  they  had 
healed  the  man;  the  priests  seemed  to 
think  that  the  deed  had  been  wrought 
y  some  siort  of  magic.  In  their  in- 
cantations the  Jews  u.sed  sevei-al  kinds 
of  names,  sometimes  the  names  of  the 
patriarchs,  sometimes  the  tiama  of 
Solomon,  and  sometimes  that  of  Je- 
hovah hlm.self.  In  all  their  religious 
performances  the  apositollc  Christians 
seem  to  have  invoked  the  sacred  nama 
of  God  in  one  form  or  another. 

P»ter's  reply  to  the  demand  of  the 
chief  priests  took  the  ground  from 
under  their  persecution  In  Its  very 
opening  sentence.  The  words,  "If 
we  this  day  are  examined  con- 
cerning a  good  deed  done 
to  an  impotent  man"  was  a  thruBt  at 
their  conceit  and  meddlesomeness  that 
must  have  made  every  man  of  them 
wince  and  wish  that  they  had  never 
begun  the  miserable  Job.  Who  wants 
to  put  a  man  on  trial  l>ecause  he  has 
done  some  good  deed?  Yet  this  Sad- 
ducean company  had  no  evidence  that 
these  men  had  done  anything 
worse  than  heal  a  lame  man 
and  make  a  speech,  but  they 
were  greatly  troubled  by  these 
two  things,  more  be  •juse  of  the  doc- 
trine of  the  resurre<"tion  than  for  any 
other  one  reason. 

One  can  re«9t  behind  no  surer  bulwark 
than  the  thorough  consciousness  that 
he  has  been  and  Is  doing  the  right 
thing,  H-aJf  of  every  battle  i«  won, 
if  it  can  ever  be  won.  when  the  war- 
rior enters  upon  It  In  the  assurance 
that  his  warfare  is  righteous.  "Con- 
science doth  make  co';vards  of  us  all"  is 
not  half  true,  for  conscience  makes  us 
bolder  than  a  lion  when  it  approves  our 
action:  but  woe  betide  the  craven  heart 
\vho«e  conscience  makes  him  flee  when 
no  nran  pursueth. 

THE  SUPREME  NAME. 

Peter  did  not  minoe  matters  In  mak- 
ing his  reply.  He  n^n  only  gave  the 
name  of  Jesus,  but  also  emphasized  the 
factt  hat  It  was  He  who  had  been 
crucified,  buried  and  i-aised  from  the 
dead.  There  was  an  old  Jewish  tradi- 
tion to  the  effect  th.it.  when  Solomon 
was  building  hl.«  temple,  the  workmen 
came  upon  a  stone  which  would  not  fit 
Into  any  place  they  tried  to  put  it;  so 
they  laid  it  aside,  thinking  that  a  mis- 
take had  l)een  made  in  cutting  It.  but 
when  they  came  to  ptit  the  flnial  on  the 
comer,  they  found  that  the  stone  they 
had  rejected  and  thrown  into  the  re- 
fuse pile  had  been  designed  for  the  po- 
sition of  honor  at  the  very  summit  of 
the  wall.  In  like  manner,  said  Peter, 
the  leaders  of  the  Jews  had  set  at 
nought  Jesus  whom  God  had  sent  to  be 
the  Chrisrt.  They  had  said.  That  there  is 
no  place  for  Him  in  our  thought  and 
life;  therefore  they  crucified  Him  and 
vainly  thought  they  had  gotten  rid  of 
him  forever:  but  th^y  had  only  paved 
for  him  the  pathway  to  his  throne. for  ■.t? 
hlm-self  had  hald,  "1.  if  I  be  lifted  up 
from  the  earth,  will  draw  all  men  unto 
me."  Peter  enthusiastically  declared 
that  Jesus  had  become  the  head  of  a'.l 
things,  notwithstanding  the  notions  that 
the  wise-acres  had  formed  of  him,  and 
Peter's  idea  was  afterwards  confirmed 
by  Paul,  who  wrote  of  Christ  as  the 
head  over  all  things  to  the  church.

Peter  certainly  did  not  mean  to  Indi- 
cate that  there  was  mairlc  in  the  very 
name  of  Jesus  apart  from  his  personal- 
ity. But  what  he  was  urging  was  the 
necessity  of  accepting  Jesus  as  the  su- 
preme spiritual  leader  and  savior  when 
he  was  presented.  "He  that  bellevetk 
on  him  is  not  judged:  he  that  belleveth 
not  hath  been  Judged  already,  because 
he  hath  not  believed  on  the  only  begot- 
ten  Son  of  God."  is  a  single  passage  out 
of  a  number  that  indicate  that  accept- 
ance or  rejection  of  Christ  Is  to  be  re- 
garded as  a  touchstone  of  one's  attitude 
toward  God  and  acceptance  by  Him.  To 
one  who  knows  Christ  no  other  gospel 
can  ever  legitimately  appeal.  "But 
though  we.  or  an  ang^  from  heaven, 
should  preach  unto  you  any  gospel  other 
than  that  which  ye  received,  let  him  be 
anathema." 

Yet  this  does  not  necessarily 
mean  that  none  but  those  who 
have  actually  heard  the  name  of  Christ 
wil  be  saved,  for  Jesus  himself  spoke  of 
many  who  "shall  come  from  the  east 
and  the  west,  and  shall  sit  down  with 
Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob  in  the 
kingdom  of  heaven."  Then  there  is  that 
other  beautiful  message  that  closes  w  ith 
the  words,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto 
one  of  these  my  brethren,  even  these 
least,  ye  did  it  unto  me."  Peter  said  on 
one  occasion,  "In  every  nation  he  that 
feareth  him,  and  worketh  righteousness, 
is  acceptable  to  him;"  while  from  Paul's 
own  pen  we  have  the  words.  "God  will 
render  to  every  man  according  to  his 
works:  to  them  that  by  patience  In  well 
doing  seek  for  glory  and  honor  and  In- 
corruption.  eternal  life." 

But  the  supremacy  of  Jesus  In 
the  world  of  religious  truth  will 
ever  abide,  for  there  can  be 
no  compromise  in  the  region  of 
absolute  truth.  His  followers  may  have 
much  difficulty  in  understanding  the 
truth  and  keeping  their  declaration  of 
It  pure,  but  In  him  Is  the  excellency  of 
original  truth  to  which  men  may  go  as 
to  a  never-failing  fountain  and  drink 
unto  the  life  more  abundant.  He  is  the 
only  person  who  has  ever  been  able  to 
lead  a  man  to  the  very  heart  of  the  deity 
and  bring  him  back  with  a  divine  in- 
spiration for  the  duties  of  the  present. 
No.  that  Is  not  exactly  correct,  for  he 
has  taught  his  followers  how  to  lead 
men  In  the  path  which  he  trod,  and  some 
of  them  have  attained  eminence  in  this 
function  of  spiritual  leadership. 

Peter  and  John  acknow  ledged  that  the 
voice  of  Jesus  was  the  voice  of  God.  for 
they  said  to  their  detractors.  We  cannot 
but  speak  the  things  that  we  saw  and 
heard,  and  they  threw  the  responsibility 
upon  them  of  deciding  whether  It  Is 
right  to  obey  man  rather  than  God. 
That  the  Lord  loves  obedience  better 
than  sacrifice  Is  as  true  for  the  Chris- 
tian as  it  ever  was  for  the  saint  of  the 
Old  Testament.  The  name  of  Jesus  is 
not  supreme  In  one's  life  unless  he 
heartily  seeks  to  keep  the  Lord's  com- 
mandments. The  Sadducees  thought  to 
stop  the  whole  furtherance  of  the  gospel 
by  threatening  the  preachers,  but  the 
preachrs  trusted  in  God  and  went  on 
doing  his  bidding,  just  as  every  believer 
ought  to  yield  unswerving  obedience  to 
the  word  of  God.  The  evidence  of  the 
power  of  God  could  not  be  gainsaid,  for 
the  healed  man  stood  there  before  them. 
Like  many  others,  those  persecutors 
needed  to  learn  that  It  is  a  dangerous 
thing  to  match  one's  weak  humanity 
aeainst  the  power  of  the  infinite  God^

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OSPECTS 
NOT  BRIGHT 

For  the    Passage  of  the 
Morris  Indian  Bill. 

The  Interior  Department  Is 
Strongly  Opposed.

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  Feb.  1. — Notwithstand- 
ing the  many  optimistic  reports  con- 
cerning thp  passage  of  Congressman 
Page  Morris'  bill  to  open  up  the  Chip- 
pewa and  Leech  Lake  reservations  and 
dispose  of  the  greater  part  of  the  stand- 
ing timber  on  these  lands,  the  prospects 
are  anything  but  bright  for  passing  the 
bill  at  this  session. 

The  interior  department  is  strongly 
against  the  measure  because  It  pro- 
poses   to    take    away   from   the   Indian 


office  the  control  and  management  of 
disposing  of  the  pine.  This,  however,  is 
not  the  only  serious  complication.  Tele- 
grams were  received  here  today  to  the 
effect  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
lands  which  the  Morris  bill  proposes  to 
set  aside  for  a  forest  reserve  has  already 
been  allotted  to  Indians,  and  some  of 
these  lands  are  already  occupied. 

The  situation  is  becoming  Interesting 
from  any  standpoint,  and  additional  de- 
velopments are  looked  for  at  a  special 
meeting  of  the  committee  on  Indian 
affairs  next  Wedne.sday.  when  the  Mor- 
ris bill  is  made  a  special  order.

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Chicago,  Feb.  1.— C.  O.  Harz,  a 
»veaLthy  liveryman,  was  sho't  and  In- 
stantly kllleil  by  Erward  Coughlin.  one 
of  his  drivers,  in  the  barn  at  500  Dear- 
burn  avenue,  today.  Mr.  Harz  is  said 
to  have  been  the  largest  cab  owner  In 
Chicago.  Coughlin  escaped,  but  In- 
spector Heldelmeyer  put  every  avail- 
able policeman  at  work  on  the  case 
and  dechaied  he  was  confident  of  cap- 
turing the  fugitive  soon. 

The  driver,  it  l.<  alleged,  was  sent  out 
on  a  telephone  order  last  night.  Later 
he  returned  to  the  barn  and  said  that 
his  customers,  on  the  pretext  of  call- 
ing  at   a  house,    had    escaped    without 


paying  their  fares.  This  morning  he 
again  came  to  the  stables  and  asked 
Air.  Harz  for  money  due  him.  Mr. 
Harz  declared  that  C\>ughlln"8  »tory  of 
fares  escaping  was  too  old  a  one  to 
catch  him  and,  it  is  said,  told  the 
driver  t'he  money  would  be  taken  from 
the  latter's  salary. 

Angry  words  followed,  and  Coughlin 
drew  his  revolver.  Two  other  em- 
plofyes  rushed  to  restrain  him,  but 
wei-e  not  quick  enough.  The  bullet  hit 
the  liveryman  scjuare  <m  the  fort:head 
and  death  was  in.stantaneous.  The 
amount  of  money  in\"olved  was  only  $7. 
Harz  estate  was  said  to  be  worth  $300,- 
000. 

Coug'hlln    was  arrested   at   11  o'clock 
and  admitted  shooting  Harz.

AUSTRALIANS 
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GATES  MAKES  A  MILLION 

Sale  of  a  "Link"  Road  to  the  Burlington  Brings  a 
Handsome    Profit    to     the   Chi- 
cago  Capitalist 


Chicago,  Feb,  1. — The  sale  of  a  cer- 
tain "link"  railroad  In  the  Mis.souri 
valley  to  the  Burlington  Is  said  to  have 
brought  John  W.  Gates  a  profit  of  Jl,- 
000,000  or  more,  according  to  the  Tri- 
bune. The  deal  Is  »ai<l  to  involve  not 
less  than  J10,000,000.  and  the  Kansas 
City,  Peoria  &  Chicago  railway  is 
thereby  absor<bed  into  the  Northern  Se- 
curities  company. 

The  lines  Mr.  Gates  sells  were  in- 
corporated into  a  minor  railway  sys- 
tem only  a  few  weeks  ago,  but  It  be- 
came Important  to  the  Rurllngton  to 
obtain  that  system  to  fill  u^  a  through 


line  from  Kansas  City  to  the  Atlantic 
coast. 

Mr.  Gates  got  into  the  deal  by  acci- 
dent. He  bought  $100,000  stock  in  the 
Guardian  Trus.t  company,  an  Institu- 
tion promoted  by  A.  E.  Stillwell,  who 
then  controlled  the  Kansas  City.  Pitts- 
burg &■  Gulf, 

Gates  did  not  like  the  management 
of  the  Guardian  Trus-t  company,  and 
he  was  successful  in  his  ■ai^licatlon  for 
a  receiver. 

The  railway  lines  it  controlled  run- 
ning from  Kansas  (^ty  fell  Into  the 
lines  of  the  Harrlman  syndicate,  but 
the  Northern  roads  were  left  to  the 
creditors.  Then  Gates  got  posses.sion 
by  buying  up  the  claims  of  creditors 


St.  Paul,  Feb.  1.— A  Helena,  Mont., 
special  to  the  Dispatch  says:  Reports 
reached  here  early  today  that  Clancy, 
fifteen  miles  south,  was  in  extreme  dan- 
ger of  total  destruction  by  flre.  The 
conflagration  started  'n  the  Albany 
hotel  at  Midnight.

Butler,  Pa.,  Feb.  1.  1:20  p.  m.— The 
Biddies  are  believed  to  be  dying,  and, 
contrary  to  expectations.  Jack  may  pass 
away  first.  Inflammation  has  set  in  In 
his  bowels,  which  were  torn  to  pieces 
with  bullet  wounds,  and  It  is  said  he 
cannot  live  long. 

Ed  Biddle  is  in  a  dying  condition.  He 
is  in  convulsions  and  the  death  rattle 
has  been  detected  in  his  throat. 

Mrs.  Sofltel  has  developed  pneumonia 
.md  her  condition  is  more  serious  than 
^ver. 


Butler,  Pa.,  Feb.  1.— The  condition  this 
morning  of  the  fugitives  from  justice, 
Edward  and  John  Biddle  and  Mrs.  Kate 
Soffel,  who  were  wounded  in  the  battle 
with  the  Pittsburg  and  Butler  police  last 
evening,  has  not  changed  since  mid- 
night, except  in  the  case  of  Ed  Biddle, 
who  has  grown  noticeably  weaker,  and 
it  is  thought  that  his  death  is  now  only 
a  matter  of  a  few  hours.  His  tempera- 
ture is  102,  pulse  146,  respiration  22,  and 
there  is  evidence  of  almost  continually 
internal  hemorhages.  Unless  peritonitis 
sets  in,  "Jack"  will  be  taken  to  the  hos- 
pital, where  an  operation  will  be  per- 
formed in  hope  of  saving  his  life.  The 
doctors  have  just  secured  evidence  that 
liiH  bladder  was  reached  by  a  bullet, 
but  his  general  condition  seems  to  be 
Tood. 

Mrs.  Soffel  is  resting  easily.  Her  only 
.vound  w  as  made  by  a  bullet  which  pen- 
etrated the  left  breast  within  an  inch 
of  the  nipple.  It  was  from  a  32-calibre 
revolver,  and  coursed  around  the  rib 
to  the  left  Bide,  lodging  in  the  shoulder 
blade.  About  3  o'clock  this  morning 
Dr.  McAdoo  operated  on  hei',  removing 
the  bullet,  and  she  is  in  such  n  condition 
that  her  recovery  is  believed  to  be  as- 
sured. Mrs.  Soffel  tells  two  different 
.stories  of  the  shooting,  one  to  the  effect 


that  she  shot  herself  during  the  light, 
and  the  other  that  she  was  shot  by  Ed- 
ward Biddle.  The  bullet  did  not  go 
through  her  outer  garment,  which  In- 
dicates that  the  shot  was  fired  by  her- 
self or  Biddle  by  putting  the  hand  under 
the  coat.  A  legal  battle  is  expectei 
when  the  Pittsburg  authorities  arrive 
today,  and  at  the  Jail  it  is  said  the  onlv 
waythe  Pittsburgers  will  be  able  to  se- 
cure the  Biddies  will  be  by  a  writ  of 
habeab  corpus.  The  Butler  authorities 
are  determined  to  flght  against  their 
being  taken  away. 

From  the  statement  made  this  morn- 
ing by  "Jack"  Biddle  in  his  cell,  it  i« 
evident  that  the  escaped  convicts  and 
their  accomplice  had  arranged  to  com- 
mit suicide  in  case  capture  became  im- 
minent. In  addition.  "Jack"  also  told 
how  they  escaped.  Their  manner  of 
getting  out  of  jail,  according  to  bis 
statement,  was  as  has  already  been 
published.  McGeary.  he  says,  fell  over 
the  railing  when  he  jerked  loose  from 
the  hold  the  prisoner  had  on  him.  He 
says  Mrs.  Soffel  helped  them  to  escape, 
but  would  not  say  she  supplied  the 
saws.  The  sawing  of  the  bars  of  the 
cell,  he  says,  was  completed  before  Jan. 
15.  and  that  several  times  previous  to 
the  day  on  which  the  escape  was  made 
their  plans  failed  through  some  little 
detail.  "Jack"  again  reiterated  that  ha 
never  killed  anyone,  and  that  he  never 
put  a  bulelt  into  anyone  except  Keeper 
Reynolds.  He  said  the  first  crime  he 
ever  committed  was  assisting  to  rob  a 
liquor  store  at  Carnegie,  but  admitted 
that  be  had  participated  in  a  number  of 
robberies  after  that.  After  they  had  left 
t'lie  jail  they  went  to  a  house  near  a 
railroad  In  Pittsburg. 

They  remained  there  all  of  Thursday. 
The  people  in  the  house,  "Jack"  said, 
when  they  read  of  the  escape  from  the 
jail,  recognized  them,  and  would  only 
let  them  remain  after  the  Biddies  save 
them  a  "bunch  of  money." 

They  remained  at  the  liouse  until 
Thursday  night,  leaving  it  as  aoon  «•  it 
itieTv  dark.  "Jack"  says  hv  vnftiited 
to  say  there,  and  that  "Ed"  also  was

St.  Louis  Man  Gets  Verdict  of  $2000  For  Ejectment 

From  Car  Because  He  Tendered  a  "Smooth** 

Nickel  For  His  Fare. 


St.  Louis,  Feb.  1.— "Smooth"  nickels 
must  be  accepted  at  their  face  value,  ac- 
cording to  a  decision  by  Judge  Ryan  in 
the  circuit  court  In  the  case  of  John  F. 
Ruth,  who  was  awarded  $2000  against  the 
St.  Louis  Transit  company  for  being  eject- 
ed from  a  car.  arrested  and  locked  up 
over   night   because  he   tendered   a   worn 


coin.     Judge  Ryan  said: 

"There  is  no  such  thing  as  assumed 
by  the  defendant,  as  a  nlcklc  of  less 
than  full  face  value.  A  gold  coin  may 
be  worth  less  than  its  face  value  t>ecauBe 
of  abrasion  or  loss  of  weight,  but  this  is 
not  true  of  a  nlckle.  I  think  the  carrier 
should  be  held  to  the  rule  that  If  it 
ejects  a  passenger  who  tenders  a  good 
coin  In  payment,  it  does  so  at  its  peril." 


MEANS  A  HEAVY  LOSS 

Enforcement  of  Anti-Standing    Room  Statute   b 

New  York  Has  Caused  a  Great  Commotion 

Among  Theatrical  Managers. 


New  York,  Feb.  1.— Enforcement  of 
the  anti-standing  room  statute  in  the- 
aters by  Flre  Commissioner  Sturgis  has 
caused  great  commotion  among  the- 
atrical managers.  However,  the  man- 
date was  obeyed  practically  to  the  let- 
ter and  hundreds  of  persons  were 
turned  away  from  the  lea>dlng  play- 
houses. 

At  the  Metropolitan  Opera  house, 
where  grand  opera  is  on  the  Imards, 
over  150  genera!  -admissions  had  been 
sold  when  the  firemen,  detailed  for  the 
purpose,  ordered  the  management  to 
provide  seats  or  compel  the  "standers" 
to  leave  the  house.  Seats  were  pro- 
vided In  the  gallery.  Maurice  Cj*rau  de- 
clared that  If  the  order  continues  In 
force  it  will  mean  a  loss  on  the  sea- 


son of  1100,000.  and  that  the  opera  will 
have  to  stop. 

"This  house  was  built  with  the  in- 
tention of  providing  standing  room  for 
1500  persons  without  interfering  with 
the  eafety  or  comfort  of  tlie  subscrib- 
ers," Mr.  Grau  continued,  "and  there  is 
no  reason  why  we  should  not  sell 
standing  room.  The  people  who  8t«md 
are  true  lovers  of  music,  and  this  will 
be  a  great  hardship  to  them.  It  will 
mean  such  a  los.s  to  us  that  we  will  be 
unable  to  continue  the  opera.  I  shall 
consult  my  lawyer  end  see  what  step:* 
can  be  taken." 

Theater  managers  on  Bro«.dway  de- 
clared that  the  enforcement  of  the  law 
18  an  unwarrantable  hardslilp,  and  that 
unless  the  order  is  repealled  the  loss 
will  be  larger  than  some  can  stand  It 
is  expected  the  majiagers  will  meet  and 
determine  on  some  line  of  action.

The  sale  of  the  Kinney-Hawklns- 
Crosby  mining  property,  which  has  been 
pending  for  some  time,  has  been  closed. 
None  of  the  parties  will  discuss  the 
matter,  but  It  is  learned  that  the  con- 
sideration for  the  transfer  of  the  lease 
is  $520,000,  and  the  purchasers  are  Kast- 
ern  parties. 

The  mining  rights  were  owned  by 
Senator  E.  B.  Hawkins.  O.  D.  Kinney. 
CJeorge  H.  t'rosby  and  C'apt.  J.  H. 
Pearce.  the  majority  Interest  being  held 
by  the  first  two  named.  Their  lease, 
which  will  be  assigned  by  the  conaum- 
mallon  of  the  deal,  is  based  on  a  20-cent 
royalty,  ai^  the  transaction  involves 
the  complete  sale  of  this  lease,  the 
royally  remaining  on  the  -0-cent  basis, 
and  running  direct  to  the  fee  owners. 
The  sellers  simply  receive  their  con- 
sideration and  set  over  the  rights  guar- 
anteed by  the  lease,  which  calls  for  a 
minimum  output  per  annum  for  thirty 
years  of  100  000  tons.  The  transaction 
Is  in  the  nature  of  an  option  to  pur- 
chase, the  purchasers  reserving  the 
right  to  prove  up  the  estimates  of  the 
sellers,  similar  to  the  details  of  many 
large  deals  of  this  kind. 

The  property  i.*  situated  in  sections  31 
and  32.  township  57,  range  22.  and  about 
b-ix  miles  from  the  great  Stevens  mine 
of  Conigan.  McKinney  &  Co.  The 
sellers  have.  It  is  said,  shown  up  in 
their  exploration  operations,  through 
the  medium  of  pit  sinking,  bodies  of  ore 
estimated  to  contain  more  than  30,000,- 
000  tons.  About  8,000,000  tons  of  this 
are  said  to  asstiy  60  per  cent  in  iron. 
Alx)ut  15,000,000  or  16,000,000  tons  are 
put  at  56  per  cent  Iron,  and  all  of  it, 
with  the  exception  of  the  8,000,000  tons 
of  exceptionally  high  gratle.  Is  esti- 
mated to  run  53  per  cent  and  better 
In  iron.  In  respect  to  quantity  of  ore 
shown  up,  this  property  is  said  to  rank 
fourt^h  among  the  great  mines  on  the 
Mesaba  range,  and  to  run  about  two 
points  lower  In  Iron  than  the  average 
of  the  other  three.  The  others  are  the 
Mahoning,  which  Is  accredited  with

ORE  CRUSHER. 

Iron    Range  Road    Con- 
sidering One  For  Two 
Harbors. 

The  TTnlted  States  Steel  interests  are 
considering  the  advisability  of  building 
an  ore  crusher  at  Two  Harbors.  The 
plan  Is  In  the  nature  of  an  experiment, 
for  the  crushers  heretofore  have  been 
,  situated  at  the  mines  and  near  the 
stockpiles. 

Several  mines  of  tUe  Oliver  group  on 
the  Vermilion  are  without  ore  crushers, 
and  It  has  become  necessary  to  supply 
facilities  of  the  kind  at  some  point.  II 
is  believed  that  the  great  saving  ef- 
fected In  transporting  coal  from  the 
dock  at  Two  Harbors  up  the  hill  to  the 
mines  will  much  more  than  compen- 
sate for  any  additional  labor  or  hand- 
ling caused  by  putting  the  ore  through 
the  crusher  after  It  reaches  the  lead  to 
the  yards  at  Two  Harbors.  Indeed,  it 
Is  believed  that  this  additional  labor 
will  be  a  very  small  matter.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  advantage  gained  by 
having  ample  crushing  facilities  at  a 
central  point  where  ore  of  one  kind  may 
be  crushed  out  In  a  hurry  Instead  of 
having  smaller  ones  distributed  at  the 
varfous  mines  and  In  the  saving  in  coal 
freight  will  be  very  great. 

Tht  ciushers  now  In  operation  at  the 
Soudan  location  and  at  the  Pioneer 
have  a  capacity  of  about  750  tons  each 
ten  » ot.r«.  If  the  central  crusher  Is 
bvi't  at  Two  Harbors  It  will  probably 
hive  sort  or  90j  tons  a  day  capacity.  The 
difference  between  It  and  those  at  the 
uiln^s  will  I  vobably  be  thiU  It  will  be 
busy  a  greater  part  of  the  time.

The  defense  ciaim.-5 
tiiat  tho  district  court  has  no  JuribUiclion 
because  the  case  was  once  tried  in  the 
L  Idled  Stateu  court,  and  In  the  applica- 
tion for  a  change  of  venue  to  lais  county 
made  by  Howard  T.  Abbott,  of  DuiuUi, 
In  behalf  of  the  deteudants,  Judge  Cros- 
by of  the  first  judicial  Uisirlct  oUdlained 
the  point,  and  practically  held  tiiat  the 
Mesaba  Southern  road  stood  alone  in  the 
aciiun. 

The  point  is  not  only  a  very  Important 
one,  but  It  is  new  In  this  state,  so  tlie 
outcome  will  be  watched  Willi  iuteresi 
by  attorneys.

Saunders,  of  Pine  City,  is  the  plaintlfC's 
attorney.

Railroad  Company  Takes 

Wrong  View  of  a 

Law. 

The  Minnesota  &  Northern  Wisconsin 
Railroad  company  thought  It  was  the 
law  of  this  state  that  it  could  enter  upon 
any  land  It  wanted  and  build  across  It, 
regardless  of  the  owner's  objections. 

Judge  Dibell  says  it  was  mistaken  in 
Its  view  of  the  law. 

The  decision  was  given  In  the  case  of 
Jennie  I.  Phelps  against  the  road,  to 
recover  damages  for  trespass  because 
the  road  ran  over  her  land,  building  a 
road  and  damaging  the  land,  without 
beginning  any  condemnation  proceedings 
or  paying  for  its  occupancy  of  the  land. 
The  plaintiff  demurred  to  the  answer, 
and  Jmlge  Dibell  has  just  filed  an  order 
sustaining   the   demurrer. 

In  his  memorandum  he  says:  "The  de- 
fendant explicitly  claims  that  a  j||i;^way 
corporation  orgaidzed  under  th^laws  of 
Minnesota  may  enter  upon  tfcfc  land  of 
another  without  his  consent  and  against 
his  will,  may  construct  a  railroad  across 
it,  committing  trespass  and  doing  dam- 
ages incident  to  the  constructi^jn,  and 
the  land  owner  can  maintain  no  action 
of  trespass,  but  may  begin  an  ejectment 
suit  to  the  end  of  the  year." 

Judge  Dibell  then  proceeds  to  dispose 
of  this  contention,  and  to  show  that  such 
is  not  the  law  of  this  state.

The  superfluous  zeal  of  an  Iron  range 
Ju*»li(.e  of  the  peaee  in  belialf  of  a 
•mallpox  quarantine  haa  resultea  in 
frteins  two  nu-n  w  iw)  were  iu^eused  of 
bie^tUing   the   ((uarantine. 

Lnder  the  law  the  uunishiuent  for 
their  ofl'enj'e  is  a  line  of  >6  to  $-5,  with- 
out any  Imprisonment,  i  he  juntiee  of 
the  peace  tJial  tried  them  g^ave  one  of 
iht-m  a  tine  of  $100,  in  default  of  which 
he  wiU5  sent  to  Jail  for  ninety  days. 
The  other  rt-eeivtHl  a  sentence  of  loO 
tine  or  sixty  days  in  jail. 

Because  the  justice  exceeded  the  law, 
H.  H.  Hawkins  bixmght  the  men  into 
court,  before  Judge  Cant  this  morning, 
on  uritsi  of  habeas  corpus,  and  Ixjlh 
were  released.  County  Attorney  Mc- 
iMintock  was  in  attendance  at  the  hear- 
ing, but  the  case  was  so  clear  thai  Utile 
defense  could  be  made  to  the  writs. 

Peter  Bb'si  and  Henry  Oralchen  are 
the  pxlsoners  w'ho  were  released.  lilesl 
was  working  in  a  camp  o^  the  Power- 
i>lmi«4on  eonn>iiny,  near  Hlbblng,  a  few 
days  ago.  when  a  smallpox  case  wa;S 
discovered,  and  the  Hibbing  health  ofli- 
cers  Imposetl  a  quarantine  on  the 
caujp.  lilesl  clulnis  that  men  from  the 
camp  came  and  went  uninterruptedly 
during  the  quarantine,  and  that  he  did 
not  leave  vintll  a  day  after  the  quaran- 
tine expired.  He  says  he  went  to  Hib- 
bing to  get  his  money,  but  the  company 
would  not  i»ay  him  so  he  started  for 
L)uluth  to  place  hi.s  account  in  the 
hand>i  of  an  attorney.  He  was  arrested 
for  breaking  the  quarantine,  however, 
and  after  a  trial  that,  he  says,  lasted 
only  five  minutes,  he  was  sentenced  to 
l>ay  a  tine  of  $100  and  costs  or  to  spend 
ninety  days  In  the  county  Jail. 

The  other  man's  story  was  much  the 
same.  He  also  worked  in  a  Powers- 
Simpson  camp  where  there  whs  a  case 
of  smallpox  and  a  quarantine.  His 
reason  for  leaving  was  that  he  was 
discharged  and  onlered  to  get  out  by 
the  'fireman,  so  he  had  to  go.  He  also 
had  trouble  getting  his  pay.  and  he 
looked  for  an  attorney  and  was  arrest- 
ed while  he  was  looking  for  one.  His 
sentence  was  $50  or  sixty  days. 

Hoth  men  are  now  free  after  having 
served  less  than  ten  days  in  the  county 
Jail.

ALL  AT  SEA. 

Great  Differences  Among 

Tea  Merchants  As  to 

Tax  Repeal. 

New  York.  Feb.  1.— There  Is  a  wide 
difference  of  opinion  among  hjcal  tea 
merchants  and  importers  as  to  the  time 
when  the  proposed  repeal  of  the  war 
tax  on  tea  should  take  effect.  Some 
ItK-al  members  of  the  trade  appear  to 
be  (luite  surprised  by  the  announce- 
ment from  Washington  that  the  ways 
and  means  c-ommittee  Ihad  deuldeU  to 
re<vnimend  Jan.  1,  1903.  as  the  date 
vhen  the  repeal  should  take  effect.  As 
yet  no  concerted  action  has  been  taken 
by  local  tea  lnlere.«»ts  and  grocers  on 
the  iimtter  of  the  dale.  It  Is  reteiving 
tvxreful  consideration,  however,  and  is 
the  subject  of  conferemes  of  members 
i<f  the  executive  committee  of  the  Na- 
tional Tea  Duty  Rei>eal  association.  No 
definite  stand  on  the  (iue.'»tlon  has  been 
taken.  It  has  been  decided  to  secure 
the  t-entJment  of  prominent  interests  In 
various  parts  of  tihe  country  before 
taking  final  action  either  In  favor  of 
Jan.  1.  ll>o:;.  as  the  date  for  the  repeal 
act  to  take  effect,  or  an  eailler  date, 
liniuiiies  are  to  be  sent  at  once  by  the 
committee  in  order  to  learn  what  other 
.sections  think  about  it.  That  the  trade 
is  divided  on  the  subject  Is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  some  favor  Jan.  1,  190': 
others  would  prefer  July  next,  and  still 
others  argue  Chat  the  repeal  should 
take  effect  immediately  uiwn  iu  pass- 
age.    _

a  chance.  Apparently*  it  was  a  mild 
monomania  with  him.  Thus  in  "King 
L.ear"  Bacon  klnly  makes  this  tllial 
remark  a.lx»ut  his  pa,  the  belted  Earl:

In  other  ciphers  hunted  to  their  lair 
by  the  Galluplan  cipher  trailer  Bacon 
refers  to  himself  as  Francis  First  of 
England,  and  Francis  Prince  of  Wales, 
in  one  cipher  he  says: 

"We  ourself  hate,  with  Princely 
hatred,  antes  now  exercised  to  keepe 
th'  vanlte  of  our  regall  parent  glowing 
like  tire,  for  Ood  hath  laid  on  that  heail 
a  rlciher  crowne  then  this  diademe 
upo'  her  bniw,  yet  will  she  not  dlsplale 
it  before  all  eles.  It  Is  th'  rich  crowne 
of  mothhaade.    Our  true  title  Is  Pr.  of 

Wales.  ,  ,     »w     . 

"In  event  of  the  abdication  or  death  of 
the  queene,  wee  this  sonne— Francis 
Prince  of  Wales— inherit  this  throne  and 
this  crowne,  and  our  land  shall  rejoice, 
for    It    shall    have   a    wise    soveralgne." 

Of  course,    there  are   blind   earthworms 
who    uprcar    their    poisonous    heads    and 
deny    that    the    original    editions    contain 
anv     suoh     statements     In     cipher     or     In 
dream.s    or    In    any    other    way.    Marwton, 
Mallock    and    Sidney     l.ce,    all    undoubt- 
erly   authorities   on   Shakspeare    llrsi   eul- 
tlons,  declare  that  they  have  applied  the 
Oallupian     cipher     test     to     the     original 
works  and  And  no  revelations.  But  these 
trivial    objections    are    silenced    ably    and 
completely       In    letters       to    the    London 
Times,    for   the   Oalluplan    cipher   discov- 
ery already  has  become  a  suoject  of  con- 
troversy    gre:it     enough     to     Invade     the 
Thunderer.

Runaway     on    Superior 

Street  That  Caused  a 

Lively  Stir. 

Superior  street  \vas«  the  sc«n«  of  a  very 
exciting  runaway,  shortly  after  5  oclock 
yesltrJUy  afternoon,  and  Mrs.  A.  Swan- 
son,  the  uccupunt  of  the  8U'i;;h  has  rea- 
son to  be  congratulated  for  escaping  seri- 
ous injuries.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Swansun  had 
bet'ii  driving  a  rig  from  Stewarts  liver>' 
barn  and  ai  Seventh  avenue  west  Mr. 
Swanson  had  stepjied  out  of  the  sleigh 
for  a  moment.  As  he  was  about  to  step 
in  the  .ilel^h  on  his  reliirn.  the  horse  be- 
came triKhtened  and  bt  fore  he  could 
reach  the  reins,  the  horse  dashed  away 
ea*t     'U    Superior    street,    at    full    speed. 

The  lilies  wer«  wound  around  the  whip 
easily  witliin  reach  of  Mrs.  SwanB<.>n, 
but  she  was  too  frightened  to  act.  She 
crouched  <luwn  in  the  seat  and  hung  to 
her  hat  while  the  horse  tvnund  in  and 
out  amoriR  teams  and  street  cars  without 
.slacking  hlH  spetd.  ICxcitement  ran  high, 
people  hurried  out  of  his  wav.  other  rigs 
pulled  out  of  the  path  ana  a  number 
of  men  tried  to  head  olT  the  runaway, 
but  Ihe  horse  was  not  to  be  stopped  so 
easily.  He  ran  the  entire  length  of  the 
busiest  portion  of  Superior  street  from 
Seventh  avenue  west  to  Seventh  avenue 
east,  over  a  mile,  without  once  hitting 
another  sleigh  or  a  car.

DULUTH 


New   York   Central   May 
Get  the  Canada   At- 
lantic Railway. 


Would  Add  to  Influences 

Upbuilding  Duluth's 

Export  Trade. 


Vanderbilt  Interests  Then 
Would  Come  More  Ac- 
tively Into  This  Field. 


A  teleprram  from  Ottawa  rejwrts  that 
Dr.  Seward  Webb  has  obtained  a  W-day 
tiptlon  on  the  i>urchase  of  the  Canada 
Atlantic  railway,  and  quotes  him  as  say- 
ing thai  the  New  York  Central  lntere!)t3 
are  sure  to  acquire  the  new  Canadian  air 
Ime  to  tide  water.  The  price  named  in  the 
option  is  said  to  be  *ll,(»0.ono. 

In  connection  with  the  jiurchase,  it  is 
said  that  the  fleet  of  eight  steamers  now 
oi>er;it^>d  In  conn 'Ction  with  the  Rutland 
i.iilwav,  which  is  controlled  by  Dr.  Webb, 
will  be  taken  off  the  ChlcaBo-Ogdensburg 
route  and  added  to  the  line  of  rtve  vessels 
now  in  the  Cajiada  Atlantic  f.ect. 

The  Ogdensburg  fleet  now  has  to  make 
the  detour  of  I^ke  Huron.  Lake  Erie,  the 
Welland  canal.  Lake  Ontario,  and  thence 
down  the  St.  Lawrence  river  to  Ogdens- 
burg.  On  th-'  other  hand  the  Canada 
Atlantic  has  transported  a  cargo  of  grain 
taken  on  at  the  elevators  here,  to  Montre- 
al and  i)laced  It  al»oard  an  ocean  vessjel 
In  six  days  from  the  time  the  lake  vessel 
left    Ouluth. 

The  object  of  the  Rutland  railway  In- 
terests in  buying  the  Canada  Atlantic  can 
ea.'iily  be  .•»<  en.  The  Canada  Atlantic  route, 
lake  aiio  rail,  from  Duluth  to  Depot  Har- 
bor on  Parry  Sound,  is  practically  an  air 
i'ne.  Bv  transhipping  a  cargo  aboard 
cars  at  Depot  Harbor  it  is  hauled  over- 
land in  a  perfectly  .straight  line  a  distance 
of  34.'.  nillep  to  Cote  Landing.  3S  mile.s  from 
Montrc  i!,  wh-re  the  conse.-t  d  hai  iwr  con- 
ditions existing  at  Montreal  are  avoided, 
and  iilaced  aboard  an  ocean  vessel  with- 
out delay  and  with  probably  less  than 
cne-half  the  lai>se  of  time  that  the  Og- 
(.'ensb'jrg  route  would  take. 

The  ntw  route  has  promised  to  revolu- 
tionize export  caiffo  traffic,  not  alonu  In 
the  .«av.ng  of  time  but  also  in  the  size  of 
cargoes.  The  Canada  Atlantic  Transit 
company  loaded  out  one  cargo  here  of 
7-100  tons  of  wheat,  while  the  Ogdensburg 
boats,  owing  to  the  necessity  of  loading 
cut  on  light  draft  in  order  to  pass  the 
Welland  canal,  carry  only  1400  to  1700  ton.i 
•It  a  car^o.  These  boats  If  nlaced  on  the 
Canad.i  Atlantic  route  could  be  laden  to 
their  limit  and  their  carrying  capacity  be 
greatly  Increased.  They  would  make  a 
lound  trip  about  four  times  a  month, 
while  now  It  Is  doubtful  if  they  ever  make 
much  better  than  one  a  month. 

The  effect  of  the  consolidation  of  inter- 
ests if  consummated,  will  be,  it  is  said, 
to  direct  another  great  Influence  in  the 
upbuilding  of  the  export  trade  from  Du- 
luth. It  is  considered  that  It  will  bring 
the  Vanderbilt  Intereatc  more  actively 
into  the  Duluth  trafl"lc  fledd,  and  the  re- 
sult. It  la  believed,  will  ultimately  be  of 
vast  consequence  to  the  commercial  inter- 
ests ot  this  city. 

From  Swanton  or  Montreal  several  rail 
routes  will  be  opened  to  the  American  At- 
lantic seaboard,  and  practically  another 
direct  route,  ail  the  way  controiltd  by 
identical  interests,  in  an  allied  way  at 
least,  would  be  opened  to  Duluth. 

It  is  believed  that  the  consolidation  will 
have  no  effect  on  the  method  of  conduct- 
ing the  business  of  the  Canada  Atlantic 
in  this  city  or  that  of  the  Western  Tran- 
sit company,  the  lake  line  ally  of  the  New 
\"ork  Cenaral.  In  fact,  it  ia  accepted  that 
the  inevitable  policy  of  the  Vanderbllts 
In  maintaining  their  projiertie*  having 
seper.ate  Interests  along  Independent  Iine>». 
and  preserving  their  several  identities, 
will  bo  fully  tarried  out  In  this  c^ae.  li 
i.s  pointed  out  that  through  the  Vander- 
bllts own  the  I^ke  Shore.  Nickle  Plate. 
Michigan  Central  and  Chicago  &  North- 
western roads,  the  business  of  each  of 
ihesf  lines  in  large  cities  entered  by  all 
Is  conducted  as  if  neither  one  were  owned 
by  the  owner  of  the  other.  In  Chicago 
for  instance,  it  is  recalled  that  though 
all  iheso  roads  enter  the  city,  and  a  close 
alliance  would  seem  to  be  desirable  be- 
tween the  Northwestern  and  the  other 
Vanderbilt  lines,  their  business  is  con- 
ducted by  separate  officers,  and  widely 
separated  deiM>ts  are  used  In  tach  case, 
except  In  that  of  the  Lake  Shore  and 
Mckle  Plate,  both  of  which  from  rea- 
sons existing  for  years  enter  the  Rock 
Island  depot.  The  Michigan  Central  u.ses 
the  Illinois  Central  dejiot  and  the  North- 
western is  located  far  away  over  on  the 
North  Side.  CoiLsequeiitly,  it  is  oon- 
cluded  that  the  con.«olidation  will  not  af- 
fect the  present  agencies  of  the  two  lines 
here.  Capt.  J.  T.  Rose  is  agent  for  the 
Canada  Atlantic  and  A.  B.  Wolvln  repre- 
sentSf  the    Western    Transit    company. 

The  Canada  Atlantic  was  first  begun 
as  a  logging  road  by  John  R.  Booth, 
who  very  soon  saw  the  ixjssilillitles  of  a 
short  route  to  tide  water  by  extending 
his  line  frm  Parry  Sound  to  Montreal. 
His  early  plans  have  found  fruition  be- 
yond the  fondest  hopes  of  his  early  rail- 
road building.  Five  vessels  have  been 
In  eommlsMlon  between  the  Parry  Sound 
terminus  and  Duluth,  Chicago  and  Mil- 
waukee. These  vessels  have  seldom  If 
over,  lacked  for  cargoes,  owing  to  "the 
superior  features  of  the  route.  The  com- 
modities carried  have  been  largely  grain 
and  flour  for  exiwrt.  The  eight  vessels 
of  the  Ogdensburg  Transportation  com- 
pany, which  report  says  are  to  be  adiied 
to  this  line  are  the  Alex  McVlttle.  Gov- 
ernor Smith.  W.  L.  Frost,  W.  A.  Haj?- 
kell.  James  R.  Langdon.  F.  H.  Prince. 
Henry   R.   James  and   W.    O.    Averill. 

It  is  also  planned  to  open  the  way  for 
a  great  traffic  to  Quebec.  With  the  pur- 
pose of  avoiding  harbor  blockades  during 
the  period  of  neaviest  tralDm.  anotner 
elevator  will  be  built  at  Depot  Harbor 
with  a  capacity  of  2.500.*W0  bushels  of 
grain,  while  other  elevators  will  be  built 
at  Quebec,  which  can  be  reached  by  the 
Great  North-  rn  railway  of  Canada,  and 
at  Sorel,  which  can  also  be  reached  a'.l- 
rail  via  the  Booth  route.  Thus  three,  and 
with  Montreal  four,  tidewater  termini 
will  be  provided. 

There  is  also  talk  that  the  Canada  At- 
lantic will  be  extended  west  to  Sudbury 
for  connection  with  the  Clergue  railway 
system  and  through  that  road  with  the 
Mackenzie  &  Mann  road.

caught.  I  would  not  let  them  go 
alone,"  "Jack"  said,  "and  so  soon  as  It 
grew  dark  we  went  down  the  street  and 
took  a  Perrysville  avenue  car.  We  rode 
to  the  end  of  the  line,  and  from  there 
walked  until  we  reached  the  farm 
where  we  stole  the  horse.  If  it  had  not 
been  for  the  w»)man  we  would  not  have 
been  caught,  for  we  could  easily  have 
gotten  another  horse,  and  by  this  time 
have  been  more  than  100  miles  away. 
It's  a  lead-pipe  cinch  that  we  would 
have  escaped,  but  we  could  not  let  that 
poor  woman  go  by  herself.  She  did  all 
she  could  for  us— betrayed  her  husband, 
deserted  her  family— all  to  help  us  out. 
and  we  would  have  been  a  great  deal 
worse  than  we  are  thought  to  be  If  we 
had  thrown  her  down. 

"When  we  saw  the  officers  coming 
toward  us  on  the  road  yesterday  even- 
ing, we  knew  it  was  all  up.  We  did  not 
fire  a  shot  at  the  otOcers.  but  agreed  to 
kill  ourselves.  I  shot  myself  In  the 
mouth.  "Ed"'  shot  himself  over  the 
heart,  and  the  woman  shot  herself  in 
the  breast.  We  knew  we  had  no  chance 
to  get  away,  and  we  knew  we  would 
swing  if  taken  back,  and  that  is  why 
we   wanted    to  kill   ourselves." 

It  has  been  discovered  that  "Jack" 
has  two  bullet  holes  through  his  mouth. 
Instead  of  one,  a.s  first  thought.  One 
of  his  other  wounds  is  through  his  ab- 
domen, and  it  is  thought  into  his 
bowels,  and  this  may  cause  his  death, 
because  peritonitis  usually  results  from 
wounds  of  this  kind.  Bullets  from  twy 
of  his  other  wounds  i^bout  the  stomach 
were  taken  out  this  morning. 

The  Biddies,  when  captured,  had  on 
the  same  clothes  they  wore  when  they 
escaped.  "Jack"  had,  in  addition,  a 
light  melton  overcoat.  Mrs.  Sofi'el  3i\so 
had  on  the  clothes  in  which  she  left  her 
home.  Through  "Ed's"  coat  there  Is 
one  bullet  hole,  but  through  the  dark 
blue  velvet  vest  he  wore,  are  two  holes 
made  by  the  bullets  that  lodged  near 
his  heart.  "Jack's"  coat  and  vest  are 
literally  riddled.  There  are  four  holes 
In  the  side  of  the  coat  ^nd  ten  in  the 
right  sleeve.  Tho  latter  appear  to  have 
been  made  by  small  bullets.  "Jack's" 
pistol  was  a  <heap  32-callber  affair. 
Three  of  the  six  chambers  of  the  gun 
hold  empty  cartridges.  Both  were  talk- 
ative this  morning. "but  both  disclaimed 
ever  having  killed  any  one.  The  Kah- 
ney  murder.  "Ed"  alleged,  was  com- 
mitted by  Walter  Donnan.  assisted  by 
a  man  who  had  that  day  come  from 
Chicago,  and  the  Seebers  woman,  who 
put  on  a  man's  suit.  This,  "Ed"  said, 
she  had  often  done  before  when  she  had 
assisted  them  in  their  robberies.  He  ad- 
mitted having  committed  a  great  many 
robberies,  but  stoutly  ifiaintained  that 
he  had  never  killcl  any  one. 

Dr.  Brlcker  is  In  constant  attendance 
at  the  celle  of  the  Biddies.  He  says  their 
wounds  will  not  permit  of  their  being 
removed  and  feels  certain  that  a  Jour- 
ney to  Pittsburg  today  would  be  sure 
death  to  "Ed"  Blddle.  Notwithstanding 
this,  hoAvever,  It  Is  the  intention  of  the? 
Pittsburg  authorities  lo  have  them 
moved  to  Pittsburg  a  J  once,  regardless 
of  consequences.  Superintendent  of 
Police  Demmel  has  wired  here  to  that 
effect  and  oflicers  are  now  on  their  way 
to  this  rdace  to  bring  back  the  prisoners 
at  any  cost.  Drs.  Greer  and  Brlcker 
who  have  been  attending  the  two 
Blddlea.  made  a  report  this  morning 
that  apparently  confirms  "Jack's"  story 
that  the  fugitives  had  tried  to  kill  them- 
selves. They  had  come  to  this  conclu- 
sion after  a  complete  examination  and 
a  partial  probing  of  the  wounds  of 
both  rft  the  men.  Ed  Blddle.  who  is 
generally  supposed  to  be  the  worst  in- 
jured, has  several  powder  marks  on 
his  left  breast,  which  would  go  to  show 
that  he  attempted  to  kill  him.self.       In

"Jack's"  mouth  are  three  bullet  wounds, 
which  would  be  prima  facie  evid^ence 
that  he  wanted  to  rid  the  world  of  him- 
self. One  of  the  bullets,'  which  evi- 
dently can/e  from  a  revolver,  carried 
away  a  portion  of  his  tonsil,  which  the 
doctors  say  could  only  have  happened 
by  the  holding  of  a  revolver  to  his  own 
mouth. 

About  10:30  o'clock  this  morning  Mrs. 
Soffel  took  a  bad  turn  and  her  condition 
is  more  serious.  She  asked  for  her 
children,  and  they  probably  will  be 
sent  for.  Edward  Blddle  is  uncon- 
scious and  breathing  heavily.  His  death 
may  occur  at  any  moment.  John  Blddle 
has  recovered  from  the  opiates  admin- 
i.«tered  and  talks  in  a  boastful  strain. 
The  physicians  now  say  tli'it  while  he 
may  live  several  days,  his  ultimate  re- 
coverj-  is  deemed  impo.ssible. 

There  Is  great  excitement  In  the  town 
and  the  streets  are  crowded,  large  num- 
bers surrounding  the  hospital.  A  con- 
flict between  the  Pittsburg  and  Butler 
authorities  over  the  possession  of  the 
prisoners  and  the  right  to  the  reward  la 
confldentlv  expected.  The  Butler  au- 
thorities as.sert  that  they  will  not  give 
up  the  prisoners  without  a  writ  o\ 
habeas  corpus. 

THE  CAPTURE. 

Biddies  Were   Overtaken   In 
Sleigh  Near  Prospect. 

Pittsburg.  Pa..  Feb.  l.-Edward  Blddle 
in  jail  dying;  John  Biddb-  riddled  with 
luckshot  and  in  a  precarious  condition, 
and  Mrs.  Peter  K.  Soffel  lvln«  in  the  hos- 
pital with  a  self-inflicted  bullet  wound  in 
the  breast,  is  the  sinju.-l  of  the  sensational 
e.°cape  of  the  Blddle  brothers  from  liie 
Alleghenv  county  jail,  aided  my  Mrs  Sof- 
fel. the  wife  Of  the  jail  ward^.n.  on  Thurs- 
day  mornlnR^.  ,      „,,,,. 

The  story  of  the  close  of  the  Bidole  trag- 
edy which  came  at  5:45  yesterday  after- 
noon, lo  a  thrilling  one.  The  scene  of  the 
conflict  that  preceded  their  c.-pture  was  a 
SI  ow-covered  road,  two  mil».«  east  of 
I'rosipect,  Butlirr  county,  ntar  Mount 
Cnestnut. 

The  exact  placf  was  at  McClure  a  barn, 
wh're  the  double-team  sleiphs,  flll«»d  with 
eight  officers,  three  of  them  Pittsburg  de- 
lict ivcs— John  Roach.  Albert  Swinehart 
and  Charles  McOovern— met  the  two  Bid- 
c'ie.s  In  a  one-horse  sleigh,  stolen  at  Per- 
rvsviile,  and  at  once  opened  Arc  on  the 
trio,  the  Biddies  returning  the  lire  after 
Jumping  out  of  the  sleigh. 

The  Pittsburg  oflflcers  who  were  in  pur- 
suit of  the  guilty  fugitives  were  m«»l  at 
Eutler  yesterday  afternoon  by  Deputy 
Shtriffs  Rainev  and  Hoon  and  Officers 
Frank  KolUday  and  Aaron  Thompson,  the 
latter  being  under  command  of  Chief  of 
Police   Robert   Ray.   of   Butler. 

After  a  hasty  con.«ultatlon  with  these  re- 
lnf«»rcetncnts.  the  officers  were  certain 
th.it  they  were  on  the  right  track,  and 
that  that  It  was  only  a  question  of  time 
when  they  would  catch  up  with  the  es- 
caijing  condemned  murderers  and  their 
female    companion. 

The  Biddies  and  Mrs.  Soffel  ate  dinner  at 
J.  J.  Slophens".  at  Mount  Chestnut,  five 
miles  east  of  Butler.  They  had  made  a  de- 
tour of  the  town  of  Butler,  and.  after  go- 
ing Pcvt-ral  miles  east,  turned  .south,  and 
then  west.  The  Pittsburg  officers,  only 
a  few  miles  In  the  rear,  took  the  wrong 
road  for  about  eight  miles,  but  wh<^n 
thev  found  their  mistake  they  made  up 
their  U:st  time  by  telephoning  and  tele- 
graphing ahead  for  fresh  horses. 

They  reached  Mount  Chestnut  not  le.-ss 
than  half  an  hour  after  the  BlddK^s  and 
Mrs.  Soffel.  At  this  point  William  Wat- 
son, a  storekeeper,  nad  fresh  horses 
aw.alting  them,  and  the  chace  l)egan  anew. 
The  two  sleighs,  with  the  eight  officers 
aboard  started  westward,  and  met  the 
fugitives  at  McClure's  barn,  two  miles 
from  Mount  Prospect.  The  Blddlos.  hav- 
ing learned  that  they  were  almost  over- 
taken, and  taking  what  they  considered 
the  only  chance  th'^v  had.  drove  east- 
ward, and  met  their  doom. 

The  Pittsburg  and  other  officers  were 
.nrmed  with  Wlnche.'<tera  and  revolvers  of 
large  caliber.  They  shot  to  kill,  and 
their  a'm  was  good.  The  Biddies  tried 
to  kill  to  the  last  of  their  string,  but  not 
one  of  the  eight  officer.s  has  a  wound  a.« 
tlif   result  of  the   battle. 

When  the  det-^ctlves  got  within  sixty 
yards   of  the   fugitives   they   opened    Are. 


whicli  has  been  carried  bv  him  ever  f^lnce. 
Mr.  Brock  is  a  dignified  old  gentleman, 
showing  few  signs  of  decrepitude.  His 
familv  Bible  is  still  presei-s-ed.  and  it 
shows  that  the  date  of  his  birth  was 
written  114  years  ago.  Surely  a  few  words 
from  this  remarkable  old  gentleman,  who 
has  had  114  years  of  experience  to  draw 
from,  would  be  Interesting  a.s  well  as 
profitable.

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The  Biddies  promptly  answered  with  shot- 
guns and  revolvc-rs. 

Mrs.  Soffel,  too,  stood  up  In  the  sleigh, 
with  a  revolver  in  each  hand.  When  Kd 
Blddle  fell,  and  she  saw  that  she  wa.» 
aljout  to  be  captured,  she  fired  a  bullet 
into  her  breast.  An  examination  by  phy- 
sicians show.s  that  she  will  recover,  as  the 
bulltt  was  deflected  by  her  corset,  and  the 
wound  is  comparativeiy  .sligiil. 

Ed  BlddK-  got  a  bvilKt  in  the  breast, 
which  penetrated  his  right  lung  and  will 
prol>ably  end  his  life  before  morning. 
John  may  recover,  as  his  wounds,  though 
numerous,  failid  to  reach  a  vital  spot. 
The  escape  of  the  officers  is  miraculous. 
The  Biddies  have  demonstrated  on  Si-v- 
erai  occasions  that  they  are  good  marks- 
men, and  why  they  should  have  failed  to- 
day to  bring  down  their  men  is  a  mys- 
tery. 

After  the  Biddies  fell  to  the  snow-cov- 
ered ground,  the  officers  picked  up  the 
apparently  lifeless  bodies  of  Mrs.  Soffel 
and  the  Biddies,  and  came  back  to  Butler, 
bringing  the  stolen  sleigh,  patched-up 
harness  and  worn-out  horse  with  which 
the  Biddies  twice  tried  so  strenuously  to 
gt't   away   toward   Canada   and   liberty. 

The  story  of  the  fight  as  told  by  one 
of  the  detectives  is  as  follows: 

The  Biddies  weiv  sitting  on  the  right 
side  of  the  cutter.  Mrs.  Soffel  was  on 
th»-   left   side. 

'Hold  11])  your  hands  and  surrender," 
cried    Detective    McGovern. 

Kddie  Blddle  .lumped  up  from  his  seat 
and  raising  a  shotgun,  fired  at  McGovern. 
He  aimed  badly  and  the  shot  scattered 
on  the  road  alongside  of  McGovern.  De- 
tectives McGovern  and  Roach  discharged 
their  Winchesters  at  Ed  Blddle.  Both 
shots  took  effi>ct.  Jack  Biddle  raised 
from  the  seat  and  discharged  his  re- 
voh-er   at   the   thri-e   officers. 

Detective  Swin<-hart  steadied  himself 
and  fired  his  4i>  Colt  revolver  at  Jack. 
Then  the  detectives  opened  fire  on  the 
boys  In  rapid  succession.  The  shots 
knocked  them  out  of  the  sleigh.  Ed  fell 
sprawling  on   the  snow  nnd  Jack  fell  on 


top  of  him.  The  BiddleB*  horse  then  be- 
came frightened  and  rar  across  a  field. 

It  was  at  this  time  that  Mr.«  Soffel  waa 
seen    to   collapse    in    the   sleigh. 

Swinehart  rushed  in  oi:  tli -ni  when  De- 
tective McOov.rn  e.ill.d  to  him  to  stay 
back,  that  the  Biddies  were  only  feign- 
ing. Detective  Roach  saw  Ed  Blddle 
reach  in  his  coat  pocket  as  if  for  a  gun 
and  the  deteotive  shot  him  again.  Then 
Detect ive  McOovern  ran  up  wlihin  Ave 
feet  of  the  boys  and  emptied  his  Win- 
chester Into   them. 

The  Biddies  then  yielded.  The  deteo- 
tlve.s.  Roa<h  and  McGovern  then  hand- 
eufTed  them,  hands  and  feet,  and  thejr 
were   taken   to  Butler. 

Mrs.  Soffel,  who  had  fallen  from  the 
sleigh  when  the  horse  ran  away,  waa 
pb'ked  up  and  taken  to  the  hospital  at 
Butler. 

At  the  jail  la.st  nl^rht  Ed  Blddle  called 
for  a  priest  and  made  the  followlnc 
statement: 

"1  have  been  accused  of  a  great  many 
seriou!<  crimes.  I  admit  that  I  eould  have 
committed  many.  The  opportunities  pre- 
senter them-^elves.  I  want  to  say  now 
that  I  did  not  kill  Detective  Fitzgerald 
nor  did  I  shoot  Thomas  Kahtiey.  nor 
was  my  brother  Implicated  in  the  latter 
affair.  Mrs.  Soffel  aided  us  in  g<  tilng  out 
of  the  count.v  .lall.  and  had  it  not  been 
for  her  we  would  have  ma<le  eur  escape 
today.  She  gave  up  everything  for  us  and 
I  wa."!  boHnd  to  b.»ck  her.  1  did  not  shoot 
her.  She  shot  herself.  Oh.  father,  bless 
me  and  tell  me  ihat  my  .••ins  are  fpr- 
given.  Although  T  have  pictured  myself 
to  you  SB  a  desp.^rate  man.  1  still  have 
some  heart  and  gratitude  for  the  woman 
who  h<'>lped  u.<«  to  e«cape.  She  merely  did 
it  out  of  good  sympathy  for  us.  I  per- 
suaded her  to  do  it.  I  told  her  I  was 
guiltieKs  of  tho  crime  for  which  I  waa 
about  to  be  executed,  and  .•=he  w.is  Im- 
pressed and  yielded  to  my  sngge.«tlon.  X 
planned   It   all."

The 
rtceptlon    of    the    diplomats    the    first    of 
the    week    clearly    showed    the    pow- r    of 
the    schemere    and    the    full    acknowledg- 
ment   of    her    assumptl.jn    of    the    throi\e. 
The  formal  greetings  to  tlie  emperor  were 
a  farce,  and  It  Is  evl.lcnt  that  the  stabili- 
ty of   future—commercial   and   other  rela- 
tions deptn.1  on  consistent  support  of  the 
empress   dawager  and   Yung   I>u,    who   is 
pf  sing  as  chief  of  the  reformers.     The  op- 
X.ortunity    for    th.-    in.lirect    repression    of 
the   empress   dow.'.ger       has       been       lost 
through  convenient  Ignorance  of  her  past 
crimes  in  the  desire  for  trade  concc.'«slons. 
The  dlsint 'sratlon  of  the  allied  interests 
of   the    powers   Is  becoming  more  evident 
every  day.     It  Is  iilso  plain  that  the  court 
did    not    apprnach    the    capital    until    the 
Chinese   were  sure   that  no  action   hostil^^ 
to  the  power  of  tiie  empress  dowager  and 
Yung  lai   were   to  be   taken.     The    iirulal 
subversion  of  the  emperor  by  the  empress 
dowager    has    been    accomplished    In    the 
bfst   style  of  Oriental   barbarism.     Tie  Is 
tullieil  and    forbidden    to   speak   at    audi- 
ences  where   a    prince    sp.aks.     The   em- 
pre.ss    dowager    Is    generally    present    and 
takes  an   active  part   In   the  discussions.

American  capital 
Is  growing  more

ippines, and  congressmen  are  In  receipt  of 
v.rgerkt  messages  to  do  something  for  the 
Vnlteil  States  in  the  new  possessions. 
Foreign  corporations  are  in  control  of  all 
Important  public  utilities,  while  many 
American  citizens  are  awaiting  to  invest 
capital  In  various  enterpri-ses.  Of  course, 
under  the  existing  laws  no  American  cor- 
poration would  care  to  embark  extensively 
In  business  In  the  Philippines.  The  Spoon- 
er  amendment  prohibits  the  granting  of 
franchises  to  run  for  a  greater  period  than 
one   year,    and    this   has   served   to   keep 


GEN.    CHILDS'    "ANSWER." 

In  a  speech  before  the  Minnesota 
Hankers'  as!50ciatlon  in  St.  Pa'il 
Thursday  afternoon.  H.  W.  Childs.  of 
the  tax  commission,  made  what  the 
Minneapolis  Times  calls  a  "complete 
answ  er  to  all  criticisms  of  the  tax  code.  ' 
Doubtless  Ctcii.  Childs"  intent  was  mis- 
construed by  the  Minneapolis  paper,  for 
his  fpeech  was  very  far  from  a  "com- 
plete answer."  He  devoted  most  of 
hi.s  time,  according  ti>  the  published  re- 
ports of  his  speech,  to  praising  certain 
features  of  the  pri)pi)sed  tax  code  which 
alim>st  anybody  will  agree  to  be  excel- 
lent, and  In  honor  of  which  all  will 
Join  Gen.  Childs  in  throwing  up  their 
hats. 

There  are  many  excellent  features 
about  the  tax  code.  If  personal  prop- 
erty is  to  be  asses.sed,  the  general  prin- 
ciple that  it  should  all  be  assessed  Is 
good,  and  if  it  is  all  to  be  assessed  ex- 
perience has  shown  that  some  such 
strenuous  measures  as  the  code  provides 
are  necessary  to  force  it  upon  the  as- 
sessment rolls.  But  when  It  comes  to 
the  application  of  the  general  principle 
that  all  property  shall  be  taxed,  there 
comes  Into  the  controversy  the  ques- 
tion whether  the  state  can  better  afford 
to  lose  110,000  in  taxes  or  $1,000,000  In 
business  enterprises. 

Some  of  his  speech  Is  a  defen.se  of  the 
law.  For  instance,  he  says  that  the 
fear  that  the  law  will  cause  an  annual 
panic  is  groundles.s  because  the  present 
law  as  to  bank  deposits  is  embodied 
without  change  In  the  new  code.  In 
this  case  either  Gen.  Childs  was  mis- 
quoted, or  he  Is  mistaken.  The  new 
law  adds  to  the  provision  that  trustees 
of  any  sort  shall  list  the  property  in 
their  control,  the  word  "banker"  mak- 
ing it  essential.  In  the  reading  of  the 
best  attorneys,  that  bankers  must  list 
their  desposltors  and  the  amount.s  of 
their  deposits  on  April  1  of  each  year. 
That  means  all  that  Senator  Baldwin 
implied  In  his  interview  in  The  Herald 
recently.  It  means  that  depositors  will 
withdraw  their  balances  so  that  the 
banker  will  have  none  to  list  on  April 
1,  and  It  means  that  in  order  to  meet 
such  a  run  the  banker  must  call  in  his 
loans. 

Gen.  Childs  made  no  defen.se  of  the 
provision  for  taxing  vessel  registration 
and  vessel  taxes  out  of  the  state.  He 
made  no  defense  of  the  provision  for 
taxing  grain  in  elevators,  which  would 
result  in  taking  grain  out  of  the  ele- 
vators of  this  state  and  into  the  ele- 
vators of  another  state  where  such  a  tax 
Is  not  demanded.  He  made  no  defense 
of  the  reduction  of  the  personal  prop- 
erty exemption  from  $100  to  $25,  but  ad- 
mitted that  that  Is  a  mistake  and  pro- 
ml.sed  that  the  commission  would  rec- 
ommend an  amendment  to  this  provi- 
sion, replacing  the  exemption  of  $100. 

A    member   of    the    tax       commission 
might  be  expected   to   rally   to  its   de- 
fense. He  might  be  looked  to  for  even 
more   enthusiasm   than       Gen.       Childs 
showed   in  his  speech.       But  the  most 
unfortunate   thing  about   a   defense   of 
the  tax  code  from  a  member  of  the  tux 
commission  Is  that  none  of  them  Is  in 
a  position  to  defend  the  most  effective 
criticisms    that    have    been    made,    be- 
cause these  criticisms  are  in  the  report 
of  the   commission   Itself.   They  are   to 
the   eflect   that    with   the   present   con- 
stitutional limitations  in  the  road  it  Is 
impossible  to  frame  a  satisfactory  and 
scientific    tax    law,    and    that    It    was 
regretted  that   the  commission  did  not 
have  more  time  in  which  to  frame  the 
tax    code.       These    sentiments       leave 
the  impression  that  If  the  constitutional 
hindrances  were  removed,  and  the  com- 
mission   had    had    more    time,    a    much 
better  law  would  have  resulted. 

The  tax  code  that  Minnesota  will 
adopt  is  to  be  used  for  a  long  time.  A 
little  while  spent  In  further  consider- 
ation and  in  waiting  for  the  most  favor- 
able opportunity  to  frame  a  tax  law  will 
be  better  used  than  the  time  that  may 
be  lost  In  whittling  away  through  fu- 
ture sessions  in  an  attempt  to  Improve 
an  unsatisfactory  law.

Lat- 
ter-day Saints  went  from  the  nineteenth 
to  the  fifteenth,  and  the  Lutheran  gen- 
eral synod  from  the  seventeenth  to  the 
twentieth  rank.

TME  PRESIDENT'S  ORDER. 

The  Imperative  order  Issued  by  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  yesterday  in  relation  to 
government  employes  will  strike  dismay 
to  many  organizations  w  hich  have  been 
formed  to  further  legislation  In  their 
interests.  The  order  is  thought  to  have 
been  cau.sed  largely  by  the  activity  of 
the  Rural  Carriers'  association,  which 
has  been  working  hard  to  secure  an  in- 
crease in  the  salary  of  the  rural  car- 
riers, many  of  whom  are  underpaid. 
This  may  have  had  something  to  do 
with  the  issue  of  the  order  at  this  time, 
but  there  are  many  older  organizations 
which  have  for  years  kept  up  a  steady 
crusade  with  members  of  congress  to 
further  their  interest  and  of  which  the 
congressmen  have  been  getting      very 

tired. 

The  hardest  workers  In  the  Interests 
of  Improvement  In  their  conditions  by 
increase  of  salary  and  otherwise  haVe 
been  the  National  As.sociatlon  of  Letter 
Carriers   and    they    have   accomplished 
much.      The  association  grew  out  of  a 
system  of  local  associations  of      early 
date  In  the  free  delivery  system.  These 
local    associations    corresponded       with 
each  other,  and  In  1869  they  combined 
to    form    the    present    national    associ- 
ation.     The  civil  service  law  was  not 
enacted   for  fourteen  years  thereafter, 
and  the  merit  system  was  then  applied 
in  only  twenty-three    postoftices,      the 
rule  being  that  none  having  less  than 
fifty  employes  should  be  Included.  The 
extension  of  the  civil   service  rules   to 
the  entire  free  delivery  service  was  not 
made  until  President      Harrison      was 
about    going    out    of    office    in    1893.    or 
twenty-four  years  after  the  formation 
of  the  national       association.       Every- 
body who  recalls  the  work  of  Samuel  S. 
Cox,  of  New  York,  in  congress  on  be- 
half of  the  letter  carriers,  will  doubtless 
also   remember   that   Mr.   Cox   kept   in 
constant    touch    with    the   associations, 
who   laid    their    grievances   before   hint 
and  presented  through  him  their  mem- 
orials and  petitions  for  desired  amend- 
ments of  the  laws.      The  National  As- 
sociation  of  Postofllce   Clerks  was  or- 
ganized about  1890.  or  three  years  prior 
to  the  general  free  delivery. 

That  these  association  have  done  a 
vast  amount  of  good  their  members 
there  Is  no  doubt  and  they  have  be- 
come very  powerful  In  many  ways,  and 
In  all  probability  the  order  of  the  pre."!- 
dent  was  directed  largely  against  them. 
It  will  meet  with  much  opposition  on 
the  ground  that  It  deprives  the  men  of 
their  rights,  and  its  effects  may  be  far 
reaching.

GROWTH  OF  CHURCHES. 

The   tenacity  of  religious  bodies,   no 
matter  what  discouragements  confront 
them,  grows  more  and  more  apparent 
as  figures  of  growth  are  presented  from 
decade    to    decade.

In  population,  2.18  per  cent,  the  annual 
rate  of  Increase  in  population  from  IS-JO 
to  1900.    Dr.  Carroll  rates  the  Increase 
during  the  year  of  468,083     In     Rompn 
Catholic  membership  as  too  high,  and 
regards   the     figures   as   those   of     the 
growth  of  several  years  in  a  large  pro- 
portion of  dioceses.    The  percentage  of 
growth    in    the    Protestant      Episcopal 
church.  4  pe  rcent.  or  31,341,  Dr.  Carroll 
regards  as  large.    It  Is  next  to  the  Ro- 
man Catholic  the  largest  growth  of  the 
year,  and  was  greatest  in  the  Eastern 
cities.    The  acce!*slons  to  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  church  were  from  Methodists, 
Presbyterians,   Baptists,   Congregatlon- 


THE  PHILIPPINE  PROBLEM. 

Petitions  are  being  circulated 
throughout  the  United  States  for  sig- 
natures, addressed  to  the  senate.  In  the 
interest  of  the  restoration  of  peace  in 
the  Philippines  and  that  "a  contest 
professedly  waged  in  the  Interest  of 
humanity  may  not  be  degraded  into  a 
human  war  of  extermination."  Thrj 
Heiald  has  been  requested  by  the  gen- 
tlemen circulating  the  petition  in  Duluth 
to  publish  its  statements  in  full,  but 
lack  of  space  forbids  a  reprint  of  the 
lengthy  preamble.  The  following  is  the 
wording  of  the  petition: 

First. — That  an  investigation  be  made 
In  regard  to  the  practices  of  our  army 
In  the  Philippine  islands  by  a  commit- 
tee of  the  senate,  and  that  the  exact 
truth  be  laid  before  the  people  of  the 
United  States, 

Second.— That,  If  these  reports  are 
true,  steps  be  taken  at  once  to  stop  re- 
concentration,  the  killing  of  prisoners, 
the  shooting  without  trial  of  suspected 
persons,  the  use  of  torture,  the  em- 
ployment of  savage  allies,  the  wanton 
destruction  of  private  property,  and 
every  other  barbarous  method  of  wag- 
ing war,  which  this  nation  from  its  in- 
fancy has  ever  condemned. 

Third.— That  appropriate  steps  be 
taken  at  once,  by  treating  with  the  rep- 
resentathes  of  the  Filipinos  in  arms,  to 
secure  a  suspension  of  hostilities  in 
order  that  an  opportunity  be  given  for 
a  discussion  of  the  situation  between  the 
government  and  the  Filipino  leaders, 
who  should  be  permitted  to  visit  this 
country  for  this  purpose. 

I'ourth.— That,  pending  negotiations, 
strict  orders  be  given  to  the  officers  in 
command  of  our  troops  to  deal  humane- 
ly with  the  inhabitants  of  the  Philip- 
pine islands  or  with  persons  whom  one 
day  we  hope  to  make  our  friends. 
There  can  be  no  reasonable  objection

GEN.    CHILDS'    "ANSWER." 

In  a  speech  before  the  Minnesota 
Hankers"  association  in  St.  Paul 
Tluiisday  afternoon.  H.  W.  Chllds,  of 
the  tax  commission,  made  what  the 
.Minneapolis  Times  calls  a  '-compleie 
answer  to  all  criticisms  of  the  tax  code." 
l>t)ubtless  Oeii.  <'hilds'  intent  was  mis- 
iotistrued  by  the  Minneapolis  paper,  for 
his  speech  was  very  far  from  a  "com- 
plete answer."  He  devoted  nmst  of 
hi.s  time,  according  to  the  imbllshed  re- 
ports of  his  speech,  to  praising  certain 
features  of  'he  proposed  lax  code  which 
almost  anybody  will  agree  to  be  excel- 
lent, and  in  honor  of  which  all  will 
J.dn  CJen.  Childs  in  throwing  up      their 

hats. 

There  are  many  excellent  features 
about  the  tax  code.  If  personal  vrop- 
eily  is  tt>  be  asses.sed.  the  genet al  prin- 
ci|de  that  It  Fh«)uld  all  be  assessed  Is 
Kood,  and  If  It  Is  all  to  bo  as.sessed  ex- 
perience ha.«  shown  that  some  such 
strenuous  measures  as  the  code  provides 
are  necessary  to  force  It  upon  the  as- 
sessment rolls.  Rut  when  It  comes  to 
the  application  of  the  general  principle 
that  all  property  shall  be  taxed,  there 
comes  Into  the  controversy  the  (pies- 
tion  whether  the  state  can  better  afford 
to  lose  $10,000  in  taxes  or  JI.OOO.OOO  in 
business  enterprises. 

Some  of  his  speech  is  a  defense  of  the 
law.  For  Instance,  he  says  that  the 
fear  that  the  law  will  <au.''e  an  annual 
panic  Is  groundless,  becau.se  the  ptesent 
law  as  to  bank  deposits  Is  embodied 
without  change  in  the  new  code.  In 
this  ca.se  either  Clen.  Ohllds  was  mls- 
iiuoted,  or  he  Is  mistaken.  The  new 
law  add-s  to  the  i>rovlslnn  that  trustees 
of  any  .sort  shall  list  the  properly  in 
their  control,  the  word  "banker"  mak- 
ing it  essential,  in  the  reading  of  the 
best  attorneys,  that  bankers  must  list 
their  despositors  and  the  amounts  of 
their  deposits  on  April  1  of  each  year. 
That  means  all  that  Senator  Baldwin 
implleil  in  his  Interview  in  The  Herald 
recently.  It  means  that  depositors  will 
withdraw  their  balances  so  that  the 
banker  will  have  none  to  list  on  April 
1.  and  It  mean.s  that  in  order  to  meet 
such  a  run  the  banker  must  call  In  his 
loans. 

Gen.  (Miilds  made  no  defen.se  of  the 
provision  for  taxing  ves.sel  registrathm 
and  ves.sel  taxes  out  of  the  state.  He 
made  no  defense  of  the  provision  f<)r 
taxing  grain  in  elevators,  which  would 
result  in  taking  grain  out  of  the  ele- 
vators of  this  state  and  into  the  ele- 
vators of  ancdher  state  whore  such  a  tax 
is  not  dPinandcd.  He  made  no  defense 
of  the  reduction  of  the  personal  prop- 
erty eXem|>tion  from  $100  to  $2r..  but  ad- 
mitted that  that  is  a  mistake  and  pro- 
mised that  the  commission  w(mld  rec- 
ommend an  amendment  to  this  provi- 
sion, repiai  Ing  the  exemption  of  $100, 

A    member   of    the    tax       commission 
might   be   expected    to   rally    to   its   de- 
fense. He  might  be  looked  to  for  even 
more   enthusiasm   than       Oen.       C'hllds 
showed    in   his   speech.       But   the   most 
unfortunate   thing  about   a   defense   of 
the  tax  rode  from  a  member  of  the  tax 
commission  Is  that  none  of  them  is  in 
a  position  to  defend  the  moat  effective 
criticisms    that    have    been    made,    be- 
cause these  criticisms  arc  in  the  report 
of   the   commission   itself.   They  are   to 
the    enVct    that    with    the    present    con- 
.stitutional  limitations  In  the  road  it  is 
impoFsible  to  frame  a  satisfactory  and 
scientific    tax    law,    and    that     it    was 
regretted    that    the  commisslfjn  did   not 
have  more  time  in  which  to  frame  the 
tax    code.        These    sentiments        leave 
the  impression  that  if  the  constitutional 
I  hindrances  were  removed,  and  the  com- 
mission   had    had    more    time,    a    much 
better  law   vv<mld  have  resulted. 

The  tax  code  that  Minnesota  will 
adopt  Is  to  be  used  for  a  long  time.  A 
little  while  spent  In  further  consider- 
ation and  In  waiting  for  the  most  favor- 
able opportunity  to  fraiiu  a  tax  law  will 
be  better  usetl  than  the  time  that  may 
be  lost  in  whittling  away  through  fu- 
ture sessions  in  an  attempt  to  improve 
an  unsatisfactory  law.

THE  PRESIDENT'S  ORDER. 

The  Imperative  order  Issued  by  Presi- 
dent Iloosevelt  yesterday  in  relation  to 
government  employes  will  strike  dismay 
to  many  organizations  w  hich  have  been 
formed  to  further  legislation  in  their 
inteiests.  The  order  is  thought  to  have 
been  caused  largely  by  the  activity  of 
the  Rural  Carriers"  association,  which 
has  been  working  hard  to  secure  an  in- 
crease in  the  salary  of  the  rural  car- 
riers, many  of  whom  are  underpaid. 
This  may  have  had  something  to  do 
with  the  issue  of  the  order  at  this  time, 
but  there  are  many  older  organizations 
which  have  for  years  kept  up  a  steady 
crusade  with  members  of  congress  to 
further  their  interest  and  of  which  the 
congressmen  have  been  getting  very 
tired. 

The  hardest  workers  in  the  Interests 
of   improvement  in   their  conditions  by 
Increase   of  salary  and   otherwise  have 
been  the  National  As.^ociation  of  Letter 
t.'arriers   and    they    have    accomplished 
mu<h.       The  association  grew  out  of  a 
system  of  local  associations  of      early 
date  in  the  free  delivery  system.  The.se 
local    asso<iations    corresponded       with 
each  other,   and   in   186V«   they  combined 
to    form    the    present    nati<mal    associ- 
ation.      The  civil  service  law  was  not 
enacted    for    fourteen    years   thereafter, 
and  the  merit  system  was  then  appliid 
In  only  twenty-three     postotlices,       the 
rule   being   that   none  having  less   than 
fifty  employes  should  be  included.  Tho 
extension   of   the   civil   service   rules    to 
the  entire  free  delivery  servi<'e  was  not 
made  until  President       Harrison      was 
about    going    out    of    ofl[1ce    in    1893.    or 
twenty-four   years  after  the  formation 
of   the   national       association.       Every- 
body who  recalls  the  work  of  Samuel  S. 
Cox.  of  New  York,  in  congress  on  be- 
half of  the  letter  carriers,  will  doubtles.s 
al.so    remember    that    Mr.    Uox    kept    in 
constant    touch    with    the   associations, 
who    laid    their    grievances    before    him 
and  presented  through  him  their  mem- 
orials and  petitions  for  desired  amend- 
ments of  the  laws.       The  National  As- 
sociation   of    P.jstoflice    Clerks    was    or- 
ganized about  1890,  or  three  years  prior 
to  the  general  free  delivery. 

That  these  association  have  done  a 
vast  amount  of  good  their  members 
there  is  no  doubt  and  they  have  be- 
come very  p«>werful  In  many  ways,  and 
in  all  probability  the  order  of  the  presi- 
dent was  directed  largely  against  them. 
It  will  meet  with  much  opposition  on 
the  ground  that  it  deprives  the  men  of 
their  rights,  and  its  effects  may  be  far 
reaching.

The    Filipinos    evl- 
ilently  believe  that  it  Is  the  intention  of 
this  country  to  keep  the  islands  forever 
as  American  territory  and  to  never  give 
the  natives  the  Independence  and  self- 
government  for  which  they  yearn.  Per- 
haps a  face  to  face  conference  of  lead- 
ing   Filipinos    with    the    authorities    at 
Washington  would  disabuse  their  minds 
of   the   former   of    the    views    they    now 
hold  as  to  our  purpose,  and  In  this  way 
hostilities   might    be   brought   to  a   ter- 
mination and  the  present  waste  of  liv.vs 
and  money  ended.    Is  not  the  plan  worth 
trying?      Of    course    the    rampant    Im- 
perialists will  object,  but  they  form  but 
a  small  fraction  of  the  American  people. 
The  majority  of  the  people  of  this  coun- 
try   would    like   to   have   the   Philippine 
problem    solved    at    an    early    date    In 
some  honorable  way.

in  population.  2,18  per  cent,  the  annual 
rate  of  increase  in  population  from  18'.>0 
to  1900.     Dr.  Carroll   rates  the  increase 
during  the  year  of  46S.OS3     In     Romsn 
Catholic  membership  as  too  high,  and 
regards   the     figures   as    those   of     tho 
growth  of  several  years  in  a  large  pro- 
portion of  dioceses.     The  percentage  of 
growth    in    the    Protestant      Episcopal 
church.  4  pe  rcent.  or  81.341,  Dr.  Carroll 
regards  as  large.    It  is  next  to  the  Ro- 
man Catholic  the  largest  growth  of  the 
year,  and  was  greatest  in  the  Eastern 
cities.    The  acce.sslons  to  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  church  were  from  Methodists, 
Presbyterians.    Baptists.    Congregatlon- 


THE  PHILIPPINE  PROBLEM. 

Petitions  are  being  circulated 
throughout  the  United  States  for  sig- 
natures, addressed  to  the  senate.  In  the 
interest  of  the  restoration  of  peace  in 
the  Philippines  and  that  "a  contest 
professedly  waged  In  the  Interest  of 
humanity  may  not  be  degraded  into  a 
human  war  of  extermination."  The 
Heiald  has  been  requested  by  the  gen- 
tlemen circulating  the  petition  in  Duluth 
to  publish  Its  statements  in  full,  but 
lack  of  space  forbids  a  reprint  of  the 
lengthy  preamble.  The  following  is  the 
wording  of  the  petition: 

First. — That  an  investigation  be  made 
In  regard  to  the  practices  of  our  army 
in  the  I'hilippine  islands  by  a  commit- 
tee of  the  .senate,  and  that  the  exact 
truth  be  laid  before  the  people  of  the 
United  States. 

Second.— That,  if  these  reports  are 
true,  steps  be  taken  at  once  to  stop  re- 
concentration,  the  killing  of  prLsoners, 
the  shooting  without  trial  of  suspected 
persons,  the  use  of  torture,  the  em- 
plcyment  of  savage  allies,  the  wanton 
destruction  of  private  property,  and 
every  other  barbarous  method  of  wag- 
ing war,  which  this  nation  from  its  in- 
fancy has  ever  condemned. 

Third.— That  appropriate  steps  be 
taken  at  once,  by  treating  with  the  rep- 
rcsentatKes  of  the  Filipinos  in  arms,  to 
secure  a  suspension  of  hostilities  in 
order  that  an  opportunity  be  given  for 
a  discussion  of  the  situation  between  the 
government  and  the  Filipino  leaders. 
who  should  be  permitted  to  visit  this 
country  for  this  purpose. 

Fourth.— That,  pending  negotlathm.". 
strict  orders  be  given  to  the  offlctts  in 
command  of  our  troops  to  deal  humane- 
ly with  the  inhabitants  of  the  Philip- 
pine islands  or  with  persons  whom  one 
day  we  hope  to  make  our  friends. 
There  can  be  no  reasonable  objection

AMENDMENTS 


To  the  City   Charter  to 

Be  Voted  on  Next 

Tuesday. 

The  attention  of  voters  is  called  to  the 
proposed  amendments  to  the  Duluth  city 
charter. 

The  first  of  these  amendments  ia  de- 


signed to  allow  the  levy  In  advance  of 
the  Improvement  of  assessments  for 
local  improvements.  This  will  allow  the 
making  of  many  more  improvements 
than  can  be  made  under  the  present 
ITOvlsions  of  the  charter.  It  is  prob- 
ably necessary  that  this  amendment 
should  be  adopted,  if  East  Superior 
street  is  to  be  improved  this  year. 

The  second  amendment  corrects  the 
obvious  defect  In  the  matter  of  petitions 
for  Improvements,  and  the  third  amend- 
ment Is  necessary  In  view  of  the  faot 
that  assessments  are  now  collected  at 
the  county  auditor's  office.  It  gives  the 
city  the  penalties  on  delinquent  assess- 
ments. 

There  Is  no  doubt  but  that  these  three 
araer.dments  should  be  adopted,  and  no 
one  l.s  opposed  to  them.  The  fourth 
amendment,  relating  to  sewers,  Is  popu- 
lar In  West  Duluth.  but  does  not  meet 
with  universal  approval  on  the  part  of 
our  citizens. 

Voters  should  not  overlook  these 
amendments  and  allow  them  to  be  de- 
feated by  their  mere  failure  to  vote.  It 
requires  four-sevenths  of  the  total  vott 
to  amend  the  charter.

New  York,  Feb.  1.— There  has  been  ac- 
tive speculation  in  some  individual 
stocks  this  week,  notably  in  Amalgamat- 
ed Copper;  but  beyond  the  slight  sym- 
I>athetic  effect  of  this  on  the  general  list, 
the  market  has  been  neglected  so  far  as 
the  outside  public  is  concerned.  Favor- 
able factors  have  been  Ignored,  such  as 
the  growing  ease  of  money,  the  prospects 
of  peace  in  South  Africa,  the  favorable 
report  of  the  United  States  Steel  cor- 
poration, the  revived  demand  for  copper, 
the  snow  coverlet  for  winter  wheat  and 
gross  earnings  for  railroads  larger  than 
laat  year.  The  demands  of  the  coal  mlT.- 
ers  at  the  Indianapolis  convention  hav-e 
invited  attention  to  the  spring  labor  set- 
tlements, and  the  subject  had  a  depres- 
sing Influence  on  stocks.  There  has  been 
a  good  demand  for  cheap  railroad  bonds. 

Amalgamated  Copper  opened  active  and 
feveriah  this  morning,  rising  a  point  and 
then  relapsing  almost  as  much  on  heavy 
dealings.

It  is  understood  that  certain  large  Inter- 
ests are  in  favor  of  discounting  a  favor, 
able  decision  by  the  supreme  court  in 
the  case  of  the  ^tate  of  Minnesota  against 
the  Northern  Securities  company  on  Mon- 
day, as  that  a  strong  closing  today  is 
looked  for.  It  la  also  stated  that  in  the 
event  of  a  decision  adverse  to  the  North- 
ern Securities  company.  Mr.  Morgan  will 
spring  a  new  plan  perpetuating  the  Se- 
curities company  so  that  the  effect  of 
the  defeat  will  be  but  temporary.  Apro- 
pos of  the  Important  matter  there  are 
good  grounds  for  the  statement  that  If 
the  railroads  win  another  securities  com- 

f>anv  will  be  brought  out  almost  Immed- 
ately  to  be  known  as  the  Southern  Secu- 
rities company  whleh  will  embrace  all 
the  important  Southern  lines  in  the  coun- 
try. 

With  plans  of  such  vast  scope,  with 
money  a  drug,  and  with  the  bulk  of  the 
stocks  lodged  In  the  hands  of  big  capital- 
ists and  the  treasuries  of  the  railroads  it 
is  conceded  that  nothing  short  of  a  cal- 
amity can  break  down  prices  and  permit 
the  large  existing  short  Interest  to  cover. 
There  is  much  discrimination  in  the 
matter  of  purchases,  however.  Among 
the  high-priced'  stocks,  St.  Paul  is 
thought  to  be  good  for  a  rise  a  little  later 
on  and  among  the  speculative  issues  the 
favorite  is  Southern  Pacific,  which.  It  Is 
predicted,  will  cross  se^-enty  before 
spring.

W'ashlngton,  Feb.  1.— At  10:30  o'clock 
today  in  the  presence  of  the  chief  offi- 
cials of  the  treasury  department.  Sena- 
tor Dolllver  and  nearly  all  of  Iowa's 
delegation  in  the  lower  house  of  congress, 
and  other  friends,  former  Governor  Les- 
lie M.  Shaw,  of  Iowa,  took  the  prescribed 
oath  of  office  as  secretary  of  the  trea- 
sury succeeding  L.  J.  Gage.  The  oath  wub 
administered  by  Mr.  Justice  Shiras  cf  the 
United  iQtates  suiVenne  court  iK»  tlie 
largest  of  the  secretary's  rooms  iii  llie 
treasury  building.  As  soon  as  tne  cere- 
mony was  concluded,  Secretaiy  Snaw 
was  warmly  congratulated  by  each  per- 
son present  upon  his  accession"  lo  his 
high  office.  The  retiring  secretary  was 
among  the  first  to  grasp  his  hand  and  as 
he  did  so,  he  said: 

"Mr.  Secretary,  1  congratulate  you  and 
wish  for  your  administration  the  high- 
est  possible   degree   of   success." 

Secretary  Shaw  responded:  "I  thank 
you,  sir,  most  sincerely,  and  if  my  suc- 
cess shall  be  anything  like  that  of  my 
predecessor,   I   shall   be   fully  satisfied." 

The  new  and  retiring  secretaries  liien 
received  all  of  the  officials  and  clerks  in 
the  treasury  building  to  the  number  of 
over  2000.  Secretary  Gage  has  the  love 
and  resi>ect  of  the  officials  and  clerks  of 
the  department  to  a  remarkably  decree, 
as  was  shown  in  their  leave  takings. 
Many  eyes  were  wet  and  voices  treaibleU 
as  the  chief  they  had  known  and  loved 
so  well,  was  grasped  by  the  hand  prob- 
ably for  the  last  time.

FISHERIES 


Are    Being    Investigated 

By  Officers  of  the 

Dominion. 

Vancouver,  Feb.  1.— Professor  E.  E. 
Prince,  chief  of  the  bureau  of  fisheries 
In  the  Dominion  government,  and  ."sev- 
eral members  of  parliament  are  in 
Vancouver  seeking  information  with 
regard  to  Northern  fisheries.  The  pro- 
posal is  made  that  the  whole  sea  along 
the  British  Columbia  coast,  between 
Vancouver  isl<and  and  the  Queen  Char- 
lottes, which  is  now  common  fishing 
ground  for  Canadian  vessels,  belongs 
exclusively  to  the  Canadians.  The  sea 
is  simply  alive  with  fish  of  all  sorts, 
and  from  this  strait  the  American  fish- 
ermen draw  vast  quantities  of  cod  and 
halibut. 

Strong  representations  were  made 
here  to  the  commissioners  for  Canadian 
authorities  to  exerci.se  the  claimed 
right  over  the  Indicated  sea  coast  and 
endeavor  to  shut  out  the  Americans.

On    Sermons   Fixed    By 

Baptist  Ministers  In 

Virginia. 

Norfolk,  Va.,  Feb.  1.— The  cash  value  of 
Baptist  sermons  in  Virginia  has  been 
officially  fixed  at  a  little  more  than  SI 
each.  A  board  of  arbitration,  comprised 
of  Baptist  clergymen  decided  that  the 
Norfolk  &  Western  Railroad  company 
must  pay  the  Rev.  W.  P.  Hines,  pastor 
of  the  Park  View  Baptist  church  at 
Portsmouth  $250  for  202  sermons,  lost  by 
agents  and  employes  of  the  company.  Mr. 
Hlnes  had  valucKi  the  sermons  at  $oO  each. 

Pastor  Hines  was  a  passenger  on  th^ 
Norfolk  &  Western  railroad  train  a  few 
weeks  ago  and  had  the  company  check 
his  valise.  In  which  were  the  202  ser- 
mons, besides  a  Bible  on  which  were 
m.-iny  memoranda  of  a  religious  nature. 
When  he  presented  the  cJiec  k  for  the  va- 
lise at  hIJs  destination  it  could  not  be 
found,  and.  although  a  tracer  was  sent 
out    the    valise    was    never   located. 

Dr.  Hlnes  told  the  railway  people  that 
the  loss  of  his  best  sermons  would  place 
him  in  an  embarrassing  position,  and  he 
asked  to  be  reimbursed.  The  company 
declined  to  pay  $50  apiece  for  the  lot. 
and  suggested  that  the  matter  be  settled 
by  arbitration.  Dr.  Hines  agreed  to  the 
proposition. 

The  railway  people  selected  the  Rev 
Dr.  Lafferty,  editor  of  the  Richmond 
Christian  Advocate.  Dr.  Hlnes  selected 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Owen  of  a  local  Baptist 
church,  and  these  two  ministers  selected 
the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  J.  Hall,  pastor  of  Park 
Avenue  Baptist  church  at  Norfolk. 

The  conference  began  In  the  mornlns:. 
and  all  through  the  day  the  value  of  the 
sermons  was  discussed  and  argued,  until 
finally  $250  was   agreed   upon. 

Dr.  Hlnes  when  notified  said  he  was 
satisfied,  and  the  railway  people  accepted 
the  verdict,  so  Dr.  Hlnes  will  receive  a 
check    for   $250. 

The  case  has  attracted  widespread  at- 
tention, and  it  is  believed  to  be  the  first 
of  its  kind   on   record   In  this   country.

Effort  should  be  con- 
Hned  to  convincing  capital  that  there  is 
a  good  return  for  Investment  In  this  class 
of  houses.  The  issue  Is  not  the  greed  of 
house-owners,  but  the  need  of  more 
houses."

Amend  Section  372  so  aa  to  read  aa  toU 

lows* 

"Sec*  372:  When  said  board  shall  be  or. 
dered  by  the  common  council  to  make 
any  Improvements  aescribed  la  8ec.  i5l 
of  this  charter.  It  »nall  cause  an  estlmat>} 
of  the  cost  of  such  improvement  to  be 
made  by  the  city  engineer  and  shall 
thereupon  proceed  at  once  to  assess  7S 
per  cent  of  such  portion  of  the  esUmated 
cost  of  such  Improvement  as  Is  aseessable. 
Including  10  per  cent  upon  suoh  amount, 
which  shall  t>e  added  to  the  assessment 
to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  mak- 
ing survey,  plans,  speclfloations  and  sup* 
erintendence  on  the  property  to  be  bene- 
fited by  said  improvement  in  proportion 
as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  benefits  reBu:t- 
Ing  thereto,  but  ui  no  case  in  excess  ot 
such  benefits.

CLOSE  OF  A  LIFE 

OF  MUCH  ACTIVITY 


Dr.  Henry  C.  Watson,   For  Several   Years   Superin- 
tendent of  Duluth  Bethel,  Is  Dead- 
Burial  Today  In  Pennsylvania. 


Dr.  Henry  C.  "Watson,  who  died  Tue.s- 
flay  at  Bemidjl,  a  brief  notice  of  the 
death  appearing  in  The  Herald  Thurs- 
day, was  for  a  number  of  years  super- 
Inlendent  of  the  Branch  Bethel  In  Du- 
luth. and  in  that  capacity  won  the  high 
regard  of  every  one  and  the  love  and 
veneration  of  all  who  had  occa.slon  to 
come  under  his  care.  His  funeral  took 
place   this  afternoon   at   Beaver   Falls, 

Pa.,  from  the  First  Methodist  church. 

Henry  C.  Watson.  M.D.,  was  born  in 
"West  Elizabeth,  Allegheny  county.  Pa., 
on  Aug.  11,  1S41.  His  mother  died  when 
he  was  three  years  of  age.  His  father 
lived  until  after  the  close  of  the  civil 
war.  After  the  death  of  his  mother, 
Henry  was  taken  into  the  home  of  his 
uncle.  Gen.  J.  H.  Watson,  who  at  this 
time  lived  in  the  country,  near  West 
illizabeth. 

He  attended  the  public  school  until  12 
years  of  age  and  then  attended  a  sub- 
seription  school,  there  receiving  special 
Instruction  under  tutors.  Early  In 
youth  he  conceived  a  strong  desire  to 
become  a  physician.  At  the  age  of  15 
he  decided  to  attend  school  and  con- 
tinue his  studies.  This  course  being  op- 
po.sed  by  his  uncle,  he  was  obliged  to 
remain  on  the  farm  another  year.  At 
the  end  of  this  time  he  secured  work 
with  the  Monongahela  Navigation  com- 
pany on  its  locks.  Here  he  worked  dur- 
ing the  day,  using  all  his  spare  time  for 
study.  At  the  age  of  18  he  went  to 
Elizabeth  and  commenced  to  read 
medicine  with  Dr.  Jesse  Penny,  of  that 
place.  Not  being  supplied  with  Butn- 
cient  funds  to  pay  his  board,  he  was 
compelled  to  work  on  the  lock  as  before, 
continuing  his  studies  during  the  evn- 
ings.  That  he  made  the  most  of  his 
opportunities  is  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  he  was  compelled  to  walk  a  dis- 
tance of  four  miles  to  his  work  each  day. 
This  he  continued  to  do  until  he  reached 
the  age  of  20. 

When  the  civil  war  broke  out  he  was 
anxious  at  once  to  go  to  the  front.  His 
uncle,  however,  very  much  opposed  this, 
and  made  special  inducements  for 
Henry  to  remain  at  home  with  him.  He 
listened  to  his  uncle's  advice  and  re- 
mained at  home  until  the  spring  of  '62, 
•when  the  war  fever  again  took  posses- 
sion of  him.  Business  and  study  were 
eo  disturbed  that  he  decided  to  enlist  at 
once.  In  view  of  this  decision,  his  uncle 
stated  to  him  that  he  was  done  with 
him.  and  that  he  need  not  cross  his 
threshold  again.  He  enlisted  in  the  One 
Hundred  and  Fifty-fifth  Pennsylvania 
Infantry,  at  Pittsburg.  Pa.,  and  served 
through  the  major  part  of  the  war, 
finally  being  discharged  because  of  dla- 
abllity.  His  uncle  in  the  meantime  had 
j-elented.  and  Henry  again  returned  to 
his  home  and  there  regained  his  health 
In  part. 

In  the  year  1864  he  secured  passagre  on 
a  coal  boat  to  Louisville,  Ky.,  earned 
$36.  then  went  to  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and 
enlisted  in  the  naval  service.  He  was 
assigned  to  the  gunboat  Naiad,  on  the 
Lower  Mississippi.  This  waa  In  time 
to  join  the  Red  river  expedition.  He 
was  wounded  in  the  arm  by  sharpshoot- 
ers. After  the  expedition  closed  no 
event  of  Importance  took  place.  In 
January,  1865,  he  was  transferred  to  the 
gunboat  Gen.  Grant,  commanded  by  his 
brother,  Joseph  Watson.  Upon  exam- 
ination for  promotion  he  waa  advanced 
to  master  mate.      When  the  war  closed.

he  was  discharged  at  the  Mound  City 
navy  yard  on  Aug.  3,  1865.  He  then  le- 
turned  to  Pennsylvania,  and  to  make 
use  of  his  own  words  felt  "like  a  flsh 
out  of  water."  It  was  not  long,  how- 
ever, until  he  decided  to  take  up  Ins 
studies  again,  receiving  his  Instruc- 
tions from  private  preceptors. 

On  Nov.  15,  1866,  he  was  married  to 
Miss  Sarah  J.  Heed,  and  went  into  the 
drug  business  In  Elizabeth,  abandon- 
ing the  idea  of  medicine  until  able  to 
go  to  college  and  take  the  necess-try 
lectures.  In  the  year  1869  he  moved  to 
Beaver  Falls,  Pa.,  and  opened  a  drug 
store.  A  successful  business  was  here 
conducted  for  one  year,  when  fire  de- 
stroyed the  building  and  contents.  As  a 
result  of  this  fire  he  lost  everything, 
and  this  caused  him  a  great  setback.  At 
this  time  Mrs.  Watson  and  he  started 
In  the  millinery  business.  This  enter- 
prise was  successful  from  the  start. 

Dr.  Watson  then  went  to  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  to  attend  the  letures  in  the  West- 
ern Reserve  college,  being  a  member  of 
the  class  of  "dl-'s^.  After  graduating 
he  returned  to  eBaver  Falls  and  took  up 
the  practice  of  medicine  until  1894.  when 
because  of  failing  health  he  left  for  Du- 
luth, Minn.  In  1892  he  had  received 
the  appointment  as  surgeon  of  Pitts- 
burg &  Lake  Erie  railroad.  This  posi- 
tion was  held  open  for  him,  after  his 
going  to  Duluth.  until  it  was  decided 
ho  would  not  return  to  Beaver  Falls. 

In  1884  he  received  the  Republican 
nomination  for  office  of  coroner  of 
Beaver  county,  and  wa«  elected  by  a 
majority  of  1263  votes.  After  serving 
the  regular  time,  three  yenrw,  he  again 
received  the  nonTlnation  Urithout  oppo- 
sition and  served  the  full  term,  making 
in  all  six  years.  He  also  served  for  a 
number  of  years  as  a  member  of  the 
board  of  education  of  Beaver  Falls, 
and  was  one  of  the  prime  movers  In 
establishing  the  public  library.  In  this 
connection   he  planned   and   conducted 


""i'ou  never  can  tell,"  was  the  Reply.

He  served  as  cla.S8 
leader,  recording  secretary  and  trustee 
for  years,  and  assisted  In  building 
three  churches  in  Beaver  Fals,  all  on 
the  same  lol.  He  believed  that  he  was 
COB  rted  as  a  boy  of  12.  He  held  varl- 
oufc  positions  In  the  G.  A.  R..  and  was, 
on  one  occasion,  appointed  aide  to  the 
coinfciander- in-chief. 

In  May,  1895,  having  regained  his 
health  to  an  extent,  he  took  charge  of 
the  newly  opened  branch  Bethel  In  Du- 
luth, Minn.,  and  conducted  It  most  suc- 
cessfully for  two  years,  rhen  failing 
health  made  it  necessary  for  him  to 
give  up  axitlve  work  for  a  time.  He 
then  went  to  New  Paynesvllle.  Minn., 
where  he  resided  for  almost  two  years. 
His  health  having  greatly  improved,  he 
returned  to  Duluth  in  October.  1899,  ac- 
cepting the  position  of  assistant  gen- 
eral superintendent  of  the  Duluth 
Bethel  association.  He  remained  in  the 
work  until  the  spring  of  1901.  when  hi.-? 
health  again  gave  way  and  he  decided 
to  go  to  Bemldjl.  Minn. 

Mrs.  Watson  died  on  April  19,  1892. 
Two  children  survived.  Capi.  Henry  J. 
Watson  of  Company  B.  Tenth  Penn- 
sylvania volunteers,  and  Mrs.  Clarence 
Martin,  of  New  Brighton,  Pa.  On  Nov. 
SO,  1895.  Mr.  Wat.son  waa  married  to 
Miss  Carolina  Clels. 

POISON  IN  COFFEE. 

Little  Girl  Caused   Death  of 
Her  Mother. 

Springfield,  Ohio,  Feb.  1.— lona  Tur- 
ner, aged  12,  and  her  13-year-old  school- 
mate, May  Holland,  were  arrested  last 
night  charged  with  murder  of  the  first 
named's  mother,  Mrs;.  George  Turner,  a 
few  days  ago,  by  putting  rat  poison  In 
the  family  coffee  pot. 

In  a  confession  today  lona  said  she 
put  the  poison  in  the  coffee  pot  In  a  fit 
of  temper  because  her  two  brothers 
were  constantly  telling  their  mother 
stories  about  her  which,  the  girl  says, 
discouraged  her  so  that  life  at  home 
was  unbearable.  All  the  family  por- 
took  of  the  poisoned  drink  and  only  the 
prompt  work  of  physicians  saved  the 
father  and  brothers  of  lona.  The  girl 
expressed  contrition  for  the  act,  but 
after  the  crime  became  known  the  other 
members  of  the  family  made  her  leave 
home.

Several  senators  In  the 
coitfs."  of  the  debate  over  the  payment 
forTjts  purchase  took  occasion  to  cen- 
sure Mr.  Adams  for  having  set  an  ex- 
ample of  unwarranted  extravagance,  says 
the  Chicago  Tribune.  The  mirror  wsia 
purchased  In  New  York,  brought  to 
Washington,  and  put  in  place  In  the  room 
occupied  by  the  vice  president,  and  for  a 
great  many  years  was  pointed  out  to 
rural  visitors,  who  were  entertained  with 
more  or  less  accurate  tales  of  its  history. 
As  years  went  on  the  vice  president  s 
room  grew  in  elegance  and  the  little  his- 
toric mirror  seemed  to  grow  smaller  and 
less  ornate. 

Finally,  three  years  ago.  It  was  sent 
to  the  stateroom,  whence  It  was  resur- 
rected and  placed  on  the  wall  of  the 
District  of  Colunnbla  committee  room  by 
the  clerk.  Charles  Moore,  who  had  intel- 
ligence enough  to  appreciate  the  beauty 
of  its  simple  design  and  Its  value  as  a 
relic. 

Shortly  afterward  Senator  Hoar  and 
some  of  his*  colle.agues  heard  the  story 
of  the  exiled  mirror  and  grew  Indignant, 
so.  with  the  consent  of  Senator  Frye.  the 

§  resident  of  le  senate,  it  waa  brought 
Hck  and  given  a  place  of  honor  on  the 
wall  of  tne  vice  president's  beautiful 
chamber,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  Its 
final  resting  place.

Stopped  'By  'Brotan 

/>fear  Harper's 

Ferry, 


Almost  exactly  forty-one  years  ago, 
In  February,  1861,  J,  V,  Ensign,  now  a 
judge  of  the  district  tourt  in  his  city, 
waa  traveling  to  Washington  to  witness 
the  inauguration  ofAAbraham  Lincoln 
as  president  of  the  UAlted  States,  when 
he  fell  into  an  entesialnlng  conversa- 
tion with  the -««ft«?Uti|Sor  of  the  train 
which  gave  him  an  Interesting  side  light 
upon  an  incident  of  khe  famous  John 
Brown's  raid.  In  w^ibh  the  conductor 
took  part.  So  far  a(fl  known,  the  story 
Is  now  published  for' the  first  time. 

Until  a  few  days  Jgo  Judge  Ensign 
never  heard  the  conductor's  name.  In 
the  February  Harper|B  magazine  is  an 
article  entitled  "Whik  a  School  Girl 
Saw  of  the  John  Bro.lvn  Raid,"  and  in 
the  course  of  the  narrative  It  is  stated 
that  Capt.  Jack  Phebs  was  the  con- 
ductor of  a  train  thatfwas  stopped  by 
Brown  and  his  men  it  a  bridge  near 
Harpers  Ferry  on  tht  night  before  the 
raid.  Capt.  Jack  Ph^lps  was  the  con- 
ductor with  whom  Jutse  Ensign  talked 
forty-one  years  ago.  The  other  after- 
noon Judge  Ensign  told  the  story  as 
follows: 

"In  February,  1861. 1  was  traveling  to 
Washington  to  see  tilncoln's  Inaugur- 
ation. On  the  night  ^taln  from  Wheel- 
ing, on  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  road,  there 
were  a  number  of  S<-utherner8,  as  well 
as  many  Northerners,  going  to  Wash- 
ington. Those  were  the  days  of  fevered 
political  debates,  and  discussions  were 
going  on  all  over  the  train.  Three  or 
four  seats  In  front  of  me  was  a  knot  of 
Northerners  and  Southerners  engaged 
in  a  heated  politleal  discussion.  The 
conductor  came  In,  a  tall,  handsome, 
magnificent  specimen  of  manhood,  and 
he  stood  listening  to  their  discussion 
for  a  moment  wit>*«i  amused  smile. 
Then  he  walked  on.  f.>l  slopping  again 
opposite  my  seat,  sa^own  and  began 
to  talk  of  the  U8ele?»>es8  of  such  dls- 
cusfiohs.  F 

"He  said  that  he  was  a  "Virginian,  a 
Democrat  and  a  slav-  nolder,  but  he 
never  himself  Indulgtd  In  political  dis- 
cussions. He  had  a  fr.inlly  of  slaves  left 
him  by  his  father,  conrlsting  of  a  father, 
mother,  one  or  two  girls  and  three  boys. 
One  of  the  boys  was  killed  In  the  John 
Brown  raid,  a  fine  fellow  that  he  had 
been  accustomed  to  take  along  with 
him  on  his  run,  for  what  purpose  he  did 
not  say.  I  asked  him  to  tell  me  his  ex- 
periences in  connection  with  the  Har- 
per's Ferry  trouble,  and  about  the  death 
of  his  slave  boy. 

"  "Pretty  soon,'  said  the  conductor, 
'we  shall  reach  a  bridge,  and  there  will 
be  a  man  there  with  a  light  to  notify 
us  that  everything  is  all  right.  If  he  is 
not  there  we  cannot  cross,  for  that 
would  violate  a  rule  of  the  road.' 

"We  passed  the  trestle,  and  there  was 
the  man  with  the  lii,h».  so  we  passed 
over.  The  bridge  below  Harpers 
Ferry  then  was  a  crooked  covered 
bridge,  nearly  in  the  shape  of  a  letter 
S.  and  under  the  rule*  of  the  company, 
he  explained,  a  train  was  never  run 
upon  it  unless  a  light  was  shown  at  the 
entrance.  Then  the  conductor  con- 
tinued: 

"  'On  the  night  before  the  fight  at  the 
engine  house  between  the  marines  and 
John  Brown  and  his  men,  I  was  run- 
ning my  train  over  the  road  to  Balti- 
more. When  we  reached  Harper's 
Ferry  we  were  not  met  by  the  station 
master.  I  remarked  it  at  the  time,  but  it 
was  not  until  later  that  I  remembered 
that  things  were  not  as  they  usually 
were,  and  that  they  d'd  not  appear  na- 
tural. But  we  pulled  on  toward  the 
bridge,  and  when  we  got  there  there 
was  no  light  to  tell  us  the  bridge  was  in 
proper  shape,  and  that  we  could  go 
over.  The  engineer  stopped  the  train, 
and  I  went  forward.  I  called  the 
brakeman,  and  my  black  boy  came  with 
him.       Both  carried  lanterns. 

"We  walked  out  upHm  the  bridge  but 
saw  no  one  for  the  night  was  dark. 
Just  as  we  passed  thf?  first  turn  In  the 
bridge  a  voice  called  -»ut,  "Halt!"  My 
companions  were  civilians,  and  they 
did  not  appreciate  t*ie  significance  of 
that  command.  I  had  been  In  the 
militia,  and  I  understood  It.  I  stopped, 
but  the  others  kept  on.  The  next  mo- 
ment two  guns  blazed  out  of  the  dark- 
ness, and  my  colored  boy  dropped  his 
lantern.  I  saw  thai  he  was  falling, 
and  I  had  barely  time  to  catch  him.  I 
took  him  in  my  arms  and  carried  Wm 
back  to  the  train.  We  etretched  him 
out  on  seat  cushions  brought  by  the 
sympathetic  train  men  and  passengers, 
and  he  died  within  four  or  five  minutes. 
I  had  seen  nothing  '.f  the  men  that 
had  fired  the  guns,  and  had  h-eard  no 
one  approach,  but  while  I  was  kneel- 
ing beside  the  boy.  Just  after  his 
breath  had  gone,  I  looked  around  and 
saw  three  men. standing  behind  me. 

"  'One  had  long,  gr.iy  whiskers,  and 
though  I  did  not  knr.,v  who  he  was  at 
that  time  I  afterward  learned  that  he 
was  John  Brown. 

Why   don't   you   go   on   with   the 

train?"  he  asked. 

"  'I  said  that  there  was  no  light  at 
the  bridge,  and  the  rules  forbade  my 
going  over  In  its  absence. 

It  Is  safe  enough,"  he  said.      "Go 

on  with  your  train." 

"  '  "I  should  think  it  was,"  I  replied. 
"I  Just  went  upon  it,  two  shots  were 
fired  on  us,  and  my  colored  boy  was 
killed." 

He  is  not  dead?" 

"  '  "Yes." 

Was  he  shot  on  the  bridge?" 

I  don't  see  bow  that  could  be," 

he  said,  apparently  in  sorrow. 

When   we   w«r»  told    to   halt     I 

stopped,  but  the  boy«  did  not  under- 
stand, and  they  keiJt  on.  This  is  the 
result." 

Well,  go  op.    The  bridge  is  oafe."

"I  tell  ye,"  said  Mr.  Dooley,  "they 
won't  be  enough  Iv  th'  first  f am" lies  left 
In  this  coimthry  this  summer  to  make  a 
scandal." 

"Where'll  they  be?"  asked  Mr.  Hen- 
nessy. 

"They'll  be  In  London,"  said  Mr.  Doo- 
ley. "They're  all  goln'  over  to  see  th' 
coronation  Iv  King  EVlward.  Whin  that 
proud  monarch; is  declared  iv  Great  Bri- 
tain, Belfast  an'  certain  wards  Iv  Lon- 
donderry, king— whin  he  comes  out  an' 
takes  th'  oath  of  ofllce  an'  puts  on  th' 
crown  an'  begins  his  inagguryal  addhress, 
he'll  look  down  on  a  sea  iv  upturned 
American  faces,  an'  I  won't  blame  him. 
Ivry  scow  that  crosses  th'  dhrlnk  is 
loaded  down  with  thlm.  They  are  flrln' 
th'  British  aristocracy  out  iv  their  proud 
but  unhealed  homes.  Whin  th'  big  doin's 
comes  off.  I  wudden't  be  surprised  it  ye 
found  manny  an  honest  American  heart 
batin'  behind  an  ermine  robe.  'Tls  a 
great  chanat  f'r  th'  jooka  to  -get  even 
with  the  steel  thrust.  What  wan  Iv  our 
princes  Iv  thrade  wudden't  change  in  a 
little  iv  his  pro-ceeds  f'r  th'  chanst  to 
wear  a  coronet  an'  give  three  cheers  Tr 
th'  king?  Mind  ye  now,  Hinnlssy,  If  I 
was  th"  king,  with  me  commercial  thrain- 
In'  1  wudden't  be  crowned  at  all.  I'd 
rent  out  th'  job.  I'd  advertise  f'r  scaled 
bids  an'  whin  th'  coronation  come  oft, 
'tis  at  home  I'd  be,  settin'  in  me  slip- 
pers, countln'  up  th'  money  while  J. 
Pierpont  Morgan,  as  king,  me  frind  Jawn 
D.  Rockefeller  as  lord  hlgii  chancellor, 
an'  Jawn  W.  Gates  as  th'  ar-rchblshop  iv 
Canterbury,  received  th'  applause  iv  th' 
house  iv  lords  an'  wives,  thlm  bein'  th* 
ofllcers  iv  th'  steel  thrust,  th'  pickle 
thrust,  th'  solder  thrust,  an'  the  ol'  maa- 
ther  thrust. 

"Ye  see,  we've  got  to  do  these  things, 
Hogan  tells  me,  because  we're  a  wurruid 
power.  A  wurruid  power,  d'ye  mind. 
Whin  we  was  less  iv  a  power  an'  thought 
oursilves  more,  when  me  were  resthrlct- 
ed  to  our  own  back  yard  an'  niver  had 
throuble  with  annywan  but  whin  he 
come  over  th'  fence,  it  didn't  make  anny 
diff'rence  to  us  whether  th'  coronet  was 
wore  on  th'  front  or  back  iv  th'  hair  or 
carrid  in  a  valise.  A  prisidlnt  iv  th'  United 
States  was  swore  in  as  though  he  was  a 
Pole  waltln'  to  cast  his  first  vote.  Him 
an'  th'  man  befure  him  rode  up  to  th' 
capitol  foll3wed  be  a  procession  iv  nay- 
gurs,  th'  chief  justive  aat  him  If  he  felt 
competlnt  to  hold  th'  job  an'  he  said  he 
did,  he  made  a  speech  that  had  been 
printed  in  th'  mornin'  papers  f'r  th'  last 
time  an'    wint  over   to   th*    Whita  House 


"  'I  refused  to  go  on,  however.  I 
told  the  man  that  I  did  not  know  him. 
My  boy  had  been  shot  and  was  dead, 
and  I  did  noit  understand  it.  The  man 
insisted  that  I  pull  the  train  ahead, 
and  assured  me  the  bridge  was  all 
right.  I  refused  to  take  a  trainload  of 
passengers  on  a  bridge  where  such  a 
thing  had  occurred,  whereupon  Brown 
said  he  would  show  me  that  the  bridge 
was  all  right.  He  carried  a  lantern 
down  the  length  of  one  rail,  with  one 
of  his  men  on  the  other  side  of  the 
rail,  and  then  they  returned  along  the 
other  rail.  Nothing  was  wrong  with 
the  bridge. 

"  'By  that  time  It  began  to  grow 
lighter.  As  the  dawn  approached  I 
saw  men  that  I  did  not  know  standing 
on  the  station  platform.  They  all 
carried  guns.  I  asked  John  Brown 
what  it  meant. 

It  means,"  said  he.  "that  we  are 

going  to  free  some  of  the  slaves." 

"  'When  it  was  light  enough  I  pat 
the  dead  body  of  my  colored  boy  In  the 
baggage  car  and  started  the  train 
slowly  over  the  bridge.  John  Brown 
made  a  great  mistake  in  allowing  the 
train  to  pass.  If  he  had  not  done  so 
he  would  have  had  at  least  twenty- 
four  hours  more  to  arrange  his  plans, 
erect  barricades  and  prepare  for  de- 
fense. Our  road  was  the  only  one  to 
Baltimore  and  Washington.  We  pulled 
the  train  to  the  second  station  east  of 
Harper's  Ferry,  and  left  it  there.  With 
the  engine  I  went  at  full  speed  to  Bal- 
timore and  brought  back  the  United 
States  marshal,  who  fought  and  con- 
quered John  Brown  and  his  men.' 

"The  conductor,  whom  I  now  know 
to  have  been  Capt.  Jack  Phelps,  spoke 
of  his  slaves  with  kindness  and  affec- 
tion, and  he  seemed  to  regard  them 
more  as  relatives  than  as  chattels. 
When  we  got  to  Harper's  Ferry -he 
showed  me  the  location  of  the  principal 
Incidents  of  the  raid,  and  the  bullet 
marks  in  the  station  house  and  engine 
houes,  where  the  fight  took  place.  The 
bridge,  which  he  described  as  being  in 
the  shape  of  a  letter  S.  has  long  since 
been  replaced  by  a  straight  bridge."

St.  Paul,  Feb.  1.— Yesterday  was  the  last 
day  allowed  by  law  for  railroad  com- 
panies doing  business  in  Minnesota  to 
file  statements  of  their  earnings  and 
taxes  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31.  All  the 
roads  have  filed  their  reports  excepting 
the  Northern  Pacific  and  Great  Northern. 
These  companies  have  had  a  large  num- 
ber of  extra  men  at  work  for  two  weeki 
trying  to  complete  the  statement,  which 
are  still  delayed.  It  will  be  a  matter  of 
two  or  three  weeks  more  before  they  are 
filed. 

Taxes  for  the  various  systems  are  given

$6423.83;  Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern,

Gardner  at  San 

Francisco. 

San  Francisco,  Feb.  1.— In  the  seventh 
round  of  what  was  to  have  been  a  a)-rouud 
encounter  between  George  Gardner,  of 
Lowell.  Mass.,  and  Jack  Root,  of  Chicago, 
the  latter  was  awarded  the  decision  upon 
a  claim  of  foul. 

In  a  hurrlc:ine  tight  that  developed  Gard- 
ner as  the  aggressor,  but  Root  as  the  su- 
perior boxer,  the  I»well  man  was  beaten 
and  finally  forfeited  the  fight  upon  a 
blow  conceded  by  a  majority  of  the  spec- 
tators to  have  been  a  straight  foul. 

Gardner  found  In  Root  no  such  easy  op- 
ponent ag  "Kid"  Carter  had  been,  nor 
did  Root  find  Gardner  so  easily  handled  as 
Byers,   when  the  two  mot  here.

Duluth's  union  labor  organizations 
protested  vigorously  against  the  pro- 
posed new  tax  code  at  a  number  of 
meetings  during  the  past  week. 

Last  Sunday  afternoon  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Federated  Trades'  as- 
sembly held  a  meeting  and  drafted  a 
circular  letter  protesting  against  the 
code. 

This  circular  letter  was  approved  at 
the  special  meeting  of  the  Trades'  as- 
sembly on  Wednesday  evening,  and  500 
copies  of  it  have  been  distributed  among 
the  membors  of  the  legislature  and  the 
various  unions  afllUated  with  Minne- 
sota State  Federation  of  Labor. 

The  workingmen  are  opposed  to  hav- 
ing their  personal  property  taxes  In- 
creased, and  this  is  just  what  the  pro- 
j>osed  code  would  do.  A  workingman 
that  at  present  pays  $2.09  in  personal 
property  taxes  would  have  to  pay  $9.4j 
under  the  proposed  code. 

The  local  workingmen  also  oppo.se  the 
proposed  change  in  taxing  vessels  regis- 
tered from  this  port  and  grain  stored  in 
Duluth  elevators.  If  the  vessel  taxation 
Is  changed  as  proposed  It  will  prob- 
ably give  members  of  the  Painters' 
union  a  few  hours'  work  painting  the 
word  "Duluth"  off  the  sterns  of  the 
finest  vessels  sailing  the  lakes,  but 
members  of  this  union  are  too  patriotic 
and  prefer  having  the  ships  hail  from 
this  port. 

If  the  tax  on  grain  Is  dianged  hun- 
dreds of  working  men  will  have  to  seek 
other  employment.

Herein  lies  the  greatest  menace  to 
American  labor  of  modern  times.  The 
ships  of  the  American  navy  built  by 
the  Chinese  coolie  labor  at  Hongkong 
and  the  ships  of  the  navy  repaired  at 
Sublg  bay  by  Chinese  coolie  mechan- 
ics. 

The  scale  of  wages  paid  out  there 
Is  for  all  classes  of  mecha-rvlcal  labor 
about  50  cents  per  day  In  gold.  The 
same  class  of  work  pays  from  $3.50  to 
$4  per  day  In  America. 

If  they  build  and  repair  the  ships  by 
Chinees  coolies,  what  will  the  Ameri- 
can mechanic  do  who  pays  the  taxes  to 
support  this  government?  They  will 
soon  have  strikes  and  starvation  star- 
ing them  In  the  face.

Motormen  and  conductors  of  the 
Metropolitan  railroad,  of  Chicago,  on 
and  after  March  I,  will  receive  an  ad- 
vance of  2H  cents  per  hour.  This  will 
affect  more  than  200  men.  The  advance 
was  agreed  upon  last  week,  the  man- 
agement having  made  It  voluntarily. 

The  Hercules  Gas  Engine  company, 
of  San  Francisco.  j,greed  to  give  Its  em- 
ployes the  nlne-heur  day  and  an  in- 
crease of  wages  ringing  from  7*4  to  13 
per  cent.  The  corporation  also  agreed 
to  pay  the  union  price  for  overtime — 
time  and  one-half  for  night  work  and 
double  time  for  Sundays  and  holidays. 

The  Indiana  supreme  court.  In  affirm- 
ing a  lower  coart  ju/Jgment,  held  that  an 
employer  cannot,  *  by  any  contract  he 
may  make  with  Ws  workmen,  relieve 
himself  from  duties  and  liabilities  which 
the  law  expressly  fimposes  on  him.  The 
decision  was  rendered  In  a  miner's  suit 
for  damages  on  account  of  injury. 

The  Amalgamated  Association  of  Steel 
Workers  has  cea.s<.'d  to  pay  benefits  to 
the  men  thrown  Hie  through  the  steel 
workers'  strike.  The  payments  had  been 
continued  ninetem  weeks,  while  the 
laws  of  the  organization  only  provide 
for  their  running  thirteen  weeks.  It  is 
said  that  the  last  payment  went  to  fully 
300  men,  yet  idle  as  a  result  of  the 
strike.  , 

t>ne  of  the  niost  welcome  signs  of  the 
times  Is  the  gri>'vth  of  the  fraternal 
spirit  among  trade  unionists.  Dealei'S 
in  hats,  clothing,  shoes  and  c'gars  in  and 
around  Greater  !^w  York  are  mking 
greater  efforts  t^y  ever  before  to  sup- 
ply their  patrons  kith  goods  that  bear 
the  union  Ubc'r'l^-vhile  the  concerns 
that  deal  excliAi'.vely  In  union-made 
guods  were  neverfjo  prosperous  as  they 
are  today. 

The  McKenna  Bros.  Brass  company, 
of  Pittsburg,  has  adopted  a  resolution 
whereby  10  per  cent  of  the  net  profits 
of  the  concern  wil  be  divided  among  the 
employes  remaining  on  the  pay  roll  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  division  Is  to 
be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  wages 
earned  by  each.  If  the  plan  proves  suc- 
cessful It  will  be  continued.  The  men 
affected  are  as  a  rule  skilled  workmen, 
and  their  salaries  range  from  $18  to  $25 
per  week. 

The  Brotherhood  of  Railroad  Train- 
men of  the  Big  Four  system  has  had  a 
committee  in  conference  upon  a  wage 
schedule,  which  was  presented  to  Gen- 
eral Superintendent  Van  Winkle.,  in 
Indianapolis.  The  men  want  a  restora- 
tion of  the  10  per  cent  cut  of  several 
years  ago.  The/  have  been  given  halt 
the  increase  and  now  they  ask  the  full 
restoration.  The  raise,  if  granted,  will 
give  the  brakemen  $2  per  100  miles  and 
the  conductors  $3  per  100  miles. 

The  Armour  Packing  company,  at  che 
National  stockyards,  near  East  St. 
Louis,  are  erecting  new  buildings.  The 
company  expects  to  employ  more  than 
2Ji00  men  at  the  plant  from  the  day  it 
opens.  The  pay  roll  will  approximate 
130  000  a  week.  Of  the  2500  employes 
about  50  per  cent  will  be  skilled  labor- 
ers and  the  balance  common.  About 
1000  of  them  will  be  brought  from 
other  cities  where  Armour  has  plants. 
The  remaining  1500  wil  be  hired  at  the 
plant.  ^  _

This  is  set  Just 
over  the  forhead,  a  little  back,  and 
so  as  to  make  a  great  display  bow. 
From  the  middle  there  may  come  a  jet- 
ted wing,  which  stands  out  well. 

Then  there  are  the  velvet  bows,  all 
loops  and  the  loops  pointing  every  way. 
Right  in  the  middle  there  Is  poised  a  jet 
butterfly  upon  a  spiral,  arranged  to 
flit  as  the  wearer  moves. 

These  devices,  if  in  large  size,  are 
worn  as  theater  head  dresses  of  white 
lace  are  used  In  place  of  the  theater 
toque. 

Little  head  dresses  of  white  lace  are 
used  as  well  as  those  of  black  lace.

Colored  lace  is  also  used  for  head 
dresses,  and  it  Is  very  becoming.  If 
properly  made  up,  it  is  more  effective 
than  the  same  bow  would  be  made  out 
of  ribbon. 

A  new  fad  among  some  society  girls, 
who  are  always  on  the  lookout  for  no- 
velties, Is  the  so-called  "violet  mouth 
wash."  Its  purpose  is  to  perfume  the 
breath  and  rinse  the  mouth  after  eating.

A  charming  gown  for  a  young  girl  Is 
of  rich  miroir  satin,  veiled  with  either 
white,  gold  or  colored  net,  showing  a 
delicate  design  of  lace  or  ribbon  ap- 
plique In  a  floral  design,  alternating 
with  roses  or  camellian  sewn  on  in  a 
studied  carlessness. 

Some  ingenious  mortal  has  Introduced 
an  effective  novelty  this  season,  namely, 
black  velvet  roses,  about  the  size  of 
the  palm  of  one's  hand,  ready  to  ap- 
plique onto  silk,  lace  or  chiffon.  There  is 
an  pen  circle  in  the  middle,  through 
which  the  material  can  be  drawn.

Washington,  Feb.  1.— The  only  matter 
of  business  under  discussion  at  the  cabi- 
net meeting  yesterday  was  the  Cuban  re- 
c'proclty  question  now  before  congress. 
The  president  is  very  much  In  earnest  in 
his  advocacy  of  a  reduction  of  the  duty 
on  Cuban  sugar.  Secretary  Root  also 
la  a  strong  advocate  of  a  reduction  of 
about  25  per  cent.  It  Is  believed  that  this 
proposition  meets  with  the  general  ap- 
proval of   the   members  of   the  cabinet.

Feb.  1.— When  the  senate 
met  yesterday  it  adopted  a  resolution  of- 
fered a  few  days  ago  by  Mr.  Rawlins 
(Utah)  pro\iding  for  a  general  Inquiry 
by  the  committee  on  Indian  affairs  Into  the 
matter  of  leasing  mlnenil  lands  by  In- 
dians, into  the  authority  of  the  interior 
department,  to  approve  such  leases  and 
into  the  subject  of  the  connection  of  gov- 
ernment officials  with  the  making  of  such 
leases. 

At  the  conclusion  of  routine  business 
the  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Uawilns 
directed  the  secretary  of  war  to  inform 
the  senate  whether  what  Is  known  as  the 
"sedition  laws"  have  been  promulgated  by 
the  Philippine  commission  and  if  so  the 
Gate  of  such  promulgation,  was  passed 
without   comment.

One 
of  these,  and  not  the  most  poetic.  Is  Poi;k- 
opolls.  literally  "the  Pork  City,  In  allu- 
sion to  US  extensive  pork  packing  Indus- 
try—a name  also  applied  to  Cincinnati. 
Chicago  Is  called  the  Windy  City  from  the 
fierceness  of  Us  Boroan  blasts,  especially 
in  winter.  It  Is  further  styled  the  Garden 
Cltv  by  reason  of  the  number,  extent  and 
beauty  of  Its  public  parks  and  gardens. 
Springfield.  III.,  dlstlngul.shed  for  its 
broad  avenues.  Is  designated  the  Flower 
Citv  just  as  Cleveland  Is  appropriately 
caiie'd  the  Forest  City,  from  the  number 
of  large  trees  that  everywhere  thrust 
thems.lveR  upon  the  view.  Indianapolis  is 
the  Railroad  City.

DUN'S  REVIEW 


Business  Satisfactory  and 

Good  News    From 

Manufacturers. 

New  York.  Feb.  1— R.  G.  Dun  &  Co.s 
Review  of  Trade  says:  Despite  some 
drawbacks  the  business  situation  con- 
tinues satisfactory  with  good  news  from 
manufacturing  centers.  Labor  disputes 
are  somewliat  more  numerous  and  low 
water  siopp/'d  mills  in  parts  of  the  North- 
west. Special  lines  were  stimulated  by 
seasonably,  weather,  but  the  same  Influ- 
eni<-e  affected   others  adversely. 

Although  manufacturers  of  steel  have 
stubbornly  resisted  inflation  of  prices,  the 
urgency  of  consumers  has  attracted  more 
importations.  Distant  deliverieB  are  un- 
dertakfn  by  domestic  producers,  hut. 
where  immediate  shipment  Is  required,  it 
is  often  lmpo8>iblt  to  prevent  foreign  mak- 
ers securing  the  business,  l.,ast  year's  of- 
ficial statement  showed  a  considerable  loss 
in  exjtorts  of  some  finished  products  of 
iron  and  steel,  and  this  wus  doubtless  due 
to  thf  same  pressure  by  home  consumers 
that  is  now  bringing  a  movement  into 
the  country,  not  in  competition  with  pro- 
ducers here,  but  because  early  dellverie.- 
cannot  be  made.  As  anticipated,  the  ore 
companies  fixed  Bessemer  at  the  old  rate 
of  J4.25,  The  remarkable  r«  ))()rt  of  the 
steel  corporation  gives  some  Idea  of  the 
volume  of  business  transacted  last  year 
while  contracts  already  plac<^  practically 
assure  still  greater  activity  for  1902.  All 
lines  have  a  share  in  the  vigorous  de- 
mand with  railway  and  structural  supplies 
leading,  and  preparation  for  spring  work 
has  removed  the  dullrress  from  pipe  and 
tube  departments.  Minor  meais  flnsliy 
reacbtMl  a  point  where  consumers  were 
sttracted  and  recovery  was  general.

HISTORIC 

Event  Which  Was   Cele- 
brated at  a  Boston 
Gathering. 

Boston,  Feb.  1.— Nearly  twenty  years 
ago  the  first  temperance  education  law 
In  the  world  was  enacted  In  Vermont, 
largely  throug-h  the  Instrumentality  of 
one  devoted  woman,  aided  by  noble 
workers,  especially  the  Woman's  Chrla- 
tj«n  Temperance  union.  Through  the 
same  InstrumentalitieB,  powerfully  aid- 
ed in  many  instances  by  members  of 
religious  and  philanthropic  organiza- 
tions, state  after  state  in  rapid  suc- 
cession placed  these  laws  upon  its  sta- 
tute books.  As  an  object  lesson,  a 
"tenijierance  education  map"  was  pre- 
pared showing:  the  states  which  had 
temperance  education  laws  In  white,  the 
States  which  had  none  in  black,  and  as 
•uch  laws  have  b«en  enacted  in  one 
•tate  after  another,  the  black  covering 
of  each  has  been  removed. 

Mrs.  Mary  H.  Hunt,  of  Boston,  who.se 
earnest  self-sacrificing  labors  in  behalf 
of  this  form  of  education  have  insepar- 
ably associated  her  name  with  it,  has 
Just  received  the  i>en  with  which  the 
Srovernor  of  Georgia  rei  ently  signed  the 
last  of  these  laws  now  enacted  by  the 
legislatures  of  every  one  of  the  forty- 
tlve  states  of  the  United  States  and  by 
the  national  congress,  all  of  which  re- 
quire physiology  and  hygiene  with  spe- 
cial reference  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic 
drinks  and  other  narcotics  to  be  taught 
in  all  schools  undi^r  state  and  federal 
control. 

The  removal  of  the  last  black  cap 
from  the  temperance  education  map 
W8S,  therefore,  ai.  occasion  of  historic 
Intercyl,  and  a  company  of  well-known 
representative  people  gathered  infor- 
mally in  Mrs.  Hunt's  home  in  Boston 
last  Saturday  evening  to  witne.«!s  this 
removal  and  to  welcome  Georgia  to  the 
white  sisterhood  thus  made  complete. 
Pleasant  reminiscent  speeches  on  many 
phases  of  this  work  were  made  by  some 
of  those  present  from  several  states, 
among  the  guests  being  representatives 
of  the  leading  city,  state,  national  anl 
world  temperance  organizations,  of  the 
Young  People's  Society  of  Christian  En- 
deavor, of  the  press,  prominent  clergy- 
men, the  secretary  of  the  Massachusetts 
board  of  education,  and  others. 

Letters  were  read  from  friends  of  this 
education  in  all  parts  of  the  country, 
among  them  one  from  Mrs.  Sibley, 
state  president  of  the  "Woman's  Chris- 
tian Temperance  union  of  Georgia,  and 
one  from  Governor  Chandler  of  Georgia, 
who  signed  this  last  law,  thus,  by  a 
hapy  coincidence,  crowning  the  work 
to  which  he  had  already  given  valtiable 
aid.  As  a  member  of  the  Forty-ninth 
congress  Governor  Chandler  was  chair- 
man of  the  house  committee  on  educa- 
tion, and  his  was  the  decisive  vote  in 
that  committee  that  led  to  the  favorable 
reporting  and  later  the  enactment  of  the 
national   temperance   education   law    In 

The  state  commissioner  of  education 
of  Georgia  having  asked  that  the  black 
cap  straightway  be  taken  from  the  face 
of  Georgia  on  the  map,  a  message  draft- 
ed by  the  secretary  of  the  Massachu- 
sc-tts  board  of  education  was  read  to  be 
sent  from  this  gathering,  testifying  that 
the  black  covering  had  been  duly  re- 
moved in  the  presence  of  distingruished 
and  representative  witnesses  from  dif- 
ferent states,  and  expressing  the  hope 
that  by  means  of  this  instruction  the 
lives  of  the  children  might  be  as  un- 
spotted by  wrong  habits  and  as  white 
as  the  temperance  education  map  of  the 
I'nited  States  now  is. 

Thi,s  study  that  gives  with  other  laws 
of  health  the  scientific  reasons  for  total 
abstinence  Is  now  legally  engrafted 
upon  the  educational  system  of  this 
entire  country,  and  is  fast  spreading  to 
other  lands.  Its  beneficent  results,  al- 
ready manifest  In  tin?  greater  sobriety  of 
the  American  working  man.  and  as  one 
factor  in  increasing  ihglength  of  human 
life,  are  destined  To  oBcome  more  and 
more  apparent.  Tbe  ^irough  enforce- 
ment of  these  laWff  wK\  mean  a  new 
generation  of  citizens  too  wise  to  stul- 
tify themselves  with  intoxicants,  and 
thus  the  peaceful  xdutinn.  through  edu- 
cation, of  the  alcoh(d  problem.  Referring 
to  this  at  the  do^  yf  a  brief  speech, 
Mrs.  Hunt  said,  as  she  removed  the 
black  covering  fr^m  Georgia  on  the 
map:  "All  Amerfcan  citizens  should 
protect  these  laws  and  their  enforce- 
ment as  they  do  t«e  flhfe  itself."

Wild  ducks  from  the  northern  lakes  are 

swarming  southward  and  In  such  numibers 

as  have  never  l>een  known  In  this  portion 
of  the  S<juthwest.  wrlte«i  the  PnoenlJt 
correspondent  of  the  Kansas  City  Star. 
Hunters  of  tho  duck,  who  have  shot  the 
maliaixi,  the  teal  and  the  oanvasback  in 
all  portions  of  the  South,  declare  that 
never  have  been  seen  such  large  and  early 
flocks  as  are  settling  down  along  the 
lower  Colorado  and  gulf  of  CallfornJu. 
From  a  fow  miles  below  Vuma,  far  down 
the  river  and  below  its  mouth,  lies  a  flna 
duck  country.  Below  tho  International 
line,  where  game  laws  are  unknown  In 
such  qu^mtlties  are  the  l>lrds  that  from 
a  true  sportsman's  point  of  view  shooting 
loses  its  enjoyment  and  becomes  a  mere 
slaughter.  Kv-rj-  fall  and  winter  millions 
of  ducks  are  killed  tflero  by  white  hunt- 
ers. Mexicans  and  Indlaiw,  but  each  year 
there,  is  an  apparent  increase  in  the  .ncjm. 
Ing  fhx^ks.  Hardend  by  their  long  lllght 
from  the  North,  the  ducks  fatten  quickly 
in  the  luxury  of  the  lowlamls,  and  become 
easily  appr.jachable  by  virtue  of  the 
comparatively  small  number  of  hunters 
that  go  livt.j  the  n^lon. 

liach  year,  however,  the  hunting  ground 
Is  becoming  better  known,  and  there  are 
few  K.a.stern  sportsmen  who  get  Into 
Southwesitern  Arizona  during  the  winter 
and  late  autumn  who  do  not  try  their 
Iu';k  at  the  Colorado  river  ducks.  l.Ki3t 
Decomlx-r  a  party  of  New  York  and  Call- 
forida  hunters  made  a  trip  from  Vuma 
down  the  river  an.l  gulf  In  u  small  steam- 
er and  brought  in  what  is  believed  to  be 
the  largest  bag  of  ducks  even  known.  In 
a  two-days'  ride  down  seventy-llve  miles 
of  the  river  they  klUeiil  more  birds  than 
could  be  packed  into  the  hold  and  (m  tho 
deck  of  the  steamer,  and  before  they  had 
reached  the  moinh  of  the  Colorado  eight 
of  the  ten  men  In  the  party  were  nursing 
shoulders  that  were  so  l>a<lly  bruisetl  by 
hundreds  of  recoils  of  the  brcocliloaders 
that  they  were  unable  to  shoot  again  for 
days.  Whtn  Guaymas  was  reached  and 
the  count  made  it  was  found  that  3S0O 
ducks  were  on  the  boat.  For  two  da's  the 
population  of  the  Mexican  i>ort  reveled  In 
a  gn-at  free  bamiuet  of  duck  meat. 

The  duck  season  in  Arizona  doe«  not 
open_  until  Oct.  1.5,  but  already  killing 
has  l>egun  along  the  Color.-».lo  arid  the  ir- 
rlgated  laiuls  to  the  eaM  and  north.  Game 
laws  In  Arizona  are  usually  con.sldered 
mere  iiiatters  of  form,  and  the  wardens 
«l>end  little  time  In  their  enforcement  ex- 
cept In  regard  to  deer,  which  are  closely 
guanled  from  the  outlaw  huntre.  In  the

A  good  many  Southern  Callfornians 
will  remember,  and  some  to  their  last- 
ing regret,  that  ten  or  twelve  years  ago 
that  section  of  Los  Angeles  county, 
known  as  Antelope  valley,  was  opened 
for  settlement.  The  new  land  was  taken 
up  with  a  zeal  almost  frantic  by  many 
settlers,  from  the  victim  of  the  boom 
to  the  speculative  rancher  with  a  re- 
source of  thousands  with  which  to  de- 
velop now  fields,  says  the  Los  Angeles 
Times. 

Everything  promised.  We.st  of  Lan- 
caster ten  miles  began  a  tract  of  land 
rising  to  the  hills  and  sloping  away  to 
the  Qcnter  of  the  valley,  which,  when 
cleared  of  its  native  yucca.,  appeared  to 
be  lacking  in  nothing.  The  soil,  scenery 
and  climate  needed  no  Improving,  and 
with  a  few  years  of  successful  grain 
raising  these  ranchers  belif?\'ed  they 
had  hit  upon  one  of  the  most  proUflc 
agiicultural  regions  of  the  country. 

They  knew  they  had  everything  but 
the  rain,  and  had  faith  that  It  would 
come.  However,  their  faith  could  not 
have  been  as  a  grain  of  mustard  s^^ed, 
for  a  number  of  dry  yeq.r8  left  a  coun- 
try almost  desolate.  Shanties  had  been 
torn  down  and  moved  away  to  better 
localities,  while  often  the  more  Impos- 
ing ranch  houses  were  left  as  monu- 
ments to  the  hopes  of  their  owners.

in  someone's  mind.  The  almond  tree  in 
a  wild  state  had  been  found  in  the 
foothill  region,  which  Indicated  that  the 
almond  was  native  to  the  section.  A 
few  young  trees  were  planted  and  their 
development  was  carefully  watched. 
They  showed  a  remarkable  grrowth, 
with  no  irritation  after  the  first  year. 
Encouraged  by  this  success  three 
almond  colonies  were  organized,  Man- 
zana  colony,  Bonita  and  the  Belle- 
Louise  Ranch.  The  land  was  laid  out 
in  Ave  and  ten-acre  tracts.  After  be- 
ing sold  these  remained  under  the  care 
of  the  manager  of  the  colony  a  certain 
length  of  time. 

The  Investment  shows  a  return  today 
of  over  2000  acres  of  thrifty  almond 
trees,  some  In  bearing  and  others  com- 
ing into  'bearing.  This  year's  shipment 
approximates  forty  tons.  All  of  this 
has  betn  done  by  much  cultivation  but 
no  irrigation.  You  are  shown  U-ees  of 
a  few  years'  growth,  twelve  feet  high, 
that  have  never  had  any  water  except 
the  natural  moisture  of  the  soil,  and 
these  are  often  the  best  bearing  trees. 

Until  harvest  begins  the  only  ca.re  re- 
quired \s  that  of  the  cultivator.  When 
the  nut  is  ripe,  that  is,  perfectly  dry  in 
the  shell,  the  bustle  of  the  almond  har- 
vest begins. 

Gangs  of  men  in  the  field  gather  the 
nuts  from  the  trees.  This  is  done  by 
spreading  a  large  canvas  under  each 
tree  In  turn.  Then  men  then  taJke 
sticks  and  knock  the  nuts  from  the  tree 
or  pick  them  off  by  hand.  For  the  al- 
mond Is  immune  against  shaJclny  and 
must  be  gathered  entirely  by  the  indi- 
vidual method. 

From  the  canvaa  they  go  Into  sacks 
and  th«n  to  Vx%  barn.  Kw  the  work  is 


lively  and  savors  of  an  old-fashioned 
threshing  bee.  One  or  more  Icu-ge 
tables,  12  or  15  feet  SQuare,  are  provid- 
ed. These  are  first  covered  with  can- 
vas. On  each,  side  at  Intervals  of 
about  three  feet,  .six-inch  triangular 
holes  are  cut  and  guarded  by  a  narrow 
molding.  This  molding  prevents  the 
hulls  from  falling  into  the  sacks,  wrhlch 
are  hung  from  each  opening  for  nuts. 

After  the  nuts  are  brought  from  the 
field  they  are  put  through  %  hulling  ma- 
chine. This  removes  the  nut  from  the 
hull,  but  does  not  separate  them.  That 
part  of  the  work  must  be  done  bjr 
hand.  This  is  the  work  of  the  sorter. 
Who  stands  by  the  table  all  day  sortlnir 
nuts  from  hulls,  dropping  the  nuts  Into 
the  sacks  and  brushing  the  hulls  from 
the  table.  Here  the  hulls  accumulate 
about  the  feet  of  the  workers,  until 
they  are  so  deep  they  must  be  shoveled 
away. 

There  is  an  artistic  side  to  the,  al- 
mond industry.  The  almond  tree  re- 
sembles the  peach,  and  in  some  parts 
of  England  is  cultivated  for  its  foliage. 
Its  height  of  beauty  is  attained  during 
the  flowering  season.  Nothing  can  ex- 
ceed the  beauty  of  a  thousand  acres  of 
almonds  in  full  bloom  as  seen  from  the 
foothills.  The  delicate  tlngelng  of 
Avhlte  and  green  against  the  brown  of 
the  tree  cannot  toe  described.  It  blooms 
before  the  leaves  are  out.  and  the  effect 
of  the  mass  is  perfect 

W^Ith  a  fruit  that  Is  Imperishable  the 
owners  of  the  almond  lands  have  in 
hand  one  of  the  most  paying  Industries 
of  Southern  California,  an^  one  Is  not 
too  sanguine  to  believe  that  in  the  al- 
mond Antelope  valley  may  se4  her 
reclamation.

The 
country  will  learn  with  pain  that  they 
are  not  well  served,  and  that  the  menu 
is  far  from  being  first-class. 

Uncle  Joe  Cannon  remarked  to  a  friend 
after  one  of  the  functions  that  every- 
thing was  cold  but  the  oysters,  and  they 
wtre  supposed  to  be  served  raw  on  ice. 
The  soup  was  Impossible,  the  entrees 
were  clanwny,  and  the  plates  had  evi- 
dently   not  been    warmed   at   all. 

People  used  to  good  fare  are  Inventing 
excuses  to  escape  these  dinners;  they 
have  learned  from  experience,  or  from 
the  experience  of  friends,  that  they  are 
to  be  dreaded.  Senator  Pritchard  went 
to  one  of  those  functions  and  afterword 
conlided  to  a  friend  that  he  had  to  go  to 
a  hotel  and  get  something  good  and 
satisfying  before  retiring.  Senator  De- 
pcw  has  had  similar  experiences  and  he 
is  a   tough   diner-out. 

At  one  of  the  recent  dinners  the  wines 
were  served  with  the  wrong  courses  all 
through.  The  claret  was  left  out  and 
the  saturne.  Instead  of  being  served 
with  the  fish  was  brought  In  with  the 
roast.  E>.en  during  the  administration 
of  McKlnley,  who  was  not  given  to  social 
matters,   no  such  blunder  was  ever  made. 

Meml)crs  of  the  diplomatic  corps,  with 
their  higher  regard  for  the  social  propri- 
eties, have  lieen  greatly  shocked  at  the 
things  they  have  experienced  and  wit- 
nessed at  the  White  House.

TO  THE  HAGUE 


The     British    Reply    to 

Dutch    Note    Has 

Been  Sent. 

London,  Feb.  1.— The  British  reply  to  the 
Dutch  note  in  regard  to  bringing  about 
peace  in  South  Africa,  has  been  dis- 
patched to  The  Hague.  The  contents  of 
the  note  are  kept  secret,  but  the  first 
publication  of  the  text  is  Intended  to  be 
made  in  parliament  Monday,  Feb.  3.  The 
Associated  Press  has  rea-son  to  Ijelleve, 
however,  that  its  original  summary  of 
the  Dutch  communication  was  correct 
with  thl.s  addition,  that  the  Dutch  sug- 
gested that  Wessds,  Wolmarana  and 
Fischer,  the  Boer  delegates  now  in  Eu- 
rope, be  permitted  to  go  to  South  Africa 
in  an  endeavor  to  persuade  the  burghers 
in  the  field  to  surrender. 


COST  OF  CORONATION. 
I  have  just  returned  from  the  lord 
chamberlain's  office,  at  St.  James,  palace, 
where  .  I  found  a  blue-blooded  ofllcial 
pouring  over  an  estimate— in  thousands 
of  figures— of  the  approximate  sum  of 
money  that  Is  likely  to  be  spent  on  the 
coronation  during  the  next  six  months, 
writes  the  London  correspondent  of  the 
Brooklyn  Eagle.  He  estimates  that  in 
gold  lace,  miniver  velvet,  blunt  court 
swords,  silk  court  stockings,  artificial 
calves,  coronation  houses  and  windows  to 
view  the  prcession,  coronation  parties  in 
the  West  End,  and  entertainment  by  the 
government  of  princes,  chiefs  and  envoys 
of  all  shades  of  black,  brown,  while,  red 
and  yellow,  at  West  End  hotels  and  pri- 
vate houses  (graduated  in  luxury  large- 
ly according  to  cnlor  of  guest),  the  sum 
of  4.500.000;  traveling  expenses  of  .sight- 
seers from  Europe.  $100.0(X);  from  America, 
$17.5,000;  traveling  expenses  of  nabobs  and 
others  with  their  motley  retinues  from 
everywhere,  $3,250,000;  cost  of  the  short 
Journey  to  Westminster  abbey  (officials, 
police,  soldiers  and  the  rest).  $70000;  cost 
of  long  proces.sion  all  around  London, 
$175,000;  cost  of  state  banquets,  balls  and 
garden  parties  at  Buckingham  palace, 
|2.')0.000;  entertainment  at  Windsor  cas- 
tle and  up-keep  of  1000  Indian  soldiers  In 
camp  for  several  weeks,  $300,000;  corona- 
tion parties  on  the  Thames  and  at  the 
big  houses  near  London  Saturdays  to 
Mondavs,  $250,000.

J^eglected  Factor  In 
l>€>me'ttic  Engineering 


The  Furnace  IntaKe. 


There  are  few  things  more  neglected, 
and  yet  more  Important,  in  the  whole 
range  of  what  may  be  called  domestic 
engineering  that  the  means  of  supply- 
ing air  for  warming  and  ventilating  dwell- 
ing houses  through  the  conventional  type 
of  hot  air  furnaces  so  widely  used  In  the 
United  States,  sajs  »n  editorial  note  in 
Cassier's  Magazine.  Unfortunately  the 
exact  way  in  which  such  a  furnace  oper- 
ates is  only  dimly  outlined  in  the  mind 
of  the  average  man  or  woman,  and  it 
therefore  seems  advisable  to  follow  the 
example  of  the  magazine  named  in  re- 
printing the  following  statement  by  aii 
fnspector    of    heating       aPP^^atus:  it 

should  need  no  argument  to  shpwJ^^LJ-^^ 
air  supply  for  a  furnace  should  be  clean, 
dry,  as  free  as  possible  from  dust,  and 
as  little  aa  possible  contaminated  by  the 
?fuses  which,  in  cities,  tend  to  vitiate 
air  taken  at  or  near  the  ground  level.  I 
have  Inspected  a  good  many  hundred  fur- 
nce-heated  houses,  and  almost  without 
exception  I  have  found  the  Intake  mis- 
placed and  the  air-box  in  such  condition 
that  air  drawn  through  it  was  aa  little 
fit  for  breathing  as  if  strained  through 
the  wisps  of  a  street  cleaner  ■  broom. 
Sometimes  I  have  found  the  air  box  a 
club  house  for  cats;  gcnerajly  it  has 
needed  cleaning  with  a  hoe  and  ahovtl. 
Not  long  ago  I  round  a  house  with  an  air- 
Intake  consisting  of  a  sort  of  combination 
air   chamber  and   area  cesspool.     It   was 


covered  with  a  grating  of  parallel  iron 
bars,  through  which  the  storm  water 
which  fell  into  the  area  drained  to  the 
pocket  below,  and  was  led  away  to  the 
sewer  by  an  untrapped  pipe  communicat- 
ing with  the  house  drain.  This  was,  per- 
haps, the  worst  I  have  found,  and  my 
opinion  Is  that  the  architect  who  planned 
this  arrangement  and  the  furnace  man 
who  worked  to  the  plan  should  both  be 
Indicted.  The  arrangement  amounted 
practically  to  drawing  air  direct  from  the 
sewer,  to  be  heated  and  passed  up 
through  the  house. 

"Sometimes  one  will  find  the  air  intake 
in  the  coal  vault.  I  have  notes  of  prob- 
ably fifty  such  arrangements.  This  is 
Ingenious,  at  least,  and  must  make  it 
plea.oant  for  the  hou.«ekeeper.  In  one 
house  thus  built,  the  amount  of  dirt  dis- 
tributed through  the  house  suggested  to 
the  mistress  the  very  natural  expedient  of 
stuffing  the  mouth  of  the  intake  full  of 
jute  potato  bags.  Most  people  would  be 
shocked  If  they  should  see  what  sort  of 
a  channel  convevs  the  air  which  flows 
hot  from  the  registers— still  more  so  if 
they  could  be  made  to  realize  that  most  of 
this  air  is  from  thee  ellar.  from  which, 
once  a  year  or  so.  In  well-kept  houses, 
barrels  of  dirt  are  removed,  consisting  of 
coal  dust,  ashes,  sprouting  potatoes,  house 
rubbish  of  one  kind  or  another,  and  moldy 
nondescript  refuse,  the  origin  of  which 
cannot  be  guessed.  In  the  averaije  dwell- 
ing heated  with  a  furnace,  millions  of 
cubic  feet  of  cellar-air  are  pumped  up  into 
living  and  sleeping  rooms  every  winter. 
What  it  carries.  I  leave  It  to  the  bac- 
teriologlstfl  and  the  microscoptata  to  aay.

Causes  First  Show  Down 
on  Tariff  Reduction. 

Places  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  on  Record. 


"Vrashington.  Feb.  3.— The  ways  and 
tneans  committee  of  the  house,  by  umm- 
inious  vote,  today  ordered  a  favorablfi 
report  on  the  war  tax  redut'ti»«n  bill.  A 
surprise  occurred  when  Representative 
Babcock  (Hop.)  offered  his  bill  largely 
reducing  duties  on  the  steel  schedule 
and  replacing  some  articles  on  the  free 
lisst  as  an  amendment  to  the  tea  repeal 
■eclion.  The  amendment  was  defeated 
%  to  7.  Messrs.  Uabcock  and  Tawney  and 
al  the  Democrats  voting  in  the  aHirma- 
tive. 

The  Cuban  reciprocity  question  also 
came  up  unoxpecteilly.  Representative 
Steele  of  Indiana  moved  a  :i.'>  per  cent 
concession  on  Cuban  sugar.  The  motion 
was  withdrawn,  however,  after  a  brief 
exchange  of  comment. 

The  closeness  of  the  vote  on  Mr.  I?ab- 
cocks  amendment  reducing  the  steel 
schedule      caused        much      comment. 


Messrs.  Newlands  and  Cooper.  Demo- 
crats, and  Long  and  Hopkins,  Repub- 
licans, were  absent.  It  was  explained 
on  behalf  of  the  absent  members  that 
they  Were  cither  out  of  the  city  or  do- 
talried  at  Important  committee  meetings 
elsewhere,  and  that  the  Habcock  motion 
was    entirely    unexpected. 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Steele  for  a  25  per 
cent  reduction  on  Cuban  sugar  was  re- 
garded as  rather  facetious  and  as  a  re- 
joinder to  the  unexpected  motion  on  the 
steel  schedule.  Representative  Robin- 
son of  Louisiana,  who  Is  opposed  to  a 
reduction  on  Cuban  sugar,  was  among 
those  who  voted  for  the  Habcock  amend- 
ment. Following  this.  Mr.  Steele  made 
his  motion  and  a  sharp  but  good-na- 
tured parley  occurred  between  Mr. 
Steele  and  Mr.  Robinson.  Mr.  Steele 
did  not  press  the  motion,  however,  and 
after  Its  withdrawal  the  Incident  was 
looked  UT>on  as  humorous  rather  than  as 
a  serious  move  toward  dealing  with  the 
Cuban  question. 


FOUR  STOCKMEN  KILLED

Rear-End  Collision  on  Illinois  Central  Near  Appl 

River  Junction   Brings  Death  to  Four 

and  Injury  to  Six  Others. 


Dubuque,  Iowa,  Feb.  3.— A  rear  end 
collision  at  3:45  this  morning,  on  the 
Illinois  Central,  at  Apple  River,  111.,  a 
station  thirty  miles  east  of  here,  re- 
sulted In  the  death  of  four  stockmen, 
while  six  were  seriously  inured.  The 
dead:

Lawler,  Wall  Lake,  injured  about  the 
breast  and  legs.  Slightly  injured:  J.  J. 
Morehead.  Dunlap,  Iowa;  W.  J.  Evans, 
Dunlap,  Iowa. 

None  of  the  trainmen  were  Injured  as 
they  heard  the  second  train  approach- 
ing and  jumped.  The  stockmen  were 
all  asleep  In  the  bunk  car  when  the  col- 
lision occurred,  their  death  and  in- 
juries resulting  from  being  crushed.  A 
special  train  with  surgeons  was  sent 
out  from  here  and  the  Injured  are  all 
being  cared  for  at  Apple  River. 

The  cause  of  the  wreck  is  not  known 
as  yet,  but  is  being  Investigated  by  the 
ofliclals.  It  was  not  due  to  a  mistake 
In  orders,  but  rather  negligence  on  the 
part  of  the  trainmen.  Traffic  was 
blocked  for  seven  hours.

Stepping 
the  masts,  upholstering  the  interior  an  i 
finishing  some  of  the  detail  work  In  the 
compartments  is  all  that  will  remain 
to  be  done.  The  yacht  may  be  ready  to 
sail  within  two  weeks  after  the  launch- 
ing.

BODIES  AT  PITTSBURG 

Remains  of  the  Biddle  Brothers  Removed   From 

Butler  to  Pittsburg  Morgue— Hundreds  of 

People  Assemble  at  the  Depot 


Pittsburg,  Feb.  3.— The  remains  of  Ed- 
ward and  John  Btddle,  the  dead  bandits, 
arrived  at  the  Pittsburg  &  Western  rail- 
road station  shortly  after  8  o'clock  this 
morning  and   were  ♦.t   once   taken   to   the 

morgue.  In  spite  of  the  Intense  cold  and 
the  comparatively  early  hour  of  their  ar- 
rival, hundreds  of  persons  gathered  In  the 
waiting  room  by  7:30  and  by  the  time 
the  tndn  arrived  the  crowd  had  Increased 
to  a  thousand  or  more.  When  the  train 
drew  In  there  was  a  rough  scramble  to 
get  to  the  platform  of  the  depot,  during 
which  several  were  bruised  by  being 
crushed  against  the  side  of  the  stairway. 
The  remains  were  In  rough  boxes  In 
charge  of  Detectives  Roacn  and  Swine- 
hart,  who  were  accompanied  by  Deputy 
Sheriff  Hoon,  Constable  Aaron  Thomp- 
son and  J.  Holllday,  of  Butler.  The 
morgue  wagon  was  waiting  and  the  Iwidles 
Were  (lulckly  driven  to  the  morgue  for 
Identification.  An  Immense  crowd  aoon 
gathered,  but  a  large  detail  of  podce  pre- 
vented them  from  entering  the  building. 
The  remains  of  the  murderers  will  lie 
turned  over  to  their  brother,  Harry  Bid- 
die,  who  will  see  that  they  receive  proper 
Interment  In  the  South  Side  cemetery. 
The  funeral  will  be  conducted  as  jirlvately 
as  possible  and  Rev.  Father  Sweeney,  the 
priest    who    rendered    spiritual    advice    to 


the  Biddies  while  thev  were  In  Jail,  will

LOSS  OF  THREE  MILLIONS 

Waterbury,  Conn.,  Visited   By  a  Most  Disastrous 

Conflagration  Almost  Entirely  Wiping  Out 

Best  Business  Portion  of  City. 


Waterbury.  Conn.,  Feb.  3.— For  ten 
hours  last  night  and  this  morning  llames 
fanned  by  a  high  wind  held  away  over 
the  business  portion  of  this  city,  causnig 
a  loss  that  will  exceed  $3,0OO,0uO.  The  btsi 
business  portion  of  the  city,  forming  a 
triangle  bounded  on  the  north  by  Ex- 
change place,  on  the  west  by  Banic 
street,  on  the  south  by  Grand  street  and 
on  the  east  by  South  Main  street,  wa* 
almost   wiped   out. 

The  first  fire,  which  started  In  the  big 
store  of  the  Reid  &  Hughes  dry  goods 
store  on  Bank  street,  was  noi  considered 
under  control  until  about  J3,0u0,v)w  worth 
of  property  had  been  destroyed.  Then  a 
second  tire"  broke  out  In  th  Scovil  house, 
the  citys  leading  hotel,  remodeled  by  the 
late  Judge  E.  C\  Lewis  a  few  years  ago 
at  an  expense  of  about  175,000  and  thla 
establishment  was  completely  wrecked. 
The  occupants  of  the  hotel  were  forced 
to  seek  the  street  in  their  clothes.  With 
the  ringing  of  a  second  alarm  the  en- 
tire city  was  thrown  Into  a  panic.  There 
was  a  fierce  gale  blowing  and  sparks 
from  the  burning  hotel  were  driven  in 
lurid  showers  over  a  great  area.  The  oc- 
cupants of  buildings  located  in  the  path 
of  the  wind  prepared  to  leave.  Althougli 
the  Waterbury  fire  department  was  re- 
inforced from  near-by  cities,  It  was  for 
a  time  Impossible  to  stay  the  progress 
of  the  flames.  The  fire  burned  over  four 
acres  of  the  citys  best  bu.'«iness  section. 
Among  the  prominent  huildlng.s  totally 
destroved  are  the  block  occupied  by  the 
Reld  &  Hughef  Dry  Goods  company,  the

FEARFUL 

BLIZZARD 

Is  Raging  In  New  York 
and  Pennsylvania. 

A  Terrific  Gale  Prevails 
Along  the  Coast. 


New  York.  Feb.  3.— The  strong  gale 
from  the  west-northwest  which  began 
early  last  evening  continued  all  througJi 
the  night  and  this  morning.  The  maxi- 
mum velocity  of  the  wind  was  65  miles 
an  hour,  and  at  9  a.  m.  today  the  local 
weather  bureau  instrument  showed  that 
it  was  blowing  at  the  rate  of  50  miles  an 
hour.  All  the  nearby  marine  stations 
reported  the  sea  rough,  and  from  differ- 
ent points  along  the  coast  there  came 
news  of  wrecks  and  of  vessels  ashore. 
The  tugs  John  E.  Bervvyn  and  E.  S. 
Atwood,  which  were  sent  to  the  strand- 
ed steamer  Cavour  at  Long  Beach  yes- 
terday, were  unable  to  return  to  port, 
and  both  sank  about  eleven  miles  east 
of  Sandy  Hook  lightship.  The  crews 
were  rescued  by  the  German  steamer 
Barcelona.  The  tugs  left  the  Cavour 
about  4  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon, 
and  within  an  hour  both  were  in  a 
sinking  condition.  The  seas  broke  ovsr 
the  craft  and  washed  away  everything 
movable,  the  water  gradually  filling  the 
holds  until  it  was  above  the  floor  of  the 
Are  room  and  began  to  put  out  the  fires. 
The  Berwyn's  pilot  house  was  smashed 
and  the  water  flooded  her  fire  room. 
About  5:30  o'clock  the  Barcelona  was 
seen  approaching  and  the  tugs  steered 
toward  her  to  ask  for  assistance.  She 
stopped  and  made  a  good  lee,  so  that 
the  tugs  wer  able  to  run  alongside.  A 
rope  ladder  was  lowered  and  the  men 
from  the  tugs  scrambled  on  board. 
Fourteen  men  all  told  were  saved,  seven 
from  each  tug.  Fifteen  minutes  after 
the  rescue  the  Atwood  went  down  and 
some  time  later  the  Berwyn  disap- 
peared. 

Fire  island  reported  a  ship  ashore  at 
Point  Lookout  and  a  barge  in  distress 
near  the  Forge  River  life-saving  sta- 


tion. The  barge  was  anchored  about 
two  miles  off  shore  and  was  rollinic 
badly.  Those  on  shore  could  not  tell 
whether  there  was  anyone  on  board  the 
barge.  The  name  of  the  ship  could  not 
be  .seen  from  the  Point  Lookout  station. 
Atlantic  City  reported  that  an  unknown 
4-masted  schooner  went  ashore  during 
the  night  on  the  Brigantine  shoals,  near 
where  the  Clavordale  grounded  yester- 
day. Fire  island  also  reported  that  the 
beach  five  miles  east  of  the  Heliport 
life-saving  station  was  covered  with 
wreckage,  and  it  was  believed  that  a 
coal  barge  had  been  lost. 

The  steamer  Cavour,  which  strande;! 
several  days  ago  off  Long  Beach,  L.  I., 
weathered  the  gale  well,  and  with  the 
kedge  and  line  which  she  has  out  held 
her  position  well.  No  effort  will  be 
made  to  pull  her  off  till  the  weather  haa 
settled.  The  weather  bureau  at  Wash- 
ington today  gave  out  the  following  re- 
garding the  weather  conditions  and  -n- 
dlcations; 

•'The  severe  storm  of  Sunday  in  the 
Middle  Atlantic  and  New  England 
states  has  moved  northeastward  to  the 
Canadian  maritime  provinces.  High 
northwesterly  winds  and  gales  con- 
tinued last  night  off  the  New  Entrland 
coast  and  along  the  lower  lakes,  as  well 
as  throughout  the  interior  of  the  Middle 
Atlantic  states. 

"Snow  or  rain  fell  Saturday  from  Vir- 
ginia northward  to  the  lower  lake  region 
and  thence  eastward  to  >Jew  England. 
Snow  continues  this  morning  in  West- 
ern New  York. 

"The  temperature  has  fallen  from  20 
to  30  degrees  in  the  Ohio  valley,  the  east 
gulf,  South  Atlantic  and  middle  state*. 
In  the  Ohio  valley  zero  temperatun.* 
prevail,  while  in  the  east  gulf  states 
they  range  from  freezing  at  Jacksonville

WOMAN  WAS  MURDERED 

Police  Are  Positive  That  Rosa  Nacomber,  Who  Went 

to  New  York  From  St  Cloud,  Was 

Victim  of  Assailants. 


New  York,  Feb.  3.— Two  arrests  have 

been  made  in  connection  with  the  death 
of  Rosa  Macomber,  whose  body,  with 
the  throat  cut,  was  found  Saturday 
night  In  a  basement  room  of  a  tenement 
in  Christie  street,  and  the  police  are 
now  positive  that  a  murder  was  com- 
mitted. It  Is  stated  that  the  woman 
was  the  daughter  of  an  Episcopal 
clergyman  of  Minnesota  ,who  had  spent 
his  life  as  a  missionary  among  the  In- 
dians of  the  Northwest.  She  came  to 
this  city  from  St.  Cloud,  Minn.,  several 
years  ago  with  her  husband,  W^llllam 
B.  Clark,  and  her  17-year-oId  daughter. 
The   husband   became   insane   eighteen 


months  ago  and  is  now  confined  in  an 
asylum.  The  men  under  arrest  are  a 
bartender  and  a  butcher,  who  are  sup- 
posed to  have  seen  the  woman  in  the 
Bowery  shortly  before  death. 

Coroner's  Physician  Higglns  per- 
formed an  autopsy  and  announced  that 
death  was  due  to  asphyxiation  caused 
by  internal  hemorrhage. 


St.  Paul,  Feb.  3.— A  special  from  St. 
Cloud,  Minn.,  to  the  Dispatch  says: 
The  report  from  New  York  that  Rosa 
Macomber,  or  Clark,  who  was  found 
murdered  there  Friday,  was  the 
daughter  of  a  clergyman  formerly  re- 
siding here,  Is  untrue.  No  such  per- 
son is  known  here  and  no  family  of  the 
name  has  ever  resided  in  this  vicinity. 


GAS  KILLS  A  VETERAN 

Old  Soldier  Who  Faced  the  Bullets  In  the  Crimean 

War,  Winning  Honors  at  Sebastopol, 

Asphyxiated  at  New  York. 


New  York,  Feb.  3. — James  Reid,  a 
British  veteran  whose  personal  heroism 
at  Sebastopol  and  on  the  field  of  Bala- 
klava  had  won  him  two  medals,  is  dead 
In  this  city  from  asphyxiation.  The  old 
soldier,  on  retiring,  had  turned  the  stop- 
cock of  a  gas  heater  in  the  wrong  direc- 
tion, and  when  he  was  found  In  his  little 
3-room  flat,  the  gas  fumes  had  donv» 
what  the  bullets  of  the  Crimea  failed 
to  do. 

Mr.  Reld,  who  was  in  his  73rd  year, 
kept  a  small  cigar  and  stationery  store. 
He  was     born  In  Edinburgh,  Scotland. 


When  he  was  18  years  old  his  father, 
•who  had  distinguished  himself  in  the 
battle  of  Waterloo,  moved  to  Australia. 
James  preferred  to  follow  a  soldier's 
career,  as  his  father  had  done,  and  he 
enlisted  in  the  British  army.  During 
the  Crimean  war  he  rose  to  the  rank  of 
sergeant  in  his  command,  the  Chestnut 
troop  of  the  Royal  Horse  artillery. 

Again  he  distinguished  himself  during 
the  cholera  outbreak  in  the  army  ind 
won  special  honor  mention  for  his  fear- 
less and  devoted  attention  to  duty  in  the 
strickea  camp. 

Sergt.  Reid  purchased  his  discharge 
from  the  army  and  came  to  America  In 
1865. 


BALANCED  ON  TRESTLE 

Engine  Struck  Freight  Train  on  High  Bridge,  Left 

the  Rails  and  Hung  Over  Edge,  Narrowly 

Escaping  Terrible  Destruction. 


Denver,  Utah,  Feb.  3. — A  Colorado 
Midland  pas.senger  train,  west-bound 
for  Salt  Lake  and  San  Francisco,  had 
a  narrow  escape  from  instant  destruc- 
tion Saturday  morning,  two  miles  west 
of  Buena  Vista. 

The  engine  dashed  into  a  freight  train 
standing  on  a  trestle  65  feet  high,  hurl- 
ing the  caboose  and  one  freight  car  into 
the  creek  bottom  and  instantly  killing 
Owen  McCarthy,  rear  brakeman  on  the 

freight  train. 

Engineer  Peck  and  his  fireman  were 
prevented    from    Jumping  by  the  hlg' 


trestle,  and  remained  on  their  er.jrfne, 
expecting  to  be  dashed  to  death.  The 
engine  left  the  rails,  but  miraculously 
remained  on  the  trestle,  almost  balanc- 
ing en  the  edge,  and  thus  saved  their 
lives  and  the  lives  of  the  passengers. 
Owen  McCatrhy,  the  only  man  to  lose 
his  life,  received  orders  to  flag  the  com- 
ing passenger  train,  but  tarried  In  the 
caboose,  warming  himself,  as  the  morn- 
ing was  very  cold.  He  had  just  started 
to  flag  the  train  when  he  saw  the  head- 
I'ght  of  the  lo<?omotive  rounding  a  curve 
not  100  feet  distant.  He  retreated  to- 
wards the  caboose,  but  was  caught  and 
j.-r.or'  r>/»  jnto  the  creek,  being  shockingly 
n»r<nfr'ed.

Haven  has  been  fair  and  square  on 
every  question,  and  ready  to  assist  in 
every  honorable  proposition  for  the 
benefit  of  his  ward  or  constituents.

He  is  vice  piosldeiit  of  the 
council  and  chairman  of  the  cotnmlttee 
on  purchasing  and  supplies,  and  on  the 
committee.*!  on  light  and  water  and  fin- 
ance. These  are  three  of  the  moat  Im- 
portant committees  of  the  council  and 
the  other  members  of  the  council  con- 
alder  him  a  valuable  member  of  each 
of  sahi  committees.  In  fact,  Alder- 
can  Haven  has  never  been  turned  down 
on  any  proposition  he  has  Introduied. 
and  will,  if  elected,  doubtless  hold  the 
same  relative  position  In  the  new  coun- 
cil that  he  docs  at  present,  and  the 
ward  and  city  will  reap  the  benefit  of 
his    past    experience. 

Alderman  Haven  has  never  advocated 
any  foolish  expenditure  of  the  public 
money  for  his  own  or  any  other  ward, 
but  largely  hy  his  efforts  the  Twenty- 
seventh  avenue  viaduct  was  constructed 
by  the  railroad  company.  The  street 
car  company  has  materially  bettered  its 
West  Third  street  service,  the  Twenty- 
ninth  avenue  west  .sewer  system  has 
been  built.  Michigan  street  has  been 
much  improved,  and  the  Oarfleld  ave- 
nue viaduct  is  being  constructed.  These 
improvements  have  been  of  particular 
benefit  to  the  eastern  part  of  the  ward, 
but  as  above  stated,  we  at  this  end 
of  the  ward  have  vital  projects  at  stake, 
and  In  my  humble  opinion  we  would 
make  a  serious  mistake  In  not  re-elect- 
ing Alderman  Haven.

The  additional  $100,000  is  recommend- 
ed for  expenditure  on  the  new  piers  to 
be  built  at  the  natural  entry'-  The  piers 
are  expected  to  cost  $925,000,  consider- 
ably more  than  did  the  Duluth  piers. 
This  Is  because  they  are  to  be  much 
longer.  There  Is  left  from  the  con- 
tinuous con ti ait  fund  $2.".0.000  for  ex- 
penditure on  the  piers  at  the  entry  and 
It  will  take  $673,<»0l)  additional.  Capt. 
(ialllard  recommends  tjjie  appropriation 
of  this  amount,  but  asks  for  only  $100,- 
000  this  year. 

The  rivers  and  harbors  bill,  which 
failed  to  pa.ss  at  the  last  session,  con- 
tained an  item  of  $25,000  for  Port 
Wing.,  Wis.,  and  a  large  Iterh  for  Bur- 
Ington  bay,  Minn.  Those  Items  will 
also  undoubtedly  be  brought  up,  but 
as  they  are  new  matters  It  was  not  the 
duty  of  the  engineer  to  recommend  ap- 
propriations.

Application  For  Change 

of  Venue  In  Personal 

Injury  Suit. 

The  defendants  In  the  action  brought 
by  C.  E.  Wearbauer  against  the  Eastern 
Railway  Co.  of  Minnesota,  A.  Guth- 
rie &  Co.,  et  al,  have  filed  a  demand  In 
district  court,  for  a  change  of  venue  to 
Ramsey  county.  The  suit  Is  one  for 
damages  for  personal  Injuries  claimed 
to  have  been  sustained  In  construction 
work. 

The  Judgment  of  the  municipal  court 
has  been  affirmed  by  the  district 
court  •  In  the  case  of  Mat  Norem.  ap- 
pellee, against  Thomas  H.  and  George 
W.  Martin,  appellants.  The  suit  in- 
volved the  amount  of  stumpage  claimed 
for  some  ties  bought  by  the  defendants 
from  Charle.s  Christen.son  and  cut  from 
the  lands  of  the  plaintiff  In  Cook  county. 
Noren  joined  with  Chrlstenson  In  giv- 
ing Martin  a  chattel  mortgage  to  se- 
cure the  carrying  out  of  the  contract 
with  Martin.  Martin  advanced  Chrlsten- 
son $328.92  more  than  the  ties  dellver^^d 
v\ere  worth,  and  he  desired  to  put  that 
against  the  stumpage  claims  of  Noren. 
Municipal  Judge  Edson  held  that  the 
amounts  were  advanced  without  the 
consent  of  the  plaintiff  and  against  the 
provisions  of  the  contract,  and  that  the 
plaintiff  Is  entitled  to  Judgment  for  the 
amount  due  on  his  stumpage  or  1184.24. 
The  district  court  confirms  this  deci- 
sion. 

The  district  court  has  also  afllrmed 
the  decision  of  Judge  Edson  entering 
up  both  regular  and  special  verdicts  In 
an  action  brought  by  C.  O.  Eklund 
against  L.  R.  Martin,  who  appealed.

Washington,  Feb.  3.— Under  the  terms 
of  the  special  order  adopted  Friday,  the 
house  today  entered  upon  the  constd'-r- 
atlon  of  the  oleo  bill.  Before  It  was 
taken  up  Mr.  Bull  (R.  L).  who  has 
been  111  since  congress  convened,  was 
sworn  In  and  Mr.  Payne,  from  the  com- 
mittee on  ways  and  means  reported  the 
bill  to  rei>eal  the  war  revenue  taxes. 

The  opponents  of  the  oleo  bill  re- 
sisted the  motion  to  go  Into  committee 
of  the  whole  to  consider  it  and  when 
the  division  was  anounced  62  ayes  and 
48  nays,  Mr.  Clayton  (Ala.)  made  the 
point  of  no  quorum.

In  marked  contrast  are  the  gay, 
laughing  faces  of  the  many  who  enjoy 
an  oyster  feast  on  a  cold  winter's  night, 
to  the  weary,  woe-begone  countenances 
of  those  who  gather  in  the  bivalves 
from  the  briny  deep.

RABBIT    WHIPS    SNAKES. 

A  storv  of  a  remarkable  flght  comes 
from  the  Jack  ral)bit  corners  of  West 
Virginia,  says  the   Baltimore  Sun. 

U  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  black- 
snake,  when  hungry,  will  prey  upon  birds 
or  anv  animal  whicJi  It  can  overpower  in 
its  deadlv  coils.  A  jack  rabbit  Is,  how- 
ever con'fMdend  a  tough  proposition,  and 
for  a  pidr  of  snakes  tn  develop  an  ambi- 
tion to  conquer  one  In  the  full  vigor  of 
health  is  rather  and  exhibition  of  valor. 

G.  Henry  Hosack.  of  ICeyser.  W.  \'a., 
now  staying  at  74.3  West  Lexington  street, 
in  describing  an  encounter  of  this  kind, 
which  he  savs  was  witnessed  by  himself 
and  several  friends  a  few  years  ago.  said: 

'I  live  near  New  Creek,  a  branch  of  the 
Potomac  river.  One  day  I  and  several 
friends  were  sitting  on  the  banks  of  the 
river,  fishing,  when  wp  were  startled  by 
the  noise  of  breaking  branches  behind  us 
and  up  the  wooded  hillside.  Suddenly 
there  came  into  vi»-w'  a  rapidly  revolving 
ball  of  gr«y  and  black,  which  was  spring- 
ing 4ilgh   into   the   air.   ^   ^^      ,  ,  ^. 

•'As  thf-  tiling  reached  the  base  of  the  ^ 
hill  it  paused  a  minute,  and  wo  saw  a 
largo  jack  rabbit  complftel/  encircled 
about  the  body  by  two  rattlesnuk- s. 
which  must  have  measured  five  feet  at 
Ica'st  Tb"  r.<>bl)it  was  tearing  at  the 
snpk"S  with  his  teoth  wPh  .n  fmntic  ef- 
fort to  freo  idmself.  Tho  three  rolled  ovel 
,i!u'.  over  upoTi  the  groimd  until  they  were 
within  a  f<^w  feet  of  the  waters  edge. 
Soddenlv  the  Jack  must  have  got  a  lucky 
tooth  jab  into  some  tender  part  of  the 
snakes'  an.itomy.  for  one  of  the  reptiles 
■sprang  through  the  air  and  landed  out 
into  the  water.  Thp  other,  realizing  that 
he  had  to  battle  all  alone  with  the  feroci- 
ous jack,  after  holding  on  a  mome^iit, 
quickly  unwound  Itself  and  went  up  tu* 
hillside  with  the  rabbit  in  hot  pursuit. 
Thev  were  soon  lost  to  \'lew.  1  he  snake 
which  had  b^en  thrown  Into  the  river 
swam  to  the  opposite  bank  and  also  dis- 
appeared."

scoop  fitted  with  a  net.  This  Is  dragged 
along  the  bottom  of  the  bay  or  river, 
digging  up  oysters,  shells,  rocks  and 
whatever  comes  in  the  way. 

The  same  methods  for  dredging  are 
followed  through  the  various  sections 
of  the  United  States  wherever  the  oyster 
Is  found.  The  more  salt  water  the  bet- 
ter the  oyster,  but  good  oysters  are 
found  many  miles  up  the  larger  rivers. 
The  Potomac  affords  an  especially  in- 
teresting field  for  study. 

Here  each  captain  Is  required  to  pay 
$1  registration  fee  and  50  cents  a  month 
on  the  ton  on  the  Virginia  side,  while 
the  tax  on  the  Maryland  side  Is  $1  a 
month  per  ton.  On  the  Potomac  alone 
this  fall  there  were  2000  boats,  but  the 
larger  boats  left  the  river  fully  two 
months  earlier  than  usual  this  year, 
because  the  oyster  beds  have  been 
broken  up  so  that  there  are  but  compar- 
atively few  oysters  left.  People  living 
along  the  river  are  clamorous  for  a  pro- 
tection of  this  field  for  at  least  the 
next  four  years,  or  these  beds  will  cease 

to  exist. 

Of  course,  like  everything  else,  there 
are  fines  and  penalties,  but  it  is  an  ea.^y 
matter  to  evade  the  law.  It  is  a  pun- 
ishable offense  for  a  boat  to  retain  an 
oyster  under  two  and  one-half  Inches. 
The  fine  for  such  an  offense  is  from  $10 
to  $r>0  for  a  tonging  boat  and  $50  for  a 
dredger,  with  the  confiscation  of  boat, 
tackle  and  cargo.  . 

The  supply  of  oysters  is  giving  out  in 
the  Potomac  owing  to  the  needless 
breaking  up  of  the  river  bottom.  Four 
years  ago  two  men  went  out  In  a  small 
boat,  and  between  .sunrise  and  sun- 
down brought  In  twenty-one  sugar  bar- 
rels full;  now  they  would  be  lucky  eo 
get  three  barrels.  A  do;;en  years  ^go 
The  Martha  Brown  went  out  w-ith  a 
crew  of  four  men  and  at  night  had  a 
load  of  4.^0  bushels.  At  present  a  crew 
of  six  or  eight  men  Is  doing  ^vell  to 
sret  100  bushels  In  a  day,  but  then  oy.-<ters 
were  full  of  mussels,  which  always 
grow  on  oysters  when  undisturbed  for 
any  great  length  of  time,  and  sold  .-is 
as  8  and  10  cents  a  bushel.     Boats 


range"  in   capacity  of  from  one   to 
tons,  while  the  crews  range  from  two 
to  twelve  men. 

Both  captains  and  crew  are  often  the 
very  roughest  kind  of  men.  The  only 
ones  who  do  not  usually  come  under 
this  class  are  the  men  who  live  In  the 
ovster  districts  and  hire  men  from  their 
own  localities.  These  captains  are 
often  better  satisfied  to  pay  men  \v horn 
thev  know  as  high  as  $22  a  month  and 
board,  than  to  pay  a  man  from  a  shin- 
ning agencv  $10  a  month.  It  is  a  de- 
moralLing  life.  If  a  captalii  Is  Inclined 
to  be  civil  and  do  right,  his  men  will 
J°eal  from  him.  throw  his  oysters  over- 
board,   play   off     sick  to     get

vvorklng,  and  othenvlse  haj-ass  him. 

Mo"t  of  the  crews  are  obtained  fr 
the  shipping  agencies  at  Norfolk  Baltl- 
rJ^ore  and  New-  York.  Few  of  the  men 
n-om  Norfolk  are  white,  the  n^4«"^>' 
being  negroes  from  North  CaioUna, 
who  are  raided  to  work  and  are  worth 
ih.ee  ordinary  colored  men.  Wages 
range  from  $10  to  $20  a  month  and 
board.  The  greater  number  of  the  mcii 
K-  m  the  shipping  agencies  are  hard 
citl"ens.  and  most  of  them  not  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  but  foreigners  of 
the  lowest  class. 

A  captain  Is  appi-oached  by  a  police 
officer  and  told  that  the  JaUs  and 
workhou.ses  contain  more  men  than 
they  can  accommodate;  that  if  he^^^i" 
pay  the  fines  and  co.sts  attached  to 
these  men  that  the  town  will  be  glad 
to  get  rid  of  Its  boarders.  Thus  a  cap- 
tain gets  a  crew  from  the  roughest  ele- 
ment On  the  other  hand,  tM\\y  onQ- 
fourth  of  the  men  shipped,  on  dredging 
boats  are  "stianghaled,"  or.  in  plainer 
English,  they  are  ma^e  drunk  end  put 
on  board  the  boats  In  a  stupefied  con- 
dition When  these  men  come  .to  their 
senses  they  find  themselves  miles  down 
the  river.  _,, 

A  Shipping  ftgeot  is  necessarily  un- 


scrupulous. He  sees  a  "Reuben"  walk- 
ig  down  the  street,  approaches  him. 
gains  his  confidence,  and  gets  him  to 
take  a  drink.  They  adjourn  to  some 
"safe"  place,  and  after  the  drink  the 
victim  knows  nothing  for  some  time. 
It  is  not  linusual  for  real  old  men,  who 
have  never  been  used  to  hard  work,  to 
be  thus  shipped  off.  A  pitiful  case  of 
this  kind  was  that  of  a  silver.'=!mith.  who 
went  to  BaJtimore  to  buy  a  stiK-k  of 
goods.  He  had  a  neat  traveling  case 
with  $300.  .besides  some  very  goixl 
clothes.  This  country  jeweler  got  into 
convei-sation  with  a  smooth  stranger, 
who  undertook  to  show  him  where  he 
could  purchase  the  best  and  cheapest 
stock. 

First,  however,  they  went  to  a  saloon. 
When  the  old  man  recovered  his  senses 
he  found  Jiimself  on  board  a  dredglng- 
boat.  The  captain,  who  hired  him  from 
an  agent,  had  advanced  $10  on  the  old 
man;  this  was  claimed  for  board.  Th» 
employer  was  touched  by  the  old  man's 
miseries.  His  hands  weie  soft,  and 
turning  the  windla.^.^  cut  them  all  to 
pieces.  He  was  allowed  to  change 
places  with  the  cook,  but  he  burnt  the 
food  and  made  a  bad  mess  of  it.  When 
the  boat  returned  to  shore  to  sell  the 
cargo  they  turned  the  old  man  adrift, 
charging  him  up  to  profit  and  loss. 
Alxjut  a  month  later,  much  to  the  cap- 
tain's surprise,  he  received  a  check 
from  the  jeweler  covering  all  the 
money  he  had  expended  on  the  old 
man's  account. 

When  the  captain  Is  making  up  a 
crew  and  gels  his  men  irom  a  shipiiing 
agency,  he  is  required  to  pay  an  ad- 
vance on  each  man.  When  he  has  paid 
a  few  dollars  on  each  one  he  ha-s  ad- 
vanced quite  a  sum.  Then  when  he 
finda  these  men  play  off  and  itfuse  to 
Work,  it  is  no  wonder  that  he  tries  to 
compel  them  to  stay  on  his  boat,  and 
enforces  his  wishes  with  tlie  liandspike 
or  any  weapon  that  first  come.s  to  hand. 
In  the  smiimmage  thaf  follows  a  des- 
perate man's  attempt  to  get  away  from 
a  boat  many  a  murder  is  tonimitted, 
and  the  best  way  of  getting  rid  of  the 
victim  is  to  throw  liim  overboard. 

The  captain  when  engaging  a  crew 
often  forms  an  agreement  with  the 
shipping  agent.  The  poor  wretch  who 
is  hired  may  have  come  to  the  agent 
starving;  he  Is  given  a  few  crusts  of 
bread  and  drink  to  satisfy  the  cravings 
of  his  stomach.  The  agent  charges  him 
up  several  dollars  on  his  bill;  then  the 
captain  charges  as  much  more,  each 
dividing  the  spoils.  Further,  the 
captain  buys  a  suit  of  oilskins 
and  as  mean  clothes  as  can  be  found 
and  charges  several  prices  for  them. 
Thus  when  starting  out  on  a  trip  the 
man  finds  him.self  in  debt  for  at  least 
two  or  thre  months'  work.  There  is 
little  wonder  then  that  so  many  try  to 
get  away.  Nearly  every  order  given  the 
dredgers  is  in  the  form  of  a  curse.  If 
he  doesn't  move  fa.<it  enough  he  is  given 
a  kick  or  a  stroke  with  a  handspike. 

A  few  years  ago  Jim  Crockett  kicked 
his  cook  because  he  did  not  have  break- 
fast ready  soon  enough  in  the  morning, 
.lust  then  the  mate  came  along  and 
seconded  the  kick  for  the  same  reason. 
The  others  heard  the  cook  say  •Til  get 
them  both  before  nlghi."  but  did  not 
think  much  about  It.  Later  In  the  day 
when  the  captains'  back  was  turned, 
the  cook  seized  a  pistol  and  shot  him 
in  the  back.  The  mate,  running  to  the 
rescue,  was  shot  in  the  stomach.  The 
crew  .<5oeing  both  officers  dying,  jumped 
on  the  cook  and  beat  him  to  death  with 
shovels  and  threw  him  pverl.oard. 

Murders  of  ths  kind  seldom  are  pun- 
ished. When  a  body  Is  wa.«hed  ashore 
it  is  hardly  ever  ijosslble  to  find  out 
from  what  boat  it  comes,  for  one 
dredger  will  never  tell  on  another. 
Twelve  bodies  have  been  picked  up  on 
the  sliores  of  Colonial  beach  in  the  last 
eight  years,  while  four  bodies  came 
ashore  at  the  Machadac  at  one  time. 
The  law  reads  that  all  unknown  l>odle9 
washed  ashore  shall  be  buried  where 
found  at  high-water  mark.  Many  of 
the  towns  on  the  river  front  are  .sum- 
mer resorts,  and  it  !s  not  pl^a.^-ant  to 
go  out  bathing  over  the  graves  of  th'^so 
dead  or  look  out  ones'  front  windows 
and  .see  them,  so  that  nearly  each  place 
has  provided  a  'floaters'  "  graveyard. 

Scenes  of  the  Inhuman  cruelty  are 
often  enacted.  Recently  a  captain  who 
had  on  boa  a  sick  dredger  who  had 
been  nearly  beaten  to  death,  landed  at 
one  of  these  wharves  and  every  few 
minutes  would  walk  down  and  hall  his 
vessel  with  the  query:  "Is  that  dog 
dead  yet?"  As  soon  a?  the  man  was 
dead  he  was  brought  on  shoi-e  and  with 
as  little  ceremony  as  iviFsiide  burled  In 
the  floaters'   graveyard. 

Not  lonic  ago  a  <Term.in  on  a  vessel 
lying  off  Sw.Tn  Point  became  unruly  and 
the  captain  attempted  to  "enforce  the 
law."  The  two  grappled,  and  as  nMther 
.<=eemed  to  be  getting  th**  advantage, 
the  captain  thought  h"  vould  force  his 
man  overboard,  hold  him  under  water 
and  drov.n  him.  Here  again,  h^vever, 
the  antagonist  provfd  himself  equal 
to  the  capt.iin.  They  climbed  back  on 
the  boat  and  went  at  It  acraln.  The 
cjiptain  picked  up  a  shovel  and  killed 
the  German,  beating  h!m  nearly  to  a 
jelly.  He  landed  up  the  r'ver  and  ob- 
tained a  physician's  certificate  for 
burial  of  the  corpse,  this  document 
reading:   "Died  from  natural  causes.** 

A  man  who  pays  his  hands  and  deals 
fairly  with  them  cannot  make  any 
great  fortune  In  this  business.  For  this 
reason  may  a  captain  treats  his  men. 
as  soon  as  he  owes  them  any  money.  In 
a  way  that  they  are  glad  to  run 
away  as  soon  as  land  Is  reached,  with- 
out ever  stopping  for  what  Is  due  them. 
Others  pay  their  crews  with  a  blow 
from  the  handspike  or  the  main  beam. 
It  Is  a  life  that  makes  a  man  rough  la 
'  spite  of  his  better  eeU.

Judge  Delivers   a  Scath- 
ing Charge  to  Grand 
Jury. 


Cautions    Them   Against 

Allowing  Any  Guilty 

Man  to   Escape. 


Directs   That  They   Con- 
tinue Work  of  Pre- 
vious Body. 


St.  Louis,  Feb.  3.— In  a  most  scathing 
charge  to  the  February  grand  Jury,  Just 
empanelled  which  he  ordered  to  continue 
the  Investigation  In  connection  with  St. 
Loute  &  Suburban  railway  legislation, 
Judge  O'Neill  Ryan  on  the  criminal 
bench  of  the  St.  Louis  circuit  court  to- 
day,   declared    that   crime   wiis   a   menace 

to  civic  and  iiolitlcal  life.  It  Is  anarchy. 
Judge  Ryan  said,  for  It  strikes  insidious 
and    deadly    blow    at    the    government. 

Judge  Ryan  said  in  part:  "The  work 
and  report  of  the  last  grand  Jury  re- 
vealed appalling  conditions  touching  bri- 
bery of  public  officials.  These  revelations 
Indicate  that  men  in  high  positions  In 
the  socal  life  and  commercial  activities 
of  this  community,  have.  In  their  endeav- 
or to  secure  puGlic  franchises,  for  pri- 
vate jjaln,  not  hesitated  ti>  bribe  members 
of  the  municipal  assembly  to  betray  the 
public  interests  and  weltare  they  were 
elected  to  protect. 

"No  graver  danger  exists  in  our  midst 
than  the  Infamous  method  of  robbing  the 
pe')ple  by  corrupting  their  trusted  repre- 
sentatives. 

"It  sub^ttitutes  the  debauching  moneyed 
power  of  criminally  responsible  combina- 
tions and  corporations,  acting  through 
their  venal  agents,  or  hirelings,  and  un- 
scrupulous public  officers.  For  the  law- 
fully constituted  authority  vested  by  the 
people  In  the  municipal  legislative  bmjy 
to  be  honestly  and  faithfully  adminis- 
tered. 

"The  higher  positions  of  the  persons 
who  bribe,  or  are  bribed  the  greater  is 
their  moral  responsibility  because  the 
more  potent  for  evil  is  their  wicked  ex- 
ample, but  to  all  who  .so  offend,  be  they 
high  or  low,  powerful  or  humble  there 
should  be  meted  out  certain,  swlfl  and  se- 
vere  punishment. 

"It  Is  your  duty  to  contlntie,  promptly 
and  vigorously,  this  investigatitm.  both 
as  to  past  offenses  of  this  kind,  which  are 
not  barred  by  limitation,  and  as  to  pres- 
ent offending  If  there  be  of  a  similar 
nature. 

"Have  a  care  that  none  who  are  Inno- 
cent shall  be  branded,  but  have  equal 
care  that  none  escape  Ijelng  brought  to 
the  bar  of  justice  who  are.  In  your  best 
Judgment,  on  the  evidence  presented, 
guilty."

MAY  SETTLE.  DEPARTED 

FROM  LIFE 


Possibility     That"   Foley 

Cases  Will  Not  Come 

to  Trial 

It  is  said  to  be  quite  probable  that  the 
government  timber  trespass  casts 
against  T.  R.  Foley,  the  wealthy  Aitkin, 
Minn.,    lumberman,    will     not    come     to 

trial  that  the  defendant  will  effect  a 
settlement  with  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment and  render  a  trial  unneces- 
sary. 

There  are  practically  three  cases 
against  Mr.  Foley  and  his  Interests. 
The  first  suit  Is  against  T.  R.  Foley,  a 
corporation,  the  alleged  amount  due  on 
timber  being  $4657.85.  The  second  suit 
is  for  $4625,  against  the  T.  R.  Foley 
company,  and  the  third  for  $1500, 
against  Thomas  R.  Foley. 

Timothy  E.  Byrnes,  a  Minneapolis  at- 
torney, is  representing  the  Foley  inter- 
ests, and  today  filed  with  the  clerk  of 
United  States  circuit  court  answers  to 
the  three  complaints.  The  answers  are 
a  general  denial  as  to  cutting  or  taking 
any  pine  from  the  lands  alleged,  manu- 
facturing It  into  lumber,  or  that  the 
lumber  was  worth  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  amount  claimed  by  the  govern- 
ment. The  answers  differ  only  in  the 
amounts  alleged  in  each  case. 

There  is  a  clause  in  the  state  law  that 
permits  a  settlement  by  the  defendant 
in  any  timber  tresi)ass  In  which  the 
government  Is  the  complainant,  before 
the  case  comes  to  trial.  The  provisions 
are  such  that  the  person  or  persons  ac- 
cused of  the  trespass  shall  make  full 
restitution  to  the  government  of  the 
value  of  the  timber  that  they  have  ac- 
tually taken  from  government  lands. 

A  few  years  ago,  it  is  claimed,  the 
.government  ^paid  no  'attention  to  the 
timber  trespassing  that  was  going  on  in 
the  Northwest,  and  that  the  government 
had  been  the  loser  through  the  practice 
by  thousands  of  dollars.  Pine  timber 
was  found  almost  everywhere  then,  and 
stumpage  was  worth  so  little  that  the 
government  looked  with  a  lenient  eye 
on  the  timber  stealing  that  many  of  ttie 
operators  were  carrying  on.  The  log- 
gers came  to  look  on  government  limber 
as  legitimate  prey  and  had  no  compunc- 
tions In  taking  what  they  wafited.  Wth 
the  decrease  in  the  supply  of  white  pine 
the  government  has,  within  the  past  few 
years,  been  thoroughly  aroused  to  the

During  the  past  year  there 
have  been  a  number  of  cases  started  in 
the  United  States  coui't  in  this  city,  a-n-l 
it  is  claimed  that  the  government  has 
not  been  a  Joser  thus  far  in  a  single 
caEe.  "The  settlements  have  floured  up 
to  several  thousands  of  dollars.

Piers  of  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral   Road    Are 
Allowable. 

Washington,  Feb.  3.— Justice  Harlan  In 
the  United  States  supreme  court  today 
announced  the  conclusion  of  the  court  in 
the  case  of  the  state  of  Illinois  vs  the  Ill- 
inois Central  Railniad  company.  This 
case  is  a  remnant  of  the  old  Chicago  lake 
front  case,  and  invfdved  the  contention  of 
the  railroad  company  that  under  Its  ripar- 
ian rights  it  should  have  the  privilege  of 
constructing  docks  and  piers  so  as  to 
reach  navinable  waters.  Roth  the  circuit 
court  of  the  northern  district  of  Illinois 
and  the  circuit  court  of  appeals  held  that 
the  company  i)iers  did  not  extend  beyond 
the  line  of  practical  navigable  waters,  and 
were  therefore  allowable.  This  decision 
was  affirmed  by  tod.iy's  opinion.  The  su- 
preme court  also  ruled  on  the  motion  as 
to  the  original  ownership  of  the  surmerged 
lands,  declining  to  again  consider  that 
point.

Patrick  Francis  Smith,  pastor  of  St.

"Washinst'in.   Feb.  3.— (Special  to  The 
fteialJ.)— I'lfsidi'iit   Roosevelt   has   dls- 
»ppolnted  those  statesmen  who  expecte.l 
him  to  prove  suoh  a  bungler  in  politics 
that  his  mistakes  would  make  hln  elec- 
tion to  the  presidency  impossible.     As 
a  mutter  of  fact.  It  is  slowly  dawning 
upor    these  gentlemen  that   Mr.  Roose- 
velt's   methods    of    clean    politics   have 
Impressed    the    people    of    the    country 
and  have  strenRthoned  him  in  quarters 
which  are  beyond  the  reach  of  political 
organization.      Xow    that    the    so-called 
political    leaders    realize    this,    they    are 
adapting  themselves  to  the  new  condi- 
tions and   from   force  of  circumstaiye.s 
are    supporting    the    presitlent.      A    few 
sharp  experience.s  taught  them  that  Mr. 
J;u.>sivelt   was   perfectly   sincere   in    his 
efforts   to   appoint    honest   and   capable 
men   to  oflices.   and   while   certain   sen- 
titora  have  shown  a  disposition   to  un- 
load political  crooks  upon  the  adminis- 
tration, as  a  means  of  discharging  polit- 
ical   obligations,    the    Indorsements    for 
offices,  as  a  rule,  have  come  up  to  the 
standard    the    president    has    sought    lo 
establish.     In   this  new  order  of  things 
Mr.  Roosevelt  has  not  gone  to  the  poli- 
ticians:   tht-y    have    gone    to    him,    and 
with  the  result  that  a  Roosevelt  organi- 
zation   Is   gradually    dl.splacing   the    or- 
ganization   that    twice    nominated    and 
elect«d    Mr.    McKinley    president.      One 
of  the  curious  features  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  new  organization  Is  that  it 
has  been   formed  without  a  clash  with 
the  men  who  were  the  advisers  and  con- 
fidents of  President  McKinley.    Senator 
Haniia  is  a  welcome  guest  at  the  White 
House,  and  while  he  is  not  conspicuous 
In  the  present  administration,  as  he  was 
In  the  preceding  one,  he  remains  one  of 
the   foremost    figures   in   administration 
affairs.     Mr.    Roosevelt  seeks  his  couu- 
eel  and  on  several  occasions  has  adopt- 
ed   his    views.     The    president    has    not 
clashed    with    any    of    Mr.    McKinley's 
supporters  with  the  exception  of  the  few 
political    brigands    who    endeavored    to 
make  him  a  party  to  corrupt  political 
deals,  and  there  Is  no  indication  that  a 
c'ash  with  them  will  come  in  the  future. 
The  president  has  surprised  many  of  tha 
politiclins    by    an    intimate    knowledge 
of  the  political  conditions  in  the  differ- 
ent states,  and  more  than  once  he  has 
fiisconcerted    those    %vho    asked    him    to 
make  appointments  by  refusing  to  do 
so  because  of  the  effect  such  appoint- 
ments would  have  upon  factionalism.    A 
member  of  the  house  said  today  that  his 
conversations    with    the    president    had 
brought  out  the  fact  that  Mr.  Roosevelt 
was    utilizing    sources    of    information 
concerning  state  politics  that  had  never 
been  considered  before,  and  that  many 
of  his  appointments,  particularly  In  the 
Boulh  and  West,  reflected  the  informa- 
tion  he   had   thus   obtained.     That   the 
president   wants  to  succeed  himself  in 
190r.  no  sane  person  doubts,  and  that  he 
is  making  his  plans  with  this  object  In 
view  is  also  clear,  but  his  politics  differ 
from   the  politics  of  many  presidential 
candidates  in  that  he  Is  anxious  to  make 
a  record  that  will  commend  his  canll- 
flacy  to  the  people  of  the  country,  rather 
Ihan   to   deal   directly   with   the   bosses 
for  delegates  to  the  national  convention.

Many  of  hla  poems  hav«  be- 
come. In  a  meHSur«>,  a  part  of  our  hou.ie- 
hold  speech.  The  best  asv>ects  of  our  .so- 
cial an-d  religious  life  have,  through  his 
works  been  made  familiar  to  the  world, 
while  .\mertcaiv  i)atrlotism  is  powerfully 
stimulated  by  the  Hues  with  which  every 
child  Is   familiar,   addressed   to   "Ihe  Ship 

of  State."  "

Owing  to  the  Illness  of  Lord  Pauncefote. 
the  Uriiish  embassv  has  been  practically 
clo.sed  li)  the  public  this  winter.  Usually 
a  great  deal  t>f  entertaiiunent  Is  done 
there  during  the  .social  season.]  Kor  many 
years  the  ambassador  haa  given  two  or 
three  balls  each  winter,  one  of  them  on 
the  late  cpieens  birthday  In  May.  A 
ball  at  the  embassy  Is  In  all  essential  re- 
spects like  a  ball  given  at  the  house  of 
a  verv  rlih  man.  There  Is  a  gathering  of 
iMploiiiats,  high  officials  of  the  govern- 
m.nt  and  people  In  society  at  lar.|»'.  The 
embassy  has  a  kitchen  like  that  of  a 
hotel  and  the  allowance  made  the  ambas- 
sador by  the  British  government  is  ex- 
treme! v  liberal. 

Old  Washlngtonlans  reonember  when  the 
British  legation  was  located  In  the  large 
brownstone  house  next  door  to  the  Arl- 
ington hotel,  on  Lafayette  Souare.  Here 
11  was  that  Bulwer,  brother  of  the  famous 
novelist,  who  negotiated  the  t^layton-Bul- 
wer  treaty,  lived  while  he  was  minister. 
His  secretary  was  Owen  Meredith,  the 
late  I..ord  Lyttoii  and  In  the  library  of  tha 
house  the  greater  part  of  "Lucille"  was 
written. 

Kntertalning  at  the  legation  in  those 
days  was  lavish,  as  it  was  afterward 
during  the  regime  of  Lord  Lyons,  who  was 
famous  ti)r  his  dinners.  Hut  In  the  time 
of  Lonl  Lyons  the  legation  occupied  the 
Porter  house  on  II  street,  close  by  the 
Metropolitan  club.  This  house^ which  Is  of 
briek    painted    l>rown   and   of   gloomy   ap- 

leurance.    was    built    by    Admiral    Porter. 

Yhen  the  British  government  built  the 
house  now  occupied  by  its  embassy  it  was 
in  the  midst  of  a  waste  of  vacant  lots.  But 
since  then  the  city  has  grown  to  such  an 
extent  that  the  embassy  is  now  In  a  fash- 
ioiMble  center. 

•  •     • 

The  advocates  of  the  proposition  to  es- 
tablish a  chil  service  pension  list  are 
somewhat  disconcerted  by  the  bill  Intro- 
duced Into  the  house  by  Mr.  Glllett  of 
Massachusetts.  It  provides  that  any  of- 
fice in  the  classified  service  of  the  United 
States  held  by  a  person  who  at  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  the  act  is  not  over  To  years 
of  age,  shall  become  vacant  in  three  >ear8, 
if  not  vacated  before,  and  that  every  of- 
fice in  the  classified  service  shall  become 
vacant  when  the  person  holding  It  be- 
comes *»•■>  years  old.  and  no  person  more 
than  fi.T  years  old  shall  be  eligible  to  ap- 
pointment. 

This  bill  has  been  favorably  reported  to 
the  house  Ijy  the  committee  on  reform  In 
the  clvl!  serxice,  and  Mr.  Glllett  oav-s  he 
finds  that  many  members  are  In  favor  of 
prtj»slng  It  at  once.  His  argument  In  sup- 
port of  his  measure  is  that  government 
clerks  arc  paid  Comparatively  high  salar- 
ies for  the  character  of  .service  ren<lered 
and  ability  secured,  and  that  as  thev  are 
reasonably  protected  In  their  tenure  so 
long  as  they  do  their  duty,  they  should 
save  from  their  earnings,  sufficient  to 
sunpnrt  them  in  their  old  age.  Several 
bills  have  been  introduced  providing  pen- 
sions for  clerks  who  have  reached  the  re- 
tirement age,  but  none  of  them  have  ever 
been  favorably  acted  upon  in  the  house  or 
even  by  the  committee  to  which  they  were 
referred. 

*  •     • 

Although  nothing  is  determined  yet  as 
to  the  future  of  the  local  government  in 
Hawaii,  there  Is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  Mr.  Dole  will  bo  succeeded  by  Col. 
Sam  Parker.  Mr.  Parker,  who  is  now 
on  his  way  to  San  Francisco,  will  hold  a 
consultation  there  with  some  of  the  lead- 
ing men  of  the  islands,  and  in  the  event 
of  satisfactory  arrauBements  being  made, 
Parkers  appointment  as  governor  will  be 
announced.  These  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments include  the  acceptance  of  the  sec- 
retaryship of  the  territory  by  Mr.  Carter. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  president  to  put 
a  prompt  stop  to  factional  controversies 
which  have  turned  up  the  affairs  In  the 
Islands  for  some  months  past.  Owing  to 
the  fact  that  there  Is  no  cable  between 
Honolulu  and  the  Pacific  coast  of  the 
Lnite<l  States,  it  Is  impossible  for  the 
president  to  keep  in  as  close  touch  with 
affairs  as  he  w^uld  like  to.  but  he  real- 
ises that  Mr.  Dole  is  an  unsatisfactory 
governor.  In  the  selection  of  Parker  he 
will  have  a  man  who  is  not  only  thor- 
oiighly  familiar  with  every  branch  of  the 
situation,  but  also  one  whose  selection 
would  prove  Infinitely  more  satisfactory 
to  every  class,  with  the  single  excepthm 
of  the  extreme  Dolttes,  than  anv  one  else 
who  could  be  named.  Col.  Parker  is  a 
man  of  enormous  wealth  who  had  been 
In  close  political  touch  with  the  Llllou- 
kalanl  administration  up  to  the  time  that 
that  monarch  was  dethroned  by  the  up- 
rising of  the  people.  Parker  is  a  man  of 
wide  knowledge  and  in  his  many  visits 
to  Washington  has  succeeded  In  accom- 
plishing more  for  his  people  than  any 
other  who  have  been  here.  It  Is  the  opin- 
ion of  those  who  are  familiar  with  the 
affairs  of  the  group,  that  as  governor  of 
the  islands  Col.  Parker  will  be  able  to 
do  more  towards  bringing  about  a  closer 
affinity  between  Hawaii  and  the  United 
States  than  could  be  accomplished  by  the 
appointment  of  any  other  man. 
•     •     • 

Once  more  an  effort  Is  being  made  to 
force  legislation  through  congress  which 
will  prevent  the  Marine  band  from  ac- 
cept ng  outside  engagements.  This  Marine 
band  is  one  of  the  best  musical  organ- 
izations in  the  world.  Through  years  of 
hard  drilling  and  by  the  !)roces8  of  selec- 
tion and  elimination,  carried  on  respect- 
ively by  Sousa,-  Kancuilli.  and  new  San- 
telman,  some  of  the  most  expert  band.s- 
men  have  been  drawn  Into  this  Marine 
band,  not  because  of  the  salary  which  at- 
taches to  their  position,  but  because  of 
the  prestige  which  connection  with  sucn 
an  organization  brings.  Everv  member  of 
the  band  is  enlisted  in  the  marine  corps 
of  the  navy.  This  applies  to  the  leader 
ng  well  as  to  the  Individual,  and  while  the 
leader  has  the  pay  of  the  junior  lieuten- 
ant the  highest  salary  the  men  receive 
Is  »wi  per  month,  and  with  commtitation 
of  rations  and  quarters,  bringing  the 
comv)en3atlon  up  to  about  $72. 

Because  they  are  the  best  to  he  had  In 
uashlngton  Marine  bandsmen  are  fre- 
quently engaged  to  play  at  receptions, 
dances  and  other  private  functions,  and 
were  It  not  for  this  chance  to  add  to 
their  smalt  Incomes,  it  would  be  Impos- 
sible to  secure  the  enlistment  of  any  of 
the  first  clas  musicians.  They  are  all 
members  of  the  labor  organization,  but 
another  organization  with  headquarters 
at  St.  Loids,  has  taken  up  the  enuse  of 
the  local  musicians  and  him  i|  't.-ed  Rep- 
resentative Bartholdt  to  present  a  bill  ab- 
solutelv  prohibiting  any  member  of  the 
band  from  accepting  outside  engage- 
ments. It  is  not  claimed  that  such  out- 
side engagements  would  detract  from  the 
usefulness  of  the  band  to  the  government 
but  simply  that  It  would  deprive  thoso 
not  emnloyed  of  an  onportunltv  which 
they  might  oth<>rwlBP  have  of  securing 
such  eng.igements.  Vigorous  efforts  are 
now  being  made  to  force  the  bill  throtigh 
the  labor  committee  of  the  house,  and  If 
these  efforts  are  successful  and  are  en- 
dorsed by  the  senate,  the  Marine  band  is 
certain  to  fall  back  Into  a  secondary  place 
among  musical  organizations,  and  no  one 
will  care  particTdarly  to  employ  members 
for  any   fimctlon.

New  York,  Feb.  3.— Enough  of  the  p'.aus 
of  the  strong  syndicate  which  has 
worked  swiftly  and  secretly  In  purchas- 
ing H  great  part  of  City  island,  tu  Long 
Islanj  sound,  have  been  revealed  to  make 
it  practically  certain  that  money  is  to 
be  expended  lavishly  In  the  transforma- 
tion of  the  island  Into  one  of  the  ttnest 
of  all  New  York's  fashionable  suburban 
colonies.  It  will  be  a  l>Jxedo  rather  than 
a  Coney  Island.  High  island  on  the  north, 
also  has  been  purchased  and  the  two  wih 
be    connecteJ    By   a   bridge. 

Not  only  will  the  erection  of  fine  man- 
sions be  commenced  at  once,  but  It  is 
understood  a  handsome  clift  house  will  bo 
built  on  High  island  for  use  ot  the  so- 
journers of  this  new  resort.  An  immense 
pier  Is  to  be  constructed  for  the  landing 
of  yachts  which  It  Is  expected  will  con- 
vey the  residents  to  and  from  their  busl- 
nes.4  In  the  city  In   the  summer  months. 

Within  the  last  two  weeks  property 
worth  more  than  $700,000  has  cnanged 
hands.

After  a  fierce  hand  I J 
hand  conflict  with  the  crowd,  the  police 
got  into  the  house  and  there  they  found 
John  Stugo,  the  best  man  at  the  wtddnig, 
and  John  Beuela,  a  guest,  terribly  cut 
and  bruised.  Three  others  also  were  bad- 
ly hurt.  Both  the  bride  and  groom.  In 
their  efforts  to  restore  harmony,  had  lost 
most  of  their  clothing.  The  bride  ex- 
plained that  the  row  was  the  outcome  of 
hatred  of  the  Austrlans  by  the  Russians 
who  were  present.  After  making  several 
arrests  anj  placing  the  wounded  men  In 
ambulances,  the  police  withdrew  and  the 
ceremony    proceeded.

Boers    Are    Deter- 
mined to  Win. 


He    Is  a  Missionary    of 

Johannesburg    Here 

For  a  Visit. 


Defends   the  Rule  of   the 

Boers-"Has     Been 

Misrepresented. 


Rev.  Paul  Gullander,  of  Johanuseburg, 
South  Africa,  a  ml.ssiionary  who  ia  trav- 
eling abiiut  tho  country  securing  money 
to  build  a  church  for  the  Sikinaoiavian 
people  in  the  Transvaal,  arrived  in  the 
city  Saturday  afternoon  and  bpoko  in 
two  of  ,the  churches  yesterday.  In  tiio 
nioridng  h-*  lectured  at  the  Bethany  Luth- 
eran church.  Twentieth  avenue  west  and 
Third  .street  and  in  tho  eveniiig  he  lalktu 
of  Africa  at  the  First  Swedish  Lutheran 
church,  Second  avenue  wtsst  and  Second 
street. 

llev.  Mr.  Gullander  while  In  the  clly 
has  been  a  guest  of  Rev.  A.  F.  tilnuiuist. 
pastor  of   the   Bethany   Lutheran  church. 

They  were  cla.ssmates  in  the  Augu.stana 
college  and  seminary,  at  Rock  Isiland, 
111.  I'hey  wero  or.ialned  in  1*«6  anJ  that 
same  year  Rev.  Mr.  Gullander  was, 
through  the  indirect  inlluence.ot  Llshop 
vou  Sitiaale,  the  distinguished  Sweduu 
divine,  whi>  recently  spoke  in  tliis  city, 
sent  as  missionary  to  South  Africa.  He 
remained  In  his  chosen  Held  until  about 
tile  time  of  the  surrender  of  Cionje's 
army. 

The  mis.slonary  has  met  and  waa  per- 
.sonally  acjuainted  with  Presideiit  Kru- 
ccr,  Cronje,  Joubert  and  other  prominent 
Hoer  luaders.  He  is  an  admirer  of  Pres- 
ident Kruger,  whom  he  says  often 
prtached  in  the  chunhes  and  is  a  man 
simple  in  manner,  very  Industrious  and 
when  once  convinced  that  ho  is  rigiu  will 
not   give   up  his   principle. 

There  are  about  awo  Scandlna\ian3  In 
the  Transvaal  ciuntry  and  the  Boer  gov- 
ernment, through  President  Kruger  pre- 
sented the  ojiigrogation  with  a  $a6.iX(0 
site  for  a  church.  The  mi.sslonary  says 
that  the  policy  of  the  Boer  govertinient 
has  been  to  donate  these  sites  to  the 
different  denoininations.  Some  of  tiie  de- 
nominations have  sold  their  ■♦tes  and 
with  the  money  procured  bought  cheap- 
er locations  and  had  enough  money  iefl 
to  bulid  their  church.  It  is  Mr.  Guilan- 
der's  idea  to  raise  a  few  thousand  dol- 
lars for  a  new  building  In  that  country 
and  tho  state  church  of  Sweden  will  do 
the   rest. 

Mr.  Gullander's  work  took  him  among 
the  blacks  to  some  extent.  He  says  that 
South  Africa  is  an  Ideal  missionary  held 
because  all  the  working  classed  of  that 
portion  of  the  country  are  at  Johannes- 
burg at  one  time  or  another,  and  there 
are  over  200,000. 

He  says  Johannesburg,  the  principal 
city  of  South  Africa,  is  a  splendid  cUy. 
In  It  is  much  wealth  and  It  is  situated 
.so  high  above  the  .sea  htat  the  climate  Is 
delightful.  Ttie  buildings  are  line  and  the 
city  lius  a  number  ot  large  majitiincent 
parks. 

Rev.  Mr.  Gullander's  sympathies  are  en- 
tirely with  the  Boers  and  he  hoi)e8  that 
they  will  eventually  win  in  thenr  slruggie 
for  freedom.  He  says  that  he  can  see 
no  reason  why  England  should  war 
against  them,  that  the  Boers  are  con- 
ceded to  be  the  best  people  to  handle  the 
blacks  of  South  Africa.  The  Boers  nvay 
be  severe,  but  they  aro  eminently  fair, 
and  the  English  are  not.  He  does  not 
believe  that  the  Boers  will  ever  give  up, 
in  fact  he  has  recently  had  a  letter  from 
another  missionary  in  Johannesburg, 
that  stat<*s  that  the  Boars  are  as  de- 
termined as  they  were  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  war  and  as  confident  of  winning. 
Mr.  Gullander  believes  that  the  war  wHl 
result  In  a  union  of  the  South  African 
states,  that  if  it  does  not  there  will  be 
another   war. 

Tho  Boers,  he  says,  are  a  devout  and 
(Jod-fearlng  people.  They  favor  nrUs- 
stonary  work  and  out  in  the  countrj'  dis- 
tricts It  was  not  unusual  for  several 
of  the  Boer  farmers  to  hire  a  missionary 
to  work  among  the  blacks.  In  the  Boer 
homes  one  will  find  the  Bible  and  psalm 
book  and  hear  dally  prayers. 

"The  pre.ient  war,"  says  Mr.  Gulland- 
er, "Is  not  so  much  from  love  of  coun- 
try as  the  love  of  home  that  Inspires 
them.  They  look  on  their  nation  as  a 
great  family.  This  feeling  la  shown  by 
the  fact  that  the  seventy-year-old  man 
and  the  fifteen-year-old  boy  marched 
side  by  side  carrying  gun.«»,  that  even 
women  a#ked  T>ermls»lon  of  President 
KruKer  td  .shoulder  guns  and   fight." 

Before  leaving  South  Africa  Mr.  Gul- 
lander ."aw  something  of  the  war  and 
he  says  of  the  petition  that  was  pre- 
sented just  before  the  outbreak  that  tho 
nanves  of  only  20  noo  out  of  the  lOO.Ono 
people  in  Johaimeaburg  were  attached 
to  the  petition.  Some  or  the  names  were 
those  of  Infants  and  others  of  persons 
that  had  for  a  long  time  been  dead. 
Taxes  were  not  onerous.  The  poll  tax 
levied  In  Johannesburg  by  the  Boers 
wiis  only  UR  per  year  and  only  part  of  the 
tax  was  paid.  It  Is  said  that  a  levy  was 
made  by  the  Boer  government  on  the 
gold  mines  there,  but  In  the  past  eleven 
years  this  levy  amounted  to  only  3  per 
cent.

Mr.  Gullander  believes  that  If  England 
controls  the  mines  will  have  to  pay  a 
ta.x  of  at  least  30  per  cent  and  this  will 
have   the  effect   to  reduce  wages. 

When  the  war  broke  out  the  Scandi- 
navians organized  a  corps  to  fight  for 
the  Boers,  and  in  one  battle  twenty-two 
were  killed  and  the  rest  were  captured 
with  Cronje. 

"The  Boer  people,"  said  Mr.  Gullander,

WHITESIDE  AS  SHYLOCK. 

To  show  that  he  has  not  been  tempted 
entirtly  away  from  the  classic  by  the 
alluring  box  office  results  of  the  modern 
romantic  and  less  subHtantialiy  excel- 
lent drama.  Walker  Whiteside  includes 
in  his  repertoire  Shakespeare's  "Mer- 
chant of  Venice,"  and  he  played  it  be- 
fore a  crowded  house  at  the  Lyceum 
Saturday  night.  Indeed,  the  size  of  the 
audience  and  its  interest  ^nd  enthusi- 
asm in  his  performance  must  have 
ahuken  his  devotion  to  the  box  office 
goddess  of  fortune  as  represented  by 
"Heart  and  Sword,'*  The  theater  was 
filled  as  completely  as  the  lightest  and 
most  inconsequential  farce  comedy

Shylock  is  not  Mr.  Whiteside*s  great- 
est part,  but  he  gives  it  the  same  stud- 
ious, conscientious  and  excellent  atten- 
tion that  he  gives  to  all  the  classic  roles 
he  essays.  His  conception  of  the  char- 
acter is  not  markedly  unconventional, 
though  he  usually  has  ideas  of  his  own 
about  the.se  parts,  and  Shylock  does  not 
form  an  exception  to  that  rule.  The 
venomous  hatred  of  the  Jew,  his  pa- 
thetic weighing  of  his  ducats  and  his 
daughter  against  each  other,  his  dra- 
matic over-rea<hlng  In  the  court  scene, 
and  his  final  undoing  are  all  well  done, 
very  well  done  Indeed. 

He  Is  fortunate  in  having  a  good 
company  around  him,  a  much  better 
company  than  .some  he  has  had.  Miss 
Leila  Wolstan  Is  excellent  as  Portia, 
giving  that  character  Its  full  dignity 
and  womanliness.  William  B.  Mack  as 
Gratiano,  Lawrence  Evart  as  Bas.sanio, 
and  Herbert  Sears  as  Antonio  are  all 
good.  William  Cliford  takes  the  part 
of  Launcelot  Gobbo,  and  makes  much  of 
It;  perhaps  a  little  bit  too  much.  At  any 
rate,  he  created  much  laughter  and  was 
rewarded  with  much  applause.

Agrees  to  Rectify 

an  Error. 

The  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  Railway  com- 
pany has  accepted  a  proposition  made  by 
State  Auditor  Dunn  for  a  settlement  of 
the  controversy  arising  from  the  convey- 
ance to  the  road  through  error  of  45,079 
acres  of  land  belonging  to  state  Jnslitu- 
tlons.  Under  the  agreement  the  railway 
company  re-conveys  to  the  state  the  land 
erroneously  assigned  to  It.  Federal 
Judge  Lochren  has  held  that  the  grant 
to  the  railway  company  was  valid,  but 
many  attorneys  have  believed  that  tho 
higher  courts  would  hold  that  such  a 
manifest  error  should  not  be  ailowcd  to 
rob   the  state   of  Its  rights. 

Under  tho  terms  of  tne  settlement,  the 
state  agrees  to  select  no  more  lands  In 
St.  Louis.  Lake  or  Cook  counties  for 
s'&to  instltntions  until  the  road's  land 
gratit  Is  filled;  the  state  agrees  to  deed 
all  free  lands  as  fast  as  they  are  se- 
lected by  the  railroad;  the  company 
deeds  back  the  institution  land^;  It  is  to 
make  al!  .selections  of  lands  wllhln  six 
months  after  the  lancis  have  been  certi- 
fied to  the  state;  and  the  state  and  com- 
pany are  to  join  In  urging  the  immediate 
completion  of  tne  survey  of  the  three 
counties  and  the  certlljcatlon  to  the  state 
of    the   swamp   Idnds.

West  of  the  Mississippi  there  has  been 
a  marked  ri.se  in  temperature  in  the  last 
twenty-four  hours,  although  it  is  still 
somewhat  below  the  seasonable  aver- 
age." 


Malone,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  3.— No  storm  in 
recent  years  in  Northern  New  York  has 
reached  serious  proportions  as  the  one 
now  prevailing.  It  commenced  at  noon 
on  Sunday  and  in  less  than  eight  hours 
three  feet  of  snow  had  fallen.  For  the 
last  ten  hours  the  wind  has  been  blow- 
ing a  gal^  The  New  York  Central 
train  from  Utlca  is  five  hours  late  and 
similar  conditions  exist  on  the  Rutland 
railroad. 


Newark,  N.  T.,  Feb.  3.— The  wors;t 
storm  of  the  season  is  raging  in  Wayne 
county.  It  began  at  9  o'clock  yester- 
day morning.  The  temperature  was  4 
degrees  above  zero  at  8  o'clock  this 
morning.  Trains  on  the  Central,  West 
Shore  and  Pennsylvania  roads  are  de- 
layed and  all  country  roads  are  blocked. 


Buffalo,  Feb.  3.— The  snow  storm 
which  prevailed  yesterday  abated  dur- 
ing the  night.  Mails  from  the  East  are 
from  one  to  four  hours  late.  The  mall 
train  due  to  leave  here  at  10:15  last 
night  on  the  Buffalo,  Rochester  &  Pitts- 
burg road  (or  points  in  Pennsylvania 
had  been  abandoned.  Malls  from  West- 
ern points  via  the  Michigan  Centril 
arrived  three  hours  late.  The  wind 
during  the  night  reached  a  velocity  of 
sixty-four  miles  an  hour. 


Philadelphia,  Feb.  3. — Only  one  seri- 
ous disaster  to  shipping  had  been  re- 
ported to  the  maritime  exchange  from 
the  life  saving  stations  between  the 
Delaware  breakwater  and  Carnegat  up 
to  10  o'clock  this  morning.  This  was 
the  grounding  on  Brigantine  shoals, 
near  Atlantic  City,  of  an  unknown 
four-masted  schooner,  which  went 
aground  during  the  night  near  the  big 
ship  Calverdale.  Barnegat  reports  that 
an  unknown  five-masted  schooner  with 
all  sails  torn  away,  except  the  Jib, 
passed  that  station  this  morning  bound 
north.  The  wind  at  the  Delaware  break- 
water, which  reached  a  velocity  of 
nearly  fifty  miles  an  hour  last  night, 
had  fallen  to  thirty-three  miles  an  hour 
at  9  o'clock  today.  No  damage  has 
been  reported  to  shipping  at  the  break- 
water. 


Atlantic  Crty,  N.  J.,  Feb.  3.— The  four- 
masted  schooner  ashore  on  Brigantine 
shoal  Is  the  Edith  L.  Allen,  Capt.  Gil- 
key,  from  Brunswick,  Jan.  23,  for  New 
York,  her  home  port. 


Ebbensburg,  Pa.,  Feb.  3.— The  most 
severe  snow  storm  that  has  visited  the 
mountains  in  years  has  been  blowing 
here  for  the  past  two  days.  Business 
is  almost  suspended  during  its  continu- 
ance. All  trains  on  the  Ebbensburg 
branch  of  the  Cambria  &  Clearfield  di- 
vision are  snowed  up.  The  regular 
passenger  train  is  stuck  in  a  drift  east 
of  V^intondale  and  traffic  has  been  su.s- 
pended.  Drifts  ten  feet  high  in  many 
places  block  country  roads. 

Watertown.  N.  Y..  Feb.  3.— The  worst 
Mi/.zard  of  tht  winter  has  been  raging 
throughout  Northern  New  York  sinco 
early  yesterday  morning.  Snow  has  de- 
layed traffic  greatly.  The  New  York 
sleeper  train  leaving  here  at  6:30  last 
night  reached  Utica  at  4:20  this  morn- 
ing, several  hours  late.  Trains  today 
are  running  hours  late. 

Utica.  N.  Y.,  Feb.  3.— A  fearful  bliz- 
zard prevails  in  Central  and  Northern 
New  York.  The  railroads  are  tied  up 
and  there  is  no  prospect  of  the  north 
and  south  lines  getting  open  for  several 
days.  Op  the  Central  a  few  passenger 
trains  arc  being  pushed  through  from 
fotir  to  eight  hours  late.  Freight  trains 
are  abandoned.  The  telegraph  system 
here  has  been  greatly  disarranged. 

Rochester,  N.  Y..  Feb.  3. — Rochester  is 
all  but  snowbound  today.

All 
railroad  trains  are  behind  time  from  one 
to  si.\  hours,  while  electric  cars  have 
bee  na'or.ndoned  on  all  except  some  of 
the  principal  short   routes  In   the  city.

ONR 
Amend  Section  373  so  as  to  read   as  fol- 
lows: 

"Sec.  372:  When  said  board  shall  be  or- 
dered by  the  common  council  to  make 
any  improvements  oescribed  In  Sec.  o">C 
of  this  charter.  It  >.riall  cause  an  estimate 
of  the  cO!*t  of  such  improvement  to  be 
made  by  the  city  engineer,  and  shall 
thereupon  proceed  at  once  to  assess  76 
per  cent  of  such  portion  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  such  improvement  as  is  assessable, 
including  10  per  cent  upon  such  amount, 
which  shall  be  added  to  the  assessment 
to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  mak- 
ing survey,  plans,  specifications  and  sup- 
erliitendenco,  on  the  pi-operly  to  be  bene- 
fited by  said  improvement  in  proportion 
as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  benefits  result- 
ing thereto,  but  ui  no  caee  In  excess  or 
such  benefits.  In  making  such  assessmeat 
roll  the  board  shall  describe  each  pare  1 
of  property  assessed,  and  the  amount  a?- 
ses-sed  against  the  same,  and  shall  state 
the  name  of  the  owner  thereof  so  far  as 
known  to  said  board.  No  mistake  in,  o- 
omission  of  such  owner's  name  shall  In 
any  wise  affect  such  assessment. 

If  the  work  shall  have  been  completed 
before  any  asses.sment  is  made,  or  if  the 
amount  so  assessed  shall  be  Insufficient 
to  complete  the  work,  said  board  shall 
make  a  final  assessment  in  the  same  man- 
ner to  pay  ihe  sanie.

Amend  Section  368  by  adding  to  the 
end  thereof  tho  f.j'.lowing: 

"Provided,  that  for  the  purpose  of  this 
section  in  determining  the  ownership  of 
the  property  where  any  piece  of  proi>erty 
is  owned  by  two  or  more  owners  jointly 
or  in  common  all  such  owners  shall  he 
counted  as  one."

"Section  384  a.  The  same  penaltlps  and

Europe,  India  and  Chiiv>.  \Vhen  the 
United  Stat's  supreme  court  declared  a 
condition  of  free  trade  to  exist  between 
the  Island.-*  and  the  I'nlted  States,  a  new 
Tlsla  opened  to  the  view  of  the  Manila 
toh.tcco  men.  These  hopes  were  short 
lived  however,  for  congress  Intends  to 
Impose  the  full  Dlngley  rates,  or  7ri  per 
cent  of  those  rates  on  Imports  of  Philip- 
pine tobacco.  The  Filipinos  claim  that 
Manlal  cigars  cannot  stand  much.  If  any. 
Import  duty  In  competition  w^lth  the 
Am.  r lean  domestic  cigar.  It  Is  also 
claimed  that  under  the  Dingley  tariff. 
or  5»'  to  75  per  cent  of  it.  none  will  be 
Shipjied  to  America,  and  no  revenue  will, 
consequently,  be  ral.sed  from  Import 
duties  on  this  comnwdlty.  While  the 
claim  of  the  merchants  In  the  Philip- 
pines seems  reasonable,  the  government 
claims  that  to  enter  Into  trade  reciprocity 
with  the  Islands,  a-s  Is  proposed  with 
Cuba,  and  admit  goods  from  this  coun- 
try Into  the  Philippines  at  one  rate  and 
charge  the  goods  from  BUiropean  coun- 
tries another,  would  soon  bar  us  from 
the  European  countries  in  the  East.  The 
Philippine  question  will  have  to  be 
worked  out  on  different  lines  from  that 
of  Cuba. 


NOW  FOR  THE  VOTE. 

No  citizen  of  Duluth  who  has  regis- 
tered  for  the  city  election  should  fail  to 
vote.  Nothing  is  of  greater  importance 
to  the  community  than  the  selection  of 
ffood  men  for  mayor  and  aldermen.  The 
record.«^  of  the  candidates  for  mayor  are 
so  \\ell  known  that  no  one  should  find  it 
difficult  to  decide  which  has  most  faith- 
fully and  efficiently  guarded  the  Inter- 
ests of  the  ta.\payers.  This  is  the  su- 
preme test  of  fitness  In  a  municipal 
election.  The  records  show  that  during 
Mr.  Truel.^en's  term  as  mayor  the  city 
was  run  economically  and  yet  efficiently, 
and  that  the  people  were  called  upon  to 
pay  less  taxes  for  city  purposes  than 
during  the  past  two  years  of  Mr.  Hugo's 
administration. 

A  Kreat  effort  has  been  made  by  the 
Organ  of  the  Bier  Mitts  and  Morning 
Police  Gazette  to  becloud  the  chief  Issue 
— efononiy  in  the  administration  of  the 
city's  affair.s— by  throwing  mud  at  Mr. 
T:  uei.wen  and  endeavoring  to  create  the 
impression  that  his  election  would  in- 
augurate a  reign  of  lawlessness  and 
crime.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  give  the 
assurance  that  there  is  no  more  law- 
abiding  citizen  of  Duluth  than  Mr. 
Truelsen,  and  that.  If  .elected,  he  will 
place  at  the  head  of  the  police  depart- 
ment a  rnan  whose  reputatl.on  and  ex- 
perience will  Justify  the  complete  con- 
fidence of  the  people.  The  publication 
of  a  dozen  pictures  from  the  "rogues* 
gallery"  at  police  headqtiarters,  claim- 
ing that  they  are  portraits  of  "big  mitt 
men"  driven  out  of  Duluth  by  the  pres- 
ent administration  will  not  deceive  any 
pii'son  as  to  the  real  issues  at  stake  in 
this  campaign.  The  same  pictures  are 
found  ill  the  police  records  at  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis,  Milwaukee,  Superior, 
Fargo,  Grand  Forks  and  other  cities  In 
the  Northwest.  Their  presence  here  or 
in  other  cities  at  various  times  is  not  a 
reflection  on  the  police  departments;  If 
It  were,  our  present  officials  would  have 
much  to  answer  for.  It  Is  an  affront  to 
the  intelligence  of  the  voters  to  presume 
that  they  would  be  misled  by  such 
tactics. 


OCEAN  TRAVEL  GROWING. 

Statistics  of  pa.«isenger  travel  between 
the  United  States  and  Europe  show  th.at 
the  desire  for  trans-Atlantic  travel  is 
increasing  both  in  this  country  and  In 
Europe,  which  shows  a  development  of 
good  feeling  between  this  country  and 
the  old,  and  also  shows  the  great  addi- 
tion to  the  population  of  the  country 
through  Immigration.  Figures  fur- 
nished from  the  landing  office  In  New 
York  show  that  during  1901  the  total 
number  of  passengers  brought  to  our 
shores  was  567.011,  of  whom  128,143  were 
cabin  and  438,868  steerage.  The  total  for 
1900  was  541,343,  while  the  aggregate  for 
the  year  preceding  was  411.177.  The 
basis  of  normal  comparison  exists  really 
between  1901  and  1899.  because  1900  was 
exposition  year  In  Paris  and  there  was 
consequently  an  unusual  Increase  in 
all  the  cabin  passenger  lists  both  to  and 
from  Europe:  in  1901  the  cabin  lists  on 
the  more  important  llneR  were  smaller 
than  in  1900,  but  generally  much  larger 
than  in  1899,  while  the  Increase  in  totals 
for  1901  over  1900  is  explained  by  the 
fact  that  the  steerage  traffic  experi- 
enced a  natural  and  considerable  expan- 
sion. The  following  table  is  worth 
studying:

100,000  for  1901.  These  figures  tell  their 
own  story,  which  Is  repeated  in  the  sta- 
tistics of  other  great  lines. 


As  an  Illustration  of  the  business  of 
the  various  ocean  lines,  that  of  the 
Hamburg-American  is  taken  of  the 
nineteen  principal  lines  running  to  this 
country.  It  Is  chosen  for  purposes  of 
illustration  because  of  the  numerical 
Importance  of  Its  fleet  and  because  the 
size  and  speed  of  its  steamships  have 
been  influencial  in  determining  the 
trend  of  travel;  of  the  268  vessels  under 
its  flag,  representing  the  enormous  total 
of  668,000  tons,  the  largest  and  fastest 
come  to  New  York.  In  1901  the  Ham- 
burg-American boats  landed  at  New 
York  a  total  of  99.537  passengers,  of 
whom  20,977  traveled  on  cabin  tickets 
and  78,560  came  in  the  steerage.  In  1900 
the  figures  for  the  same  line  were  23, 3:17 
cabin  and  72,245  stp^rage.  an  Increase  in 
the  aggregate  of  3635,  which  is  larger 
than  it  seems  when  the  heavy  cabin  lists 
of  1900  are  taken  into  account.  In  1899 
the  Hamburg-American  boats  carried  to 
New  York  14,534  cabin  passengers  and 
40,598  steerage;  this  Is  a  total  of  but  65.- 
132  as  compared  with  nearly  96,000  for 
the  succeeding  year,  and  almost  a  round 


OF  STATE  INTEREST. 

Duluth's  energetii-  effort  to  resist  the 
proposed  spoliation  of  two  of  her  great- 
est industries  by  provisions  of  the  new 
tax  code  is  carrying  It.self  far  out  int.> 
the  state,  and  what  some  seemed  in- 
clined to  look  upon  at  first  as  merely 
sectional  has  become  matter  of  state  in- 
terest. 

It  is  not  In  behalf  of  Duluth  alone 
that  a  proposition  to  tax  vessel  regis- 
tration and  grain  business  out  of  the 
state  and  inti»  another  state  should  b'i 
resisted.  It  is  a  matter  of  great  pride 
to  the  state  at  large  that  here,  at  the 
head -of  Inland  navigation,  there  Is  a 
port  whose  business  and  standing  will 
compare  well  with  any  in  the  world. 
To  put  an  end  to  Its  supremacy  in  one 
move  would,  it  is  true,  be  a  matter  of 
vital  harm  to  the  people  of  this  city,  but 
would  it  not  also  be  a  great  Injury  to 
the  state  at  large?  Can  the  great  state 
of  Minnesota,  for  the  sake  of  a  nominal 
amount  of  taxes,  afford  to  legislate  out 
of  its  borders  two  of  Its  great  indus- 
tries? 

This  feeling  is  spreading  out  through 
the  state,  not  only  through  the  .section 
west  and  northwest,  whose  every  inter- 
est is  wrapped  up  directly  In  those  of 
Duluth,  but  through  the  southern  por- 
tions that  only  benefit  generally  from 
Duluth's  good  fortune. 

To  show  the  f«^ling  in  the  Duluth 
territory,  an  interview  with  Representa- 
tive A.  H.  \Vilcox^_  of  Becker  county, 
published  in  Minneapolis,  is  of  interest. 
Mr.  Wilcox  said  there  that  the  voters 
of  his  section  were  much  opposed  to  the 
measure.  "Anything  that  hurts  Du- 
luth," he  said,  "is  bound  to  hurt  Becker 
county,  and  so  long  as  the  people  re- 
main persuaded  that  the  report  would 
op.'iate  disadvantageously  for  Duluth, 
they  may  be  expected  to  oppose  it." 

The  territory  whose  prosperity  hinges 
to  a  great  extent  on  that  of  Duluth  is 
probably  much  larger  than  the  people  of 
distant  parts  of  the  state  imagine,  but 
luckily  it  will  hardly  be  necessary  to 
make  a  sectional  fight  on  the  matt?r. 
Minnesota  does  not  wish  to  see  her  only 
lake  port  sink  back  to  an  inconspicuous 
position,  so  she  will  hardly,  through  her 
legislature,  pass  measures  to  bring 
about   that  result. 


WHO  HAS  THE    LEASES? 

The  announcement  is  made  through 
the  state  auditor's  office  that  the  con- 
troversy between  the  state  of  Minne- 
sota and  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
Railroad  company  over  part  of  the 
swamp  land  grant  of  the  company  has 
been  concluded  and  an  amicable  adjust- 
ment of  the  dispute  made.  Hy  an  error, 
it  Is  claimed,  the  state  transferred  to 
the  railroad  company  45.079  acres  of 
state  institution  lands  as  part  of  Its 
land  grant.  These  lands  had  been 
selected  and  were  held  in  trust  by  the 
state  for  state  Institutions,  and  there- 
for.? could  not  be  legally  deeded  to  the 
railroad  company.  Undoubtedly  tlie 
courts  would  have  declared  the  transfer 
.void,  and  therefore  the  company  has 
saved  itself  considerable  legal  expenses 
by  relinquishing  any  claim  to  the  land. 

There  are  on  these  lands  three  iron 
mines  which  are  claimed  to  be  "worth 
to  the  state  at  least  $1,000,000  In 
royalties."  It  would  be  interesting  to 
learn  who  now  holds  the  state  lease* 
on  these  lands.  There  are  some  queer 
stories  alloat  in  regard  to  the  leases 
and  the  manner  In  which  their  original 
holders  were  induced  to  part  with  them. 
Would  It  be  surprising  if  the  mines  de- 
veloped on  these  lands  were  found  to  bo 
now  in  pos.sesslon  of  the  steel  trust  un- 
der lease  from  the  state? 

The  whole  transaction  is  suspicious 
and  should  be  Investigated  thoroughly. 
The  Herald  hopes  to  be  In  a  position  to 
throw  further  light  upon  the  deal  within 
a  short  time. 

Thv^  disinclination  of  the  subscribers  to 
the  boxes  In  the  Metropolitan  Opera 
house  in  New  York  to  give  them  up  to 
Prince  Henry  for  the  proposed  gala  per- 
formance of  grand  opera  in  his  honor, 
causes  a  rather  awkward  predicament.

GARDNER  et  al  V.  GOLD  COINS  et  al 
—This  is  the  title  of  a  case  which  will  be 
found  to  possess  more  than  usual  Inter- 
est, and  which  is  reported  in  111  Fed«>ral 
Reporter.  552.  A  fishing  schooner,  on  her 
way  from  Gloucester  to  the  fishing 
gnninds.  shortly  after  the  wreck  of  tho 
Bourgoyue,  which  was  sunk  In  collision 
on  July  I,  18SW,  found  floating  upon  the 
water  the  liody  of  a  man,  upon  which 
was  found  a  wallet  containing  coins  and 
bank  notes  to  the  value  of  *l(i60.  The 
body  waa  buried  at  sea  and  after  some 
opVH)sition  on  the  part  of  some  of  tho 
crew  the  money  w.'is  brought  liack  and 
paid  into  a  court  of  admiralty.  The  crew 
Were  treated  as  salvors,  and,  in  view  of 
their  mi'rltorious  action  In  turtiing  tho 
money  into  court,  the  crew,  the  master, 
i;nd  the  owners  were  awarded  one-half  of 
the  amount  recovered.  The  award  was 
made  in  March.  1899.  The  balance  of  the 
fund  has  remained  in  the  registry  of  the 
court  for  more  than  threi-  years  and  is 
claimed  by  three  different  parties.  In 
the  first  place,  the  salvors  claim  the 
fund  as  the  finders  of  lost  or  abandoned 
goods,  who.ao  owner  is  unknown;  in  the 
Second  place  the  fund  is  claimed  by  the 
l'nit"'d  Stat«'S  as  the  suci-essor  to  the  pre- 
rogative rights  of  the  king  of  England; 
in  the  thircf  place,  the  fund  Is  claimed  by 
the  public  administrator  of  Suffolk  county 
who  has  taken  out  letters  of  admliUstra- 
!  tion,  pursuant  to  the  Massachusetts  stat- 
I  utes.  upon  the  life  (»f  the  man  upon 
whose  liody  the  coins  were  found.  In 
I  tiifcse  letters  of  administration  the  des- 
I  cription  of  the  man  Is  that  given  by  the 
salvors,  and  a  name  of  doubtful  spelling 
written  upon  a  receipt  found  on  his  per- 
son, is  assigned  to  him.  The  name  upon 
this  receiot  is  the  onlv  evidence  secured 
l>y  the  eftorts  to  Identify  the  man.  The 
salvors  and  tho  I'nited  States  l>oth  ad- 
mit that  their  rights  are  sul>ordinate  to 
the  claim  of  the  original  owner  of  the 
property,  and  the  court  holds  that  the 
public  administrator  represents  the  estate 
and  the  rights  of  the  original  owner,  and 
that  the  fund  In  court  must  be  paid  over 
to  him. 

PRIMARY  ELECTTONS-THE  LAW 
IN  CALIFORNIA— The  supreme  courts 
of  two  states  have  recently  been  culled 
noon  to  pass  upon  the  constitutionality 
of  new  primary  election  laws.  In  Calf- 
fornla.  In  the  case  of  Briton  v.  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners.  61  Pacific  Re- 
porter. 1115.  it  is  held  that  the  primary 
election  law  excluding  all  political  par- 
ties which  did  not  cast  at  the  next  pre- 
ctdlng  election  at  least  3  per  cent  of  the 
total  vote,  is  a  violation  of  these  sec- 
tions of  the  constitution  which  give  to 
the  people  the  right  to  freely  assemble 
together  to  consult  for  the  common  good, 
and  provide  that  no  citizen  or  class  of 
citizens  shall  be  granted  privileges  or 
Immunities  which  shall  not  be  granted, 
upon  the  same  terms,  to  all  citizens. 
The  court  holds  that  this  law  not  only 
discriminates  between  political  parties 
and  the  members  thereof,  but  works  the 
disfranchisement  of  voters,  or  compels 
them,  if  they  vote  at  all,  to  vote  for  rep- 
resentatives of  a  political  party  other 
than  to  which  they  lielong.  Justice  Oar- 
cutte.  In  a  dissenting  opinion,  rather  de- 
stroys the  force  of  this  holding  bv  point-' 
ing  out  that  under  the  Australian  ballot 
law  In  force  in  California,  political  par- 
ties which  cast  less  than  3  per  cent  of 
the  votes  at  the  next  preceding  election 
would  not  be  allowed  to  place  their  nom- 
inees upon  the  ballot,  and  that  no  sub- 
stantial benefits  could  be  derived  by  such 
a  party  by  participjiting  in  primary  elec- 
tions. He  also  points  out  that  a  voter 
is  allowed  to  cast  his  vote  for  the  dele- 
gates of  any  party  represented  upon  the 
ballot,  with  the  result  that  Democratic 
voters  may  elect  delegates  to  the  Repub- 
lican conventions,  and  vice  versa,  and 
thereby  al>8>>lutely  control  the  conven- 
tions of  opposing  political  parties.  The 
majority  of  the  court  also  hold  the  law 
to  be  unconstitutional  on  this  same 
ground. 

THE  ELECTION  LAW  IN  OREGON— 
The  Oregon  law  la  attacked  In  one  par- 
ticular in  the  same  manner  as  the  Cal- 
ifornia law  usee  ante*.  In  that  it  provides 
a  method  of  holding  primary  elections  of 
delegates  to  nominating  conventions  and 
deniea  the  benefits  of  the  act  to  iK)Iltlcal 
parties  which  did  not  cast  at  the  next 
preceding  election  at  least  a  specified  per 
cent  of  the  total  vote.  It  is  claimed  that 
this  proviso  is  in  conflict  with  that  sec- 
tion of  the  constitution  which  prohibits 
the  granting  to  any  citizen  or  class  of 
c  tizens  of  privileges  or  immunities  which 
shall  not  equally  belong,  upon  the  same 
terms,  to  all  citizens.  The  supreme  court 
In  sustaining  the  law,  however,  points 
out  that  it  permits  such  minor  parties  to 
make  nominations  In  other  modes,  and 
that  the  act  is  but  a  reasonable  regula- 
tlon  of  the  larger  parti. -a  designed  to 
.safeguard  the  privllegra  of  the  electors 
thereof.  Ihe  conatltutionalltv  of  the  law 
was  also  assailed  because  it  contained 
the  very  provision  the  omission  of  which 
led  the  supreme  court  of  California  to  de- 
clare the  California  law  llbgni,  namely, 
that  electors  shotild  be  limited  to  the 
right  ti»  vote  at  the  primary  of  their 
respective  parties  only.  The  court  sus- 
tains the  law  in  this  regard  and  also  In 
many  minor  particulars  In  which  It  had 
been  assailed.  The  case  is  Ladd  v 
Holmes,    C6   Pacific    Reporter,    714.

MAN'S  HONOR. 

Rev.  Dr.  Savage  Speaks  of 
Biddle  Tragedy. 

New  York,  Feb.  S.-in  a  sermon  on  the 
relations  of  man  to  woman  and  the  es- 
.•••entlal  characterlstica  of  each,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Minot  J.  Savage,  of  thla  city,  made 
reference  to  the  Biddle  tragedy  near  Pitts- 
burg. "Men  at  the  bidding  of  honor  have 
faced  death,  faced  every  kind  of  hard- 
shlii."  he  said.  "They  have  refused  to 
strike  a  dishonorable  blow,  perhaps  in  a 
duel  when  they  knew  that  It  meant  the 
possibility  of  the  loss  of  their  own  lives 
and  yet  the  honor  has  been  more  thaii 
life  to  them.  In  men  whom  we  do  not 
think  of  as  particularly  good  at  all  we 
are  astonished  to  find  this  development 
of  honor.  »'"'ciii 
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Chicago.  Feb.  3.— When  Harold  ThomaJi. 
former  member  of  the  New  York  stock 
exchange  and  son  of  Gen.  Samuel 
Thomas,  a  New  Y'ork  millionaire,  filed 
a  crossbill  in  the 'divorce  proceedings 
against  his  wife  and  former  aunt  today 
in  the  superior  court  of  Cook  county,  a 
remarkable   story    waa   unfolded. 

Efforts  to  obtain  money  by  marriage, 
the  dragging  of  a  young  man  into  mar- 
riage with  an  aunt  six  years  his  senior 
ana  tho  restoration  of  the  young  man 
to  ways  'of  sobriety  and  thrift  are  re- 
cited in  the  document. 

Harold  Thomas  is  living  with  Dr. 
James  B.  McKatrlch,  3408  Prairie  avenue, 
and  has  been  a  student  in  a  Chicago 
moilical  college  for  nearly  four  years. 
Meantime  his  wife  has  lived  with  her 
mother,  who  is  a  fortune-teller,  in  Co- 
lumbus,   Oldo.  ^     . 

Dr.  McFatrich  Is  not  a  relative  of  the 
Thomas  family,  but  was  drawn  into  the 
■  ca.se  by  Gen.  Thomas,  who.  It  is  said, 
concluded  that  his  son  was  unbalanced 
becauso  he  made  the  marrla^je.  Dr.  Mc- 
Fatrich told  the  story  of  young  Thomas' 
exi>erlence    with    matrimony. 

"Harold  Thomas  was  a  wild  boy,"  he 
aaiil.  "His  father  despaired  of  his 
amounting  to  anything  and  sent  him  to 
live  with  his  wife's  brother,  Dr.  David 
Porter,  a  wealthy  druggist  In  Kansas 
City.  Dr.  Porter,  who  was  60  years  old, 
had  met  Miss  Ada  Blandy,-  a  woman 
from  ZanesviUe,  Ohio,  who  ^ald  she  was 
a  social  leader.  She  waa  28  years  old 
and  beautiful.  Ho  ha^  been  married  to 
her  some  two  years  when  his  nephew 
Harold  went  to  visit   him   in  1S97. 

"Thomas  had  not  been  living  with  his 
iMwle  very  long  before  he  found  that  his 
aunt  was  a  very  attractive  woman  and 
had  sweet  eyes  for  soldiers  and  others 
beside  her  husband.  He  paid  her  some 
attention,  but  did  not  imagine  he  loved 
her.  He  noticed  that  his  uncle  waa  des- 
•ondent  because  of  the  manner  in  which 

is  wife  conducted  herself. 

About  a  month  after  Harold  arrlve<l 
in  Kansas  City  Dr.  Porter  committed 
suicide  one  niglit  in  his  office.  The  sui- 
cide occurred  Aug.  1.  ISiW.  Dr.  Porter 
left  a  letter  on  his  desk  for  his  brother- 
in-law  Gen.  Thomas,  in  which  he  re- 
lated the  cause  of  his  suicide,  but  exon- 
erated Harold  from  all  blame.  Harold 
mailed  this  letter  after  the  death  of 
Dr.  Porter,  but  did  not  know  what  was 
in  It. 

"Then  Mrs.  Porter,  who  had  inherited 
the  127.000  worth  of  property  left  by  Dr. 
P!i)rter,  unde(rtr»i.k  to  cautur^  Haxold. 
who  was  but  22  years  old  and  rather 
wibi.  She  knew  his  parents  were 
wealthy. 

"She  went  to  a  certain  doctor  In  Kan- 
sas City  and  asked  him  to  aid  her.  So 
this  doctor  and  another  man  got  Harold 
drunk  on  whisky  and  kept  him  so  for 
some  time.  The  woman  treated  him  as 
though  he  were  the  only  man  on  earth, 
and  the  party  went  to  Omaha.  A  mar- 
riage license  was  refused  them  there  and 
they  went  to  Council  Bluffs,  where  they 
secured    a    license    and    were    married. 

"They  took  a  train  for  Kansas  City, 
but  had  gone  only  a  short  distance 
when  this  doctor  received  a  telegram 
from  a  friend  saying  that  if  Harold  re- 
turned to  Kansas  City  he  would  be  ar- 
rested for  complicity  in  the  death  of  his 
uncle.  The  telegram  was  a  fraud,  but  it 
soared  Harold  and  he  came  to  Chicago. 

"His  wife  went  to  Kansas  City  and 
put  up  at  a  hotel.  At  the  end  of  three 
days  she  and  this  doctor  separated  and 
she  joined  Harold  In  Chicago. 

"Together  they  tried  to  get  along  by 
spending  the  money  left  by  Dr.  Porter. 
They  went  to  Phoenix.  Ariz.,  and  then 
to  New  York  to  try  to  reconcile  Gen. 
Thomas,  who  had  disinherited  his  son. 
He  turned  them  away  and  they  went 
to  Cincinnati  and  then  to  Chicago.  It 
was  about  this  time  that  he  came  to  me 
and  his  wife  went  back  to  Columbus  to 
live  with  her  mother,  who  is  a  fortune- 
teller in  Columhus. 

"Gen.  Thomas  wrote  to  a  friend  of  his 
In  Chicago  asking  that  he  have  some 
one  examine  Harold  as  to  his  insanity. 
I  was  called  on  and  found  that  the  man 
was  l)right  and  intolllgont.  I  have  taken 
an  interest  In  him  and  ho  has  lived  with 
me  eight  months.  He  Is  a  gentleman 
and  a  thrifty  fellow  In  spite  of  the  fact 
that   his   father   has  disowned    him. 

After  Mrs.  Harold  Thomas  went  to 
Columbus  she  received  a  number  of  let- 
ters from  her  husband  and  at  one  time 
it  was  thought  a  reconclll.atlon  would 
be  effected.  Young  Thomas  visited  his 
wife  and  baby  there  and  the  suit  for  di- 
vorce came  as  a  great  surprise. 

It  Is  believed  In  Columbus  that  young 
Thomas  filed  the  suit  In  order  to  con- 
ciliate his  parents.  It  is  understood  that 
about  forty  persons  from  Columbus  will 
be  asketl  to  testify  at  the  divorce  pro- 
ceedings. 

Mrs.  Thomas  has  employed  counsel  In 
Columbus  and  Chicago  and  sent  word 
with  detectives  who  called  on  her  that 
ahe  would  fight  the  caae  to  tho  end.  On 
a<lvice  of  her  attorneys  she  has  refused 
to  discuss  the  matter,  but  her  noother 
said  that  her  daughter  had  been  duped 
Into  marrying  Porter  and  that  the  mar- 
riage   to   Thomas   was  an   honorable  one 

"The  girl  loves  him  yet  and  I  know  he 
loves  the  girl,"  said  Mrs.  Blandy.  "and 
all  the  wealth  of  the  Thoma.aea  will  not 
prevent  us  from  getting  justice." 

Mrs.  Blandy  claims  that  efforts  have 
been  made  to  bribe  her  servants  and 
that  when  the  case  comes  up  for  trial 
she  will   be  ready  for  the  other  side.

SOCIETY  MAN  FORGED. 

Sick,    Without     Money    and 
Friendless,  He  Surrenders. 

Kansas  City,  Mo.,  Feb.  3.— J.  Rolllne 
DIngham,  at  one  time  a  leader  of  the 
younger  set  here  and  a  member  of  one 
of  Missouri's  foremost  families,  has  sur- 
rendered to  the  police  of  Dallas,  Tex., 
and  Is  held  there  to  await  the  coming 
of  Missouri  ofncers.  who  will  bring  him 
back  here  to  plead  guilty  to  foigeries 
committed  shortly  before  he  fled  twelve 
years  ago.  The  crimes  for  which  Bing- 
ham stands  confessed  are  the  forging  of 
deeds  tc  the  property  of  his  stepmotner, 
by  which  he  borrowed  upward  of  $20  iKJi)' 
Rollins  Bingham  was  the  son  of  Gen  O 
C.  Bingham  by  his  second  wife.  The  gen- 
eral was  an  artist  of  national  renown 
and  painter  of  the  famous  picture,  "Gen- 
eral Order  No.  11,"  and  several  very  line 
portraits. 

Rollins  Bingham  wrote  to  tho  prose- 
cuting attorney  here  before  giving  him- 
self up  and  his  letter  is  pathetic.  He  tells 
of  his  Crimea  and  asks  that  he  l>e  saved 
humiliation  as  much  as  possible  He 
writes  of  his  flight  and  his  wanderings 
and  begs  to  be  brought  back  without 
handculTs.  He  even  offers  to  conic  alone 
If  a  ticket  Is  sent,  even  if  he  Is  not  given 
enough  money  to  buy  meals  while  en 
route.  He  is  sick,  without  money  a-id 
friends.

Reduction  In  Some  Lines 

But  An  Increase  In 

Others. 


Exports  to  Europe  Show 
Decline  From  Pre- 
vious Year.

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  Feb.  3.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  export  record  of  the  cal- 
endar year  1901  is  very  satisfactory 
when  its  total  is  compared  with  that 
of  1900  or  of  any  preceding  year.  While 
the  apparent  total  falls  about  $12,000,000 
below  the  figures  of  1900,  the  fact  that 
the  export  figures  of  1901  do  not  con- 
tain any  of  the  shipments  from  the 
United  States  to  Porto  Rico  or  Hawaii, 
which  aggregated  probably  $30,000,000, 
shows  tliat  the  grand  total  of  shipments 
formerly  classed  as  exports  to  foreign 
countries  was  In  the  year  1901  greater 
than  in  any  preceding  year.  While  there 
was  a  reduction  of  $100,000,000  in  the 
value  of  exports  of  certain  great  ar- 
ticles, notably  corn,  copper,  cotton  and 
iron  and  steel,  there  was  a  sufficient  in- 
crease in  other  articles,  notably  wheat, 
flour,  provisions  and  cotton  manufac- 
tures, to  practically  off.set  this  reduc- 
tion. The  reduction  in  exports  of  corn, 
as  is  well  known,  was  due  solely  to  the 
great  shortage  in  thCjCOin  crop,  the  total 
figures  of  export  for  {the  year  being  but 
$r)0,316,388,  against  $84,:i»4,r33  in  1900.  a 
reduction  in  round  terms  of  $34,000,000. 
In  cotton,  while  there  wsis  an  increase 
of  155,000.000  pounds  |n  the  exportations, 
there  was  a  decrease  of  $13,000,000  in 
value.  Of  copper  Xhm  eXportatlons  in 
1901  were  $33,534,899,  against  $57,542,610 
in  1900,  the  decrease  in  ciuantity  being 
proportionately  about  the  same  as  that 
in  value.  In  iron  and  .steel  there  was  a 
reduction  of  $27,000,000,  the  export  fig- 
ures for  1901  being  $l>2,53yi,797  and  in  1900 
$129,633,480.  This  rejuction  in  iron  and 
steel  exports  was  paf  tly  ^ue  to  reduced 
prices  and  partly  to  a,  decrease  in  quan- 
tities exported.  In  loioniotives  the  num 
ber  exported  showedjaji  t^jtual  Increase, 
while  the  value  shcKved  a  decrease  of 
about  $400,000.  In  various  other  manu- 
factures of  iron  and  steel  the  reduction 
In  value  was  proportionately  greater 
than  the  reduction  in  quantity,  but 
there  were  material  reductions  in  quan- 
tity in  certain  articles.  Bars  or  rods  of 
steel  fell  in  exportations  from  106,000,000 
pounds  to  79.000,000  pounds;  steel  rails, 
from  356,245  tons  to  3ls,055  tons;  wire 
nails,  from  «l,385,S4o  pounds  to  42,050,602 
pounds,  and  steel  shetiLa  from  101.995.225 
pounds  to  52.588.154  pounds.  Tin  plate 
showed  a  material  increase  in  exporta- 
tions, though  the  quantity  is  as  yet  com- 
paratively small,  being  in  1900  612.251 
pounds  and  in  1901  983.383  pounds.  Wire 
showed  an  Increaae  from  174,751,042 
pounds  to  197,651,789  ];>ounds.  Another 
Indication  that  the  reduction  in  the 
value  of  exports  is  due  quite  as  much 
to  a  fall  in  prices  as  in  quantity  is  found 
in  the  fact  that  while  the  quantity  of 
refined  mineral  oil  exports  showed  an 
increase  of  nearly  100.000,000  gallons,  the 
value  showed  a  decrease  of  about  $1,- 
000.000;  the  total  exportations  of  refined 
mineral  oil  in  the  year  amounted  to  924,- 
198.170  gallons,  against  828.945,305  gallons 
In  1900;  while  the  value  In  1901  was  $65,- 
492.359.  against  $66,307,621  in  1900. 

The  five  principals  which  show  a  de- 
crease are  corn,  iron  and  steel  manufac- 
tures, copper,  cotton  anc  mineral  oils; 
and  of  these,  cotton  and  mineral  oils 
both  show  an  actual  Increase  in  quan- 
tity though  a  decrease  in  value.  This 
aggregate  of  practically  $100,000,000  re- 
duction in  the  exports  of  these  five  ar- 
ticles Is  nearly  offset  by  the  Increase  in 
exports  of  wheat,  provisions,  live  ani- 
mals and  cotton  manufactures,  cotton 
seed  oil  and  oil  cake,  and  leather  and 
manufactures  thereof.  Add  to  this  the 
further  fact  that  the  shipments  to  Ha- 
waii and  porto  Rico  aggregated  prob- 
ably fully  $30,000,000,  and  the  record  of 
1901  will  compare  favorably  with  that 
of  any  preceding  year. 

The  distribution  of  this  large  total, 
really  the  largest  total  of  shipments 
ever  passing  out  of  the  country,  shows 
an  increase  eveiT^where  except  to  Eu- 
rope. The  exports  to  Europe  for  1901 
were  about  $17,000,000  less  than  in  1900; 
to  North  America  there  is  an  increase  of 
about  $1,000,000;  to  South  America  an  in- 
crease of  about  $1,000,000;  to  Asia,  about 
$1,000,000;  to  Africa,  $«,0(iO,000,  and  while 
the  official  figures  of  exports  to  Oceania 
fall  $4,000,000  short  of  those  of  last  year, 
the  fact  that  none  of  the  shipments  to 
Hawaii  are  Included  this  year  and  that 
about  $7,500,000  to  Hawaii  were  included 
in  1900,  in  the  figures  of  exports  to 
Oceania,  shows  that  the  actual  ship- 
ments to  Oceania  in  1901  were  in  excess 
of  those  of  1900  or  of  any  earlier  year, 
since  there  Is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  the  shipments  to  the  Hawaiian  is- 
lands alone  exceeded  $20,000,000  in  the 

year  1901.

"The  progress  of  the  United  States  in 
Its  Material  Industries"  is  the  title  of 
a  monograph  issued  by  the  treasury  bu- 
reau of  satistics,  which  contains  a 
series  of  statements  which  show  the 
rapid  development  during  the  century 
of  the  important  factors  in  the  present 
prosperity  of  the  country.  These  tables, 
which  occupy  a  number  of  closely 
printed  pages,  show  the  development  In

$3,044,600,000.  The  number  of  deposit- 
ors in  savings  banks  grew  from  38.085 
in  1830  to  1.067.061  in  1866.  and  6,358,723 
in  1901.  Railways  grew  from  9021  miles 
In  1850  to  199.378  in  1901.  and  freight  car- 
ried one  mile  Increased  from  39,302,209.- 
249  tons  In  1882  to  141.162,109,413  tons  in 
1900.  freight  rates  falling  meantime 
from  1.24  cents  per  ton  per  mile  to  .75 
of  one  cent  per  ton  per  mile.

Has  More  to  Say  About 

the  Death  of  the 

Soul. 


New  York.  Feb.  S.— Rev.  Dr.  Charles  11. 
Parkhurst  has  preached  the  third  of  a 
series  of  sermons  on  "Immortality."  He 
complained  before  the  service  that  he  had 
received  many  letters  of  criticism  on 
account  of  his  previous  sermons.

"Do  not  forget 
that.  So  that  man  as  man.  considered  in 
his  separateness.  Is  not  Inherently  eternal, 
is  not  inherently  immortal.  If  there  is  in 
him  at  any  time  anything  that  deserves  to 
be  called  eternal  it  is  because  there  is  at 
that  time,  something  which  the  "one  only 
eternal  has  mysteriously  possessed  him 
of."

Tho 
boily  was  biirI'Mi  at  St  a  aiul  aft»'r  some 
opposition  on  the  part  of  some  of  tho 
crew  the  moiii-y  was  brought  back  and 
paid  into  a  court  of  H<lmlraliy.  The  crew 
Were  treati'd  as  salvor.^,  and,  in  view  of 
their  meritorious  action  In  turning  tho 
money  into  court,  the  crew,  tlif  mastt-r, 
;;nd  the  owners  wt-re  awariled  one-half  of 
the  amount  recov»'r>-d.  The  award  was 
made  in  .March,  isit'.t.  The  balance  of  tho 
fund  has  remaini-d  In  thi-  registry  at  the 
t'lMirt  for  niori'  than  thrfc  years  and  is 
claitni'd  by  thr<M'  dlffcrt-nt  patsies.  In 
the  first  i)lae»',  tho  salvors  claim  the 
fund  as  tin'  finders  of  lost  or  abandoned 
goods,  whose  owner  is  unknown;  in  the 
sci'oud  place  the  fund  is  claimi'd  by  tho 
l'nit«'d  Stat' s  as  the  successor  to  the  pre- 
rog.ithe  rights  of  the  king  of  England: 
in  tho  thltil  place,  the  fund  is  claimed  by 
the  public  administrator  of  Suffolk  couiiiy 
who  has  taken  out  letters  of  administra- 
tion, pursuant  to  the  M.i.ssachuselts  stat- 
utes, upon  the  life  of  the  man  upon 
whose  botly  the  Coins  wi-re  found.  In 
these  letters  of  administration  the  des- 
cription of  the  man  Is  that  glviu  by  the 
salvors,  and  a  name  »if  doubtful  suelUnif 
written  upon  a  receipt  found  on  his  per- 
son, is  assigned  to  him.  The  name  upon 
this  receipt  is  the  onl.v  evidence  secured 
by  the  efforts  to  Identify  the  man.  The 
salvors  and  the  Tnited  States  both  ad- 
mit that  their  rights  are  subordinate  to 
the  claim  of  tho  original  owner  of  the 
property,  and  the  court  holds  that  the 
publii'  administrator  represents  the  estate 
and  the  rights  of  tht^  original  owner,  and 
that  tho  fund  In  court  must  be  paid  over 
to   him. 

PRIMARY  KI.KOtToXS  THI^  LAW 
IX  t'Al.lFORXIA— The  supreme  courts 
of  two  states  have  recently  been  culled 
u^ion  to  pass  upon  the  constitutionality 
ot  new  primary  election  laws.  In  Cali- 
fornia. In  the  cHSf  of  Rrlton  v.  Hoard  of 
Klectlon  Commissioners.  t>l  Pacific  Re- 
porter. 1115.  It  Is  held  that  the  primary 
nlet  ticm  law  excluding  all  political  par- 
lies wlilch  did  not  cast  at  the  next  pre- 
ceding election  at  least  o  ptr  ct-nt  of  the 
total  vote,  is  a  violation  of  these  sec- 
tions of  the  constitution  which  give  to 
,  the  people  the  right  to  freely  H.ssemble 
to^fether  to  consult  for  the  common  good, 
and  i^rovlde  that  no  citizen  or  class  of 
citizens  shall  be  granted  privilegt;8  or 
immunities  which  shall  not  be  granted, 
upon  the  same  terms,  to  all  tdtlzens. 
The  court  holds  that  this  law  not  only 
di.seriminates  between  political  parties 
and  the  members  thereof,  but  works  the 
disfranchisement  of  voters,  or  compels 
them,  if  they  vott  at  all,  to  vote  for  rep- 
rtseiitatives  of  a  political  party  other 
than  to  which  they  Indong.  Justice  Gar- 
(jutte.  In  a  dissenting  opinion,  rather  de- 
stroys the  force  of  this  holding  bv  point-" 
iiig  out  that  under  the;  Australian  ballot 
law  In  force  In  California,  political  par- 
ties which  cast  less  than  3  per  cent  ot 
the  votes  at  the  next  preceding  election 
would  not  be  allowed  to  place  their  nom- 
iiKis  tipon  the  ballot,  and  that  no  sub- 
stantial benefits  could  be  derived  by  such 
a  party  by  parlicijiatlng  In  primary  elec- 
tions. He  also  points  out  that  a  voter 
is  allowed  to  cast  his  vote  for  the  dele- 
gates of  any  party  represented  upim  the 
ballot,  with  the  result  that  Democratic 
voters  may  elect  delegates  to  the  Rei)ub- 
llcan  conventions,  and  vice  versa,  and 
th.-reby  absolut.'ly  control  the  conven- 
tions   of   opposing    political    parties.      The 

majority   of    th urt   also   hold    the   Inw 

to  be  unconstitutional  on  this  same 
ground.

I  lie  Oregon  law  is  attacked  in  one  p.ir- 
ticular  In  the  same  manner  as  the  Cal- 
ifornia law  isee  ante*.  In  that  It  provides 
a  method  of  bidding  )>i1marv  elections  of 
delegates  to  nominating  conventions  and 
denies  the  benefits  of  the  act  to  political 
I>artles  which  did  not  oast  at  tho  next 
preceding  electhm  at  least  a  specified  per 
cent  of  tho  total  vote.  It  Is  claimed  that 
this  proviso  is  in  conflict  with  that  .oec- 
tlon  of  tho  constitution  which  prohibits 
the  granting  to  any  citizen  or  ela.ss  of 
citizens  of  privileges  or  Immunities  which 
shall  not  erpially  bel.mg.  upon  the  same 
terms,  to  all  dtizens.  The  suiireme  court 
In  sustaining  the  law.  however,  points 
out  that  it  permits  such  minor  parties  to 
make  nominations  In  othiT  modes  and 
that  th«  act  is  but  a  reasonable  regula- 
tlon  of  the  larger  partb-j,  designed  to 
safeguard  the  privlleKea  of  the  electors 
ther.'of.  the  conslltutlonalitv  of  the  law 
w-as  al.so  assailed  because  It  contained 
the  very  provision  the  omission  of  which 
led  the  supreme  court  of  Calltornia  to  de. 
Clare  the  California  law  Illegal,  namely 
that  electors  should  be  limited  to  the 
right  to  vote  at  the  primary  of  their 
respective  parties  only.  The  court  sus- 
tains the  law  in  this  regard  an<l  also  In 
many  minor  particulars  In  whb-h  It  had 
been  assailed.

Chicago.  Feb.  3.— When  Harold  Thomaa, 
former  member  of  the  New  Y'ork  stock 
oxciiange  und  son  of  Gen.  Samuel 
Thomas,  a  Now  Y'ork  rmlllonaire,  filed 
a  crossbill  In  the  *  divorce  proceedings 
against  his  wife  and  former  aunt  today 
in  the  superior  court  of  Cook  county,  a 
remarkable    story    was    unfolded. 

Efforts  to  obtain  money  by  m.trrlage. 
the  dragging  of  a  young  man  into  mar- 
riage with  an  aunt  six  years  his  senior 
ana  tho  restorati'in  of  the  young  maji 
to  ways  'of  sobriety  and  thrift  are  re- 
cited In  the  document. 

Harold  Th.mias  is  living  with  Dr. 
James  LJ.  McKairich,  U40S  I'ralrle  avenue, 
and  has  been  a  student  in  a  Chicago 
merlical  college  for  nearly  four  years. 
M- aiitiine  his  wife  bus  lived  with  her 
mother,  who  la  a  fortune-teller,  in  Co- 
lumbus',  Ohio. 

ijr.  McB'.itrlch  Is  not  a  relative  of  the 
Thomas  family,  but  was  drawn  Into  tho 
•  ca.s«  bv  Gen.  Thomas,  who.  It  Is  said, 
concluded  that  his  son  was  unbalanced 
beiaiiso  he  madu  thi'  marrlat'e.  Dr.  Mc- 
Fatricn  told  the  story  of  young  Thoma-s" 
expt  rleiK  o    with    matrimony. 

"HaroUl  Thomas  was  a  wild  boy,"  he 
said.  •Ills  father  despaired  of  his 
amounting  to  anything  and  .sent  him  to 
live  with  his  wife's  brother,  Dr.  David 
Porter,  a  wealthy  druggist  In  Kansas 
City.  Dr.  I'orter.  who  waa  GD  years  old, 
hail  met  Miss  Ada  Rlandy.-  a  woman 
from  Zanesville.  Ohio,  who  vald  she  was 
a  social  leader.  She  was  2S  years  old 
and  beautiful.  Ho  ha<i  been  marrleni  to 
her  some  two  years  when  his  nephew 
Hai-'dd  went   to   visit    him   in   lSy7. 

"Thomas  ha(l  not  been  living  with  his 
uncle  very  long  before  ho  found  that  his 
aunt  was  a  very  attractive  woman  and 
had  sweet  eyes  for  soldiers  and  others 
beside  her  husband.  He  paid  her  somo 
attention,  but  did  not  imagine  he  loved 
her.  He  noticed  that  his  undo  was  dcs- 
iiondent  because  of  the  manner  In  which 
his  wife  conducted  herself. 

About  a  month  after  Harold  arrlve<l 
In  Kansas  City  Dr.  Porter  committed 
suicide  one  night  in  his  office.  Tlie  sui- 
cliK>  occurred  Aug.  1.  I<)y7.  Dr.  Porter 
left  a  letter  on  his  desk  for  his  brother- 
in-law  t}en.  Thomas,  in  which  he  re- 
lated the  cause  of  his  suicide,  but  exon- 
erated Harold  from  all  blame.  Harold 
mailed  this  letter  after  the  death  of 
Dr.    Porter,    but  did   not  know   what   was

who    was    but    22    years    old    and    rather 

wild.    She    knew       his       parents        were 

wealthy. 

"She  went  to  a  certain  doctor  In  Kan- 
sas City  and  asked  him  to  aid  her.  So 
this  doctor  and  another  man  got  Harold 
drunk  on  whisky  and  kept  him  so  for 
some  time.  The  woman  treated  htm  as 
though  he  were  the  only  man  on  earth, 
and  the  party  went  to  Omaha.  A  mar- 
riage license  was  refused  them  there  and 
they  went  to  Council  Bluffs,  where  they 
seciired    a    license    and    were    married. 

"They  took  a  train  for  Kansas  City, 
but  had  gone  only  a  short  illstance 
when  this  doctor  received  a  telegram 
from  a  friend  saying  that  If  Harcdd  re- 
turned to  Kansas  City  he  would  be  ar- 
rested for  complicity  In  the  death  of  his 
uncle.  The  telegram  was  a  fraud,  but  It 
scared  Harold  and  he  came  to  Chicago. 

"His  wife  went  to  Kansas  City  and 
put  up  at  a  hotel.  At  the  end  of  three 
days  she  and  this  doctor  separated  and 
she  joined  Harold  In  Chicago. 

"Together  they  tried  to  get  along  by 
spending  the  money  left  by  Dr.  Porter. 
They  went  to  Phoenix.  Ariz.,  and  then 
to  New  York  to  try  to  reconcile  Gen. 
Thomas,  who  had  disinherited  his  son. 
He  turned  them  away  and  they  went 
to  Cincinnati  and  then  to  Chicago.  It 
was  about  this  time  that  he  came  to  me 
and  his  wife  went  back  to  Columbus  to 
live  with  her  mother,  who  is  a  fortune- 
teller In  Columbus. 

"Gen.  Thomas  wrote  to  a  friend  of  his 
In  Chicago  asking  that  he  have  some 
one  examine  HaroM  as  to  his  Insanity. 
I  was  called  on  and  found  that  the  man 
was  bright  and  Intelligent.  I  have  taken 
an  Interest  In  him  and  ho  has  llvr>d  with 
me  eight  months.  He  is  a  gentleman 
and  a  thrifty  follow  In  spite  of  the  fact 
that   his   father   has  disowned    him. 

.\fter  Mrs.  Harold  Thomas  went  to 
Columbus  she  received  a  number  of  let- 
ters from  her  husband  and  at  one  time 
It  was  thought  a  reconciliation  would 
bo  effected.  Young  Thomas  visited  his 
wife  and  baby  there  ami  the  suit  for  di- 
vorce came  as  a  great  surprise. 

It  Is  believed  In  Columbus  that  young 
Thomas  filed  the  suit  In  order  to  con- 
ciliate his  parents.  It  Is  understood  that 
about  forty  persons  from  Columbus  will 
be  asked  to  testify  at  the  dlvorco  pro- 
ceedings. 

Mrs.  Thomas  has  employed  counsel  in 
Columbus  and  Chicago  and  sent  word 
with  detectives  who  called  on  her  that 
she  would  fight  the  c;ise  to  the  end.  On 
advice  of  her  attorneys  she  has  refused 
to  discuss  the  matter,  but  her  nxither 
.said  that  her  daughter  had  been  duped 
Into  marrvinkr  Porter  and  that  the  mar- 
riage   to   Thomas   was  an   honorable  one 

"The  girl  loves  him  yet  and  I  know  he 
loves  the  girl."  said  Mrs.  Blandy.  "and 
all  th«  wealth  of  the  Thomases  will  not 
I)revent  us  from  getting  Justice." 

Mrs.  Blandy  claims  that  efforts  have 
been  made  to  bribe  her  servants  and 
that  when  the  case  comes  up  for  trial 
she  will   be   ready  for   the  other  side.

RECORD 


Of  the  United  States  Last 
,  Year  Very  Satis- 
factory. 


Reduction  In  Some  Lines 

But  An  Increase  In 

Others. 


Exports  to  Europe  Show 
Decline  From  Pre- 
vious Year.

Washington  Bureau. 

Washington,  Feb.  3.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — The  export  record  of  the  cal- 
endar   year    1!>01    is    very    satisfactory 
when   its   total   is  compared    with   that 
of  1»00  or  of  any  preceding  year.    While 
Hie  apparent  total  fall.s  about  $12,000,000 
below  the  figures  of  1»00,  the  fact  that 
the  export  figures  ot  1901  do  not  con- 
tain   any    of    the    shipments    from    the 
United  States  to  Porto  Rico  or  Hawaii, 
which    aggregated    probably    $30,000,000, 
shows  that  the  grand  total  of  shipnienta 
formerly  classed  as  exi>orta   to   foreign 
countries  was  in  the  year  1901  greater 
than  in  any  jjreceding  year.  While  there 
was   a   reduction    of   ?lou,(>»j«,t'00    in    the 
value   of  exports   of   certain   great   ar- 
tUlos,  notably  corn,  cojiper,  cotton  and 
iron  and  .steel,  there  was  a  sufHcient  in- 
crease in  other  articles,  notably  wheat, 
Hour,    provisions   and   cotton   manufac- 
tures,  to  practically   offset  this   reduc- 
tion.   The  reduction  in  exjiorts  of  corn, 
as  is  well  known,  was  duo  .solely  to  the 
great  shortage  in  the  coin  crop,  the  total 
figures  of  export  for  (the  year  being  but 
*..0.316,38S,   against  $84.-64, .oJ   In   lyoO,   a 
reduction  in  round  terms  of  $34,000,000. 
In  cotton,  while  there  was  an  increase 
of  155.000,000  pounds  \n  the  exporlations, 
there    was   a   decrease   of  $lo,<JOO,000   in 
value.     Of  copper   th«  eXportatlons   in 
I'.Wl    were   $33,534,899,  against   $57,542,010 
in   1900,   the  decrease  In  quantity   being 
proportionately  about  the  same  as  that 
in  value.    In  iron  and  steel  there  was  a 
reduction    of    $i:7,000,00<i,    the  export  fig- 
ures for  1901  being  $l$a,539,797  and  in  1900 
$1J9, 633,480.     This  leiiuctlon  in  iron  and 
steel  exports  was  partly  ^ue  to  reduced 
prices  and  partly  to  |i  decrease  in  quan- 
tities exported.  In  lotoniotives  the  num 
ber  exported  showed 'an  actual  increase, 
while   the  value  showed  a  decrease  of 
about  $400,000.     In  variou.s  other  manu- 
factures of  iron  and  steel  the  reduction 
In    value    was    propi>rt Innately    greater 
than     tho     reduction    In   quantity,    but 
there  were  material  reductions  in  quan- 
tity in  certain  articles,    liars  or  rods  of 
steel  fell  in  exportations  from  106,000,000 
pounds  to  79,000,000  pounds;   steel  rall.s, 
from  356.245   tons   to  31>.,o55   tons;    wire 
nails,  from  ei,as,"..S4o  jiounds  to  42,0.'>0.602 
pounds,  and  steel  sheets  from  101,995,225 
pounds  to  52,588. 1.j4  pounds.     Tin  plate 
showed  a  material  Increase  tn  exporta- 
tions, though  the  quantity  is  as  yet  com- 
paratively  small,    being   In   1900   612.251 
pounds  and  in  1901  983,383  pounds.    Wire 
showed     an     Increase     from     174,751,042 
pounds   to   197,651,789  pounds.     Another 
indication    that    the    reduction   In   tha 
value  of  exi>ort3  is  due  quite  as  much 
to  a  fall  in  prices  as  in  quantity  is  found 
in  the  fact  that  while  the  quantity  of 
refined  mineral  oil  exports  showed  an 
increase  of  nearly  100.000.000  gallons,  the 
value  showed  a  decrease  of  about  $1.- 
000.000;  the  total  exporlations  of  refined 
mineral  oil  In  the  year  amounted  to  924,- 
198,170  gallons,  against  828,945,305  gallons 
In  1900;  while  the  value  !n  1901  was  $65,- 
492,359,  against  $66,307,621  in  1900. 

The  five  principals  which  show  a  do- 
crease  are  corn,  iron  and  steel  manufac- 
tures, copper,  cotton  ana  mineral  oils; 
and  of  these,  cotton  and  mineral  oils 
both  show  an  actual  increase  in  quan- 
tity though  a  decrease  In  value.  This 
aggregate  of  practically  $100,000,000  re- 
duction in  the  exports  of  these  five  ar- 
ticles is  nearly  offset  by  the  Increase  in 
exports  of  wheat,  provisions,  live  ani- 
mals and  cotton  manufactures,  cotton 
seed  oil  and  oil  cake,  and  leather  and 
manufactures  thereof.  Add  to  this  the 
further  fact  that  the  shipments  to  Ha- 
waii and  porto  Rico  aggregated  prob- 
ably fully  $30.000.00<\  and  the  record  of 
1901  will  compare  favorably  w!th  that 
of  any  preceding  year. 

The  distribution  of  this  large  total, 
really  the  largest  total  of  shipments 
ever  passing  out  of  the  country,  shows 
an  increase  everywhere  except  to  Eu- 
rope. The  exports  to  Europe  for  1901 
were  about  $17,OyO,0(>0  less  than  in  1900; 
to  North  Am.erica  there  is  an  increase  of 
about  $1,000,000:  to  South  America  an  In- 
crease of  about  $1,000.00"J;  to  Asia,  about 
$1,000,000;  to  Africa,  $6,0C'O,itOO,  and  while 
the  official  figures  <jf  exports  to  Oceania 
fall  $4,000,000  short  of  those  of  la=;t  year, 
the  fact  that  none  of  the  .shipments  to 
Hawaii  are  Included  this  year  and  that 
about  $7,500,000  to  Hawaii  were  included 
in  1900,  in  the  figures  of  exports  to 
Oceania,  shows  that  the  actual  ship- 
ments to  Oceania  in  1901  weie  in  excess 
of  those  of  1900  or  of  any  earlier  year, 
since  there  Is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  the  shipments  to  the  Hawaiian  is- 
lands alone  exceeded  $20,000,000  in  the 

year  1901.

PARKHURST 


Has  More  to  Say  About 

the  Death  of  the 

Soul. 


New  York.  Feb.  S.— Rev.  Dr.  Charles  H. 
Parkhurst  has  preached  the  third  of  a 
series  of  sermons  on  "Immortality."  He 
complained  before  the  .service  that  he  had 
received  many  letters  of  criticism  on 
account  of  hla  i)revious  sermons.  Tho 
majority  of  the  strictures  had  been  upon 
his  contention  that,  while  soul  and  body 
were  clearly  distinct,  it  did  not  necessarily 
follow  that  the  sould  would  live  through 
all  eternity.  In  the  Bible  It  Is  taught  he 
as.serted  that  the  soul  "that  sinneth.  It 
shall  die." 

"Soul  cannot  stand  alone  except  It  he 
God's  soul,"  he  continued.  "Do  not  forget 
that.  So  that  man  as  man,  considered  in 
his  separateness,  is  not  inherentlv  eternal. 
Is  not  Inherently  Immort.al.  If  there  is  In 
him  at  any  time  anything  that  deserves  to 
be  called  eternal  it  is  l>ecause  there  is  at 
that  time,  .something  which  the  "one  only 
eternal  has  mysteriously  possessed  him 
of."

MINE  FIRE 


Caused    Death     of    Two 

Italians  and  Threatens 

Great  Damage. 

Cerlllos.  N.  M.,  Feb.  3.— A  fire  at  the 
Cook  &  White  coal  mine  at  Madrid,  op- 
erated by  the  Colorado  Fuel  &  Iron  com- 
pany, caused  the  death  of  two  Italians, 
one  namer  Bruto,  and  the  other  unknown, 
an  thrtatens  great  damage  to  the  prop- 
erty. At  last  accounts  the  fire  had  burned 
to  withing  thirty  feet  of  a  room  filled  with 
gas  and  should  this  point  be  reached,  an 
explosion  w"ouId  follow  that  would  cause 
great  wreck  to  property.  All  openings 
leading  to  the  mine  have  been  closed,  the 
fan.s  stopped  and  all  available  water 
turned  Into  the  mine,  which.  It  Is  said  will 
bo  flooded  In  three  or  four  days. 


Cause     of     Temperance 

Takes  a  Boom  at 

Dubuque. 

Dubuque.  Iowa.  Feb.  3.— The  efforts  in 
the  cau.se  of  temperance  which  have  boon 
made  hy  Archbishop  Keane  ever  since  his 
assumption  of  the  archeplscopacv  of  this 
dlocc^e,  have  resulted  in  the  partial  en- 
forcement of  reform  rules  which  were  re- 
cently adopted  by  the  Knights  of  Fidelity, 
a  saloonkeepers'  organization.

COLD  AT  CLEVELAND. 

Furious  Storm  Followed  By 
FaUing  Temperature. 

Cleveland,  Feb.  3.— The  furious  storm 
that  prevailed  throughout  this  section 
yesterday  was  followed  by  a  sharp 
drop  in  temperature.  The  government 
thermometer  at  the  local  weather  bu- 
reau registered  zero  early  today  while 
on  the  street  many  Instruments  indi- 
cated 30  and  40  below.  Traffic  on  the 
trunk  lines  east  of  Cleveland  Is  badly 
impeded  owing  to  the  unsual  heavy 
fall  of  snow.  Trains  on  the  Lake  Shore 
road  from  the  East  were  from  five  to 
six  hours  late  this  morning.  The  delay, 
however,  was  said  to  be  all  east  of  Buf- 
falo. On  the  eastern  end  of  the  Erie 
road  passenger  trains  are  running  from 
two  to  three  hours  late,  while  many 
freight  trains  are  entirely  tied  up  by 
huge  snow  drifts.  The  storm  proved 
most  disastrous  on  the  line  between 
Meadvllle  and  Salamanca,  w^here  im- 
mense snow  drifts  from  seven  to  ten 
feet  in  depth  formed  on  the  tracks:

Wa.shlnpton,  Feb.  3.-The  Decenaber 
summary  o£-  domestic  trade  movements 
of  staple  commodities,  as  made  by  the 
treasury  bureau  of  statistics,  closes  one 
of  the  most  remarkable  years  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  economic  development  of  thi^ 
country.  The  accumulation  of  surplus 
products  at  interior  centers,  their  distri- 
bution toward  the  seaboard,  and  their 
withdrawal  from  domestic  trade  Into  the 
export  movement  are  being  subjected 
more  completely  to  measurement  year 
by  year.  The  Monthly  Summary  of  Inter- 
nal Commerce,  issued  by  the  bureau  of 
statistics,  shows  that  there  have  been 
extraordinary  gains  in  most  staples  and 
losses  In  a  few,  but  on  the  whole  conspic- 
uous gains  over  the  preceding  year.  The 
four  leading  spring  wheat  markets  for 
the  first  five  months  received,  for  instance, 
122,394,597  bushels  in  contract  with  87.743,- 
974  bushels  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  the  preceding  year.  At  four  winter 
wheat  markets  the  receipts  were  38,147.982 
bushels,  compared  with  51,136,jir.9  bushels 
during  six  months  of  the  crop  year  of  1900. 
The  winter  wheal  section  has  furnished 
less  than  half  the  quantity  shipped  In  the 
first  six  months  of  1900.  The  combined  ar- 
rivals at  the  four  spring  wheat  and  the 
four  wintr  wheat  markets,  however,  show 
a  gain  of  21,662.533  bushels,  or  15.6  per 
cent  In  1901. 

Taking  Minneapolis  as  the  chief  center 
of  the  production  of  flour.  It  Is  shown 
that  the  average  output  per  week  during 
1901  was  315,103  barrels,  compared  with 
286.811  barrels  in  1W)0  and  274,460  barrels  In 
1899.  Average  weekly  shipments  for  these 
respective  years  were  292,211  barrels.  284,738 
barrels,  and  265.000  barrels.  Average  week- 
Hhipmenls  destined  for  export  for  these 
yeare  were  75.320  barrels,  91.463  barrels, 
and  77,599  barrels— the  decrease  for  1901 
being  charged  bv  the  milling  interests  to 
the  relatively  unfavorable  rate  on  Hour  as 
compared    with    wheat. 

Taking  the  five  leading  cereals  as  a 
basis  of  comparison,  the  volume  of  trade 
at  Chicago  is  representative  of  the  entire 
giouj)  of  centers  of  accumulation  of  grain. 
During  1901  this  market  is  reported  as 
receiving  245,2o7.653  bushels  while  in  UKiO 
the  receipts  were  307.726,135  bushels,  a 
decrease  of  20.3  per  cent.  Shipments  from 
that  market  show  a  decrease  of  17.S  per 
cent.  The  trunk  line  movement  of  flour 
from  Chicago  and  Caicago  points  East- 
ward averaged  137,064  barrels  per  week, 
the  grain  shipments,  2,025.557  bushels  per 
week,  and  the  provision  traffic,  25,455  lon^ 
per  week.  Comparing  the  trunk  line  move- 
ment with  the  total  shipments  from  Chi- 
cago, the  trunk  line  movements  amount 
to  5.)  per  cent  of  the  shipments  from  Chi- 
cago. .        .    i     , 

The  livestock  trade  of  the  interior 
was  extraordinary  in  several  respects. 
The  feeding  sections  of  the  Southwest, 
owing  jointly  to  the  decrease  In  the  corn 
yield  and  the  high  prices  for  stock,  pre- 
cipitated unusually  large  Quantities  of 
live  stock,  espetially  hogs,  upon  the 
packing  markets  In  the  last  quarter  of 
the  calendar  year.  The  decline  in  ave- 
rage weights  serves  to  measure  the  in- 
tensity of  this  influence  upon  commer- 
cial conditions.  At  Chicago  the  average 
weight  of  hogs  fell  from  238  pounds  in 
Dtcember,  1900,  to  2o2  pounds  in  Decem- 
ber, 1901.  Al  Omaha  the  decline  was 
from  262  pounds  to  212  pounds,  and  al  St. 
Joseph  from  235  pounds  to  192  pounds. 
The  substitution  of  wheat  for  corn  in 
the  feeding  sections  has  meanwhile  been 
going  on  extensively  throughout  Kan- 
aas  and  Nebraska,  the  Nebraska  Grain 
Dealers'  a.ssociatlon  estimating  that  10,- 
000,0(KJ  bushels  of  wheal  in  that  slate  out 
of  a  crop  of  60,000,000  bushels  will  be  con- 
sumed  for   feeding    purposes  alone. 

As  a  factor  In  traffic  operations  the 
livestock  movement  has  continued  to  ex- 
pand. Al  Chicago  14.536  carloads  were 
recelcved  In  xecess  of  1900.  In  shipments 
there  was  a  gain  of  4,270  cars.  The  five 
western  markets  received  7,243  467  cattle, 
18  764,041  hogs,  and  7,399,062  sheep,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  33.406.543  head,  or  a  gain 
of  3,063,737  head  over  1900.  Of  the  total, 
Chicago  received  15,365.985  head;  Kansas 
Citv,  B  696,647  head;  Omaha,  4,546,896  head, 
St. "  Louis,  3,740,851  head,  and  St.  Joseph, 
3,056,164  head.  ^     ^ 

On  the  great  lakes  the  reports  of  the 
bureau  of  statistics  cover  the  entire 
year's  navigation  for  the  first  time.  The 
operations  reported  include  201  ports  of 
receipt  and  331  pointa  of  shipment  during 
the  calendar  year  1901.  By  reducing  the 
total  freight  to  net  tons,  the  total  quan- 
tity of  commodities  received  during  the 
past  year  amounted  to  45.6s9.5(i7  tons,  and 
the  total  amount  shipped  to  46.o<^5,2^8  tons, 
the  combined  total  handled  In  the  form 
of  both  receipts  and  shipments  amount- 
ing to  91.754,795  tons.  The  tonnage  p:iss- 
Ing  through  Salt  Sle.  Marie  canal  was 
28  403  069  net  tons,  compared  with  2.i,64.j.0<3 
tons  for  the  season  of  1^«J,  being  a  gain 
of  2,759,996  tons,  or  11  per  cent. 

At  the  North  Atlantic  seaports  the 
receipts  of  staple  commodities  from  the 
interior  fell  somewhat  short  of  the  mark 
reached  In  1900.  At  Boston,  New  York, 
Philadelphia  and  Baltimore  there  was  an 
aggregate  decrease  of  20,687,667  bushels, 
or  12  per  cent,  compared  with  1900.  This 
figure,  In  some  cases.  Includes  flour  and 
meal  reduced  to  bushels.  The  receipts 
of  coal  at  Boston  during  the  year  were 
4,878  275  tons,  mostly  by  vessel. 

In"  Southern  territory,  the  cotton 
brought  into  sight  by  the  end  of  the  cal- 
endar year  was  6,6i)4,943  bales.  The  port 
receipts  were  the  largest  In  four  years. 
The  overland  shipments  were  the  lowest 
and  Southern  mill  takings  were  the  larg- 
est in  the  history  of  the  trade.  The  first 
quarter  of  the  crop  year  shows  that  the 
Atlantic  states  have  regained  their  prim- 
acy as  geographical  sources  of  cotton  pro- 
duction; 38  i>er  cent  of  the  receipts  have 
come  from  their  territory,  32  per  cent 
from  what  is  known  as  Texas  territory, 
and  30  per  cent  from  other  Gulf  states. 
The  year's  shipments  of  pig  Iron,  iron 
pipe  and  steel  from  Southern  producing 
districts  reached  a  grand  total  of  l,68o,t)(4 

On  the  Pacific  coast  the  redwood  lumber 
shipments  from  upper  California  during 
1910  amounted  to  244.386.075  feet,  and  209,- 
001  022  feet  for  1900.  Another  lumber  move- 
ment on  this  coast  of  prime  Importarice 
is  that  from  Washington,  out  of  which 
state  24,491  cars  were  sent  in  1901  and  19,- 
402  cars  in  1900.  From  Portland  and  Tsi- 
coma  last  year's  lumber  and  shingle 
shipments  by  rail  considerably  exceeded 
those  of  the  preceding  year.

One    Hundred    and    Six 

Killed  In  Hondo  Mine 

Disaster. 

San  Antonio,  Texas.  Feb.  3.— The  latest 
Information  from  the  Hondo.  Mexico, 
mine  explosion  shows  It  to  have  l>een 
fully  as  serious  as  at  first  reported. 
There  was  a  total  of  VXi  miners  at  work 
In  the  mine  when  the  explosion  occurred 
and  all  of  them  are  dead.  The  majr)rity 
of  the  victims  are  Mexicans,  very  few 
Americans  having  been  at  work  in  the 
mine. 

Kvery  mule  in  the  mine  was  killert, 
three  dead  ones  being  taken  from  the 
debris  'today.  'I'he  work  of  clearing 
away  the  wreck  In  order  to  get  to  the 
bodies  Is  being  rushed  as  rapidly  as 
possible,  but  there  is  no  hope  that  any 
itt  the  lO«i  men  will  bo  rescued  alive. 
The  explosion  occurred  In  mine  No.  6  and 
was  occasioned  by  striking  a  gas  i>i»cket. 
The  mine  is  the  property  of  the  loahuila 
Coal  company.  R.  M.  McKenny  being 
sui»*^rintendent.  The  names  of  the  vic- 
tims have  been  learned  here.  The  loss 
to  the  owners  of  the   mine  Is  very  heavy.

HouRhton,  Mich.,  Feb.  3.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  Lake  Superior  cop- 
per dl.strlct  ha.s  been  known,  for  nearly 
sixty  jears,  as  a  narrow  belt  of  mineral 
territory  stretching  approximately 
northeast  and  .southwest,  and  lying  in 
the  three  counties  of  Keweenaw, 
Houghton  and  Ontonagon,  In  the  state 
of  Michigan.  Kecent  developments  indi- 
cate the  extension  of  the  Lake  Superior 
district  for  several  hundred  miles  to 
east  and  west.  In  Douglas  eounty.  Wis., 
about  twenty  miles  .southeast  of  Dulufh, 
the  Chippewa  company  Is  opening  a 
copper-gold -sliver  mine,  on  the  northern 
fold  of  the  Kewoenawan  trap  synclinal, 
tmd  several  other  mines  of  more  or  less 
promise  have  been  partly  developed  in 
Douglas  county,  though  all  but  the 
Chippewa  are  now  idle.  To  the  east- 
ward a  little  exploring  work  was  done 
on  Miohiplcoten  island  two  years  ago, 
l»it  no  permanent  mines  opened,  though 
nativj  copper  was  found  In  several 
shafts.  Still  further  to  the  east.  In  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  the  copper  de- 
velopments are  assuming  considerable 
Importance,  and  a  great  deal  has  been 
done  in  the  way  of  development  and 
e(iuipnient,  although  this  work  has  be.a 
gi\en  scant  attention  In  the  press. 

Canada    has    a    number   of    prfimislng' 
copper  districts,  located  in  Nova  Scotia, 
New    Brunswick,    Quebec,    Ontario    anl 
iiritlsh  Columbia,  but  only  those  of  the 
district  of  Algoma,  province  of  Ontario, 
will  be  referred  to  in  this  letter.     The 
copper-nickel  mines  of  Su<lbury,  on  the 
line  of  the  Canadian  Pacific,  about  140 
miles  east  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  are  the 
principal  source  of  the   world's  supply 
of  nickel,   as   they  have   been   for  some 
years   past.     The    first    development    at 
this  point  was  made  by  Cleveland  cap- 
italists In   the   '80s,   and    the   Canadian 
Copper  comjiany,  a  Cleveland  corpora- 
tion. Is  the  principal  Canadian  producer 
of  copper,  as  well  as  the  world's  largest 
producer  of  nickel,  a  metal  that  is  grow- 
ing In  favor  yearly,  owing  to  the  great 
value  of  Its  various  alloys,  nickel-steol 
being  the  hardest  of  metals  In  commer- 
cial use.    The  copper-nickel  ores  of  the 
Sudbury    district    are    Invariably    sul- 
phides. In  pyrrhotite.  the  country  roclt 
being  greenstone  and  diorlte.     The  ores 
are  heap-roasted,  and  afterwards  mat- 
ted,   thence    shipped    as    matte    to    the 
Orford  works  at  Constable  Hook.  N.  ,T.. 
this   being   the   only   American    smelter 
equipped    to    handle    nickeliferous    ores 
on    a    considerable     scale,    though      the 
Ouggenhelms  have  recently  established 
a  small  arsenical  smelter  near  Hacken- 
sack,    N.    J.,    for    the    reduction    of    the 
peculiar    mineral,    "mohawkite,"    taken 
from    the    Mohawk    mine   of    the     Lake 
Superior    dl.'^trict.      In    addition    to    the 
Canadian  company,  five  or  six  other  cor- 
ptralic.ns,    all    of   comparatively    recent 
or?niilzation,    are   developing   mines   In 
the  Sudbury  district,  and  several  of  tlie 
number  have  quite  promising  showing.^. 
In  the  Bruce  Mines-Rock  Lake  district 
of  Algoma  developments  of  importance 
have  been  secured  within  the  past  two 
years.     The   Hruce  mines  were   worked 
some  forty  years  ago,  and  were  consid- 
erable    producers,     measured     by     the 
standards  of  those  days,  when  a  copper 
mine  that  made  1.000,000  pounds  of  re- 
fined metal  In  a  year  was  a  big  prop- 
erty.    The    Bruce    mines   were   Idle   for 
some  years,  until  taken  in  hand  in  1899 
by  Lord  Douglas  of  Hawick,  who  made 
a     personal  inspection,  and     Interested 
English  capital  on  his  return  to  London. 
Work  at  the  mines  warf  stopped  last  No- 
vember, but  steam  Is  still  kept  up,  and 
the  mine  is  pumped,  pending  orders  for 
resumption,    which    may    come   at    any 
time.    The  Bruce  mines  have  an  extreme 
depth  of  about  fiOO  feet,  and  are  opened 
In  fissure  veins  cros.slng  the  greenstone, 
the  ore  coming  as  chalcopyrite  with  a 
gangue    of    quartzlte.        Extensive    Im- 
provements have  been  made  on  surface, 
and  the  mines  are  now  well  equipped  for 
production,    though    the    question    of 
what  to  do  with  the  ore  when  mined  Is 
troublesome,   there  being  no  smeltof  In 
Canada.    Eighteen  miles  from  the  Bruce 
group  are  the  mines  of  the  Rock  Lake 
company.    This  corporation  has  opened 
entirely      new       mines,       on       parallel 
sulphide      veins,      and      has     expended 
an     Immense     amount      of      money    in 
the  work.      Among    other    things      an 
eighteen-mile  railroad  has  been      built 
from   the  mine  to  a  junction   with   the 
Canadian  Pacific.      This  line,  the  Bru.e 
Mines  &  Algoma.  Is  operated  under      a 
Canadian  charter,  but  was  built      and 
equipped    with    funds    .supplied    by    the 
owners  of  the  Rock  Lake  properly.  The 
Rock  Lake  is  equipped  with  a  concen- 
trator of  perhaps  500  tons  dally  capa- 
city,  and   has  very  large  ore  reserves. 
Like   the  Bruce       mines,       the       Rock 
Lake  is  now  prepared  to  make  copper, 
when    arrangements    can    be    perfected 
for  smelting,  though  the  Rock  Lake  Is, 
apparently,    capable  of  a   much   larger 
output  than  the  Bruce. 

In  the  .''ame  general  district  as      the 
Bruce  and    Hock  Lake  properties       the 
Hou.ston  mine  is  located.       This  passed 
into  the  hands  of  mining  men  and  capi- 
talists  of    Houghton.    Mich..       a       few 
months  ago.  A  little  work  was  done,  .a 
tunnel   being  .sent   In    about    thirty-flve 
feet,   developing  a  H-foot  vein  of  sul- 
phide ore  averaging  aboat  8  per  rent.  It 
is  a  notable  fact  that  tUe  carbonate  and 
oxide  ores  so  common  at  and  near  the 
surfage   in   Arizona  and  other  Western 
mining  fields  of  the  United  Stat«»s      are 
not  found  In  Algoma.  either  In  the  Sud- 
bury or  Hock  Lake  districts,  the  coun- 
try rock  of  greenstone  and  diorite  not 
being  favorable  to  the      ores      named. 
Owing  to   the   Houston   being  eighteen 
miles  from  a  railroad,  and  the  advent  of 
winter  a  few  weeks  after  the  mine  was 
bought,  work  has  been  suspended      till 
spring,    but    will    be    pushed    when    the 
snow  goes,   the  owners  being  of  means 
and  accustomed  to  copper  mining.  One 
great  ditficulty  in  the  development  of  jill 
new  copper  fields  l.s  that  the  companies 
engaged    In    the    exploitation    of    mines 
are  composed,   as  a   rule,   of  men   who 
do  not   understand  that  copper  mining 
Is    the   most   expensive    mining   In    the 
world,  and  that  the  development      and 
equipment   of   a   good   mine  sometimes 
calls  for  millions,  and  always  for  hun- 
dreds of  thousands.

by  Houghton  county  men  is  likely  to  be 
the  best  thing  that  has  happened  to  the 
mining  Interests  of  Ontario  since  the 
first  copper  mine  was  opened.  In  1883, 
for  the  reason  that  it  will  bring  about 
the  building  of  a  smelter,  J.  J.  Case, 
manager  of  the  Houston  property,  is 
superintendent  of  the  extensive  smel- 
ters of  the  Lake  Superior  Smelting  com- 
pany at  Dollar  Bay  and  Hancock,  Mich., 
and  has  had  long  experience  in  smelting 
the  sulphide  ores  of  Montana,  which  are 
much  like  those  of  Al«oma.  Being  a 
practii-al  man  and  seeing  the  needs  of 
the  district,  Mr.  Case  was  not  long  in 
deciding  that  a  smelter  was  vital  to  the 
development  of  Aigoman  copper  min- 
ing. The  ores,  while  rich  and  easily 
concentrated,  will  Tiot  stand  the  heavy 
transportation  chargeg  required  to  get 
them  to  smelters  in  the  United  States. 
The  ores  of  the  Canadian  Copper  com- 
pany, at  Sudbury,  are  merely  matted  at 
the  mine,  but  owing  to  their  great 
values  In  nickel  can  pay  high  freight 
charges  that  would  be  ruinous  to  the 
mines  producing  (jopjicr  only.  The 
laws  of  Ontario  are  hl*,'hly  favorable  to 
smelting  industries,  and  our  Canadian 
cousins  have  long  been  desirous  of 
building  up  metallurg;ical  Industries 
within  their  own  borde;a.  being  dissat- 
isfied with  seeing  the  production  of 
their  mines  shipped  across  the  border 
as  raw  material.  Arnmgements  have 
been  practically  perfected  for  the  build- 
ing of  a  big  smelter  at  some  point  In 
the  Rock  Lake  district,  though  the  ex- 
act point  has  not  yet  been  chosen. 
Bonuses  have  been  offered  at  Rock 
Lake,  but  the  smelter  will  go  wherever 
conditions  are  the  most  favorable,  the 
principal  point  being  to  secure  a  site 
that  Is  readily  accessible  to  all  the  pro- 
ducers of  Importance,  and  with  favor- 
able railroad  connections.  The  new 
smelter  will  probably  have  a  capacity 
of  500  tons  of  concentrated  ore  dally, 
and  the  company  will  be  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  Ontario.  The  fact 
of  most  promise  to  the  Canadian  cop- 
per mining  interests  Is  that  the  smelt- 
ing plant  will  be  built,  not  for  a  bonus. 
but  by  practical  mining  and  smelting 
men  who  will  engage  in  this  venture  as 
a  straight  business  proposition.

PIttsbure:,  Feb.  3.— Edward  and  John 
Biddle,  murderers,  who  escaped  from  the 
Pittsburg  Jail  after  overpowering  and 
wounding  the  guards,  died  Saturday  night 
of  the  wounds  received  In  the  battle  for 
life  at  Butler  Friday  afternoon.  Mrs. 
Kate  Soffel,  the  wife  of  the  warden,  who 
aided  In  the  escape  and  furnished  the 
men  saws  and  revolvers.  Is  In  a  critical 
condition.  John  Biddle  died  at  7:45  and 
Edward   at  11   o'clock. 

One  of  the  sensational  Incidents  of  the 
day  was  the  finding  of  a  lost  love  letter 
from  Ed  Biddle  to  his  prison  sweetheart, 
Mrs.  Soffel,  In  the  snow  near  the  scene 
of  their  capture,  which  reveals  the  care- 
ful plot  for  their  escape  from  the  Alle- 
gheny county  jail. 

The  letter  clearly  shows  the  hazardous 
undertakings  of  the  infatuated  woman 
to  secure  the  escape  of  the  Biddies.  Since 
Dec.  2.  1901,  they  had  been  making  prep- 
arations to  escape.  The  discovered 
ejjlstle  tells  how  Mrs.  Soffel  carried  the 
saws  to  the  cells  of  the  Biddies.  It  shows 
the  Influence  Ed  Biddle  had  over  Mrs. 
Soffel. 

Mrs.  Soffel  fell  in  love  with  Ed  Biddle 
in  November.  The  burglar  soon  realized 
his  power  over  her.  It  was  not  long  until 
he  started  to  write  love  letters  to  her. 
Mrs.  Soffel  fell  madly  In  love  with  him, 
and  in  the  early  part  of  December  he  pro- 
posed a  plan  of  escape  to  her.  She  con- 
sented to  lend  her  aid.  Between  Dec.  14 
and  Dec.  It!  they  had  completed  all  ar- 
rangements to  escape  from  the  Jail.  Then 
they   learned  of  the  governor's  respite.      ' 

After  that  Ed  Biddle  almost  persuaded 
Mrs.  Soffel  to  fly  with  him  and  his 
brother.    The  letter  in  part  follows; 

"My  Precious  Little  Darling:— I  guess 
I  never  will  be  able  to  kiss  you  good-by. 
Pet.  don't  think  that  the  blow  Is  all  on 
you.  I  love  you,  dearest  baby,  more  to- 
day than  ever  before.  Each  minute  to- 
day has  been  like  an  hour  to  me.  You 
are  dearer  to  me  than  my  very  life.  I 
■will  own  up  and  tell  you  the  truth. 

"When  I  first  started  writing  to  yon 
I  did  not  love  you.  Now  I  have  learned 
to  love  you  better  than  my  life.  What 
I    want   to   say   is   this: 

"We  were  searched  close  today  and 
these  ftjliiws  would  swear  on  a  stack  of 
biijles  ten  feet  high  that  we  could  not 
have  had  this  stuff  on  us  since  Saturday, 
80  that  you  nearly  clear  yourself  of  all 
suspicion,  without  the  fellow  where  you 
bought  the  saws  should  come  to  the  sur- 
face. They  never  could  convict  you.  but 
some  people  might  suspect  you.  That 
woold  cut  no  figure.  They  never  could 
prove  it  to  save  their  lives. 

"80  now,  baby  darling,  more  precious 
to  me  than  ever,  ten  times  over,  you  are 
free  to  do  as  you  please. 

"It  would  be,  of  course,  darling,  safer 
for  you  to  stay  at  borne  until  1  could 
come  and  get  you.  Of  course.  It  would 
be  risking  my  freedom  and  life  again 
to  do  so.  but  I  would  risk  more  than  that 
for  you  If  possible.  You  must  not  think 
I  don't  love  you.  If  you  have  any  rea- 
son, as  I  know  you  have,  you  must  not 
fail  to  see  that  1  have  risked  all  that  you 
have  grlven  me  right  back  for  you,  to 
screen  and  protect  you.  VTes,  darling,  if 
1  did  not  love  you  as  dear  as  life  I  vrould 
have  left  this  place  last  Friday  night.  So 
darling  you  know  and  must  un<ier.stand 
that  your  pd  is  true.  1  never  will  do  you 
wrong. 

"It  would  be  much  easier  for  us  to  get 
away  If  you  staid  at  home,  on  account  of 
the  warden,  you  know.  In  case  you 
should  not  want  to  go,  go  to  the  post 
office  at  Homestead  about  March  18  and 
call  for  mail  under  the  name  of  Mrs. 
Charles  W.  McDonald.  You  will  get  a 
letter  telling  you  where  I  am  and  telling 
you  where  I  am  and  him  I  am  to  get  you. 
I  want  you  to  suit  yourself  In  this  mat- 
ter, my  own  darling,  but  1  would  rather 
you  go  tomorrow.  Just  as  I  have  directed. 
"Watch  the  papers  close  and  if  you 
see  they  have  traced  us  an.v  part  of  the 
way  leave  Toronto  on  the  quiet  and  go 
to  Montreal.  Leave  letter  In  the  Toronto 
office  for  me  and  as  soon  as  you  get 
settled  In  Montreal  write  me  a  letter  to 
the  postoffice  there,  all  in  signs,  where 
you  are.  Montreal  is  about  250  miles  fur- 
ther north.  Keep  low  until  I  reach  you. 
"You  must  think  some  yourself.  It  will 
be  easy  for  you  to  go  to  Buffalo,  then  to 
Niagara,  which  is  twenty-four  miles  from 
Buffalo.  From  th<<re  take  a  buss  and 
cross  over  the  suspension  bridge  Into 
Canada.  You  will  meet  custom  house 
officers  when  you  reach  the  Candian 
side.  Go  to  a  bank,  get  your  American 
money  changed  to  Canadian  money,  then 
ask  some  boy  or  woman  where  the  Grand 
Trunk  railway  station  Is.  Get  a  ticket 
for   Toronto. 

"The  rea.'<on  I  have  you  take  so  much 
caution  Is  that  they  will  try  to  trace  you 
to  find  mo.  They  will  say  right  away  as 
soon  as  they  come  to  a  realization  that 
you  and  I  are  together,  'Find  her  and  you 
will   get  the  Biddle  boys.' 

"So  I  want  you  to  smooth  every  track 
j'ou  make.  Don't  let  them  trace  you 
from  Pitt.9burg  at  all.  Change  your  ap- 
pearance so  that  no  one  will  have  seen 
you  If  they  are  .shown  your  photograph. 
Do  you  understand,  pet?  If  they  can't 
trace  you  to  Buffalo,  you  are  lost  to  them 
forever.  I  may  be  with  vou  In  three  of 
four  days,  can't  tell.  The  reason  I  .said 
a  week  or  two  was  that  I  am  not  sure, 
love,  and  you  would  be  worrying  yourself 
to  death,  thinking  that  I  was  lost  I'll 
come  as  quick  as  I  can,  mv  darling  baby 
"O,  my  darling.  If  I  could  only  hold  yo'u 
in  my  arms  once,  press  you  to  my  heart, 
ki-ss  your  dear  eyes,  then  you  are  mine 
forever,  or  until  death  claims  vou  and  me 
Hut  in  case  it  takes  you  first.  It  claims 
us  1>oth  together,  if  you  go  and  .«say  to 
yourself.  'I  want  Ed  or  none  on  "this 
earth.'  Hide  your  morphine  in  the  lining 
of  your  dress  somewhere,  so  If  you  are 
searched,  none  could  find  It.  And"  In  case 
the  worst  comes  to  thp  worst  wait  until 
you  are  alone,  becau.se  If  anv  one  knew 
you  took  It  the  doctors  woud  "pump  It  out 
with  a  stomach  pump. 

"Now.  pet.  if  you  go  Monday  let  me 
know  as  early  as  you  can.  Come  close  to 
the  window  and  say.  'I  will  go  '  for  T 
can  see  h.ilf  you  say  If  It  Is  light  outside 
If  you  go  tomorrow  I  will  then  go  to- 
morrow night.  Monday  night,  and  now 
dear,  be  sure  and  don't  keep  me  any 
longer,  pet.     Ever  yours.  •    ED  " 

John  Biddle.  It  had  been  thought,  would 
recover  from  his  wounds,  and  as  long  as 
hf  wp.s  left  under  this  Impression  he  was 
boastful,  but  when  internal  hemorrhage 
.set  In  and  the  doctors  told  him  that  "lis 
death  would  certainly  come  within  an 
hour,  he  broke  down  and  sent  for  a  priest. 
His  la.st  words  were. 

"I  know  that  my  time  here  Is  short, 
nnd  you  ran  say  for  me  that  I  am  a 
Christian  and  will  die  a  sincere  believer  In 
ftod,  and  hope  I  will  have  strength  enough 
lo  say  so  at  the  la.st.  I  know  I  have  tak- 
en part  In  many  wrong  deeds,  but  I  have 
never  killed  any  man  and  was  never  im- 
plicated with  anvone  who  did.  I  wish  I 
could  s»ee  Mrs.  Kahney.  I  would  tell  her 
the  truth  about  the  killing  of  her  husband. 
This  life  has  be^n  pretty  tough  to  me.  and 
the  end  cannot  come  too  quick,  and  I  don't 
care   how." 

He  did  not  live  loner  after  these  words, 
and  succumbed  at  7:35  p.  m. 

Ed  Piddle  was  unconscious  the  better 
part  of  the  day  and  Internal  hemorrhajre 
of  the  lungs  kept  him  almost  continually 
choked.  A  sister  of  the  Biddies  arrived  in 
town  in  the  evening  and  was  admitted  to

the  jail  but  Ed  was  unable  to  recognize 
her,  and  at  11  o'clock  he  died.  While  con- 
scious for  a  few  minutes  he  said  the  Kah- 
ney murder  was  committed  by  Walter 
Dorman,  assisted  by  a  man  who  had  that 
day  come  from  Chicago,  and  the  Seebers 
woman,  who  put  on  a  man's  suit.  This, 
Ed  said,  she  had  often  done  before  when 
.»he  had  assisted  them  in  their  robberies. 
He  admitted  having  committed  a  great 
many  robberies,  but  stoutly  maintained 
that  he  had  never  killed  anyone. 

Former  Warden  Soffel  made  the  start- 
ling revelation  that  ho  had  been  under  the 
Influence  of  chloroform  during  the  night 
when  the  Biddies  broke  jail.  Mr.  Soffel  be- 
lieves the  anaesthetic  was  administered  by 
his  wife. 


HEAD  DOWN. 


Aeronaut  Met  His  Death 

In     a    Terrible 

Manner. 

Antwerp,  Feb.  3.— The  death  of  Capt. 
Tartsch  Von  Siegfield,  the  military 
aeronaut,  who,  with  Dr.  Linke,  left  Ber- 
lin on  a  short  trip  Saturday  afternoon 
In  a  balloon,  which  was  driven  here  by 
a  gale  In  five  hours,  and  which  col- 
lapsed, occurred  In  the  following  man- 
ner: A  violent  storm  blew  the  balloon 
across  the  lllver  Scheldt,  Ju.st  above 
the  masts  of  the  vessels  there.  An 
anchor  was  thrown  out  from  the  bal- 
loon, but  the  cable  broke.  The  bal- 
loon was  then  driven  over  the  village 
of  Zwyndrecht,  followed  by  an  excited 
crowd,  which  was  watching  the  desper- 
ate efforts  of  the  aeronauts.  Dr.  Linke 
sprang  from  the  balloon  when  at  a 
height  of  fifteen  feet  and  Capt.  Von 
Siegfield  tried  to  do  likewise,  but  be- 
came entangled  in  the  ropes  and  re- 
mained hanging  by  his  left  foot.  The 
balloon  sped  on  for  200  yards  further, 
dragging  him  head  downward.  The 
peasants  then  secured  the  balloon  w^ith 
ropes  and  found  that  Von  Siegfield's 
head  was  shattered  and  his  spine 
broken. 

Capt.  Von  Siegfield  was  one  of  the 
best  known  aeronauts  in  the  German 
army. 

DIAMONDS  LOCATED. 

Those  Stolen  at  Glendive  Will 
Be  Recovered. 

Glpndlve,  Mont.,  Feb.  3.— The  dia- 
monds stolen  from  the  two  Iron-bound 
trunks  belonging  to  C.  B.  Clausen,  tra- 
veling representative  of  a  Minneapolis 
wholesale  jewelry  firm,  were  reported 
Sunday  at  Terry,  forty  miles  west  of 
Glendive,  where  they  had  been  cashed. 

The  robbery,  which  occurred  on  Jan. 
19,  was  a  bold  one,  the  trunks  being 
taken  from  the  Northern  Pacific  bag- 
gage room,  broken  open  and  the  dia- 
monds abstracted.  Jerry  McCarty, 
who  was  arrested  on  suspicion,  Is  said 
to  have  made  a  full  confession  to  the 
sheriff  and  have  given  directions  for 
the  finding  of  the  missing  jewels. 

TURMOIL  IS  INCREASED 

By    Statement    By    Another 
Northwestern  Professor. 

Chicago.  Feb.  3.— Dr.  Milton  S.  Terry, 
one  of  the  members  of  the  faculty  of 
the  Garrett  Biblical  Institute,  the  theo-. 
llglcal  department  of  Northwestern  uni- 
versity, stirred  to  unusual  depths  be- 
cause of  recent  criticisms  passed  upon 
hhn,  has  Issued  a  statement  replying  to 


his  critics.  In  the  statement  he  take* 
the  stand  that  God  is  not  the  only  cre- 
ator, and  cites  instances  where  the  cre- 
ation  of  matter  is  due  to   other  sources. 

The  statement  Is  the  outcome  of  a  dis- 
cussion which  Dr.  Terry  has  had  with 
Edward  A.  Kimball,  of  Boston,  a  prom- 
inent member  of  the  Christian  Science 
faith.  In  a  recent  lecture  at  Bvanston 
Mr.  Kimball  stated  that  God  created  sin 
sickness  and  death.  With  this  statement 
Dr.  Terry  took  Issue  so  vigorously  that 
criticisms  were  made  upon  his  ortho- 
doxy. This  led  to  the  publishing  by  the 
doctor  of  his  ideas  on  the  matter. 

In  the  statement  he  says,  among  other 
thlng.s:  "God  is  not  the  only  creator, 
nor  has  his  omnipotence  anv  necessary 
logical  or  casual  connectiori  with  sm. 
Sin  la  the  creation  of  a  self-conscious 
free  person,  made  a  little  lower  than  God, 
but  just  as  real  as   He." 

"I  am  surprised,"  said  the  doctor  in 
his  statement,  "to  learn  that  an  oppo- 
sition so  Inconsistent  with  oh\iou8  f.TCta 
should  be  accepted  by  the  careful  think- 
er.'

Washlnpton.  Feb.  3.— Governor  Taft 
today  continued  his  statement  before 
the  senate  committee  on  the  Philip- 
pines regarding  the  conditions  existing 
in  those  Islands.  Answering  a  question 
by  Mr.  Lodge,  he  described  the  condi- 
tion of  the  island  of  Samar.  where  the 
people  are  still  in  insurrection,  and  said 
he  was  not  prepared  to  state  that  this 
Island  was  never  wholly  subjected  to 
Spanish  rule.  He  then  described  the 
Qualifications  requisite  for  an  elector  in 
the  different  towns  where  the  commis- 
sion had  established  governments. 
These  were  that  such  persons  shall 
speak  and  write  English  or  speak  and 
write  Spanish,  or  have  filled  a  muni- 
cipal oftiee  under  Spanish  rule,  or  that  1 
be  shall  pay  $l.=i  gold  taxes  a  year. 

Governor  Taft  then  entered  upon  a 
general  narrative  of  the  work  of  tlie 
tommi.ssion.  When  the  comnii.ssion  ar- 
rived at  Manila  they  found  the  people 
diviaed  into  three  classes,  those  in  favor 
of  the  exclusion  of  American  sovereign- 
ty altogether,  the  Spanish  party  in 
favor  of  this  government  and  a-  large 
body  of  Ignorant  people  wlio  were  en- 
tirely indifferent. 

Governor  Taft  said  that   the   instruc- 
tions to  the  commission,   which  gradu- 
ally placed  more  power  In  the  civil  gov- 
ernment,   had    had    a    marvelous   effect 
upon   the   people.     The  insurrection,   he 
said,  had  been  most  active  in  September 
preceding  the  elections  In  this  country, 
with    the    view    of    influencing,    and    for 
this,  reason  it  had  heen  dithcult  to  bi  In? 
the  Filipinos  to  a  discussion  of  legisl-i- 
tion   which   the  cu,jnmi8slon   was  enat-t- 
Ing      There  was  doubt  as  to  what  the 
policy   of   the   I'nited   States    would   be. 
"The  subordinate  military  officers,"  he 
continued,  "were  a  little  bit  contemptu- 
ous of  what  we  were  doing  because  It 
seemed  to  plav  so  unimportant  a  part  In 
the  situation,  but  when  the  power  over 
the  purse  strings   began    to   tighten   in 
the  matter  of  appropriations,  those  gen- 
tlemen, who  were  spending  the  island  s 
funds,    began    to   appreciate   that    there 
was   somfc    power   behind    the   commis- 
sion." .  .  .      ,        1 
Governor  Taft  said  it   will  be  found, 
on  investigation,  that  the  surrenders  by 
the  insurgents  of  arms  and   men   were 
far  in  excess  of  the  actual  captures  by 
the  military..      The  municipal  code  was 
not    put    into    operation,    he   said,    until 
after  the   presidential   election   in       the 
I'nlted   States   because   of   the   unsatls- 
tory  condition  of  affairs,  but  as  soon  as 
It  became  known  to  the  people  that  the 
commission  had  thought  it  wise  to  pro- 
vide for  the  election  of  governors,  which 
occurs  next  month,  the  Filipinos  flocked 
to  them   with  expressions  of  gratifica- 
tion.      He  said   that  the   theory  of  the 
commission  in   their  formation  of  civil 
government  is  that  the      Indispensable 
aid  to  the  ultimate  success  of  popular

TWs  has  been  a  very  Quiet  election 
flay. 

I?oth  skies  are  confident  and  full  ot 
work.  The  preclnet  men  on  both  sides 
are  hustling  after  voters. 

The  severe  cold  weather  this  morn- 
ing broke  up  the  calculations  some- 
what. keeplnpT  the  vote  down  very  close 
till  along  toward  noon,  when  the  work 
wf  the  precinct  men  and  aldermanlc 
candidates  began  to  make  a  showing. 

The  cold  w.-ather  gave  the  Republi- 
cans an  awful  scare.  They  have  been 
so  lontldent  of  winning  that  they 
feared  many  of  the  piirty  would  not 
consider  it  neces.»<ary  to  get  out  and 
vote. 

This  scare  was  seen  In  the  betting, 
•niere  was  very  little  Republican 
money  offered  during  the  morning. 

At  noon  incomplete  returns  from  pre- 
cincts all  over  the  city  indicated  that 
50  per  cent  of  the  registered  vote  had 
been  cast.  Many  of  the  reports  were 
only  estimate.-!,  as  the  voting  was  .-o 
fast  and  furious  during  the  noon  hour 
that  tne  judges  could  not  keep  track  of 
the  exact  number. 

li\  the  First  ward  the  reports  indi- 
cate something  of  a  surprise  to  the  K^- 
publicans.  Two  years  ago  Hugo  car- 
ried the  ward -by  SI.  The  indications 
at  noon  today  were  that  the  First 
would  pro   iloally  split  even. 

Dr.  Cul.um,  the  Democratic  candi- 
date for  alderman,  seems  likely  to  win 
out  In  this  overwhelmingly  Itcpuhllcan 
t'.istrlct.  He  is  personally  very  popular 
and  has  been  making  a  good,  clean 
flght. 

In  the  Second  ward  the  Republicans 
at  noon  today  cnncedetl  the  election  of 
The<Hlore  Krumsleg.

FRANCE  TO  RETALIATE 

If  Venezuela  Does  Not  Allow  Sacrestal  to   Land 

Diplomatic  Relations  Between  the  Two 

Countries  Will  Not  Be  Renewed. 


Wlllemstad,  Island  of  Curacoa,  Feb. 
4. — Advices  received  here  from  Caracas 
state  that  the  French  government  has 
notified  the  government  of  Venezuela 
that  France  will  not  sign  the  protocol 
pre.sented  by  Venezuela  for  a  renewal 
of  diplomatic  relations  between  the  two 
countries  unless  M.  Secrestal,  Jr.,  Is 
Immediately  authorized  to  land  at 
La  Guayra  and  protect  the  Interests  of 
his  father,  who  leased  the  estates  of 
Gen.  Matos,  the  revolutionary  leader, 
whose  property  was  subsequently 
seized  by  the  Venezuelan  government. 
In  ca.«e  of  Venezuela's  refusal  to  grant 
the  demand  of  the  French  government, 
France  will  immediately  Impose  duties 
on  Venezuelan  cacao,  which  would  be 
di.sastrous  for  Venezuela. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Venezuelan 
troops  have  been  defeated  by  Batalla 
and  Loretollema  near  Raul.

at  Caracas,  Including  Senors  Villejas 
Pulldo.  Olemente  Urbaneja.  Arvelo  and 
\'olcan.  This  is  looked  upon  as  proof 
that  the  government  Is  In  fear  of  more 
serious   complications. 

A  dispatch  from  Sablnllla  says  that 
the  revolutionary  steamer  LIbertador 
was  at  that  port  Jan.  24,  having  her 
boilers  repaired.

There  Is  no  truth  In  the 
reports  that  the  captain  and  other  of- 
ficers of  the  LIbertador  were  deserting 
that  vessel.

AIRSHIP  WAS  BURNED 


Serious  Loss  to  Thomas  Buchanan  Who  Had  a  Fly- 
ing Machine  Shaped  Like  a  Bird 
Almost  Completed. 


New  York,  Feb.  4.— Fire  at  Denmead, 
Hampshire,  has  destroyed  Buchanan's 
airship,  which  was  built  to  rival  the 
airship  of  M.  Santos-Dumont,  accord- 
ing to  a  dLspath  from  London  to  the 
Journal  and  American.  The  fire  broke 
out  In  the  shed  in  which  Buchanan's 
flyer  was  housed.  Tramps  charged  with 
starting  the  blaze  have  been  arrested. 

This  loss  will  be  a  serious  setback  for 
Thomas    Buchanan,    the    English       in- 


ventor,  who  recently  cpmpleted  the 
burned  airship  after  devoting  twenty 
years  of  thought  and  labor  to  Its  con- 
struction. In  constructing  his  ma- 
chine, Mr.  Buchanan  endeavored  as 
closely  as  possible  to  follow  the  out- 
lines of  a  bird.  The  steering  gear  wa« 
an  aluminum  rudder,  shaped  like  a  fish 
lln.  Gasoline  motors  entered  into  the 
scheme  of  propulsion,  and  the  Inventor 
pl.inned  to  carry  passengers  Inside  the 
boviy  of  the  machine  Instead  of  In  an 
attached  car.  The  Inventor  had  not 
given  a  public  demonstration  of  the 
working  of  his   machine.

Strike  of  the  Students  In  State  School  at  Golden 

May  Result  In  the  Closing  of  the 

Institution. 


Denver,  Feb.  4.— The  strike  of  stu- 
dents at  the  state  school  of  mines  at 
Golden,  Col.,  against  what  they  assert 
to  be  unfair  treatment  by  the  faculty 
bids  fair  to  continue  indefinitely  and 
result  In  the  closing  down  of  that  well 
known  institution,  at  least  for  the 
present  school  year.

Telegrams  have  been  re- 
ceived from  a  number  of  Institutions  of 
similar  nature  offering  lo  matriculate 
them  as  a  body  and  a  number  of  the 
Golden  men  have  already  entered  other 
schools.

Dowling  Being  Re^Llected. 

Governor's  Message  to  Be 
Read  on  Wednesday. 

Tax  Code  Likely  to  Be  Pas*' 
sed  In  Amended  Form.

St.  Paul,  Feb.  4.— (Special  to  The 
Hei*ald.) — In  response  to  a  call  by  Gov- 
ernor Van  Sant,  the  Minnesota  legisla- 
ture convened  In  extra  session  at  11 
o'clock  today. 

The  house  carried  out  the  slate  that 
had  been  announced,  the  speaker  calling 
the  body  to  order  at  11  o'clock  sharp. 
Representative  Umland  was  made  tem- 
porary clerk  of  the  house  and  he  read 

the  governor's  proclamation.  Speaker 
I>owllng,  in  a  short  address,  expressed 
the  hope  that  the  record  of  the  house 
would  be  kept  up  to  last  year's  stand- 
trd.  A  resolution  was  introduced  by 
Representative  Allen  providing  for  the 
organizing  of  the  house,  in  which  ne 
emitted  naming  the  speaker.  There- 
fore Representative  Laybourn,  of  Du- 
luth,  moved  an  amendment,  naming  M. 
J.  Dowling  as  speaker  lo  head  the  list. 
Mr.  Layborn  did  this  in  order  to  pre- 
vent any  contest  on  the  laws  passed  at 
this  session  on  the  ground  that  the  or- 
ganization was  not  regular.  The  at- 
torney general  has  ruled  that  Sjieaker 
Dowling  held  over  from  last  session, 
and  that  there  was  no  need  of  re-elect- 
ing him.  But  it  was  thought  better  to 
make  the  matter  saie.  "This  amend- 
ment was  adopted  and  the  resolution 
passed  as  amended.  The  organization 
of  the  house  is  as  follows:

Will  Soon  Have  Telegraph 

Line    Between  Valdes 

and  Eagle  City. 

Dawson,  via  Seattle,  Feb.  4.— Permanent 
telegraphic  communication  between  Val- 
des and  Eagle  City  will  be  established  by 
next  June.  Capt.  Brunell,  who  left  Val- 
des early  last  month  to  complete  the  line, 
stated  that  he  estimated  that  the  remain- 
ing distance  would  be  strung  with  wires 
within  six  months. 

Twelve  men  of  the  United  States  signal 
corps  from  Vancouver  barracks  have  been 
sent  north  to  aid  in  the  work.  About  100 
horses  and  250  tons  of  baggage  will  be 
taken  on  the  expedition,  which  will  be  un- 
der the  direction  of  Capt.  Burnell.  a  well- 
known  mining  engineer.  Wires  have  al- 
ready been  strung  aixjut  twenly-five  miles 
beyond  Copper  Center.  The  many  dis- 
coveries along  the  Copper  river  has 
caused  a  big  boom  at  Valdes  and  much 
building  Is  going  on  there. 

By  spring,  it  is  expected  that  1-500  tons  of 
coal  will  be  ready  for  shipment  from  the 
newly  discovered  mines  at  Five  Finger, 
near  here.    The  vein  Is  four  feet  thick.

A  well-defined  hope  has  been  enter-

A  good 
deal  of  work  has  been  toward  rallying 
this  class  of  legislators,  and  the  Duluth 
members  who  were  here  on  the  eve  of 
the  opening  day  of  the  session  were  in 
the  van  of  that  effort. 

The  aparent  danger  of  the  bill's  be- 
ing railroaded  through  without  discus- 
sion Is,  therefore,  averted,  and  what- 
ever is  done  with  it.  the  probabilities 
are  now  that  it  will  be  thoroughly 
talked  over  before  any  action  is  taken. 

The  friends  of  the  bill,  according  to 
the  report  that  Is  current,  had  delegat- 
ed the  old  w^airior.

ishers;  but,   not   having  received,  his   let- 


I  ter  making  a  specific  offer,  I  am  unable 
to  say  anything  dcimite  at  the  present 
time. 

"However,  I  am  always  delighted  to 
benefit  or  help  sport  in  any  possible  way, 
and  1  might  lend  Shamrock  In  the  In- 
terest of  sport,  but,  understand.  1  would 
not  charter  my  yacht  at  any  price.  I 
would,  however,  agree  to  lend  Shamrock 
to  Mr.  Post  provided  he  adequately  fitted 
her  out  at  his  own  expense  for  a  contest 
with  Columbia  If  it  Is  possible  to  send 
Britishers  to  man  Columbia. 

"Frankly,  I  would  rather  see  a  race  be- 
tween the  two  yachts  this  season  with 
American  crews  aboard  each,  which  I 
think  would  be  a  belter  test  of  relative 
merits  of  the  two  boats." 


DECEIVED  BY  LIGHTS 


Crew  of  Wrecked  Schooner  Evidently  Thought  the 

Stranded  Claverdale  Was  Anchored  and 

Beached  Their  Own  Vessel. 


Atlantic  City,  N.  J..  Feb.  4.— The  Brlg- 
anttne  Beach  life-saving  station  reports 
that  the  condition  of  the  stranded  Brit- 
ish steamship  CIa\erdale  is  unchanged 
today.  Wrecking  tugs  are  at  work  on 
her,  but  it  is  not  believed  they  will  be 
able  to  float  her  until  most  of  the  7000 
tons  cargo  has  "been  removed.  So  far  no 
damage  has  been  InfUcted  on  the  Clav- 
erdale, and  being  a  new  boat  she  may  be 


able  to  stand  the  strain  until  her  cargo 
Is  lightered. 

The  schooner  Edith  L.  Allen,  of  Bath, 
Me.,  which  came  ashore  yesterday  morn- 
ing about  600  feet  from  where  the  Claver- 
dale is  stranded,  is  leaking  one  foot  an 
hour  and  in  bad  condition.  It  is  feared 
she  will  become  a  total   wreck. 

The  theory  is  advanced  by  the  life 
savers  that  the  crew  of  the  schooner  were 
deceived  by  the  lights  on  the  stranded 
Claverdale.  presuming  the  latter  to  be  at 
anchor  and  thus  beached  their  own  ves- 
sel.

MORRIS  BILL 


For  Opening  Leech  Lake 

Reservation  Has  Been 

Drafted. 

Washington,  Feb.  4.— Representative 
Uorris  has  completed  the  draft  of  his 
bill  to  amend  the  Nelson  timber  law.  It 
contains  provisions  agreed  upon  at  the 
conference  last  week  with  an  amend- 
ment limiting  the  total  area  of  tlmVjer 
land  to  be  held  in  reserve  to  225,000 
acres.  There  seems  to  be  some  doubt 
about  the  exact  extent  of  the  pine 
laud,  some  placing  It  as  high  as  300.000 
acres  and  others  as  low  as  200.000.  This 
Includes  lands  from  which  the  timber 
is  to  be  cut  and  that  reserved  in  It.s  en- 
tirety. Lands  under  the  Morris  bill 
will  be  thrown  open  to  settlement  and 
entry  under  the  homestead  law  after 
the  pine  has  been  cut  and  sold. 

The  bill  gives  absolute  authority  to 
the  Kecretary  of  the  interior  to  regu- 
late the  sale  of  the  pine,  at  not  less 
than  $Ty  per  thousand,  and  to  Increase 
thi.s  rniniinum  If  he  so  elects.  The  ag- 
ricultural lands  and  the  pine  lands  are 
to  be  examined  and  classified  by  ex- 
perts, who  are  to  receive  not  more  than 


$8  per  day.  These  lands  are  to  be 
classified  in  forty-acre  tracts,  and  after 
100,000  acres  have  been  surveyed  and 
examined,  the  secretary  of  the  in- 
terior is  authorized  to  sell  the  pine  at 
auction  to  the  highest  bidder,  reserving 
the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bWs  on 
stumpage.  The  timber  la  to  be  scaled 
by  the  Scribnor's  rule,  in  the  log,  after 
being  cut. 

Following  is  the  forest  reservation 
provLsion:  "There  shall  be  reserved 
from  sale  or  settlement  the  lands  and 
timber  on  islands  In  Cass  lake  and 
Leech  lake,  And  on  Pine  Point,  on  which 
the  Leech  Lake  agency  la  located,  ap- 
proximating 0000  acres;  and.  In  addi- 
tion thereto,  not  to  exceed  ten  sections 
on  the  general  reservation,  to  be  select- 
ed by  the  forester  of  the  department  of 
agriculture,  under  the  approval  of  the 
secretary  of  the  Interior.  Said  lands 
so  selected  shall  not  contain,  In  the  ag- 
gregate, more  than  10,000  feet  of  pine 
lumber  to  forty  acres,  and  shall  be  se- 
lected In  lots  not  to  exceed  320  acres 
each  In  contiguous  areas,  and  such  oe- 
lectlona  shall  not  In  any  way  delay  tha 
opening  of  the  agricultural  lands." 

The  sub-committee  in  charge  of  the 
Indian  appropriations  bill  ha.s  com- 
pleted the  second  draft  of  that  mea- 
sure. Among  the  Items  Included  In  it 
Is  one  authorizing  the  commissioner  of 
Indian  affairs  to  place  a  bonded  schiol 
superintendent  In  charge  of  the  White 
Earth  agency  whenever  he  thinks  It 
.should  be  done.  This  was  done  tin 
recommendation  of  the  commissioner, 
who  thinks  a  school  superintendent  can 


administer  the  affairs  of  that  agency 
as  well  as  a  regular  agent.  This 
threatens  Simon  Mlchelet,  of  Minne- 
apolis, Incumbent  of  that  office.  An 
appropriation  of  $65,000  Is  made  to  en- 
able the  commissioner  to  make  a  gen- 
eral investigation  covering  annuities, 
rations  and  the  character  of  lands  on 
all  the  reservations,  with  a  view  to 
carrying  out  his  new  policy  of  allott- 
ment  and  segregation  cif  reservations. 
Another  paragraph  cuts  down  the 
membership  of  the  Dawes  commission 
from  four  to  three.  Tarns  Blxby,  of 
Minnesota,  Is  acUng  chairman  of  the 
commission.  An  appropriation  of  $90,000 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  Chlppewas  Is 
Included  in  the  bill.  A  new  residence 
for  the  agent  at  White  Earth  to  cost 
$.1500  Is  also  provided  for  with  $12,000  to 
ef|ulp  and  maintain  the  Indian  Insane 
asylum  at  Canton.  S.  D..  and  $5000  for 
additions  to  the  school  plant  at  Tomah, 
Wis.  <A££iia

RETIREMENT 


Of  Salisbury  Will  Be  Co- 
incident With  End 
of  War. 

London.  Feb.  4.— It  Is  now  said  that  the 
retirement  of  Lord  Salisbury  from  office 
will  be  co-lncldent  with  the  end  of  the 
South  African  war.  The  St.  James  Gaz- 
ette today  claims  to  have  the  highest 
authority  for  saying:  "The  premier  has 
fixed  the  restoration  of  peace  in  South 
Africa  as  the  appropriate  moment  to  re- 
sign otflce.  If  the  war  Is  ended.  I^ord 
Salisbury  will  retire  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  parliamentary  session,  but  It  is  his 
present  Intention  to  retain  his  post  until 
peace  Is  accomplished."

Declines  to  Allow  Nether- 
lands  Government 
to  Intervene. 


Settlement  of  War  Must 

Be     Made     By 

Burghers. 


Negotiations  With  Them 

Can  Be  Begun  If 

Desired. 


H0TEL  BURNED. 

Dustin  House  at  Elmore  Tu" 
tally  Destroyed. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  4.— An  Elmore.  Minn., 
special  to  the  Dispatch  says:  At  3:30 
this  morning  fire  broke  out  In  the  Dus- 
tin hotel.  The  gruests  made  their  es- 
cape, but  saved  nothing.  The  hotel 
burned  to  the  ground  and  was  a  total 
loss. 


London,  Feb.  4. — The  British  govern- 
ment replied  to  Dr.  Kuyper,  the  Dutch 
premier,  that  if  the  Boers  in  the  field 
desire  to  negotiate  for  peace  negotia- 
tions can  be  entered  into;  but,  only  in 
South  Africa.  The  British  government 
adheres  to  its  intention  not  to  accept 
the  intervention  of  any  foreign  power. 

The  text  of  the  reply  of  Lord  Lans- 
downe,  the  British  foreign  secretaiy,  to 
the  communication  of  Dr.  Ivuyper,  the 
premier  of  The  Netherlands,  Is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"The  Foreign  Office,  Jan.  29.— Sir: 
Y'ou  were  good  enough  to  lay  before 
me,  Jan.  25,  a  communication  from  The 
Netherlands'  government  in  which  it 
was  proposed  that,  with  the  object  of 
bringing  the  war  to  an  end,  his 
majesty's  government  might  grant  a 
safe  conduct  to  the  Boer  delegates,  now 
in  Holland,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
them  to  confer  with  the  Boer  leaders 
ill  South  Africa.  It  is  suggested  that 
after  a  conference  the  delegates  might 
return  to  Europe  with  power  to  con- 
clude a  treaty  of  peace  with  this 
country;  and  The  Netherlands'  govern- 
ment Intimates  that,  in  this  event,  they 
might  at  a  later  stage,  be  in.strumen- 
tal  in  placing  the  Boer  plenipotenti- 
aries in  relation  with  'plenipotentiaries 
who  might  be  appointed  by  his  majes- 
ty's government.  The  Netherlands' 
government  Intimates  that  if  this  pro- 
jeca  commends  itself  to  his  majesty's, 
government  they  will  inquire  of  the 
delegates  whether  they  are  prepared  to 
make  the  suggested  visit  to  South 
Africa.  It  may,  therefore,  be  inferred 
that  the  communication  I  received  was 
made  on  the  responsibility  of  The 
Netherlands'  government  alone,  and 
without  authority  flrom  the  Boer  dele- 
gates or  leaders.  Hi.s  majesty's  gov- 
ernment has  given  It  their  best  consid- 
eration, and  whilst  entirely  apprecia- 
tive of  tJie  motives  of  humanity  which 
led  The  Netherlands'  government  to 
make  this  proposal,  they  feel  they  mu.st 
adhere  to  the  position  adopted  and 
publicly  announced  1)y  them  some 
months  after  the  commencement  of 
hostilities  by  the  Boers,  that  It  is  not 
their  intention  to  accept  the  interven- 
tion of  any  foreign  power  in  the  South 
African  war. 

"Should  the  Boer  delegates  them.selves 
desire  to  lay  a  request  for  safe  conduct 
before  his  majesty^  government,  there 
is  no  reason  why  they  should  not  do  so. 
But  his  majesty's  government,  obvious- 
ly, are  not  in  a  position  to  express  an 
opinion  on  any  such  application  until 
they  have  received  it  and  are  aware  of 
the  precise  nature  and  grounds  where- 
upon the  request  Is  made. 

"I  may,  therefore,  point  out  that  It  is 
not  at  present  clear  to  his  majesty's 
government  that  the  delegates  retain 
any  influence  over  the  representatives 
of  the  Boers  in  South  Africa,  or  have 
any  voice  in  their  councils.  They  are 
stated  by  the  Netherland.s  governinent 
to  have  no  such  letters  of  cr?den;'e  or 
Instruction  of  a  later  date  than  March, 
1900.  His  majesty's  government,  on 
the  other  hand,  understood  that  all  the 
powers  of  government,  Including  tho.-^^e 
of  negotiations,  were  now  completely 
vested  In  Mr.  Steyn,  for  the  Boers  of 
the  Orange  Rivery  Colony,  and  Mr. 
SchalkbiH^er  for  those  of  the  Trans- 
vaal. If  this  is  so,  It  Is  evident  that 
the  quickest  and  most  satl.sfactory 
means  of  arranging  a  settlement  would 
be  by  direct  communication  between 
the  leaders  of  the  Boer  forces  In  South 
Africa  and  the  commander-in-chief  of 
his  majesty's  forces,  who  has  already 
been  Instructed  to  forward  immediately 
any  ofCer.s  he  may  receive  for  the  con- 
."^ideratlon  of  his  majesty's  government. 

"In  the.se  circumstances,  his  ma- 
jesty's government  have  decided  that  if 
the  Boer  leaders  should  desire  to  enter 
Into  negotiations  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  the  war  to  an  end,  these  nego- 
tiations must  take  place,  not  in  Europe, 
but  in  South  Africa. 

"It  .should,  moreover,  be  borne  in 
mind  that  If  the  Boer  leader.s  are  to 
occupy  time  In  visiting  South  Africa.  In 
con.suitlng  with  Boer  leaders  in  the 
field  and  In  returning  to  Europe  for 
the  purpose  of  making  known  the  re- 
.sult.s  of  their  errand,  a  period  of  at 
least  three  months  would  elapse,  dur- 
ing which  hostilities  would  be  prolonged 
and  much  human  suffering.  jiorhaps 
needlessly  occasioned.       I  have,  etc..

Essie  Smith,  of  Sauk  Center,  a  victim 
of  the  "Orphanage"  scheme. 

She  met  Mrs.  Baker  in  Sauk  Center 
sometime  ago.     She   was   told   that   her 

baby  would  be  taken  care  of  free,  and 
that  her  mother  would  be  given  steady 
emi)loyment  at  $6  a  week  at  the  "Or- 
phanage" if  Mrs.  Smith  would  agree  to 
go  on  the  road  for  t)he  institution  at  a 
salary  of  $10  a  day. 

Mrs.  Smith  says  she  traveled  for  sev- 
eral weeks  and  turned  In  from  $15  to 
$40  a  day  to  the  "Orphanage." 

They  charged  $2  a  week  for  caring  for 
her  baby  and  only  paid  her  mother  $4  a 
week. 

The  day  before  Christmas  Mrs.  Smith 
shipped  her  bicycle  to  Duluth.  In 
Baker's  name.  He  had  been  In  Chi- 
cago conferring  with  "Elijah"  Dowle 
until  a  few  days  ago.  and  Mrs.  Smith 
did  not  have  an  opportunity  to  ques- 
tion him  about  her  wheel. 

When  she  pressed  him  for  an  expla- 
nation of  why  the  wheel  had  not  been 
tuj'ned  over  to  her  he  ordered  the  en- 
tire family  out  of  the  "Orphanage." 

It  was  discovered  by  the  police  iha.t 
Mr.  Baker  took  the  wheel  out  of  the 
express  offlce  yesterday  morning.  Yes- 
terday a  detective  and  Mrs.  Smith  and 
her  mother  went  out  to  the  "Orphan- 
age" to  demand  It. 

Baker  ordered  them  off  the  premises. 
I>ast  night  an  officer  went  out  again 
with  Mrs.  Smith,  and  Mrs.  Baker  or- 
dered tliem  away. 

This  morning  Detectives  Irwin  and 
Mork  visited  the  "Orphanage"  with  a 
warrant  for  Mr.  Baker,  but  could  not 
find  bim.  They  also  searched  the  house 
for  the  bicycle,  but  failed  to  And  It. 

One  of  the  women  says  th,at  only  two 
or  tJiree  of  the  babies  in  tTie  "Orphan- 
age" are  kept  free  of  charge,  while  the 
others  are  being  charged  Just  as  much 
as  the  parents  are  willing  to  pay.  Mr. 
Baker  explained  to  her  that  It  was 
neecssary  to  keep  a  few  without  pay  In 
order  to  protect  themselves  In  law.

Services  of  United  States 

Horse  Expert  Were 

Offered  Britain. 

Ix)ndon,  Feb.  4.— In  the  house  of  com- 
mons, last  evening,  Maj.  Arthur  I.«o  (Con- 
servatove),  formerly  British  attache  with 
the  United  States  army  during  the  Span- 
ish-American war  and  later  British  mili- 
tary attache  at  Washington,  said  Oreat 
Britain  had  been  offered  the  services  of 
the  chief  horse  expert  of  the  United  States 
army,  as  advisor  In  the  purcha.se  of  Amer- 
ican horses  for  the  British  army. 

The  revelation  was  made  during  .a  heat- 
ed debate  on  the  remount  question,  when 
.MaV   Lee  said: 

"The  accredited  representative  of  the 
war  office.  Col  Wardrop,  the  attache  at 
Vienna,  was  given  no  opportunity  of  show- 
ing what  knowledge  he  possessed  of  the 
resources  of  the  country.  In  the  same 
way.  I,  being  military  attache  at  Wash- 
ington was  not  Informed  that  there  was 
any  Intention  of  buying  horses  in  the 
United  States.  I  learne<l  from  the  Ameri- 
can newspapers  that  British  officers  had 
been  sent  to  btiy  horses,  but  I  was  not 
Informed  as  to  who  they  were  nor  was 
I  asked  to  give  them  such  assistance  as 
mv  position  Implied.  I  was  competent  to 
give.  At  the  time  I  had  the  opportunity, 
through  the  good  will  of  a  high  official,  of 
getting  th»»  services  of  the  chief  horse  ex- 
pert of  the  United  States  army,  a.s  adviser. 
1  cabled  the  suggestion  to  the  war  office, 
but  I  received  no  reply." 

The  whole  debate  on  thin  question  In  the 
hou.se  of  commons  causes  widespread  In- 
dignation which  is  as  evident  among  the 
strongest  supporters  of  the  government 
as  among  the  meml)ers  of  the  opposition. 

The  ministerial  press  vigorously  charges 
the  war  office  with  absolute  incompetency. 
If  nothing  worse,  and  demands  a  searching 
Inifiulry.  hinting  at  the  possibility  that  the 
more  important  departments  of  the  war 
office  makes  no  more  <reditable  showing 
than  the  remount  department.

Since  the  publication  of  the  fact  that 
the  l':astern  Minnesota  Railway  company 
will  extend  its  ore  dock  at  Allouez  bay 
and  otherwise  prepare  to  Increase  Its  fa- 
cilities for  handling  ore  the  coming  sea- 
son. It  has  been  learned  from  reliable 
Sources  that  the  Improvements  contem- 
I>iated  are  on  a  much  larger  scale  than  at 
llrst  reported. 

The  doek  extension  will  have  100  new 
pockets.  50  on  each  side.  This  will  pro- 
vide an  increased  dock  capacity  that  will 
easily  make  the  Eastern's  ore  dock  one 
of  the  largest  In  the  world. 

Not  only  will  the  dock  capacty  be  ir 
creased,  but  the  railway  company  ha 
ordered  ic**)  more  of  the  large  steel  or 
cars  of  W  tons  capacity,  and  a  number  c 
ensines.  This  purchase  is  aloOK  the  lin 
of  the  Eastern's  policy  to  pei'ure  the  haul 
inn  eontracts  from  a  still  larger  number  o 
the  independent  mines.  Last  ye:ir  th 
Kastern  comi)any,  with  all  its  handicap 
of  defective  bridges,  sinkholes  and  ca 
shortage,  hauled  a  larger  ore  buslnes 
than  it  has  ever  done  before  since  th. 
docks  were  built  at  Allouez  bay.  The  shii) 
ments  from  the  docks  last  year  were  'J..'»0,- 
!»»)  tons,  an  increase  of  nearly  5(X>.000  tons 
ever  the  year  previous. 

During  the  season  of  1902,  it  is  claimed 
that  the  rallw.ay  comi)any  will  make  every 
effort  to  increase  the  amount  of  ore 
hauled  to  ^.'^^^*M^  tons,  instead  of  3.'KK».0» 
as  has  been  stated  previously.  It  may 
not  reach  that  mork.  hut  the  company  ex- 
pects to  have  sufTicient  equipment  to  do 
so. 

When  the  road  first  began  hauling  ore  to 
its  docks  at  the  head  of  the  lakes,  wood- 
en car.s.  1200  in  number,  were  put  Into  use. 
So  rapidly  did  the  bii.«tiness  Increase  that 
the  company  about  two  years  ago  began 
purchasing  steel  ore  cars  which  had  an 
incre.i.<ed  capacity,  about  •^•»  tons.  .Ml 
these  cars  are  practicaly  In  the  trade  now, 
and  with  the  l<)Oi)  new  car.s  will  jjlve  the 
railway  company  a  rolling  equipment  of 
27»Kt  ore  cars. 

With  the  new  engines,  which  will  be 
licomotlves  of  the  large  type,  the  Eastern 
company  will  be  In  an  excellent  position 
to  do  a  tremendous  ore  business.  The 
w  )rk  of  Improving  the  r>>ad  and  getting  it 
into  condition  for  the  business  of  next 
sea.son  is  being  j>ushed  alon;r  rapidlv  and 
It  is  predicted  that  the  Kastern  Minneso- 
ta's road  to  the  mine.s  will  be  one  of  the 
busiest  roads  in  the  Northwest  next  sum- 
mer. 

It  has  been  the  pollc.v  of  all  the  ore  roads 
to  replace  the  wooden  cars,  as  fast  as  thev 
are  dl.'<abled.  by  steel  cars.  The  Duluth 
&  Iron  Range  road  has  27M  wooden  cars, 
some  of  which  have  since  Kone  to  the 
scrap  pile,  and  3.".0  steel  cars.  The  wooden 
cars  have  an  average  capacty  of  about

With  the  Eastern  Minnesota  road's  dock 
extension,  that  will  be  completed  In  time 
to  be  used  part  of  the  coming  sea.son. 
some  interesting  figures  can  be  given  ol 
the  total  iron  ore  dock  capacity  at  the 
head  of  the  lakes.  The  old  dock  of  the 
Eastern  Minne.sota  road  had  2.V)  pockets 
with  a  capaeity  of  12.".  tons  each.  The  new 
dock  had  2."V»  pockets  with  a  capacity  of 
2.'.iJ  tons  each.  With  the  100  pockets  on 
the  dock  extension  to  be  built,  the  total 
capacity  of  the  Eastern  docks  will  be  in- 
creased   to   ll.S,7.'J0   tons. 

The  .MIssabe  road's  docks  have  9fi0  pock- 
ets with  a  capacity  of  i:Kotx>  tons.  The  Du. 
luth  &  Iron  Range  road's  new  dock  at 
Two  Harbors  has  208  pockets  while  the 
capacity  of  the  docks  old  and  new,  la  160,- 
OOO  tons. 

The  total  dock  storage  capacity,  then,  of 
all  the  head  of  the  lake  docks  will,  the 
coming  Season,  be  414,7iO  tona.

"The  car  famine  is  on  again,"  said 
Traffic  Manager  Broughton  of  the  Ea.st- 
ern  Minnesota,  as  he  chafed  his  nose  and 
ears,  which  were  blue  with  cold  from 
walking  Wrm  the  depot  to  the  Spalding. 
"W'e  opened  our  cars  to  shii)ments  des- 
tined to  points  on  other  lines  for  a  few 
days,  and  4000  of  our  cars  were  swal- 
lowed up  in  almost  a  minute.  It  wasn't 
at  one  jiolnt  or  twa  or  three  that  cranio 
was  waiting  to  get  a  chance  to  go  to 
other  roads,  but  ail  along  the  system  the 
same  condition  exl-nted  to  greater  or  les3 
extent.  Sueh  a  drain  as  that  would  sap 
the  Northern  roails'  available  cars  to 
such  an  extent  that  equipment  for  freight 
pasislng  wholly  between  points  on  our 
own  line  would  be  at  a  big  premium. 

"This  simpley  shows  what  a  congcbtion 
of  traffic  there  must  be  In  the  Northern 
country  waiting  for  cars  to  move  it  to 
other  systems.  Somebody  told  me  thai 
there  was  a  thousand  cars  of  grain  here 
waltint  for  cars  to  move  it  East.  Our 
hopes  for  relieving  the  aituallon  at  ouce 
seem  to  have  been  rather  unfounded.  It 
taked  a  long  while  to  get  cars  back  that 
we  allow  to  go  to  other  roads.  It  seems 
as  if  fate  Insists  on  loading  that  car  for 
Points  farther  away  from  its  home  line, 
ln.stead  of  finding  traffic  to  load  it  back 
to  its  own   tracks."

FLOATED  ININJCRED. 
rhilndelphia.  Felt.  l.-The  British  steam- 
ship Europe  from  London  for  Philadelphia 
and  the  Erin  line  ste;;mer  Drummond  from 
Philadelphia  for  St.  Thomas,  both  which 
grounded  in  the  Delaware  river  during 
yesterday's  gale,  were  floated  early  this 
morning'.

"Speaking  of  a  "through  route  from 
Duluth  to  Omaha  and  Kansas  City," 
said  a  traffic  man,  "did  you  ever  look 
up  the  map  to  see  what  the  Northern 
Pacific  and  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis 
could  combine  to  make.  They  could 
make  a  route  to  Omaha  516  miles  long 
and  to  Kansas  City  712  miles  in  length. 
One  other  route  that  has  been  dis- 
cussed would  l>e  558  and  759  miles  re- 
spectively. It  would  mean  over  an 
hour's  difference  in  the  running  time, 
and  if,  as  at  present  tvora  the  Twin 
Cities,  a  tiine  agreement  were  entered 
into,  this  route  would  mean  the  easiest 
riding  and  sleeping. 

"If  you  keep  a  sharp  lookout  on  the 
railroad  situation  you'll  soon  find  indi- 
cations pointing  to  a  route  such  as  I 
have  outlined,  or  I  miss  my  guess.  The 
natural  advantages  to  be  had  from 
such  a  combination  are  too  great  to  be 
Ignored.  With  the  Omaha  figuring  on 
through  service  to  the  Southwest,  over 
its  own  line,  and  the  Great  Northern 
almo.st  prepared  to  follow  suit,  the 
Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  is  practically 
cut  out  of  the  Southwestern  business 
now  growing  so  rapidly, 

"The  Illinois  Central  will  very  shortly 
be  looking  out  for  an  extension  of  its 
business  in  the  Northwest.  It  will  soon 
be  unhampered  in  its  operation  of  the 
Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis.  The  Rock 
Lsland  is  pushing  Its  extension  of  the 
Burlington.  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern 
to  a  finish,  so  that  It  can  enter  the 
Twin  Cities  over  its  own  tracks,  and 
as  soon  as  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis 
is  relieved  of  that  traffic  for  its  line  it 
will  want  something  to  taVe  'ts  place. 

"There  is  this  much  against  a  com- 
bination of  the  Northern  Pacific  and 
the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  for  a 
through  tiain  ser^lce  from  Duluth  to 
Omaha  and  Kansas  City:  By  nlaying 
independently  and  only  making  con- 
nections, the  Northern  Pacific  would  be 
in  a  position  to  throw  business  to  three 
Western  and  Southwe.stern  lines— the 
Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis,  the  Chicago, 
Great  Western  and  the  Rock  Island. 
The  Great  Western  is  too  much  of  a 
free  lance,  to  join  in  such  a  combina- 
tion, and  besides  its  mileage  is  too 
great  to  attract  the  Northern  Pacific. 
Besides  that  there  are  reasons  why  the 
logic  of  the  situation  points  to  an  alli- 
ance between  the  two  lines  mentioned 
for  through  passenger  service  to  the 
West  and  Southwest,  and  I  believe  that 
conditions  are  moving  in  that  direc- 
tion." 

A  partisan  of  the  Northwestern  sys- 
tem discussing  the  prophecy  uttered 
above,  said  that  the  beauty  of  the 
Northwestern's  position,  when  it  talked 
of  putting  in  through  service  from  one 
principal  point  to  another,  was  that  it 
was  in  shape  to  carry  out  its  plans 
without  having  to  make  traffic  ar- 
rangements with  a  connecting  line. 

"That  is  why  you  always  find  the 
Northwestern  taking  the  lead  in 
through  service,"  said  he.  "It  doesn't 
have  to  wait  for  the  other  fellow  to  join 
the  scheme.  The  only  partly  through 
service  that  the  Northwestern  is  inter- 
ested in  is  its  through  route  to  the 
coast,  in  which  it  is  joined  by  the 
I'nion  Pacific,  but  this  relation  is  more 
Important  than  an  ordinary  traffic  ar- 
rangement, for  it  includes  also  a  con- 
tract for  freight  business." 

"The  Northwestern  may  not  always 
have  the  .shorte.st  through  line  over  its 
own  tracks,  but  it  Is  able  to  put  In  a 
through  service  to  almost  any  point  In 
the  territory  it  covers,  and  what  it 
lacks  in  directness  of  route  It  makes  up 
in  fast  running.  Today  you  find  the 
Northwestern  giving  Duluth  a  service 
to  Chicago,  whose  running  time  is  ex- 
ceeded by  only  one  traUi  In  the  West. 
And  you  find  the  Northwestern  leading 
in  providing  a  through  service  to 
Omaha  just  the  .same  as  you  do  in  all 
passenger  plans." 


FINE  TRADE. 


Duluth  Merchants  Expect 

Year    1902  to  Be 

Their  Best. 

Practically  all  of  the  Duluth  stores  fin- 
ished the  taking  of  inventories  on  Satur- 
day. The  results  were  very  gratifying  to 
the  merchants.  The  year  1901  was  the  beat 
In   the  history  of  Duluth's  retail   trade. 

The  year  1302  opens  up  well,  too.  Jan- 
uary trade  showed  a  large  increase  over 
that  of  the  same  month  last  year  and  the 
merchants  are  hopeful  that  this  year  will 
surpass  last  In  the  volume  of   trade. 

The  trade  from  outs-lde  towns  Is  grow- 
ing wonderfully  every  year  and  is  a  great 
aid  to  the  local  merchants.  This  trade  is 
catered  to  now  as  it  never  was  before. 
A  number  of  Duluth  houses  have  large 
mall  order  departments  and  are  reaching 
a   wide   territory. 

Another  source  from  which  the  mer- 
chants expect  to  draw  a  large  increase 
of  business  this  year  is  the  woodsmen. 
The  number  employed  this  winter  in  the 
W(X)ds  around  Duluth  is  very  large  and 
wages  are  high.  These  men  will  come  out 
of  the  woods  In  the  latter  part  of  March 
and  everyone  of  them  should  have  a  good  i 
sum  of  money.  The  number  who  patron- 
ize Duluth  merchants  is  constantly  grow- 
ing and  the  trade  from  this  source  the 
coming  spring  should  be  very  heavy.  The 
merchants  are  looking  for  lively  times 
when    they   come   out   of   the   woods.

jections  to  the  bill,  or  to  any  o*  Its  pro- 
vlsloas.  This  is  the  plan  for  which  Du- 
luth members  and  others  have  been 
working,  and  it  will  be  the  plan  that 
will  be  adopted,  to  all  appearances. 

•  •    • 

It  Is  even  s'tated  that  Governor  Van 
Sant  feels  himself  resiwnslble  in  a 
measure  for  the  passage  of  the  bill  un- 
touched by  discussion  or  amendment, 
and  that  he  has  been  a  party  to  the 
scheme  to  railroad  it  through.  Some  of 
his  friends  deny  this,  however,  and  say 
that  the  governor  realizes  that  this 
is  not  his  fight.  They  think  that  he 
will  that  he  completed  his  duty  when 
he  appointed  three  good  men  on  the  tax 
commission,  and  when  their  report  was 
made,  called  a  special  session  of  the 
legislature  and  laid  the  matter  before 
it.  Several  members  have  placed  them- 
selves on  record  as  favorable  to  the 
plan,  notably  C.  L.  Wallace,  of  Minne- 
apolis, chairman  of  the  committee  on 
taxes  and  tax  laws. 

•  •    • 

The  hope  that  is  back  of  this  scheme 
is  to  take  advantage  of  the  Indecision 
of  some  members  and  the  ignorance  of 
others,  both  of  which  may  be  dispelled 
by  a  hearing  on  the  bill.  A  good  many 
members  came  here  without  having 
studied  the  measure.  Impressed  with 
the  idea  that  Governor  Van  Sant  Is  a 
nice  man,  that  he  appointed  a  good 
commission,  that  the  commisison  knew 
its  business,  and  that,  therefore,  the 
bill  ought  to  be  a  good  one  and  should 
therefore  be  passed.  If  there  is  a 
heaiiing  on  the  measure  this  state  of 
mind  may  be  easily  changed. 

•  •    * 

Members  are  generally  rather  chary 
of  expressing  their  opinions  of  the  tax 
bill.  Some  of  this  reluctance,  it  is  a 
sorrowful  duty  to  say.  Is  grounded  in 
lack  of  information  as  to  its  provisions. 
Much  of  it  Is  due  to  natural  caution, 
and  more  of  it  to  a  desire  to  know 
what  "the  governor  wants  done." 

•  •    • 

One  house  meinber  cornered  a  docile 
audience  and  loosened  t*ie  floodgates 
of  a  torrent  of  conversation,  during 
which  he  discussed  pretty  nearly 
everything  there  Is  to  be  discussed,  in- 
cluding the  evils  of  the  rum  and  to- 
baco  traffic,  and  he  ascribed  the  down- 
fall of  the  Greeks  and  Romans  to  the 
use  of  tobacco,  but  he  did  not  touch 
upon  the  tax  code.  When  'that  subject 
was  broached  he  dropped  the  gates  and 
dammed  the  flood  immediately. 

•  *    • 

On  the  face  of  things  there  Is  enough 
difference  of  opinion  to  give  as.surance 
of  a  rather  neat  little  fight,  and  there 
are  few  members  that  talk  of  anythln.^ 
short  of  a  session  lasting  two  or  three 
weeks,  except  a  few  that  are  ;^tlll 
bluffing  about  pas.sing  the  bill  and  going 
home.  Decided  opposition  to  the  bill  Is 
not  confined  to  Duluth.  From  clear 
across  the  state  comes  the  statement  of 
Representative  J.  A.  Armstrong.  of 
Faribault  county,  that  not  more  than 
one  in  ten  of  his  constituents  favors  tiie 
bill,  and  he  has  taken  care  to  have 
copies  of  it  circulated  so  that  It  could 
be  studied. 

•  •    • 

J.  F.  Jacobson,  of  Lac  Qui  Parle 
county,  says  he  has  been  misunderstood 
In  Duluth.  He  says  the  idea  seems  to 
have  got  afloat  up  there  in  some  way 
that  he  has  been  hostile  to  the  inter- 
ests of  St.  Louis  county,  when  as  a 
matter  of  fact  there  is  not  a  piece  of 
legislation  touching  that  section  that 
he  has  expressed  himself  upon  or 
worked  for  or  against  where  his  efforts 
have  not  been  for  the  best  interests 
of  Duluth  and  its  territory.  He  says 
that  he  does  not  propose  to  favor  legis- 
lation that  will  injure  Duluth,  and  that 
if  Duluth  is  reasonable  arrangements 
can  be  made  whereby  that  will  apply  to 
the  tax  bill  too.  He  refused  to  be  inter- 
viewed as  to  details  on  this  point,  but 
he  expressed  good  will  to  Duluth  and 
said  his  legislative  actions  had  shown 
it. 

He  had  been  accused,  he  said.  of 
harboring  an  intent  to  get  up  a  ton- 
nage tax  on  iron  ore  that  would  give 
the  whole  proceeds  to  the  state.  As 
to  this  he  points  out  that  he  has  placed 
himself  on  record  as  favoring  a  divi- 
sion of  the  proceeds  of  a  tonnage  tax 
that  will  give  the  state  the  same 
proportion  of  the  tax  that  it  would  get 
under  the  customary  procedure,  which 
Is  about  one-tenth.  He  voted  for  the 
nominal  tonnage  tax  on  vessels  when 
he  knew  It  was  unconstitutional,  and  , 
he  did  It  to  help  Duluth  and  the  state 
at  large, 

•  •    • 

Mr.  Jacobson,  who  Is  one  of  the  most 
Interesting  figures  in  the  legislature,  la 
a  tall,  broad-shouldered,  energetic  man 
who  looks  well  fitted  to  fight  his  way 
against  opposition  and  to  make  his 
mark  in  unmistakeable  lines.  His  face 
has  a  cast  that  shows  his  sturdy  Nor- 
wegian parentage  and  a  pair  of  honest, 
shrewd  and  Intelligent  eyes  look  out 
from  it.  He  is  a  merchant,  though  his 
friends  say  h"  would  as  soon  be 
state  atiditor.  He  is  a  student  as  well. 
In  certain  lines,  and  If  anyone  Is  In- 
tending to  get  into  an  argument  with 
him  on  those  lines  he  will  do  well  to 
first  fully  arm  himself  with  knowledge 
of  his  subject  If  he  would  keep  up  his 

end   of  the  debate. 

•  •    • 

It  is  pretty  well  settled  now  that  the 
governor  will  want  some  money  for 
his  antl-merger  fight,  and  if  he  does 
not  want  too  much  he  will  probably  get 
it.  But  It  is  reported  that  he  wants 
a  large  sum.  and  If  that  Is  true— well, 
the  fact  will  be  developed  that  there  is 
not  nearly  so  much  enthusiasm  about 
anti-merger  fights  as  there  was  awhile 
back. 

•  •    • 

It   was   expected   last   night   that  to- 
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day's  session  would  be  very  short  In 
both  branches  of  the  legislature.  It 
waa  expected  that  they  would  meet, 
organize,  appoint  committees  to  wait 
upon  the  governor  and  let  him  know 
that  there  was  a  legislature  In  .session 
that  was  waiting  anxiously  for  hi* 
message,  and  then  adjourn,  out  of  re- 
spect for  a  member  of  the  house  that  Is 
dead.  Representative  J.  W.  Toiry,  of 
Meeker  county.  There  was  to  be  no 
fight  on  organization  whatever.  The 
senate  provided  by  resolution  before 
adjourning  that  its  officers  should  be 
maintained  as  they  were,  and  thl* 
agreement  was  to  be  followed  out  in 
reorganizing.  The  house  made  no  such 
prevision,  but  it  was  expected  to  do 
the  same  thing,  though  In  its  case  there 
were  a  couple  of  vacancies  to  be  filled.

They  are  largely 
used  In  the  wharf  trafflc.  and  It  is  said 
that  they  make  jjooJ  teamsters;  but 
continuous  labor  Is  dlstastei'ul  to  them, 
as  Is  work  for  any  spei'ifi.'d  time.  This 
is  due,  It  Is  said,  to  their  native  instinct, 
which  is  adverse  to  subjection,  unless  to 
Hawailans  of  hljjh  standns  or  to  while 
people  of  authority.  In  jjeneral,  the  Ha- 
waiian will  not  save  money,  unless  he 
has  Inherited  it.  He  Is  fond  of  pleas- 
ure and  of  giving  pleasure,  and  habits 
of  thrift  Interfere  with  this.  Most  of 
them  are  generous,  lavish  and  Impecu- 
nious and  It  will  not  be  long  before  they 
lose  what  little  property  and  standing 
they  have,  by  reason  of  the  keen  compe- 
tition of  the  races.

A  bill   will   short- 
ly be  reported  from 
the    house    commit- 
tee  on   judiciary    m 
congress      for      the 
orotectlon     of     tflo 
president    of    the    United    States    and    li;e 
other    olflciala    in    the    line    of   sucetsslon. 
There     have    been     something     like     two 
dozen     bills     of     this     nature     introduced 
since    the    reconvening    of    congress    and 
Judge    Ray   or    the   committee    ha.s    taken 
the    bunch    and    drawn    a    measure    liiat 
will  meet  all  rei|uirements.  It  is  Intended 
to   correct   all   the   defect.s    In    the    federal 
laws  that  were  made  apparent  by  the  as- 
sassination   of    Pre.Hldent    McKlnley.    The 
pena'.tles   are   ma.le   as   rlsld   as   posslVde, 
and    the    restrictions    against    the    opera- 
tions   of    anarchistic    societies    and    Indi- 
viduals are  mad«'  as  severe  a.s  the     oon- 
stltutlon  permits.  Punishment  la  proviiied 
for   persons    who   engage    In    conspiracies 
in  the  United  States  to  murder  the  rulers 
of    other    nations,    and    provi.-lon    Is    also 
made   to  exclude   from    this   country   per- 
sons who  entertain  beliefs  that  are  dan- 
gerous   to    the    government.    Judge    Ray 
says  that  In  drafting  the  bill  he  studious- 
ly   avoided    Interference    with    freedom    of 
speech  and  of  the  press.   He  expects  that 
the    composite    measure    will    be    adopted 
by  the   full   committee  at  an  early  dale, 
when    he    will    ask    the    house    to    give    it 
immediate    consideration.      After    all,    of 
what  avail  is  the  most  stringent  bill  that 
can  be  enacted  on   these  lines.     The  man 
who    attempts    the    life    of    the    president 
intends    to    assassinate    him    and    is    pre- 
pared   to   suffer    the    full    penalty   of    the 
law— death.     Nt3  laws  will  affect   idm   for 
he  knows   his  fate.     There  aro  provisions 
of   the  bill,   however,    which   are   intended 
to  suppress   anarchy   and   which   will   un- 
doubtedly  prove    of   beneflt    in    thut    line. 


GROWTH     OF   THE    CSBINET. 

George  Wa.«-hingt<)n  had  but  four 
officials  in  his  cabinet;  now  there  are 
eight,  and  the  senate  has  passed  a  bill 
tc  create  a  ninth;  the  department  of 
commerce  and  labor.  In  Washington's 
time  there  was  a  secretary  of  state,  a 
secretary  of  the  treasury,  a  secretary 
of  war  and  an  attorney  general.  The 
head  of  the  war  department  ut  that 
time  had  charge  of  the  political  end  of 
the  navy,  as  well  as  of  the  army.  A 
department  of  the  navy,  however,  was 
createil  in  179S.  duriuR  John  Adams' 
administration,  at  a  time  that  war 
seemed  to  be  imminent  with  France  on 
account  of  that  country's  assaults  on 
American  comjnerce  and  outrageous 
treatment  of  American  mlnlstei-s.  The 
fifth  cabinet  jwst  t*iu3  api>eare<l.  It 
was  not  until  the  nineteenth  century 
had  well  advanced  that  another  cabi- 
net department  was  established.  By 
th^  time  that  Jackson  entered  ottice  in 
1823  the  postoflice  business  of  the 
country  had  grown  to  be  »o  large  thai 
the  man  in  charge  of  it.  who  had  been 
a  mere  bureau  offlclul  before  that  time, 
was  advanced  to  cabinet  rank  and  his 
field  of  worlt  be<.'ame  one  of  the  great 
executive  departments. 

When  William  T.  Barry,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  Jackson's  first  term,  took 
ofllce,  six  persons  belonged  to  the  pres- 
ident's official  fajnlly.  The  settlement 
of  the  West  and  the  growth  in  the 
government's  general  activities  ren- 
dered the  creation  of  the  department  of 
t*ie  Inteilor  essential,  and  Thomas 
Ewing  to<^k  hi.''  place  at  its  head  In 
184y,  at  the  beginning  of  Taylor's  term 
as  president.  As  a  recognition  of  the 
vast  imiM>rtance  of  the  agricultural  in- 
terests a  department  to  concern  itself 
with  that  great  activity  was  created  in 
1SS9,  near  the  end  of  Cleveland's  first 
term,  and  Norman  J.  (Jolntan.  of  Mis- 
souri, was  Us  first  head. 

The  gradual  increase  in  the  number 
of  members  of  the  president's  official 
family  shows  a  steady  growth  and  ex- 
pansion of  the  country.  T4ie  positions 
were  created  as  needed;  the  offices  are 
not  sinecures,  and  their  number,  twice 
as  rnrmy  as  in  Washington's  time,  is 
but  gnother  illustration  irf  the  wonder- 
ful growth  of  the  country. 


municatlon  to  the  Minneapolis  Journal, 
says:  "A  charity  is  a  aervlce  ren- 
dered gratuitouBly  tt>  one  who  Is  in  need 
and  without  expectation  of  a  return  in 
personal  advantage  or  remuneration." 
According  to  this  definition  the  school 
for  the  deaf  is  not  a  charitable  Instltu- 
tlon,  for  the  state  expects  and  receives 
remuneration  from  the  deaf  who  are 
educated  therein. 

Among  graduates  of  the  school  are 
teachers,  bankers,  merchants,  editors 
and  |>ublisher8,  professional  men,  gov- 
ernment clerks,  farmers,  mechanics  and 
artl.«ana  in  all  branches  of  Industry.  The 
deaf  graduates  of  the  school  are  today 
earning  every  year,  in  salaries  and 
wages,  a  sum  several  times  larger  thin 
that  anually  expended  for  the  support 
of  th«*  school.  In  view  of  these  facts, 
classing  the  deaf  with  the  criminal,  the 
pauper,  the  idiotic,  and  the  insane, 
places  upon  them  a  stigma  that  they  do 
not  deserve  and  which  prejudices  them 
in  the  public  eye. 

Kver  since  the  establishment  of  the 
school  for  the  deaf,  forty  years  ago,  the 
state  superintendent  of  public  In- 
struction has  been,  ex-officlo,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  directors,  a  distinct 
recognition  of  the  educational  nature  of 
the  institution.  At  the  last  regular 
session  of  the  legislature  a  bill  that  w  as 
passed  made  a  classification  of  the  edu- 
cational institutions  of  the  stale  as  fol- 
lows: The  state  university,  the  nor- 
mal schools,  the  school  for  the  deaf,  the 
school  for  the  blind  and  the  state  pub- 
lic school.  This  act  was  received  with 
rejoicing  by  the  deaf  and  their  friends. 
They  looked  upon  it  as  an  act  of  Justice, 
and  they  pray  that  in  whatever  action 
the  legislature  may  take  In  the  future, 
this  classittcatlon  may  be  maintained.

THE    LEGISLATURE. 

The  special  session  of  the  Minnesota 
legislature,  which  began  today,  will  be 
one  of  the  most  Important  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  state.  Radical  changes  are 
proposed  in  the  system  of  taxation  that 
has  prevailed  for  many  years^  and  It  is 
the  opinion  of  many  persons  who  have 
studied  tlie  proposed  tax  code  that  It 
would  work  great  harm  to  the  Inter- 
ests of  Duluth  in  particular  and  to 
many  sections  of  the  state.  In  view  of 
this  fact.  The  Herall  has  placed  a  spe- 
cial staff  representative  at  St.  Paul  in 
the  person  of  Stillman  H.  Bingham, 
who  will  remain  there  throughout  the 
extra  session  and  keep  the  readers  of 
The  Herald  posted  in  regard  to  the 
doings  of  the  legislature.

THE  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF. 

An  effort  will  probably  be  made  at 
the  present  session  of  the  state  legisla- 
ture to  pass  a  law  declaring  that  the 
normal  and  public  schools  of  MLn  state 
are  educational  and  not  charitable  In- 
stitutit)ns,  the  supreme  court  having 
placed  the  stigma  of  charity  upon  thjlr 
works  by  its  dec  ision  in  the  board  of 
control  case.  Tho  movement  deserves 
to  succeed.  Our  schools  are  In  no 
sense  charitable  institutions  and  the 
strained  interpretation  put  by  ♦he 
supreme  court  upon  the  word  "charity" 
should  not  be  i)ermitted  to  stand  as  the 
law  of  the  land.  There  is  another 
state  institution  that  should  also  be 
included  under  the  head  of  educational 
—the  school  for  the  deaf.  This  institu- 
tion holds  high  rank  among  the  insti- 
tutions of  this  class  in  the  United 
States,  and  Justice  demands  that  it 
shall  not  be  classed  among  the  chari- 
table  institutions. 

Leaving  the  question  of  charity  aside, 
the  state  institutions  of  Minnesota  are 
correctly  classed  as  follows:  Penal, 
for  the  punishment  of  criminals;  i-e- 
fcrmatory,  for  the  reclamation  of  the 
vicious;  custodial,  for  the  restraint  of 
the  Insane,  the  idotic  and  epileptic; 
educational,  for  the  training  and  prep- 
aration of  the  youth  of  the  state  for 
citizenship.  The  deaf  are  not  crim- 
inals. They  are  not  vicious.  They  are 
not  insane.  Idiotic  or  epileptic.  There- 
fore they  are  entitled  to  recognition  in 
the  educational  system.  The  pupils  In 
the  school  for  the  deaf  are  the  childn^n 
of  honest  citizens  and  taxpayers.  As 
such  they  are  entitled  to  a  free  educa- 
tion. Their  deafness  prevents  their 
education  In  the  common  schools.       A 

The 
the 

state.  Therefore  one  central  institution 
Is  more  economical  to  the  state  than 
would  be  a  number  of  small  schools. 

The  school  for  the  deaf  has  a  cour.se 
of  study  etxendlng  over  a  period  ol 
eight  to  twelve  years,  the  same  as  the 
common  schools.  Deaf  children  are 
admitted  at  an  early  age,  and  are  gra- 
duated after  completing  the  course. 
The  state  has  no  further  care  of  them. 
At  school  they  learn  to  read  and  write, 
they  study  geography,  history,  arith- 
metic, grammar,  etc.,  the  same  as  In 
common  schools.  After  graduation 
they  support  themselves  and  are  good 
citizens.  Not  one  of  the  graduates  of 
the  school  Is  a  pauper  today.  Not  one  Is 
In  the  penal  or  reformatory  Institu- 
tion.

X  WOMAN*S  TRIUMPH. 

The  old  idea  that  women  are  not 
capable  of  coping  with  practical  prob- 
lems in  business  and  professional  life 
has  received  so  many  contradictions  In 
actual  experience  that  it  may  be  re- 
garded as  completely  disproved.  "As 
farmers  women  have  also  gained  re- 
markable success,  as  a  nuiriber  of  cases 
in  the  Northwest,  as  well  as  in  other 
parts  of  the  country,  demonstrate.  A 
California  woman  has  recently  received 
con.«iderable  notoriety  by  reason  of  her 
exhibition  of  women's  possibilities.  In

By  persist- 
ent and  ingenious  effort  she  has 
brought  the  condition  of  all  the  land 
she  orij?lnally  puix.hased  up  to  a  very 
high  standard,  has  increased  her  hold- 
ings largely  and  Improved  them  to  a 
like  degree  of  excellence.  She  planted 
grapes,  peaches,  apricots,  prunes  and 
other  fruits  and  her  orchards  have 
proved  very  profitable. 

Some  years  ago  she  established  a 
dairy  and  by  keeping  it  up  in  the  most 
approved  style  has  made  Its  products 
famous.  One  of  her  latest  entet  prises 
Is  a  large  cannery,  built  and  equipped 
out  of  the  profits  of  her  orchards  and 
dairy.  Besides  she  Is  going  more 
largely  every  year  Into  the  raising  of 
blooded  cattle  and  horses.  She  is  cred- 
ited with  having  discovered  and  per- 
fe<"ted  a  new  system  of  eliminating  all 
disagreeable  odor  of  grass  and  other 
cow  feed  from  her  butter.  w*hlch  Is  in 
steady  demand  at  higher  prices  than 
are  paid  for  the  average  article.  It 
took  the  gold  medal  over  all  competi- 
tors at  the  California  state  fair  two 
years  ago.  and  she  has  also  won  the 
gold  medal  for  the  farm  showing  the 
greatest  variety  and  best  average  qual- 
ity of  products  at  a  state  fair.  One  of 
the  trophies  of  this  remarkable  woman 
was  bestowed  for  the  excellence  of  the 
olive  oil  made  on  her  own  farm. 

Miss  P^shleman  has  refused  $173,000 
for  her  property.  It  has  not  cost  her 
one-sixth  of  that  sum,  and  its  value  is 
steadily  increasing.  California  can 
present  fe-w  more  wonderful  exhibits 
than  t+iis  woman  and  the  results  of  her 
genius  and  industry.

Washington,  Feb.  4.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  United  States  geologic,\l 
survey  has  now  In  press  volume  16  of 
the  nionusrai)h  series  (pp.  1-S02),  con- 
taining un  account  of  the  "Glacial  For- 
mations and  Drainage  Features  of  tha 
Krie  and  Ohio  Basins,"  by  Frank  Le- 
•\erett,  who  prepared  the  companion 
■  monograph,  volume  3S,  on  th^  "lilinoia 
Glacial  Lobe."  The  area  treated  of  in 
the  present  volume  extends  from  the 
Genesee  valley  in  New  York  westward 
across  Northwestern  I'ennsylvania  and 
t>hlo  to  c'entral  and  Southern  Indiana, 
ami  southward  from  Lakes  Ontario  and 
Erie  to  the  vicinity  of  the  Allegheny 
and  Ohio  rivers.  It  treats  of  tho  old 
drift  of  Northwestern  Pennsylvania,  thvj 
Illlnolan  drift  of  Ohio,  Kentucky  and 
Southeastern  Indiana,  and  the  Wiscon- 
sin drift  of  the  Alaumee-Mlaml.  Scioto 
and  Grand  Klver  lobes,  as  well  as  the 
drift  of  Western  New  York.  It  in- 
cludes the  portions  of  the  glacial  lakes 
Maumce,  Whittlesey  and  Warren, 
which  border  the  Lake  Krle  basin  on 
the  .south  and  west,  and  also  their  west- 
ward outlets.  An  outline  of  previous 
publications  on  the  glacial  geology  of 
the  region  Is  given,  and  also  an  outline 
of  the  geologic  formations  and  the  sov- 
tral  sheets  of  drift  there  present.  The 
great  variations  of  altitude  are  noted, 
the  piestMit  systems  of  drainage  are 
dlscus.sed  and  an  attempt  Is  made  to 
detertnlne  the  causes  of  the  changes  of 
drainage  Ijj  the  past.  For  example: 
Premising  that  with  the  extension  of 
glaclatlon  Into  the  lower  courses  of  a 
north ward-llowlng  stream  there  results 
a  ponding  of  water  In  front  of  the  We 
and  a  consenuent  escape  of  the  waiter 
over  the  rim  of  the  drainage  basin  in 
.some  other  direction,  the  writer  holds 
that  the  old  Upper  Ohio,  or  Mononga- 
hela  system  was  diverted  from  its  for- 
mer northward  course  to  Its  pre-sent 
southwestward  course  at  a  date  at 
least  as  early  as  the  culmination  of  the 
earliest  glaclatlon  In  the  Upper  Ohio 
region. 

The  drift  borfler,  or  glacial  boundary, 
1.1  not.  the  author  holds,  n  unit.  but 
formed  in  part  by  the  Wisconsin  and 
Illinoian  drifts,  In  part  by  a  sheet  of 
still  older  dilft.  perhaps  pre-Kansan. 
which  Is  exposed  outside  the  Wisconsin 
drift,  appearing  to  emerge  from  be- 
neath It  near  the  New  York  and  Penn- 
."'.vlvania  line  east  of  the  f'onewango 
i  river,  and  to  pa.ss  .southwnrd  back  and 
forth  acro.ss  the  valley  of  the  Alle- 
gheny river.  This  drift  Is  shown  to 
have  suffered  a  much  greater  amount 
of  weathering  and  erosl.in  than  the  11- 
linf)ian  drift,  which  has  been  Identi- 
fied no  farther  East  than  Western 
Holmes  county.  In  north  ''entral  Ohio. 

The  characteristics,  the  outwash.  and 
the  glacial  drainage  of  this,  as  of  the 
Illinoian  drift,  are  set  forth.  The  evi- 
dence of  the  Interval  between  the  dep.o- 
slilon  of  loess  and  associated  silts  and 
the  Wisconsin  glaclatlon  Is  found  In 
th<^  relative  amounts  of  weathering  dis- 
played by  the  lobes  and  the  Wiscon- 
sin drift,  which,  as  early  and  late  Wls- 
(onsin  drift.  Is  de.scribed  elaborately, 
particularly  as  appearing  In  the  mo- 
ralnlc  loops  of  the  Miami,  Scioto  and 
(5rand  river  lobes,  and  In  the  minor 
moraines  of  the  late  Wisconsin  stage 
lying  between  the  main  mornlnlc  sys- 
tem and  the  shores  of  Lake  Erie  and 
Lake  Ontario. 

The  great  glacial  lakes.  Maumee, 
Whittlesey  and  Warren,  are  taken  up 
in  order.  Lake  Maumee,  the  first  of 
the  glacial  lakes  to  occupy  the  Huron- 
Erie  basin,  and  bounded  on  the  north 
and  east  by  the  retreating  Ice  sheet, 
was  limited  on  the  south  and  west  by 
a  land  barrier,  over  which  It  had  suc- 
cessive outlets;  one  past  Fort  Wayne, 
In  Northeastern  Intllana.  the  Wabash- 
Erie  channel,  and,  as  the  Ice  melted, 
another  farther  north  past  Imlay,  La- 
peer county,  Mich.  Two  Maumee 
benches  have  been  traced  from  Imlay 
southwest  to  Fort  Wayne,  and  east- 
ward to  the  I..ake  Erie  bai^ln  between 
Gerard  and  Erie.  Pennsylvania.  The 
Imlay  outlet  probably  caused  the  sec- 
i  ond  iower  beach.  The  Belmore  beach 
I  of  Lake  Whittlesey,  the  successor  of 
'  Lake  Maumee  and  about  thirty  feet 
lower.  Is  described  throughout  Its 
course  from  Southeastern  Michigan 
southward  and  eastward  to  Its  ap- 
parent terminus  at  Marllla.  In  Wea- 
ern  New  York.  The  L'bly  outlet,  across 
the  'thumb"  of  Michigan,  westward  to 
the  Saginaw  basin  and  thence  by  the 
Grand  river  outlet  to  Lake  Chicago,  are 
briefly  considered. 

In  like  manner  the  extent,  beaches  and 
outlet  of  Lake  Warren,  Its  relations  to 
the  Ice  sheet  and  Its  lowering  to  Lake 
Iroquois  are  discussed. 

The  last  <'hapter  treats  of  the  soils 
the  Erie  and  Ohio  ba.slns,  which  are 
classified  according  to  their  origin  aa 
residuary  soils,  bowlder-day  soils, 
gravelly  soils,  sandy  soils,  loamy  soils, 
grading  Into  fine  silts  and  peaty  or  or- 
ganic soils. 

The  volume  contains  twenty-six 
plates  and  eight  figure  maps  Illustrat- 
ing the  topography,  glacial  area,  gla- 
cial hikes,  drainage,  etc.,  of  the  region 
discussed.

ated, no  matter  what  the  price  of  sil- 
ver might  be."  and  that  In  the  Crlpule 
Creek  district  the  "reserve*  (of  goid)  In 
flight  are  enormous." 

Another  popular  prepossession  that 
receives  scant  courtesy  at  the  hands  of 
the  report  Is  In  regard  to  tin.  Besides 
the  terse  statement  under  the  tabular 
summary,  "Tin— Quantity— None,"  tin 
Is  only  mentioned  twice  In  the  volume;

Washington,  Feb.  4.— Secretary  Wil- 
son has  reftelved  a  report  frotn  Uavid 
G,  Falrchild,  the  expert  of  the  depart 
nient  of  agriculture,  who  with  Mr. 
Lathrop,  a  wealthy  New  Yorker,  is  ex- 
ploring the  world  for  new  plants  for 
introduction  into  this  country.  The  re- 
port 1.H  dated  at  Colornbo,  Ceylon,  and 
discusses  general  conditions  in  China. 
He    says    the    missionaries,    frightened 

out  by  the  recent  troubles,  are  return- 
ing to  their  posts,  and  that  foreign 
merchants  claim  the  outlook  for  trade 
improvement  is  very  favorable  In  the 
region  about  Shan  Hal.  American 
trade,  he  says,  is  more  than  holding  Its 
own  against  that  of  other  countries, 
but  adds;  "Japan's  trade  ha«  greatly 
increased  In  China  of  late,  and  she  Is" 
not  only  active,  but  may  become  a  dan- 
gerous competitor." 

Mr.  Falrchild  went  to  Canton  in 
search  of  the  South  Chinese  pea^^hes 
and  plums,  scones  and  trees  of  which 
he  announces  he  has  shipped  here,  to- 
gether with  some  promising  lellchees, 
bamboos  and  persimmons  for  California 
and  Florida.  He  says  producers  and 
shippers  in  China  and  Japan  are  much 
Interested  in  the  financial  outcome  of 
the  experiments  of  this  government  in 
the  home  production  of  tea,  but  ap- 
parently are  skeptical  and  believed  the 
cost  of  picking  Is  loo  g^reat  for  the  in- 
dustry to  succeed  here. 

Th?  American  occupation  of  Manila 
has  led  to  a  remarkable  Increase  in 
prices  of  labor,  hotel  accommodations 
and  food  products  in  China.  Coolies' 
wages  have  gi<eatly  Increased  In  Hong 
Kong  since  the  Spanish-American  war. 
and  important  new  enterprises  com- 
plain of  a  scarcity  of  labor.  Hotel 
prices  are  50  per  cent  higher  than  be- 
fore the  war,  and  residents  claim  that 
the  general  cost  of  living  has  doubled 
in  the  last  five  years.  The  Chinese  gov- 
ernment, to  pay  its  war  indemnity,  ha« 
levied  a  tax  of  five  American  cents  a 
year  on  each  rafter  of  every  house  in 
the  country.  Foreigners  already  pay 
about  5  per  cent  ad  valorem  on  practi- 
cally everything  imported. 

The  viceroy  In  Canton  Is  already  hav- 
ing great  difficulty  In  collecting  the 
taxes,  and  people  there  say  the  tax  on 
the  natives  is  arousing  a  great  deal  of 
animosity  towards  the  foreigners, 

"The  growth  of  our  agricultural  as 
well  as  manufacturing  products  In 
China."  Mr.  Falrchild  predicts,  "will  be 
a  phenomenal  one  and  Include  many 
canned  and  dried  goods  from  our  or- 
chards and  preserved  meats  and  dairy 
products,  from  our  farms  and  ran- 
ches." 

Mr.  Falrchild  said  that  a  British 
amiy  officer  assured  him  that  the 
Chinese  arsenal  at  Tien  Tsin  Is  manu- 
facturing cannon  and  small  arms, 
which  fall  very  little  short  of  being  as 
goo<l  OS  those  of  European  make,  and 
that  without  even  the  supervision  of 
European  and  the  arming  of  China  is 
going  on  with  a  rapidity  which  will 
soon  astonish  those  Westerners  who 
are  slow  to  recognize  the  direction 
things  are  taking.

Colorado    Livestock    In- 
spection Measure  Ap- 
proved By  Court. 

Denver.  Feb.  4.— The  supreme  court  has 
handed  down  (j  decision  upholding  the 
livestock  inspection  law  passed  by  the 
legislature  of  this  state.  The  decision 
was  rendered  in  the  case  of  Ed  H.  Reld, 
who  rushed  cattle  Into  this  state  from 
Texas  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  law. 
The  sentence  of  six  months  in  tne  county 
jail  against  Reld  is  also  affirmed.  Reld 
was  backed  by  leading  livestock  organisa- 
tions in  the  country,  who  claimed  that 
the  federal  inspection  laws  superceded 
those  of  a  state.

C.  E.  Stein,  a  Chisholm 

Official,  Is  Arrested 

In  Chicago. 


Is  Charged   With    Being 

Short  $150  In  Village 

Accounts. 


He  Has   Only    Held   the 
Office   Since  Aug- 
ust Last. 


The  village  of  Chisholm  assumes 
metropolitan  airs  at  an  early  age.  Its 
vilttige  recorder  was  arrested  in  Chi- 
cago yesterday  on  the  charge  of  em- 
bezzlejnent  of  village  funds. 

The  recorder,  C.  E.  Stein  -by  name, 
left  Chij^holm  a  week  ago  last  Satur- 
day. He  came  to  Duluth  and  stopped 
here  for  a  time. .  Since  then  nothing 
was  heard  of  him  until  he  turned  up  in 
Chicago  and  was  taken  in  custody  by 
the  police   there. 

The  shortage  with  vVhich  Stein  is 
charged  is  $150.  He  was  elected  to  the 
recordership  only  last  August,  at  the 
first  election  held  after  the  village  of 
Chisholm  was  organized. 

Deputy  Sheriff  Bates  left  for  Chicago 
last  evening  with  the  intention  of 
bringing  Stein  back  to  Duluth  to  meet 
the  charges  preferred  against  him.  It 
is  understood  that  the  fleeing  official  is 
willing  to  return  to  meet  his  accu.sers 
without  putting  the  authorities  to  the 
trouble  of  obtaining  reuuisition  papers, 
and  the  officer  and  his  prisoner  are  ex- 
pected to  arrive  on  tomorrow  morning's 
train.

Against  William  Clark. 

John  Fra.'icr  Intimates  in  a  complaint 
in  an  action  filed  In  district  court  that 
William.

His 
Income  wa.s  $1,000,000  a  year.  He  had 
returned  from  the  South  African  war, 
•Wliere  he  had  Bei'%-ed  with  Capt.  de 
Montmorcnry.  On  his  way  home  he 
fall  in  love  with  an  American  girl  on 
shipboard  and  would  have  married  her 
had  not  his  Irate  mother  awaited  the 
ehip's  arrival  at  the  dock  and  broken 
fhe  engagement  by  hurrying  De  Wal- 
den  away  to  London.  His  engagement 
to  Miss  Plowden  was  very  sudden  and 
lasted  only  a  fftiort  time. 

Th^roung  earl  of  Lytton  reax'hed  his 
tna.imm.y  Aug.  10,  1897.  and  is  the  sec- 
ond of  that  title.  His  full  name  is  Sir 
Victor  Alexander  George  Robert  Bul- 
■»ver- Lytton.  and  he  succeeded  to  the 
earldom  on  his  father's  death,  thirteen 
Vears  ago. 

His  paternal  grandfather  was  the 
famous  novelist.  Edward  Bulwer-Lyt- 
ton    who  was  created  Baron  Lytton  In 
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lSfi6.  His  father  was  a  diplomat  and 
author  of  "Lucille."  his  nom  de  plume 
being  "Owen  Meredith." 

The  Hulwer-Lyltons  trace  their  fam- 
ily back  to  Sir  Robert  de  Lytton,  who 
was  comptroller  of  the  household  of 
Henry  IV.  and  Kiicl)\\orlh  park,  the 
earl's  country  seat  In  Hertfordiihire, 
has  been  in  the  family  since  the  fif- 
teenth century. 

The  earl's  mother  is  a  great-grand- 
daughter of  Lord  Byron.  Her  father, 
one  of  the  earl's  household,  is  an  eccen- 
tric individual  who  Is  so  enamored  of 
the  orient  that  he  wanders  about  the 
neighboring  parishes  dressed  as  a 
Bedouin  chief,  to  the  terror  of  cihlldren 
and  strangers.  He  lives  In  a  tent  on 
the  lawn.  When  he  Joins  the  family  at 
meals  he  reclines  upon  a  divan  in 
Eastern  fashion.

She  had  not  made  more 
than  one  or  two  cuts  till  the  blades 
snapped  Into  something  hard  and  cut  It 
in  two.  Removing  the  pieces  uhe  found 
that  the  hard  substance  was  a  large  pill 
securely  sewed  in  Isetween  the  outside 
cloth  and  the  lining.  I..a8t  evening  young 
Redd  took  the  pieces  of  the  pill  to  Dr.  J. 
J.  Shultls,  of  this  place,  who  pronounced 
them  strychnine.  There  was  enough  of 
the  poison  in  the  pill  to  have  killed  two 
or  three   men.

Hanrahan. 

Chicago,  Feb.  1.— "Wild  Bill'  Hanra- 
haii's  aspirations  to  the  heavyweight 
chiimpionship  were  (|ulckly  dispelled  last 
night  by  Frank  Childs,  the  colored 
heavyweight,  who  knocked  out  the  New 
Yorkerr  after  one  minute  of  fighting.  In 
the  fourth  round.  Hanrahan  was  out- 
classed from  the  start.  althouKh  at  the 
commencement  of  the  first  round  he 
landed  a  wild  swing  on  Cnild's  head,  who 
slipped  from  his  balance,  hut  was  up  in 
a  second  and  sent  H.mrahan  to  the  floor 
with  a  stiff  left  to  the  Jaw.  He  took  the 
limit,  but  had  a  shade  the  bc-st  of  It  in 
the  exchange  that  followed.  The  sect>nd 
round  was  ftill  of  wild  swings,  neither 
man  doing  ^ny  damage.  In  the  next 
round  Childs  played  for  Hanrahan  s  stom- 
ach and  was  more  successful  at  this  style 
of  fighting.  On  several  occasions  he 
landed  on  the  New  Yorker's  abdomen 
without  a  return.  Hanrahan  became 
wilder  than  ever  In  his  deliverv  and 
Childs  tried  for  a  kno<>kout.  He  missed 
Hanrahan  s  jaw  and  the  latter  fell  Into 
a  clinch.  Childs  shook  off  Hanrahan  and 
reached  his  stomach  with  a  right  punch 
that   made  Hanrahan  groan. 

When  they  came  together  In  the  fourth 
round  Childs  continued  to  play  for  the 
stomach.  easily  avoiding  Hanrahan  s 
wild  swings.  After  a  minute  of  fighting 
they  got  into  a  clinch  and  on  the  break- 
away Childs  shoved  a  straight  left  to 
Hanrnhan's  stomach.  The  blow  doubled 
Hanranhan  up  and  as  his  head  droppea 
forward  the  colored  man  broupht  his 
right  square  on  the  Jaw.

"We  have  made  no  Improvement  in 
the  treasury  department  since  Bout- 
well's  time  when  the  brutal  paying  off 
ot  the  d -bt  substituted  tor  It  railroads 
and  other  material  schemes,  widen 
boomed  themselvei*  on  the  fat  treasury 
reports.  We  had  then  three  railroaU 
panics  and  finally,  before  the  close  of 
liarrlsous  term,  the  treasury  itself  be- 
san  to  fall.  Gage,  before  he  went  out, 
norse-headed  as  he  was,  felt  that  .some- 
thing was  not  right  and  proposed  a  bank 
over  buiiks. 

"At  the  bottom  the  vicious  expendi- 
ture is  the  evil.  It  reiiuires  all  the  taxes 
that  have  been  put  on  to  be  kept  on. 
Not  one  economic  influence  Is  in  this 
iiovernment.  All  Is,  tax,  appropriate! 
The  public  will  hold  the  party  respon- 
sible for  any  collapse,  as  it  was  elected 
on  rainbows.

Free  movemient  is  not  i>ercei>tlblo, 
the  Inlets  are  guarded,  the  outlet  is  al- 
ways draining,  and  what  Is  to  become  of 
the  re:*ervoir?  I'he  reservoir  was  the 
public.  After  the  January  dividends, 
why  there  should  have  been  active  spec- 
ulation. Why  isn't  it  so?  it  is  not  in  the 
suspieious  mind,  perhaps,  but  in  the 
empty  pockt  t.  The  few  have  the  money, 
the  treasury  has  the  rest,  and  the  public 
has  been  exhausted." 


A  man  with  thick,  whitening  hair,  a 
big  aquiline  nose  and  a  re^ernblance  to 
Aaron  Burr  of  old,  walked  Into  a  Wash- 
ington street  car— Arthur  P.  Gorman. 
By  a  sy.sti'm  of  skinning  the  state  vote 
down  to  the  party's  necessity,  he  has 
elected  a  leglslatura  and  been  returned 
to  his  old  seat.  He  liad  better  never 
have  been  taken  out  of  it.  The  Republi- 
cans have  been  of  no  good  to  themselves, 
and  the  conditions  of  Maryland  are  dis- 
couraging In  both  parties,  partly  owing 
to  the  want  of  modern  understanding, 
partly  to  actual  white  illiteracy.  l'>lu- 
catlou  deferred  too  loug,  chicanery  apd 
pa.ssionate  ambition,  resentment,  fac- 
tions, act  ujwn  society  like  the  gulleys 
in  the  old  tobacco  wastes.  Nobody  is 
left  In  Maryland  but  Gorman.  The  aged 
Pinckney  Whyte  is  three-quarters  of  a 
century    old.     All    the    rest    are    dead. 

I  told  Mr.  Gorman  that,  of  his  faith,  I 
preferred  him  to  any  other.  He  said  that 
one  happiness  was  to  restore  his  rela- 
tions in  pub..c  life,  which  had  always 
been  congenial.  He  liked  Wa.shington  as 
the  city  of  his  youth  and  middle  life. 
Baltimore  was  a  pleiisurable  city,  with 
circles  of  friends  who  made  society  for 
each  other,  but  Washington  was  a  na- 
tional city,  free  from  party  excitements, 
of  one  amiable  and  well  informed  con- 
sistency. As  to  the  country  where  he 
lived,  it  was  now  empty  of  his  children, 
all  married  but  one.  no  longer  young 
peoples  company.  Even  books  grew  tire- 
some to  one  left  alone  in  a  country 
house  all  the  year.  Therefore  the  ex- 
page,  ex-senator,  said  he  hailed  the 
friendly    restoration    to    Washington. 

The  Prussian  naval  prince  coming  here 
has  plunged  the  younj?  women  into  happy 
convulsions.  What  woman  since  Cinder- 
ella has  loved  republics?  It  is  time  some 
German  ruler  was  coming  here  to  see 
his  kin,  for  the  Germans  have  been 
Europe  s  beat  contribution  to  the  United 
Stfites,  far  preferable  to  our  sectarian 
pilgrim  forefathers,  who  always  looked 
to  me  like  Slander,  Shallow  and  Kalstaff 
each  of  them  an  old  matchlock  wadded 
with  one  and  only  one  leaf  torn  from 
the  Old  Testament.  Did  thev  ever  live 
at  all  or  were  they  part  of  the  Levltlcal 
myth?  I  liken  Falstaff  to  Virginia,  Shal- 
low to  New  Holland  and  Slander  to  New 
I'Ti  upland. 

The  Germans  we  received  before  the 
Revolution  were  a  century  apart  from 
those  received  after  the  republican  fer- 
mentation of  Germany  in  1S30-48.  These 
latter  were  far  beyond  Luther.  Rather 
were  they  Schiller's  men.  Their  con- 
viviality redeemed  Western  and  Eastern 
America  from  asceticism.  They  sang  to- 
gether, the  women  drew  beer,  they  made 
the  hospitable  saloon.  Their  Steuben  or- 
gtinized  Washington's  army.  Germans 
taught  Plenn  colonization  and  W.e«ley 
Methodism.  They  have  always  been  na- 
triotic  never  nursing  old  country  scores 
and  ihey  constitute  in  America  the 
greatest  glory  of  Germany,  which  has  no 
important  colony. 


To  show  himself  to  the  Germans  and 
to  the  Americans,  who  are  oniv  older 
Germans^  Saxons  and  Angles,  In  the  per- 
son of  his  brother,  is  the  voung  emper- 
or's happy  thought.  The  English,  who 
are  a  part  of  the  organized  Jealousy 
called  Europe.  Invariably  hate  a  winner 
and  have  hated  Germany  since  18ti5  when 
our  T:nlon,  triumphant,  inspired  German 
unity.  Germany  did  mankind  a  service 
when  it  broke  up  the  diet  of  petty  princes 
dependent  upon  reactionary  Austrfe  and 
separated  the  Germans  from  the  Sla\'» 
Croats  and  Huns,  also  liberating  Italy' 
For  thirty-one  vears  Germany  has  been 
at  peace  with  the  world.  It  is  a  danger, 
ous  power  between  its  scientific  staff 
and   Its   universal  army. 

We  are  growing  ever  loo  close  to 
European  politics.  If  we  are  ever  drawn 
Into  the  wars  of  Europe  once  they  will 
never  leave  us  out.  It  Is  a  happv  thought 
therefore,  for  the  third  Prussian  kaiser, 
who  gave  a  back  .seat  to  Bismarck  and 
threw  a  comt^lment  to  France,  to  awak- 
en some  Interest  in  America  to  his  fam- 
ily and  nation.  We  are  likely  to  have  a 
good  many  similar  visits  from  royal  peo- 
ple who  are  only  the  natural  politicians 
and  soldiers  of   their  people. 

The  sudden  halt  In  the  NIcaraguan 
canal  disease  is  as  if,  at  the  brink  of  se- 
cession, the  people  in  it  had  said  "Don't  " 

The  idea  of  building  canals  over  moun- 
tains has  been  cht>cked  before  by  engi- 
neers. General  Bernard,  Napoleon's  en- 
fiPt^li.  r^'!"*'*  the  people  of  Maryland 
that  their  finances  would  not  carry  water 
across  the  Allegheny  mountains.  Popu- 
lar suffrage  cannot  remove  mountains. 
Chicago  has  had  some  experience  with 
a  mere  draltiage  canal,  wiilch  is  said  to 
have  cost  IW.OOO.OOO.  Pittsburg  thinks  the 
government  might  build  It  a  canal  to  the 
lakes.  Has  the  Tennessee  river  canal 
yet  altered  the   world's  axis? 

Europe  would  gladly  nominate  America 
to  build  the  canal  Europe  has  failed  in. 

Wisdom  teaches  that  the  smallest  ex- 
penditure to  the  greatest  result  Is  the 
best  engineering,  such  as  In  blowing  up 
Hell  Gate.  Jettylng  the  Mississippi  river 
and  locking  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie.  The 
latter  does  more  work  than  the  Sues 
canal,    and    builds    up    our    own    power. 

We  long  ago  reached  the  Pacific  ocean 
by  rail,  and  each  road  thither,  except 
Panama,  has  spun  a  series  of  such  cities 
as    will  give   the   UaitaA  Btaxem  ih*  d*.

Has 
Amsterdam  passed  l^oiidon  since  It  built 
the  great  canal?  Why  dues  not  Venice 
rise    to  jjplendgr  ^itii   Its   canals? 

When  we  get  the  Isthmian  canal  whom 
shall  wo  nominate  to  live  there?  France 
has  more  money  than  ajiy  other  nation, 
and  wo  would  not  take  from  her  the  op- 
portunity to  redeem  herself  upon  her  own 
ditch. 

SaW  Artenms  Ward  upon  the  draft — 
thoughtless,  shrewd  wi.sdom:  "If  draft- 
ed, 1  shall  resign.  Highly  grateful  for  the 
unexpected  honor  sought  to  be  thrust 
upon  me,  I  shall  resign.  Modesty  Is  what 
alls   me." 

So  with  canaling.  We  could  afford  to 
be  the  laughing  stock  of  the  world,  by 
failing,  but  perhaps  failure  would  be  the 
best  success.  To  keep  the  canal  would 
be   the  rub. 

Why  do  the  republics  on  the  spot  not 
built  It,  in  ttrlw  age  of  Easy  subsidy  and 
credits? 

In  the  present  state  of  American  labor 
can  we  rely  upon  the  army  of  workmen 
we  shall  employ  to  dig  through  the 
deathly  divide,  with  all  our  labor  demor- 
alized by  politicians  and  iiresidentlal  cara- 
Itaigns? 

The  Isthmian  canal  is  about  as  promi- 
nent now  as  it  was  in  1M9,  when  Clay- 
ton and  Henry  Bulwer  made  their  great 
treaty  about  it.  which  had,  for  one  re- 
sult,    the    Panama    railroad. 

Col.  Aspinwall  told  me  that  disease 
killed  off  an  army-  of  men  in  that  small 
work,  and  after  coolies,  negroes  and 
SpanLsh  Iiijllans  failed  Irishmen  executed 
the  Job. 

Removing  earth  by  the  cubic  yard  is  an 
expense  the  average  voter  has  not  known. 
A  few  years  ago  1  hutit  an  arched  gate- 
way, a  memorial '  to  the  army  corres- 
pondents and  artlfns.  at  a  cost  of  above 
V*j00,  and  had  to  scrimp  to  get  through. 
I  put  it  on  a  narrow  profile  of  a  moun- 
tain, upon  a  very  slight  slope,  as  it 
seemed  to  the  eye,  .iiid  undertook  to  fill 
the  shelving  part  With  stone  and  earth. 
I  thought  it  would  cost  |50.  But  cubic 
earth  is  sheoi;  That  Is,  you  go  down  in- 
stead of  uo. 

Well,  I  si)ent  IW)  <m  that  little  declev- 
Ity  and  then  desiteirod.  I  found  that  a 
philanthropic  puri>ti.«e  does  not  make  an 
engineer.  Then  .«ome  few  of  my  neigh- 
t>ors  hauled  for  me  fpee.  The  infernal 
lever  resisted  friendship.  I  found  that  a 
cubic  yard  of  earth  nearly  filled  a  four- 
horse  wagon.  It  gave  mo  a  respect  for 
earth  which  was  like  Shakespeares 
"Thou  sure  and  tum-set  earth."  Finally 
I  had  to  omit  from  my  monument  some 
artistic  wonders  because  I  had  tackled 
a   level. 

Oh,  think  of  the  cubic  yards  In  that 
tempting  canal! 

The  Nicaragua  canal  has  been  a  Job 
since  It  started— a  portion  of  its  schemes 
in  the  United  States  senate.  One  even- 
ing I  called  at  John  Sherman's,  on  gen- 
eral intelligence  account,  and.  some  per- 
sons being  there.  Sherman  followed  me 
to  his  library  down  stairs,  when  1  went 
away,  and  said  in  a  low/>red  tone:  "How 
do  you  stand  on  the  Nicaragua  canal?" 
I  saw  no  reason  for  making  a  secret  of 
it.  He  said  in  a  confidential  tone:  "We 
are  going  to  pass  the  bill;  it  is  going 
to  go   through." 

I  was  mystified  by  his  confidentiality. 
Why  not  have  said  the  same  aloud,  be- 
fore the  others?  It  was  lo  dark  thing 
to  declare  for  a  canal,  as  DeWItt  Clinton 
din  on  every  rostrum.  Warner  Miller  Ije- 
came  president  of  that  experimental 
canal  company;  he  had  gone  out  of  the 
senate. 

I  called  at  the  canal  offices  in  Wall 
street.  Some  engineers  were  there,  partly 
of  the  army.  The  room  looked  like  a  pro- 
motion parlor.  Some  fine,  active  young 
men  were  behind  the  company;  one  piu 
up  »10O.<)00  or  more.  They  obtained  the 
Nicaragua  concession.  But  I  feared  that 
the  canal  was  to  repeat  the  Pacific  rail- 
roads, a  local  companj-.  a  congressional 
lobby,  and  then  s<>andals  and  Indorse- 
ments. We  have  not  yet  been  reimbursed 
for  the  Central  or  Southern  Pacific,  of 
that  company.  Meantime  we  seek  to 
spend  more  than  five  times  the  60  millions 
we  Indorsed  the  raHroad  for,  upon  a  300 
million  dollar  canal,  which  will  parallel 
thr»se  roads.   Are   they  all  so  flourishing? 

Only  yesterday  two  or  three  of  them 
were  consolidated  to  prevent  competi- 
tion. Paralleling  old  railroads  is  the  cause 
of  the  present  community-of-interest  pol- 
icy, which  has  artificially  run  up  rallroau 
stocks  for  control,  or  to  sell  out  to  the 
public.  Where  Is  that  public?  Is  It  a 
myth?  Is  not  everybody  with  any  means 
already   in   the   vast,    stagnant   pool? 

Do  I  think  Sherman  was  In  the  Nica- 
ragua scheme?  I  do  think  he  desire  dto 
be.  He  had  constituents,  relatives  the 
example  of  the  Pacific  railroad  fortunes, 
and  had  been  in  boyhood  a  rodman  on 
the  Muskingum  canal  lock  and  dam  Im- 
provement. Senators  are  no  more  Inspired 
than  seers. 

From  the  tropics  come  now  bananas, 
onyx  and  some  m.ahogany,  by  vessel.  The 
countries  beyond  Panama  produce  wheat 
to  export,  and  coffee,  and  nitrates.  None 
of  them  win  put  any  money  in  the  Isth- 
mian canal.  We  understant!  that  Mexico 
has  opened  a  railroad  to  the  Pacific, 
across  one  of  her  own  Isthmuses.  The 
Panama  railroaad  has  paid  no  dividends 
since  1893.  I  find  that  of  the  three  Mexi- 
can railroads  now  laid,  their  obligations 
and  stock  aamount  to  210  million  .lollara. 
The  Guaymas  line,  from  Arizona  to  the 
Gulf  of  California,  35«)  miles  long,  as  Icng 
as  from  Philadelphia  to  Pittsburg,  seems 
to  have  been  sunken  money,  largely  out 
of  the  New  England  savings  banks.  An 
Isthmian  canal  would  probably  lead,  like 
all  other  roads,  to  New  York,  what  busi- 
ness U*  to  be  done  south  of  the  Isthmus 
which  the  Panama  canal  cannot  do? 

We  could  pass  some  war  ships  through

Almost  four  centuries,  that  Isthmus 
has  been  in  the  sight  of  man  and  none 
have  tried  to  tackle  it  but  the  French, 
with  their  complete  experience  in  tne 
Sues  canal.  Yet  they  fafied.  Twenty-one 
years  ago  Lesseiw  began  the  Panama 
canal  and  lost  his  fame  In  It  and  330  mil- 
lion dollars'  expenditure. 

In  seven  years  the  French  republic 
gave  up  the  Job.  Only  four  months'  work 
could  be  done  In  a  year.  Death  was  in 
evcrv  swamp  and  a  swamp  in  every 
aisht. 

Why  do  we  Indulge  the  illusion  that  we 
are  all  engineers  and  know  ail  about  ca- 
nals? 

A  thing  material  like  Ibis  is  not  a  sub- 
ject for  passion,  but  Senator  Morgan  of 
AlJbama  ia  keyed  up  to  the  excitement 
of  King  Lear  on  one  route  and  no  other— 
that  route  up  a  roaring  torrent  to  a  vol- 
canic lake,  100  feet  above  the  sea,  the 
canal  as  long  as  from  New  York  to  Bal- 
timore. 

Over  aoo  years  ago  the  Scotch  sent  laX) 
men  to  Panama,  backed  by  the  Darlen 
comrpanv.  The  founder  of  the  Bank  of 
England  headed  the  company.  He  lost 
his  mind,  the  investors  lust  all  the  money 
and  the  Spanish  broke  up  the  expedition.

Woman    Murdered    In    New 
York  Is  Placed. 

St.  Cloud,  Minn.,  Feb.  4.— The  woman, 
Minnie  Clark,  found  murdered  in  a  New 
York  lodging  house,  is  the  daughter  of 
former  State  Representative  B.  H.  Hall, 
of  Sauk  Center,  Minn.

The  report  that  the  dead  woman's  name 
was  Rose  Macomber,  and  that  her 
lather  was  an  Episcopal  clergyman,  made 
it  diflicult  to  trace  her  identity  here. 

FEARS  FOR  YACHT. 

Fire  In  Shipyard  Caused  Con- 
siderable Excitement. 

New  Y'ork,  Feb.  4.— Much  excitement 
wais  caused  in  the  shipyard  at  Shooters' 
Island  by  a  small  fire  in  the  hold  of  Uie 
steamship  Saale.  The  latter,  which  was 
In  the  great  fire  at  Hoboken,  Is  being  re- 
built and  lies  but  a  short  distance  from 
Emperor  William's  yacht  Meteor.  A 
strong  wind  was  blowing  and  for  a  mo- 
ment fears  were  entertained  that  the 
flames  might  spread.
